TOLERATION,  for  thefe  ten  years  paft,  ha& 
not  been  more  the  cry  of  fome,  than  perfecution 
has  been  the  pradice  of  others,  though  not  on  grounds 
equally  rational. 

The  prefent  caufe  of  this  addrefs,  is  to  folicit  a  con- 
verfion  of  that  power  to  our  relief,  which  hitherto  has 
been  employed  to  our  deprellion  ;  that  after  this  large 
experience  of  our  innocency,  and  long  fince  expired 
apprenticelhip  of  cruel  fufFerings,  you  will  be  pleafed 
to  cancel  all  our  bonds,  and  give  us  a  poffellion  of 
thofe  freedoms,  to  which  we  are  intituled  by  Englifh 
birth-right. 

This  has  been  often  promifed  to  us,  and  we  as  ear- 
neftly  have  expeAed  the  performance ;  but  to  this  time 
we  labour  under  the  unfpeakable  preffure  of  nafty  pri- 
fons,  and  daily  confifcation  of  our  goods,  to  the  ap* 
parent  ruin  of  intire  families. 

We  would  not  attribute  the  whole  of  this  feverity 
to  malice,  fince  not  a  little  (hare  may  juftly  be  af- 
cribed  to  mif-intelligence. 

For  it  is  the  infelicity  of  governors  to  fee  and  hear 
by  the  eyes  and  ears  of  other  men  j  which  is  equally 
unhappy  for  the  people. 

And  we  are  bold  to  fay,  that  fuppofitions,  and  mere 
conjeftures,  have  been  the  beft  mealures  that  mod  have 
tal^en  of  us,  and  of  our  principles  j  for  whilft  there 
have  been  none  more  inoffenfivej  we  have  been  niark* 
ed  for  capital  offenders. 

A  a  ^^ 
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It  is  hard  that  we  (hould  always  lie  under  this  un- 
dcfervcd  imputation  j  and,  which  is  worfc,  be  pcrfc- 
fecuted  as  fuch,  without  the  liberty  of  a  juft  defence. 

In  Ihort,  if  you  are  apprehenfive  that  our  principles 
are  inconfiftent  with  the  civil  government,  grant  us 
a  free  conference  about  the  points  in  queftion,  and  lee 
us  know  what  are  thofe  laws,  eflfential  to  prefervation, 
that  our  opinions  carry  an  opposition  to  ?  And  if  upon 
a  due  enquiry  we  are  found  fo  heterdox  as  reprefented, 
it  will  be  then  but  time  enough  to  inflid  thefe  heavy 
penalties  upon  us. 

And  as  this  medium  feems  the  faircft,  and  moft  rea- 
fonable;  fo  can  you  never  do  yourfelves  greater  juf- 
tice,  either  in  the  vindication  of  your  proceedings 
againil  us,  if  we  be  criminal  -,  or  if  innocent,  in  dif- 
engaging  your  fervice  of  fuch  as  have  been  authors  of 
fo  much  mif-information. 

But  could  we  once  obtain  the  favour  of  fuch  debate, 
we  doubt  not  to  evince  a  clear  confiftency  of  our  life 
and  do6trine  with  the  Englifh  government ;  and  that 
an  indulging  of  Diffenters  in  the  fenfe  defended,  is  not 
only  moft  Chriftian  and  rational,  but  prudent  alfo ;  and 
the  contrary  (how  plaufible  foever  innnuated)  the  moft 
injurious  to  the  peace,  and  deftruftive  of  that  difcreet 
balance,  which  the  beft  and  wifeft  ftates  have  ever 
carefully  obferved. 

But  if  this  fair  and  equal  offer  find  not  a  place  with 
you,  on  which  to  reft  its  foot;  much  lefs  that  it 
ihould  bring  us  back  the  olive-branch  of  Toleration  ; 
we  heartily  embrace  and  blefs  the  providence  of  God  ; 
^nd,  in  his  ftrength,  refolve  by  patience  to  outweary 
perfccution,  and  by  our  conftant  fufFerings  feek  to  ob- 
tain a  viftory,  more  glorious  than  any  our  adverfaries 
can  atchieve  by  all  their  cruelties.

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WERE  fomc  as  Chriftian  as  they  boaft  them-i 
felves  to  be,  it  would  fave  us  all  the  labour  wc 
beftow  in  rendering  Perfecution  fo  unchriftian  as  it 
moft  truly  is.  Nay,  were  they  thofe  men  of  reafon 
they  character  thcmfelves,  and  what  the  civil  law  ftiles 
good  citizens,  it  had  been  needlefs  for  us  to  tell  them, 
that  neither  can  any  external  coercive  power  convince 
the  underftanding  of  the  poorcft  ideot,  nor  fines  and 
prifons  be  judged  fit  and  adequate  penalties  for  faults 
purely  intelleftual  j  as  well  as  that  they  arc  dcftrudtivc 
of  all  civil  government. 

But  we  need  not  run  fo  far  as  beyond  the  (eas,  to 
fetch  the  fenfe  of  the  Codes,  Inftitutes,  and  Digefts, 
out  of  the  Corpus  Civile,  to  adjudge  fuch  practices  in- 
congruous with  the  good  of  civil  fociety  j  fincc  our 
own  good,  old,  admirable  laws  of  England  have  made 
fuch  excellent  provifion  for  its  inhabitants,  that  if  they 
were  but  thought  as  fit  to  be  executed  by  this  prefcAt 
age,  as  they  were  rightly  judged  neceflary  to  be  made 
by  our  careful  anceftors,  we  know  how  great  a  ftroke 
they  would  give  fuch  as  venture  to  lead  away  our  pro- 
perty in  triumph  (as  our  juft  forfeiture)  for  only  wor- 
ihipping  our  God  in  a  differing  way  from  that  which  is 
more  generally  profefled  and  eftablilhed. 

And  indeed  it  is  moft  truly  lamentable,  that  above 
others  (who  have  been  found  in  fo  unnatural  and  anti- 
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chriftian  an  employment)  thofe  that  by  their  own  ffe* 
quent  pradtices  and  voluminous  apologies,  have  de- 
fended a  reparation  from  the  Papacy,  (hould  now  be- 
come fuch  earneft  perfecutors  for  it ;  not  confidering, 
that  the  enadtion  of  fuch  laws  as  reftrain  perfons  from 
the  free  cxercife  of  their  confciences  in  matters  of  re- 
ligion, is  but  a  knotting  whip-cord  to  lafh  their  own 
pofterity ;  whom  they  can  never  promife  to  be  con- 
formed to  a  National  Religion.  Nay,  fince  mankind 
is  fubjeft  to  fuch  mutability,  they  cannot  ertfure  them- 
felves  from  being  taken  by  fome  perfuafions  that  are 
cfteemed  heterodox,  and  confequently  catch  themfelves 
in  fnares  of  their  own  providing.  And  for  men  thus 
liable  to  change,  and  no  ways  certain  of  their  own  be- 
lief to  be  the  moft  infallible,  as  by  their  multiplied 
conceffions  may  appear,  to  enaft  any  religion,  or  pro- 
hibit perfons  from  the  free  exercife  of  theirs,  founds 
harlh  in  the  ears  of  all  modeft  and  unbiaffed  men. 
We  are  bold  to  fay,  our  Proteftant  anceftors  thought 
of  nothing  lefs,  than  to  be  fucceeded  by  perfons  vain- 
glorious of  their  Reformation,  and  yet  adverfaries  to 
Liberty  of  Confcience :  For  to  people  in  their  wits  it 
feems  a  paradox. 

Not  that  we  are  fo  ignorant,  as  to  think  it  is  with- 
in  the  reach  of  human  power  to  fetter  confcience,  or 
to  reftrain  its  liberty,  ftridly  taken :  but  that  plain 
Englifh,  of  Liberty  of  Confcience,  we  would  be  un- 
derftood  to  mean,  is  this  j  namely,  *  The  free  and  un- 

*  interrupted  exercife  of  our  confciences,  in  that  way 

*  of  worfhip  we  are  moft  clearly  perfuaded  God  rc- 

*  quires  us  to  ferve  him  in,  without  endangering  our 
«  undoubted  birth-right  of  Englifli  freedoms  :*  Which 
being  matter  of  Faith,  we  fin  if  we  omit;  and  they 
cannot  do  lefs,  that  (hall  endeavour  it. 

To  tell  us  we  are  obftinate,  and  enemies  to  govern-^ 
ment,  are  but  thofe  groundlefs  phrafes  the  firft  reform- 
ers were  not  a  little  peftered  with  :  but  as  they  faid, 
fo  fay  we.  The  being  called  this,  or  that,  does  not 
conclude  us  fo :  and  hitherto  we  have  not  been  de- 
tected 
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teded  of  that  fzA,  which  only  juftifies  fuch  crnni« 
nations. 

But  however  free  we  can  approve  ourfelves  of  ac- 
tions prejudicial  to  the  civil  government ;  it  is  moft 
certain  we  have  not  fuffercd  a  little,  as  criminals,  and 
therefore  have  been  far  from  being  free  from  fufFer- 
ings  J  indeed,  in  fome  refpcft,  horrid  plunders :  wi- 
dows have  loft  their  cows,  otphans  their  beds,  and 
labourers  their  tools.  A  tragedy  fo  fad,  that  methinks 
it  ftiould  oblige  them  to  do  in  England  as  they  did  at 
Athens  : '  when  they  had  facrificed  their  divine  Socra- 
tes to  the  fottifh  fury  of  their  lewd  and  comical  mul- 
titude, they  fo  regretted  their  hafty  murder,  that  not 
only  the  memorial  of  Socrates  was  moft  venerable 
with  them,  but  his  enemies  they  efteemed  fo  much  theirs, 
that  none  would  trade  or  hold  the  leaft  commerce  with 
them ;  for  which  fome  turned  their  own  executioners, 
and  without  any  other  warrant  than  their  own  guilt, 
hanged  themfelves.  How  near  a-kin  the  wretched 
mercenary  informers  of  our  age  are  to  thofe,  the 
great  refemblance  that  is  betwixt  their  actions  mani- 
reftly  fhews. 

And  wc  are  bold  to  fay,  the  grand  fomentors  of 
perfecution  are  no  better  friends  to  the  Englilh  ftate, 
than  were  Anytus  and  Ariftophanes  of  old  to  that  of 
Athens ;  the  cafe  being  fo  nearly  the  fame,  as  they  did 
not  more  bitterly  envy  the  reputation  of  Socrates  a-* 
mongft  the  Athenians  for  his  grave  and  religious  lec« 
tures  (thereby  giving  the  youth  a  diverfion  from  frc* 
quenting  their  plays)  than  fome  now  emulate  the  true 
diflenter,  for  his  pious  life,  and  great  induftry. 

And  as  that  famous,  common-wealth  was  noted  to 
decline,  and  the  moft  obferving  perfons  of  it  dated 
its  decay  from  that  illegal  and  ingrateful  carriage  to« 
wards  Socrates  (witnefs  their  dreadful  plagues,  with 
other  multiplied  difafters)  fo  it  is  not  lefs  worthy  ob- 
fervatiofi,  that  heaven  hath  not  been  wholly  wanting 
to  feourge  this  land,  for,  as  well  their  cruelty  to  the 
^onfckntiow,  as  their  other  multiplied  provocations* 

^  4  And 
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And  when  we  ferioufly  confider  the  dreadful  judg- 
ments that  now  impend  the  nation  (by  reafon  of  the 
robbery,  violence,  unwonted  oppreflion,  that  almoft 
every-where  have  not  only  been  committed  upon  the 
poor,  the  widow,  and  the  fatherlefs ;  but  moft  tena- 
cioufly  juftified,  and  the  a£bors  manifeftly  encouraged) 
in  mere  pity  and  concern  for  the  everlafting  welfare 
of  fuch  as  have  not  quite  (inned  away  their  vifitation 
(for  fome  have)  we  once  more  bring  to  public  view 
our  reafons  againft  perfecution,  backed  with  the  plain- 
eft  inftances  both  of  Scripture  and  Antiquity ;  if  but 
one  may  be  perfuaded  to  deiift  from  making  any  far- 
ther progrefs  in  fuch  an  anti-proteftant,  and  truly 
anti-chriftian  path,  as  that  of  perfecuting  honeft  and 
virtuous  Engliihmen,  for  only  worfhipping  the  God 
that  made  them  in  the  way  they  judge  moft  acceptable 
with  him. 

But  if  thofe  who  ought  to  think  themfelves  obliged 
to  weigh  thefe  affairs  with  the  greateft  deliberation, 
will  obftinately  clofe  their  eyes  to  thefe  laft  rcmon- 
ftrances,  and  flightly  over-look  the  pinching  cafe  of 
fo  many  thoufand  families,  that  are  by  thefe  feveritics 
expofed  for  prey  to  the  unfatiable  appetites  of  a  villain- 
ous crew  of  broken  informers^  daubing  themfelves 
with  that  deluding  apprehenfion  of  pleafing  God,  or 
at  leaft  of  profiting  the  country ;  (whilft  they  greatly 
diipleafe  the  one,  and  evidently  ruin  the  other)  as 
certain  as  ever  the  Lord  God  Almighty  deftroyed 
Sodom,  and  layed  wafte  Gomorrah,  by  the  confuming 
flames  of  his  juft  indignation,  will  he  haften  to  make 
defolate  this  wanton  land,  and  not  leave  an  hiding- 
place  for  the  oppreffor. 

Let  no  man  therefore  think  himfelf  too  big  to  be 
admonifhed,  nor  put  too  flight  a  value  upon  the  Lives, 
Liberties,  and  Properties  of  fo  many  thoufand  free- 
born  Englilh  families,  embarked  in  that  one  concern 
of  Liberty  of  Confcience.  It  will  become  him  bet- 
ter to  refledt  upon  his  own  mortality,  and  not  forget 
his  breath  is  in  his  noftrils,  and  that  every  adtion  of 
his  life  the  everlafting  God  will  bnng  to  judgment, 
and  him  for  them. 

CHAP. 
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CHAP      I. 

That  impofition,  reftraint,  and  pcrfecution  for  confci*^ 
cncc  fake,  highly  invade  the  Divine  prerogative, 
and  diveft  the  Almighty  of  a  right,  due  to  hone 
befides  himfelf,  and  that  in  five  eminent  particulars*. 

TH  E  great  cafe  of  Liberty  of  Confcience,  fo  of- 
ten debated  and  defended  (however  diflatisfac- 
torily  to  fuch  as  have  fo  little  confcience  as  to  perfecute 
for  it)  is  once  more  brought  to  publick  view,  by  a 
late  a6fc  againft  Diflenters,  and  Bill,  or  an  additional 
one,  that  we  all  hoped  the  wifdom  of  our  rulers  had 
long  fince  laid  afide,  as  what  was  fitter  to  be  paiTed 
into  an  adk  of  perpetual  oblivion.  The  kingdoms  arc 
alarmed  at  this  procedure,  and  thoufands  greatly  at  a 
ftatid,  wondering  what  fhould  be  the  meaning  of  fuch 
hafly  refolutions,  that  feem  as  fatal  as  they  were  un- 
expeftcd.  Some  afk  what  wrong  they  have  done? 
others,  what  peace  they  have  broken  ?  and  all,  what 
plots  they  have  formed  to  prejudice  the  prefent  go- 
vernment, or  occafions  given  to  hatch  new  jealouues 
of  them  and  their  proceedings  ?  being  not  confcious  to 
themfelves  of  guilt  in  any  fuch  refpeft. 

For  mine  own  part,  I  publickly  confefs  myfelf  to  be 
a  very  hearty  Diflenter  from  the  eftablifhed  worlhip  of 
thefe  nations,  as  believing  Proteftants  to  have  much 
degenerated  from  their  firfl  principles,  and  as  owning 
the  poor  defpifcd  Quakers,  in  life  and  doftrine,  to  have 
efpoufed  the  caufe  of  God,  and  to  be  the  undoubted 
followers  of  Jefus  Chrift,  in  his  moft  holy,  ftrait,  and 
narrow  way,  that  leads  to  the  eternal  reft.  In  all  which 
I  know  no  treafon,  nor  any  principle  that  would  urge 
me  to  a  thought  injurious  to  the  civil  peace*  If  any 
be  defeftive  in  this  particular,  it  is  equal  both  indivi- 
duals and  whole  focieties  ihould  anfwer  for  their  own 
defaults  -,  but  we  are  clean 

However,  all  conclude  that  union  very  ominous  and 
unhappy,  which  makes  the  firft  difcovcry  of  itfclf  "  by 
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«^  a  John  Baptift*s  head  in  a  charger."  They  mean 
that  feaft  which  fome  are  defigned  to  make  upon  the 
liberties  and  properties  of  free-bom  Engliihmcn : 
Since  to  have  the  entail  of  thofe  undoubted  heredi- 
tary rights  cut  off,  for  matters  purely  relative  of  ano- 
ther world,  is  a  fevere  beheading  in  the  law :  which 
mud  be  obvious  to  all,  but  fuch  as  meafure  the  juf- 
tice  of  things  only,  by  that  proportion  they  bear  with 
their  own  intereft.  A  fort  ot  men  that  feck  themfelves, 
though  at  the  apparent  lofs  of  whole  focieties ;  like  to 
that  barbarous  fancy  of  old,  which  had  rather  that 
Rome  fhould  burn,  than  it  be  without  the  fatisfa<5):ion 
ofabon-fire.  And  fad  it  is,  when  men  have  fo  far 
ftupefied  their  underftandings  with  the  ftrong  dofes  of 
their  private  intereft,  as  to  become  infenfible  of  the 
public's.  Certainly  fuch  an  over-fondnefs  for  felf,  or 
that  ftrong  inclination  to  raife  themfelves  in  the  ruin 
of  what  does  not  fo  much  oppofe  them,  as  that  they 
will  believe  fo,  becaufe  they  would  be  perfecuting,  is 
a  malignant  enemy  to  that  tranquillity,  which  all  dif- 
ienting  parties  feem  to  believe  would  be  the  confc- 
quence  of  a  toleration. 

In  fliort  we  fay,  there  can  be  but  two  ends  in  per- 
iecution ;  the  one  to  fatisfy  (which  none  can  ever  do) 
the  infatiable  appetites  of  a  decimating  clergy  (whofe 
beft  arguments  are  fines  and  imprifonments) ;  and  the 
other,  as  thinking  therein  they  do  God  good  fervice : 
but  it  is  fo  hateful  a  thing  upon  any  account,  that  we 
fliall  make  it  appear,  by  this  enfuing  difcourfe,  to  be 
a  declared  enemy  to  God,  religion,  and  the  good  of 
human  fociety. 

The  whole  will  be  fmall,  fince  it  is  but  an  epitome 
of  no  larger  a  trad  than  fourteen  (heets ;  yet  divides 
itfelf  into  the  fame  particulars,  every  of  which  we  ftiall 
defend  againft  impofition,  reftraint,  and  perfecution, 
though  not  with  that  fcope  of  reafon  (nor  confequentiy 
pleafure  to  the  readers)  being  by  other  contingent  dif- 
appointments  limited  to  a  narrow  ftinu 

The 
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The  terms  explained,  and  the  queftion  dated. 

Firft,  By  Liberty  of  Confciencc,  we  underftand  not 
only  a  mere  Liberty  of  the  Mind,  in  believing  or  dif- 
believing  this  or  that  principle  or  doftrine  ;  but  *  the 

*  exercife  of  ourfelves  in  a  vifible  way  of  worlhip, 

*  upon  our  believing  it  to  be  indilpenfably  required  at 

*  our  hands,  that  if  we  negleft  it  for  fear  or  favour  of 
any  mortal  man,  we  fin,  and  incur  divine  wrath.' 
Yet  we  would  be  fo  underftodd  to  extend  and  juftify 
the  lawfulnefs  of  our  fo  meeting  to  worlhip  God,  as 
not  to  contrive,  or  abet  any  contrivance  deftruftive  of 
the  government  and  laws  of  the  land,  tending  to  mat- 
ters of  an  external  nature,  direftly  or  indiredtly  i  but 
fo  far  only  as  it  may  refer  to  religious  matters,  and  a 
life  to  come,  and  confequently  wholly  independent  of 
the  fecular  affairs  of  this,  wherein  we  are  fuppofed  to 
tranfgrcfs. 

Secondly,  By  impofition,  rcftraint,  and  perfecution^ 
we  do  not  only  mean  the  ftrift  requiring  of  us  to  be- 
lieve this  to  be  true,  or  that  to  be  falfe ;  and  upon  re* 
fufal,  to  incur  the  penalties  enafted  in  fuch  cafes  5  but 
by  thofc  terms  we  mean  thus  much,  *  any  coercive  lett 
<  or  hindrance  to  us,  from  meeting  together  to  perform 

*  thofe  religious  exercifes  which  arc  according  tp  our 
^  faith  and  perfuafion/* 

The  queftion  ftated* 

For  proof  of  the  aforefaid  terms  thus  given,  wc 
fingly  ftatc  the  queftion  thus  5 

Whet;her  impofition,  reftraint,-  and  periecution,  upon 
perfons  for  exercifing  fuch  a  liberty  of  confcience  as  is 
oefore  expreffed,  and  fo  circumftantiated,  be  not  tQ 
impeach  the  honour  of  God,  the  meeknefs  of  the  Chri* 
ftian  religioB,  the  authority  of  Scripture,  the  privikgc 
o£  nature,  the  principles  of  common  reaibn,  the  well 
being  of  government,  and  apprehenfions  of  the  greateft 
pecfonagei  of  former  and  latter  ages  ? 

Firft, 
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Firft,  Thcrt  we  fay,  that  Impofition,  Reftraint,  and 
Pcrfccution,  for  matters  relating  to  confciencc,  direftly 
invade  the  divine  prerogative,  and  diveft  the  Almighty 
of  a  due,  proper  to  none  befides  himfelf.  And  this 
we  prove  by  thcfe  five  particulars  : 

Firft,  If  we  do  allow  the  honour  of  our  creation 
due  to  God  only,  and  that  no  other  befides  himfelf 
has  endowed  us  with  thofe  excellent  gifts  of  Under- 
Handing,  Reafon,  Judgment,  and  Faith,  and  confe- 
quently  that  he  only  is  the  object,  as  well  as  the  au- 
thor, both  of  our  Faith,  Worftiip,  and  Service  -,  thea 
whofoever  fhall  interpofe  their  authority  to  ena£t  faith 
and  worfhip  in  a  way  that  feems  not  to  us  congruous 
with  what  he  has  difcovered  to  us  to  be  faith  and  wor- 
ihip  (whoie  alone  property  it  is  to  do  i^  or  to  reftrain 
tis  from  what  we  are  perfuaded  is  our  iridifpenfable 
duty^  they  evidently  ufurp  this  authority,  and  invade 
his  incommunicable  right  of  government  over  con- 
fcience :  *  For  the  Infpiration  of  the  Almighty  gives 
*  underftanding :  and  faith  is  the  gift  of  God,'  fays 
the  divine  writ. 

Secondly,  Such  magifterial  determinations  carry  an 
evident  claim  to  that  infallibility,  which  Proteftants 
have  been  hitherto  fo  jealous  of  owning,  that,  to  avoid 
the  Papifts,  they  have  denied  it  to  all  but  God  him- 
felf. 

Either  they  have  forfook  their  old  plea ;  or  if  not, 
we  defire  to  know  when,  and  where,  they  were  inveft- 
cd  with  that  divine  excellency;  and  whether  impofi- 
tion,  reftraint,  and  perfecution,  were  ever  deemed  by 
God  the  fruits  of  his  Spirit.  However,  that  itfelf  was 
not  fufiicient ;  for  unlefs  it  appear  as  well  to  us  that 
they  have  it,  as  to  them  who  have  it,  we  cannot  be- 
lieve it  upon  any  convincing  evidence,  but  by  tradi- 
tion only  ;  an  anti-proteftant  way  of  believing. 

Thirdly,  -It  enthrones  man  as  king  over  confcience, 
the  alone juft  claim  and  privilege  of  his  Creator;  whofe 
thoughts  are  not  as  mens  thoughts,  but  has  referved  to 
himfelf  that  empire  from  all  the  Caefars  on  earth :  For 
if  men^  in  reference  to  fouls  and  bodies^  things  apper- 
taining 
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taining  to  this  and  the  other  worlds  fliall  be  fubjed  to 
their  fellow-creatures,  what  follows,  but  that  Caefar 
(however  he  got  it)  has  all,  God's  fhare,  and  his  own 
too  ?  And  being  Lord  of  both,  both  are  Csfar's,  and 
not  God's. 

Fourthly,  It  defeats  God's  work  of  Grace,  and  the 
invifible  operation  of  his  eternal  Spirit,  (which  can 
alone  be^et  faith,  and  is  only  to  be  obeyed,  in  and 
about  religion  and  worlhip)  and  attributes  mens  con- 
formity to  outward  force  and  corporal  puniihments.  A 
faith  fubje£t  to  as  many  revolutions  as  the  powers  that 
ena<5t  it. 

Fifthly  and  laftly.  Such  perfons  aflume  the  judgment 
of  the  great  tribunal  unto  themfelves ;  for  to  whom* 
foevcr  men  are  impofedly  or  reftriftively  fubjedt  and 
accountable  in  matters  of  faith,  worfliip  and  confcience; 
in  them  alone  muft  the  power  of  judgment  refide: 
but  it  is  equally  true  that  God  fhall  judge  all  by  Jefus 
Chrift ;  and  that  no  man  is  (6  accountaole  to  his  fel- 
low-creatures, as  to  be  impofed  upon,  reftrained,  or 
perfecuted  for  any  matter  of  confcience  whatever. 

Thus,  and  in  many  more  particulars,  are  men  accuf- 
tomed  to  intrench  upon  Divine  Property,  to  gratify 
particular  interefts  in  the  world  -,  and  (at  beft)  through 
a  mifguided  appreheniion  to  imagine  '  they  do  God 
^  good  fervice,'  that  where  they  cannot  give  faith, 
they  will  ufe  force ;  which  kind  of  facrifice  is  nothing 
lefs  unreafonable  than  the  other  is  abominable :  God 
will  not  give  his  honour  to  another  s  and  to  him  only, 
that  fearches  the  heart  and  tries  the  reins,  it  is  our 
duty  to  afcribe  the  gifts  of  underftanding  and  faith, 
without  which  none  can  pleafe  God. 
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CHAP.    III. 

They  oppofc  the  plaineft  teftimonies  of  divine  wtit 
that  can  bej  which  (:ondemn  all  force  upon  con- 
fcience. 

WE  farther  fay,  that  impoiition,  reftraint  and 
perfecution  are  repugnant  to  the  plain  teftimo- 
nies and  precepts  of  the  fcriptures. 

I.  *  The  infpiration  of  the  Almighty  gives  under- 
ftanding/     Job  xxxii,  8. 

If  no  man  can  believe  before  he  underftands^  and 
no  man  underftand  before  he  is  infpired  of  God ;  then 
are  the  impofitions  of  men  excluded  as  unreafonable 
and  their  perfecutions  for  non-obedience  as  inhuman. 

a.  *  Wo  unto  them  that  take  cQunfel,  but  not  of 
«  me/  Ifa.  xxx.  i. 

3.  ^  Wo  unto  them  that  make  a  man  an  offender 

*  for  a  word,  and  lay  a  fnare  for  him  that  reproves  in 

*  the  gate,  and  turn  afide  the  juft  for  a  thing  of  nought.' 
Ifa.  xxix.  i5j(  21. 

4.  *  Let  the  wheat  aiid  the  tares  grow  together,^ 

*  until  the  tiqie  of  the  harveft,  or  end  of  the  world.' 
Matt.  xiii.  27,  28,  29. 

5.  ^  And  Jefus  called  them  unto  him,  and  fa\dp 
^  Ye  know  that  the  princes  of  the  Gentiles  excrcife  do- 

*  minion  over  them,  and  they  that  are  great  exercifc 
^  authority  upon  them ;  but  it  ihall  not  be  fo  amonglt

6.  *  And  Jefus  faid  unto  them.  Render  untoCa^far

10.  *  Dearly  beloved,  avenge  not  yourfelves  j  but 
^  rather  give  place  unto  wrath'  (much  lefs  fhould  any 
be  wrathful  that  are  called  Chriftians,  where  no  oc- 
Cafion  is  given).    *  Therefore  if  thine  enemy  hunger, 

*  feed  him ;  and  if  he  thirft,  give  him  drink ;  recom* 
^  pence  no  man  evil  for  evil.'     Rom.  xii.  19,  20,  11. 

11.  '  For  though  we  walk  in  the  flefh,'  (that  is, 
in  the  body,  or  vifible  world)  '  we  do  not  war  after 
^  the  flefh ;  for  the  weapons  of  our  warfare  are  not 

*  carnal.'  2  Cor.  x.  3.  (but  fines  and  imprifonments 
are ;  and  fuch  ufe  not  the  apoftles  weapons  that  employ 
thofe).     *  For  a  bilhop,   i  Tim.  iii.  3.  (faith  Paul) 

*  muft  be  of  good  behaviour,  apt  to  teach,  no  ftriker  5 

*  but  be  gentle  unto  all  men,  patient,  in  meeknefs  in* 

*  ftrufting,  (not  perfecuting)  thofe  that  oppofe  them- 

*  felves,  if  God  peradventure  will  give  them  repent- 

*  ance  to  the  acknowledging  of  the  truth.'  1  Tim.  ii. 
24,  25. 

12.  Laftly,  We  Ihall  fubjoin  one  paffage  more,  and 
then  no  more    of  this   particular ;    ^  Whatfoevcr  yc 

*  would  that  men  fhould  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  fo  to 

*  them.'  Matt.  vii.  12.     Luke  vi.  31. 

Now  upon  the  whole,  we  ferioufly  alk.  Whether 
any  fhould  be  impofed  upon,  or  reftrained,  in  matters 
of  faith  and  worfhip  ?  Whether  fuch  pradtices  become 
the  gofpel,  or  are  fuitable  to  Chrift's  meek  precepts  and 
XufFering  doftrine?  And  laftly.  Whether  thofe,  who 
are  herein  guilty,  do  to  us  as  they  would  be  done  unto 
by  others  ? 

-  What  if  any  were  once  fevere  to  you ;  many  are  un- 
concerned in  that,  who  are  yet  liable  to  the  lafh,  as  if 
they  were  not.  But  if  you  once  thought  the  impofition 
.  Vol.  IIL  B  of 
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of  a  diredory  unreafonable^  and  a  reftraint  from  your 
way  of  worfhip  unchriftian,  can  you  believe  that  Li« 
berty  of  Conlcicnce  is  changed^  becaufe  the  Parties, 
in  point  of  power^  are  ?  Or  that  the  fame  reafons  do 
not  yet  remain  in  vindication  of  an  indulgence  for 
others^  that  were  once  employed  by  you  tor  your- 
felves?  Surely  fuch  conjedures  would  argue  grofs 
weaknefs. 

To  conclude :  Whether  perfecutors  at  any  time  read 
the  Scriptures,  we  know  not ;  but  certain  we  are,  fuch 
praftice  as  little  of  them  as  may  be,  who  with  fo  much 
delight  reje£t  them,  and  think  it  no  fmall  acceflion  to 
the  difcovery  of  their  loyalty,  to  Jead  us  and  our  pro- 
perties in  triumph  after  them. 

CHAP.    IV. 

They  are  enemies  to  the  privilege  of  nature;  i.  As 
rendering  fome  more,  and  others  lefs,  than  men; 
a.  As  fubverting  the  univerfal  good  that  is  God's 
gift  to  men ;  3.  As  deftroying  all  natural  affeftion. 
Next,  they  are  enemies  to  the  noble  principle  of 
reafon,  as  appears  in  feven  great  inftances. 

WE  farther  fay,  that  impofition,  reftraint,  and 
pcrfecution,  are  alfo  deftrudtive  of  the  great 
privilege  of  nature  and  principle  of  reafon.  Of  naturti 
in  three  inftances : 

Firft,  If  God  Almighty  *  has  made  of  one  blood 
*  all  nations,'  as  himfelf  has  declared,  and  that  he  has 
given  them  both  fenfcs  corporeal  and  intelle£hial,  to 
difcern.  thing's  and  their  differences,  fo  as  to  aflert  or 
deny  from  evidences  and  reafons  proper  to  each  j  thcfl 
where  any  one  enadts  the  belief  or  dilbelief  of  anjf 
thing  upon  the  reft,  or  reftrains  any  from  the  exerdle 
of  their  faith,  to  them  indifpenfable,  fuch  an  one  exalo 
himfelf  beyond  his  bounds,  enflaves  his  fellow-crea- 
tures, invades  their  right  of  liberty,  and  fo  pcrvcrc» 
$jw  whole  order  of  nature. 

Secondlfi 
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Secondly,  Mankind  is  hereby  robbed  of  the  ufe  and 
benefit  of  that  inftinft  of  a  Deity,  which  is  fo  natural 
to  him,  that  he  can  be  no  more  Without  it,  and  be^ 
than  he  can  be  without  the  moft  effential  part  of  him- 
fclf.  For  to  what  ferves  that  divine  principle  in  the 
tiniverfality  of  mankind,  if  men  be  reftridtcd  by  the 
prefcriptions  of  fome  individuals  ?  but  if  the  excellent 
nature  of  it  *  inclines  men  to  God,  not  man  i  if  the 
^  power  of  accufing  and  excufing  be  committed  to  it  1 
^  if  the  troubled  thoughts  and  fad  refleftions  of  forlorn 
^  and  dying  men  make  their  tendency  that  way  only/ 
(as  being  hopelefs  of  all  other  relief  and  fuccour  from 
any  external  power  or  command).  What  (hall  we  fay, 
but  that  fuch  as  invalidate  the  authority  of  this  hea-* 
venly  inftinft,  (as  impofition  and  reftraint  evidently 
do)  deftroy  nature,  or  that  privilege  which  men  arc 
born  with,  and  to. 

Thirdly,  All  natural  affeftion  is  deftroy ed  :  for  thofe 
who  have  fo  little  tendernefs,  as  to  perfecute  men  that 
cannot  for  confcience-fake  yield  them  compliance,  ma* 
nifeftly  aft  injurioufly  to  their  fellow-creatures,  and 
confequently  are  enemies  to  nature ;  for  nature  being 
one  in  all,  fuch  as  ruin  thofe  who  are  equally  enti-* 
led  with  themfelves  to  nature,  ruin  it  in  them,  as  in 
liberty,  property,  &c.  and  fo  bring  the  ftate  of  nature 
to  the  ftate  of  war ;  as  the  great  Leviathan  of  the 
times,  as  ignorantly  as  boldly,  does  aflert.  , 

But,  fecondly.  We  alfo  prove  them  dcftruftive  of 
the  noble  principle  of  reafon,  and  that  in  thefe  feven 
particulars : 

I.  In  that  thofe  who  impofe,  or  reftrain,  are  un- 
certain of  the  truth  and  juftifiablenefs  of  their  aftions. 
In  either  of  thefe,  their  own  difcourfes  and  confeflions 
are  pregnant  inftances,  where  they  tell  us,  that  they  do 
not  pretend  to  be  infallible,  only  they  humbly  con- 
ceive it  is  thus,  or  it  is  not.  Since  then  they  are  un- 
certain and  fallible,  how  can  they  impofe  upon,  or  re- 
ftrain others,  whom  they  are  fo  far  from  alTuring,  that 
they  are  not  able  to  do  lb  much  for  themfelves  i  What 
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is  this,  but  to  impofe  an  uncertain  faith,  upon  certain 
penalties  ? 

2.  As  he  that  ads  doubtfully  is  damned,  fo  faidi 
in  all  afts  of  religion  is  neceffary :  now  in  order  to  be- 
lieve, we  muft  firft  will  j  to  will,  we  muft  judge ;  to 
judge  any  thing,  we  muft  firft  underftand :  if  then  we 
cannot  be  faid  to  underftand  any  thing  againft  our 
underftanding ;  no  more  can  we  judge,  will,  or  believe 
againft  our  underftanding :  and  if  the  doubter  be 
damned,  what  muft  he  be  that  conforms  direftly  againft 
his  judgment  and  belief,  and   they  likewife  that  re- 

.  quire  it  from  him  ?  In  ihort,  that  man  cannot  be  faid 
to  have  ^ny  religion,  that  takes  it  by  another  man's 
choice,  not  his  own. 

3.  Where  men  are  limited  in  matters  of  religion, 
there  the  rewards  which  are  entailed  on  the  free  afts  of 
men  are  quite  overthrown  ;  and  fuch  as  fuperfcde  that 
grand  charter  of  Liberty  of  Confcience,  fruftrate  all 
hopes  of  recompence,  by  rendering  the  aftions  of  men 
unavoidable.  But  thofe  think,  perhaps,  they  do  not 
deftroy  all  freedom,  becaufe  they  ufe  fo  much  of  their 
own. 

4.  They  fubvert  all  true  religion  j  for  where  men 
believe,  not  becaufe  it  is  true,  but  becaufe  they  are 
required  to  do  fo,  there  they  will  unbelieve,  not  be- 
caufe it  is  falfe,  but  fo  commanded  by  their  fuperiors, 
whofe  authority  their  intereft  and  fecurity  oblige  them 
rather  to  obey,  than  difpute. 

5.  They  delude,  or  rather  compel  people  out  of 
their  eternal  rewards ;  for  where  men  are  commanded 
to  aft  in  reference  to  religion,  and  can  neither  be  fe- 
cured  of  their  religion,  nor  yet  faved  harmlefs  from 
puniftiment,  that  fo  afting  and  believing  difprivileges 
them  for  ever  of  that  recompence  which  is  provided 
for  the  faithful. 

6.  Men  have  their  liberty  and  choice  in  external 
matters  5  they  are  not  compelled  to  marry  this  per- 
fon,  to  con verfe  with  that,  to  buy  here,  to  eat  there, 
nor  to  fleep  yonder  5  yet  if  men  had  power  to  impofe 
or  reftrain  in  any  things  one  would  think  it  ihould 

be

be  in  fuch  exterior  matters :  but  that  this  liberty  fhould 
be  unqueftioncd,  and  that  of  the  mind  deftroyed,  iffues 
here,  *  That  it  does  not  unbrute  us,  but  unman  us : 

*  for  take  away  underftanding,  reafon,  judgment,  and 

*  faith,  and,  like  Nebuchadnezzar,  let  us  go  graze 
'  with  the  beads  of  the  field*' 

Seventhly  and  laftly.  That  which  mod  of  all  black- 
ens the  bufinefs,  is  persecution:  for  though  it  is  very 
unreafonable  to  require  faith  where  men  cannot  chufe 
but  doubt,  yet,  after  all,  to  punifli  them  for  difobedi- 
cnce,  is  cruelty  in  the  abftraft  :  for  we  demand,  *  Shall 

*  men  fufFer  for  not  doing  what  they  cannot  do?' 
niuft  they  be  perfecuted  here  if  they  do  not  go  againft 
their  confciences,  and  puniflied  hereafter  if  they  do  ? 
But  neither  is  this  all ;  for  that  part  that  is  yet  moft 
unreafonable,  and  that  gives  the  cleared  fight  of  per- 
fecution,  is  dill  behind,  namely,  *  The  mondrous  ar- 

*  guments  they  have  to  convince  an  heretick  with :' 
not  thofe  of  old,  as  fpiritual  as  the  Chridian  religion, 
which  were,  *  to  admonifli,  warn,  and  finally  to  rejeftj* 
but  fuch  as  were  employed  by  the  perfecuting  Jews  and 
heathens  againd  the  Great  Example  of  the  world,  and 
fuch  as  followed  him,  and  by  the  inhuman  Papids 
againd  our  fird  reforniers,  as  *  clubs,  daves,  docks, 
^  pillories,  prifons,  dungeons,  exiles,  &c.  in  a  word, 
^  ruin  to  whole  families  -,  as  if  it  were  not  fo  much 
^  their  defign  to  convince  the  foul,  as  to  dedroy  the 
^  body/ 

To  conclude:  There  ought  to  J)e  an, adequation  and 
refemblance  betwixt  all  ends,  and  the  means  to  them  ; 
but  in  this  cafe  thero  can  be  none  imaginable :  the 
end,  is  the  conformity  of  our  judgments  and  under- 
ftandings  to  the  a£bs  of  fuch  as  require  it ;  the  means 
are  fines  and  imprifonments,  and  bloody  knocks  to 
boot. 

Now,  what  proportion  or  aflimilation  thefe  bear,  let 
the  fobcr  judge :  the  underdanding  can  never  be  con- 
vinced, nor  properly  fubmit,  but  by  fuch  arguments 
as  are  rational,  perfuafive,  and  fuitable  to  its  own  na- 
ture i  fomething  that  can  refolve  its  doubts,  anfwer 
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its  obje^ions^  enervate  its  propofitions.  But  to  ima* 
gine  thofe  barbarous  Newgate  inftruments  of  clubs^ 
fines,  prifons,  &c.  with  that  whole  troop  of  external 
and  dumb  materials  of  force,  fhould  be  fit  arguments 
to  convince  the  underftanding,  fcatter  its  fcruples,  and 
finally  convert  it  to  their  religion,  is  altogether  irra- 
tional, cruel,  and  impoffible.  Force  nriay  make  an 
hypocrite;  ^  it  is  faith,  grounded  upon  knowledge^^ 
*  and  confent,  that  makes  a  Chriftian/  And  to  con- 
clude, as  we  can  never  betray  the  honour  of  our  con- 
formity (only  due  to  truth)  by  a  bafe  and  timorous 
hypocrify  to  any  external  violence  under  heaven ;  fo 
muft  we  needs  fay,  unreafonable  are  thofe  impofersj 
who  fecure  not  the  impofed  or  reftrained  from  wha^t 
may  occur  to  them,  upon  their  account ;  and  moft  in- 
human are  thofe  perfecutors  that  punifh  men  for  not 
obeying  theip,  though  to  their  utter  ruin. 


CHAP.    V. 

« 

They  carry  a  contradiftion  to  government:  i.  In  the 

nature  of  it,  which  is  juftice.    2.  In  the  execution  of 

it,  which  is  prudence.    3.  In  the  end  of  it,  which 

'i$  fidelity.     Seven  common,  but  graqd  obje£tionSj 

fairly  ftated,  and  briefly  anfwered. 

WE  next  urge,  that  force,  in  matters  relating  to 
confcience,  carries  a  plain  con  tradition  to  go- 
vernment, in  the  nature,  execution,  and  end  of  it. 

By  government  we  underftand,  an  external  order  of 
juftice,  or  the  right  and  prudent  difciplining  of  any 
fociety  by  juft  laws,  either  in  the  relaxation  or  execu- 
tion of  them. 

Firft,  It  carries  a  contradidion  to  government  iq 
the  nature  of  it,  which  is  juftice^  and  that  in  three 
refpedts, 

I .  It  is  the  firft  lefibn  that  great  Synterefis,  fo  much 
renowned  by  philofophers  and  civilians^  learns  man« 
kindj^  ^  Tq  4q  9S  ihcy  would  b«  done  to  y  fince  he  * 

that; 
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that  gives  what  he  would  not  take^  or  takes  what  he 
would  not  give,  only  ihews  care  for  himfclf,  but  nei- 
ther kindnefs  nor  juflice  for  another. 

2.  The  iuft  nature  of  government  lies  in  a  fair  and 
equal  retribution:  but  what  can  be  more  unequalj 
than  that  men  Ihould  be  rated  more  than  their  pro- 
portion to  anfwer  the  neceffities  of  government,  and 
yet  that  they  (hould  not  only  receive  no  proteftion 
from  it,  but  by  it  be  diffeifed  of  their  dear  liberty  and 
properties  ?  We  fay,  to  be  compelled  to  pay  that  power 
that  exerts  itfelf  to  ruin  thofe  that  pay  it,  or  that  any 
jQiould  be  required  to  enrich  thofe  that  ruin  them,  is 
hard  and  unequal,  and  therefore  contrary  to  the  juft 
nature  of  government.  If  we  muft  be  con  tributaries 
to  the  maintenance  of  it,  we  are  entitled  to  a  protec« 
tion  from  it. 

3.  It  is  the  jufticc  of  government  to  proportion 
penalties  to  the  crime  committed.  Now  granting  our 
difient  to  be  a  fault,  yet  the  inflidion  of  a  corporal  or 
external  punifhment,  for  a  mere  mental  error  (and  that 
not  voluntary)  is  unreafonable  and  inadequate,  as 
well  as  againfl:  particular  directions  of  the  fcriptures^ 
Tit.  iii.  9,  10,  II.  For  as  corporal  penalties  cannot 
convirfce  the  underftanding ;  fo  neither  can  they  be 
commenfurate  punifhments  for  faults  purely  intellec* 
tual :  and  for  the  government  of  this  world  to  inter- 
meddle with  what  belongs  to  the  government  of  ano- 
ther, and  which  can  have  no  ill  afpedt  or  influence 
upon  it,  ihews  more  of  invafion  than  right  and  juf-« 
tice. 

Secondly,  It  carries  a  contradiftion  to  government 
in  the  execution  of  it,  which  is  prudence,  and  that  ia 
thefe  inflances. 

1.  The  ftate  of  the  cafe  is  this,  that  there  is  no  re- 
publick  fo  great,  no  empire  fo  vaft,  but  the  laws  of 
them  are  refolvable  into  thefe  two  feries  or  heads  $ 
^  Of  laws  fundamental,  which  are  indifpenfable  and 
'  immutable ;  and  laws  fuperficial^  which  are  tempo- 
^  rary  and  alterable :'  and  as  it  is  juftice  and  prudence 
(Q  be  pund;ual  in  the  execution  ot  the  former,  fo,  by 
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circumftances,  it  may  be  neither  to  execute  the  latter^ 
they  being  fuited  to  the  prefent  conveniency  and  enier- 
cency  of  ftate ;  as  the  prohibiting  of  cattle  out  of  Irc-^ 
land  was  judged  of  advantage  to  the  farmers  of  Eng- 
land, yet  a  qnurrain  would  make  it  the  good  of  the 
whole  that  the  law  fhould  be  broke,  or  at  leaft  the  exe- 
cution of  it  fufpended.  That  the  law  of  reftraint,  in 
point  of  qonfcitrnce,  is  of  this  number,  we  may  farther 
manifeft,  and  the  imprudence  of  thinking  otherwife : 
for  firft,  if  the  faying  were  as  true  as  it  is  falfe,  **  No 
*^  bifhop,  no  king,"  (which  admits  of  various  read- 
ings ;  as,  *'  no  decimating  clergy,  or  no  perfecution, 
*'  no  king,")  we  fhould  be  as  filent  as  fome  would  have 
us ;  but  the  confidence  of  their  aflertion,  and  the  im^ 
policy  of  fuch  as  believe  it,  makes  us  to  fay,  that  a 
greater  injury  cannot  be  done  to  the  prefent  govern- 
ment. For  if  fuch  laws  and  eftablilhments  are  funda- 
mental, they  are  as  immutable  as  mankind  itfelf ;  but 
that  they  are  as  alterable  as  the  conjcftures  and  opi- 
nions of  governors  have  been,  is  evident ;  fince  the 
fame  fundamental  indifpcnfable  laws  and  policy  of  thefe 
kingdoms  have  ftill  remained,  through  all  variety  pf 
oppofite  ruling  opinions  and  judgments,  and  disjoined 
from  them  all.  Therefore  to  admit  of  fuch  a  fixation 
to  temporary  laws,  muft  needs  be  highly  imprudent, 
and  dellruftive  of  the  effential  parts  of  the  govern- 
ment of  thefe  countries. 

2.  That  fince  there  has  been  a  time  of  connivance, 
and  that  with  no  ill  fuccefs  to  public  afFairs^^  it  can- 
not be  prudence  to  difcontinue  it,  unlefs  it  was  impru- 
dence before  to  give  it  i  and  (iich  little  deferve  it  tha^ 
think  fo. 

3.  DiiTenters  not  beifig  confcious  to  themfelves  of 
any  juft  forfeiture  of  that  favour,  are  as  well  grieved 
in  their  refentments  of  this  alteration,  as  the  contrary 
did  oblige  them  to  very  grateful  acknowledgments.  ' 

4.  This  muft  be  done  to  gratify  all,  or  the  greateft 
part,  or  but  fonie  few  only :  it  is  a  demonftration,  all 
are  not  pleafed  with  it ;  that  the  greateft  number  is 
not^  the  empty  public  auditories  ^inll  fpeak :  in  Stiott, 

how 
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how  (hould  either  be,  when  fix  parties  are  facrificed'to 
the  feventh :  that  this  cannot  be  prudence,  common 
maxims  and  obfervations  prove. 

5.  It  ftrikes  fatally  at  Proteftant  fincerity :  for  will 
the  Papifts  fay.  Did  Proteftants  exclaim  againft  us  for 
perfecutors,  and  are  they  now  the  men  themfelves? 
Was  it  an  inftance  of  wcaknefs  in  our  religion,  and  is 
it  become  a  demonftration  of  ftrength  in  theirs  ?  Have 
th^y  tranfmutcd  it  from  antichriftian  in  us,  to  chriC- 
tian  in  themfelves  ?  let  perfecutors  anfwcr. 

6.  It  is  not  only  an  example,  but  an  incentive  to 
the  Romanifts  to  pcrfecute  the  reformed  religion 
abroad :  for  when  they  fee  their  aftions  (once  void  of 
all  excufe)  now  defended  by  the  example  of  Proteftants, 
that  once  accufed  them,  (but  now  themfelves)  doubt* 
lefs  they  will  revive  their  cruelty. 

7.  It  overturns  the  very  ground  of  the  Proteftants 
retreat  from  Rome :  for  if  men  muft  be  reftrained,  up- 
on pretended  prudential  confidcrations,  from  the  exer- 
cife  of  their  confcience  in  England ;  why  not  the  fame 
in  France,  Holland,  Germany,  Conftantinople,  &c. 
where  matters  of  ftate  may  equally  be  pleaded  ?  This 
makes  religion  ftate-policyj  and  faith  and  worlhip, 
fubfervient  to  the  humours  and  interefts  of  fuperiors : 
fuch  doftrine  would  have  prevented  our  anceftors  re- 
treat J  and  we  wifti  it  be  not  the  beginning  of  a  back- 
march;  for  fome  think  it  fhrewdly  to  be  fufpefted, 
where  religion  is  fuited  to  the  government,  and  con- 
fcience to  its  conveniency. 

8.  Vice  is  encouraged :  for  if  licentious  perfons  (cc 
inen  of  virtue  molefted  for  aflembling  with  a  religi- 
ous purpofe  to  reverence  and  worfhip  God,  and  that 
are  otherwife  moft  ferviceable  to  the  commonwealth, 
they  may  and  will  infer,  it  is  better  for  them  to  be  as 
they  are;  fince  not  to  be  demure,  as  they  call  it,  is 
half-way  to  that  kind  of  accomplifl)mcnt  which  pro- 
cures preferment, 

9.  For  fuch  perfons  as  arc  fo  poor-fpirited  as  to 
truckle  under  fuch  reftraints,  what  conqueft  is  there 
oyef  thcmi  that  before  were  confcientious  men,  and 

now 
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now  hypocrites  ?  who  fo  forward  to  be  avenged .  ot 
ititm,  that  brought  this  guilt  upon  them^  as  they 
fhemfelves  ?  and  how  can  the  impofers  be  fecure  of 
their  friendlhip^  whom  they  have  taught  to  change 
with  the  times  ? 

ID.  Such  laws  are  fo  far  from  benefiting  the  country, 
that  the  execution  of  them  will  be  the  afTured  ruin  of 
it,  in  the  revenues^  and  confequently  in  the  power  of 
it :  for  where  there  is  a  decay  of  families,  there  will 
be  of  trade  -,  fo  of  wealth,  and  in  the  end  of  ftrength 
9nd  power  :  and  if  both  kinds  of  relief  fail,  men,  the 
prop  of  republicks;  money,  the  flay  of  monarchies^ 
this^  as  requiring  mercenaries ;  that,  as  needing  free^ 
men  j  farewell  the  intereft  of  England  !  'tis  true,  the 
priefts  get  (though  that  is  but  for  a  time)  but  the 
king  and  people  lofc,  as  the  event  will  Ihcw. 

lu  It  ever  was  the  prudence  of  wife  magiftrates  to 
oblige  their  people  $  but  what  comes  (horter  of  it  than 
perfecution  ?  what  dearer  to  them  than  the  liberty  of 
their  confcience  ?  what  cannot  they  better  fpare  than 
it  ?  their  peace  confifts  in  the  enjoyment  of  it :  and  he 
that  by  compliance  has  loft  it^  carries  his  penalty  with 
him,  and  is  his  own  prifon.  Surely  fuch  praAices 
mull  render  the  government  uneafy,  and  beget  a  great 
difrefpe£t  to  the  governors,  in  the  hearts  of  the 
people. 

12.  But  that  which  concludes  our  prudential  part 
Ihall  be  this,  that  after  all  their  pains  and  good-will 
to  ftretch  men  to  their  meafure,  they  never  will  be  able 
%o  accomplifh  their  end ;  and  if  he  be  an  unwife  man, 
that  provides  means  where  he  defigns  no  end,  how 
near  is  he  of  kin  to  him  that  propofes  an  end  unob-^ 
tainable.  Experience  has  told  us^  i .  Ifow  inveftive 
it  has  made  the  impofed-on.  a.  What  diftradions 
have  enfued  fuch  attempts.  3.  What  reproach  has 
followed  to  the  Ghriftian  religion,  when  the  profefTors 
of  it  have  ufed  a  coercive  power  upon  confcience^ 
And  laftly.  That  force  never  yet  made  either  a  goocl 
Chriftian,  or  a  good  fubjedt^ 
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Thirdly  and  laftly.  Since  the  proceedings  we  argue 
againfl:  are  proved  fo  dcftrudtive  to  the  juftice  andpro^ 
dence  of  government,  we  ought  the  lefs  to  wonder 
that  they  Ihould  hold  the  fame  malignity  againfl:  the 
end  of  it,  which  is  felicity,  fince  the  wonder  would 
be  to  find  it  otherwife;  and  this  is  evident  from  thcfc 
three  confiderations : 

!•  Peace  (the  end  of  war  and  government,  and  its 
great  happinefs  too)  has  been,  is,  and  yet  will  be^ 
broken  by  the  frequent  tumultuary  difturbances  that 
enfue  the  difquieting  our  meetings,  and  the  eftreating 
fines  upon  our  goods  and  eftates.  And  what  thefe 
things  may  ifTue  in,  concerneth  the  civil  magiftrate  to 
confider. 

2.  Plenty  (another  great  end  of  government)  will 
be  converted  into  poverty,  by  the  deftrudlion  of  fa 
many  thoufand  families  as  refufe  compliance  and  con* 
formity,  and  that  not  only  to  the  fufFerers,  but  influ* 
cntially  to  all  the  reft ;  a  demon  ftration  of  which  we 
have  in  all  thofe  places  where  the  late  aft  has  been  any 
thing  confiderably  put  in  execution,  Befides,  how 
great  provocation  fuch  incharity  and  cruel  ufage,  as 
ftripping  widows,  fatherlefs,  and  poor,  of  their  very 
ncceffaries  for  human  life,  merely  upon  an  account  of 
faith  or  worfhip,  muft  needs  be  to  the  juft  and  righte- 
ous Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  fcriptures,  and  plenty 
^f  other  hiftories,  plainly  (hew  us. 

3.  Unity  (not  the  leaft,  but  grcateft  end  of  govern- 
ment) is,  loft:  for  by  feeking  an  unity  of  opinionj^ 
by  the  ways  intended,  the  unity  requifite  to  uphold 
us  as  a  civil  fociety,  will  be  quite  deftroyed.  And 
fuch  as  relinquilh  that,  to  get  the  other,  befides  that 
they  arc  unwife,  will  infallibly  lofe  both  in  the  end, 

In  fhort,  we  fay  that  it  is  unreafonable  we  {hou|d  not 
be  entertained  as  men,  becaufe  fome  think  we  are  not 
as  good  Chriftians  as  they  pretend  to  wilh  us  ^  or  that 
,wc  Ihould  be  deprived  of  our  liberties  and  properties, 
who  never  broke  the  laws  that  gave  them  to  us  :  what 
canjbe  harder,  than  to  take  that  from  us  by  a  law. 
.iprjiich  ^e  great  ii^dul^ence  ^d  folicitude  of  our  an- 

c^ftors 
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ceftors  took  fo  much  pains  to  intail  upon  us  by  law; 
An.  1 8  Ed.  3.  Hat.  3.  alfo  flat.  20.  Ed.  3.  cap.  i« 
Again,  Petition  of  Right,  An.  3.  Car.  and  more 
fully  in  Magna  Cbarta;  farther,  pcrufe  37  Ed.  3.  chap. 

8.  28.    42  Ed.  3.  cap.  7. 

And  we  are  perfuaded,  that  no  temporary  fubfe- 
quential  law  whatever  to  our  fundamental  rights,  (as 
this  of  force  on  confcience  is)  can  invalidate  fo  efTen- 
tial  a  part  of  the  government,  as  Englifh  liberty  and 
property :  nor  that  it  is  in  the  power  of  any  on  earth 
to  deprive  us  of  them,  till  we  have  firft  done  it  our- 
felvcs,  by  fuch  enormous  fafts  as  thofe  very  laws  pro- 
hibit, and  make  our  forfeiture  of  th^t  benefit  we  (hould 
otherwife  receive  by  them :  for  thefe  being  fuch  car- 
dinal and  fundamental  points  of  Englifh  law-dodtrine, 
individually,  and  by  the  colledtive  body  of  the  people, 
agreed  to,  and  on  which,  as  the  moft  folid  bafis,  our 
fecondary  legiflative  power,  as  well  as  executive,  is 
built ;  it  feems  mofl  rational  that  the  fuperflrufture 
cannot  quarrel  or  invalidate  its  own  foundation,  with- 
out manifefUy  endangering  its  own  fecurity :  the  efFeffc 
is  ever  lefs  noble  than  the  caufe ;  the  gift  than  the 
giver  J  and  the  fuperflrudkure  than  the  foundation. 

The  fmgle  queflion  to  be  refolved  in  the  cafe,  briefly 
will  be  this,  whether  any  vifible  authority  (being 
founded  in  its  primitive  inflitution  upon  thofe  funda- 
mental laws,  that  inviolably  preferve  the  people  in  all 
their  jufl  rights  and  privileges)  may  invalidate  all,  or 
any,  of  the  faid  laws,  without  an  implicit  fhaking  of 
its  own  foundation,  and  a  clear  overthrow  of  its  own 
conflitution  of  government,  and  fo  reduce  them  to 
their  Sfatu  quo  prius,  or  firfl  principles  ?  The  refolution 
is  every  man's,  at  his  own  pleafure.     Read  Hen.  3* 

9,  14,  29.     25  JEd.  3.     Cook's  inflit.  2.  19,  50,  51. 
Thofe  who  intend  us  no  fhare  or  interefl  in  the  laws 

of  England,  as  they  relate  to  civil  matters,  unlefs  wc 
correfpond  with  them  in  points  of  faith  and  worfhip, 
mull  do  two  things,  Firfl,  it  will  lie  heavy  on  their 
parts  to  prove,  that  (he  ancient  compa<^  and  original 
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of  our  laws  carries  that  provifo  with  it  j  elfe  wc  arc 
manifeftly  diffeifed  of  our  free-cuftoms. 

Secondly,  They  are  to  prove  the  reafonablenefs 
of  fuch  proceedings  to  oyr  underftandings,  that  wc 
may  not  be  concluded  by  a  law  we  know  not  how  to 
underftand  :  for  if  I  take  the  matter  rightly  (as  I  think 
I  do)  we  muft  not  buy  or  fell,  unlefs  of  this  or  that 
perfuafion  in  religion ;  not  confidering  civil  fociety 
was  in  the  world  before  the  Proteftant  profcflionj 
men,  as  fuch,  and  in  affairs  peculiarly  relative  to  them 
in  an  external  and  civil  capacity,  have  fubfifted  many 
ages  under  great  variety  of  religious  apprehenfions, 
and  therefore  not  fo  dependent  on  them  as  to  receive 
any  variation  or  revolution  with  them.  What  fhall 
we  fay  then  ?  but  that  fomc  will  not  that  we  ihould 
live,  breathe,  and  commerce  as  men,  becaufe  wc 
are  not  fuch  modelled  Chriftians  as  they  coercively 
would  have  us  :  they  might  with  as  much  juftice  and 
reputation  to  themfelvcs  forbid  us  to  look  or  fee  un- 
lefs our  eyes  were  grey,  black,  brown,  blue,  or  fomc 
one  colour  beft  fuiting  theirs :  for  not  to  be  able  to 
give  us  faith,  or  fave  our  confciences  harmlefs,  and 
yet  to  perfccute  us  for  refufing  conformity,  is  intole- 
rable hard  meafure. 

In  (hort,  that  coercive  way  of  bringing  all  men  to 
their  height  of  perfuafion,  muft  either  arife  from  exor- 
bitant zeal  and  fuperftition,  or  from  a  confcioufnefs  of 
error  and  defeft,  which  is  unwilling  any  thing  more 
fincere  and  reformed  fhould  take  place ;  being  of  that 
cardinal's  mind,  who  therefore  would  not  hearken  to 
a  reformation,  at  the  fitting  of  the  council  of  Trent, 
becaufe  he  would  not  fo  far  approve  the  reformers 
judgment  (for  having  once  condescended  to  their  ap- 
prehenfions, he  thought  it  would  for  everenflave  them 
to  their  fenfe);  though  otherwife  he  faw,  as  much  as 
any  man,  the  grand  necefllty  of  a  reformation^  both 
of  the  Roman  dodrine  and  converfation. 


Some 
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Some  grand  Objedlions  in  the  Way  mull  be 

confidered. 

Objeftion  i.     ^  But  you  are  a  people  that  meet 

•  with  defigns  to  difafFeft  the  people,  and  to  ruin  the 

•  government/ 

Anfwer.  A  furmife  is  no  certainty  j  neither  is  a  may- 
be, or  conjefture,  any  proof:  ,that  from  the  firft  we 
have  behaved  ourfelves  inoflFbnfively,  is  a  demonftra- 
cion  J  that  our  meetings  are  open,  where  all  may  hear 
our  matter,  and  have  liberty  to  objeft  or  difcufs  any 
point,   is  notorious.     Ignorant    calumnies   are  fandy 
foundations  to  build  fo  high  a  charge  upon  :  let  us  be 
fairly   heard   in   public   conference,    how  far  we  can 
juftify  our  principles  from  being  defervedly  fufpefted 
of  fedition  or  difloyalty,  and  not   over-run  us  with 
mere  fuppofitions.    We  declare  our  readinefs  to  obey 
the  ordinance  of  man,  which  is  only  relative  to  hu- 
man or  civil  matters,  and  not  points  of  faith,  or  prac- 
tice in  worfhip:    but  if  accufations    mull   Hand  for 
proofs,  we  (hall  take  it  for  granted  that  we  muft  Hand 
for  criminals;    but  our  fatisfaAion  will  be,  that  we 
Ihall  not  deferve  it,  otherwife  than  as  prejudice  feeks 
Co  traduce  us. 

Objeft,  a.     ^  But  you   ftrike  at   the  doctrine,   at 

•  leaft  the  difcipline,  of  the  church ;   and  confequently 

*  are  hereticks.' 

Anfw.  This  ftory  is  as  old  as  the  reformation :  if 
we  muft  be  objeded  againft  out  of  pure  reputation, 
let  it  be  in  fome  other  matter  than  what  the  Papiils 
objefted  againft  the  firft  Proteftants;  otherwife  you 
do  but  hit  yourfelves  in  aiming  at  us  ?  To  fay  you  were 
in  the  right,  but  we  are  in  the  wrong,  is  but  a  mere 
begging  of  the  queftion  $  for  doubtlefs  the  Papifts  faid 
the  fame  to  you,  and  all  that  you  can  fay  to  us.  Your 
beft  plea  was,  confcience^  upon  principles  the  moft 
evident  and  rational  to  you ;  do  not  we  the  like  i  What 

if 
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if  you  think  our  reafons  thicks  and  our  ground  of  fe- 
paratibn  miilaken  i  Did  not  the  Papifts  harbour  the 
lame  thoughts  of  you  ?  You  perfuaded  as  few  of  them, 
as  we  of  you  :  were  you  therefore  in  the  wrong  ?  No 
more  are  we.  It  was  not  what  they  thought  of  you, 
or  enafted  againft  you,  that  concluded  you :  and  why 
fliould  your  apprehenfions  conclude  us  ?  If  you  have 
the  way  of  giving  faith  beyond  what  they  had,  and 
have  the  faculty  of  perfuafion,  evidence  as  much : 
but  if  you  are  as  deftitute  of  both,  as  they  were  to 
you  J  why  (hould  fines  and  prifons,  once  ufed  by  them 
againft  you,  and  by  you  exclaimed  againft,  as  un^ 
chriftian  ways  of  reclaiming  hereticks  (fuppofing  your- 
felves  to  be  fuch)  be  employed  by  you  as  rational, 
chriftian,  and  convincing  upon  us  ?  To  fay  we  deferve 
them  more,  is  to  fuppofe  yourfelves  in  the  right,  and 
us  in  the  wrong,  which  proves  nothing.  Befides,  the 
queftion  is  not  barely  this,  whether  Hereticks  or  no 
Hereticks  ?  But  whether  an  Heretick  fhould  be  per- 
fecuted  into  a  difclaiming  of  his  error  ?  Your  old  ar- 
guments run  thus,  as  I  well  remember. 

1.  Error  is  a  miftake  in  the  underftanding. 

2.  This  is  for  want  of  a  better  illumination. 

3.  This  error  can  never  be  diflodged,  but  by  rea- 
fon  and  perfuafion,  as  what  are  moft  fuitable  to  the 
intelleft  of  man. 

4.  Fines,  gaols,  exiles,  gibbets,  &c.  are  no  con- 
vincing arguments  to  the  moft  erring  underftanding  in 
the  world,  being  flavifh  and  brutifh. 

5.  .  This  way  of  force  makes,  inftead  of  an  honeft 
diflenter,  but  an  hypocritical  conformift ;  than  whom 
nothing  is  more  deteftable  to  God  and  man. 

This  being  the  Proteftants  plea,  we  are  not  to  be 
difliked  by  Proteftants,  for  following  their  own  avowed 
maxims  and  axioms  of  confcience  in  defence  of  its 
own  liberty. 

In  ihort,   either  allow  feparation  upon   the  (ingle 

principle  of  *  My  confcience  owns  this,  or  difowns 

*  that  J*  or  never  dwell  in  that  building  which  knew 

4RO  better  foundation  (indeed  good  enough)  -,  but,  ac- 

cufing 
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cufing  your  forefathers  of  fchifm  and  hcrefy,  return  to 
the  Romilh  church.  What  fhort  of  this  can  any  fay 
to  an  Anti-libcrty-of-Confcience  Protcftant  ? 

Objeft*  3.    '  But  at  this  rate  ye  may  pretend  to  cut 

•  our  throats,  and  do  all  manner  of  favage  afts/ 

Anfw.  Though  the  objedion  be  frequent,  yet  it  is 
as  foully  ridiculous.  We  are  pleading  only  for  fuch 
a  liberty  of  confcience  as  prefcrves  the  nation  in  peace, 
trade,  and  commerce ;  and  would  not  exempt  any  man, 
or  party  of  men,  from  not  keeping  thofe  excellent 
laws,  that  tend  to  fober,  juft,  and  induftrious  living. 
It  is  a  Jefuitical  moral,    *  To  kill  a  man  before  he  is 

•  born  :*  firft,  to  fufped  him  of  an  evil  defign  -,  and 
then  kill  him,  to  prevent  it. 

Objeft.  4.    '  But  do  not  you  fee  what  has  been  the 

*  end  of  this  feparation  ?  Wars,  and  revolutions,  and 

*  danger  to  government  -,  witnefs  our  late  troubles.' 

Anfw.  We  fee  none  of  all  this ;  but  arc  able  to 
make  it  appear,  that  the  true  caufe  of  all  that  per- 
plexed difturbance,  which  was  amongft  the  HomooujSans 
and  Arians  of  old,  and  among  us  of  latter  years  (as 
well  as  what  has  modernly  attended  our  neighbouring 
countries)  took  its  firft  rife  from  a  narrownefs  of  fpi- 
rit,  in  not  tolerating  others  to  live  the  free  men  God 
made  them,  in  external  matters  upon  the  earth,  mere- 
ly upon  fome  difference  in  religion. 

And  were  there  once  but  an  hearty  toleration  efta- 
blifhed,  it  would  be  a  demonftration  of  the  truth  of 
this  affertion.  On  this  ground  empire  ftands  fafe  j  on 
the  other,  it  feems  more  uncertain. 

But  thefe  are  only  the  popular  devices  of  fome  to 
traduce  honeft'  men,  and  their  principles  j  whofe  lazy 
life,  and  intolerable  advice,  become  queftioned,  by 
a  toleration  of  people  better  inclined. 

Objea. 
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Objeft.  5.    •  But  what  need  you  take  this  pains  to 

*  prove  liberty  of  confcience  reafonable  and  neceflary, 
'  when  none  queftions  it  ?  All  that  is  required  is,  that 

*  you  meet  but  four  more  than  your  own  families ;  and 

*  can  you  not  be  contented  with  that  ?  Your  difobe-^^ 

*  dience  to  a  law  fo  favourable,  brings  fuffering  upon 
'  you.* 

Anf.  Here  is  no  need  of  anfwering  the  forn^er  part 
of  the  objeftion :  it  is  too  apparent  throughout  the 
land,  that  IJberty  of  Confcience,  as  we  have  ftated 
it,  has  been  feverely  profecuted,  and  therefore  not  fo 
frankly  enjoined*  The  latter  part  I  anfwer  thus,  if 
the  words  lawful  or  unlawful  may  bear  their  fignifica- 
tion  from  the  nature  of  the  things  they  ftand  for,  then 
we  conceive  that  a  meeting  of  four  thoufand  is  no 
more  unlawful  than  a  meeting  of  four :  for  number, 
fingly  confidered,  criminates  no  aflembly;  but  the 
reafon  of  their  affcmbling,  the  pofture  in  which  and 
the  matter  tranfafted,  with  the  confequences  thereof. 

Now  if  thofe  things  are  taken  for  granted  to  be 
things  difpenfable  (as  appears  by  the  allowance  of  four 
bcfidcs  every  family)  certainly  the  number  can  never 
render  it  unlawful :  io  that  the  queftion  will  be  this, 
Vfhether  if  four,  met  to  worfhip  God,  be  an  allowable 
meeting,  four  thoufand,  met  with  the  fame  dclign, 
be  not  an  allowable  meeting  ? 

It  is  fo  plain  a  cafe,  that  the  matter  in  queftion 
rcfolves  it. 

Objeft.  6.    ^  But  the  law  forbids  it/ 

Anfw.  If  the  Enacting-  any  thing  can  make  it 
lawful,  we  have  done :  but  if  an  aft  fo  made  by  the 
Papifts  againft  Protcftants,  was  never  efteemed  fo  by  a 
true  Proteftant ;  and  if  the  nature  of  the  matter  will 
not  bear  it ;  and  laftly,  that  we  are  as  much  com- 
manded by  God  to  meet  four  thoufand,  as  four  5  we 
muft  defire  to  be  excufed,  if  we  forbear  not  the  aflfem- 
bling  of  ourfclves  together,  as  the  manner  of  fome  is* 

.  Vol.  in.  c  o\>\^ec, 
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of  fpeech,  or  men's  being  obliged  to  humour  times^  is 
a  great  One  :  which  we  find  made  good  by  the  Floren- 
tine republick,  as  Guiccardine  relates. 

4.  Livy  tells  us,   *  It  was  a  wonder  that  Hannibal^s 

*  army,  confifting  of  divers  nations,  divers  humours, 

*  diflfering  habits,  contrary  religions,  various  langua- 

*  ges,  (houldlive  thirteen  years  from  their  own  coun- 

*  try  under  his  command,  without  fo  much  as  once  mu- 

*  tinying,  either  againft  their  general,  or  among  them- 

*  felves.'  But  what  Livy  relates  for  a  wonder,  that 
ingenious  marquis  Virgilio  Malvetfey  gives  the  rea- 
fon  of  J  namely,  '  That  the  difference  of  their  opinion, 

*  tongues,  and  cuftoms,  was  the  reafon  of  their  pre- 

*  fervation  and  conqueft :'  for,  fays  he,    ^  It  was  im- 

*  poffible  fo  many  contrary  fpirits  fhould  combine; 

*  and  if  any  Ihould  have  done  it,  it  was  in  the  general's 

*  power  to  make  the  greater  party  by  his  equal  hand ; 

*  they  owing  him  more  of  reverence,  than  they  did  of 
«  afFedlion  to  one  another.     This,'  fays  he,  *  fome  im^ 

*  pute  to  Hannibal ;  but  how  great  foever  he  was,  I 

*  give  it  to  the  variety  of  humours  in  the  army.  For,* 
adds  he,  '  Rome's  army  was  ever  Icfs  given  to  mutiny- 

*  ing  when  joined  with  the  provincial  auxiliaries,  than 

*  when  entirely  Roman.'  Thus  much,  and  more,  in 
his  publick  difcourfes  upon  Cornelius  Tacitus. 

5.  The  fame  beft  ftatift  of  his  time,  C.  Tacitus, 
tells  us  in  the  cafe  of  Cremtius,  that  it  had  been  the 
intereft  of  Tiberius  not  to  have  punilhed  him  j  inaf- 
much  as  curiofity  is  begotten  by  reftridtion  of  liberty 
to  write  or  fpeak,  which  never  miffed  of  profelytcs. 

6.  Juftin  Martyr  I  will  forbear  to  quote  in  lefs  than 
his  '  Two  Whole  Apologies,'  dedicated  to  Adriaa  and 
Antoninus  Pius,  as  I  take  it. 

7.  Tertullian  ad  Scapulam,  that  learned  and  judi- 
cious apoloeift,  plainly  tells  us,  *  That  it  is  not  the 
«  property  or  religion  to  compel  or  perfecute  for  rcli- 

*  gion  :^  fhe  fliomd  be  accepted  for  herfelf,  not;  for 
force ',  that  being  a  poor  and  beggarly  one  that  has  no 
better  arguments  to  convince ;  and  a  manifcft  evidencf 
of  her  fuperftition  and  falfehood« 

«•  Of 
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8.  Of  this  we  take  the  nine  months  reign  of  the 
emperor  Jovianus  to  be  an  excellent  demonftration ; 
whole  great  wifdom,  and  admirable  prudence  in  grant- 
ing toleration,  cxprefly  faying,  ^  He  would  have  none 
*  molefted  for  the  exercife  of  their  religion,*  calmed 
the  impetuous  ftorins  of  diflention  betwixt  the  Homoou^ 
Jians  and  Arrians ;  and  reduced  the  whole  empire,  be- 
fore agitated  with  all  kind  of  commotions  during  the 
reigns  of  Conftantine,  Conftantius,  and  Julian,  to  a 
wonderful  ferenity  and  peace,  as  Socrates  Scholafticus 
affirms. 

9.  That  little  kingdom  of  iEgypt  had  no  lefs  than 
forty  thoufand  perfons  retired  to  their  private  and  fepa* 
rate  ways  of  worfhip,  as  Eufebius,  out  of  Philo  Judxus 
and  Jofephus,  relates* 

10.  And  here  let  me  bring  in  honeft  Chaucer,  whofe 
matter  (and  not  his  poetry)  heartily  afFefts  me :  it  was 
in  a  time  when  prieus  were  as  rich  and  lofty  as  they 
are  now.  and  caufes  of  evil  alike. 

•  CT*H  E  time  was  once,  and  may  return  again ^ 

•     (f^^  ^fl  ^^  happen  that  bath  been  befom) 
when  jbepherds  had  none  inheritame, 
ne  of  land,  nor  fee  infufferance. 
But  what  might  arife  of  the  bare  fbetp, 
(were  it  more  or  Ujs)  which  they  did  heepy

11.  Who  knows  not  that  our  firft  reformers  were 
great  champions  for  Liberty  of  Confcience  ?  as  Wick- 
lifF  in  his  remonftrance  to  the  parliament ;  th^  Albi- 
genfes  to  Lewis  the  nth  and  12th  of  France  :  Luther 
to  the  feveral  diets  under  Frederick  and  Charles  the 
fifth ;  Calvin  to  Francis  the  firft ;  and  many  of  our 
Englifh  martyrs,  as  the  poor  "  Plowman's  Famous 
*^  Complaint,"  in   "  Foxe's  Martyrology,"  &c. 

12.  The  prefent  afiairs  of  Germany  plainly  tcU  us, 
that  toleration  is  the  prefervation  of  their  ftates ;  the 
contrary  having  formerly  almoft  quite  wafted  thcoi. 

13.  The  fame  in  France  :  who  can  be  fo  ignorant  of 
their  ftory,  as  not  to  know  that  the  timely  indulgence 
of  Henry  the  Fourth,  and  the  difcreet  toleration  of

14.  Holland^  than  which  what  place  is  there  fo 
improved  in  wealth,  trade  and  power,  chiefly  owes  it 
to  her  indulgence  in  matters  of  faith  and  ^orfliip. 

15.  Among  the  very  Mahometans  of  Turkey  and 
Periia,  what  variety  of  opinions,  yet  what  unity  and 
concord  is  there  ?  We  mean  in  matters  of  a  civil  im- 
portance. 

16.  It  was  the  opinion  of  that  great  mafter  of  the 
**  fentences,"  Dominicus  a  Soto,   *  That  every  man

*  not  of  confcience  i  a  commander  of  bodies,  not  of 

*  fouls/ 

29,  The  king  of  Bohemia  was  of  opinion,  *  That 
«  men's -confciences  ought  in  no  fort  to  be  violated, 

*  urged,  or  conftrained.' 

30,  And  laftly,  let  me  add  (as  what  is,  or  (hould 
be  nowj  of  more  force)  the  fenfe  of  king  James  and 
Charles  the  Firft,  men  famed  for  their  great  natural 
abilities  and  acquired  learning,  that  no  man  ought  to 
be  puniihed  for  his  religion,  nor  difturbed  for  his  con- 

^  fcience  j  in  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  man  to  give 
.what  he  would  receive.     *  It  is  a  fure  rule  in  divinity 

*  faid  king  James,  that  God  never  loves  to  plant  his 

*  church  by  violence  and  bloodfhed/  And  in  his  Ex- 
position on  Revel.  20.  he  faith,  <  That  ferjccution  is 
^  the  note  of  a  falfe  church/  And  in  the  laft  king's 
advice  to  the  prefent  king,  he  fays,  *  Take  heed  of 
'  abetting  any  fadtions :  your  partial  adhering  to  onf 
^  onefide^  gains  you  not  fo  great  advantages  in  fome 

*  men's  hearts,  (who  are  prone  to  be  of  their  king's 
'  religion)  as  it  lofeth  you  in  others,  who  think  them- 

*  felves  and  their  profelfion  firft  defpifcd,  then  pcrfc- 

*  cuted  by  you.* 

Again,  ^  Beware  of  exafperating  any  fa£bions,  by 
^  the   croffnefs   and  afperity  of  fome  men's  paffions^ 

*  humours,    or  private  opinions    employed  by  you, 

*  grounded  only  upOn  their  difiFerence  in  leffer  mat- 
^  ters,  which  are  but  the  (kirts  and  fuburbs  of  religion  1 
^  wherein  a  charitable  connivance,  and  Chriilian  tole- 
f  ration,  often  diflipates  their  ftrengih,  whom  rougher 
^  oppofition  fortifies ;  and  puts  the  defpifed  and  op- 
f  prefled  party  into  fuch  combinations  as  may  moft 
^  enable  them  to  get  a  full  revenge  on  thofe  they 
^  count  their  perfecutors ;  who  are  commonly  affifted 
^  by  that  .vulgar  commiferation  which  attends  all 
f  (I^9(  V?  iii4  tQ  fyflfcr  uii^er  the  notion  of  religion.* 

•  Alw^s 
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•  Always  keep  up  folid  piety y  and  thofc  fundamental 
truths  which  mend  both  hearts  and  lives  of  men, 
with  impartial  favour  and  juftice.  Your  prerogative 
is  beft  (hewn  and  exercifed  in  remitting,  rather  than 
exacting  the  rigour  of  lawsj  there  being  nothing 
worfe  than  legal  tyranny/ 

Now  upon  the  whole,  we  a(k,  what  can  be  more 
equal,  what  more  reafonable,  than  Liberty  of  Con- 
fcience  j  fo  correfpondent  with  the  reverence  due  to 
God,  and  refped  to  the  nature,  praftice,  promotion, 
and  rewards  of  the  Chriftian  religion,  the  fenfe  of  Di- 
vine Writ,  the  great  privilege  of  nature,  and  noble 
principle  of  reafon,  the  juftice,  prudence,  and  feli- 
city of  government,  and,  laftly,  to  the  judgment  and 
aothority  of  a  whole  cloud  of  famous  witnefles,  whofe 
harmony  in  opinion  as  much  detedts  the  unreafonable- 
nefs  and  incharity  of  perfecutors,  as  their  favage  cru- 
elties imply  an  high  contempt  of  folid  determina- 
tions :  of  which  number  I  cannot  forbear  the  men- 
tion of  two,  whofe  aftions  are  fo  near  of  kin  to  one 
another,  and  both  to  inhumanity,  as  the  fame  thing 
can  be  to  itfelf. 

The  firft  is  a  great  lord  of  Buckinghamfhire,  but  fo 
hearty  a  perfecutor  of  the  poor  Quakers,  that  rather 
than  they  fhould  peaceably  enjoy  the  liberty  of  wor- 
Ihipping  God,  (and  to  fupply  the  county-defecl  of  in- 
formers) he  has  encouraged  a  pair  of  fuch  wretches, 
that  it  had  been  a  difgrace  for  the  meaneft  farmer  to 
converfe  with ;  one  having  been  prifoner  in  Aylefbury, 
for  theft,  and  faid  to  have  been  burnt  in  the  hand  ; 
Jind  the  other  of  a  complexion  not  much  lefs  fcanda- 
lous  and  immoral. 

To  give  an  undeniable  teftimony  of  their,  merit, 
once  for  all,  I  fhall  briefly  relate  a  moft  notorious  piece 
bf  perjury.  They,  fufpefting  a  religious  affembly  to  be 
iat  a  certain  place  in  the  fame  county,  came ;  and  find- 
ing one  in  reality,  repaired  to  one  they  call  Sir  Tho- 
mas Clayton,  and  a  juftice  j  where  they  depofed,  *  That 
<  not  only  a  meeting  wa$  at  fuch  an  houfe^  but  one 

*  Tho^ 
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*  Tho.  Zachery  and  his  wife  were  there  ;*  who  at  the 
fame  time^  as  at  the  trial  upon  indidment  for  penury 
at  Aylcfbury  was  proved  by  fufficient  witneffcs  Kom 
London^  were  then  at  that  city ;  yet  fined  not  only 
for  being  there^  but  for  the  fpeaker  alfo,  though  none 
fpoke  that  day. 

Upon  the  profecution  of  thefe  nien,  as  perjured 
men,  and  by  the  law  difprivileged  of  all  employ,  and 
never  to  be  credited  more  in  evidence,  feveral  delays 
were  made,  much  time  fpent,  and  not  a  little  pains 
beftowed,  all  in  hopes  of  an  exemplary  fuccefs,  which 
proved  fo,  but  the  wrong  way  j  for  the  very  laft  fef- 
iions,  when  the  matter  fliould  have  received  an  ablb-> 
lute  decifion,  and  the  attendants  have  been  difmifled 
(efpecially  on  the  fcore  of  the  witneffes,  that  came 
from  London  the  fecond  time,  upon  no  other  account) 
a  letter  was  reported  to  have' been  writ  from  the  aforc- 
faid  lord,  in  favour  of  thofe  informers,  to  this  purpofe^ 

*  That  fince  Sir  Tho.  Clayton  was  not  prefent,  the 

*  bufinefs  could  not  well  be  determined;  but  if  the 
«  court  would  undertake  the  ending  of  it,  he  befought 

*  them  to  be  favourable  to  thofe  Honest  Men/  If 
this  be  true,  as  faid,  it  is  a  mod  aggravated  ihame  to 
nobility !  What !  to  protect  them  from  the  lafk  of  the 
law,  who  went  about  to  deftroy  truth,  the  life  of  it! 
it  is  a  difhonour  to  the  government,  a  fcandal  to  the 
country,  and  a  manifeft  injury  to  an  inoffenfive  and 
ufeful  inhabitant. 

The  other  is  as  well  known  by  his  cruelty,  as  Jby 
his  name,  and  he  fcarce  deferves  another  j  however,  he 
is  underftood  by  that  of  the  Reading  knight-errant^ 
and  always  in  armour  for  the  devil ;  a  man  whofe  life 
feems  to  be  whole  Bonner  revived.  Hogeftrant,  the 
Popifh  Inquifitor,  could  not  hate  Martin  Luther 
more,  than  he  does  a  poor  Diflenter ;  and  wants  but 
as  much  power,  as  he  has  will,  to  hang  more  than  he 
has  imprifoned.  The  laws  made  againft  Papifts,  he 
inflifts  upon  the  Quakers ;  and  makes  it  crime  enough 
for  a  premunirCj  to  have  an  eftate  to  lofe. 

The 
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The  finglc  queftion  is  not,  ^  Were  you  at  fuch  a 
*  meeting?'  (which  the  a£b  intends)  but,  *  Will  you 
*fwear  ?'  (which  it  intends  not).  And  women  efcape 
him  as  little  for  this,  as  thofe  of  his  own  tribe  do  tor 
fome  things  elfe.  But  what  of  all  things  moft  aggra* 
vates  the  man's  impiety,  is  the  making  a  deviliih  mare 
of  a  Chriftian  duty ;  fince  fuch  as  have  come  to  vifit 
the  imprifoned)  have  been  imprifoned  themfelves  for 
their  charity.  So  that  with  iiim  it  feems  a  current 
maxim,  that  thofe  muft  not  come  to  fee  prifoners,  and 
not  be  fuch  themfelves,  who  will  not  take  the  oath  of 
allegiance  to  do  it. 

To  relate  the  whole  tragedy,  would  render  him  as 
bad,  as  the  difcourfe  big  \  and  the  latter  not  lefs  vo? 
Kiminous,  than  the  former  odious.  But  three  things 
I  fhall  obferve : 

Firft,  that  he  has  crouded  feventy-two  peribns  (of 
thofe  called  Quakers)  men  and  women,  immodeftly 
into  jail,  not  fuffcring  them  to  enjoy  common  conve- 
niences. And  for  his  diverfion,  and  the  punifhment 
of  little  children,  he  pours^  cold  water  down  their 
necks. 

Secondly,  His  imprifonments  are  almoft  perpetual. 
Firft,  he  premunires  them,  without  any  juft  caufe  of 
fufpicion ;  then  imprifons  them ;  and  laftly  plunders 
them,  and  that  by  a  law  enadted  againft  Romanifts : 
which,  if  all  be  true  that  is  faid,  is  more  his  concern 
than  theics,  if,  without  offence,  it  may  be  fuppofed  he 
has  any  religion  at  all. 

Thirdly,  Some  have  been  there  about  eight  years  i 
and  (hould  be  eighteen  more,  were  he  as  fure  to  live 
(being  more  than  feventy)  and  enjoy  his  powcr^  as 
doubtlefs  he  hopes  to  die  before  thofe  good  laws  over* 
take  him  that  would  make  an  example  of  fuch  an 
oppreflbr.  In  ftiort,  wives,  widows,  poor  and  father- 
lefs,  are  all  fifh  for  his  net  j  and  whether  over  or  un- 
der age,  he  cafts  none  away,  but  feems  to  make  it  his 
privilege  to  corredt  law,  by  out-doing  it.  When  we 
have  faid  all  we  can  (and  we  can  never  fay  too  much^ 
if  enough)  he  is  ftiU  bis  own  befl;  charaftcK 
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Such  are  the  paflions^  follies^  and  prejudiceSj  men 
devoted  to  a  fpirit  of  impofition  and  perfecution  are 
attended  with. 

Non  enim  pojfumus  qua  vidimus^  &  audivimus^  non  loqui. 

In  fhort,  what  religiousj  what  wife,  what  prudent, 
what  good-natured  perfon,  would  be  a  perfccutor? 
Certainly  it  is  an  office  only  fit  for  thofe,  who  being 
void  of  all  reafon,  to  evidence  the  verity  of  their  own 
religion,  fancy  it  to  be  true,  from  that  ftrong  pro- 
penfity  and  greedy  inclination  they  find  in  themfclves 
to  perfecute  the  contrary.  A  weaknefs  of  fo  ill  a  con- 
fequence  to  all  civil  fociecies,  that  the  admiffion  of  it 
ever  was,  and  ever  will  prove  their  utter  ruin,  as  well 
as  their  great  infelicity,  who  purfue  it. 

And  though  we  could  not  more  effeftually  exprcli 
our  revenge>  than  by  leaving  fuch  perfons  to  the  icope 
of  their  own  humours  i  yet  being  taught  to  love  and 
pray  for  our  perfecutors,  we  heartily  wilh  their  better 
information,  that  (if  it  be  poffible)  they  may  a(Sb 
more  fuitably  to  the  good  pleafure  of  the  eternal  juft 
God,  and  beneficially  to  thefe  nations. 

To  conclude  5  Liberty  of  Confcience,  as  thus  ftated 
and  defended,  we  a(k,  as  our  undoubted  right  by  the 
law  of  God,  of  nature,  and  of  our  own  country.  It 
has  been  often  promifed  j  we  have  long  waited  for  it ; 
we  have  writ  much,  and  fufFered  in  its  defence,  and 
have  made  many  true  complaints,  but  found  little  or 
no  redrefs. 

However,  we  take  the  righteous  holy  God  to  re* 
cord»  againft  all  objeftions  that  are  ignorantly  or  de- 
fignedly  raifed  againfl:  us.  That 

I  ft.  We  hold  no  principle  deftruftive  of  the  Englifh 
government, 

ad.  That  we  plead  for  no  fuch  Diflenter  (if  fuch  t 
one  there  be.) 

3d.  That  we  defire  the  temporal  and  eternal  hap- 
pinefs  of  all  perfons  (in  fubmiffion  to  the  divine  will 
of  God)  I  heartily  forgiving  our  cruel  perfecutors. 

4thly, 
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4thly,  and  laftly,  Wc  fliall  engage,  by  God's  a(BiI:« 
ance,  to  lead  peaceable,  juft  and  induflrious  lives  a* 
mongft  men,  to  the  good  and  example  of  alL  Biit  ifi 
after  all  we  have  faid,  this  fhort  difcourfe  fhould  not 
be  credited,  nor  anfwered  in  any  of  its  fober  reafons 
and  requefts,  but  fufFerings  fhould  be  the  prefent  lot 
of  our  inheritance  from  this  generation ;  be  it  known 
to  them  all,  that  meet  we  muft,  and  meet  wc  cannot 
but  encourage  all  to  do  (whatever  we  fuftain)  in  God's 
name  and  authority,  who  is  Lord  of  Hofts,  and  King 
of  Kings ;  at  the  revelation  of  whofe  righteotis  judg- 
ments, and  glorious  tribunal,  mortal  men  (hall  render 
an  account  of  the  deeds  done  in  the  b6dy.  And  what- 
ever the  apprehenfions  of  fuch  may  be  concerning  this 
difcourfe^  it  was  writ  in  love,  and  from  a  true  fenfe 
of  the  prefent  ftate  of  things,  and  time  and  the  event 
will  vindicate  it  from  untruth.  In  the  mean  while,  it 
is  matter  of  great  fatisfa£bion  to  the  author,  that  he 
has  fo  plainly  cleared  his  confcience,  in  pleading  for 
the  **  Liberty  of  other  men*s,"  and  publicly  borne 
his  honeft  teflimony  for  God,  not  out  of  feafon  to  his 
Poor  Country. 


POSTSCRIPT. 

A  few  brief  Obfervations  upon  the  late  AGt,  and 
the  ufual  Terms  of  Ads  of  this  Nature. 

THAT  which  we  have  to  fay,  relates  either  to 
the  terms  of  the  aft,  or  the  application  of  (hem 
to  us.  As  to  the  terms  of  the  aft,  they  are  tfa^fe; 
**  Seditious  Conventicles,  Seditious  Sedtaries,  and 
^^  Meetings  under  colour  or  pretence  of  religion."

I.  Seditious,  from  Sedition,  imports  as  much  as 
«!  Turbulent,  Contentious,  Faftious,  which  fovrs  ftrife 

"and 
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^'  and  debate^  and  hazards  the  civil  peace  of  the 
*^  government/' 

2rf  CoNVENTicLi,  **  is  z  diminutive  private  aflem* 
'^  bly,  defigning  and  contriving  evil  to  partictilar 
•^  perfons,  or  the  government  in  general."  See  Lamb. 
p.  173.  In  Tertullian*s  fenfe,  it  is  "  an  affembly  of 
**  immodeft  and  unclean  perfons  j"  at  leaft  it  was  fo 
taken  in  thofe  days,  and  objefbed  againft  the  Chriftians 
as  their  practice,  whom  he  defends.  Ter.  Apol. 

3.  Sectaries,  "  muft  be  fuch  as  disjoin  or  dif-mem- 
"  ber  thcmfelves  from  the  body  of  truth,  and  confefs 
"  to  a  ftrange  and  untrue  opinion.  If  any  fubjeft  of 
"  this  realm,  being  fixteen  years  of  age,  or  upwards, 
"  fhall  be  prefent  at  any  aflembly,  or  conventicle,  on 
^'  pretence  of  religion,  &c,"  which  can  fignify  no 
"  more  than  thus  much,  that  true  it  is,  fome  may 
«  meet  and  afTemble  to  worfliip  God,  and  upon  a 
"  religious  account,  that  are  Diffenters ;  fuch  we  cen- 
"  fure  not  -,  but  thofe  who,  under  colour  or  pretence 
"  of  any  exercife  of  religion,  confpire,  &c.  they  arc 
**  to  be  fufpefted  and  profecuted." — ^This  being  the 
true  explanation  of  the  terms  of  the  a6t,  we  proceed 
to  (hew  how  unreafonably  they  are  applied  to  us. 

I.  Words  are  but  fo  many  intelligible  marks  and 
charafters,  fet  and  employed  to  inform  us  of  each 
others  conceptions,  and  therein  of  the  nature  of  thofe 
things  they  ftand  for.  Now  becaufe  we  take  the  aft  to 
mean  what  it  fpeaks,  and  that  the  law  concludes  no 
man  guilty  upon  conje£hires,  but  from  the  deteftion  of 
fome  fault ;  we  affirm  ourfelves  altogether  unconcerned 
in  that  word  Seditious,  becaufe  it  was  never  our  prac- 
tice, in  words  or  aftions,    *  to  difturb  the  government, 

*  or  fuggeft  principles  that  might  hatch,  conlpiracies, 

*  or  feed  the  vulgar  with  difaffeftion  to  their  rulers  ;* 
but  before  the  king's  coming  in,  at  his  coming  in, 
and  ever  fince,  notwithftanding  our  frequent  fuffcr- 
v^  ^  we  have  made  it  our  bufinefs  to  heal  animofi- 
^ties,  preach  forgivenefs  and  charity  amongft  men,' 
aod  diat  they  would^  by  an  hearty  repentance;^  turtv 

to 
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to  Godj  rather  than  hunt  after  revenge  upon  one  ano« 
ther :  therefore  we  affert,  we  have  not  done  one  thing 
that  may  be  proved  Seditious,  in  the  fenfe  above-men- 
tioned. 

2.  That  we  are  ftrangers  to  Conventicles  is  moft 
evident ;  for  where  the  parts  that  render  it  fuch  arc 
wanting,  there  can  be  no  conventicle :  but  that  they 
are   in  our  afTemblies,  appears  -,  firft,   ^  Becaufe   our 

*  meetings  are  not  fmalL  2.  Neither  are  thcv  private 
«  or  clandeftine ;  but  in  the  view  of  all  people.  Nor 
«  are  they  riotous,  licentious,  or  otherwife  immodeft, 

•  or  immoral  j  but  on  purpofe  to  dilTuade  perfons  from 
«  fuch  impieties.*  So  that  we  are  clear  m  the  inter- 
pretation of  the  law,  13  H.  5.  cap.  8.  19,  and  19  H. 
7.  cap.  13,  and  in  the  fenfe  of  the  famous  father  Ter- 
tullian. 

3.  SeSlarieSy  is  a  word,  that  whofoever  has  but  con- 
fidence enough  to  conceit  himfelf  in  the  rights  by 
confequence  wants  none  to  fuppofe  the  contrary  in  the 
wrong,  and  fo  to  call  him  a  Senary.  But  this  is  but  a 
mere  begging  of  the  queftion ;  for  to  fay  thofe  are 
SeSaries^  does  not  include  them  fuch ;  nor  docs  the 
aft  fpeak  fo  plainly  of  Diffenters*  But  granting  it  .ili4 
yet  they  muft  be  Seditious  ones,  or  elfe  all  will  be  in 
vain.  Where  we  may  obferve,  that  purely  to  be  a 
Senary  is  not  what  the  aft  ftrikes  at,  but  to  be  a  ^^V 
tious  one :  for  a  man  may  differ  in  judgment  about 
matters  of  faith,  from  the  national  religion,  and  yet 
correfpond  with  the  government  in  matters  civil*  ^ 
that  the  aft  upon  the  whole  aims  not  at  Seilaries  Am- 
ply, but  they  muft  be  fuch  as  are  enemies  to  the  civil 
conftitution  to  be  rendered  Seditious  ones,  from  which 
we  have  fufficiently  cleared  ourfelves. 

4.  <*  That  we  meet  under  colour  and  pretence,  and 
<*  not  really^  to  worlhip  God,"  we  deny,  and  none 
can  prove.  It  were  high  incharity  to  affirm  pofitively^ 
«  this  or  that  people  meet  only  under  a  colour  of  rdL, 
«  gion.'  Yet  unlefs  the  a6t  had  fo  expreffed  itfelf,  wc 
conceive  their  authority  lame  and  imperfcft  that  per- 
fecutc  us  by  it«    It  will  help  but  littk  to  fi^,  tfac

kingj  lord3j  and  commons^  by  the  following  words^ ' 
^^  In  other  manner  than  according  to  the  liturgy  of 
'*  the  church  of  England,"  meant,  that  fuch  meet  un- 
der a  pretence  that  did  not  conform  to  that  worfhip ; 
fince  the  precedent  words  fay,  "  under  colour  or  pre- 
*^  tence  of  any  exercife  of  religidn  in  other  manner," 
&c.  So  that  they  are  only  ftruck  at,  who  are  not  fin- 
cere  DilTenters  ;  but  that  are  fuch,  with  defign  to  carry 
on  another  end. 

Obj.  But  may  fome  fay,  ^  It  is  granted,  you  have 
very  evidently  evaded  the  force  of  the  aft,  fo  far  as 
relates  to  thefe  recited  expreflibns.  But  what  if  a 
bill  be  ready,  for  an  explanatory  and  fupplementory 
aft  to  the  former,  wherein  this  fcope  for  argument 
will  not  be  found;  becaufe  your  meetings  will 
be  abfolutely  adjudged  feditious,  riotouS|  and  un- 
lawful/- 

To  which  we  anfwer.  That  as  the  granting  of  the 
firft,  which  none  reafonably  can  deny,  is  a  manifeft 
impeachment  of  fuch  as  have  violently  profecuted  peo- 
ple for  being  prefent  at  religious  aiTemblies  (almoft  to 
their  utter  undoing)  fo  (hall  we  as  eafily  anfwer  the 
fecond,  .which  amounts  to  the  force  of  an  objeftion^ 
and  briefly  thus : 

Firft,  It  *is  not  more  impofllble  for  mankind  to  pre- 
fervc  their  fociety  without /peecb^  than  it  is  abfolutely 
requifite  that  the  fpeech  be  regular  and  certain.  For, 
if  what  we  call  a  many  a  lion,  a  whale,  to-day,  we 
ihould  call  a  woman,  a  dog,  3,Jprat  to-morrow ;  there 
would  be  fuch  uncertainty  and  confufion,  as  it  would 
be  altogether  impolfible  to  preferve  fpeech  or  language 
intelligible. 

Secondly,  It  is  not  in  the  power  of  all  the  men  in 
the  world  to  reconcile  an  abfolute  cgniradiSion,  to  con- 
vert the  nature  of  ligbf  into  that  of  darknefs,  nor  to 
eaaft;  a  thing  tQ  be  that  which  it  is  not :  but  that  thof(p 
endMvour  to  do,  who  think  of  making  our  religious 
meetings  routs  and  riots.  For,  i.  They  offer  violence 

Yea.  m.  o  to 
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to  our  common  propriety  of  language  s  it  being  the 
firft  time  that  ever  a  religious  and  peaceable  aflfemhly 
wpqld  be  enafted  a  rout  or  riot.     Nature,  reafon^tthe 
Ia,w  of  the  land,  and  common  pradlice  and  obferyatioiit 
give  a  clear  contrary  definition. of  a  rout  ^d  riot,    .% 
IThey  endeavour  to  reconcile  contradidions ;  for  ih^y 
would  have  a  thing  that,  which  by  nature  it  caoAoi: 
be  :  for  that  which  is  peaceable  cannot  be  riotous ;  ancl 
what  is  religioys  can  never  be  feditious.  For  any  to  fay, 
5  our  ijrieetings  are  not  religious,'  is  not  only  a  poor 
ev^fion,  but  great  incharity:    for  that  is  properly  a 
j-eligious  aflembly,  where  perfons  are  congregated  with 
a  real   purpofe  of  worfhipping  God,    by   prayer,  or 
otherwife,  let  the  perfons  met  be  efteemed  do<^rinally 
orthodox,  or  not.     Can  any  be  fo  ignorant,  or  fo  ma- 
licious, as  to  believe  we  do  not  affemble  to.  worlhip 
Cod,  to  the  bell  of  our  underftanding  I  If  they  think 
otherwife,  they  muft,  and  do,  affume  unto  themfelve^ 
a  power  beyond  the  arrogancy  of  the  Pope  himfcl^ 
that  never  yet  adventured  to  tell  man  his  thoughts, 
nor  the  purpofes  and  intents  of  his  heart;  which  he, 
or  they,  muft  do,  that   definitively  judge  our   aflem- 
blies  (void  of  fword  or  ftafi^,  drum  or  mufket,  tumult 
or  violence,  and  circumftantiated  with  all  the  tokens 
of  Chriftian  devotion)  a  rout  or  a  riot.     And  truly, 
if  Proteftants  deny  the  legality  of  thofe  afts  or  cdifts, 
which  were  contrived  and  executed  in  order  to  their 
fuppreflion,  by  the  refpedive  kings  and  parliaments 
that  owned  the  Romifh  faith  and  authority,  where  they 
cither  did  or  do  live,  let  them  not  think  it  ftrange, 
if  we  on  the  fame  terms  (namely,  fcruple  of  confci- 
ence)  refufe  compliance  with  their  laws  of  reftraint. 
And  as  the  firft  reformers  were  no  whit  daunt^  at  the 
black  charafters  the  Romanitts  faftened  on  them,  nei- 
ther thought  their  affemblies,  in  a  way  of  profcflcd 
feparation,  the  more  unlawful  for  their  reprefenting 
tjicm  fucli ',  no  more  are  we  furprized  or  feared  at  the 
ugly  phrafes  daily  caft  upon  us  by  a  fort  of  men,  that 
either  dd  not  know  us,  or  would  not  that  others  ihould : 
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fpi  ^ij^'Src' not  fo^eanly  to  be  braved, 'menaced,  or 
"Tfeictited  out  (if  our  fenfe,  reafon,  and  privilege. 

Tttey  fay,  ^'Losers  have  leave  to  fpeak;'  at  leaft 
ijjfe  take  It ;  none  being  greater  lofcrs,  than  fuch  as, 
fbr,  diffentihg  froni  national  inftitutions  in  point  of 
lafth  'or  worfhip,  are  deprived  of  their  common 
i^ghts^and  freedoms,  and  hindered  as  much  as  may  be 
IfWm  reverencing  the  God  that  made  them,  in  that 
v^ay  ifirhich  to  them  feenis  moft  acceptable  to  him. 

TPo  conclude  j  we  fay,  (arid  by  it  let  our  intentions 
in  our  whole  difcourfe  be  meafured)  that  we  have  not 
defended  any  Diflenters,  whofe  quarrel  or  diffent  is 
rather  civil  and  political,  than  religious  and  confcien- 
tidus :  for  we  really  think  fuch  unworthy  of  protec- 
tion from  the  Englifh  government,  who  fcek  the  ruin 
bf  it;  and  that  fuch  as  are  contributors  to  the  prefer- 
vation-  of  it,  (though  Diflenters  in  point  of  faith  or 
ivorfhip)  are  unquestionably  intituled  to  a  proteAioa 
^om  IT. 
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mpre  reafon  than  before^  we  need  more  (kill  and  cap- 
tion, or  elfe  we  may  too  fatally  experience  the  force 
of  that  vulgar  proverb  j  *'  Laugh  in  thy  face,  and  cut 
"  thy  throat/* 

They  are  grown  fo  complaifant,  as  none  feem 
more  exafperated  at  perfecution  than  themfelves, 
(whilft  the  very  fathers  of  it)  decrying  the  fierccnefs 
of  fome  countries  (whofe  incendiaries  they  were,  and 
ftill  are)  and  imputingall  the  blood  of  poor  Proteft- 
ants  to  fome  unwarrantable  civil  fcore,  (therein  abu- 
fing  the  civil  magiftrate  with  the  execution  of  their 
own  confpiracies) :  nay,  for  all  their  venerable  cftcem 
of  the  Pope's  infallibility,  they  have  not  ftuck  to 
cenfure  his  roaring  bulls  (though  procured  by  their 
own  means)  and  all  that  might  exprefs  their  new  ten- 
dernefs ;  that  many,  unacquainted  with  their  praftices, 
are  ready  to  believe  them  what  they  fay  themfelves  to 
be ;  *  whofe  moral  is  to  have  two  firings  to  their  bow, 

*  to  be  ambo-dexter,  and  furnifhed  with  meanings  to 

*  fuit  the  compafs  of  all  occafions/ 
.  In  Ihort,  I  premife  three  things : 

Firft,  That  I  cordially  believe  a  great  number  of 
Romanifts  may  be  abufed  zealots,  through  the  idle 
voluminous  traditions  of  their  church ;  whom  I  rather 
pity,  than  dare  to  wrong. 

Secondly,  That  I  defign  nothing  Icfs  than  incenlihg 
of  the  civil  magiftrate  againft  them  (were  fuch  a  thing 
poffible) :  for  I  profefs  myfelf  *  a  friend  to  an  univcr- 

*  fal  toleration  of  faith  and  worfliip/ 

Thirdly,  That  the  pamphlet  anfwered,  being-  but 
one  ftieet,  I  confine  my  examination  to  a  narrow  com- 
pafs :  and  the  rather,  becaufe  a  more  confiderable 
difcourfe  is  under  my  prefent  enquiry  j  which,  if  Pro- 
vidence fo  order  it,  may  fpeedily  be  made  publick. 

However,  let  this  go  for  preface  to  that  larger  traft; 
in  which  the  Romanifts  may  fee  both  their  ignorance 
in  the  marks  of  a  true  church,  and  their  little  ihare 
or  intereft  in  thofe  they  attribute  to  her  as  fuch.     .

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THOUGH  to  argue  againft  a  tribe  of  men,  that

Papift.  *  TX/  E  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  to  be 
*   VV    ^^  Divine  Infpiration,  and  Infallible 
^  authority  i  and  whatfoever  is  therein  contained  to  he 
*  the  Word  of  God/  Page  i. 

Anfw.  Certainly  thcfc  men  muft  cither  think  we  are 
wholly  ignorant  of  their  principles,  or  we  muft  needs 
conclude  they  have  forfalcen  them.  It  is  fo  manifeft 
that  they  have  robbed  the  fcriptures  of  their  authority, 
that  the  Pops  has  all  s  and  they  have  then  only  any, 

I>  4  fffhtn 
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when  he  is  pleafed  to  damp  his  frobatum  eft  upon  them. 
That  this  is  true,  how  frequent  do  we  find  the  Ro- 
manifts  in  their  reflc6tions  upon  the  Proteftants  on  this 
occafion,  ^  That  they  had  not  known  the  fcriptures  to 

*  be  fuch  5  nay,  they  might  have  been  as  an  idle  talc 

*  to  them,  had  they  not  been  received,  believed,  and 

*  delivered  down,  as  divine  writ,  by  their  church  T 
As  if  the  ground  of  believing  this  to  be  true,  and 
that  to  be  falfe,  had  been  as  much  that  of  true  faith, 
as  we  know  it,  by  fad  experience,  to  be  the  caufe  of 
that  ftupid  fuperftition,  and  brutifti  zeal,  which  reign 
amongft  the  abufed  Romanifts.  Befides,  if  the  fcrip- 
tures be  infallible,  as  they  confefe,  why  are  thofe  doc- 
trines and  practices  retained  in  the  Romilh  church 
which  moft  exprefsly  oppofe  the  fenfe  of  fcripturc, 
upon  the  fingle  edifts  of  the  Pope  j  as  that  of  *  prohi- 

*  biting  priefts  to  marry,  and  flefli  to  be  eaten  upon 

*  certain  days  ?'  Of  which  the  truly  catholick  apoftle 
gives  this  definitive  judgment,  they  are  *'  the  doc- 
**  trine  of  devils."  Nor  are  their  prafticcs,  in  lieu 
thereof,  lefs  diabolical  j  fince  their  fafts  are  moft  ufually 
kept  with  ^  exceflive  treats  of  wine  and  fweetmeats;* 
and  their  priefts  are  notorioufly  allowed  to  frequent 
ftews,  or  to  keep  as  many  ftrumpets  as  their  puile  or 
luft  Ihall  pleafe ;  though  it  be  a  moft  cardinal  offencCj 
by  marrying,  to  have  one  honeft  woman.  But  thofe 
who  travel  Italy  are  not  unacquainted  with  the  Pope's 
gain,  or  taxes  on  fuch  places,  for  which  they  have  his 
broad«feal,  or  open  licence. 

Perhaps  fome  will  fay,  ^  Thefe  are  but  -minute  mat- 
ters' (however  good  old  Paul  might  2ealouflv  ffilb 
them  doctrines  of  devils)  and  therefore  We  wdi 
ftance  in  fomething  more  iniportaiic/  Wh«t-  "^ 
Papifts  of  their  images ?  *  "lis  true,  thtt 
do  not  adore  them  now;  but  we  ^  -'-' 
their  firft  eredbors  put  upon  r^ 
the  Romifti  church  places  u| 
as  impoffible  wz  fhouldi 
we  benold  them  Aacer 

before  thofe  uofenfiUfi 
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are  wont  to  think  us  moft  abfurd  in  crediting  our 
fenfes  ;  as  if  that  proverb  were  of  no  moment,  *  See- 

*  ing  is  believing,  or  rather  convincing." 

Alas,  the^  popes,  cardinals,  friars,  nunneries,  holy- 
days,  with  other  points  more  do&rinal  yet  to  be  ex- 
amined, whence  came  they  ?  What  fcripture  ever  au- 
thorized fuch  practices  in  the  Chriftian  church  ?  Paul 
told  the  churches,  "  He  had  not  been  wanting  to  de- 
"  dare  the  whole  counlel  of  God  unto  them  /'  and 
yet  were  they  wholly  ignorant  of  thefe  things,  and 
that  for  above  three  hundred  years  after. 

Therefore  we  infer,  that  fince  there  is  that  manifefk 
jar  betwixt  this  piece  of  their  profeffion,  and  their 
prefent  prafttce,  as  well  as  doftrine,  they  have  either 
rtlinquifhed  their  former  f^ch,  or  play  the  wretched 
impoftors  with  the  people.  I  wiih  the  fir^  but  fear 
tkelaft. 

Papift.  *  But  fince  in  the  fcripture  there  arc  Ibmc 
'  things   hard,  to  be  underftood,  which  the  uafbU>Ic 

*  wrcft  to  their  own  deftru^onj  we  therefore  profeis, 
'  for  the  end  of  controverfies»  to  fubmit  our  judgnacnt 
'  to  that  of  the  church  in  a  free  general  council. 

Anfw.  A  poor  fhift  to  invalidate  fcriptures,  and  en- 
title their  own  traditions  to  the  honour  of  a  rule,  and 
as  what  moll  aptly  ftiould  decide  ail  coniroverfies. 

Peter's  words,  applied  to  render  this  pretence  moi« 
piaufible,  are  miferably  mifapplied.  The  apoftle  oaljr 
fays,  that  Paul  had  writ  to  them  concerning  "  di 
**  'ong-fuffering  of  God,  that  it  was  falvation;  (the 
:$rdent  fubjeft  handled  by  Peter)  and  that  in  thofe 
'"'j^c*  Paul  had  "  fome  things  hard'  to  be  uoder- 
TOod."  But  what  were  thofe  things  ?  Not  thofe  in 
croverry  betwixt  us  and  the  Papifts,  nothing  betas 
re  notorious.  And  who  were  they  that  wrcll:^ 
but  liie  uniearaed  and  unftable,  aat  in  the 
n^i7\  °^  *^'*  *®''W»  J/^  being  fcience,  falQy  fo 
—  '>**'  wtdLodma^^ih  §aeni  u  the  prof^fe 
^«  i^iitM^^^^HMftataiiettf  the  Caip- 
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ture,  by  his  fcurritoUs  mifinterpretation  of  it.  For 
as  the  wife  man  faid,  "  To  fear  God,  is  wifdom/*  (or 
true  learning)  and  "  to  depart  from  iniquity,  that  is 
•*  a  good  underftanding  ;'*  and  as  Jefus  Chrift  faid, 
•*  They  that  do  my  will,  (hall  know  of  my  do6trinc.** 
How  then  can  the  Papifts  infer  from  hence,  that  the 
fcriptures  are    imperfeft,    in  the   more   fundamental 

g>ints  of  faith  and  worfhip?    Can  it  be  the  word  of 
OD,  and  yet  wanting  fufficiency  ? 

A  free  general  council  is  a  monfter,  in  the  Romifh 
church!  How  dare  they  talk  fuch  language  here  in 
England,  who  know  the  feverity  of  the  Jefuits  and 
Popilh  faftion  againft  it  beyond  the  feas  ?  What  meant 
thofe  ill  refentmcnts  againft  White  and  Serjeant  of 
England,  and  Welch  of  Ireland,  in  Rome,  if  this  la- 
titudinarian  or  new  kind  of  popery  had  not  difgufted? 
Nor  can  I  take  it  for  an  inftance  of  their  return ;  but 
as  the  next  beft  ftep  to  the  exorbitancy  of  popifli  in- 
fallibility. 

What  fhould  a  council  be  called  for  ?  That  princi-^ 
pies  fhould  be  received  or  difowned  ?  Then  muft^  a 
general  council  give  faith,  and  underftanding ;  or  elfe 
men  muft  be  concluded  to  believe  againft  their  be- 
lief, by  plurality  of  votes:  a  thing  ridiculous,  with 
half-witted  people.  If  God*s  grace,  and  the  fcripturc 
record,  be  not  fufficient,  reafon  and  experience  tell 
us  that  general  councils  are  much  more  infufficient. 
Befides,  this  were  to  ufher  in  all  kind  of  impiety :  for 
whatever  intereft  in  the  general  council  (as  that  of 
Trent)  concludes  as  requiiite  to  be  received  or  done, 
that  muft  indifpenfably  be  obeyed :  fo  that  the  moral  or 
doctrinal  good  or  evil  of  an  a6t,  or  principle  (in  and 
from  a  man's*  own  judgment)  fhall  not  be  obliging ^ 
but  he  muft  be  bound  againft  his  own  fenfe,  reafon, 
and  faith. 

The  fenfe  of  antiquity,  and  their  own  authors. 

Their  pretence  of  ufing  tradition  for  a  neceflary 
fupply  to  the  defects  of  the  fcriptures,  is  a  mere  jug- 
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gle  J  fincc  they  only  evade  the  clearnefs  of  the  one,  to 
ihroud  their  defc£fcive  dodbrines  under  the  abufed  an- 
tiquity of  the  other.  For  it  is  well  known,  that  by 
their  *'  Expurgatory  indices,"  they  have  endeavoured 
to  purge  the  works  of  the*  firft  fathers,  of  fuch  matters 
as'  might  make  to  the  overthrow  of  their  fuperftitious 
do£i:rines.  This  is  evident  out  of  Junius,  in  the  cafe 
of  Bertram,  elder  than  Theophylaft,  Oecumenius,  &c. 
Bellarmine  himfelf  (ticks  not  to  allow  it,  but  ihifts  ic 
off  to  an  Arian. 

This  may  be  farther  fecn,  in  the  coUeftion  Binius 
made  of  the  fathers,  pag.  28.  2  edit.  an.  221.  In 
ihort,  whole  fentences  are  put  out,  and  whole  fcn- 
tences  put  in.  Much  might  be  faid  of  this,  but  in 
my  other  difcourfe  I  fhall  enlarge* 

And  what  they  mean  by  a  free  general  council,  wc 
may  read  in  the  council  of  Trent,  whofe  fimony  and 
cheats  outdo  all  precedents. — Befides,  thefc  men  Uttic 
dream  of  one  Turrecremata,  that  in  fo  many  words 
tells  us,  ^  The  pope  is  the  foundation,  rule,  and  prin- 

*  ciple  of  PAiTH :'  (which  is  God's  gift)  ^  for  to  him 

*  it  belongs,*  fays  that  dodlor,  *  to  be  the  meafure, 
^  rule,  and  fcience  of  things  that  are  to  be  believeds 

*  and  pf  things  which  are  neceflary  to  be  believed  un* 

*  to  life  eternal.'  Turrecrem.  lib.  2.  cap.  107.  This 
is  the  fting,  Confider  the  pope's  intereft ;  and  what 
that  is,  fuch  will  be  his  impofitions :  horrible  flavery^ 
and  moft  unpardonable  idolatry !  For  as  he  can  malee 
a  new  creed,  or  fymbol  of  faith,  fo  he  can  multipljr 
new  articles  one  upon  another,  fays,  Aug.  Triumpbus 
exiravag.  deUrb.  ^.  59.  Art.  2.  Salmeron  Prolog,  in 
com.  in  Epift.  ad  Rom.  part  3.  p.  iy6^

*  we  adore  and  worfhip,  as  alone  having  fovereign 
<  dominion  over  all  things;  to  whom  wc  acknow- 
■  ledge,  as  due  from  men  and  angels,  all  glory,  and 

•  fervice,  and  obedience;  abhorring  from  our  hearts  " 
«  (as  a  moft  deteftable  facrilege)  to  give  our  Creator's 

•  honour  to  any  creature  whatfoever.' 

Anfw.  Thefe  fine  words  look  newly  ftamped  out  of 
the  Jefuits  mint.  Were  they  as  plun,  as  they  are  filr 
led  with  equivocation,  the  Romanift  would  deceive  us 
all  in  our  opinion  of  him,  concerning  the  point  in 
controverfy.    Obferve  his  cunning. 

His  words  of  the  Trinity  are  modeft,  neither  highly 
Athanasian,  nor  yet  Socikian,  as  fome  phrafe  it>  bu(. 
calculated  to  both  meridians.  Yet  how  men  can  oyrq. 
God,  and  deny  the  exprefs  rules  of  his  Spirit,  as  mpQ 
precifely  mentioned  in  the  fcriptures  of  truth,  is  to 
me  a  paradox.  But  how  much  the  progenitors  of  the 
Romanics  have  been  it^urious  to  the  Chriftian  faichj 
by  their  multiplied  obfcure  phrafes  about  the  Tat- 
KiTY,  is  not  unknown  to  fome. 

He  thinks  to  clear  hlmfclf  of  imagery,  but  plainly 
catdies  himfelf  in  his  own  refervations.  What  hor 
nour  does  he  give  to  God  ?  '  That  whtfji  is  due  to 
■  him,  as  having  fovereign.  dominion  overall  thingi.' 
He  does  not  fay  that  none  is  due  to  faints  or  angels^ 

*  They  abhor  to  give  their  Creator's  honour  to  j — 

*  creature^'  but  do  they  deny  co  give  any  diviai  ^ 
oour  to  images,  or  the  reprefentations  of  GoQ^ 
angels  i    Of  this  they  arc  Alt  ot^  i 
do  it. 
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Papift.   '  And  therefore  we  folemnly  proteft,  that 

*  by  [he  prayers  we  addrefs  to  angels  and  faints,  we 

*  intend  no  other  than  humbly  to  folicit  their  alTift-  . 

*  ance  before  the  throne  of  grace :  not  that  we  hope 
'  any  thing  from  them  as  original  authors,  but  from 
■  God  tnrough  Jefus  Chrift,  our  only  Mediator  and 
'  Redeemer.' 

Anfw.  It  were  endlefs  to  bring  the  contradiftions  of 
their  own  authors,  to  the  fenfe  thefe  words  feem  to 
import;  and  yet  they  are  fo  laid  as  to  admit  of  various 
conltru^tions  ;  an  art  they  are  greatly  mafters  of. 

Firft,  What  ground  have  they  to  believe  that  fuch 
folicitations  have  fuch  cffefts?  The  fcripturcs  are  Client 
in  the  cafe ;  nor  was  it  the  praAice  of  feveral  ages 
after  that  of  the  apoltles.  So  that  it  is  neither  war- 
rantable by  the  fcripture,  nor  the  moll  unfpotted  tra- 
dition. 

Nor  do  we  fay,  that  the  Papifts  ever  held  .thofe  ima- 
ges to  have  any  virtue  fimply  from  within  ihemfelvcs, 
but  that  God  was  the  original  author :  yet  their  own 
words  imply,  they  may  b<e  mediate  authors  of  benefic 
to  us. 
I      And  what  is  it  but  to  contradift  themfelves,  to  fay, 
I   '  They  own  but  one  Mediator,  Chrift  Jeftis;'  and  yet 
[    to  allow   a  mediating  power  to  faints  and  angels,  at 
I    the  throne  of  grace?     If  people  will  be  phrafed  out 
of  their  religion,  they  may.     But  fuch  del'erve  to  be 
Papifts,  who  have  fo  mean  an  opinion  of  their  own 
underftandings,  as  to  embrace  thefe  crofling  confcflions 
for  fincere  articles  of  faith. 

The  fenfe  of  antiquity. 

Images  of  old  were  not  admitted  lo  he  in  churches 

(fo  Called)  i    Simon  JWUgus  being  Uiar  moft  notorious 

j^ioder,    and  fay  wi,a{r  ^aR)^  ihey  i«re  arft  revc-

«  that  deceitful  art/  faid  Clemens  Alexandritausi  more 
than  1300  years  ago,  Ub.  6.  Strom.  The  pidliires  of 
what  was  worfliipped  were  prohibited  to'  Dc  painted 
on  the  walls,  or  that  there  ihould  be  any  images  in 
churches  (fo  called.)  Thus  in  the  council  of  Ehb^s, 
placuit  pihuras  in  ecclejid  ejfe  non  debere ;  nt  quod  coliiur, 
out  aJoratur,  in  farietibus  depingalur.  Con.  2^.  So 
Auguft.  de  Morib.  EccleH  lib.  i.  cap.  24. 

III.    Of  JuftiHcation  of  MERITS. 

p  -n  *  TX  r^^'  firmly  believe  that  no  force  of  na- 
rapii .       Yy    ^  ^^^^^  ^^^  dignity  of  our  beft  works, 

*  cian  merit  juftification  j  but  we  are  juftified  freely 
«  by  grace,  through  the  redemption  that  is  in  Chrift 
«  Jefus.* 

Anfw.  The  Roman  catholick  is  fo  far  from  firmly 
believing  what  he  fays,  that  upon  his  own  avowed 
principles  he  believes  nothing  firmly.  Can  any  fbber 
perfon  think,  that  to  be  juftified  for  the  fake  of  works, 
is  to  be  juftified  by  grace  ?  If  fo,  contradiftions  are 
moft  reconcileable,  and  darknefs  may  not  unaptly  be 
termed  light.  This  is  the  very  cafe  that  Paul '  of  oW 
ftrenuoufly  argued  againft  the  meritortans  of  his  tinier 
«*  If  of  grace,  then  not  of  works  j  if  of  works,  theft 
•*  not  of  grace." 

It  is  to  mock  the  world  to  fay,  *  That  Rom^nifts 

*  expcft  to  be  juftified  by  grace,*  who  have  fbi* 
ages  impleaded  that  doftrine,  as  dangerous  and  here* 
tical.  Bellarmine,  in  his  difcourfe  of  this  point,  is 
irioft  plain,  and  more  modern  authors  foUow  his  fteps. 
Biit  they  fay,  > 

Papift.  *  All  other  merits  (according  to  our  fertfe 
^oi  that  word)  fignify  no  more  than  aftions  done  hf 

*  -  the  afliftance  of  God's  grace,  to  which  he  has  prq-*^ 

*  mifed  a  reward.— Thus  we  believe  the  merit  or'  r6*- 
V  -  *  warda^cncft 
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fy,-wai^a|;)l^iieis  of  boty  living  (both  which  fignify  the 
i^  ,4^fpcL  wuh  xi.$ ) :  arifes  net  from  the  felf- value  ^veaof 
f v,o^9',jbeft-afi^ans,  ^  they  are  ours^  but  from  the  grace 
l:«Rd  .bounty  of  Qod/ 

,.^Anfm  M^thinks  thefe  men  are  run  to  a  narrow 
ftwity.  w^^ venture  to  reconcile  tnerits  and  grace:  they 
CfWino^  wholly  be  divorced  from  merits,  and  yet  would 
they  fain  efpoufe  grace ;  and  by  feeking  to  wed  both, 
they  do  not  a  little  manifeft  their  own  palliated  de- 
figns :  for  either  they  mull  confefs  themfelves,  and 
all  their  anccftors  mod  ignorant  peribns,  that  they 
could  never  find  any  diftinftion  betwixt  merit  and 
grace  before;  or  clfc  they  would  retain  the  force  of 
their  meritorious  opinions,  under  their  more  general 
conceflion  of  God's  grace :  a  way  of  evading,  they 
are  not  a  little  ikilled  at. 

Nor  is  there  lefs  difference  betwixt  merit  and  re* 
wardablenejsy  as  they  phrafe  it,  than  betwixt  the  mid- 
dle and  the  end.  Grace  and  merit,  as  ftated  by  Cal- 
vinifts.  and  Papifts,  are  taken  for  **  faith  without 
**  works,'*  and  **  works  without  faith  j'*  like  the  two 
poles :  dodtrines  the  moft  oppofite.  Now  rewardabU-^ 
mjs  is  neither i  but  fomething  in  the  middle;  and  in«- 
deed  the  moft  true:  for  grace  is  ^  free  gift,  requiring 
nothing:  merit  is  a  work  proportioned  to  th^  wages: 
rewardablenejs  is  a  work  without  which  God  will  noc 
bellow  his  wvour,  and  yet  not  the  meritorious  caufc; 
for  that  there  is  no  proportion  betwixt  the  work,  that 
is-  finite  and  temporary ;  and  the  reward,  which  is  in- 
finite and  eternal :  in  which  fcnfe  both  the  creature 
obeys  the  commands  of  God,  and  does  not  merit,  but 
obtain  only,  and  God  rewards  the  creature,  and  yet  (6 
as  that  he  gives  too.  But  the  Papifts  are  very  far 
from  this  medium  >  ^nd  their  fhuffling  this  do£brine 
of  merit  betwixt  grace  and  rewardablenefs,  only  ihews 
how  unwilling  they  are  to  venture  it  in  the  plain  field, 
and  not  that  any  thing  of  refemblance  is  betwixt  it 
and :7tb^m,.  they  being  of  three  diftinft  natures  and 
iigaiiicatiqas. .-  .  . 

tU  .-,r    ...  .V  Bcfides, 
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Befides^  it  is  wretched  to  think  by  what  ways  the 
abufed  Romanifts  fancy  to  merit  juftification ;  not  by 
keeping  the  moral  law  (as  we  (hall  fhew  anon) ;  not 
by  fulHlling  the  evangelical  precepts  ^  but  by  their 
vain  repetitions  *  of  their  Ave  Maria's,  beads,  fafts, 

*  feafts,  holy  days,  adoration  of  images,  frequenting 

*  of  maffes,  praying  to  the  dead-,  invoking  the  Virgin 
'  Mary  for  her  interceflion;  figning  themfelves  with 
<  the  crofs;    abilaining  from   flelh,  and  priefts  from 

*  marriage;  by  perpetrating  fome  notorious  fadk  for 

*  the   good   of  their  church,    whether    by   killing  a 

*  prince,  or  blowing  up  a  ftate.'  Thefe,  and  the 
like  praftices  (ftrange  and  exotic  to  the  primitive  and 
Chriftian  faith  and  worfhip)  are  the  grand  motives  to 
juftification;  and  fometimes  they  have  gone  fo  hi^ 
as  to  deferve  a  canonizing  at  Rome  itfelf*  Thui 
briefly  have  I  given  an  account  of  their  merits  of  juf- 
tification. 


IV.  Of  the  Holy   EUCHARIST. 

Pan' ft  *  T^  ^^^  ^^^y  cucharift,  or  moft  venerable 
*  P^  •  y^  €  facrament  of  the  body  and  blood  of  our 
Lord-,  we  acknowledge  that  there  are,  as  in  all 
other  facraments,  two  things:  the  vifible  fign, 
which  is  the  forms  of  bread  and  wine,  to  which  no 
Catholic  may,  or  doth,  direct  his  worftiip.  There 
is  alfo  invifible  grace  fignifled,  the  body  of  oor 
Lord;  whom,  being  prefent,  we  worfliip  with  aU 
poflible  reverence  for  fo  great  a  bleffing,  warranted 
herein  by  our  BleiTed  Lord  hintifelf  in  two  of  the 
gofpels.' 

Anfw.  Above  all  other  inftances,  this  is  the  moft 
pregnant  for  defence  of  our  aifertion ;  namely.  That 
either  thefe  men  have  relinquifhed  their  old  do£binet 
or  elfe  they  go  about  to  put  the  trick  upon  us.  Wc 
hear  no  word  at  all  of  tranjubftantiatim  herein^  the 
moft  facred  of  their  myfterious  abfurditiesj  but  what 
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we  are  at  great  pains  to  obferve  and  coUedt*  Perhaps 
they  are  afhamed  of  it>  and  v^illing  it  ihould  pafs  under 
fome  more  general  phrafe,  and  lefs' ofFenfive.  How-, 
ever*  by  that  expreflion  of  the  '  body  of  our  Lord^ 
*  whom  being  prcfent,  we  adore/  we  guefs  their  mean- 
ing; but  how  incoherent  with  their  own  words,  as  well 
as  reafon,  may  eafily  appear* 

Firft,  They  acknowledge  that  it  is  a  facramenty  or 
ilgn.  If  fo>  it  is  impoHlble  that  it  fhould  be,  at  the 
fame  time,  both  t\\tfign,  and  the  thing  ftgnified :  for  if 
the  very  body  of  Chrill  be  preftrnt  corporally,  (as 
they  ufe  to  aflcrt)  it  cannot  ht  Jacramentally  fo,  but 
really  and  corporally  there  j  which  is  deftruftive  of 
the  nature  of  2i/acramenty  which  is  but  the  reprejenta^ 
tivty  or  iffMg€y  of  fomcthing  myftical,  thereby  refem- 
bled  and  flgnified. 

Secondly,  If  this  doArine  were  true,  their  Lord 
would  be  made  by  their  frieji:  for  till  he  fays  the 
words,  there  is  no  real  prefcnce :  and  fo  the  creature 
(and  fometimes  a  fad  one  too)  makes  his  Creator  i 
Which  is  nothing  fliort  of  wretched  blafphemy. 

Thirdly,  The  lx)rd  they  adore  and  reverence,  they 
£AT  s  and  He  that  made  heaven  and  earth,  is  compre- 
headed  of  the  creature* 

Fourthly,  I  know  but  of  one  gofpel,  perhaps  they 
know  of  two,  becaufe  they  feem  to  own  principles  fb 
contrary  to  the  true  one ;  but  let  that  other  be  ac- 
curft !  If  they  would  have  us  underftand  by  their 
e&preffion^  two  of  the  evangeUfts,  then  it  is  not  un<* 
likely  but  we  may  ken  their  meanings  and  what  they 
refer  to  muft  be  Chrift's  benediftion  of  the  bread  and 
wine,  and  the  giving  them  both  to  his  difciples,  fay- 
ing, "Take,  this  is  my  body/*  and  "take,  this  is 
"  my  blood/'  But  what  then?  Can  any  think  that 
Chrift  gave  his  body  with  his  body?  That  it  was  the 
giver  and  the  gift  ?  That  it  was  the  body  bleffing^  and 
the  body  bUft  i  Did  the  fame  body  hold  the  fame  body 
in  its  QTfiVi  fingers  i  And  was  it  eaten  by  the  difciples, 
and  yet  witbotU  them?  And  was  it  no  bigger  than  afmaU 
pi^fe  of  breads  and  yet  of  the  proportion  of  a  man  ?

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And  was  it  injenfibley  and  broken  with  their  iHoutbs,  and 
yet  whole  znd/enfiMe  out  of  them  j  and  all  at  the  fame 
injiant  of  time  ? 

Laftly,  Could  every  one  of  the  twelve  eat  the  vEky 
WHOLE  BODY,  and  yet  that  very  body  be  vtfible  with 
them  ?  And  all  this  while  one  and  the  fame  body  ?  But 
methinks  I  hear  echoing  from  fome  popilh  zealot^  no 
fmall  anathema,  for  offering  to  affront  fo  facred  a 
myftery  with  fo  many  carnal  cavils^  and  vain  interro- 
gatories ! 

To  whom  I  fhall  anfwer  once  for  all,  in  this  point, 
that  I  ftand  amazed,  how  any  man  of  fenfe  can  be  a 
Papiftj  when  the  only  demonftration  of  his  religion,, 
mull  be  his  not  underftanding  it. 

Many  fond  abfurdities  unmentioned  (for  brevity) 
might  have   been  obferved :   for  *  Reason  never  tri- 

*  umphed  more  over  any  opinion,  than  this  fenfclcfs 

*  one  of  tranfubftantiation ;'  which  may  be  one  very 
good  argument  why  fo  much  perfecution  has  ever  at- 
tended the  dilbelicf  of  it. 

The  fenfe  of  antiquity,  and  their  own  authors. 

Antiquity  knows  it  not.  For  eight  hundred  yeart 
after  Chrift  it  was  never  heard  of}  and  when  ftartcdj 
with  great  difgufts  entertained. 

The  council  of  Lateran  was  the  firft  that  undertook 
to  impofe  it :  and  the  decrees,  as  to  this  point,  were 
wholly  abortive ;  for  they  are  not  to  be  found  as  cimd^ 
liary.  This  was  above  twelve  hundred  years  after 
Chrift. 

TertuUian  againfl  Marcion,  lib.  4.  cap.  40.     Juft.  j 
Mart,    againft  Tryphon   the  Jew.      Greg.   Nazianz. 
Orat.  a.  inPaJh.  and  Pope  Gelafius  himfelf  renounced 
and  difclaimed  it,  attributing  only  to  it,  ^  The  nature  j 
'  of  a  bare  figure,  as  retaining  the  fubftancc  and  na- j 
^  ture  of  bread  and  wine.*    And  many  of  their  dcr-" 
tors,   Scotus,  Bellarminc^  Bielj  &c.  afluit  us  of 
novelty. 
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But  how  far  are  fuch  from  the  fpirituality  of  the 
thyftery  and  knowledge  of  the  true  heavenly  bread  and 
wine  that  defcended  from  above,  (the  anti-type)  who 
ignorantly  affirm  the  certainty  of  fdch  a  tranfubftanti- 
ation,  as  renders  that  very  vifible  elementary  bread 
and  wine,  at  the  fame  time,  the  very  invifible,  Ijpi- 
ritual,  and  glorified  body  of  Chrift?  By  which  they 
make  him  a  glorified,  crucified^  vifible,  invijibley  fpi- 
ritual,  elementary  Chrift,  all  at  the  fame  time !  But 
more  of  this  in  my  larger  traft. 

V.  Of  COMMUNION  in  One  Kind. 

b   . A   *  TX  r^  humbly  confefs,  that  from  the  be- 
^    *       VV    ^  gi^'^J^g  of  Chriftianity,   the  holy 

*  communion  was  adminiftered  frequently   in   both*^ 
'  and  fometimes  in  each  kind,  according  to  feveral 

*  circumftances/ 

Anfw.  We  may  know  hiftl  to  be  a  Papiftj  by  hia 
frequent  confeflions :  and  methinks  it  fhould  not  only 
prevent  people  from  hieing  feduced  by  them,  but  re- 
duce thofe  of  their  own  way  to  an  utter  abhorrence 
of  fo  much  allowed  apoftacy. 
How  many  times  has  he  coafefTed  this,  that,  and 
^  the  other  thing,  not  to  be  of  primitive  praftice  and 
ififtitution?  If  the  ancient  Chriftians  did  commune  in 
t)oth  kinds>  upon  what  better  reafons  or  motives  was 
it  fo  feverely  prohibited  byRomanifts?  Is  the  blood 
of  lefs  virtue  than  the  body  ?  Even  that  which  the 
fcripture  frequently  commemorates  after  this  manner, 
"  The  blood  of  cleanfing;  and  faved  by  faith  in  his 
"  blood."     But  they  proceed  farther,  and  fay, 

•'    Papift*     *  Hence  the  holy  church,   following  the 

^  ^iMy  lof  Chriftians,  who  infenfibly  became  accuf- 

iQfid  so  receive  it  almoft  univerfally  in  one  kind, 

oat  motives  did  afterwards  ordain  to  have  it 

E  2  *  in 
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^  in  onej  as  now  adminiftered ;  though  the  receiving 

*  of  it  fo  is  not  matter  of  faith.' 

Anfw.  Three  things  arc  very  obfervable  from  this 
part  of  their  confeffion. 

i.^  That  becaufe  it  was  fometimes  received  in  one 

*  kind  according  to  circumftances,    it  infenfibly  be- 

*  came  received  by  holy  church  but  in  one  kind/ 
More  nonfenfe  and  falfhood  could  not  well  be  in  fo 
many  words.  [Nonfenfe],  For  what  confequence  can 
the  latter  words  be  to  the  former  ?  If  in  each  kind, 
then  not  any  one  more  than  the  other:  or  why  not 
blood,  and  not  bread ;  as  well  as  bread,  and  not  blood  ? 
But  among  the  Papifts,  the  people  only  partake  of 
the  wafer.  [Falfhood],  For  they  neither  have,  nor 
can  they  give  one  inftance  of  that  flippery  or  hecdlcfe 
,way  of  receiving  it,  as  in  each  kind  j  but  whenever  it 
was  taken,  for  three  hundred  years  together,^  it  was  in 
ioth  kinds. 

And  what  were  thofe  circumftances,  that  we  can 

hear  of  none  of  them  ?  Horrible  cheats,  and  idle  im* 

'poftures,  to  delude  the  unlearned  and  unftable !  Nor 

is   it   lefs   impudence   for  them  to  fay,   ^  That  the 

'  church  received  it  but  in  one  kind  upon  any  fuch 

*  fcore.*    The  conclufion  can  never  be  right,  where 
the  premiies  are  falfe. 

a.  ^  That  upon  great  motives,  it  was  afterwards  or- 
^  dained  to  be  received  but  in  one  kind  :*  which  great 
motives  they  keep  to  themfelves.  Either  they  muft 
think  us  fuch  fools  as  to  credit  them  hand  over  head, 
and  fo  needed  not  to  mention  them^  or  elfe»  they 
doubting  their  great  motive  to  be  downright  difiua- 
fives  with  all  fober  and  intelligent  people,  cnofe  rather 
to  be  filent,  than  more  particular. 

3.  ^  That  the  fo  receiving  it  is  no  matter  of  faith/ 
which  is  fo  notorious  an  untruth,  as  their  awn  Mnak 
exprefsly  tell  us,  that  Boniface  the  8th,  and  Joha  the 
a2d,  (if  I  miftake  not ;  for  I  was,  when  I  met  the 
pamphlet,  deftitute  of  fuch  books)  highly  coAtradifi^ 

one 
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one  another :  one  threatening  the  priefts  to  turn  them 
out,  if  they  did  not  adminifter  it  in  l^oth  kinds ;  and 
the  other,  to  excommunicate  them,  if  not  burn  them, 
in  cafe  they  did.  Which  as  it  ftiews  the  eagernefs  of 
the  popes,  fo  there  is  a  choice  piece  of  infallibility  to 
be  obferved :  ^  two  infallible  popes  accufing  each  other 
of  grofs  fallibility. 

Papift.     *  Neither  do  we  believe  religious  commu* 

*  nicants  are  hereby  bereaved  of  any  benefit  in  obey- 

*  ing  the  church's  order;  fince  our  belief  inftrufts  us, 
^  that  our  Bleffed  Lord  is  equally  prefent  in  one  kindj 

*  as  in  both/ 

Anfw.  To  fay  that  religious  communicants  are  not 
bereaved  of  any  benefit  by  receiving  it  in  one  kind, 
would  imply,  that  irreligious  communicants,  the  re- 
ceivers of  both  kinds,  have  the  advantage.  If  fo,  me- 
thinks  it  is  natural  to  believe,  that  religious  commu- 
nicants, in  both  kinds,  have  the  mod  benefit.  But 
what  church  is  it  that  gives  thofe  orders  ?    *  A  free 

*  general  council  of  Chriftians,  where  men  may  fpeak 
'  without  being  in  danger  of  their  lives  ?'  No,  but  a 
cabal  of  perfons,  picked,  with  a  probatum  eft  ftamped 
upon  them,  out  of  the  pope's  clofet,  or  conclave  of 
cardinals,  before  they  be  admitted  into  the  aflembly 
of  judges  J  as  moft  of  the  council  of  Trent  notori- 
oufly  were  (often  cited  by  the  author  of  this  pam- 
phlet).    So  that  in  plain  terms,  ^  The  church  is  what 

*  the  pope  and  his  cardinals  will  have  it :'  to  whofe 
interen;  moft  councils  have  facrificed  their  privileges, 
and  thereby  brought  univerfal  bondage  upon  whole 
kingdoms  and  ftates. 

That  belief  which  inftrufts  them,  ^  That  Chrift  is 

*  equally  prefent,  and  therefore   no  need  of  receiving 

*  in  both  kinds,'  muft  needs  be  built  upon  the  fandy 
foundation  of  papal  tradition  j  not  that  of  fcripture, 
reafon,  or  antiquity.  For  if  that  very  fpecifical  and 
^qnierical  virtue  which  is  in  the  breads  be  in  the  wine, 

E  3  then 
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then '  Chrift  is  implicitly  charged^  by  the  Romaniftst 
of  an  unneceflary  matter.  But  if  there  be  fome  virtue 
iignified  by  the  wine^  more  than  by  the  breads  ^  It  is 

*  horrid  facrilege  to  rob  the  JigHy  much  more  the  thing 

*  fignified.  It  is  a  /upper  \  and  at  fupper  there  fliould 
^  be  to  drink,  as  well  as  to  eat.  There  can  be  no  body 
'  without  blood ;  and  the  drinking  of  his  blood  (hews 

*  a  Jhedding  of  his  blood  for  the  world,  and  a  partici- 

*  pation  ofit/ 

Belides,  the  fign  is  incomplete ;  and  the  end  of  that 
facramcnt  or  fign  not  fully  anfwered,  but  plainly 
maimed ;  and  what  God  hath  put  together,  they  have 
put  afunder.  So  that  the  falfenefs  and  unfcriptural 
prafticc  of  thefe  men  arc  very  manifeft. 

The  fenfc  of  antiquity,  and  their  own  authors. 

Of  their  difmcmbering  this  fign  or  figure,  their  own 
council  of  Conftance  is  very  plain,    \  That  whereas 

*  fome  prefume  to  affirm,  that  Chriftian  people  ought 

*  to  receive  the  facrament  of  the  cucharift  under  both 

*  kinds  of  bread  and  wine,*  &c. 

(Hence  the  council  decrees  againft  this  error): 
'  And  that  though   Chrift  did  fo  adminifter  it,   and, 

*  although  in  the  primitive  church  it  was  received,' 
(confeffions  very  large  of  the  author,  and  example) 

*  we    command,    under  excommunication,    that    no 

*  prieft  communicate  to  the  people  under  both  kinds 
^  of  br^ad  and  wine.'  C.  C.  SefT.  13.  SofaysAquin. 
Com.  in  6  John,  left.  7. 

And  faid  pope  Gelafius,  *  Let  them  receive  in  both 
^  kinds,  or  neither.*  Thus  popes  againft  councils, 
and  doftor  againft  doftor :  ye^  will  the  foolifh  Roman4 
ifts  (to  fay  no  more)  vaunt  of  the  unity  and  infalli^ 
|;)ility  of  both.

PaDift   *  'T^HE  holy  facrifice  indeed  of  the  altar, 

^     *        JL     ^  we  clearly  believe  ought  to  be  cele- 

^  brated  in  both  kinds,  as  now  ic  is,  according  to  the 

*  divine  inftitution,  as  being  done  in  commemoration 

*  of  the  Lord's  blcflcd  paflion  on  the  crofs,  wherein 

*  the  body  and  blood  were  fcparated.' 

Anfw.  Whether  it  be  fair,  for  the  Papifts  to  facrifice 
at  the  altar  in  both  kinds,  and  refer  to  Chrift's  words, 
Luke  xxi.  9.  as  a  divine  inftitution,  and  yet  deny 
both  kinds  to  the  people,  as  no  matter  of  faith,  or 
of  eminent  regard;  let  the  fober  judge.  Is  the  paf- 
fage  of  divine  inftitution  for  the  facrifice,  and  not  for 
the  facrament  ?  But  it  plainly  manifcfts  the  exorbitant 
power  they  afcribe  to  their  church  above  the  fcrip- 
tures ;  fince  with  them  an  order  of  her's  may,  and 
ought,  to  break  what  themfelves  call  a  divine  infti- 
tution^ 

Papift.  «  Whatfoever,  therefore,  propitiatory  power 

*  oqr  holy  religion  attributes  to  this  commemorative 

*  facrifice;  it  is  by  virtue  of  the  facrifice  of  the  crofs, 
^  as  being  by  this  applied  to  us :  fo  that  we  ftill  hum- 

*  bly  acknowledge  the  ground  of  our  falvation  to  be 

*  derived  from  our  Lord's  blefled  paflion.' 

Anfw.  Their  aflront  to  God,  and  juggle  with  men, 
in  this  very  matter,  are  moft  detertable  !  For  notwith- 
ftanding  the  fcriptures  exprefsly  tell  us,  that  we  have 
an  High  Prieft  that  "  needs  not  facrifice  once  a  year," 
but  "  who  hath  offered  One  facrifice;  and  that, 
**  by  the  will  of  God  v/t  are  fanclified  through  the 
'*  offering  of  the  body  of  Jcfus  Chrift  ONCE  for  all ; 
*'  and  that  by  ONE  offering  he  perfcfted  them  that 
«(  are  fanftified,"  Hcb.  x.  10,  11,  14;  yet  do  they 
daily  facrifice  him  afrcih,  as  if  his  firft  were  infuffi- 
cient,  or  tlieir  daily  fins  required  a  new  one.     But 

£  4  what 
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*what  man,  endued  with  the  lead  (hare  of  continnon 
fenfe,  can  be  fo  ftupid  as  to  imagine,  ^  that  Chrift  is 

*  facrificed  by  every  popifh  prieft,  when  he  offers  up 

*  a  bloodlefs  fiejhlejs  wafer?'  What  greater  irreverence 
can  be  fhewn  to  the  bitter  paffion  of  the  Lord  Jefus 
Chrift  ?  Making  fuch  a  may-game  of  his  mod  dread- 
ful agony  and  cruel  death,  as  the  Jews  did  with  a  cru- 
cified child ! 

This  is  fo  much  worfe  than  the  Aaronical  priefthood, 
as  that  was  before  Chrift,  and  fo  typical  of  his  com- 
ing, and  of  divine  authority ;  and  this  after  his  com- 
ing ;  whofe  own  words  and  the  apoftle's  (whom  thefo 
men  pretend  to  faint,  and  own)  bear  record,  "  That 
«'  ONCE  for  all,  and  by  ONE  offermg  of  himfelf," 
&c.  And  confequently  void  of  all  commiflion,  as 
well  a$  precedent. 

The  cheat  they  put  upon  men  is  plainly  this.  That 
whilft  with  fine  words  they  feem  originally  to  ground 
their  falvation  upon  Chrift's  facrifice  of  the  crofs,  they 
craftily  attribute  to  their  daily  facrifice  of  him,  *  no 

*  fmall  fhare  of  merit,  as  fo  many  mediate  and  fecon- 

*  dary  caufes  •/  which  muft  needs  be  obvious  to  every 
unbiaflcd  reader.  Their  curious  epithets  feem  only 
to  ferve  the  place  of  fo  many  covers  for  the  malignity 
pf  their  fophiftical  doftrines. 


Vn.     Of  Prayer   in  Latin, 

PaDift  *\X7^^  freely  acknowledge  that  it  is  no  way^ 
^    *     V V     '  commanded  by  the  church,  that  the 

♦  people  fhould  pray  in  a  language  they  underftand 

*  not.* 

Anfw.  I  perceive  the  man  is  ftill  upon  his  free  ^c^ 
knowledgments.  Certainly  if  what  he  fo  often  con- 
feffes  not  to  have  been  the  praftice  of  the  primitive 
church;,  and  to  be  unwarrantable  from  her  ei^ample, 

wcr? 
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were  but  abftradted,  there  would  remain  a  very  abrupt 
and  narrow  faith  for  the  Romanifts  to  explain. 

But  he  is  too  equivocal  upon  the  word  church.  If 
by  it  he  would  have  us  underftand  the  ancient  Chrif^ 
tian  churchy  it  is  true,  that  no  prayers  were  made  in 
an  unknown  tongue;  for  the  fcriptures,  of  divine  au- 
thority with  her,  exprefsly  condemn  it,  as  irregiilar, 
and  unprofitable, 

**  Let  fuch  keep  filent,"  faid  the  apoftle  Paul^ 
iCor.xiv.  28.  and  Peter  never  contradifted  him.  But 
if  by  the  church  he  underftands  the  Roman,  lie  is 
cither  carelefs  of  his  own  reputation  (that  whilft  he 
makes  the  riioral  law  the  ninth  head  of  his  confef- 
fion,  commits  fo  great  an  error  againft  it,  as  to  ob* 
trude  a  lie)  or  elfe  he  trufts  to  our  ignorance  of  her 
prefent  practice  i  for  that  ftie  is  guilty  in  this  particular, 
and  the  point  defended  too,  I  recommend  the  reader 
€0  the  following  authorities. 

Papift.  *  Nay,  therf*  is  given  them  all  poffiblc  en- 
^  couragement  to  inc\tafe  their  devotions,  by  ordain - 

*  ing  and  publifhing  moft  excellent  prayers  in 
'  vulgar  languages  for  their  ufe.  There  is  an  exprels 
'  command  of  our  holy  mother  the  church,    in  the 

*  council  of  Trent,  that  paftors,  in  the  time  of  di- 

*  vine  fervice,  fhould  expound  to  the  people's  capa- 

*  cities,'  &c. 

Anfw.  I  fhall  return  my  anfwer  in  thefe  four  par- 
ticulars. 

Firft,  That  all  poflible  encouragement  is  not  given 
where  rnore  may:  but  that  more  may,  view  Spain, 
France,  and  Italy,  where  prayers  are  in  Latin,  un-p 
known  to  many  millions  of  fouls.  And  let  us  remark 
it,  for  a  more  infallible  truth  than  any  the  pope's  chair 
can  afibrd  us.  That  the  great  depth  of  the  policy  and 
fecority  of  that  religion,  lies  in  the  ignorance  and 
^iM^dity  of  the  people. 

mly.  No  thanks  to  the  Romanics,    that  the 
wt  any  where  fo  much  privilege,  at  any  time 

to 
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to  underftand  what  they  fay :  for  this  is  only  owing  to 
the  light  of  Reformation  j  for  that  having  given  a  dif- 
covery  of  the  grofs  darkoefs  of  popilh  praftices,  they 
were  neceffi  rated  to  move  fomewhat  from  their  ancient 
cufloms  i  which  is  no  better  than  a  lame  excufe  made 
by  a  thief  caught  in  the  faft.  Had  there  been  no 
Luther  in  Germany,  nor  Zwinglius  in  Switzerland, 
we  could  not  expedt,  nor  ever  believe,  that  the  coun- 
cil of  Trent  would  have  allowed  of  that  liberty; 
when  to  cloud  the  people,  and  to  lock  up  their  under- 
flandings  in  the  pope's  arcanum,  is  the  Dianian  pro- 
jeft  of  his  conclave. 

It  is  worth  our  obfervation,  that  thofc  very  books 
of  devotion  are  never  doftrinal,  I  mean  explanatory 
of  their  principles  (thofe  they  hide) ;  but  filled  with 
elegant  phrafes,  and  rare  cuts  of  imagery,  fuited  to 
the  afFcftionate  paffions  and  voluntary  humilities  of 
a  fort  of  people,  whofe  judgment  goes  always  in  the 
rear  of  their  affeftions,  and  that  make  their  religion 
of  fhews  and  compliments. 

Fourthly,  But  I  deny  that  they  have  the  nature  of 
prayer  in  them ;  and  therefore  the  people  are  almoft 
as  much  to  feek  in  their  own  language,  as  a  ftrange 
one.  *^  Prayer  is  the  gift  of  God  i'*  no  man  can  be 
faid  to  pray,  who  has  hot,  firft,  a  deep  fenfe  of-  his 
own  wants:  fecond,  of  the  reafonablenefs  of  the  thing 
prayed  for :  third,  enough  of  faith  to  obtain :  fourth, 
a  due  reverence  of  that  God  to  whom  he  makes  his 
fupplication ;  "  for  the  prayers  of  the  wicked  are  an 
**  abomination  to  the  Lord,"  fays  the  divine  writ  (or 
are  no  prayers  at  all,  in  a  religious  fenfe).  But  if 
thefe  books  of  devotion  were  prayers,  then  might  the 
wicked  as  well  pray  as  the  righteous  j  for  the  prayer  is 
equally  expofed  to  the  ufe  of  both.  It  is  not  words  that 
make  the  prayer ;  v/herefore  faid  the  apoftle,  **  I  will 
**  pray  with  the  fpirit,"  (there  is  the  moft  efiential 
part  of  prayer ;  but  this  he  might  do  with  none  but 
himfelfi)  "  and  I  will  pray  with  underftanding  alfo:^* 
(by  this  he  meant,  not  in  an  unknown  tongue):  it  was 
the  fubjeft  of  his  difcourfe  in  his  fourteenth  ch^ptqr 
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in  his  firft  epiftle  to  the  Corinthians.  But  the  church 
of  Rome  has  otherwile  learnt»  than  had  that  good 
apollle. 

In  (hort,  wc  need  the  lefs  wonder  at  the  unparallelled 
villainy  which  reigns  throughout  the  papacy,  when 
we  confider  how  cardinal  a  practice  it  is  for  the  peo^ 
pie  not  'to  undcrftand  how  to  be  better.  Their  late 
profelytes  forgot,  or  elfe  never  heard,  how  criminal  it 
was  to  have  an  Englifh  Tcftament  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty  years  fince.  But  rather  than  not,  the  Papifts 
will  turn  half  proteftants,  to  fetch  back  Proteftants  to 
be  whole  Papifts  again.  But  fuch  might  deferve  to 
be  begged,  had  they  but  as  much  of  religion,  as  fomc- 
times  R)ols  ufe  to  have  of  eftate.  What  fliall  I  fay? 
They  are  fit  to  believe  any  thing,  whofe  debaucheries 
have  hardened  them  againft  any  belief:  when  fin  has 
banilhed  all  fear  of  God,  intereft  ftcps  in  its  place ; 
and  that  religion  which  molt  promotes  it,  mud  with 
fuch  be  the  beft ;  wherein  the  Papift  has  only  the  ad- 
vantage of  all  others  upon  earth. 

The  report  of  antiquity  and  their  own  praftice. 

However  in  Proteftant  countries  they  are  willing  to 
bring  their  devotion  into  vulgar  languages;  yet  that 
it  is  matter  of  neceflity,  and  not  of  choice,  view  Italy, 
France,  Spain,  &c.  where  thev  retain  their  Latin  fer- 
vicPi  as  beneficial  to  the  people ;  which  is  a  language 
that  generally  they  underftand  not.

So  that  they  err  from  fcripturej  fathers^  and  their 
own  doctors.

that  which  flood  cveiy  mtn  upon  in  this  world;  viz. 
the  denial  of  his  lufts^'and  circumcifion  of  his  cor-* 
ruptions.  In  fhort,  lince  Chrift  was  in  the  world 
when  he  fpake  it ;  fince  it  was  to  people  in  the  world, 
and  a  work  then  to  be  fet  about ;  it  is  moft  evident 
the  paflage  has  no  relation  to  a  ftate  after  this  life  (I 
mean  for  purgation).  Nay,  the  ftrongeft  argument 
that  is  well  conceivable  for  the  contrary,  may  eafily 
be  deduced  from  hence :  for  if  fuch  as  pluck  not  out 
their  right  eyes  here,  (that  is,  purge  not  themfelves  of 
their  iniquities,  by  unfeigned  repentance)  (hall  be  cafl: 
into  hell  fire;  then  there  is  no  middle  (late  called 
purgatory.  But  that  fuch  perfons  as  pluck  not  out 
their  right  eyes  (that  is,  mortify  not  their  members 
of  corruption)  here,  are  to  be  caft  into  hell  fire,  the 
text  proves :  therefore  there  is  no  middle  ftate.  The 
contrary,  of  heaven,  may  be  affirmed;  for  contrariorum 
eadem  eft  ratio. 

Secondly,  "  Elfe,  what  fhall  they  do  that  are  bap- 
^*  tized  for  the  dead  ?  If  the  dead  rife  not  at  all ; 
**  why  are  they  then  baptized  for  the  dead  ?'*  i  Cor. 
XV.  29. 

This  fcripture  is  as  much  to  the  purpofe  as  the  for- 
mer ;  and  were  I  not  ufed  fo  frequently  to  meet  with 
the  like  incoherences,  it  would  amaze  me  to  read 
fuch  disjoined  matter,  and  unnatural  confequences ; 
things  in  their  own  nature  fo  remote  and  oppofite. 
What  relation  has  the  refurreSion  to  the  foul's  entering 
purgatory^  or  that  popifti  middle  ftate  ?  Who  arc  they 
that  are  baptized  ?  And  who  thofe  for  whom  they  werfc 
baptized  ?  And  how  have  either  any  relation  to  pray* 
ers  for  the  dead,  and  fouls  in  purgatory  ?  But  the  Roe 
manift  thinks,  however,  that  God  is  not  offended  at 
this  charitable  pra£tice  :  hear  what  he  fays. 

Papift.  *  Neither  can  we  difcern  how  pofTibly  this 

*  may  be  conceived  offenfive  to  God;  whofe  juftice 
«  herein,  we  hope,  we  do  humbly  appeafe,  by  an  cx- 

*  ercifc  of  brotherly  compaflion,' 

Anfw, 
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Anfw.  It  is  no  wonder  at  all  that  blind  men  do  not 
fee;  and  fuch  as  error  has  hoodwinked  for  generations, 
wc  cannot  think  (hould  difcern  truth,  till  they  dare 
truft  their  eyesj  earSy  and  underjldtndings^  to  anfwer  the 
end  for  which  God  gave  them. 

There  can  be  nothing  conceived  more  ofFenfive  to 
God,  as  well  as  unreafonable  with  men,  than  that  a 
mortal  creature  (indebted  hhnfelf  more  than  ever  he 
can  difcbarge)  fliould  be  able  to  appeafe  the  difpleafed 
jufticc  of  an  infinite  God  !  The  arrogancy  of  this  fay- 
ing only  fits  the  fize  and  meafiire  of  a  meritorious  Pa- 
pift.  But  the  man,  fearing  this  retort,  would  anti- 
cipate its  force  by  an  half  confeflion  and  folution 
thus: 

Papift«  *  There  is  no  law  of  God  which  aflurcs  us, 
'  in  rigour  of  jufticc,  of  God's  acceptance  of  the  ads 

*  of  another  man  for  my  fins :  yet  this  hinders  not  but 

*  that  they  may  prevail,  by  way  o(  fujffrage  and  impe'- 

*  irationy  for  our  pardon/ 

Anfw.  If  he  could  have  given  but  one  place  of 
fcripture,  it  would  have  helped  the  matter :  but  wc 
take  leave  to  fay,  we  will  not  be  wife  (in  this  cafe) 
above  what  is  written,  and  quod  non  lego,  non  credo. 
I  (hall  return  this  fhort  anfwer  to  this  evafion.  It  is  a 
poor  fliift  from  the  force  of  the  objeftion;  for  not 
only  in  the  ftrifteft,  but  largeft  fenfe  too,  God  only, 
out.  of  his  free  gift  and  mercy  in  Chrift  Jcfus,  is 
Author  of  our  remiflion  and  forgivenefs.  Since  there 
ean  fcarcely  be  a  more  abfurd  pofition,  than  that  a 
jpan,  unable  to  relieve  himfclf,  fliould  be  the  occafion 
of  relief  to  others  in  the  fame  condition,  whether  by 
appeafing  divine  juftice,  or  by  fujffrage  only;  a  word 
incongruous,  and  inapplicable  in  this  place. 

Befldes,  what  need  is  there  for  praying  for  fouls  in  pur- 
gatory ?  That  they  fliould  ht  Javed?  That  is  held  for 
granted  before  they  go  thither.  Is  it  that  they  fliould 
be  delivered  thence  ?  That  is  the  confcquence  of  the 
opinioA.    Or  would  they,   that  God  fltiould  forbear 

his 
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his  hand,  and  mitigate  his  rigour  ?  (Which  feems  the 
mod  natural  confequence  of  their  opinion).  If  fo, 
they  are  the  greateft  enemies :  for  their  holding  that 
the  end  of  the  chaftifements  of  purgatory  is  to  prepare 
them  for  heaven ;  by  how  much  the  lefs  they  arc  chaf* 
tifcd  by  thofe  fiery  affliftidns,  by  fo  much  the  lefs  they 
are  purged,  and  confequently  the  more  unfit  for  hea- 
ven. So  that  fince  heaven  is  fooncft  attainable,  as 
their  fouls  come  to  be  the  fooneft  and  moft  efFeftually. 
purged,  they  in  charity  ought  to  pray,  that  God  would 
mend  his  fire,  add  fuel  to  his  fiames,  and  double  his 
fiery  tortures,  that  they  may  be  the  fooner  purged,  and 
more  refined  for  heaven. 

Thus,  while  the  Romanifts  are  arguing  for  purga^ 
tory,  they  confute  themfelves  by  not  underftanding  it. 

I  (hall  conclude  my  fenfe  of  this  point,  with  the  au- 
thority of  fcripture,  reafon,  and.  antiquity. 

Firft,  "  Then  fhall  the  duft  return  to  the  earth,  as 
«*  it  was,  and  the  fpirit  unto  God  who  gave  it.'*  Ec-» 
cled  xii»  7.  Gen.  iii.  9.  (then  not  to  purgatoiy.) 

Secondly,  *^  For  there  is  no  work,  nor  device,  nor 
**  knowledge,  nor  wifdom,  in  the  grave,  whither  thou 
«*  goeft."  Ecclef.  ix.  iq.  (then  none  in  purgatory.) 

Thirdly,  "  And  they  ftoned  Stephen,  calling  upon 
*'  God,  and  faying.  Lord  Jefus  receive  my  fpirit." 
Ads  vii.  59.  (no  purgatory  ftill,  but  a  certain  immu- 
table ftate.) 

That  it  is  againft  all  Reafon,  I  ofi^er  thefc  confide- 

rations. 

ift.  No  man  can  merit  for  another :  nor  is  it  pof- 
fibleapoor  indebted  man  Ihould  pay  another's  detti 
(it  may  be  greater  than  his  own)  and  not  be  able  to 
pay  bis  own* 

2.  The  repentance  ought  to  be  where  the  fin  is. 
But  the  fin  is  here  j  therefore  fliould  the  repentance  be 
here  alfo. 

3.  Where  there  i$  a  ceffation  from  finning,  there  i% 
a  ceflation  from  repentance.    But  there  is  a  ceflation 

from 
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from  finning  i  therefore  is  there  a  ceflation  from  re-* 
pentance. 

4thfc  Whatever  attends  the  foul^  after  feparation  from 
this  mortal  life^  is  imihortal  and  eternal :  this  none 
can  deny.  But  purgator}^  is  a  ftate  that  attends  the 
iibul  after  this  mortal  life  -,  and  therefore,  fay  I,  it  is  an 
immortal  and  eternal  itate.  Andifitbe^  it  is  either 
^  for  fimetbing^  or  nothing.  If  for  nothings  God  makes 
things  in  vain  t  if  for  the  fouls  of  men  and  women  i 
then  they,  are  never  to  be  ranfomed  thence*  But  fince 
the  Romanics  hold  a  redemption  from  thence,  their 
confefl^on  of  the  temporarinefs  of  that  ftate  proves  it  a 
mere  fiAion  t  for  when  the  foul  is  withdrawn  from  this 
vifible  mortal  life,  which  ftands  in  time,  it  is  centered 
in  an  invifible  and  immortal  ftate,  beyond  the  wings 
and  reach  of  time. 

In  fliort>  this  world  is  the  ftage  on  which  all  men 
do  aft  for  eternity;  and  every  venture  of  theirs  brings 
its  true  i^^eight  of  eternal  life  or  death.  Death  is  the 
confummation  of  all  -,  and  when  we  ceafe  to  work,  we 
enter  upon  reward.  But  if  purgatory  were  in  beings 
the  jgreaceft  wwk  were  to  be  done  there :  which,  be- 
cauie  it  is  abfurd  to  affirm,  we  conclude,  that  after 
death  we  ceafe  from  all  our  labours^  and  enter  upon  our 
-recompence  of  everlafting  happinefs  or  mifery. 

I  fhall  fubjoin  fome  authorities  from  antiquity^ 

The  fenfe  of  antiquity,  and  their  own  authors. 

The  do6trine  of  praying  for  the  dead,  we  know,  wa4 
too  old  a  pra£tice  i  yet  not  fo  old  as  the  apoftle.  But 
how }  As  for  fouls  in  a  third  place  (for  that  thefe  Ro- 
manics mean  by  their  purgatory,  however  modeft  they 
fccm  by  their  half-expreffions)  ?  Nothing  lefs  1  how- 
ever the  fuperftition  or  the  Papifts  has  driven  them  in* 
to  fo  foul  4n  apprehenfion :  but  the  ancients,  believing 
there  would  be  a  general  day  of  Judgment,  prayed  that 
God  would  Ihew  fuch  mercy  m  that  day.  Gregory 
die  firft  is  faid'to  be  its  father.  Certain  we  are,  that 
Aiperftition  was  both  its  mother  and  its  Qurie:  for 

Vofc.  Ill*  F  that 
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pires  muft  be  given  and  taken  with  a  *^  We  will>  or 
**  We  grant,'*  &€• — View  thofe  countries ;  and  the 
univcrfal  poverty  of  them  impute  to  thofc  fwarms  of 
locufts  and  caterpillars,  who  both  corrupt  and  beggar 
them.  This  is  a  theft,  though  lefs  iharking,  yet  more 
criminal. 

6.  They  notorioufly  break  the  moral  law,  in  that 
great  command,  **  Thou  (halt  not  bear  falfc  witnels 
*^  againft  thy  neighbour;'*  which  comprehends  aU 
truth-fpeaking.  For  as  no  witnefs  is  bound  to  anfwtr, 
farther  than  by  interrogatories  he  is  provoked;  fb  is  it 
utterly  impoffible  that  ever  truth  ihould  be  told,  or 
men  fin  in  lying  (whilft  one  of  the  greateft  fins)  if 
the  Romifh  maxims  were  but  once  praftifed :  fome  of 
which  I  fliall  touch  upon  in  the  fequel  of  this  chajfteTf 

i\s  to  that  part  of  their  cpnfeflion  which  may  relatt 
to  their  keeping  of  promife,  and  paying  fubjeftion  to 
the  civil  magillrates  of  what  religion  foever,  im^' 
much  more  to  thofe  under  whom  they  live  5  I  por- 
pofely  overlooked  it,  becaufe  it  is  well  known,  ^it 
they  have  been  fo  far  from  yielding  obedience  to  tbtft 
magifiirates  of  any  religion,  that  they  have  not  fhick , 
to  aflaflinate  thofe  of  their  own,  to  whofc  power  they 
owed  their  civil  and  religious  proteftion.  And  tnily, 
if  fuch  double  cords  of  duty  cannot  tie  the  hands  c£ 
men  from  murdering  their  natural  and  religious  princes 
(as  Henry  the  Third  and  Fourth  of  France,  both  kings 
of  their  country,  and  therein  of  their  religion;  be- 
caufe a  little  refradory  to  the  finifi:er  defigns  of  an  in- 
folent  clergyman  or  two)  I  think  it  needlefs  to  give 
their  plainer  Englifh  of  obedience,  who  fo  excellendf 
render  it  in  the  paraphrafe  of  their  life. 

I  fpeak  not  this  to  incenfe  the  powers  againft  them: 
for  it  is  my  real  belief,  that  neither  are  all  of  th0%'| 
fuch,  nor  would  I  take  the  burden  o£F  my  own  flioidr  ] 
d^r,  to  lay  it  on  theirs  (being  a  profefled  abetter  dC; 
an  univerfal  tbleration) :  but  this  being  matter  of  ^i^^  ^^ 
as  they  cannot  deny  it,  fo  fhould  I  gladly  hear  d 
their  confeflion  of  thefe  impieties ;  and  that  they  di£ 
own  the  like  pradices^  not  by  fine  gloOb,  bat  ai 

.    -^  amend* 
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amendment  of  life^  and  reformation  of  doftrine ;  which 
would  really  entitle  them  to  that  verity  they  do  but 
hitherto  fiditioufly  attribute  to  themfelves. 

The  fenfe  and  opinion  of  their  own  authors. 

Firft,  Vafquez  teacheth,  •  That  not  only  an  image 

*  of  God,  but  any  creature  in  the  world,  reafonable 
^  or  unreaibnable,  may  without  danger  be  worfhipped 
'  with  God,  as  his  image.    That  we  ought  to  adore

Secondly,  They  teach,  *  That  children  may  difobey 
<  their  parents,  in  being  nuns  or  friars :  and  this  girls 
^  may  do  at  twelve,  and  boys  at  fourteen  years  of 
^  age/  But  the  council  of  Trent  enlarged  the  pa- 
rent's authority  to  fixteen.  This  wretched  do6trine 
was  taught  and  decreed  by  pope  Clement  the  Third. 
Tho. .  Aquin«  and  after  him  nis  fcholars,  taught  the 
fame.  Cap.  cum  virum  de  regular.  Aquin.  2.  2.  qu.  S8. 
srtm  ^«  Ut^  J.  fap.  lOi.  alfo  in  cafe  the  parents  were 
keneudu. 

Thirdly,  ^  If  a  nobleman  be  fet  upon  (fays  cardinal 
*  Toilet)  and  may  efcape  by  going  away,  he  is  not 
^  obliged  to  do  it ;  but  may  kill  him  that  intends  to 
f  Alike  him  with  a  ftick/    InftruH.  Sacerd.  lib.  5.  cap. 

Fourthly,  *  If  a  man  be  beaftly  drunk,  and  then 
^  eonunits  fornication,  it  is  no  fin/  Ub.  14.  cap.  13. 
%.  4»  Alfo,  *  That  a  man  may  lie  with  women,  to 
^  iatisfy  his  carnal  defire,  or  for  his  health-fake/    Lib. 

15.  €M.  ID,  13.  *  A  man  may  bed  with  his  intended 
*  wifci  nay,  it  is  good  to  do  fo  if  the  marriage  be 
^  deferred  i*  fays  Emanuel  Sa.  Apbar.  tit.  debitum  con^ 
fifthly^  They  inftruft  how  to  be  an^*onefl:  thief, 
*  It  is  lawful  to  deceive  or  rob  a  brother,  when  to  do 
^  fa  ia  neceflary  to  preferve  a  good  name.  For  no 
*  jnan  ia  bound  to  reAore  ftolen  goods/  Thus  Navar. 
CV4\nal  Caietanji  and  Tolet  s  who  farther  addj  ^  That 
.  '       *  F  3  'this 
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pooFj  the  widows,  and  the  fatherlefs,  tod  extorting 
their  labours^  to  greaten  their  revenues,  to  live  in  idle- 
nefs,  pomp^  and  luft :  "  the  huA>and  hut  of  one  wifei^ 
not  condemners  of  marrying  of  one  honeft  woman^; 
and  difpenfers  with  as  many  whores  as  luft  may  require^ 
cardinal  and  eminent  points  and  praftices  among^  the 
Romanifts. 

In  fhort,  the  Romifh  hierarchy  is  fo  far  from  being 
fuited  within  the  order  of  the  gofpel,  by  them  quoted 
in  their  confefllon;  that  the  whole  defign  of  their  lordly 
popes^  cardinals,  archbifhops,  bifliops,  Jefuits,  and  other 
friars  of  m^ny  forts,  (eftecmed  of  the  religious  tribe) 
is  but  to  overbalance  the  civil  power,  and  render 
themfclves  matters  pf  the  fwords  and  purfes  of  princes 
and  commonwealths,  to  maintain  them  in  idlenefs, 
plenty^^  and  pleafure  s  and  to  blind  the  underftandings 
of  them  they  abufe,  that  they  may  abufe  them  as  the 
Philiftines  did  Sampfon,  when  they  had  put  out  his 
eyes,  to  anfwer  their  own  wicked  ends  with  the  greater 
fecurity. 

To  conclude,  *  If  we  would  not  receive  a  thief, 
^  until  he  has  repented  j*  let  the  Papift  firft  recant  his 
Voluminous  errors ;  not  known  in  fcripture,  nor  ever 
heard  of  for  three  hundred  years  together  after  Chrift. 

But  above  all,  <  Let  us  have  good  teftimony  of  his 
^  hearty  forrow,  for  that  fta  of  blood  fhed  in  Eng- 
^  land,  France,  Holland,  Ireland,  Spain,  Italy,  Savoy, 
^  Switzerland,  and  Qermany,  of  many  hundred  thou- 
*  fands  of  pQor  Pjotcftants,  that  for  pure  confcience 
'  could  not  conform  to  their  moft  exorbitant  praftices, 
^  as  well  as  new  doftrines,  impofed  upon  them ;'  fuch 
ijnhuman  apd  barbarous  inventions  and  cruelties,  as 
tto  age  could  ever  parallel ;  and  are  the  only  demon- 
fltrations  of  their  wicked  wits,  that  lived  in  that  j  and 
that  not  only  upon  the  parties  themfel ves, .  but  their 
poor^i  littk  innocent  babes:  for  that  English  Pro^ 
TESTANT3  fhould  fo  far  ncgledt  thefe  weighty  confi*- 
derations,  as  to  be  gulled  and  cheated  out  of  the  je^ 
ligion  purchafed  them  by  their  martyred  anceftors^ 
4^4  |>crfuft4e4  to  em^r^^ce  that  old,  bloody^  apoftatized 
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church  agwi^  with  all  her  flavifh^  as  well  as  ridiculous 
fuperftitioHi  is  a  crime  fo  offenfive  to  Godj  and  into-^ 
lerable  to  men,  as  the  time  haftens,  *  That  the  very 
^  (tones  in  the  ftreet  will  rife  up  in  judgment  againft 
^  them/ 

Thus  while  fome  Proteftants  (and  thofe  chiefly  con^ 
cemed  in  (hefe  affairs)  are  moftly  bufied  in  perfecuting 
Piflenters  -,  I  hope  it  will  not  be  ill  refented,  that  one 
of  them  hasj  in  the  mean  time^  undertook  (though 
linth  much  brevity)  an  enervation  of  the  RomaniD:$ 
faith,  at  lead  a  detedion  of  their  craft,  their  horrid 
cpfenagg,  and  prefent  way  of  infatuation  amongft  the 
people. 

But  we  muft  once  more  declare,  it  is  not  to  our 
purpofe  %Q  bring  them  under  perfecution ;  but  to  pre- 
fent the  people  with  fuch  an  information,  as  may  pre- 
vent them  frpn^  ever  haviqg  power  to  peifecute 
others*

any  ways  fought  to  infliall  themfelves  in  her  dignities^ 
CM*  enrich  themfelves  by  her  preferments.  We  appeal 
then  to  all  fober  men,  if  what  is  generally  called  the 
epifcapal  party  of  England,  can  with  good  confcience 
and  true  honour,  difinherit  thofe  of  their  native  rights^ 
peace,  and  prote6tion,  and .  leave  them  as  orphans  to 
the  wide  world,  indeed  a  naked  prey  to  the  devoured 
who  from  firft  to  laft  have  never  been  concerned,  ei* 
|her  to  endeavour  their  ruin,  or  any  ways  withftand 
their  return ;  whilft  it  may  be  fome  of  thofe,  who 
have  been  the  mod  vigorous  in  both,  and  that  for 
€ircumftantialy  and  not  ejjential  differences,  may  be  re-» 
puted  more  deferving  of  a  comprehenfion  than  we  art 
of  a  toleration. 

But  it  will  be  yet  faid,  ^  You  are  inconfiftent  with 

*  government;  they  are  not:  therefore  you  are  ex-^ 

*  eluded,  not  out  of  partiality,  but  neceflity/  What 
government  befides  their  own  they  are  confident  with^ 
we  leave  on  the  fide  of  ftoiy  to  tell,  which  can  better 
fbeak  their  mind  than  we  are  either  able  or  willing  to 
do.  But  this  give  us  leave  to  fay  in  general,  if  any 
apprehend  us  to  be.  fuch  as  merit  not  the  care  of  our 
fuperiors,  becaufe  fuppofed  to  be  deftru6tive  of  the 
government,  let  us  be  called  forth  by  name,  and  hetf 
our  charge ;  and  if  we  are  not  able  to  anfwer  the  un* 
biafled  reafon  of  mankind,  in  reference  to  our  con« 
fiftency  with  the  peace,  quiet,  trade,  and  tribute  o^ 
thefe  kingdoms,   then,   and  not  before,  deny  us  all 

Erotedion.  But  that  men  ihould  be  concluded  before 
eard,  and  fo  fentenced  for  what  they  really  are  notj 
is  like  beheading  them  before  they  are  born..  We  do 
aver^  and  can  make  it  appear,  that  there,  is  no  OM 
party  more  quiet,  fubjeft,  induilrious,  and,  in  the 
bottom  of  their  very  fouls,  greater  lovers  of  the  good 
old  Englifh  government,  and  profperity  of  theft 
kingdoms  among  the  comprehended,  than^  for  Aiaght 
fife  yet  ieej  may  be  found  among  thoiie  who  are  Joke 

to 
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to  be  unkindly  excluded.  However,  if  fuch  we  were 
in  any  one  point,  cure  rather  than  kill  us ;  and  feek  the 
publick  good  fome  cheaper  way  than  by  our  deftruc^ 
f$9H.  Is  there  no  expedient  to  prevent  ruin?  Let 
REASON  qualify  zeal,  and  conscience  opinion. 

To  conclude^  If  the  publick  may  be  fecured,  and 
conscience  freely  exercifed  by  all,  for  the  fame  rea- 
fons  it  may  by  fome.  And  fince  liberty  of  confciencc 
is  liberty  of  confcience,  and  the  reafons  for  it  equiva- 
lent, we  fee  not  in  the  whole  world  why  any  fhould 
be  deprived  of  that,  which  others  for  no  better  rea* 
fons  are  like  to  enjoy. 

Let  it  not  then  be  unworthy  of  fuch  to  remember^ 
that  God  affords  his  refrelhing  "  fun  to  all;"  the 
dunghill  is  no  more  excepted  than  the  moft  delightful 
plain ;  and  his  '^  rain  falls  alike  both  upon  the  juft 
*^  and  unjufl: :"  he  flrips  not  mankind  of  what  fuits 
their  creaturely  prefcrvation :  Cbriftians  themfelves  have 
no  more  peculiar  privilege  in  the  natural  benefits  of 
heaven,  ws^a  Turks  or  Indians k  Would  it  not  then  be 
ftrange,  that  Infidels  themfelves^  much  lefs  any  fort  of 
Chilians,  fhould  be  deprived  of  natural  privileges  for 
mere  opinion,  by  thofe  who  pretend  to  be  the  teft 
Jtr^ants  of  that  God,  who  fhews  them  quite  another 
example,  by  the  univcrfality  of  his  goodnefs  as  Cre- 
ator; and  believers  in  that  Christ,  who  himfelf 
preached  the  perfeSion  of  love,  both  to  friends  and 
enemies,  and  laid  down  his  life  to  confirm  it  when  he 
had  done.  If  men  fhould  love  their  enemies,  doubt- 
lefs  they  ought  at  leaft  to  forbear  their  friends :  and 
though  fome  differences  in  judgment  about  religion  be 
a  fumcient  reafon  to  excommunicate  a  man  the  air 
eccleGaflicalt  yet  nothing  certainly  of  that  fort  ought 
to  difprivilege  men  of  their  air  natural  and  civil  to 
breathe  freely  in :  and  let  that  good  our  fuperiors  have 
obferved  to  be  the  fruil  of  our  toleration,  not  be  weak- 
ened or  blafted  by  an  untimely  comprebenfton  of  fome^ 
to  the  exclufion  of  the  reft ;  fince  the  reafon  holds  the

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vious  of  your  own  condition  in  the  loins  of  your  an- 
ceftors,  who,  you  think,  with  great  reafon  and  juftice 
ftrenuoufly  advocated  the  caufe  of  libdrty  of    con? 
fcience  againfl:  the  Pope's  bulls  and  the  Spanifli  in* 
quifition :  how  did  they  antichriftian  all  force  on  con^ 
fcience   or    punilhment  for    non-conformity  ?    Their 
o  wn  many  and  large  apologies,  and  particularly  their 
demands  at  the  diets  of  Norimberg  and  Spire,    are 
pregnant  proofs  in  the  cafe-,  and  your  praftice  doth 
not  leflen  the  weight  of  their  reafons;  on  the  con- 
trary, it  aggravates  your  unkindnefs,  let  me  fay,  in.— 
u  fti  ce. 

Protestants  (and  fuch  you  glory  to  be  thought^ 
got  their  name  by  orotefting  againfl:  impofitionss  and. 
will  you  turn  impolers?  They  condemned  it;  and  will 
you  praftife  it  ?  They  thought  it  a  mark  pequliar  to 
the  BEAST;  and  can  you  repute  it  the  care  of  a  Chris- 
tian magifl:racy  i  I  mean,  that  perfons  mufl:  not  live 
under  your  government,  unlefs  they  receive  your.Qaark 
in  their  forehead  or  right  hand?  Which  in  pl^er 
terms  is,  to  fubmit  their  confciences  to  your  edids, 
and  to  afk  your  leave  what  religion 'they  fhould  be 
,of.  Remember,  that  "  Faith  is  the  gift  of  God;" 
and,  that  '^  what  is  not  of  faith  is  fin."  Nothing 
can  be  more  unreafonable,  than  to  compel  men  to  be- 
lieve againfl:  their  belief,  or  to  trouble  them  for  prac- 
tifing  what  they  befieve,  when  it  thwarts  not  the 
moral  law  of  God. 

You  doubtlefs  take  yourfelves  to  be  Chrifl:ians,  and 
would  efl:eem  it  no  little  injury  to  be  otherwife  rc- 
prefcnted ;  yet  what  more  unchriftian,  than  to  ufe  cx- 
tiernal  force  to  fway  the  confciences  of  men  about  the 
^ercife  of  religious  worfhip. 

Chrifl:  Jefus,  the  Lord  and  Author  of  the  Chrifljaa 
rX^ligion,  cenfured  his  own  difciples,  that  would  have 
had  fire  from  heaven  to  defl:roy  thofe  that  conformed . 
'  naf}  to  what  their  blefled  Mafl:er  taught.  Are  you  fure 
of  your  religion  ?  Are  you  better  Chriftians  ?  Or,  Imwc 
yjieu  more  Chriftian  authority  than  they,  that  were  the 
*  chofen  witnefles  of  Jefus  ?  Howeveri  remember  they 
<^;  called 
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called  but  for  fire  from  heaven ;  and  can  you  kindle 
fire  on  earth  to  devour  them  ?  Them,  I  fay,  that  arc 
of  your  own  people,  merely  for  their  religious  diffent 
from  you  i  Doubtlefs,  if  that  was  then  thought  no  fit 
argument  to  induce  men  to  conformity  by  him  that 
was  wifer  than  Solomon,  it  refle£ls  greatly  upon  your 
modefty  and  prudence,  that  you  fhould  find  out  new 
ways,  or  rather  old  exploded  ones,  to  effeft  fo  ill  a 
defign.  Befides,  you  do  not  fay  you  know  all  you 
ought  to  know,  or  that  there  is  nothing  farther  to  be 
revealed:  have  a  care,  therefore,  that  you  perfecute 
not  angels,  by  being  harfh  to  that  which  you  call 
ftrange:  think  not  ill,  much  lels  fpeak,  and  leafl  of 
of  all  aft  that  which  is  fo,  againft  what  you  do  not 
perfe&ly  underftand.  I  am  well  perfuaded,  that  thofe 
you  inflift  fuch  fevere  penalties  upon,  mean  well  in 
what  they  believe  (to  be  fure  much  better  than  you 
think  they  do,  or  elfe  you  are  extremely  to  blame) ; 
and  that  the  reafon  of  their  prefent  diftance  from  you, 
is  not  to  introduce  or  infinuate  dangerous  or  exQtick 
opinionsj  but  to  live  a  life  of  more  holinefs,  purity^ 
and  felf-denial,  than  before.  They  do  not  think  that 
you  walk  up  to  your  own  principles ;  and  have  reafon 
to  believe  that  the  power  of  godlinefs  is  much  lofl: 
among  you ;  and  having  long  lain  under  a  decay  and 
languiihing  of  foul  for  want  of  true  fpiritual  nourifh- 
ment,  they  have  now  betaken  themfelvcs  to  that  hea* 
venly  gift  and  grace  of  God  in  themfclves  for  divine 
iatistaftion,  even  that  holy  anointing  that  is  able  to 
teach  them  all  things  neceflfary  for  them  to  know,  as 
the  bleifed  apoflle  fpeaks  j  and  they  find  the  joys  of 
the  Holy  Ghoft  in  fo  doing.  And  I  am  perfuaded 
they  are  not  lefs  peaceable,  fober,  jufl,  and  neigh- 
bourly than  formerly,  and  altogether  as  conliflent  with 
the  proiperity  of  civil  focietyj  and  I  am  fure,  it  is 
both  found  and  confeffed  among|  us  here,  by  fome 
men  of  quality,  learning,  and  virtue.  Farther,  be 
pleafed  to  confider  with  yourfelves,  that  you  juflify 
the  ancient  peifecutions  oi  the  Chriftians  and  firft  re* 
Ibrmersj  whofe  fuperiors  thought  as  ill  of  them,  as 
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you  do  of  thefc  men ;  nay,  you  fhew  the  Papifts  what 
to  do  in  their  dominions  to  your  owrt  brethren.  Do 
as  you  would  be  done  by.  If  you  would  have  liberty, 
give  it;  you  know  that  God's  witncfs  in  your  heartsT 
diftates  this  to  you,  as  an  immutable  law.  ' 

Could  you  give  faith,  it  were  more  cxcufable  for 
you  to  punifh  fuch  as  (hould  refift.  But  fincc  that  is 
impofllble,  the  other  is  unreafonable ;  for  it  is  to  af-^ 
flift  men  for  not  being  what  they  cannot  be,  uhleft 
they  turn  hypocrites:  that  is  the  higheft  pitch  your 
coercive  power  can  arrive  at;  for  never  did  ic  convert 
or  preferve  one  foul  to  God :  inftead  thereof  it  offers 
violence  unto  confcience,  and  puts  a  man  either  upon 
the  denial  of  his  faith  and  reafon,  or  being  dcftroyed 
for  afting  according  to  them :  but  what  greater  dif* 
proportion  can  there  be,  than  what  lieth  between  the 
mtelleft  of  man,  and  prifons,  fines,  and  baniftiments? 
They  inform  no  man's  judgment,  refolve  no  doubts, 
convince  no  underftandings :  the  power  of  perfuafion 
is  not  to  be  found  in  any  fuch  barbarous  aftions,  no 
more  than  the  doftrine  of  Chriftianity.  This  courfe 
deftroys  the  bodies  and  eftates  of  men,*  inftead  of 
faving  their  fouls :  were  they  in  the  wrong,  it  would 
become  you  to  ufe  God's  weapons,  his  fword  of  the 
fpirit,  that  faveth  the  creature,  and  flayeth  the  evil  in 
him^  This  courfe  tends  to  heart-burnings  and  deftruN 
tion  J  I  am  fure  it  is  no  gofpel  argument.  " ' 

I  befeech  you,  for  the  fake  of  that  Lord  Jefua  Chrift 
that  fufFered  fo  patiently  for  his  own  religion,  and  fo 
iharply  prohibited  making  other  men  to  fufFer  for 
theirs,  that  you  would  have  a  care  how  you  excrcife 
power  over  mens  cbnfciences.  My  friends,  confcience 
is  God*s  throne  in  man,  and  the  power  of  it  his  prero- 
gative: it  is  to  ufurp;  his  authority,  and  boldly  af- 
ccnd  his  throne,  to  fet  lords '  over  it.  Were  their 
coHverfation  fcandalous,  and  deftiru6bive  to  the  g6od 
of  your  ftate,  you  were  to  be  held  cxcuf^le :  tout 


*  .'^ 


^  And  pro|>er^,  which  thty  repute  themfelvei  guudiau  o^  it 
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verily,  no  man 'of  mercy  and  confcience  can  defend 
your  pradliec  upon  poor  men  fo  peaceable  and  inofFen- 
fire.  Gamaliel  will  rife  up  in  judgment  againft  you; 
if  you.  pcriivcrc  in  this  courfe.  Do  not  you  help  to 
fill  the  catalogue  of  pcrfecutors,  in  much  love  I  en- 
treat you;  but  as  becomes  Chriftian  men  and  true 
Proteftants,  leave  men  to  their  particular  perfuafions 
of  affairs  relative  of  the  other  world,  which  have  no 
ill  afpe£t.on  the  affairs  of  this;  but  vice  hath  an  evil 
coniequence  as  to  both:  therefore  punifh  vice,  and 
affcA  truth  and  righteoufnefs,  and  bend  not  your  civil 
powef  to  torment  religious  DiiTcntersj  but  to  retrieve 
good  life,  lamentably  lofl  amidft  the  great  pretences 
that  are  made  to  religion.  Doubtlefs  magiflracy  was 
both,  ordained  of  God,  and  elefted  by  men,  to  be  "  a 
^'  terror  to  evil-doers,"  and  not  to  them  that  do  well, 
though  of  different  judgments.  You  oppugn  the  Ro- 
man church  for  afTuming  infallibility  to  herfelf,  and 
yet  your  own  prafticc  maketh  you  guilty  of  the  fame 
prefumption,  or  worfe  :  for  either  you  do  exercife  that 
icverity  upon  an  infallible  knowledge,  or  you  do  not  j 
if  you  do,  you  take  that  to  yourfclves  your  principles 
deny  to  any  church  whatever,  which  is  a  contradic- 
tion J  if  you  do  not,  you  punilh  people  for  not  con- 
forming to  what  you  yourfelves  deny  any  certainty 
about:  and  how  do  you  know  but  you  compel  them 
to  that  which  is  falfe,  as  well  as  that  which  is  true  i 
Verily,  this  dilemma  is  not  eafily  avoided,  as  well  as 
-that  this  inhuman  pradice  will  ftain  your  profclfion, 
infame  your  government,  and  bring  4  blot  upon  yQur 
pofterity. 

; ,  Remember  that  they  are  men,  a$  well  as  yourfejves, 
born  free,  and  have  equal  plea  to  natural  and  civil 
common  privileges  with  yourfelves :  the  different  pcr- 
iuafion  of  their  confcicnccs  about  things  relating  to 
•  another  life,  can  no  ways  render  them  unfit  for  this; 
:'it  neither  unmans  nor  uncivilizes  them.  They  have 
the  fame  right  to  their  liberty  and  property  as  ey^jr, 
having  by  no  pradtice  of  theirs  in  the  le^ft  forfeited 
mj  of:.thpf«  human  advantages,  the  great  charters  of 
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n^tyraraii^^criptuFC  have  conferred  upon  cbemi^afidt; 
the  ppuUiQcy  of  your  neighbours^  and  profperitp  ofi 
their  affairs^  prove  to  you  that  indulgence  is  not  iA^^r/ 
confiftent  with  policy  ^  howbeit,  you  have  npw^tried 
the,  finccrity  of  their  procedure,  by  what  you  haViC  al- 
ready inflided,  and  they  fuftained :  let  the  time  pad 
fuifice>  and  make  them  not  lacrifices  for  their .  coofci- 
cntious  conftancy.     If  they  are  in  the:  wrong,    it  is 
more  than  they  know :  will  you  perfecute  men  for  be- 
ing what  they  muft  be,  if  they  will  be  true  to  them- 
felves  ?  This  were  great  violence ;  rather  commiferate, 
th^n  thus  violently  compel  them.     I  befeech  you,  feek 
fome  cheaper  way  to  accommodate  yourfelves,  than 
by  their  deftniftion,  who  are  fo  very  remote  from 
fceking  yours.     '  O !  the  day  will  come,  wherein  one 
^  aft  of  tendernefs  about  matters  of  confcience,  fliall 
♦  find  a  better  reward,  than  all  the  feverity  by  which 
^  nien  ufe  to  propagate  their  perfuafions  in  the  world;' 
and  there   is  great  reafon  for  it,  fince  the  one  flows 
from  the  Saviour,    the  other  from  the  Deftroyer^i  of 
men.     In  fine,  *'  let  your  moderation  be  known  unto 
^^  all  men ;  for  the  Lord  is  at  hand,  whofe  reward  is 
*'  with  hini  j  and  he  will  recompenfe  every  man,  fa- 
^^  mily,    ftate,    kingdom,   and  erppire,   according  to 
"  the  nature  of  their  works  committed  in  this  mortal 
'*  body  :'*  at  whofe  bar  it  Ihall  never  be  laid  to  your 
'  charge,  that  out  of  fear  of  taking  God's  office  out  of 
his  hands,  and  of  being  unmerciful  to  tender  confci- 
cnces,  you  admitted  men  of  dilTering  judgments  to 
dwell  quietly  among  you.     Truly,  you  cannot  be  too 
tender  in  this  point. 

Imitate  the  God  of  nature  and  grace,  by  being 
propitious  to  all }  "  his  fun  fhineth  on  all,  his  rain 
^^  falls  on  all,  he  gives  life  and  being  to  all ;  his 
♦^  grace  yifits  all,  and  in  times  of  ignorance  he  wink- 
•^  eth ;"  and  though  fuch  you  may  repute  ours,  I 
hope  you  cannot  think  you  wink  at  it,  who  make 
fuch  broad  tokens  of  your  difpleafure.  O!  how  for^ 
bearing  and  merciful  is  he  towards  you  ?  Have  you  fo 
l^tfly  «f9^p^d  (he  wrath  of  en^nii^Sj  and  can  yon 
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alrttdy  thu&  fliarply  treat  your  friends  ?  Had  he  en* 

tered '  into  judgment  with  you,  what  had  become  of 

yon'?   Let  his  goodnefs  to  you  prevail  with  you  to 

ci^itfs  clemency  to  others,  that  (b  the  great  God  of 

the  whole  earth,  even  the  <  God  of  the  fpirits  of  adl 

<  ^fiefli,  who  refpeds  not  the  perfons  of  the  rich,  poor^ 

^  or  powerful  in  judgment,'  may  (hew  you  mercy  in 

tHe  day  of  his  righteous  judgments.    Amen.

IBot  all  thefe  things  will  they  do  anto  jroa  for  my  name's   iake: 
Yea,  the  time  cometh,  that  whofoever  kllleth  yoo,  (hall  think 
lie  doth  God  fervice.     Bat  be  of  good  cheer,  I  have  overcome 
tbeworld,    John  xv.  21.  andxvi.  2.  33, 
Pttbllihed  in  the  Year  1673; 
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*^  wife,  learned,  or  noble:"  not  that  they  are  ex- 
cluded; but,  as  perfons  ftumbled  at  the  crofs  ojt 
Chrift,  and  the  fimplicity  of  the  gofpel,  through'  th^ 
power  that  greatnefs  and  pleafure  have  with  them^ 
they  exclude  themfelves,      ,  ^ 

But  fince  great  and  rich  men  have  fouls  to  be.faveci' 
as  well  as  poor,  it  is  equally  their  concern  to  infonn 
themfelves  of  that  way  which  mod  affuredly  leads  to' 
the  reft  that  is  eternal.  I  confefs  the  variety  of  fe6t^ 
in  the  world  to  be  a  gfeat  difcouragement,  cfpecially 
when  we  confider  with  what  confidence  each  party^ 
pleads  the  truth  and  divine  original  of  his  own  per- 
fuafion :  but  men  are  not  to  be  fatisfied  with  pre- 
tence, but  evidence :  education  is  too  Ihort,  nor  will 
tradition  reach  far  enough,  to  afcertain  any  man  of 
the  verity  of  his  perfuafion. 

Could  the  two  firft  have  done,  there  had  been  no 
need  of  relinquifhing  the  Roman  church,  which  was 
neither  wanting  in  pretences,  nor  an  education  preju- 
diced enough  againft  all  reformation :  and  if  tradition 
had  been  all-fufficient,  the  direftion  of  God's  unerring 
grace,  and  the  neceffary  convidions  of  mens  reafofis, 
might  have  been  fpared. 

For  if  men  are  to  believe  what  is  recommended  for 
true,  becaufe  recommendedy  and  not  becaufe  true^  we 
arc  to  believe  we  know  not  what;  and  Ihall  be  to 
feek  fo  far  for  a  reafon  for  the  hope  that  is  in  us,  that 
in  reality  we  can  have  no  other  anfwer  to  give,  than 
that  fuch  or  fuch  told  us  fo,  and  therefore  we  believe 
it :  but  if  the  ground  of  our  faith  ought  to  be  more 
fure  and  better  founded,  it  will  ftand  us  greatly  upon 
to  examine,  what  is  the  reafon  we  have  to  render  for 
our  faith  and  hope  in  God,  and  that  belief  we  have 
of  holy  fcripture  ?  If  we  err  here,  our  building  is  in- 
fecure ;  and  the  danger  is,  that  we  (hall  not  only  one 
day  lofe  our  faith,  but,  which  is  worfe,  our  fouls  tbo. 
This  neceflarily  brings  a  man  to  a  more  inward  fearch 
and  teftimony,  fome  divine  principle  in  man,  planted 
by  God  himfelf,  which  gives  to  believe  "  that  God  is, 
*^  and  that  he  is  a  rewarder  of  tliem  that  fear  him/' 

this 
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This  the  beft  Heathens,  as  well  as  Jews  and  Chrif- 
tians,  'have  highly  venerated,  and  many  are  the  tefti- 
liionies  they  have  left  upon  record,  to  the  divine  ori- 
gihkl,  and  excellent  ufe  of  it,  both  to  know  God, 
and  ourfelves :  and  truly  it  was  this  holy  principle  in 
all  ages  that  hath  attended  mankind  with  thoic  checks, 
reproofs,  and  fiireftions,  by  which  he  hath  had  any 
difcerning  of  what  fliould,  from  what  (hould  not,  be 
done^  .This  is  that  which  hath  given  him  the  certain 
found  and  true  relifh  of  what  God  has  ever  required  at 
his  hand,  as  faid  the  prophet  Micah,  "  God  hath 
**  fhewed  thee,  O  man,  what  is  good,  and  what  he 
**  requires  from  thee;  to  do juftice,  love  mercy,  and 
^*  walk  humbly  with  thy  God,"  Mich.  vi.  8.  In  the 
Pfalms  thus,  **  Thou  giveft  thy  mouth  to  evil,  and 
"  thy  tongue  frameth  deceit :  thou  fitteft  and  fpeakeft 
*^  againft  thy  brother :  thefe  things  haft  thou  done, 
"  and  I  kept  filence:  thou  thoughteft  I  was  altogether 
"  fuch  an  one  as  thyfelf ;  but  I  will  reprove  thee,  and 
"  let  them  in  order  before  thine  eyes,  faith  the  Lord/* 
And  the  apoftle  Paul  tells  us,  "  Whatever  may  be 
*•  known  of  God  is  manifefted  within."  And  what 
can  that  be  by  which  God  fo  manifefteth  himfclf,  but 
what  Mofes  called  ''  the  Word  nigh,  in  the  heart," 
that  the  children  of  Ifrael  were  to  obey;  that  Job  calls 
V  Light,"  which  the  wicked  rebel  againft,  not  loving 
the  ways  thereof:  the  like  doth  Chrift,  in  John,  when 
he  complained,  that  men  would  not  bring  their  deeds 
ito  bie  examined  by  it.  In  all  ages  hath  the  Almighty, 
more  or  lefs,  pleaded  his  own  caufe  in  the  confcienccs 
of  all  people  by  this  divine  principle  of  light,  how- 
ever varioufly  denominated:  and  whatever  faith  or  hope 
inkti  has,  not  grounded  upon  the  difcoveries,  convic- 
ciorf3,  and  diredions  of  this,  it  is  a  by-rote  faith, 
hope,  and  religion. 

Therefore  I  befeech  you,  to  whom  this  difcourfe  is 
inore  particularly  dedicated,  to  confider  of  us,  not  by 
tradiuon,  education,  religions  eftablifhed  by  human 
laws,  or  imperial  decrees ;  but  by  that  underftanding 
which  this  ^  Immortal  law  and  everlafting  foundation 

^  of 
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«  of  virtue/  as  Heathen  Plutarch  calls  it,  will  aSbtd 
you  to  judge  us  by. 

It  has  been  tnan's  venturing  to  wade  into  the  holy 
fcriptures  without  this  divine  principle,  that  has  caufed 
fo  many  fearful  mifcarriages  about  religion.  Something 
in  man  prompts  him  to  religion ;  but  man,  being  not 
wholly  guided  by  that  which  fo  infpireS  him  with  re- 
ligious defires,  haftily  fpoils  all  with  the  intermixture 
of  his  own  fancies  and  conceits:  and  becaufe  he  is 
aflured  that  what  firft  inclined  him  was  right,  he  fticks 
not  to  ftile  his  own  inventions  orthodox ;  and  then,  im* 
patient  of  contradiction,  with  a  fury  as  great  as  his 
ignorance,  endeavours  the  overthrow  of  whatever 
ftands  in  his  way,  and  refufes  to  receive  his  mark  in 
his  forehead,  or  in  his  right  hand.  This  has  occa- 
fioned  fo  much  trumpery  in  religion;  ceremonies, 
ihew,  and  mere  formality,  have  (wallowed  up  the 
greateft  part  of  it :  now  were  men  brought  to  God's 
heavenly  gift  in  themfelves,  it  would  reclaim  and  lea- 
ven the  mind,  chain  the  afFedtions,  and  bring  religion 
into  holy  and  felf-denying  living,  and  eredt  an  holy 
regimen  in  the  heart  and  foul,  by  which  the  heavenly 
image  would  be  renewed,  and  man  become  as  one 
born  again;  without  which  tranflation,  there  can  be 
no  entering  into  God's  heavenly  kingdom. 

This  the  firft  Froteftants  made  to  be  the  reafon  of 
their  revolt  from  Rome:  for  though  it  is  true,  that 
they  charged  the  Papifts  with  making  God's  tradition 
(the  holy  fcriptures)  void  by  their  numerous  dark  tra- 
ditions; yet  that  which  begot  that  holy  loathing  of 
Rome's  fuperftitions,  idolatries,  and  will-worfliip,  was 
God's  GRACE  in  their  hearts ;  and  their  beft  argument 
againft  Rome's  aflfaults  was  this,  *  The  fcripture,  which 

*  I  believe  from  the  teftimony  of  the  Spirit' of  God  in 
^  me,  and  which  I  can  only  underftand  from  the  illu-^ 
<  mination  thereof,  owns  no  fuch  thing,  and  therefore 

*  I  rejeft  it.* 

Suet)  as  converfe  with  Luther  and  his  foUowtrSi 
Zuinglius  and  his  followers,  will  find  this  to  hwn 
been  the  foundation  of  their  whole  work.    And  our 

owa 
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rfwtr  martyrology  is  full  to  our  purpole^  particularly 
Tindal,  Tims,  and  Philpot. 

I  omit  to  mention  a  whole  cloud  of  witnefles,  be- 

caufe  1  intend  not  to  dwell  here ;  only  this  I  would 

be  at,  and  I  entreat  you  all  to  weigh  it,  whether  any 

thing  can  give  to  underftand  aright^   and  enable  to 

pra^lilc  diole  things  of  God,  which  it  is  neceflary  for 

man  both  to  know  and  do,  isuc  God's  light,  grace,  or 

word  in  the  heart :  what  elfe  can  give  us  to  rclifh  the 

divine  authority  of  the  fcriptures  themfelves,    or  to 

believe  the  things  therein  treated  of  to  be  undeniable 

truths  ?  Indeed,  the  want  of  this  has  been  a  great  oc- 

cafion  of  Atheifm ;  man  making,  pra6lifing,  and  en- 

a&ing  that  for  religion,  of  which  people  have  had  no 

affurance  in  themfelves :  but  if  they  fhould  fpeak  their 

heartSj  it  is  more  probable  they  do  not  believe  it;  but 

inftead  thereof  deride  it,  and  lb,  under  a  (hew  of  re* 

ligioOj  live  as  men  without  God  in  the  world. 

To  prevent  which,  and  to  bring  men  to  the  true 
underftanding  of  what  God  expects  from  them,  in  or- 
der to   that  great  account  they  are  to  give  unto  him 
at  .the  revelation  of  his  righteous  judgments,  **  when 
"  he  will  judge  the  fecrets  of  all  men  by  Jefus  Chrift," 
we  do  exhort  all  to  Chrift's  pure,  unerring  light  ia 
the  confcience,  (John  viii.   12.     i  John  i.  5,  6,  7.) 
which  is  fufBcient  to  daily  underdanding  and  duty; 
that  what  they  believe  and   profefs  in  matters  of  fo 
high  importance,  they  may  be  convinced  in  their  very 
confcience,  by  the  good  underftarding  the  infplration 
of  the  Almighty  gives,   of   the  trviih  and  rx^jziTity 
if^  thereof;  and  not  fuffer  themfelves  to  be  cztticj  av/ay 
with  the  torrent  of  fathers,  councils,  fynod^,  dvc'ori, 
fcholars,   national  conftiiutions,  bcc.    (bi^,  ar>o  rn^At 
times  untrue,  and  too  o:':cn  en:p:y   uordiy    ^jtliO-Jt 
that  inward  convioion  arc  teftinr.or.v  of  (j^jC'\  u'*'^ 
Spirit  in  your  own  conic:ences  ;  the  old  protef^a^i,  and 
only  primitive  ground  of  trjc  :1ai:h  ar.d  o!y:'::tr.<-':. 

I  know,  and  (hall  always  ackr.ouitcge,  tr.at  in  the 
time  of  Ignorance  the  Airriighty  i^ir*«itdi  ar.o  rJ.at  in 
every  age  he  has  eroiefied  his  regard  to  tliofc  uri^rr 
Vol.  III.  H  vVut 
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the  various  forms  of  religion  ever  in  the  world,  who 
have  been  fincere-  hearted,  and  of  fober  and  confcien- 
tious  converfation :  but  I  muft  alfo  tell  you,  that  by 
how  much  the  more  needlefs  and  unwarrantable  cuf- 
toms,  will-worfhip,  and  human  religion  built  upon 
the  dark  and  uncertain  conjeftures  of  men,  are  receded 
from,  and  the  minds  of  people  engaged  in  a  diligent 
attendance  upon  that  divine  principle  which  only  can 
clear  up  their  underftandings,  and  give  them  an  ex- 
perimental knowledge  of  the  true  God,  and  that  way 
of  worfhip  and  fervice  which  may  be  moft  acceptable 
with  him,  by  fo  much  more  certain  will  they  be  of 
the  truth  of  their  religion  i  inafmuch  as  they  have, 
over  and  above  all  external  record,  the  aflfurance  of 
unqueftionable  conviftions  in  their  own  confciences. 

Thus  God,  who  made  heaven  and  earth,  knows, 
we  came  to  receive  that  knowledge  of  him,  which  wc 
now  expofe  ourfelves  to  all  hardfhips  to  maintain. 

We  profefled  Godi   but,  like  our  neighbours,   in 
works  we  denied  him.  We  worlhipped  him  after  man's 
conceivings  j  infomuch  that  I  may  fay,  we  worlhipped  j 
the  unknown  God  in  a  falfe  way.     No  doubt  but  wc  ^ 
were  flocked  with  the  common  talk  of  religion ;  •  but 

*  the  crofs  of  Chrift  we  were  ftrangers  to.'  His 
blood  we  extolled,  ^  whilft  by  wicked  works  we  trod 

*  it  under  foot  ;*  and  believed  ourfelves  faved  by  it, 
^  who  were  uncleanfed  from  fin.*  The  whole  end  of 
his  coming  we  efteemed  the  top  of  all  love;  *  but 
^  never  knew  enough  of  it,  truly  kindled  in  our  hearts, 
whereby  to  work  *  fuch  faith  and  refignation  as  could 

*  give  us  vidlory  over  the  world.'  Thus  were  wc, 
Jews-like,  children  of  God,  *  whilft  we  crucified  the 

*  Son  of  God  \    and  of  the  feed  of  Abraham,  *  whilft. 

*  the  ferpent's  feed  reigned  j'  heirs  of  the  kingdoiB» 

*  yet  not  born  again  \    free,  ^  yet  the  bondflaves  d 

*  vanity.*     O !    at  this  time  of  day  it  was  that  God  \ 
found  us  out,  and  broke  in  upon  our  fouls  with  hi*' 
righteous  judgments  for  fin,  and  laid  judgment  to  the 
line,  and  righteoufnefs  to  the  plummet,  within  ust 
the  book  of  confcience  was  opened^  and  ^Pe»t  fetf 

fijr- 
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forprized  u$>  and  deep  forrow  fell  upon  us,  which 
brought  that  (udden  and  (Irange  change^  that  made  us 
both  the  derifion  of  profane,  and  wonder  of  fober  men. 
The  author  of  the  •  Account  of  Familifm/  for 
want  of  more  (kill,  and  ferioufnefs,  calls  it  the  hypo* 
chondria;  as  if  it  hzjd  been  only  a  flux  of  melancholy 
overpowering  the  ftrength  of  reafon,  and  carrying  the 
vnderftanding  captive  at  the  impetuofity  of  its  fancies. 
But  having  been  thus  made  fenfible  of  the  terrors  of 
the  Lord  for  fin,  and  being  brought  into  a  true  un- 
derftanding  of  that  religion  and  worlhip  which  moft 
pleafe  God,  fome  of  us  were  conftrained,  and  in  con- 
idence  bound,  to  go  forth  into  the  world,  and  publiih 
thefe  *  Tidings  of  judgment  for  fin,  and  converfion, 
*  through  righteoufnefs,  wrought  by  the  might)-^  power 
'  of  God  in  the  conference,'  that  all  might  be  awakened 
to  try  their  works,  faiths,  worfhips,  and  whole  reli- 
gions, whether  they  were  of  God  or  men  ;  or  whether 
they  had  been  doing  their  own  wills,  or  the  will  of 
God;  that  fo  they  might  be  brought  to  experience 
God  to  be  a  God  nigh  at  hand,  reconciled  in  Chrift, 
blotting  out  fin,  and  renewing  a  right  Ipirit  within  j 
hj  which  their  religion  might  not  longer  ftand  in  the 
traditions  of  men,  or  on  the  education  of  parents, 
but  upon  the  conviftions  and  operations  or  God's 
grace  in  the  confcience.  And  thus  is  all  that  Chrift 
did  without,  brought  nigh  and  home  to  the  very  foul. 
The  feed  of  the  woman  is  known  to  bruife  the  head 
of  the  ferpent ;  Chrift,  the  Light,  and  Lamb  that 
taketh  away  the  fins  of  the  world,  not  only  to  take 
away  the  fins  paft  through  remiflion,  but  cleanfe  from 
the  nature,  root,  and  ground  of  fin,  by  his  holy  bloody 
which  fprinkles  all  confciences  that  wait  and  walk  in 
the' light  (the  juft  man's  path)  from  dead  works,  to 
ferve  the  living  God  in  uprightnefs  for  ever. 

For  this  caufe  are  we  brought  out  into  the  world ; 

nid  behold  the  veflel  we  are  embarked  Jn,  our  lading, 

■nd  the  country  we  make  for!  the  veflTel,  tru^b;  the 

f%K^  fUib  and  good  works  i  our  fouls,  the  pajfengers -, 

w  couhtrvi  the  land  of  everlafting  reft. 

"* '  -  "  H  2  This 
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This  I  could  not  but  prcfcnt  you  with,  that  no 
endeavours  of  our  enemies  may  be  able  to  lodge  a 
falfe  charafter  of  us  and  our  principles  with  you: 
though  I  muft  faithfully  tell  you,  that  I  fhould  wrong 
my  own  reafon,  as  well  as  your  judgment,  and  fpeak 
againil  my  confcience  too,  if  I  fhould  let  in  one 
thought  of  this  man's  ability  to  do  us  any  great  mif- 
chief  with  you :  for,  out  of  no  infult,  but  in  real 
truth,  I  take  him  for  a  v6ry  unfkilful  pilot  on  our 
coail,  a  man  unacquainted  with  our  concerns;  and^a 
mod  incompetent  perfon  for  an  antagonift. 

Accept  (for  I  can  a(k  no  excufe  for)  my  plainnefs; 
I  have  not  fawned;  I  never  could,  and  now  much  Icfs: 
thefe  matters  not  only  deferve,  but  require,  the  great- 
eft  plainnefs.  And  men  that  believe  they  fhall  have 
to  do  with  God,  after  they  have  left,  having  to  do  with 
men,  ought  to  aft  with  greateft  circumfpeftion  and 
fincerity.  Remember  your  original,  remember  your 
end;  and  know  affuredly  that,  but  **  Breath  is  in  your 
*^  noftrils;  and  for  every  deed  done  in  thi^  mortal 
•^  body,  whether  it  be  good,  or  whether  it  be  evil,  will 
*^  God,  the  righteous  judge,  require  an  account  /rom 
*^  you  before  his  great  tribunal ;"  where  may  you  all 
be  able  to  anfwer  with  joy !

CHAP.    I. 

His  Epistle  confidered, 

THE  advcrfary  we  have  to  do  withal  begins  his 
dedicatory  epiftle  thus,  ^  The  daily  and  numc- 
^  rous  increafe  of  the  heretical  generation  of  Quakers 
'  in  thefe  parts,  made  me  a  little  more  than  ordinarily 

*  inquifitive  into  their  doftrines  and  perfuafions;  which 

*  I  found  not  only  deftrudtive  of  civil  government;^ 

*  but  of  religion  itfelf/ 

It  is  natural  with  ignorance  to  be  proud,  and  envy 
to  flander.  His  enquiry  has  been  at  our  adverfaries 
doors,  not  ours.  They  that  read  him,  and  thofc 
books  that  lately  came  put,  may  know  his  informers 
without  farther  coft:  but  book-robbery,  though  to 
Vi)itruth,  is  ah  old  prieft-trick. 

If  his  fort  of  rencjering  us  inconfiftent  with  govern- 
ment could  incenfe  the  civil  magiftrate  to  our  de- 
ftruftion,  we  know  very  well  traducers  would  not  be 
wanting.  Truth  has  never  been  perfecuted  under  its 
own  name:  herefy  is  an  old  blot  the  devil  has  caft 
upon  it,  that  it  may  become  fufpedled  with  the  fimple  j 
and  Chriftjans  were  of  old  worried  in  beaft-fkins ;  fuch 
coverings  the  prcfent  heathen  fpirit  has  provided  for 
us.  ]ftut  ^  we  cannot  but  blefs  the  name  of  AliT\ighty 
God,  that  he  has  brought  us  to  the  knowledge  ot  his 
good  old  way  of  "Truth  in  the  inward  parts  i* "  fo 
do  we  affirm  it  to  be  neither  averfe  fron>  government, 
nor  deftruftivc  of  religion ;  right  government  being 
according  to  it  i  and  pure  religiop  being  "  to  keep 

^  M*  34*    ^^^«  ^^  K^^ 
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*'  ourfelves  unfpotted  from  the  world,*'*  and  to  do, 
or  fuffer,  which  we  have  ever  done  j  and  God  knows^ 
to  that  is  the  tendency  of  our  holy  principle,  to  wit, 
moderation,  juftice,  induftry,  temperance,  and  tip- 
right  converfation.  But  the  true  Englifli  of  this 
wicked  fuggeftion  is  no  more  than  this ;  the  Quakers 
and  their  perfuafion  are  inconfiftent  with  will-worlhip- 
pers,  hirelings,  men-pleafers,  perfecutors,  and  op- 
preffors:  they  give  the  world  an  alarm  for  thefp  things, 
and  round  their  ears  wit^  the  neceflity  of  walking  in 
fo  ftrait  and  narrow  a  way,  as  gives  great  difquiet  to 
the  libertine,  and  brings  the  prieft's  qualification  into 
great  queftion,  and  his  trade  into  abfolute  danger. 

No  wonder,  then,  fo  many  hard  names  are  caft  upon 
us,  to  deter  fuch  as  are  unacquainted  with  usi  and 
beget  fcruples  in  them  that  are  well-difpofed  to  us. 
However,  this  contentment  this  paragraph  gives,  that 
notwithftanding  all  this  oppofition,  *  we  daily  and 
^  numeroufly  increafe,'  for  which  my  foul  is  greatly 
glad,  ind  my  knees  bow  to  the  God  and  Father  of 
our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  that  he  would  continue  to 
profper  and  fpeed  his  own  great  work  of  redemption 
m  the  earth.     But  he  goes  on  : 

*  For  what  elfe  can  be  expecled  from  them,  who 
*  deny  the  fcripture  to  be  •  the  word  of  God,  and  rule 
^  and  guide  in  matters  of  falvation  V 

Anfw.  We  do  not  deny  the  fcriptures  to  be  the 
word  of  God,  and  rule  and  guide  in  matters  of  falva- 
tion, out  of  any  undervalue  of  them ;  but  from  that 
reverent  regard  we  have  to  Christ,  the  great  and 
eminent  Word,  "  who  was  with  God,  and  was  God^ 
^'  by  whom  all  things  were  made;  who  is  the  way^ 
<'  truth,  and  life,  the  great  Prophet,  Judge,  Law- 
^^  giver,  and  Pried  to  his  people,  whofe  lip$  preferve 
*^  knowledge.*'"  He  is  the  new  covenant  rule  in4 
judge;  and  without  him  we  can  never  underftand,  nor 

elieve  the  fcriptures  as  we  (hould  do :  nay,  fo  far  are 
th^y  from  being  a  rule,  &c,  that  a  thoufand  cafes  may 

*  Jam.  u  ^7,       ^  Jphn  »y.    Afts  vii,  37, 
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happen  wherein  they  cannot  be  a  diredion  to  us.  Nay, 
they  may  be  burned^  drowned^  tortty  loftj  mijlranjlated^ 
added  to^  difnimjhed\  men  may  be  robbed  of  them,  im^ 
prifoned  from  them  i  but  none  of  all  this  can  or  ought 
to  be  faid  of  the  great  go/pel  rule :  God  has  ever  been 
fufHcient  to  his  people  in  every  age;  and  fince  they 
only  are  *'  children  of  God,  who  are  led  by  the  Spirit 
«*  of  God,"  and  that  it  is  '^  the  Spirit  of  God  alone 
'^  which  leads  into  all  truth,"  it  follows  that  the  law 
of  the  fpirit  of  life,  writ  in  the  heart,  and  not  a  law 
writ  on  paper  (a  ftate  lefs  excellent  than  the  Jews, 
whofe  law  was  written  upon  Jione)  is  the  great  evange- 
lical  rule  of  living :  yet  are  the  fcriptures  an  holy  de- 
claration of  the  word  of  God,  and  of  the  rule  and 
guide  in  matters  of  falvation :  and  we  rejeft  for  ever 
that  fpirit  which  leads  into  thofe  principles  and  prac- 
tices^ that  in  the  leaft  contradift  the  {landing  and 
permanent  truths  therein  mentioned :  for  they  were 
written  by  holy  men  of  God,  being  infpired  thereto, 
and  contain  godly  reproof,  admonition,  exhortation, 
^d  prophecies,  for  the  edification  of  the  church,  and 
perfefting  the  man  of  God  to  every  good  word  and 
work,  through  faith  in  Chrift  Jefus;  and  as  fuch,  many 
dire£tions,  precepts,  and  rules,  are  therein  laid  down : 
yet  they  all  refer  to  the  grace,  light,  fpirit,  word,  or 
anointing  within,  as  that  by  which  man  ought  to  be 
ruled,  governed,  ^nd  ordered,  to  God's  glory  and 
(lis  own  comfort,**  as  they  firft  were  who  gave  them 
forth ;  for  they  were  witnefles  of  the  truth  of  what 
they  writ.  So  that  they  are  an  holy  declaration  of 
the  way  of  God,  and  that  holy  principle  which  leads 
to  it,  and  in  it;  without  which  the  book  is  fealed, 
the  fcriptures  are  unknown  j  and  confequently  not  the 
fcriptures,  but  that  holy  key  of  DavicJ,  is  the  rule,  how 
far,  and  which  way,  we  are  both  to  underftand,  inter- 
pret, bclievCjj  and  praftife  them,

ii.  27.  Read  *  Quakerifniy  a  new  nick-name  for  old  Chriftianity/ 
from  pag.  24,  to  pag.  202.  Aifo  *  Reafon  againft  Railing,' 
from  pag.  24,  to  pag.  47. 
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This  may  be  enough  to  (hew  the  difingenuity  of 
our  adverfary  in  reprefenting  us  to  his  knight:  for  be- 
caufe  we  cannot  give  that  title  and  office  due  to  Chrifl; 
himfelf,  from  him,  to  his  bare  declaration,  he  would 
infinuate  that  we  refufe  all  conformity  to  the  holy  ex- 
amples and  tellimonies  therein  related  and  exprefled^ 
as  if  we  were  a  moft  diflblute  crew  of  libertines. 

But  he  tells  us,  ^  That  this  perfon  (whofe  name  I 
^  fuppofe  we  Ihall  prove  he  has  made  too  bold  with) 
^  fo  well  knowing  our  obftinate  and  perverfe  humour, 

*  in  the  difcharge  of  his  trufts  committed  to  him  under 

*  his  moft  facred  majefty,  he  could  do  no  lefs  than  prc- 
^  fent  him  with  this  treatife;  that  going  under  the  name 
'  and  protedtion  of  fo  worthy  and  accompli  Ihed  a  pcr- 

*  fon,  it  may  in  fome  meafure  obtain  its  defired  effeft, 

*  by  putting  a  ftop  to  the  growing  evil,  and  confirm* 
^  ing  thofe  who  are  not  feduced  in  the  truth  of  their- 
^  profeffion/     A  moft  nonfenfical  expreffion. 

Anfw.  But  I  am  willing  to  hope  better  things  of 
him,  than  that  he  fhould  go  upon  the  prieft's  mef- 
fage,  or  turn  their  knight-errant.  But  what  is  the 
matter  that  the  Quakers  are  fo  perverfe  ?  They  cannot 
fay  *  right  worfhipful,'  becaufe  they  think  that  of  right 
belongs  to  God ;  nor  '  moft  facred  majefty,*  that  Be- 
ing fit  for  i^o  mortal  man :  neither  can  they  lie  and 
flatter  with  '  your  moft  obliged  and  affectionate  fcr- 

*  vant,  for  they  are  more  obliged  to  God  than  man^ 
and  to  one  man  more  than  another.  He  either  knew 
not,  forgot,  or  flighted  the  rebuke  of  Paulinus  to 
Sulpitius  Severus,  who  faid,  *  It  beconcieth  not  Chrift's 
'  freemen  to  fubfcribe  themfelves  fervant,*  &c.  But  it 
is  nothing  with  fuch  as  our  adverfary  to  cog,  lie,  and 
flatter :  it  is  one  part  of  his  manners. 

I  would  fain  know  what  rule  he  had  for  all  this  ? 
Did  the  holy  prophets  and  apoftles  teach  him  any  fucb 
trafti  ?  Will  he  prate  of  fcripture  for  a  rule,  and  yet 
bridje  his  flattering  tongue  no  better?  The  cuftom^ 
of  the  Heathens  have  entered  the  profeflion  of  Chrif- 
tianity  ;  and  that  old  fpirit,  under  this  new  trim,  goes 
Q^  for  a  very  good  Chriftian*

*  O !  but  the  Quakers  are  obftinate  in  other  cafes^ 
«  for  all  this!' 

Anf.  Why  fo?  Becaufe  they  will  by  all  means 
ftand  to  their  principles ;  they  will  not  play  the  fyco- 
phants ;  threats  do  not  fright  them,  nor  promifes  gain 
them ;  they  lore  their  confciencc  above  their  conve- 
niency ;  and  feck  to  pleafe  God  rather  than  men.  Per- 
haps, fbis  fort  of  men  the  knigbi  has  found  them,  but 
could  have  wihed  them  more  pliant  to  the  laws,  it 
may  be,  that  k  might  have  fome  colour  to  be  kind : 
mufl:  therefore  this  bufy-body  in  title  his  name  to  all 
his  own  follies,  lies,  and  flanders  againft  us  ?  What 
can  any  moderate  perfon  think,  but  that  the  patron  of 
fuch  difcourfe  las  been  an  eminent  perfecutor,  whofe 
prote6tion  is  fc  plainly  called  for  to  a  book  that  with- 
out doubt  wctild  have  him  fo  ?  For  my  part,  I  think 
the  knight  oight  to  repute  that  ignorant  and  difinge- 
nuous  difcpufe  fo  far  from  being  a  teftimony  how 
much  the  author  is  his  moft  obliged  and  afFeftionate 
f"  fervant,  that  'or  interefting  his  name  and  power  there- 
in, he  fhould  hereafter  look  upon  him  as  an  enemy  to 
him,  his  nam*,  and  family. 

Before  I  conclude,  give  me  leave  to  afk  him,  why 
he  fought  foi  protection  ?  Is  his  national  caufe,  de- 
fended by  princes,  parliaments,  navies,  armies,  the 
learned,  rich  and  powerful  clergy,  both  univerfities, 
the  generality  of  the  gentry  and  commonalty,  fo  weak 
and  gafping  ?  3r  are  the  poor,  defpifed,  traduced,  and 
trodden-down  Quakers  fo  potent  and  terrible,  that  a 
book  of  eight  fheets  dare  not  peep  out  againft  them, 
but  a  big  title  nuft  be  got  to  recommend  and  patron- 
ize it?  But  how  worthy  foever  the  knight  be,  that  will 
not  hinder  my  p-oceeding  to  fhew  the  unworthinefs  of 
the  book,  and  therein  of  the  author,  as  well  to  his 
patron,   as  the  defpifed  Quakers, 


CHAP. 
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CHAP.    11. 

Containing  an  anfwer  to  his  firft  chaptc,  in  which  he 
pretends  an  agreement  to  be  between  the  Quakers, 
and  other  ancient  and  modern  heretidcs. 

The  comparifon  examined,  and  proved  defcftive. 

OUR  adverfary,  that  he  may  the  Dettcr  prejudice 
his  reader  againft  us,  introduce:h  his  difcourfe 
with  a  comparifon  of  us  to  the  moft  n#ted  and  odious 
of  the  reputed  ancient  and  modern  heieticks  i  doubt- 
lefs  hoping,  that  what  he  wants  of  agument  to  ren- 
der us  fuch,  may  be  fupplied  by  that  .11  opinion  men 
have  of  thofe  he  brings  us  into  paralhl  with.  The 
firft  man  he  thought  fit  to  pitch  upon  is  Simon  Magus, 
a  man  famous  for  his  infamous  forcerie^  with  whom 
he  wickedly  yokes  that  faithful  minifter  of  God,  George 
Fox,  ^  becaufe,*  faith  he,  '  Siaion  Majus  gave  out 
^  that  he  ,was  God  the  Father ;  and  Gecrge  Fox,  be- 
'  fore  the  juftices  at  Lancafter,  that  he  vas  equal  with 
'  God.' 

Anf.  There  is  no  believing  a  decimating,  perfecut* 
ing  prieft  againft  a  Quaker,  till  he  makes  more  con-r 
fcience  of  telling  lies,  who  hath  given  too  many  de- 
monftrations  of  his  defire  to  have  us  rin  down  at  any 
rate,  to  be  credited  by  thofe  who  love  tnith  more  thaA 
partiality. 

George  Fox  denies  the  words ;  thej  were  never  fo 
fpoken  by  him ;  much  lefs  were  they  arer  intended  in 
that  way  our  adverfary  takes  and  improves  them.  For 
though  there  be  not  an  equality,  yet  there  is  an  unity^^ 
as  teftifieth  the  fcripturej  "  Let  the  &me  mind  be  in 
*^  you,  that  was  alfo  in  Chrift  Jefus,  who  being  in  the 
^^  form  of  God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equat 
''  with  God.**'  And  "  He  that  fanftifieth,  and  they 
^^  that  are  fanftified,  are  all  of  one  ]  for  whiqh  cauf(; 

«  Phil.  ii.  6. 

^'  hci 
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♦«  he  is  not  afhamcd  to  call  them  brethren/'*  Again, 
**  They  that  are  joined  to  the  Lord  are  one  Ipiritj" 
and,  *^  He  that  doth  righteoufnefs  is  righteous,  even 
«^  as  he  is  righteous.*"  To  deny  this,  is  to  deny  the 
moft  heavenly  benefit  we  have  by  Chrift,  namely,  that 
unity  and  fellowftiip  we  have  with  the  Father  and  with 
the  Son.  That  it  was  an  unity,  not  an  equality,  ef- 
pecially  in  the  fenfe  he  takes  the  word,  the  faithful 
narrative  of  that  proceeding,  printed  in  the  year  1654, 
will  farther  tettify. 

How  great  then  muft  this  man's  mifcarriage  be, 
who,  to  render  a  good  man  an  impoftor,  turns  forger 
himfelf !  but  God  will  reward  him. 

The  next  pair  he  pitches  upon  to  prove  his  aflfertion, 
is  Mcqander  and  James  Naylor  (p.  3.)  *  The  one  for 

*  affirniing  himfelf  to  be  fent  from  the  invifible  rc- 

*  gions   to  be  the  faviour  of  mankind :    and  James 

*  Naylor  for  afferting  himfelf  to  be  Chrift,   and  ac- 
'  cepting  hofannahs  and  divine  worfhip  in  the  ftreets 

*  of  Briftol/ 

Anf.  What  Menander  was  I  know  nor;  and  it  is 
hard  believing  a  charafter  of  any  man,  when  it  is  given 
by  his  enemy :  but  fure  I  am  that  James  Naylor  never 
aflerted  himfelf  to  be  the  Chrift  of  God  ;  neither  did 
he  ever  deny  him  that  appeared  at  Jerufalem  to  be  the 
fiord'^  Chrift,  as  his  writings  plentifully  declare,  cf- 
pecially  one  paper  written  by  him  to  the  then  parlia- 
ment, when  a  prifoner  in  Bridewell. 

*  Chrift  Jefus,  the  Emmanuel  (of  whofc  fufTcrings 
^  the  fcriptures  declare)  him  alone  I  corSni'.  before 
^men;    for  whofe  fake  I  have  denied   whatrvrr   w« 

*  dear  to  nnc  in  this  world,  that  I  mi;/ht  win  lii;ii,  and 

*  be  found  in  him,  and  not  :n  mvfelf ,  whorn  alone  f 
■  feek  to  fervc   in  body,  foul,  an  j  f-^irit,  uU'}.%  au«4 

*  day,  according  to  the  meafjre  of  j^ri'.e  wori: inj/  in 
^  mes  even  to   that  Etcrnd   Spirit  b^  {/ior/,  and  t/> 

*  the  Lamb  for  ever.     But  to  afcrib':  ti..t  jz/v/rr  *,u<J 
f  virtue  to  James  Naylor,  or  for  thi:  Vj  lyt  *:rjd.\^*'A  or 

'  Hcb.  2.  II.        •  I  ,'ci*  ;-;    7- 
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^  worfhippedi  to  mc  is  great  idolatry.    So  havings  an 

*  opportunity  given    (with  readinefs)    I  am  willing, 

*  In  the  fear  of  God    the  Father,    arid  in  honour  tp 

*  Chrift  Jefus,  to  take  off  all  offences  from  every  fitn- 

*  pie  heart,  without  guile  or  deceit/ 

His  third  comparifon  lies  betwixt  Photinus,  vho  is 
faid  to  have  denied  the  Trinity,  and  G,  Fox,  as  guilty 
of  the  fame  error  in  his  account,  pag.  4. 

Anf.  I  can  find  no  fuch  place  in  the  book  fo  called: 
cither  our  adverfary  fets  up  for  a  new  controvertift, 
or  he  dilhcneftly  fhunned  giving  us  the  page :  but  I 
am  willing  to  believe,  that  he  took  it  as  he  found  i( 
in  fome  other  adverfary;  for  any  thing  reported  or 
printed  againft  a  Quaker,  is  ground  enough  for  an 
envious  prieft  to  accufe  him. 

But  what  if  G.  Fox  denied  the  unfcriptural  expref-^ 
lions,  viz.  the  Trinity  of  diftincl  and  feparate  Perfons? 
muft  it  neceflarily  follow  that  he  denied  the  "  Three 
**  that  bear  record  in  heaven,  the  Father,  Word,  and 
*'  Spirit?^"  We  juftly  renounce  thofe  barbarous  fchool 
terms,  as  not  fuited  to  God's  heavenly  manifeftations, 
but  the  dark  conceits  of  fome  popilh  doftors. 

His  fourth  comparifon  is  made  between  Socinus 
and  James  Naylor,  in  that  the  one  denied  the  ^  Satif- 

*  faftion  of  Jefus  Chrift,  and  looked  upon  his  paflion 

*  only  as  an  example.  The  other,  in  that  he  affirmed, 
'  the  end  for  which  Chrift  did  fuffer,  was  to  be  a  liv- 
^  ing  example  to  all  generations.'  Loye  to  the  loft| 
p.  50. 

Anf.  He  has  not  truly  delivered  the  opinion  of  So- 
cinus, whofe  books  fliew,  however  miftaken  about 
Chrift's  divinity,  that  he  ever  efteemed  his  death  and 
paffion  to  have  more  in  it  than  a  bare  example :  nor 
has  he  faithfully  dealt  with  J.  Naylor  in  this  quotation; 
for  firft,  I  find  not  the  words  as  cited ;  and  nea^t^  the 
word  ONLY  is  by  himfelf  omitted,  which  alone  ren-r 
ders  the   pafTage  heterodox.      Suppofe  tjiei\  that  }^

I^ayloif. 
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Naylor  writ,  *  That  Chrift  was  in  his  fuffering  a  liv- 

*  ing  example  to  all  generations ;'  is  there  no  differ- 
ence between  Chrift's  being  in  his  death  and  paffion 
only  our  example,  which  he  charges  upon  Socinus,  and 
Chrift*s  being  our  living  example  in  fuffering,  which 
he  attributes  to  J.  Naylor  ?  How  can  there  be  a  com- 
pariibn,  where  there  is  fo  great  a  difparity  ?  The  firft 
is  denied  by  all  that  own  Chrifl :  the  laft  is  owned  by 
all  that  do  not  deny  Peter,  who  thus  writ  to  the  Mat- 
tered brethren,  **  For  even  hereunto  were  ye  called, 
'*  becaufe  Chrift  alfo  fufFered  for  us,  leaving  us  an 
*^  example  that  ye  fliould  follow  his  fteps,"     i  Pet. 

His  fifth  comparifon  he  makes  between  the  Valenti- 
nians  and  the  Quakers.  *  The  former,*  he  fays,  *  ar- 
^  rogated  to  themfelves  a  knowledge  beyond  Chrift 
'  and  his  apoftles ;  the  latter  impudently  throw  away 

*  the  written  word  of  God,  and  delude  the  credulous 

*  vulgar,  with  new-fangled  revelations;'  which  he 
thinks  he  has  proved  by  two  inftances:  i.  That 
The.  Holbrow,  a  Quaker,  to  one  that  urged  fcrip- 
ture,  anfwered,  *  What  doft  thou  tell  me  of  fcrip- 
^  ture,  which  is  no  more  to  me  than  an  old  alma- 
'  nack  ?'  2.  That  Fox  and  Hubberthorn,  in  a  book 
called  Truth's  Defence,  fay,  '  The  fcriptures  are  no 

*  ftanding  rule,  and  it  is  dangerous  for  ignorant  peo- 

*  pic  to  read  themj  * 

Anf.  To  the  firft  I  fay,  there  is  great  difference  be- 
tween one  that  was  no  Quaker,  and  one  that  was  or 
h  a  Quaker:  we  have  examined  the  matter,  and  by  all 
we  can  find,  both  that  faying  is  not  true  as  charged, 
and  it  is  of  an  ancienter  date  than  the  coming  of  any 
of  our  friends  into  thofe  parts ;  therefore  not  the  fay- 
ing of  a  true  Quaker.  To  the  fecond  I  return  thus 
much.  It  is  true  there  is  fuch  a  book,  and  it  was  writ- 
ten by  G.  Fox  and  R.  Hubberthorn ;  but  he  has  not 
given  us  fo  much  as  one  page  to  dire£fc  us  t6  the  paf- 
fage :  fo  that  either  people  muft  read  till  they  find  it, 

•  Page  4»  5,  6, 

or 
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or  eUc  take  his  perverfion  for  our  affertion.  UnwoN 
thy  man !  does  he  think  us  fuch  wretches,  that  we 
deferve  not  common  juft ice?  Methinks  juftice  fliould 
not  be  denied  where  fo  little  mercy  is  fhcwn. 

But  to  anfwer  the  inftance.  Our  judgment  about 
the  fcriptures  being  the  rule,  we  have  already  deli- 
vered :  and  in  what  fenfe  it  is  dangerous  to  read  them> 
their  own  book  will  declare* 

*  It  is  dangerous,*  fay  G.  Fox  and  R.  Hubberthorn, 

*  to  read  the  fcripture  in  order  to  make  war  againft 

*  the  faints,  to  give  carnal  expofitions  upon  them,  and 

*  meanings  contrary  to  them,  and  to  make  a  trade  of 

*  them;    but  bielfed  is  he  that  doth  read  and  doth 

*  underftand  them/  If  this  prove  that  flight  to  fcrip- 
ture our  adverfary  would  fuggeft  them  to  be  guilty 
of^  then  let  us  be  condemned :  but  God's  witnefs  in 
every  unfeared  confciencewill  acquit  them,  and  judge 
him  for  corrupt  citation,  and  hard  fpeeches,  who 
dares  to  cry  thereupon,  *  Are  not  thefe  as  iaipudent 
^  hereticks  as  the  Valentinians  ?*  whom  he  reprefents 
to  have  arrogated  to  themfelves  a  knowledge  above 
Chrift  and  his  apoftles :  which,  how  true  fpever  it 
may  be  of  them,  I  am  fure  is  falfe  enough  of  us ;  for 
thofe  hideous  confequences  he  makes,  are  not  deduci- 
ble  from  any  unperverted  faying  to  be  cited  out  of 

*  Truth's  Defence/ 

And  left  ^ny  fliould  think  we  deny,  with  the  Pa- 

f)ifts,  the  perufal  of  the  fcriptures  to  ignorant  people, 
ix)m  what  our  adverfary  fays,  know  that  they  ipoke  of 
fuch  ignorant  and  unlearned  perfons,  as,  in  reading, 
*'  wrefted  them  to  their  own  deftrudtion."  Now  un- 
lefs  it  be  not  dangerous  to  read  to  deftruftion,  they 
ate  not  chargeable  with  blame  in  that  matter. 

But  who  are  the  knowing  and  learned  ?  The  Jewiib 
doftors,  and  Greek  philofophers  ?  No,  but  fiibermienj 
and  poor  mechanicks,  difcipled  in  Chrift*s  fchool^  for 
the  excellency  of  whofe  knowledge  Paul  reputed  his 
Gamaliel-acquifitions  but  drofs  and  dung:  fo  thgt 
their  knowing  and  learned  are  many  times  the  ignorant 
and  unlearned  we  fpeak  of,  *^  whofe  wifdom  God  will 

^*  confound^ 
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^'  confound^  xnd  whofe  underflanding  he  will  bring 
*'  to  nought." 

His  laft  comparifon  of  us  in  this  chapter,  is  with 
Marcus,  an  old  here  tick.  The  agreement  he  makes 
betwixt  us  *  lies  in  our  mutual  pretences  to  infpiration 

*  and  prophecy.*     For    as  he   reports  him  to  have 

*  abufcd  many  filly  women,  under  colour  of  confer- 
^  ring  on  them  the  gift  of  prophefying,  and  that  he 

*  had  a  familiar  fpirit,  by  which  he  brought  himfelf 

*  into  credit  with  his  deluded  followers  /  fo  he  tells 
us  that  ^  he  has  had  it  confidently  affirmed,  that  about 

*  the  firft  rife  of  the  Quakers,  in  the  North  of  Eng- 

*  land,  feveral  perfons,  by  gloves,  and  ribbands,  and 

*  divers  charms,  were  really  bewitched  by  them.  And 

*  doubtlefs  many  of  their  quaking  fits  were  real  pof- 

*  feffions  by  the  devil.^  * 

Anf.  What  Marcus  was,  is  nothing  to  us :  if  he  has 
done  amifs,  he  has  anfwered  for  it  by  this  time.  I 
confefs  I  am  not  over  fond  of  the  charafters  left  us  of 
ancient  hereticks,  knowing  what  kind  of  creatures  the 
beft  Proteftants  are  with  Papifts;  and  what  fearful 
monfl:ers  feveral  fober  feparatifts  are  reputed  among 
feme  Proteftants :  but  this  I  know,  if  what  he  hath 
faid  of  feveral  ancients  be  no  truer  than  what  he  hath 
faid  of  us,  he  has  grofsly  abufed  their  do<5trines  and 
their  memories.* 

For  the  witchcraft  of  gloves,  ribbands,  and  charms, 
it  is  fcarce  worthy  my  notice ;  his  folly  in  mentioning 
it  being  a  fufficient  reproof  and  confutation  to  him- 
fclf.  A  ftory  fit  for  none,  at  this  time  of  day,  to  re- 
port or  believe,  but  a  man  of  his  fize.  I  thought 
they  had  been  worn  out  by  this  time. 

But  let  the  fobcr  reader  judge,  which  favours  moft 
of  Satan's  defign,  this  idle,  yet  fcandalous,  ftory,  or 
Cur  '  fearing  and  trembling  at  the  word  of  the  Lord, 

*  and  thofe  terrors  that  broke  in  upon  our  louls,  be- 
'  caufe  of  fin  and  iniquity  ?*  It  is  but  the  old  fpirit 
of  mockery,    that  aduated  the  Jews  and  Heathens 

*  Pag.  6.       >  Pag.  7. 

againft 
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againfl:  the  Chriftians^  and  Papifts  againft  Proteftant^^ 
and  too  many  Proteftants  of  feveral  forts,  againft  fome 
more  reformed  feparatifts. 

For  had  the  reverent  fear  of  God  poffeffed  our  ad- 
verfary's  heart,  in  the  writing  of  this  difcourfe,  there 
had  been  no  room  for  fuch  irreligious  fcoflFs  againft 
an  inofFenfive  people.  But  the  devil,  becaufe  he  would 
be  God,  calls  God  the  devil,  and  Chrift  Beelzebub ; 
light,  darknefsi  and  the  power  of  God  the  power  of 
Satan;  and  the  fear  and  trembling  brought  by  the 
one,  the  pofleflions  and  witchcrafts  of  the  other.  Cer- 
tainly fuch  men  live  in  a  dry  land,  they  fee  not  when 
good  Cometh,  But  what  will  not  an  enraged  tything 
prieft  do  to  deftroy  us,  who,  he  knows,  arc  dilcover- 
crs  of  fuch  deluders  ? 


CHAP.     III. 

His  pretended  agreement .  between  the  authors  of  fa- 
milifm  and  the  Quakers  confidered.  His  objections 
anfwered, 

I  Now  come  to  confider  the  reafon  of  the  title  of  his 
book,  and  what  ground  he  had  to  name  us  the 
revivers  and  propagators  of  familifm^  with  the  moft 
weighty  objections  he  makes  againft  us ;  if  in  truth  I 
may  repute  the  ftrongeft  of  them  fuch  -,  and  that  with 
what  brevity,  truth,  and  faithfulnefs  I  can. 

*  The   great  authors  of  this  doftrine  of  familifm,* 
he  fays,  *  were  David  George  and  Henry  Nicholas } 

*  but  more  efpeciaily  the  latter,  as  having  more  im- 

*  proved  and  diffeminated  the  pernicious  errors  intro- 

*  duced  by  the  former/  He  beftows  many  fevere  ex- 
preflTions  upon  them,  more,  I  think,  than  becomes  a 
man  of  any  charity  to  give.  I  am  not  their  advocate; 
but  fo  much  ipleen,  and  fo  little  reafon^  againft  dead 
men,  can  be  neither  chriftian,  nor  manly.  What  he 
fays  they  held,  and  how  far  we  are  concerned  in  it,  it 
is  our  buiinefs  to  enquire, 

51.  Of 
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§•1.  O^  Chrift^s  miniftration* 

And  firft  he  tells  us,  that  H.  N.  fhould  lay,  «  That 

*  not  only  the  law  of  Mofes,  but  the  miniftration  of 

*  Chrift  and  his  apoftles,  were  only  temporary  things, 

*  inftituted  to  bring  men  to  the  perfedt  reign  of  the 

*  Spirit;  and  then,  like  horn-books  and  primmers  to 

*  grown  underftandings,  to  be  thrown  away,'  p.  10, 
II.  And  that  this  is  the  full  fenfe  of  the  Quakers,* 
fays  our  adverfary,  p.  10,  ii,  12,  13,  14.  *  hear  John 

Crook,  a  Quaker ;  "  We  believe,  by  the  fame  gift 
of  grace,  that  there  are  feveral  miniftrations,  and 
feveral  operations,  according  to  i  Cor.  12.  and  all 
by  the  fame  Spirit ;  as  before  and  after  the  law  by 
Mofes,  and  after  by  John  the  Baptift,  and  Chrift 

*  and  his  apoftles*     And  by  this  Spirit  were  the  fcrip- 

*  tures  given  forth,  and  the  holy  men  of  God  did 

*  fpeak,  prophefy,  preach,  and  pray,  as  they  were 
moved  ;    and  to  anfwer  the  fervice  God  had  for 

*  them  to  do,  they  were  to  wait,  as  Chrift  com- 
^  manded  his  difciples,  to  receive  the  promife  of  the 

*  Father.— —And  therefore  as  it  was  the  pradticc  of 
^  the  people  of  God,  in  old  time,  to  wait  for  the 
^  movmff  of  this  Spirit,  that  they  might  fpeak  as  it 
^  gave  them  utterance  in  the  evidence  and  demon-* 
^  ftration  thereof;  fo  do  this  people,  called  Quakers, 
^  now."     Upon  which  our  adverfary  dares  to  obferve. 

That  vftj  with  the  Familifts,  deny  the  miniftration 

of  Chrift  to  be  the  miniftration  of  the  Spirit  ;*  and 
confequently  charges  us  with  a  blafphemous  deroga* 
tion  from  the  honour  of  our  blefled  Saviour,  who  faid 
to  his  apoftles,  John  xvi.  14.  ^^  He  (hall  receive  of 
•*  mine,  and  fhew  it  unto  you." 

Anf.  If  our  adverfary's  weaknefs  has  run  him  into 
this  ftrange  parallel,  he  is  to  be  pitied;  but  if  his 
tnvy,  he  is  fevcrely  to  be  rebuked.  Will  any  man 
that  has  fenfe  or  honefty  fay,  it  is  all  one  to  affirm 
that  Chrift's  miniftration  is  <  an  horn-book  that  time 
'  cafb  off  with  infancy  ;*  and  that  it  is  *  a  waiting  to 

Vol.  III.  I  *  xtce'vy^ 
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and  unalterable  miniftration,  *^  Lo^  I  am  with  you  to 
*^  the  end  of  the  world.  Mat.  xxviii.  ao»  And  truly 
thus  much  our  adverfary  (p,  13,)  in  contradi&ion  to 
himfelf,  grants  us,  that  ^  the  miniftration  of  Chrift 
^  was  indeed  the  miniftration  of  the  Spirits*  Now 
what  feoffs,  flecrings,  or  infults  againft  the  facred  pcr- 
fon  of  our  Lord  Jefus  any  can  fee  in  this  dodnnc, 
to  incite  a  fober  Chriftian  to  anger  and  dlfdain,  I 
leave  to  any  but  fuch  an  angry  difdainful  enemy  to 
judge. 

I  cannot  forget  this  horrible  lie  of  us,  concerniog 
the  fcripture,  (lolen  probably  out  of  an  Anabaptift's 
lying  dialogue  lately  printed  againft  us.  Prelaticks 
and  fedaries  can  fometimes  agree  againft  Quakers, 
^fop's  fables  have  more  worth  in  them  than  aU  the 
books  that  ever  were  written  againft  the  Quakers: 
I  do  not  all  doubt  but  there  are  twenty  fables  in 
iEfop,  that,  well  confidered,  would  have  taught  them 
more  difcretion,  and  (it  (hould  have  been  their  owa 
fault  if  not)  more  honefty  too,  than  any  or  all  of 
them  have  ihewn  in  their  utmoft  endeavours  againft 
us.  But  that  we  have  ^  no  more  regard  to,  nor  belief 
in,  the  holy  fcriptures  of  truth,  than  in  iEfop's  fables,' 
is  a  ftory  more  profane*  and  fabulous,  than  any  fal))c 
in  JEfop ;  and  God  will  recompence  with  a  vengeance 
this  deramer  of  an  innocent  people,  unlefs  diverted  by 
his  unfeigned  repentance. 

§•  2.    Of  Revelation. 

He  tells  us,  ^  The  fecond  thing  wherein  the  Fami* 

<  lifts  and  Quakers  are  all  one,    is.  the  pretence  of 

*  immediate  revelation.  Dav.  Geo.  and  H.  N,  )boA 
^  pretended  to  receive  their  doftrine  from  the  angd 

<  Gabriel.    And  W.  Gibfon,  the  Quaker,  fays,  p;  16.' 

*  that  the  gofpel  which  they  preach  they  have  not  rc- 
^  ceived  it  from  men,  nor  from  books,  nor  from  wxi- 

*  tings,  but  by  the  revelation  of  Jefus  Chrift  in  thispd; 
^  and  then  denies  the  fcriptures  of  the  Old  andi  New 
^  Teftament  to  be  the  revealed  will  of  God.'  ' 

Anf. 
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Anf.  After  what  manner  D.  G.  and  H.  N.  received 
their  commiffion  I  know  not ;  but  fure  I  am  that  W. 
Gibfon's  afiertion  is  found.     Take  away  revelation^ 
and  the  gofpel  ceafes  of  courfe ;  Chrift  is  put  befide 
the  dimity  of  his  prophetical  and  pricftly  office ;  the 
promiles  of  God  will  be  broken ;  and  the  moft  ex- 
cellent part  of  the  fcriptures,  God's  traditions^  made 
void.    Who  was  it  faid,  "  A  Prophet  (hall  the  Lord 
"  your  God  raife  up  like  unto  me,  Deut.  xviii.   18. 
'^  HIM  Ihall  ye  hear  in  all  things.     There  is  a  fpirit  in 
*^  man ;  and  the  infpiration  of  the  Almighty  giveth 
'^  underftanding.  Job  xxxii.  8.     As  for  me,    this  is 
«*  my  covenant  with  him,  faith  the  Lord,  My  Spirit 
''  that  is  upon  thee,  and  my  words  which  I  have  put 
^  in  thy  mouth,  fhall  not  depart  out  of  thy  mouth, 
"  nor  out  of  the  mouth  of 'thy  feed,  nor  out  of  the 
"  mouth  of   thy  feed's  feed,   faith  the  Lord,    from 
*'  henceforth  and  for  ever,'*  Ifa.  lix.  21.  "I  will  r^ 
^  veal  unto  them  the  abundance  of  peace  and  truth," 
Jcr.  xxxiii.  6.     "  I  thank  thee,    O  Father,  Lord  of 
'*  heaven  and  earth,  becaufe  thou  haft  hid  thefe  things 
*'  from  the  wife  and  prudent,  and  haft  revealed  them 
"  unto  babes." — ^And  no  man  knoweth  the  Father  but 
"  the  Son,  and  he  to  whom  the  Son  will  reveal  him." 
Matt.   xi.  25,  27.     **  No  man  can  come  unto  me, 
*'  except  the  Father,  which  hath  fent  nrse,  draw  him." 
John  vi.  44.     "  But  God  hath  revealed  them  unto  us 
^'  by  his  Spirit.     For  the  Spirit  fcarcheth  all  things, 
"  yea,  the  deep  things  of  God.     For  the  things  of 
•*  God  knoweth  no   man,    but  the  Spirit  of  God." 
I  Cor.  ii.  10,   II.    chap.  xiv.    30.     "  If  any  thing 
"  fhould  be  revealed  to  another  that  fitteth  bv,  let  the 
"  firft  hold  his  peace.     For  when  it  pleafed  God  to 

•*  reveal  his  Son  in  me. For  I  neither  received  the 

''  golpel  of  man,  neither  was  I  taught  it,  but  by  the 
^' nveUtim  of  Jefus  Chrift."  Gal.  i.  12.  16.  **  If 
'^  any  be  otherwife  minded,  God  will  reveal  it  to 
*^  him/'  Phil.  lii.  15.  As  I  faid  before,  fo  again, 
wbo  uttered  thefe  excellent  fayings,  and  for  what  end  ? 
If  n^  injfiratkmx  no  imderftanding :  if  no  revtlaiwiy  no

knowledge :  and  if  the  Spirit  ccafc  to  teach,  (as  it  cm 
never  teach,  but  by  infpiration  or  revelation)  then  the 
adminiftration  of  Chrift  and  his  apoftles  is  ceafcd  in- 
deed:  and  fo  not  the  Quakers,    but  their  adverfary 
overturns    the    gofpel    miniftration,     as    bcgu;i    and 
preached  by  Chrift  and  his  apoftles.     And  be  it  known 
to  all  the  world,  we  think  revelation  no  difgrace  (;a 
our  caufe.     Parrots  may  learn  fcripture,  but  can  never 
experience  it.     And  thofe  know  little  better,  who  know 
not  by  experience :  they  are  unprofitable  canters  in- 
deed, who  confidently  talk  oi  what  they  never  felt; 
and  idle  boafters,  who  buoy  up  themfelves  unto  the 
reputation  of  minifters  and  Chriftians,    with  a  loud 
talk  of  their  travels,  trials,  infpirations,  and  experi- 
ences, whom  they  plainly  mock   in  their  pofterity; 
concluding  all  blind,  becaufe  themfelves  cannot  fee. 
In  ftiort,  let  it  be  the  charafter  of  the  defpifed  Qua- 
kers, (and  we  glory  in  it)  that  all  the  councils,  fy- 
nods,    univerfities,    doftors,    fcholars,    and  the  moft 
unanimous  decrees,  learned  books,  and  whatever  the 
power  and  art  of  the  fpirit  of  man  can  produce,  will 
never  be  able  to  give,  or  rule,  that  true  faith  which 
overcomes  the  world :  for  ^*  that  which  may  be  knowA 
"  of  God  is  ms^nifeft  within  man :"  and  though  out- 
ward records  may  teftify  of  and  direft  to  that  unerring 
light  and  fpirit,  by.  which  man  comes  both  to  know 
God,  and  to  be  made  conformable  to  his  hcavienly 
image;  yet  nothing  below  the  difcoveries,  convictions, 
and  efFeftual  operations  of  the  Eternal  Spirit,  can  give 
man  the  certain  knowledge  of  God,    nor  that  daily 
ability  by  which  alone  he  may  be  en?ibled  to  obey 
him. 

Pag.  i6,  17,  i8t,  But  he  oppofeth  to  us  '  Miracles 
^  and  reafon  y  infinuating  that  we  have  no  more  of  the 
f  laft  than  the  fir  ft,  and  therefore  not  to  be  believed/ 
To  the  firft,  I  fay,  we  pretend  to  no  other  religion, 
than  what  was  profeilbd  and  pra^Ctifed  by  the  apoftles, 
and  therefore  need  no  new  miracles  after  that  mannei* 
tf>  confiiip  that  which  has  been  confirmed  by  miractes 
already  i  ^fp^cjajly;  tp  tlipfe  >vhQ  Ucli^cye  thofe  mirai 

cles  \ 
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clcs :  and  to  deny  revelation  where  there  are  no  mira- 
cles, is  to  difcard  many  of  the  prophets,  and  to  deny 
the  pouring  forth  of  the  fpirit  upon  the  primitive 
Chriftians.  But,  above  all,  hear  the  man's  intcrpre- 
tation  of  Deut.  xviii.  22.  "  When  a  prophet  fpeaks  in 
*^  the  name  of  the  Lord,  if  the  thing  follow  not,  nor 
**  come  to  pafsi"  that  is,  faith  this  horrible  perverter 
of  holy  fcripture,  *  if  he  do  no  miracle;'  whereas  the 
verfe  intends  no  fuch.  thing.  Is  this  to  rant  over  the 
Quakers  for  ideots,  as  if  he  were  fome  doftor  of  the 
chair,  that  where  the  fcripture  fpeaks  of  prophecy ^  he 
fliould  render  it  miracle  j  as  if  he  that  is  a  prophet,  is 
a  worker  of  miracles,  and  that  miracles  and  prophecy 
are  equivalent  ?  But  (argumentum  ad  bcminem)  let  us 
fee  how  it  will  hold.     *  He  that  is  a  true  prophet 

*  muft  ncceflarily  work  miracles :  but  the  priefts  of 
^  England  cannot  work  miracles;  therefore,  the  priefts 

*  of  England  are  all  falfe  prophets/  A  true  conclu- 
fion,  yet  falfe  premifes :  a  paradox.  Now  for  the  rea- 
ibnablenefs  of  our  doctrine :  '  he  thinks  a  very  mean 

*  capacity  can  find  none  in  it;  for  how  fhould  there 
^  be  any  rcafon  in  what  they  teach,  when  they  them- 
^  felves,*  fays  he,  *  deny  the  ufe  of  reafon.  (pag,  18.) 
But  none  have  lefs  than  they  which  pretend  to  fo 
much.  This  man  dares  fwagger  for  reafon^  and  yet 
cries  out,  berefy^  as  foon  as  he  fees  it.  His  reafon  is, 
tbi  authority  of  bis  cburcb ;  the  fay-fo  of  fome  univerjity 
d$3ori  finally,  tbe  works  of  fome  learned  men :  and  offer 
never  fo  much  reafon  and  confcience  againft  them, 
and  your  reafon  xsfophiftryi  ^^^  confcience,  entbufiafm. 
The  jufteft  feparation  in  the  world  is  with  fuch  but 
fcbifm ;  and,  which  is  the  laft  ftratagem,  fuch  perfons 
muft  be  enemies  to  Cafar.  But  I  may  fay  of  thofe 
men,  as  Heraclitus  faid  of  their  forefathers,  ^  If  blind 

*  m^n  were  to  judge  of  fight,  they  would  fay  blindnefs 

*  were  fight/  .  God  is  the  fountain  as  well  of  reafon 

as  light :  and  we  aflert  our  principle  not  to  be  withouc 

xeafon,    but  moft  reafonable;    whence  it  is   frequent 

.with  usj^  in  our  reproof  of  cruel  men,  to  fay  *  they 

(.^reu^realbnablej'  whether  it  be  to  man  or  beaft, 
7  -,  I  4  m^kitv^ 
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making  good  what  the  prophet  faith,  **  For  his  God 
^^  doth    inflruft  him  to  difcrction,   and  doth  teach 
*'  them."   Again,  "  Come  and  let  us  reafon  together.** 
And  TertuUian  will  have  the  firft  verfe  of  John  thus 
rendered  -,   "  In  the  beginning  was  reafon,  and  that 
**  reafon  was  with  God,  and  that  reafon  w^s  God;  by 
*'  that  were  all  things  made,"  &c.    And  this  feems 
no  foreign  interpretation  j    for  in   the  loth  verfe  of 
Jude  we  have  **  fenfual  men  not  having  the  Spirit," 
called  «^Aoy0  ^4(t«,  unreajGnable  creatures  \    according  t3 
which    the    apoftle   fpealcs,    Jto//moi  Tfrfe  ciVoAo}4«ir  Aiiiils 
^iyfy  *^  to  him  that  alks  reafon,  be  ready  to  give  it," 
Thus  much    (to  overlook  our  own  tranflation   in 
Paul's  fecond  epiftle  to  the  Theffalonians,  where  ht 
calls  fuch  "  Unreafonable  men  that  have  not  faith,)" 
concerning  reafon :   fo  that  it  is  very  evident  by  our- 
adverfary's  denying,  and  the  Quakers  aflcrting  an  un-'. 
errable  principle  to  be  in  man,  and  the  refiifal  of  the< 
one,  and  the  readinefs  of  the  other,  to  be  governed! 
thereby,  that  not  the  Quakers,  but  their  enemies,  aie 
unre^^fonable,  both  in  their  faith  and  practice,  v> 


§.  3.   Of  forms  of  prayer.

Our  adverlary  fpends  two  or  three  pages  in  proving 
the  neceffity  of  *  bodily  worfliip ;'  and  he  doth  it  £  , 
lamely,  that  if  it  were  fo  much  my  judgment  to  denyi 
it,  as  it  is  to  pradlife  it,  I  know  nothing  he  has  faid- 
to  incline  me  to  it.     This  he  makes  an  introdudtionj » 
to  that  agreement,  he  fays,  there  is  between  D,  Gi  1 
H.  N.  and  the  Quakers,  in  their  mutual  renouncing  : 
both  bodily  worfliip  and  vifible  ordinances.'     For  bo* 
dily  worftiip,  I  need  fay  no  more,  than  that  our  pubn 
lick  meetings  judge  him  guilty  of  great  diftioneftjr,. 
For  hia  vifible  ordinances,  we  fliall  proceed  to  confider 
theiQ^    The  firft  is  concerning  a  form  of  prayer ;  liear 
him, 

<  With  the  lifce  filly  and  weak  confidence  they  cr- 
f  claim  egainft  forms  of  prayer,  when  as  our  bleflbd

«  After 
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«  After  this  manner  therefore  pray  ye,"  &c.  *  And 
■  le&t'  fays  he,  '  we  fliould  think  that  this  was  only 
«  a  pattern.  Saint  Luke,  chap.  xi.  exprelTcs  it, 
"  When  ye  pray,  fay.  Our  Father,"  &c.  '  that  is,  do 

*  it  in  thefe  words,     Moreover,  John  taught  his  dif- 

*  ciplcs  J  and  one  of  Chrift's  difciples  defired  th?t  he 

*  would  teach  them:  where  we  are  told  firA,  that 
'  John  delivered  a  form   of  prayer  to  his  difciples. 

*  a.  That  Chrift's  difciples  beiought  him  that  he 
»  would  alfo  give  them  fome  form  of  his  making.* 

Anf.  But  can  this  man  have  the  vanity  to  plead  the 
ncceflity  of  the  ufe  of  this  form,  much  lefs  of  thofe 
that  are  of  mens  invention  and  appointment,  from 
thofe  quotations  ?   Has  his  religion  brought  him  no 
fMthcrr    Can  he  believe  that  Marthew  writ  by  the 
Holy  Ghoft,  and  yet  imply  an  abfolute  reproof  in  his 
fo  much  more  commending  Luke's  account,  which, 
he  thinks,  requires  the  exprefs  words,  and  not  others 
Kke  them  ?  But  let  it  be  confidered,  chat  this  was  a 
time  of  infancy ;  and  that  it  was  before  the  more  full 
pouring  out  of  the  Spirit  is  certain;  and  that  they 
knew  not  gofpel-prayer,  as  afterwards,    is  undeni- 
able.    Belidesj  it  is  either  fufHcient,    or    it    is    not: 
if  infufficient,  it  refle£ts  on  Chrift,      Befides,    who 
can  fupply  its  dcfcft?  If  fufiicicnt,  why  do  you  ufe 
my  other  ?    Whatever  it  is  upon  our  principles,  you 
inuft  confefs   it  to  be  *'  a  fetting  of  your  pofts  by  ' 
"God's  pofts;"    your    invention   by    his    inftitution. 
his  mere  deceit  to  attempt  the  defence  of  the  Popifh 
Englilh  mafs  book  from  Chrift's  prayer.     Prove  your 
fcnns  to  be  of  divine  inftitution,  and  that  God  by  his  ' 
ipirit  now  requires  them,  and  the  debate  will  end;  ' 
therwife,  we  rejedt  the  allufion,  as  improper  and   in-  ■> 
sbercnt.      The  Spirit  is  not  confinable  to  fet  forms  j  ' 
ioBgh    in    times  of  ignorance  he  hath    adminittcred  - 
Imforr  in  them  to  thofe  who  were  fincere,  and  knew  ' 
f  betcer  :    but  forma  are  not  therefore  to  be  perpetu-  I 
if  for   th»  wCT^MMjAteg^^^aion!  free  opera 
ttf  the  Spirii,  -a^^^^^^^^glg^t*  at 
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but  never  to  be  pleaded  for :  God's  Spirit  will  be  un- 
limited ;  as  well  as  the  words,  he  prompts  us  tOj  muft 
never  by  another  be  confined.

§,  4,     Of  baptifm. 

He  fays,  we  '  both  deny  baptifm  (by  which  I  un* 
'  derftand  wafer) ;  becaufe  Chrift,  finding  it  among 
'  the  Jew3,  adopted  it  into  his  religion  •,  a  ceremony 
^  neither  burthenfome  nor  offenfive,  and  the  only  door 

*  fet  qpen  under  the  gofpel  for  falvation/  For  which 
he  brings  three  fcriptures.  Mat.  xj^viii.  19.  *<  Go, 
««  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name 

*<  of  the  Father,"    &c.      To  the  fame   purpofc  by    1 
Mark,  chap.  xvi.  ver,   15,   16.     And  Chrift's  faying,  j 
John  iii.  <•     **  Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and 
*<  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into   the  kingdom 
<<  of  God." 

Anf,  If  baptifm  was  ever  Jewifli,  as  our  adverfary 
grants,  then  becaufe  Chrift  came  to  end  all  Jewifli  ce- 
remonies, water-baptifm  can  bear  no  evangelical  per- 
petuity. And  if  it  fliould  be  objefted,  that  it  wai 
ufed  after  the  pouring  forth  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  I  an- 
fwer,  fo  were  circumcifion,  vows,  purification,  for- 
bearing to  eat  things  ftrangled,  and  blood :  and  the 
common  praftice  of  Chriftendom,  fo  called,  fuffi-  -^ 
ciently  tells  us  what  is  become  of  thofe  obfervation9.  \ 
Ufing"^  and  inftituting  are  two  things.  The  apoftlet  | 
condefcended,  where  they  never  commanded. 

In  the  two  firft  fcriptures,    which  contain  a  com- 
miflion,  there  is  no  water  mentioned  :  that  there  is  *  a  ^, 

*  baptifm  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,'  I  hope,  all  will  grant:  ' 
that  fuch   a  baptifm  admits  of  no  outward  water,  is  . 

Jlainly  implied :  and  that  it  was  the  baptifm  of  the  | 
loly  Ghoft  (and  therefore  not  of  water)  which  Chiift  i 
intended,  I  will  briefly  prove.  \ 

Firft,  This  commiflioi^  vfas  fome  of  the  laft  wor4|  j 
Chrift  fpoke :  that  it  is  to  be  fulfilled^  is  certain:  t;^: 
they  could  not  do  it  without  po>yer,  is  clear: 
neither  of  thofe  chapters  mentipns  any  fuch  endows 
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meat,  muft  be  granted.    Whither  then  muft  we  go 

to  fetch  that  account  here  omitted  ?  I  would  defire  my 

reader  to  turn  to  the  firft  chapter  of  Luke's  A6bs  of 

the  apoftles,  where  we  fhall  find  Chrift's  laft  words  to 

his  conftant  followers  thus  left  upon  record :  *^  And 

"  being  afTembled  together  with  them,  he  commanded 

F  **  them  that  they  (hould  not  depart  from  Jerufalem, 

I   *'  but  wait  for  the  promife  of  the  Father,  which,  faith 

**  he,  ye  have  heard  of  me.     For  John  truly  baptized 

"  with  water,  but  ye  (hall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy 

"  Ghoft  not  many  days  hence.     When  they  therefore 

"  were   come   together,    they   afked  of  him,   faying, 

"  Lord,  wilt  thou  at  this  time  reftore  again  the  king- 

"  dom  to  Ifrael  ?  And  he  faid  unto  them,  it  is  not  for 

*  you  to  know  the  times  or  feafons,  which  the  Father 

"  has  put  into  his  own  power :  but  ye  fhall  receive 

^  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghoft  is  come  upon  you, 

'^  and  ye  ftiall  be  witneffes  unto  me,  both  in  Jerufa- 

**  lem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto 

"  the  uttcrmoft  part  of  the  earth.     And  when  he  had 

[   "  fpoken  thefe  things,  while  they  beheld  he  was  taken 

**  tip,  and  a  cloud  received  him  out  of  their  fight."" 

Now  if  the  promife  of  the  Father   was  the  pouring 

out  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  and  if  the  pouring  out  of  the 

Holy  Ghoft  be  the  baptifm  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  and 

that  the  baptifm  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  was  that  which 

qualified  them  to  be  his  witneffes,  as  the  whole  place 

fully  proves  J  then,  "  Go,  and  teach  all  nations,"  &c. 

in  Matthew,    and,  "  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,"   in 

Mark,  muft  not  have  been  fpoken  before  thefe  words 

in  the  Afts,  at  leaft  not  to  take  place  till  they  them- 

felves  had  been  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghoft;  and 

confequently  the  baptifm  mentioned  in  that  commif- 

fion,  muft  not  have  been  a  water- baptifm,  as  John's 

was,  but  that  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  which  they  were  to 

be  baptized  with :  fo  that  the  order  of  the  words,  at 

leaft  in  execution,  if  not  in  expreffion,  muft  have  been 

this.  ^^  John  indeed  baptized  with  water,  but  ye  fhall 

«  AdU  i.  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9. 

«'  be 
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'^  be  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  not  many  days 
^^  hence :  then  go  ye  and  teach  all  nations^  baptizing 
'*  them  in  (or  rather  into)  the  name  of  the  Father,  Son, 
'^  and  Holy  Ghoft:  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  always 
*^  unto  the  end  of  the  world."  Nor  is  this  incredi* 
ble,  when  we  confider,  that  without  their  fo  baptizing, 
it  had  been  utterly  impofliblc  for  them  to  have 
«^  turned  them  from  darknefs  to  light,  and  from  the 
•*  power  of  Satan  unto  God."  And  doubtlefs  they 
might  as  well  baptize  with  the  Holy  Ghoft,  as  **  re- 
**  concile  by  the  Word :  for  where  the  one  was>  the 
*^  power  of  the  other  could  not  be  wanting,    • 

For  the  third  fcripture,  though  water  be  mentioned, 
yet  what  water  ?  will  be  the  queftion.  That  it  is  not 
meant  of  outward  water,  I  offer  feveral  reafons,  i.  To 
be  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  is  no  more  than 
to  be  born  of  water,  or  of  the  Spirit,  x*i  being  here 
cxj)licative :  for  were  it  otherwife,  and  that  by  water 
were  underftood  external  water,  this  abfurdity  wotild 
inevitably  follow,  that  the  foul  of  ms^n,  which  is  Jp^ 
ritual  and  internal^  could  in  part  be  regenerated  by  wa*^ 
ter  external  and  elementary:  but  this  place  is  excellently 
unfolded>  by  that  notable  paffage  of  the  apoftle  Paul 
in  his  epiftle  to  Titus,  chap,  iii.  5.  **Not  by  workt 
"  of  righteoufnefs  which  we  have  done,  but  accord- 
*•  ing  to  his  mercy  he  faved  us,  by  the  wafhing  of 
**  regeneration,  and  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghpfti" 
where  we  not  only  have  *^  the  walhing  of  regenen^ion^ 
to  parallel  "  being  born  again  of  watery*  (which,  fay 
we,  muft  be  as  fpiritual  as  the  new  birth  it  pro- 
duceth)  but  4.1fo  **  the  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghoft," 
to  anfwer  "  being  born  again  of  the  Spirit :"  that  aa 
the  waftiing  of  regeneration,  or  renewing  of  the  Holy 
Ghoft,  are  fynonymous,  or  expreflions  to  the  fame 
purpofe ;  fo  being  born  again  of  watcr^  or  being  born 
ag^m  of  the  Spirit^  are  equivalent. 

But  if  our  adverfary  will  have  this  water  to  be  ma* 
terial,  in  honour  of  his  bapt^fmy  let  him  never  refule 
the  like  liberty  to  us  in  conftruftion  of  that  great; 
Water-baptift's  own  wQrd3 ;  "  ^iit;  he  fta^H  baptize 
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*'  you  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  and  with  fire,"  that  is, 
material  five.  Mat.  iii.  ii.  My  judgment  is,  if  thac 
were  the  church  of  England's  baptifnn,  he  had  never 
been  her  Ton  s  though  fuch  fons  are  ready  to  chriflen 
many  with  thzt  fiery  baptifm.  But  if  fuch  an  interpre- 
tation be  abfurd,  let  him  not  efteem  his  own  rational : 
and  if  it  mull  be  the  Holy  Gboji  or  fire,  then  let  it  be 
water,  or  Spirit',  for  indeed  they  are  but  fo  many 
words  intimating  the  various  operations  of  one  Divine 
Power. 

In  fhortj  John  was  but  a  forerunner,  therefore  not 
to  be  perpetuated :  he  was  the  water,  but  Chrift  the 
great  j^/n7tftf/Baptift:  the  former  to  decreafe,  the  lat- 
ter to  increafe:  and  the  lead  in  Chrift's- kingdom, 
which  is  not  of  this  world,  is  greater  than  John  -,'  not 
than  his  private  (late,  but  outward  adminiftration. 

Paul,  whofe  commiflTion  was  larger  than  any  prieft's 
in  England,  tells  us,  <^  He  was  not  fent  to  baptize 
(with  water)  but  to  preach  :'*  and  inftead  of  enjoining 
the  pradice  of  it  upon  others,  "  he  thanks  God  that  he 
"  baptized  but  very  few  himfelf :"  which  furely  he 
had  never  done,  if  it  had  been  part  of  his  commif- 
fion,  or  the  durable  baptifm  of  the  gofpel :  for  he  had 
juft  realbn  to  fuljpe£t  fome  difaflfefted  would  make  that 
ill  ufe  of  his  liberty,  *  that  it  was  to  ingratiate  and 

*  ict  up  himfelf,  being  confcious  that  he  had  no  au- 

•  thority  for  what  he  did/  This  he  farther  gives  us  to 
believe  in  that  pertinent  paflage  to  our  purpofes 
*^  There  is  one  body,  one  Spirit,  one  Lord,  one  faith, 
*'  one  baptifm,  one  God  and  Father  of  all/*  If  more 
baptifins  than  one,  then  more  bodies,  fpirits,  lords, 
fiuthsj  gods,  and  fathers  of  all,  ^'  who  were  above 
<'  all,  and  through  all,  and  in  them  all,"*  unto  whom 
Paul  wrote.  If  this  be  abfurd,  and  that  there  is  but 
one  baptifm,  I  hope  it  will  not  be  denied  to  be  that 
of  the  Holy  Ghoft ;  which  is  both  moft  fuitable  to 
the  evangelical  miniftration,  and  the  peculiar  baptifm

or 
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of  drift  Jefus  our  Lord.  I  fliall  touch  upon  one 
paflage  more. 

"  The  like  figure  whereunto,  even  baptifm,  alfo 
*'  doth  now  Hive  us ;"  as  our  modern  tranflation  has 
it.  From  which,  though  our  adverfary  would  infer, 
that  *  Water- baptifm  is  to  be  ufcd,  as  co-alTiftant  with 

*  the  anfwer  of  a  good  confcience,  to  falvation,'  (page 
28,  29.)  1  doubt  not  unanfwcrably  to  maintain  our 
foregoing  aifertion. 

This  verfe  admits  of  various  readings  in  ancietlt 
copies,  and  divers  interpretations  by  learned  men. 
We  fhall  a  little  examine  the  matter,  that  he  may  fee 
we  Ihall  not  refufe  learning,  where  it  may  perfonn  the 
office  of  an  honeft  fervant,  not  an  ufurper.  ^Q  (fome 
have  it  'o  or  f;  the  modern  Greek  V"''')  *"'  "****  (Au- 
guftin  has  it  vos,  and  our  old  books,  faith  Zegcrus) 
drWrvwor  (which  Vatablus  makes  the  truth  relative  to 
the  type  Jiood.  And  faith  Grotius,  *  Vox  dUmhn  e$ 
'  communis  utrique  relato,  i.  e.  tamfigura  tribuiiur  fasm 

*  ret  per  Jiguram  ftgnificata ;  (Itgnifying  type  and  Miff- 

*  typet  or  the  thing  fignified  by  the  type)*  Erafinua 
hath  it,  '  cut  nunc  fimile  five  rejpondgns  baptifi»a.    ,{5o 

*  that  baptifm  may  anfwer  as  the  tiling  typified,  not 

*  another  type.)  'Afl't-nrnpt  fays  Dr.  Hammond  (a  fa- 

*  mous  man  of  the  Englilh  church)  is  certainly  beft 
«  rendered  antitype:  yet  there  be  two  different  fcnfes, 

*  fometimes  contradiiftious ;  thus  Zenophon  and  He- 

*  fychius.     Then  deftru^lion  was  by  outward  water, 

*  now  falvation  by  inward:  otherwife^ro  or  in  lieu  oi 

*  another,    as  epfluV*r«.  he  that  iupplies  the  conful's 

*  place.      So  S  <£tT>7vnr  Pc(tV^:«  (as  in  an  old  copy  in 

*  Oxford)  is  the  ark  inward^  fupplying  the  plai       ■"" 

*  the  ark  outward.    NbV  am^u  }d.-;rlie-[jM,  which  Caq] 
'  underftands  to  be  Bapti/mum  rnlemum, 

*  tis  &?  refurreliionis  Chrifiiparlicipes. 

*  tifmi  typos  aliquot  habemus  in  V.  " 

*  arcam  diluvii,  et  arcam  Note.'     By  i 
are  made  partakers  of  Chrill's  de 
Of  this  inward  baptifm  we  have  i 
Old  Teftament,  of  which  No^'i  , 
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««  (hould  walk  in  newnefs  of  life."  Sthly,  And  thii 
the  parenthefis  in  the  verfe  undeniably  proves,  being 
an  illuftration  of  the  baptifm  intended,  '^  not  the  put- 
•*  ting  away  of  the  filth  of  the  flefh,  but  the  anfwer 
**  of  a  good  confcience  towards  God,"  or,  as  fome 
have  it,  interrogatioy  mf^Vw^,  inquifition,  or  enquiry, 
alluding  to  the  oracle  urim  and  thummim,  by  Which 
men  have  boldnefs  and  accefs  to  God ;  fo  as  to  render 
the  verfe,  "  Cut  etiam  ex  adverfo  oppofitusy  nos  fervai 
««  baptifmusy  non  is  quo  camis  fordes  abjiciuntury  fed  is 
**  quo  fit  ut  bona  confcientia  Deum  interroget  per  refurrec* 
*«  tionem  Cbriftiy'"'  i.  e.  ^  To  which  the  diredUy  oppoftte 

•  baptifm  alfo  now  faveth  us,  not  that  by  which  the 
«  filth  of  the  flefh  is  caft  off,*  but  that  by  which  it  is 
^  efFe£ted^  that  a  good  confcience  may  afk  God  by  the 

*  rcfurreftion  of  Jefus  Chrift/  From  all  which  two 
things  refult ;  firft,  that  the  verfe  ought  to  be  thus 
rendered,  ^^  Anfwerable  to  which  figure,  baptifm  now 
««  alfo  faveth  us,  not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of 
*«  the  flefti,  but  the  account  of  a  good  confcience  to 
**  God,  by  the  refurreftion  of  Jefus  Chrift/'  And 
indeed  the  moft  difputable  part  of  this  verfe  is  abun- 
dantly confirmed  on  our  fide,  by  the  fimplioity  of  the 
ancient  Englifh,  French,  and  Spaniih  tranflators.  And 
I  wonder  that  any  man  of  common  fenfe,  not  greatly 
abufed  by  prejudice  or  cuftom,  can  think,-  that  the 
baptifin  mentioned  fhould  be  that  of  water,  when  the 
middle  of  the  verfe  provides  this  material  diftindion, 
**  Not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the  flefti  (the 
*^  effeft  of  outward  water)  but  the  anfwer  of  a  good 
«*  confcience  to  God,"  (the  fruits  of  the  IJoly  Ghoft 
**  alone)  to  that  very  end  that  people  fliould  not  think 
**  fo  5  I  mean,  that  it  was  a  water-bapti/m. 

Secondly,  it  may  not  be  improper  for  us  ta  obferve, 
that  if  one  verfe  hath  fuch  variety  of  copies,  readings, 
tranfpofitions,  and  fenfes ;  as  hath  been  noted,  befide 
what  we  could  yet  produce ;  they  are  at  a  miietable 
pafs  for  an  univerfal,  conftant,  and  unerring  ruki  who

eftcem 
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cfteem  the  prefent  fcripture  fuch,  exclufive  of  the 
Spirit>  which  timCj  variety  of  tranfcribers,  tranQators, 
interpreters^  and  expofitors,  have  rendered  fo  uncer- 
tain. But  if  we  had  been  unprovided  of  all  this  to 
our  defence,  what  has  our  adverfary  to  do  to  charge 
us  with  a  difcontinuance  of  water-baptifm,  till  he  had 
firft  cleared  his  own  opinion  from  popiih  innovation 
and  invention  ?  What  fcripture,  or  pure  antiquity,  has 
he  for  infant'baptijm^  one  of  the  unfcriptural  and  fenfe- 
Icfs  ceremonies  of  his  religion,  about  which  fuch  as 
he  make  more  ftir  than  about  that  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  ? 
A  man  may  guefs  what  a  Chriflian  he  is,  and  how 
well  he  is  verfed  in  Chrift's  doftrine,  who  can  call  a 
little  water,  flied  by  a  prieft's  hand,  "  the  door  into 
"  God's  kingdom/'  How  much  is  this  fhort  of  the 
Romifh  prieft's  making  his  God,    who  fays,    «  The 

*  bread  is  Chrift  after  confecration,'  fince  Chrift,  who 
is  God  over  all,  bleffed  for  ever,  faith,  **  he  is  that 
"  door,"  which  H.  Hallywell  will  have  his  infant  wa- 
ter«baptifm  to  be. 

§.  5.  Of  the  Supper, 

But  he  faith  of  us  and  the  Familifts,  *  By  the  fame 
^  diabolical  fpirit,  wherewith  they  are  pofleflcd,  they 

*  lay  afide  the  facrament  of  the  Lord's  fuppcr,  as  a 

*  thing  too  carnal  (page  30,  31).'  In  oppofition  to 
which  he  produceth  Matt.  xxvi.  26,  27.  how  that 
Chrift  "  took  bread,  and  bleffed  it,  and  brake  it,  and 
'"  gave  it  to  his  difciples,  and  faid.  Take,  eat,  this  is 

*  my  body :  then  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks, 
*'  and  gave  it  to  them,  faying.    Drink  ye  all  of  it.'* 

['St.  Mark,  chap.  xiv.  repeats  the  very  fame,  and 
r  fays,  they  all  drank  of  it :  but  St.  Luke,  chap*  xxii. 
V  19^  and  St.  Paul,  i  Cor.  xi.  24.  added  thefe  words, 
h  Do  this  in  remembrance  of  me,"  ^  which  import 
'*  both  a  commimon  and  direftion  to  ufe  and  continue 
[•  them.* 

Anf.  It  is  granted,  that  Chrift,  eating  the  paffover 
f^ith  his  difciples,  did  familiarly  reprcfent  that  flelh 

Vol.  IIL  K  and 
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and  blood  which  he  gave  for  the  world,  that  whofoevcr 
cat  thereof  (hould  have  life  eternal  abiding  in  them. 
IsTor  is  this  ftrange  ;  for  it  was  his  familiar  way  of 
opening  his  deepeft  myfteries,  and  recommending  the 
moft  excellent  of  all  his  commandments ;  witnefs  his 
difcourfe  concerning  the  bleffed  unity  of  Chrift  and 
his  members,  by  the  fimilitude  of  a  vine  and  its 
branches ;  and  both  his  wafliing  his  difciples  feet,  and 
requiring  them  to   follow  his  example.      John  xiii. 

That  this  pradlice  was  enjoined  his  difciples,  is  not   1 
warranted  from  Matthew,  Mark,  or  *^  in  remembrance   - 
*'  of  me,"    as  our  adverfary  obferves :  but   that  they 
fhould  be  Paul's  alfo,  as  he  affirms,  is  both  an  abufe 
of  the  fcriptures,  and  them  that  read  them :  for  thefe 
are  the  apoftle's  words,  "  As  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,    \ 
*^  and  drink   this  cup,"    &c.    which    amounts  to  na  1 
more  than  this,  ^  When  ye  do  eat  this-  fupper,  do  it  j 

*  worthily  \  fo  that  there  is  no  command  to  do  it>  -j 
though  as  often  as  they  did  do  it,  they  were  exhorted  ■\ 
to  do  it  difcerningly :  ^^  as  often  as  you  do  it,"  and 
'  do  it  ofteny    are  differing  fayings. 

And  that  Luke's  words  do  not  perpetuate  it,  efpe- 
cially  as  now  ufed,  I  fliall  prove.     Firft,  if  it  be  but 
2ijacrament  ovfign,  as  faith  our  adverfary,  then  can  it 
not  of  right  continue  longer  than  till  the  thing  Jigntfiii" 
fliall  come.     "  Do  this  ////,"  that  is,  *  When  that  is 

*  come,  ////  the  coming  of  which  the  fign  was  to  be 

*  ufed,  there  remains  no  longer  any  inftitution.*  \ 

Now  between  all  types  and  antitypes,  fliadows  andi 
fubftances,  parables  and  morals,  there  muft  needs 
fome  refemblance,  or  elfe  the  end  of  their  being  ufcdi^ 
will  be  loft   to  them,  for  whofe  fakes  they  were  ap-i 
pointed :  for  inftance,  Chrift  is  called  a  door^  becaulbfcj 
no  man  comes  to  the  Father,  but  through  him:  a  //^ 
from  his  ftrength  and  dominion :   a  lamhy  becaufc  i 
his  innocency :  a  vine^  becaufe  of  that  excellent  fntt«i 
he  brings  forth:    and  laftly,    he  calls  himfelf  by  th*? 
name  of  bready  becaufe  of  that  inward  ftrength  and 
nourifhmcnt  fuch  receive  that  feed  fpiritually  v\ 


u 
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him:  wherefore  the  fubftancc  ftiadowed  out  by  this 
outward  bread  and  wine,  is  no  other  than  Christ,  as 
the  bread  that  came  down  from  above,  and  that  flefli 
and  blood  which  all  were  to  eat  and  drink  of  that 
would  have  eternal  life,  mentioned  at  large  John  vi. 
So  that  admitting  of  a  command,  it  muft  be  thus 
read,   *  Do  this  till  I   come,    who  am  the  heavenly 

*  bread,  and  flclh  and  blood,  that  give  eternal  life  to 

*  them  that  feed  thereon  i'  which  bread  the  apoftle 
very  well  underftood,  when  in  the  foregoing  chapter 
to  the  Corinthians  he  thus  delivered  himfelf,  '^  I  fpeak 

to  wife  men,  judge  ye  what  I  fay :  the  cup  of  blef- 

fing,  which  we  blefs,  is  it  not  the  communion  of 
"  the  blood  of  Chrift?  For  we  being  many  arc  one 
"  bread,  and  one  body ;  for  we  are  all  partakers  of 
"  that  one  bread,''  i  Cor.  x.  15,  16,  17.  And  this 
Chrift  himfelf  intimated  in  the  following  verfe  to  that 
paflage  out  of  Matthew,  "  But  I  fay  unto  you,  I  will 
"  not  drink  henceforth  of  this  fruit  of  the  vine,  un- 
"  til  that  day  when  I  drink  it  new  with  you  in  my 
"  Father's  kingdom*"  And  I  query  if  that  was  not 
made  good,  on  the  day  of  Pencecoft,  when  fcofEngly, 
yet  truly  (like  Caiaphas  in  another  cafe)  feveral  fpec^ 
tators  faid  of  the  difciples,  "  They  were  full  of  new 
"  wine?"  A6ls  ii.  13.  Which  was  the  beginning  of 
the  refloration  of  that  kingdom  of  God  to  Ifrael,  that 
the  difciples  a  little  before  fo  weakly  queried  after. 

In  fhort.  The  Father's  kingdom  is  within,  Luke 
x?ii.  20.  What  was  that  fruit  then  that  was  to  be 
drank  anew  in  that  kingdom  ?  Certainly  it  came  from 
himfelf,  the  true  vine,  and  muft  be  of  a  fpiritual  and 
bward  nature,  like  to  the  kingdom. 

To  conclude.  If  bread  and  wine  be  but  a  fignj  and 
if  things  fignified  ought  to  refemble  their  figns;  and 
if  fpiritual  bread  and  wine  moftly  anfwer  thofe  vifible 
figns  I  and  if  they  are  to  be  had  in  the  kingdom  of 
God;  and  if  the  kingdom  of  God  be  within  ;  and 
&SX  they  who  eat  not  that  bread,  and  drink  not  that 
c,  have  no  life  in  them ;  then,  becaufe.  the  apoftles 
lif(;.,eteraal  in  them,  and  wc  a  meafure  of  the  fame 
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in  us,  Chrift,  the  heavenly  bread  and  flefh,  and  wine 
and  blood,  was  then,  and  is  now,  come;  and  confe-* 
quently,  the  fhadows  of  thofe  good  things  (as  to  any 
inflitution)  were  and  are  at  an  end:  and  as  there  is 
but  one  Spirit,  and  one  Lx)rd,  one  faith,  one  baptifm, 
one  God  and  Father,  one  heavenly  kingdom,  one  holy 
body;  fo  but  one  bread,  and  but  one  cup,  and  but 
one  communion  and  fellowfliip,  and  that  is  with  the 
Father  and  the  Son,  by  the  Holy  Ghoft. 

But  here,  as  in  the  cafe  of  water-baptifm,  it  will 
be  objedted,  ^  Why  were  they  then  afterwards  ufed  ?' 

Anf.  The  praAices  of  good  men,  though  in  things 
temporary,  are  many  times  too  greedily  received,  ?*^d 
too  long  doted  upon,  by  thofe  who  defire  to  be  reputed 
their  followers.  Any  thing  once  becoming  cuftomary 
is  hard  to  be  left :  feveral  Jewifh  ceremonies  the  Holy 
Ghoft  thought  fit  to  be  difpenfed  with  for  a  feafon, 
that  were  never  to  be  perpetuated.  But  what  has  our 
adverfary,  and  the  feveral  forts  of  Proteftants  in  the 
world,  to  do  with  baptifm  and  the  fupper,  and  deny 
that  qualification  and  commiflion  the  apoftles  had? 
They  will  never  ftand  our  enquiry  about  their  call; 
which,  they  know,  we  have  great  caufe  to  fcruplc, 
indeed  to  deny ;  for  all  muft,  or  (hould  know,  that 
was  either  immediate y  or  mediate  and  JucceJJive.  If  im- 
mediate, then  they  muft  neceffarily  confefs  to  a  com- 
miflion upon  infpiration,  and  then  fakers.  If  me- 
diate and  fucceflive,  then  either  hjide  the  church  of 
Rome,  or  through  the  church  of  Rome :  not  iefide  the 
church  of  Rome,  becaufe  Ihe  cannot  prove  any  regu- 
lar ordination,  or  uninterrupted  fucceflion,  either  as 
to  faith  or  difcipline.  If  through  the  church  of  Rome, 
then  they  own  the  ordination  of  a  church  they  re- 
nounce, and  grant  her  the  keys,  whom  they  have  writ 
againft  for  thefe  fix-fcore  years,  under  the  name  rf 
Whore  of  Babylon,  and  Mother  of  Harlots,  and  aQ 
abominations  of  the  earth.  Can  that  which  you  ac- 
count a  corrupt  fountain;  bring  forth  clean  ftreamst 
Will  men  feek  ordination  at  the  hands  of  that  church 
they  refolve  to  employ  it  againft  ?  Has  (he  forfeited 

her 
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her  religim^  and  not  her  power  ?  When  did  ever  God 
make  over  his  authority  by  fuch  an  entail  ?  If  mens 
errors  and  vices  do  not  unminiftcr  them,  it  will  fol- 
low, that  they  may  be  ill  Cbrijiians,  but  very  good 
mimfters.     For  fhamc!    never  renounce  the  Roman 
church  as  falfe,  if  her  ordination  muft  be  true :  for 
what  has  power  to  make  a  minifler,  niuft  be  allowed 
to  have  power  both  to  inftruft  and  conclude  him  in 
what  he  is  to  minifter:  wherefore  never  let  any  own 
her  to  have  heaven's  keys  of  church-authority,    and 
then  deny  her  as  heretical :  for  wherever  any  church 
or  people  are  truly  fuch,  that  church  or  people  have 
thereby  forfeited  all  right  thereunto :  and  as  the  con- 
trary opinion  has  long  enriched  the  pope's  coffers,  fo 
the  unwary  conceflions  of   fome  certain  Proteftants 
thereto,  have  too  evidently  given  away  a  great  fhare 
of  that  good  old  caufe. 

I  have  dwelt  longer  upon  thefe  particulars  than  my 
adverfary's  weaknefs  could  deferve  at  my  hands  j  but 
'  their  information  has  induced  me  to  it,  who  are  af- 
faulted  by  the  envious  endeavours  of  our  feveral  ad- 
verfaries,  that  daily  feek  how  to  mifreprefent  us,  and 
our  moft  evangelical  principles. 


CHAP.     IV. 

His  third  chapter  examined,  which  confifts  of  the 
holinefs  of  times,  places,  things,  and  perfons  under 
the  gofpel. 

§.  I.     Of  the  Sabbath-Day. 

HIS  accufation  is,  *  That  the  Familifts  and  Quakers 
*  put  no  difference  between  one  day  and  ano- 

*  therj  the  Sabbath  no  more  than  another  day;  that 

*  many  times  they  follow  their  ufual  trades  on  a  Sun- 

*  day/    Pag.  34,  37,  38,  39. 
Anf.  What  the  Familifts  did  is  nothing  to  us  (if 

(hey  did  fo).    But  fure  I  am  he  has  abufe4  the  Qua- 
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fabbath  -,  and  a  great  wonder  it  is,  that  John  Calvin 
and  Peter  Heylin  fhould  be  of  one  opinion  in  any 
thing* 

§.  a..   Place  of  God's  worfhip. 

He  is  very  angry  with  us  for  denying  a  more  than 
ordinary  fanftity  to  places,  and  fays,  *  That  we  efteem 

*  a  church  no  more  than  a  ftable;  that  the  Jews,  Hea- 

*  thens,  and  Turks  have  their  fynagogues,    temples^^ 

*  and  mofques  to  pray  in :  that  Chrift  went  to  a  prayer- 
^  houfe,  Luke  vi,  12.  and  A6ts  xvi,  13,     Where  Paul 

*  and  others  went  out  to  a  river's  fide,  where  an  ora- 

*  tory  was  reported  to  be.**' 

Anf.  We  value  the  irue  church  more  than  a  ftable ; 
but  we  value  a  good  ftable  before  a  falfe  church,  as 
fuch.  But  i  fuppofe  he  means  by  church,  an  houfe  i 
and  then  I  muft  tell  him,  that  I  efteem  a  ftable  better 
than  no  houfe,  but  a  good  houfe  better  than  a  ftable. 
But  why  is  a  ftable  fuch  an  ill-favoured  place?  Has  he 
forgot  *^  that  the  Head  of  the  frue  church  firft  lodged 
*^  m  one,"  when  there  was  no  room  for  him  in  ^ 
whole  fynagogue,  yet  room  enough  for  a  company  of 
cavilling  murdering  Scribes  and  Pharifees  ?  There  is 
no  doubt  but  the  Jews  had  fynagogues  enough,  *^  for 
*^  it  was  oyt  of  them  the  apoftles  were  to  be  haled," 
becauf?  of  their  teftimony  againft  thofe  that  were  ia 
them.  It  is  true,  the  Heathens  had  temples,  and  the 
Turk?  haye  their  mofques.  I  like  the  comparifon  and 
the  proof  very  well ;  for  I  take  fome  of  your  fteeple- 
houfe  guefts  to  be  as  good  Chriftians,  as  fome  of  the 
worft  fort  of  them.  It  was  the  old  heathenifh  fpiritji 
which,  under  the  cloak  of  Chriftianity,  both  ereded 
^hofe  ftately  edifices,  inftituted  that  pompous  wor-» 
Jhip,  and  exafted  thofe  vaft  revenues,  that  have  bur* 
thened  th^  world  thefe  many  ages;  whilft  the  pure 
apoftolical  fpirit  and  religion  haye  been  a^i  dfiwn  ui^l 
«  facecloth  and  wilderpefs  eftate, 

.J 
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That  Chrift  went  to  a  frayer-boujey  and  that  Paul 
and  the  church  met  in  an  oratory  by  the  river  fide,  is  a 
pretty  rattle  for  children,  and  may  pafs  as  unquellion- 
ably  with  thofe  who  are  willing  to  be  cheated,  as  the 
ftory  of  St.  Dennis's  body,  that  went  a  mile  without 
his  head,  and  St.  Winifred's  head  a  great  way  without 
her  body,  to  a  Papift. 

But  he  affirms,  *  That  the  firft  Chriftians  had  dif- 

•  tinft  places  to  meet  irij  and  that  they  called  them 

•  churches/     Pag.  47,  48,  49. 

Anf.  Chrift  went  not  to  the  fynagogue,  or  the  tem- 
ple, to  cat  the  paffover :  it  is  certain  that  the  twelve 
met  in  an  upper  roomy  upon  their  return  from  Chrift's 
afcenfion:  and  it  is  faid,  "  When  the  day  of  Pentecolt 
"  was  fully  come,  they  were  all  with  one  accord  in 
"  one  place,"  (Afts  ii.  i,  2,  3,  4.)  at  what  time 
that  excellent  glory  appeared ;  but  here  is  no  mention 
made  of  either  temple  or  fynagogue:  one  would  have 
thought  thofe  conventicles  (for  lb  they  were  then  called, 
and  fince)  fhould  not  have  borne  away  the  glory  and 
honour  of  that  holy  folemnity  from  thofe  cathedral  and 
canonical  places :  what  fuUen  feparation  did  the  falfe 
Jew  then,  as  well  as  the  falfe  Chriftian  now,  repute 
the  like  praftice  I  Certainly  this  ran  retrograde  to  the 
grain  and  humour  of  that  age ;  and  the  poor  apoftles 
were  therefore  efteemed  as  great  Fanaticks,  and  as 
much  reproached  as  any  of  the  fakers  in  this.  I 
muft  alfo  confefs,  they  continued  daily  with  one  ac- 
cord in  the  temple,  Adls  ii.  46,  but  they  broke  not 
bread  there  j  that  was  done  kaT  oskov^  that  is,  "  in  tbi 
•*  boujey'  if  he  will  have  it  fo,  inftcad  of  ^^  from  boujt 
**  to  bouje y*  to  be  fure,  it  was  not  '*  from  church  ta 
"  churchy^  as  he  would  have  the  houfe  called;  for  then 
wc  ihould  underftand  the  following  verfe  thus,  ^*  and 
"  the  Lord  added  to  the  church  daily  fuch  as  fhould 
"  be  faved,"  that  is,  *  to  the  bouje* 

But  I  fee  no  reafon  why  he  Ihould  fall  fo  hard  with 
his  criticifms  upon  x4?  ^/xoy,  and  let  x«0'  »/iaftfr  in  the 
fame  verfe  alone :  for,  as  Valla  and  Erafmus  well  ob- 
ferve^    ^V  ^^^s"*  is  as  well  rendered  fer  faigiilfif  d»m9S^ 
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or  domejiicatm,  i.  c,  *^  from  houfe  to  houfe/  as 
jt«t9'  ifxifttv  per  Jingulos  dies^  Jive  quotidie^  i.  e.    *  daily, 

*  or  from  day  to  day.' 

But  he  4r\\\  needs  have  it  that  the  apoftle,  i  Cor,  xi* 
meant  by  church  the  houfe,  when  he  faid,  '^  Have  ye 
?'  not  houfes  to  eat  and  drink  in,  or  defpife  ye  the 
*'  church  of  God?^"  His  reafon  is,  if  it  may  be 
thought  one,  *  becaufe  the  apoftle,  in  the  i8th  verfe, 

*  fays,  "  When  ye  come  in^e  church;"  and  in  the 

*  2oth  verfe,  "  when  ye  come  together  into  one  place/* 

*  fo  that  the  word  church  fignifics  the  place.' 

Anf.  "  When  ye  come  together  in  the  church,"  fig- 
nifics no  more  than  in  the  '^  congregation  or  aflcm- 
"  bly,"  or  "  among  yourfelves  as  a  church;"  (obferve 
well  the  margin) :  and  to  make  the  church  allude  to 
flace  in  the  20th  yerfe,  \%  a  bafe"  wrefting  of  our  ad- 
verfary's  5  for  there  is  no  Greek  word  there  for  place. 

But  he  thinks  he  has  one  argument  more,  ^  from 
^  Paul's  greeting  Prifcilla  and  Aquila,  and  the  church 

*  that  is  in  their  houfe,'  Rom.  xvi.  3,  5.  And  again, 
^  fending  falutation  from  them ;'  "  Aquila  and  Pi:ii^ 
^*  cilia  falute  you  much  in  the  Lord,  wii;h  the  church 
^'  in  their  houfe."     i  Cor.  xvi.  29. 

Anf.  If  this  be  to  prove  an  houfe  to  be  a  church, 
I  never  faw  the  like.  It  feems  we  mud  read,  after  his 
dialeft,  thus,  "  Greet  Prifcilla  and  Aquila,  and  the 
"  houfe  that  is  in  their  houfcv"  But  in  contradiftion 
to  all  this,  he  tells  us  in  the  next  page,  *  By  the 
'  church,  at  fuch  a  man's  houfe,  muft  be  meant  the 

*  whole  congregation  of  the  faints  affembled  at  fuch 

.\  Vatabl.  Eccleiian)  vel  congregationexn. 

Clarius.  lUe  convencus  in  eccleflam  non  ei  causa  fit :  hoc  qnod 
facitis  in  coDtemptum  ecclefi«&  Dei  redundat,  &  coram  pudorem  qQ| 
minus  habent. 

Zeger.  Confunditis  eos  qui  non  habent  quod  oiFerant  &  manducent. 

Cameron.  Dei  eccleiia  nic  privatis  xdibus  non  opponitun  Dei 
eccleiiam  contemnere  eft  pudore  ^9ere  tenuiores,  qui  magnam  E&« 
plefiae  partem  conflituebant,  i, 

Locus  loco  opponitur  granxp^tice,  non  logki,  i.  e«  cburch  or 
congregation.  Tne  church  is  not  dppofed  t6  private  honfcs.  To 
deipifc  the  church,  is  to  make  j^Qj^med  the  popr  pf.i^ 

^  a  maa'i^ 
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*  a  man's  houfe;'  and  truly,  reader,  I  think  fo  too. 
But  if  the  faints  met  to  make  the  church,  then  the  boufe 
is  not  the  church,  nor  indeed  can  an  houfe  meef  together 
in  an  houfe. 

But  now  I  will  tell  this  defamer  of  us.  That  though 
wc  have  no  ftately  bajilicosy  or  palace-churches ,  as  fome 
call  them,  beautified  with  painting,  images,  flags, 
carved  and  engraved  work,  and  built  to  the  eaft,  in 
imitation  of  the  heathen  idolatrous  temples ;  yet,  like 
unto  the  apoftles  and  primitive  Chriftians,  "  we  aflem- 
♦*  ble  from  houfe  to  houfe,"  and,  if  he  will  have  it 
io,  there  are  feveral  convenient  publick  places  on  pur- 
pofe  to  meet  and  perform  divine  worlhip  in. 

§.3.     Of  tithes. 

His  next  feftion,  and,  as  became  a  careful  greedy 
hireling,  by  much  the  largeft  of  any  in  his  book,  is 
employed  in  the  defence  of  the  priefts  maintenance, 
the/»^  qua  non  of  their  calling.  From  page  5 1  to  69, 
lus  firft  argument  is,  *  That  God  will  have  a  rent  and 

*  tribute  paid  him.     That  thus  he  dealt  with  the  chil- 

*  dren  of  Ifrael,    from  whom  he  refer ved  a  tithe  to 

*  himfelf;  and  that  in  Abraham's  time  tithes  to  Mel- 

*  chizedeck  were  paid,    after  whofe  order  Chrift  was 
\  made  a  prieft.' 

Anf.  The  tithes  that  were  paid  Melchizedeck,  were 

but  of  the  fpoils  Abraham  took  from  his  enemies;  and 

that  not  by  compulfion,  but  choice.      Melchizedeck 

was  king   of  Salem*,    king   of  peace,    prieft  of  the 

Moft  High  God:  \it  freely  adminiftred  bread  and  wine 

to  Abraham  to  refrelh  him ;  and  when  he  had  done, 

prayed,  and  praifcd  God  for  him,  without  bargain  or 

Wre :  whereupon  Abraham  gave  him  the  tithe  of  all, 

as  a  token  ot  his  thankfulnefs. 

Now  let  the  priefts  of  England  prove  themfelves  to 
be  of  Melchizedeck's  offspring,  men  of  peace,  priefts 
of  the  Moft  High  God,  and  let  them  but  minifter  to 
lis  of  the  living  bread  and  wine,  and  wrap  up  all  with 
(uch  prayers  and  praifes  to  God  for  us  as  he  will  ac- 
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ccpt ;  and  when  all  this  is  done^  if  we  refiife  them 
the  tithe  of  our  fpoils,  let  us  be  recorded  for  ungrate- 
ful men:  but  whilft  priefts  and  men  of  contention, 
hirelings,  that  feek  gain  from  their  quarter,  prepare 
war  againft  them  that  put  not  into  their  mouths,  are 
not  priefts  of  the  Moft  High  God's  anointing,  and 
who,  inftead  of  giving  us  bread  and  wine,  opprefs  us 
unto  death  for  a  four-penny  Eafter-reckoning,  and  in 
lieu,  of  prayers  and  praifes  to  God  for  us,  anathema- 
tize, whip,  imprifon,  and  banifti  us  for  impoftors, 
hereticks,  men  infpired  by  Satan,  and  fuch  like,  let  it 
not  be  wondered  at  that  a  poor  Quaker  has  a  tefti- 
mony  againft  fuch  a  prieft  j  and  that  he  rather  chufeth 
to  die  (unjuftly  his  prifoner)  than  pay  tithes  to*  him, 
that  is  an  ufurper  of  the  name,  authority,  and  office 
of  a  true  evangelical  minifter. 

And  for  his  inftance  of  the  land  of  Canaan,  it 
l^rings  no  obligation  upon  us.  England  is  no  Canaan, 
heither  as  to  its  acquifition,  nor  diftribution;  when 
the  Saxons  came  into  England,  God  rcferved  no  fuch 
rents.  And  if  it  be  well  argued  of  the  apottle,  (Heb. 
vii.  12.)  **  that  becaufe  the  law  is  changed,  thepricft- 
**  hood  is  alfo;'*  then  certainly  it  is  no  ill  confer 
quence,  that  the  "  way  of  maintenance"  muft  be* 
changed  too«  at  leaft  as  to  inftitution. 

*  But,'  fays  our  adverfary,  in  the  apoftle's  words^ 
I  Cor.  ix.  14.  "  The  Lord  hath  ordained,  that  they 
^  which  preaqh  the  gofpel  Ihould  live  of  the  golpel.** 

Anf.  We  are  contented  with  this,  but  the  priefts 
are  not.  They  cannot  prove  themfelves  minifters'of 
the  gofpel,  unlefs  by  that  never-failing  argument  of 
human  law  and  force,  if  yet  that  can  prove  them  fodi. 
Beftdes,  here  is  no  ftint  or  method  what  or  hew  i^  it  i| 
left  to  God's  witnefs;  but  that  they  dare  not  leavt 
themfelves  with :  earthly  powers  muft  firft  make  theni 
minifters,  and  then  get  them  maintenance.  But  there  is 
not  a  word  of  Paul's  *^  working  with  his  own  hands,'^ 
nor  Chrift's  explanation  of  «'  the  labourer  is  worthy 
**  of  his  hire;"  to  wit,  "  that  he  fhould  eat  what  i* 
^^  fet  before  him,  and,  Nlelchizedecl^  like,  blefs  dKi 

*^  houfct 
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•'  houfe,  if  worthy :"  nor  do  I  hear  of  .fo  much  as  one 
itinerary-preacber  \  who,  to  be  furc  carried  no  tithes 
upon  his  back^  as  the  priefts  of  our  days  do  into  their 
bam :  they  fued,  excommunicated,  imprifoned  none 
unto  death  for  hire's  fake. 

He  that  minds  God  more  than  his  belly,  (hall  never 
want  for  his  belly  j  for  the  authority  of  him  in  whofc 
name  he  goes,  makes  fufficient  way  for  his  fubfiftence, 
without  the  force  of  imperial  decrees  5  "  The  cattle 
"  upon  a  thoufand  hills  are  the  Lord's."     The  primi- 
tive Chriftians  paid  no  tithes  that  we  read  of;  yet  they 
forbore  not  to  adminifter  freely  to  the  neceffities  of 
thoie  who  were  faithful  labourers  and  travellers  amongft 
them.      The  law  that  fettled  that  maintenance,    was 
"  the  law  in  the  heart,  and  the  witnefs  of  God  in  the 
"  confcience,*^  to   which  Paul  particularly  defired  to 
be  made  manifeft.      It  [is   true,  about  four  hundred 
years  after  Chrift,  the  then  Chriftians  began  to  lay  up 
the  tUbe  of  their  fubftance,  towards  the  maintenance 
of  fuch  members  and  minifters  of  the  church  as  wantefl. 
But  this  was  out  of  their  own  free  Vill,  not  as  fettled 
maintenance,  nor  by  compuljion,  as  our  countryman,  Jo. 
Selden,  a  learned  antiquary,  tells  us.' 

But  our  adverfary  fays,  ^  That  Chriftian  emperors, 

*  kings,    princes,  and   other  nobles,    by  the  all •  wife 

*  Providence  infpiring  their  hearts,  have  given  houfes, 

*  lands,  and  tithes,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  minif-* 

*  tcrs  of  the  gofpel,  and  fecured  fuch  pofTeffions.  And 

*  therefore,  fuch  are  facrilegious,  and  robbers  of  God, 

*  who  with-hold  them :  fuch  tenths  being  as  much  the 
'  minifters,  as  the  ninths  are  the  peoples. 

Anf.  I  perceive  the  prieft  allows  injpiration  for  tithes^ 
though  we  are  Familifts,  Quakers,  and  Fanaticks,  for 
M)etting  the  doftrine  of  infpiration  in  the  worfhip  of 
God.  O  mercenary,  O  hireling  and  irreverent  faying! 
that  God  Ihould  be  more  concerned  for  carnal  than 
Ipiritual  things,  and  infpire  men  about  tithes,  and 
not  about  divine  worfhip.     Who  but  a  dark  and  mer-

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ccnary  prieft  could  have  uttered  fo   impious  an   ex-» 
prcffion  ? 

I  grant,  that  when  Auftin  came  into  England,  he 
defired  tithes  of  Ethelbert,  as  I  take  it,  king  of  Kent  J 
but  the  king's  care  of  his  people,  and  the  averfion  of 
their  humour  to  all  encroachments,  difappointed  the 
monk.     However,   *  Time  bringing  forth  murder  and 

*  adultery,  they  brought  forth  tithes.*'  For  OfFa  kil- 
ling Ethelbert,  gave  a  tenth  of  his  goods  to  pacify  his 
ghoft.  And  Edgar,  being  greatly  in  love  with  Ethel- 
wald's  wife,  to  obtain  his  end,  murdered  him ;  upon 
which  the  Pope  fending  forth  his  bull,  Edgar,  to  ap- 
peafe  him,  confirmed  to  the  church  the  tenth  of  all 
the  fruit  of  his  field  and  cattle,  to  them  and  their  fuc- 
ceffors.  And  as  murder  and  whoredom  introduced 
them,  fo  the  cunning  and  covetoufncfs  of  the  clergy 
have  continued  them  :  for  when  the  heptarchy  became 
a  monarchy,  the  priefts  evermore  would  thruft  in  fot 
a  fhare  with  the  conqueror ;  and  this  wrong  way  came 
tithes  to  be  the  priefts  right,  as  he  calls  it. 

*  But  let  this  pretended  Proteftant  anfwer  me,  if  he 
dare: 

Was  the  church  then  degenerated  or  no  ?  Was  it 
not  a  time  of  popery  ?  Did  not  the  firft  martyrs  except 
againfther?  Was  it  lawful  for  princes  to  give  away 
othtr  men's  goods,  upon  the  account,  and  for  the 
pretended  expiation,  of  their  fins  ? 

Could  the  giving  of  theiu  atone  ?  Is  it  not  acknow- 
ledging of  the  Pope's  power  to  abfolve  ?  Is  it  not  a 
buying  or  bribing  off^  the  guilt  of  fin  againft  Almighty 
God,  by  gifts  to  a  mortal  man,  and  thofe  extorted 
from  poor  people  too  ?  Is  this  Proteftant  do6trine  ? 
But,  above  all,  is  this  inftituting  tithes  upon  infpira- 
tipn  ?  Hell  her  own  felf  was  the  foundrefs  of  thcfe 
things  ^  He  may  remember  that  there  is  better  anti- 
quity for  that  voice,  which  the  ancients  report  to  have 
been  heard  that  day  Conftantine  conferred  thofe  large

endowments 
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endowments  upon  the  church,  than  for  the  inftitution 
of  tithes  and  rich  benefices ;  I  mean  that  voice 
through  the  heavens,  This  day  is  poifon  poured  into 
the  church.  Since  which  time  it  has  been  obfcrvcd 
by  the  bcft  princes,  wifeft  counfellors,  and  moft  mode- 
rate clergymen",  *  That  the  enrichment  and  impower- 

*  ing  of  church-officers,  has  been  the  canker  of  the 

*  church,  and  the  moth  of  the  ftate/ 
It  is  not  my  bufinefs  to  write  an  hiftory :  but  I  re- 
commend to  the  inquifitive  reader,  WicklifF's  Re- 
monftrance  j  the  Plowman's  Complaint ;  Chaucer's 
Plowman's  Tale  ;  Walter  Brute,  and  W.  Thorpe's 
Examination,  in  the  Martyrology ;  Pareus ;  Hiftory 
of  the  Waldenfes ;  and  Jo.  Selden,  men  that  ought 
not  to  pafs  for,  or  be  reputed,  Fanaticks,  efpecially  by 
fiich  who  call,  themfelvcs  Proteftants. 

I  (hall  only  fay,  firft.  That  they  were  the  people's 
wholly,     adly,    It   is  now  the  people's  labour,  more 
than  the  prieft's   land,  that  brings  the  increafe :  and 
men  ought  not  to  be  conftrained   to  pay  thofe   they 
never  hired  -,  npr  to  labour  for  thofe  that  profit  them 
aot.     3dly,  They  were  given  to  expiate  murder  and 
adultery,  and  uphold  an  idolatrous  clergy,  upon  Pro- 
tcftant  principles  i  and   therefore  to   be   removed,  as 
were  the  high  places  and  groves,  idolatroufly  dedicated 
among  the  Jews.     4thly,  Bccaufe  it  is  moft  reafon- 
able  for  a  man  to  believe  according  to  his  own  con- 
fcicnce,  and  not  according  to  another  man's  confci- 
ence.     ^*  It  is  unrighteous  to  perfecute  a  man  for  not 
*'  maintaining  that  religion,  which  in  his   confcienc^ 
^  he  believes  to  be  falic ;  as   well  as  that   it  is   the 
"  badge  of  a  falfe  religion  to  perfecute  for  mainte- 
"  nance.'.     5thly,  Though  they  may  have  been  con- 
firmed by  fome  princes,  yet,  confidering  the  end  to 
which  they  were  given,  to  wit,  for  the  maintenance  of 
a  certain  fort  of  religious  order,  now  exploded,  whofc 
fucceffors  thefe  are  not,  (and  fo  the  ancient  conflitu- 
tion  broken)  we  cannot  fee  any  reafon  why  they  ftiould 

■  Cobham,  Bernard,  Tindal,  Frith,  Charl.  V.  Exnp. 
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femain ;  unlefs  any  thing  commanded  is  to  be  obeyed, 
becaufe  commanded,  and  not  becaufe  in  itfelf  law- 
ful. 

Two  things  I  cannot  but  obfervc.     Firft,  That  he 
affirms,  *  The  clergy  of  England  have  not  a  tenth ) 

*  much  complaining  that  every  one  fnips  from  them  ;* 
cvjus  contrarium  verum  \  for  they  not  only  fnip,  but 
(lice,  from  every  body  elfe.  I  commend  to  his  perufal 
a  pamphlet,  intituled,  ^'  Omnia  comejla  i  Beloy'*  where 
he  will  find  a  very  particular  account  of  the  revenues 
of  archbifhops,  bifhops,  archdeacons,  deans,  canons, 
prebends,  parfons,  vicars,  petty-canons,  finging-men, 
choirifters,  organifts,  gofpellers,  epiftlers,  vergers, 
chancellors,  and  their  attendants,  delegates,  regifters, 
and  their  clerks.  Gentlemen  apparitors,  inferior  appa- 
ritors, proftors,  &c.  I  doubt  not  but  ffieen  hundred 
iboujand  pounds  a  year  will  be  the  moft  modeft  ac- 
compt  that  computation  will  admit  of;  which  is  but 
double  the  revenue  that  former  monarchs  have  had 
for  the  maintenance  of  their  family,  crown  and  dig» 
nity,  their  civil-juftice,  armies,  navies,  and  coftly  em- 
baflies.  If  all  this  be  to  refemble  Chrift  Jefus  and  his 
apoftles,  the  fcripxure  has  given  us  a  very  wrong  ac- 
count of  him  and  them. 

The  fecond  thing  I  would  obferve  is  this.  That  he 
has  the  ignorance  and  confidence  to  argue  from  the 
ftipcr-excellency  of  Chrift's  miniftration  to  that  of 
Mofesj  '  that  the  maintenance  of  the  minifters  of  the. 

*  gofpel  (hould  proportionably  exceed  the  maintenance 

*  of  the  priefts  under  the  law.' 

Anf.  But  certainly  he  is  one  of  the  firft  men  that 
made  this  wild  interpretation  of  the  glory  of  the  latter 
houfe  excelling  the  glory  of  the  former ;  as  if  Chrift's 
houfe  were  outward,  or  his  glory  either !  Would  we 
have  one  outward  temple  figure  out  another?  as  if 
Chrift  fhould  bring  in  another  Levitical  law  to  excel 
that  of  Mofes !  Certainly  the  New  Jerufalem,  after 
this  man's  rate  of  difputing,  muft  be  an  outward 
ftrudure  of  material  fapphires,  emeralds,  jafpers,  &c. 
But  there  is  a  Pope  and  a  Mahomet  in  his  belly>  whe- 
ther 
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thcr  he  knows  it  or  no :  for  thefe  fleihly  conceits  firft 
fet  them  to  work  upon  their  pompous  worfhip,  neg- 
Icfting  the  holy,  pure,  felf-denying  and  fpiritual  reli- 
gion of  Chrift  Jefus  and  his  apoftles,  who  neither 
praftifcd  nor  fet  up  any  fliadowy  and  ceremonial  wor- 
ihip,  nor  fettled  themfclves  in  fplendid  livings,  to  lead 
ca^,  quiet,  and  voluptuous  lives.  "  Freely  they  re- 
"  ceived,  freely  they  gave;"  not  as  our  adverfary 
ridiculoufly  underftands  it,  '  that  they  gave  their  mi- 
*  racles,  but  fold  their  preaching:'  the  fpirit  of  a 
pompous  antichrift  indeed,  who  pleads  for  Jiate  under 
a  felf-denying  gofpel !  Chrift's  kingdom  is  not  of  this 
world ;  and  yet  our  adverfary  pleads  for  the  grandeur 
of  a  worldly  worfhip,  miniftry,  and  maintenance:  we 
may  allow  him  therefore  and  his  tribe  to  be  worldly 
Chriftians,  but  not  true  followers  of  that  Jefus,  who 
laid,  when  he  was  in  the  world,  "  I  am  not  of  the 
**  world  5"  which  leads  me  to  the  next  feftion  con- 
cerning the  miniftry. 

§.  4.  Of  Minifters  of  the  Gofpel. 

In  defence  of  the  church  of  England's  miniftry,  he 
tells  us,  (p.  70,  71,  73,  74.)  *  That  they  have,  firft, 
.'  the  teftimony  of  their  own  confcience,  that  they  are 

*  furnllhed  to  that  office.     2dly,  The  outward  call  of 

•  the  church,  by  impofition  of  hands  and  prayers/ 
Anf.  If  the  minifters  of  the  church  of  England  have 

the  teftimony  of  their  confcience,  it  muft  be  either  a 
true  or  a  falfe  teftimony.  If  a  falfe^  then  not  truly 
called,  upon  our  adverfary's  principles :  If  trucy  then 
infallibly  fo;  and  confequently,  both  every  man  hath 
an  infallible  witnefs  in  his  own  confcience ;  and  the 
preparation  and  call  of  this  witnefs  is  the  inward  call 
to  the  miniftrv.  Now  how  this  can  be  without  revcr 
lation  and  infpiration  I  know  not.  But  it  feems,  mi- 
aifterial  qualification  muft  be  judged  of  by  the  wit- 
nefs in  the  confcience,  which  is  the  overthrow  of  the 
pricft's  caufe  and  doftrinc  :  but  I  deny  that  the  priefts 
act  upon  this  inward  teftimony  i  for  they  arie  afraid  of 
Vol,  III.  h  V>^VTv% 
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being  made  manifeft  to  the  confcience :  and  when  we 
urge  this  inivard  manifeftation,  they  crv  ovty  with  our 
adverfarvj  enthufiafm,  familifm^  quaKerifm !  but  if 
this  muft  be  the  alone  juds;e  of  qualification,  let  him 
for  fliame  give  over  vilifying  our  public  labourers,. 
and  incenfirig  our  fuperiors  againft  us,  (who  honeftly 
plead  confcience  in  the  cafe,)  and  us  for  refufing  thct . 
national  priefthood,  which  we  believe,  in  the  prefence  j 
of  God,  angels  and  men,  to  be  not  fo  qualified.  For 
covetoufnefs,  bargaining,  ftealing  their  neighbours 
words,  preaching  their  experiences,  not  their  qwh,  not 
knowing  experimentally  whereof  they  affirm,  nor 
turning  people  to  righteoufnefs,  but  perfecuting  them 
that  love  it,  and  daubing  finners  with  untempered 
mortar^  are  altogether  inconfiftent  with  it* 

For  the  '  laying  on  of  hands,'  it  is  well  known  to 
be  a  Jewifh  ceremony:  and  we  read  that  Saul  and 
Barnabas  preached,  before  the  apoflles  laid  hands  upoa 
them.  Befides,  it  is  not  every  body's  hands  will  fervej 
they  muft  be  men  infpired,  upon  our  enemies  concef- 
fions,  and  not  every  foul  fift.  Nor  did  it  give  autho- 
rity ;  but,  as  many  other  Jewifh  ceremonies,  it  w» 
made  ufe  of  to  expre/s  that  miffion  which  had  a  more 
inward  and  fpiritual  ground.  They  were  named  apot 
ties  from  one  of  the  meaneft  offices  that  belonged  to 
the  temple  j  not  lord  primates,  lord  archbifhops,  lord 
bifhops,  may  it  pleafe  your  grace,  may  it  pleafe  yoitf 
lordfhip,  right  reverend  fathers  in  God,  &c.  Thcfc 
things  came  from  the  Pope,  and  thither  they  will  and 
muft  return. 

To  conclude :  becaufe  our  adverfary  tells  us,  thu 
the  church,  from  the  days  of  the  apoftles,  has  had  i 
fucceffive  apoftlefhip  and  miniftry  to  confer,  whethcil 
he  will  or  no,  he  muft  imply,  ^  that  there  has  been  a 
*  true  apoftolical  church  ever  fince  j'  which  is  to  mn 
the  lie  to  the  Holy  Ghoft,  that  prophefied  of  a  &Uing j 
sway,  and  a  great  apoftacy.     2  Tbef.  ii. 

adly.  That  if  the  miniftry  of  the  church  of  Eng- 
land be  lawfully  defcended,  and  are  fucceflbrs  of  £e 
apoftlesj  ^d  fo  primitive  minifters,  thejr  muft  be 

apoftot 
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tpoftolically  qualified :  but  they  are  not  (o  apoftoli* 
cally  qualified^  either  as  to  the  work  of  God  in  theni'^ 
lelves^  the  gift  of  the  holy  fpirit,  daily  informationj 
the  effeA  of  their  miniftry,  that  patience,  meeknefsj 
plain-dealing,  perfeverance,  godly  hofpitality,  conti- 
nual labour,  and  felf-denying  converfation ;  confe- 
Suently  not  lawfully  defcended,  nor  true  fucceflbrs  of 
le  apoftles  and  primitive  minifters. 
Nor  do  we  think  it  fuch  *  an  intolerable  prefump- 
'  tion,  for  mechanicks  and  tradefmen  to  preach  tnc 

*  gofbel,'  as  he  would  have  it :  for  we  well  remember9 
that  tnofe  who  believed  and  followed  the  Son  of  Godj 
Were  reproached  by  the  Scribes  and  Pharifees,  the  learn- 
ed and  national  teachers  of  the  Jews,  for  illiterate  per- 
Ibns;''  crying  out  in  that  day,  "  Have  any  of  the  Ru- 
*'  lers,  or  of  the  Phar^fees,  believed  on  him  ?  but  this 
«  people,  who  know  not  the  law,  are  accurfed  ?'*  It 
Wais  that  generation  that  called  him  and  his  difciples 

'  tb  often,  *^  This  fellow ;  away  with  this  fellow  i  this 
*^  peftilent  fellow,"  after  the  rate  our  adverfary  doth 
treat  us,  as  we  may  have  occafion  anon  to  obferve.  In 
ihort,  Peter  and  John  were  found  unlearned.  Ouze- 
lius,  in  his  animadverfions  on  Minutius  Felix,   faith^ 

*  That  as  the  Gentiles  did  objeft  to  the  Chriftians  their 

*  rudeftile,  ill-bred  language^  and  their  being  defiitute  of 

*  all  addrejs  or  civil falutation^  calling  them  rufticks  and 
'  clowns ;  fo  did  the  Chriltians,  by  way  of  irony  and 
^  contempt,  term  them  the  well-bred^  the  eloquenty  and 
^  the  knowing : '  *  This  he  proves  by  ample  teftimo- 
nies  out  of  Arnobius,  LaAantius,  Ifidorus,  Pelufiota^ 
'IDieodoret,  and  others. 

In  the  conftitutions  of  Clemens  Romanus''  (as  fup- 
jpbfed)  it  is  enjoined,  '  Abftain  from  all  the  books  of 
*  tJie  Gentiles/  Alfo  the  council  of  Carthage  had  an 
tz^cfs  canon  againft  ^'  reading  heathen    authors :"

Gratian  hath  alfo  fuch  like  paflagcs  as  thefe,  bv 
way  of  complaint.     '  We  fee  that  the  priefts  of  tKc 

*  Lord,  neglefting  the  gofpels  and  the  prophets,  rdd 

*  comedies  or  play-books,  and  fing  love-verfes/  Sity- 

Cardan    tells,    *  That    Gregory>    though   a    Po^f)^ 

*  burnt  feveral  lafcivious  Latin  authors,  as  Cseciliahus 

*  AfFranius,  Nsevius  Licinius,'  &c.  Nor  had  Plautus, 
Martial  and  Terence,  now  fchool-books,  efcaped  him; 
could  he  have  helped  it.  In  like  manner  Gregory 
Nazianzen,  the  father,  fupprefled  feveral  Greek  au- 
thors, as  Diphilus,  Apollodorus,  Philemon,  Ale^ds^ 
Sappho,  &c. 

And  Petrus  Bellonius, ""  that  inquilitive  traveller, 
when  at  Mount  Athos,  where  lived  fix  thoufand 
KaAoisjm  in  monafteries,  did  not  fo  much  as  finc^  (to 
nor  in  all  Greece)  one  man  acquainted  with  the  cpn- 
verfation  of  thefe  poets :  for  though  they  hid  feverift 
manufcripts  of  divinity  in  their  libraries,  yet  not  oijfc 
poet,  hiftorian,  or  philofopher.  That  they  anathemJ^- 
tized  fuch  priefts  as  ftudied  pocfy,  or  tranfcribcd  bodl^ 
not  treating  of  religion. 

And  Dominicus  a  Soto,*  ftrongly  pleads  not  only 
the  liberty  of  every  man's  teaching  any  good  that, he 
knows,  but  that  '  it  is  his  duty  to  reach  it.' 

Machiavel  afTures  us,  *  the  firft  promoters  of  Chfif- 

*  tianity  commanded  all  poets  and  hiftorians,  wfelch 
'  treated  of  the  Gentiles  vain  converfation  and  wor- 

*  fhip,  to  be  burned/ 
Farther,  concerning  the  illiteratenefs,  meanncfs,  aii|i  ; 

novelty,    which    the    Gentiles    objedted    againft  thb  ■ 
Chriftians,  fee  ^  Dr.  Cave's  Primitive  Chriftianity/   i 
By  all  which  it  appears,  that  the  Quaker-preachers 
are  neverthelefs  orthodox  for  being  ignorant  in  human 
fciences ;  fince  the  moft  orthodox  preachers  have  bedi

In  fliort.  That  nminiftry  which  is  experimental  and 
powerful,  for  the  turning  of  many  from  darknefs  to 
light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  God,  is  the 
only  true  and  evangelical  miniftry ;  and  fuch  an  one 
we  both  own  and  enjoy,  bleffcd  be  the  name  of  our 
God  for  ever ! 


CHAP.     V. 

His  fourth  chapter  confidered :  Quakery  (as  he  calls 
it)  no  Sadducifm,  as  he  would  fuggeft.  His  mca- 
fures  of  us  wrong, 

HI  S  great  ill-will  to  the  Quakers  puts  him  upoa 
flinging  any  thing  upon  them  that  he  thinks 
will  ftick;  at  leaft  that  he  would  have  to  do  fo.**  Wc 
muft  this  turn  be,  with  all,  Familifts,  Sadducees  j  but 
the  fierce  will  of  the  man  has  precipitated  him  into  a 
ftrange  miftake  :  hear  him. 
*  H;  N.  owns  no  other  immortality  than  the  con- 

*  tinuance    of   his    doftrine ;    nor  judgment-feat  of 

*  Chrift,  nor  heaven,  nor  hell,  but  what  are  in   this 

*  life.  The  Quakers,*  fays  he,  ^  do  the  like  j  for 
'  T.  Fofter  fays,  in  a  book  called  *  A  Guide  to  the 
'  Blind,'  "  that  the  fecond  appearance  of  Chrift  is  in 
^'  fpiritj  to  end  fin,  and  finifh  tranfgreflTion." 

Now  if  this  proves  the  agreement,  I  never  faw  the 
like  J  taking  for  granted  what  he  reprcfents  H.  N.  to 
have  held ;  in  which  I  know  he  belies  him.  Is  there 
no  difference  between  faying,    '  that   Chrift's  fecond 

*  appearance  is  in  the  Spirit,'  and  denying  *  Immor- 
'  talityj  eternal  judgment,  heaven  and  hell  ?'  O  hi- 
deous confequence  and  comparifon  1  But  why  is  it 
fuch  falfe  doftrine  to  fay,  that  Chrift's  fecond  coming 
\$  ibiri^ual  i  Shall  he  ever  vome  fQ  fleihly  as  before  ?

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Is  not  he  glorified  ?  After  what  manner  was  it  lie  pro* 
mifed  to  corne^  when  he  faid,  ^^  Some  (landing  here

•*  Man  come  in  his  kingdom."  Mat,  xvi,  a8.  **  I 
*'  will  not  leave  you  comfortlefs;  I  will  come  to  you;

**  but  ye  fee  me,  bccaufe  I  live,  ye  live  alfo*  He  that 
•^  is  with  you  (hall  he  in  you,"  John  xiv.  17,  iS*

And  for  judgment,  immortality,  heaven  and  hdiin' 

this  life,  were  not  our  adverfary  a  fenfeleis  hovice((jb 

thefe  matters,   his    own   doctors   would   teach  .hiiSi 

*  That  there  fliall  be  no  other  judgment,  iaunoitabty, 

^'  heaven  or  hell  hereafter,   than  what  every  one.  has 

^  fome  meafurable  fenfe   or  earned  of  in  this  life.' 

I^JFjsom  hence  he  is  fo  unjuil  to  us,  and  H.  N*  tod^'itt 

to  give  out  to  the  world,  ^  We  both  deny  all  fii^ie 

^  immortalityi  judgment,  heaven  or  hell.'      I  J»tas 

declared  the  utmoft  of  the  thing,  and  doubt  hoc  Ibut 

/time  will  make  him  greatly  afliamed  of  his  undq-* 

'.takings.  ^     \:Ti 

f  But  Gi  Fox,  the  Sadducee,*  fays  he,  ^  holds, j  tie 
^'  foul  is  apart  of  the  effence  and  being  of  God;  ^thsoft-* 
^  fore  his  conclufion  is  unqueflionablei^'  or  to  jh^ 
purpofe.  c-  !f^i 

I  am  very  ready  to  think  the  devil  grievoufly  yan^ 
with  that  good  man :  and  indeed  he  has  reafon  for  i^ 
(if  I  may  fay,  that  the  devil  can  have  reafon  for  any 
thing  he  does)  for  he  h^th  ihrewdly  brow-beaten  hun

cavj^:  m  the  world,  and  a  great  inftrument  has  God 
nudeiihim  of  noble,  and  valiant,  and  durable  afts 
lunoog;  the  fons  of  men :  and  we  (hall  fo  much  the 
incite  refpeft  and  honour  him,  by  how  much  untoward 
ffririts  feek  to  bear  him  down  in  the  minds  of  people. 
]lat> ISO  anfwer  our  adverfary :  How  comes  it  he  never 
tpiotefc  when  he  cites,  I  mean  page  his  references  ?  Does 
Ife  think  we  are  bound  to  perufe  a  folio  to  defend 
•aypaflage  from  his  random  reflexions?  What  is  he 
£>r  a  man,  that  he  treats  us  fo  i  la  negligence  i  with 
this  contemptuous  negleft?  Does  he  conceit  people 
lieholden  to  him  for  his  flanders  without  proof,  or 
dut  aoy  thing  againft  a  Quaker  is  evidence  enough  ?

a  ideore  of  mifreprefenting  and  running  us  down,  hur- 
•jied  him  beyond  the  bounds  of  all  moderation :  nor 
iitke  alone  in  the  matter;  for  many  learned  rabbiesj 
••mt  modem  orthodox  divines  (as  they  are  called  and 
^nputed)  have  affirmed  the  fame.  Let  it  be  truth  for 
.ttor  fakes,  if  not  for  his. 

ndin  Ihort,  were  we  of  the  mind  he  would  have  peo- 
jdfe.tt  think  we  are,  of  all  men  none  would  be  fo 
miferable :  what !  fufFer  in  this  world,  becaufe  of  our 
fiuth  and  hope  in  the  life  of  the  other ;  and  yet  deny 
^  very  end  of  that  hope,  faith,  and  eternal  life^ 
which  alone  bears  us  over  the  troubles  of  this  tempo- 
til  one  ?  I  am  perfuaded  all  moderate  perfbns  will 
better  of  us.

He  endeavours^  in  his  fifth  chapter«  to  prove  usrini- 
confiftent  with  the  good  of  civil  magiftnacy.  iOur 
adverfary's  reafon  top  ihort  for  his  envy.     Swearing

HAD  not  this  chapter  been  found  among^ the) reft, 
I  might  perhaps  have  taken  him  for  fpnie  zealous  ^ 
churchman^  vexed  only  at  the  increafe  of  the  poor  | 
Quakers,  on  a  mere  religious  fcore.  But  when  I  fee  i 
him  wilfully  ipiftaken>  and  purpofely  charafkeri^ing  i 
them  enemies  to  government,  and  that  to  the  infecu- 
rity  of  civil  magiftrates,  I  perceive  what  he  would  Jk 
at,  and  that  nothing  will  ferve  him  below  our  throats. 
He  has  multiplied  words  unneceffarily  5  thefeutwo, 
'  Hang  them/  would  have  both  explained  and  per- 
haps gratified  his  mind  better.  ,  --v 

He  delivers  it  as  a  fundamental  of  the  Qtiakefs 
religion,  *  That  they  teftify  againft  proud  and  lofiy 
^  magiftrates,  who  rule  not  for  God,  but  for  them^ 
.*  felves:'  to  which,  as  a  dangerous  doftrine,  he  op^ 
pofeth  the  apoftle  Peter's  exhortation  j  "  Submit 
f^  yourfelves  to  every  ordinance  of  man  for  the  Lord's 
.*'  fake,  whether  to  the  king,  as  fupreme,  or  unto  go- 
*^  vernors,  that  are  fent  by  him  for  the  punifhnienc 
•^  of  evil-doers,  and  for  the  praife  of  thep[i  ^hat  ?do 
*^  well  i"  crying  out,  *  Is  not  this  a  doftrine  fitted  tO 
f  ftir  up  fedition  and  rebellion  1  and  that  fuch  zt^  only 
f  magiftrates  in  our  account  that  are  righteous;  in  out 
^  efteem.  If  a  magiftrate  be  wicked,  obedience^'  iayi 
Jie,  ^  is  0;ill  due  to  him.* 

Anf.  Trues  but  not  to  that  which  is  wicked  1  for 
that  were  to  open  a  door  to  all  the  inipiety  a  NoQ 
could  be  guilty  of.  But  what  contradiftion  is  there 
betwixt  the  apoftle's  language  and  the  Quakers  i^  Gaa 
any  fober  perfon  think  the  apoftle  Peter  exhorted  Ab

fl^urchfli 
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churches  to  believe  evil  magiftraces  to  be  good  ones  ? 
or  prove  lofty  magiftrateSj  who  rule  not  for  God,  fit 
to  be  obeyed  therein  ?  This  were  to  underftand,  as  if 
the  apoftle  meant,  that  fuch  as  rule  not  for  God,  pu- 
siifli  evil-doers,  and  praife  them  that  do  well :  a  con- 
tradi£tion!    If  our  faith  be  dangerous,  the  fcripture 
inuft  be  in  queftion.     Muft  a  reproving  of  evil  be  a 
difowning  of  magiftracy  ?   It  feenis  then  that  magif- 
trates  are  not  to  be  reproved,  let  their  pradices  be 
.never  fo  exorbitant.     Is  there  no  difference  between 
iOur  diflike  of  the  unjuit  a(5t  of  a  Julian,   and  our  re- 
bellion againft  juft  authority?   If  ihewing  men  their 
.evils^  be  difrefpe£t;  and  a  reprehenfion  of  them  as  un- 
chrlftian,  be  rebellion;   we  muft  read  religion  back- 
awards.      But  God  deliver  all  magiftrates  from  fuch 
counfellors,  and  us  from  fuch  enemies. 

But  that  which  is  very  remarkable,  is  the  contradic- 
tion he  gives  himfelf,  and  the  injuftice  he  (hews  to 
us ;  who  in  one  page  fays,  *  We  would  deftroy  all  ma- 
..♦  giftratcs,  not  of  our  own  opinion  :'  and  in  the  very 
TOXt  gives  it  for  our  judgment,  though  with  great 
diflike,  *.That  magiftrates  ought  not  to  impofe  opi- 
^. nions  in  matters  of  religion;'  as  if  we  were  fuch 
wretches,  as  to  deny  that  power  unto  magiftrates, 
which  we  would  tyrannically  ufe  ourfelves. 
.  Bqt  he  thinks  he  has  enough  againft  us  in  this  est- 
.prcG^on^  '  All  governors  ought  to  be  accountable  to 
f  t\it  people,  and  to  the  next  fucceeding  rulers,  for  all 
5  their  aAions,  which  may  be  enquired  into  upon  oc- 
.  l  cafion."  *  This  (fays  our  adverfary,  with  a  great  rant) 
^.•borders  upon  treafon,  refpeding  his  majefty  the  king 
f  of  England.' 

Anf.  But  what  if  he  was  not  then  in  England,  but 
H  fort  of  people  that  held  this  very  principle,  and  who 
)iad  fworn  to  God,  before  angels  and  men,  to  main«- 
taia  it,  and  broke  their  folemn  oaths?  Was  it  not 
4irgumentum  ad  bominem,  to  fuch  a  generation  i  And 
docs  not  our  adverfary  know,  that  there  are  eleftive 
gov^rnmeacs  in  the  world,  and  annual  choice  of  offi- 
cers 
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^ere  m^owiiwircountrjr,  thsrt  are  accoiiMablec' botb^to 
the  people. and  their  fueceifors?'  .  ;.  =  :; 

But'  fitice  he  has  brought  the  king^  of  Engrliild'i 
name,  on  the  ftage^  upon  this  occafion,  I  fbill  wibSy 
tellrhim  and  the  world  two  things^  and  let  meiri  reiiih 
them  as  they  pleafe.    Firft,  That  it  is  hot  for  the  in^ 
terefr  or  honour  of  his  governmenty   for  in^^  to  "41e 
0ver-officious  in  the  enlarging  his  prerogative  ^beyond - 
thofe  bounds^  which  the  excellent  fundamental  lawi 
of  England  have  circumfcribed  the  whole  govemmeiit 
wkh.    No  prince's  crown  in  Europe  ftands  more  firm 
dian  faisj  upon  Englifh  law:  the  law  gives  bodi  Kght 
and  might.    It  has  been  the  part  of  fuch  as  daire  ndt 
truft  their  lives  and  anions  with  th^  law^'  to  wM^per 
uillimited  power  into  the  ears  of  princes;  but  their 
ultimate  aim  was  not  their  fovereign's  greatncA;  4>ut 
their  own  prote&ion.

Secondly^  It  is^ttot 
our  bufinefs  to  meddle  with  government;  but  to^obejr, 
-or  fufier,  for  confcience-fake :  can  our  adver^urj^'^iaft: 
more  ?  Sev^eral  of  us  have  been  the  faithful  fervania 
both  of  him  and  his  father;   and  God  knows,  ontr 
tdndncis  is  not  changed  with  our  religion^  thomgb  it 
dttimits  not'  of  our  former  way  of  fhewing  it.    And 
ibis  I  may  truly  fay  in  general,  that  not  only  our  prifi^ 
^^de  leads  to  no  fuch  nice  and  bufy  meddlings,  but 
tvue  are  adually  unconcerned  in  any  fuch  things:  wt 
^  ealc  not  this  out  of  fear  or  flattery;  thetrutfar  kas 

accd  us  far  above  both :  but  knowing  t;he  world  will 
ever  be^  good  till  every  one  mends  one;  and  diat 
lG^*a  grace  has  therefore  univerfally  appeared,  and 
H^ret  dom,  in  the  hearts  of  men ;  it  is  botn  our  defire, 
^dutjfr  and  praftice,  to  endeavour  after  that  kdly^  righ- 
teous, and  innocent  life  it  leads  to,  and  tihat  as  Wl  fof 
4itbers  as  ourfelves.

But  as  there  is 

jbiore  difference  between  us  and  the  Papifts,  than  the 

Proteffcants  and  the  Papifts,  by  how  much  the  Procdt* 

linta  liave  many  things  that  are  Popifli,  and  we  have 

Bot  5  -ib  have  I  ever  found  thcfe  filly  thread-bare  flan- 

dera  t^  be  the  refuge  of  fhallow  heads  and  weak  caufes* 

But  I  would  have  all  know,  as  I  have  elfewhere  faid, 

^jJThe  groqnd  of  fwearing  is  either  through  diftruft  of 

-fi.xMont&y  in  him  that  fwears,  or  weaknefs  in  him  to 

fj^h^Ok  the  oath  is  made/    The  firft  takes  in  all  the 

^emng  that  is  now  in  the  world;  the  laft,  thofe  oaths 

jGi9d  condefcended  to  make  to  the  Jews.    So  that  it  is 

jclkbcr  an  extraordinary  way  of  evidence,  to  awe  wit- 

:Acflca  rUito  truth ;  or  an  extraordinary  way  of  promif- 

ifig^.  to  work  belief  in  the  incredulous/    Now  incre- 

.diility  and  difhonelty  are  both  unchrilHan :  for  as  none 

.^wc^^lGhriftians,  but  thofe  who  are  "  buried  with  Chrift 

Sfi  fey  baptifm,  and  are  raifed  up  unto  newnefs  of  life;'* 

^ii|  that  pure  law  of  the  fpirk  of  life,  *^  Swear  not  at 

iV^;a|ljir  is  recorded.   And  fo  far  is  this  from  contradid*- 

dpg  tfce  word  of  God,  that  the  Great  Word  of  God 

dkn'th  fo  enjoined  us,  for  all  our  adverfary's  paraphrafe 

iflpoft  it,  to  wit,  ^  Swearing  in  communication;'    for 

liAiO  fiyearing  prohibited  was  fuch  as  the  law  allowed^ 

iMsBp.  Sandenon  well  obferves,  « It  was  not  needful 

^%  tbsfltt  Chrift  fliould  forbid  what  was  forbidden  in  itfelf^ 

-^jpr  was  always  unlawful ;  which  fwearing  in  commu- 

^t.iiiW0£iQir  was  and  is,  as  by  the  third  commandment, 

f*  Thou  flialt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lx>rd  thy  God 

^^  in  vain/"

Chrift  brought  forth  a  righteoufncfs  t^at,  needed  It 
Yiyytj  for  that  grace,  faith  and  truth,  wh|cK  camje  by 
Jcfus  Chrift,  take  away  the  neceffity  of  an  oath.  Con- 
fequently  fo  far  as  any  are  in  that  incredulity  or  diijixo- 
ncfty  which  needs  it,  fo  far  they  are  not  the  followers 
artd  difciples  of  Chrift,  nor  qualified  with  his  evange- 
lical righteoufncfs.  Indeed  it  is  a  fhameful  thing,  and 
very  difhonourable  to  the  Chriftian  religion,  that  they 
who  pretend  themfelves,  to  be  of  a  Chriftian  fociety, 
fliould  be  fo  un-Chrift-like,  to  want  and  ufe  the 
fearing  and  affrighting  affeverations  difperifed  with  in 
fome  of  the  weakeft  times  of  knowledge,  by  which  to 
aflure  one  another  of  their  faith  and  truth.  In  fuch 
.cafes,  where  is  their  evangelical  link  and  tie  of  unity? 
Certainly  a  true  Chriftian's  yea  (hould  be  yeuy  and  his 
nayy  nay\  that  is,  in  anfwer  to  all  queftions,  whether 
it  relate  to  matter  of  evidence  or  promife,  they  fliould 
fpeak  the  truth,  and  mean  and  do  what  they  fay;  which 
is  enough. 

This  truth  is  fo  natural,  that  it  is  familiar  with  fome 
to  fay,  *  1  had  rather  take  his  word  than   the  other's 

*  oathj^'  which  ftiews  how  much  honefty  is  more 
credible  than  fwearing.  This  made  the  primitive 
Chriftians  not  only  refufe  to  fwear  by  the  fortune  of 
C«far,  but  to  fwear  at  ally  telling  their  judges  in  their 
anfwers,  '  It  was  unlawful  for  a  Chriftian  to  fwear.' 
And  Bp,  Gauden  himfdf  afllires  us,  *  that  they  were 
^  fo  ftrift  and  exaft,  that  there  was  no  need  of  an 
^  oath  among  them  :  yea,  they  fo  kept  up  the  fanftity 
^<^nd  credit   of   their  profeffion   among   unbelievers, 

*  that  it  was  fccurity  enough  in  all  cafes  to  fay,  Cbrif- 

*  tianusfumy  I  am  a  Chriftian :'  and  that  if  any  urged 
them  farther,  '  they  repeated  this,  as  the  only  fatisfac* 

*  tion  they  would  gives'  the  veracity  of  their  word. 


'  As  the  thief  in  EfTex,  who  robbing  a  Quaker,  in  company,  with 


i^iejr  do  not  fra^j/e  it« 
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iVtitiS  tfiat,' he  imight  farther  (hew,  how  diflionourablc 
4hd[;'iTcedIeft  a  thing  it  was  for  good  aad  holy  menj 
attdb'  true  Chriftians,  to  fwear,  he  brings  in  the  whole 
%o"dy  of  the  Effenes,  with  feveral  wife  Heathens  and. 
Chriftian  fathers :  indeed  it  was  a  primitive  maxim, 
Jfon  oporteti  ut  vir  qui  evangelice  vivity  juret  omnino: 
^'\t  behoves   not,  that   a  man  of  an  evangelical  life 

*  fhould  fwear  in  any  cafe.'  And  this  dodlrine  was 
xjofely  followed  by  Chryfoftom,  Theophyladl,  and  fcvc=- 
ral  other  ancient  Chriftian  doftors.  Nor  were  the 
Heathens  wholly  infenfible  of  the  truth  of  this  matter, 

"*ais  Bp.    Gauden  farther   informs   us  out  of  Polybius, 

/  that  the  better  and  Ampler  ages  of  the  world  rarely 

'  ufed  any  oaths  at  all,  no  not  fo  much  as  in  judica- 

*  tdrej  but  after  perfidy  and  lies  increafed,  oaths  in- 
^*  crcafed,  as  a  remedy  to  reftrain  thofe  mifchiefs.* 
'Xo. which  let  me  add,  that  fome  of  the  ancient  fages, 
Socrates  and  Xenocrates,  knew,  urged,  and  alfo  prac- 
tifed  a  life  beyond  an  oath. 

So  that  if  thofe  who  are  truly  difcipled,  redeemed, 

and  renewed  by  the  power  and  fpirit  of  Chrift  Jefus, 

need  no  oath;   nay,  that  it  is  a  queftioning  of  their 

.veracity,  and  an  affronting  of  their  profeflion,  to  offer 

them  one  j  and  if  '  the  lying,  familiar  fwearing,  for- 

f  ^wearing,    and  fraudulent  dealing  of  witked  men, 

*  make  their  oaths  of  little  or  no  credit,*  as  faith  the 
bilbfop,  out  of  La£tantius  and  Auftin;  certainly  it 
ifrili  "^  much  better  to  prevent  fwearing,  and  punilh 
tying  with  the  penalty  due  to  forfwearing;  which  fug- 

fcfts  an  unanfwerable  return  to  that  familiar  objedlion, 
.  But  how  do  we  know  that  ye  are  thofe  honeft  men  V 
For  we  have  not  only  the  fame  anfwer  the  ancient 
Ghriftians  had  to  give,  with  this  fevere  rebuke,  ^  That 

*  ye  are  the  reproach  of  Chriftianity,  who  under  that 

*  good  name  ad:  thofe  vile  impieties  the  nobler  Hea- 

*  then  judged,    and  the  loofcft  have  not  out-done  y 
but  we  have  this  farther  to  offer;  '  Difpenfe  with  our 

*  confciences  in  not  fwearing,  and  punifh  our  untruth, 
**when  ye  find  it,  as  feverely  as  ye  do  their  perjury  V 

What 
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What  more  can  be  dcfircd,  (ince  truth-lpeaking  ful- 
fils the  lawj  and  punifhing  falfe-lpeaking  ucisfies  it  ? 


C  H  A  ?•    VII. 
Of  the  Light  Within. 

IT  is  matter  of  fad  complaint,  that  a  man  fliould 
write  of  fo  excellent  a  fubjeft  as  the  light  within, 
and  fhew  fo  much  darknefs  in  treating  of  it.  P.  99, 
101,  102,  103. 

But  left  he  fhould  fay,  that  our  uncertain  and  va« 
rious  expreffions,  for  fuch  he  efteems  them,  put  him 
befides  all  faith  in  it,  we  {hall  endeavour  to  make  their 
confiftency,  both  with  themfelves,  and  the  fcriptures 
of  truth,  appear. 

He  quotes  Tho.  Fofter,  in  his  *  Guide  to  the  Blind,' 
p.  I.  thus,  **  God  is  the  light,"  p.  7.  as  a  man  for- 
getting bimjilf^  *  Chrift  within  is  man's  true  light  to 

*  walk  by:'  and  in  p.  9.  as  doubting  whether  that  would 
bold  watery  fays,  *  The  Spirit  of  Chrift  in  man  is  the 
'  true  light  and  guide ;  and  this  light  enlightens  every 

*  man  that  comes  into  the  world.*  J5«/,  fays  he,  ^ 
James  Naylor  may  bejudge^  our  friend  Thomas  (he  was 
fo,  though  thou  art  an  enemy,  and  a  mocker  of  his 
memory)  is  very  much  mijlaken :  for  in  his  book  catted^ 

*  A  Door  opened  to  the  Imprifoned,*  p.  a,  3.  be/ays^ 

*  That  the  light  of  the  world  is  God's  love  to  the 
'  world  I  and  this  light  is  not  given  to  any  till  they 

*  come  out  of  the  world.'  And  that  George  Whitc- 
head,  in  *  The  Seed  of  Ifrael's  Redemption,'  p.  20. 
fays,  *  That  the  light  within,  is  a  meafure  of  the 
■  Lord's  life  and  light.' 

Anf.  To  the  firft  quotation  there  can  be  no  eavil ; 
lor  it  is  plain  fcripture,  '^  God  is  light,"  i  John  i.  5. 
And  it  was  the  apoftolical  meflage  fo  to  preachy  ^  TKat 
^*  God  is  lights  and  in  him  is  no  darknefs  at  iffl.*^ 
John  i,  9, 

•The 


V<' 
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,  ^he  fccond  is  alio  moft  true ;  for  Chrift  is  man's 
true.  U^t^  *^  That  was  the  true  light  which  enlightens 
^'  every  man/'  &c.  And  that  it  was  for  man  to  walk 
by,  both  Chrift  and  his  apoftles  prove,  **  I  am  the 
**  light  of  the  world  5  he  that  foUoweth  me  (hall  not 
«^  walk  in  darknefs,  but  (hall  have  the  light  of  life.** 
John  viii.  la.  Again,  ^^  If  ye  walk  in  the  light,  as 
*^  He  is  in  the  light,'*  &c.  i  John  i,  7.  God  is 
lightj  and  Chrift  is  light :  and  fince  there  is  no  know- 
ing of  God  or  Chrift  but  by  the  manifeftation  of  light; 
and  that  none  know  the  Father  but  thofe  to  whom 
Chrift,  the  light,  reveals  him;  therefore  Chrift  is 
man's  true  light,  without  which  man  can  never  know 
cither  God  or  Chrift. 

For  his  third  quotation,  I  fee  no  contradi£bion  in  it 
to  the  two  former,  unlefs  Chrift  can  be  without  his 
Spirit;  for  if  the  Spirit  of  Chrift  dwell  in  any  man, 
Cbrijl  dwells  in  that  man.  This  language  the  apoftle 
ufed  to  the  Romans,  chap.  viii.  9,  10,  1 1,  "  If  the 
««  Spirit  of  God  be  in  you."  Again,  «'  If  the  Spirit 
<«  ot  Chf  ift  be  in  you."  Yet  again,  "  If  the  Spirit 
*'  of  him  that  raifed  up  Jefus  dwell  in  you:"  all  which 
tn/ynofffmousy  or  to  one  and  the  fame  purpofe.  For 
ihame  1  thou  a  fcholar^  a  Gr^ecian,  a  difputantj  that 
makeft  fuch  forry  cavils!  Might  not  the  Jews  and 
Heathens  have  made  the  lame  exceptions  againft  the 
apoftle?  But  it  is  an'  old  devil-trick  to  be-faint  and 
extol  the  holy  ancients,  whilft  they  hug  the  fpirit  that 
murdered  them,  and  with  it  perfecute  the  truth  in  this 
ag^:  fo  cunning  is  the  devil,  and  fo  blind  is  the  world. 
But  let  us  fee  hew  much  more  honeft  he  is  in  his  next 
quotation,  than  rational  in  the  three  former. 

That  the  *  Light  of  the  world  is  God's  love  to  the 
^  world,'  I  find  in  James  Naylor's  book:  but  that  the 
*  Light  is  not  given  to  any  till  they  come  out  of  the 
'  world/  is  a  direft  ^  lie  to  our  principle,'  and  a  put« 
dng  an  abfolute  ^  forgery  upon  his  book;'  for  he 
iaya>^  '  That  God  has  given  his  light  to  the  world ; 
'  that  therein  is  his  love  manifefted,  that  fuch  as  fol* 
^  low  it  ixi  its  leadings  out  of  the  world,  have  the  na-

ture  of  fons :  but  fonfhip  is  that  which  cannot  be 
had  whilft  in  the  world's  nature  j  therefore  they  ard 
to  come  out  of  the  world's  ways,  to  follow  the  light; 
which  vifits  man  in  the  world's  ways,  in  ordet  to 
bring  him  out  of  them ;  and  here  the  true  forifhip  is 
received :'  fo  that  the  fonlhip,  and  not  the  light,^  is 
that  which  cannot  be  had  in  the  world.  Now  what 
contradiftion  can  this  be  to  our  difhonefl:  adverfary's. 
honeft  friend  Thomas,  who  faid,  '  That  the  light  enr . 

*  lightened  every  man  that  comes  into  the  world  ?'  Sure 
I  am  it  is  a  plain  inftance  of  our  adverfary's  diHnge^ 
nuous  and  injurious  praftice. 

For  G.  Whitehead's  words,  the  fubftance  of  thenni  ,, 
is  to  be  found  in  John  i.   14,  16.  "  The  Word  was  ^ 
«*  full  of  grace  and  truth;  and  of  his  fulnefs  have  all  .!. 
**  we  received,  and  grace  for  grace."  '  ., 

But  he  fays,  '  H.  N.  teaches  that  every  godly  man  |f| 

*  is  God  incarnate,  and  Chrift  incarnate;  and  that  thU    . 

*  is  the  doftrine  of  the  Quakers/  fays' he,    *  I  prove*  .  ■ 

*  Firft,  becaufe  T.  Fofter,  in  his  '  Guide  to  the  Blind,^ 
pag,   13.  faith,  *  The  light  which  is  Chrift  within,  is   , 

*  not  natural,  but  fufficient  to  falvation/    Now  1  ap- 

Eeal  to  the  whole  world,  what  affinity  there  cap  be  / 
etween  H.  N's  words  and  Tho.  Fofter's.     Is  Gcd  in- 
carnate^ or  Chrift  incarnate y  to  be  found  in  his  aflcr- 
tion  ?  Nor  will  I  pafs  my  word  for  his  right  quotation   . 
of  H.  N.      What  he  quarrels  at   here,  I  know  not.    . 
Would  he  not  have  Chrift  manifefted  within  ?  Or  would! 
he  have  him  natural^  in  oppofition  to  fpiritual?     Ot 
would  he  have  his  light  and  fpirit  injufficient  to  falva- 
tion  ?     If  he  intends  any  of  thefe,  he  crofles  cxprcfs 
fcripture,  blafphemes  againft  God,  and  fruftrates  the 
very  end  of  the  golpel :  if  none  of  them,  why  was, 
this  paffage   cited?     But  he  thinks  G.  F,  has  made./ 
much  for  his  purpofe,  who,  in  his  *  Great  Myftery/ 
p.  207,  aoi.  faith,   '  Chrift  is  not  diftinft  from  ihc 

*  faints ;    and  he  that  eats  the  flefli  of  Chrift  hath  it 

*  within  him.'  And  what  of  all  this  ?  Is  Chrift  divided 
from  his  faints  ?  Was  he  not  in  them  of  old  the  liope 
ef  glory?  *^  He  that  is  with  you,  fhall  be  in  you*. 

*'  And 
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**  And  at  that  day  he  (hall  know,  that  lam  in  my 
*'  Father,  and  you  in  me,  and  I  in  you.*^"  For  the 
other  part,  I  wonder  he  cited  it :  certain  it  is,  *'  That 
**  unlcfs  men  cat  the  flefh  of  Chrift,  they  have  no  life 
"  in  them/*  Now  how  a  man  can  be  faid  to  eat  any 
thing,  and  not  have  it  within  him,  is  a  diftin£bion  paft 
my  underilanding. 

But  Geo.  Fox  faith,  pag.  206.   *  If  there  be  any 
'  Chrift  but  he  that  was  crucified  within,  he  is  a  falfe 

*  Chrift;  and  he  that  hath  him  not  within,  is  a  re- 

*  probate.' 

Anf.  Our  return  to  this  will  be  very  (hort.  ift.  By 
Chrift  crucified  withitiy  he  does  not  deny  that  he  was 
once  crucified  without  (as  the  fame  page  proveth)  as 
our  adverfary  would  infinuate.  2dly,  There  can  be 
no  falfe  doftrine  in  it,  unlefs  the  owning  of  Chrift  be- 
ing crucified  within  through  wicked  works,  neceflarily 
flibuld  imply  our  denying  that  he  was  ever  crucified 
without  i  from  the  danger  of  which  confequence  the 
fcriptures  of  truth  fufiiciently  fecure  us.  Heb.  vi,  6. 
"  Seeing  they  crucify  to  themfelves  the  Son  of  God 
"  afrefh."  Alfo  Rev.  xi.  18.  jdly.  And  that  fuch 
arc  reprobates  in  whom  he  lives  not,  remember  that 
unanfwerable  paiTage,  2  Cor.  xiii.  5.  ^'  Examine 
"  yourfclves,  whether  you  be  in  the  faith ;  prove  your 
•*  own  fclves,  know  you  not  your  own  fclves,  how 
•*  that  Jefus  Chrift  is  in  you,  except  you  be  rcpro- 
«  bates?" 

But  fays  our  adverfary,  '  Ric.  Stubbs,  a  Quaker,  told 

*  Eliz.  Wctherly,  That  the  Jefus  who  was  born  of  the 

*  Virgin,  and  died  at  Jerufalcm,  was  a  falfe  Chrift, 
'  and  an  Antichrift.'  But  this  needs  no  long  anfwer ; 
for  it  is  an  abfolute  untruth,  raifed  by  the  devil  within, 
ind  his  envious  emilTaries  without,  to  bring  us,  the 

i  toor  defpifed  people  of  God,  into  infamy  with  all  who 
flivc  any  reverence  for  the  name  of  Chrift:  and  God 
will  plead  our  innocency  in  this  man's  confcience,  by 
that  holy  light  which  he  blafphemoufly  faith,  ^  leads

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*  down  to  hell  and  the  devil,  carrying  man,  like  an 

*  /g:«/J  fatuusy  into  bogs  and  ditches,  cauting  him  at 

*  laft  to  fall  into  the  pit  of  everlafting  deftruftion.' 
For  this  I  would  have  all  the  world  to  know,  that 
God,  who  is  **  the  fearchcr  of  the  heart,  and  the  tficr 
**  of  the  reins,  who  alone  fhewcth  unto  man^  his 
"  thoughts/"  is  the  Great  Spiritual  Lkhty  John.  i. .«. 
And  it  is  as  fuch,  that  he  fetteth  man's  fins  before  bifln, 
as  faith  the  apoftle,  "  Whatfoever  makes  manifeft4s 
*«  light,'*  Ephcf.  V.  13.  And  faith  the  fame  apoitict 
**  Whatfoever  may  be  known  of  God,  is  made  mani- 
"  feft  within  men  j  for  God  hath  (hewed  it  uiito 
*'  them."  Rom.  i.  19.  Such  as  bring  their  deeds 
unto  this  light,  may  know  whether  they  arc  **  wrought 
«*  in  God  or  no.* "  And  for  this  end  hath  the  Eternal 
Word  enlightened  every  man  that  comcth  into  the 
world,  that  he  may  come  to  the  light,  and  walk  jfid 
grow  up  in  it :  for  as  all  have  given  unto  them,  otil 
of  his  fulnefs,  grace  for  grace,*"  fo,  from  his  fultids 
of  light,  hath  he  given  all  men  light  for  light  j .  not  % 
mere  natural  capacity,  or  creaturely  understanding, 
but  that  divine  light  or  graces  which  is  able  to  teach, 
fanftify,  and  govern  the  foul  to  God's  glory,  and  its 
own  everlafting  happinefs :  in  the  Word,  by  whom  all 
things  were  made,  was  life^  and  that  life  was  the  light 
of  men:  and  as  it  was  then,  fo  is  it  now,  the  con* 
demnation  of  the  world,  that  '*  Men  love  darkndt 
'*'  rather  than    light,    becaufe   their  deeds  are   ey|/' 

Some,  with  the  Pharifee,  prefer  their  formal,  Ittepli 
and  ceremonial  religion;  and  others,  their  pleafures, 
paftimes,  and  worldly  honour  and  profit,  before  this 
inward,  pure  light,  and  law  of  the  fpirit  of  life,  the 
leaven  of  the  kingdom,  and  truth  in  the  inward  parts,' 
which  frees  from  fin,  and  brings  into  the  heavenly 
liberty  of  the  fons  of  God.  And  we  do  teftify  in  the 
name  of  God,  that  it  is  only  by  this  meafure  of  that 
divine  fulnefs,  which  above  one  thoufand  fix  hundred

years 
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years  ago  was  manifefted  in  the  flefh^  that  any  man  or 
woman  can-  ever  come  to  a  right  fight,  lenic,  relifli^ 
and  enjoyment  of  the  blefled  ends  and  effects  of  his 
gracious  appearance,   heavenly  gofpel,  mighty  mira- 
cles, holy  life,  death,  and  fufferings,  his  powerful  re- 
furre&ion,  glorious  afcenfion,  and  conftant  mediation 
and  interceffion.     And  that  all  knowledge,  faith,  and 
,wor(faip,  not  grounded  upon  this  internal  fight,  fenfe, 
?and  operation  of  this  divine  meafure  of  grace,  light, 
ahd  truth  in  the  inward  parts,  are  but  hiftorical  and 
pharifaical;   making  up   but  the  Jew   outward,    and 
Chriftian  outward,  who  are  not  children  of  the  free 
woman,  nor  heirs  according  to  the  promife.     And  if 
'for  this  blelTed  teflimony  we  muft  be  thus  abufed,  de- 
famed, and  fet  at  nought  by  the  black-robed  rabbies 
;of  this  world,   as  the  prophets,   and  Chrift  himfelf, 
sere,  God  will  be  our  abundant  recompence;  who  is 
the  Author  of  that  good  reformation  begun,  and  will^ 
.1  hope,  be  the  Finifher  of  it,  to  his  own  immortal  ho- 
nour,  and  our  unutterable  rejoicing,    world  without 
end  I 


CHAP.    VIIL 
Of  fome  of  our  adverfary's  lies  and  flanders. 

HIS  next  chapter,  containing  a  fhort  account  of 
the  Quakers  pretences  to  immediate  revelation, 
hath  been  already  efFedually  confidered ;  only  I  fhall 
take  notice  of  two  or  three  particulars.' 

Firfl:,  *  That  he  would  have  the  fadnefs  and  dejec- 
'  tion  of  thofe  that  turn  Quakers,  and  the  zeal  and  flu* 
*  ency  of  thofe  th^t  preach  among  them,  to  be  the 
'  effedl  of  the  hypochondria.' 

. .  Aiif.  This  fhews  what  an  eafy  religion  our  adverfary 
lives  in,  who  yet  knows  not  the  terrors  of  the  Lord : 
how  unfit  is  he  to  warn  men?  Had  he  ever  known

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God's  word  to  be  as  a  fword,  an  hammer^  an  axe^  ft 
confuming  fire^  and  everlafting  burnings  againft  fin 
and  iniquity,  the  pangs  of  a  new  birth,  and  how  hard 
it  is  to  become  a  true  difciple  through  the  daily  crofs, 
he  would  never  have  made  fuch  a  frothy,  dark,  and 
envious  conftruftion  of  our  ferious  conviftions:  but 
God's  fire  will  one  day  burn  up  his  peaceable  habita- 
tion ;  and  in  that  day  of  alann,  he  and  the  reft  of  hii 
jovial  crew  Ihall  know  the  meaning  of  thefe  words, 
*'  They  that  pierced  him  fhall  fee  him,  and  all  thtf 
•*  kindreds  of  the  earth  Ihall  wail  becaufe  of  him." 

But  whatever  difeafe  we  have,  his  frequent  and  fenfc- 
lefs  feoffs  at  us,  and  our  holy  way^  fhew  that  the  fpleea 
is  very  prevalent  in  him. 

For  his  refledion  on  Edw.  Burroughs,  it  will  do 
him  no  harm ;  his  foul  is  with  God,  and  his  memory 
fhall  outlive  his  enemies  hate.  And  for  this  ranting 
fcribbler,  he  is  not  worthy  to  carry  his  books  after 
him. 

For  his  *  Gentle-man  of  Newcaftle,'  who  affirmed, 

*  Some  Quakers  came  to  Kendal  church,  and  faid,  they 

*  had  a  commiflion  from  the  Lord  to  pull  down  the 

*  fteeple-houfej   and  another  in  fermon-time  to  pull 

*  down  the  hour-glafs,'  I  muft  tell  him,  that  we  know 
no  fuch  thing;  and  if  it  were  a  fair  adverfary,  he 
would  have  told  us  who  this  gentleman  was,  and  who 
the  Quakers,  that  we  might  have  informed  ourfelves 
of  the  truth  of  the  matter;  though  we  have  great 
caufe  to  conclude  it  a  downright  forgery.  For  the 
other,  it  is  altogether  as  likely  to  come  of  the  fame 
ftock: 

That  ^  the  wife  of  one  Williamfon  ihould  call  Ja. 

*  Milner  the  eternal  fon  of  God,  at  Appleby,*  is  an  ar- 
rant falftiood ;  for  we  have  particularly  enquired,  and 
can  find  no  fuch  thing. 

That  *  a  woman  at  Weigh  ton  in  Yorkihire,  of 'that 

*  goatifh  herd  (as  he  is  pleafed  to  call  them)   went 

*  naked  up  to  anpther  woman's  huiband's  bed,  and  bid 

*  him  open  his  bed  to  her,  for  the  Father  had  lent  her,' 
is  a  flander  hatched  in  darknefs :  we  deny  it  in.  the 

name 
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name  of  the  Lord  God :  and  I  charge  this  difingenuous 
man>  if  he  has  any  regard  to  his  reputation^  or  thofe  he 
belongs  to,  to  prove,  if  he  can,  the  truth  of  this  ftory. 
And  that  he  fhould  at  lad  call  this,  ^  A  tafte  of  the 
^Quakers  deluded  dreams,  melancholick  fancies,  im- 
'poftures,  injeftions,  everlafting  errors  and  deceits,* 
is  fihe  top  of  what  impudence  and  forgery  man  can 
wi^l  be  guilty  of  againft  his  neighbour.     But  why  our 
g^tllh  herd,   above  ^11   others  ?    unjuft  and  uncivil 
rdaa !  Lpok  at  home,  for  fliame !  How  often  are  Qua- 
kers  brought  to  ecclefiaftical  courts  for  uncleannefs  ? 
We  know  they  are  too  often  fummoned  there  for  tithes: 
it  would  be  almoft  endlefs  to  tell  the  ftories  of  both 
prieft^  and  people's  wickednefs  that  follow  them :  one 
would  think  that  no    church  of  England-man,    that 
ktiew  any  thing  of  the  prefent  age,  or  that  thought 
W€  did,    could  believe  that  forging  one  unclean  lie 
againft   the  Quakers,    ihould  invalidate  their  religion, 
who  believes  his  own  to  be  true,  notwithftanding  thofe 
numerous  incefts,  adulteries,  fornications,  concupifcen- 
ceSy   murders,   lies,    perjuries,    difilmulations,   thefts^ 
injuries,  and  fuch  like,  that  have  been,  and  daily  are, 
committed  by  his  dear  fellow^communicants,  the  fons 
and  daughters  of  the  church  of  England.     Let  him 
therefore  draw  in  his  horns,  and  leave  off*  puihing  at 
us  with  his  forgeries  and  defamations ;  and  repent  of 
this,  ungodly  way  of  dealing  with  us,  that  he  may  find 
siercy  to  his  foul. 


CHAP.    IX. 

Of     P  E  R  F  E  C  T  I  O  N. 

Jr  Perceive  the  man  would  fain  fay  fomething  of  every 
[  controverted  head  held  by  the  Quakers,  though  as 
^tde  to  the  puipofe  as  may  be.  There  is  but  one  thing 
Ciommendable  in  his  whole  chapter,  and  that  is  its  bre- 
vity. He  ftumbles  at  the  very  entrance,  and  never 
(ccovers  hinofelf  to  the  end.

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*  The  Quakers  talk  much  of  pcrfeftion  from  lift  m 

*  this  life  5  and  that  they  have  already  attained  to  it/ 
Siuott^  he  fcoms ;  his  word  is  credit  enough ;  at  leaft 
he  would  have  it  fo:  but  to  let  him  go  on.  '  Thfei' 
fays  he,  *  is  the  Pharifee's  litany,  "  God,  I  thank  thee! 
**  I  am  not  as  other  men  are."     The  Antinomiah  li- 

*  tany;  the  doftrine  of  Dell,  Saltmarlh,  Town,  arid 
^  all  Antinomians  and  Families :  and  that  malice  and 

*  railing  perpetually  make  up  the  greatcft  part  of  tflfcf- 

*  Quakers  fpeaking  to  the  people.'  But  what  of  Ar- 
gument can  be  found  in  fuch  mere  affertion  and  tt- 
fleftion,  I  leave  with  fober  men  to  judge.  He  neither 
underftands  Antinomians,  Familifts,  nor  Quakers; 
And  truly  I  am  ready  to  think  him  fomc  raw,  uiif^- 
fledged,  under  graduate,  who  by  this  eflay  aims  it 
giving  fuch  a  proof  of  his  abilities,  as  may  induft  him 
to  fome  fat  benefice ;  or  elfe  one  that  thought  we  db- 
Xcrved  no  larger  teftimony  of  his  ability,  honefty,  and 
difcretion,  in  his  endeavours  againft  us. 

In  fhort  J  a  perfedl  principle  we  plead  for,  and  prefs 
the  neceflity  and  benefit  of  .man's  conformity  to  it: 
that  though  it  be  a  little  leaveuy  it  is  able  to  learcn 
the  whole  lump :  that  this  grace  brings  falvation  frotti 
fin,  by  the  power  it  gives  them  that  obey  it  to  mortify 
fin:  elfe  what  a  riddle  would  thofe  fcriptures  makci 
that  fpeak  of  "  Sanftification  throughout,  in  body, 
<<  foul,  and  fpirit?-'  That  ^'  He  that. is  born  of  God 
<*  fins  not.  Old  things  are  done  away,  behold  all 
*'  things  are  become  new.  J  write  unto  you,  young 
^  men,  becaufe  ye  have  overcome  the  wicked  one.  Be 
«*  ye  perfciS:,  as  your  Heavenly  Father  is  perfeft. 
«<  Unto  a  perfeft  man.  Let  us  cleanfe  ourfelves  from 
*'  all  filthinefs  of  flefti  and  fpirit,  perfefting  holinefs 
*^  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord.  The  God  of  all  grace 
'«  make  you  perfeft,"  '*  &c.  Wherein  not  only  a  per-: 
feliion  from  ftn^  but  the  going  forward  to  a  perfeSt  man

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m  Chrijiy  is  exhorted  to,  and  prayed  for;  therefore  not 
unobtainable. 

To  conclude :  We  do  not  teach  people  the  perfec- 
tion of  our  perfons,  but  the  principle  of  God,  and 
our  experience  of  its  converting  and  tranflating  pow- 
er. Chrijl  is  ftronger  than  the  devil  i  and  for  this,  was 
and  is  he  nianifefted,  <*  To  end  fin,  and  deftroy  the 
"works  of  the  devil;"  a  doftrine  the  church  of 
England  teaches  in  her  baptifm.  Nor  do  we  fay.  That 
every  man  is  perfeSi  from  fin  as  foon  as  he  is  con^ 
vinced  of  fin :  no,  there  is  a  great  war,  a  long  wil- 
dcrnefs  to  travel  through,  many  enemies  to  fubdue, 
and  difficulties  ta  furmount;  and  thofe  enemies  are 
moftly  thofe  of  a  man's  own  houfe.  We  therefore  ex- 
hort all  to  wait  for  **  God's  arifing,  that  his  enemies 
**  may  be  fcatteredj"  that  witnefling  a  victorious 
ftate  over  hell  and  death,  by  the  power  of  Chrift 
Jefus,  fuch  may  obtain  *«  the  new  name  which  is 
"  written  in  the  Lamb's  Book  of  Life,"  and  promifed 
to  all  that  overcome :  which  is  far  from  that  ungodly 
ranterifm  he  would  fafl:en  upon  us  and  our  principles : 
and  I  doubt  not  but  time,  patience,  and  our  blame- 
Icfe  converfation,  Ihall  difpel  thofe  mifts  which  malice 
and  ignorance  may  have  raifed,  to  darken  and  blemifh 
die  reputation  of  our  pradice,  perfons,  and  principles 
in  the  world.

'  and  purity  of  the  Chriftian  do6lrine  ?  When-as  their 

*  main  purpofe  is  to  devour  credulous  fouls.'  p,  117; 
Anf  If  we  have  the  flieep's  cloathing,  and  if  the 

flieep's  cloathing  be  the  purity  and  innocence  -of 
Chriftian  do&rine,  then  is  our  dodrine  innocent,  purej 
and  Chriftian.  And  fince  he  avers  the  doftrine  of  the 
church  of  England  to  be  fo  remote  and  oppofite>  this 
chara£ber  muft  neceffarily  imply,  that  her  do6trinc  is 
hurtful,  impure,  and  antichriftian.  • 

But  what  have  we  feduced  people  to  ?  Drunkcnneis, 
whoredom,  perjury,  wantonnefs,  idlenefs,  or  any  fiich 
unfeemly  or  irreligious  praftice  ?  Let  him  tell  me  who 
of  us  are  lefs  ferious,  lefs  moral,' or  worfe  livers  than 
we  were  before.     But  the  truth  of  the  matter  is  this : 
Our  way  of  devouring  people's  fouls,  as  he  calls  it, 
is  that  which  hinders   the  hireling  priefts    from   de- 
vouring the  people's  pockets,  and  endangering  their 
fouls  to  i  who  "  teach  for  hire,    and  divine  for  mo- 
*•  ney,"  and  make  religion  but  a  ftalk  to  preferment, 
who  have  the  fliell  without  the  fubftance,  **  the  form 
*^  without  the  power:"    from  fuch,    in  obedience^  to 
God's  Spirit,  we  have  turned  away;  and  becaufc  we 
,  have  dared  no  longer  to  put  into  their  mouths,  their 
xovetous  fpirit  has  fwelled,  (notwithftanding  their  pre- 
tences) and  their  fheep-ikin  burft,  and  an  arrant  wolf 
has  come  forth;  no  true  fheep,   but  a  fheep-flccctr, 
l^d  a  flieep-fucker  of  their  blood,  whofe  innoCency 
and  patiepcc  h^ve  plainly  proved  them  fuch<    But  the 
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wolfs  and  the  fox's  ikin  have  been  always  good  enougli 

for  us!  Any  thing- to  difguife^  and  make  the  dogs 

faften  and  worry  to  death !  Our  confcience  they  call 

^enthufidfm-,    and  our  folemn  confeifion^    collufion  and 

lequpvocation  j  our  perfeverance  is  reputed  obftinacy  j  our 

'pkxmvitk^  fiHgfdarity  \  our  induftry,  worldly-mindednefs  i 

and  our  retired  living,  penurioufnefs  i    our  rebukes  of 

evil,  they  will  have  to  be  cenforioufnefs -^  and  our  difrc- 

-gar^  of  company,   pride^    and  fullennefs*     Whatever 

God  by  his  light  has  made  confcience  to  us,  there  are 

a  ibrt  of  men  that  have  fo  little  confcience,  as  to  con« 

-ftrue  it  all  backwards;  rendering  us,   inftead  of  ho- 

neft|  confcientious  men,  ^  A  pack  of  fraudulent  cheat- 

-*  ing  fellows:'  but  we  cannot  help  it;    if  men  will 

J'agc*  they  muft:  their  fliame,  and  our  patience,  will 

the  more  appear. 

Be  fays,   '  Our  fecond  ftratagem  is,  to  bring  the 

*  people  out  of  love  with  their  paftors,  who  have  the 

*  care  of  them,' 

Anf  I  know  not  a  Quaker  in  the  world  that  would 
not  adminifter  both  food  and  raiment  to  the  worft^r- 
iecutor,  as  a  necelTitous  creature:  but  I  hope  they 
wpuld  Iu£fer  unto  death  before  they  would  contribute 
cschtr  to  him  as  a  priejl :  no ;  God's  witnefs  in  our 
confciences  never  faid  /imen  to  their  miniftry.  They 
have  the  fcriptures,  true :  but  the  "  word  of  reconci- 
«  liation,  that  brings  to  God,"  and  of  which  they 
declare,  they  want.  1  know  that  fome  of  them  can 
talk  Well ;  fo  can  fome  mountebanks  and  comedians. 
Do  they  witnefs  the  truth  of  what  they  fpcak  ?  Their 
heads  know,  but  do  their  hearts  feel  the  operation 
of  that  truth  they  will  fometimes  in  words  declare  i 
Have  they  travelled  the  way,  and  traced  the  many 
anxious  fteps  of  that  new  birth^  which  is  the  only  door 
Into  the  heavenly  kingdom?  But  alasJ  Oxford  anct 
Cambridge  make  them,  and  their  parents  and  patrons 
frefer  them :  a  good  round  maintenance  is  moftly  their 
aim  on  all  hands :  tell  them  of  the  neceflity  of  an  in- 
WV4.  wpi^k  \   thm  it  i«  the  SpirU  Qf  God  that  only 

miakea 
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makes  a  man  a  minifter  of  God,  and  that  the  anoint- 
ing, which  true  Chriftian-men  receive,  is  fufiicient  to 
their  inftruftion,  and  prefently  the  cry  is,  *  Donatifm, 

*  Pelagiariifm,  Familifm,  Brownifm,  Jcfuitifm,  Qua- 

*  kerilm,'  or  any  other  name  that  begets  jcaloufy, 
undervalue  and  hatred.  In  fhort,  we  do  believe,  that 
the  fettled  minifters  of  the  world  are  fo  far  from  be- 
ing beneficial  to  people,  that,  on  the  contrary,  they 
cxercife  their  minds  with  a  fort  of  unexperienced,  un- 
authorized preaching;  leading  from  the  fecret  ftriv- 
ings,  difcovcries,  and  conduft  of  that  Spiritual  Minif- 
ter of  the  everlafting  covenant,  which  is  able  to 
bring  man  into  that  way  of  holinefs,  without  which 
no  foul  (hall  ever  fee  the  Lord :  and  this  is  the  true 
rcafon  why  we  are  turned  unto  God's  Minifter,  Chrift 
Jefus,  who  fays,  "  Learn  of  me :"  of  whom  God  faid, 
^*  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  hear  bim  i"  and  rcjedt  the 
miniftry  of  mau^ 

*  Our  third  artific^,'  by  which  he  fays  we  gain  our 
profelytes,    is  '  denying  all  human  learning,  and  ufe 

*  of  reafon :  that  we  are  the  moft  fottifh  and  ignorant 

*  fedt  that  ever  appeared  in  thie  world :  yet,  for  our 

*  own  turn,  we  will  be  nibbling  at  it,  as  G.  W.  in 

*  mentioning  a  moth-eaten  m^nufcript,  mentioned  b^ 

*  Beza  in  his  annotations."' 

Anf.  We  have  already  faid  enough  to  defend  dirif- 
tianity  from  the  ahjolute  necejftty  of  human  learnings 
cither  to  underftand  or  vindicate  it :  and  fo  falfe  is  his 
affertion,    *  That   fince  prophecy  has   ceafed   in    the 

*  church,  fecular   learning  hath  been  of  greateft  ufe 

*  and  benefit  to  religion,*  that  there  is  nothing  more 
true  than  the  contrary,  as  it  is  commonly  underftood, 

fromotcd,  and  praftifed  in  the  world,  I  would  fain 
now,  how  many  rabbles^  Greek  and  Latin  pbilo/opbers, 
yielded  themfelves  profelytes  to  the  Chriftian  religion^ 
though  they  had  bis  prefence,  miniftry,  miracles,  deathj 

^nd  refurre6lion  amongft  them,  who  was  and  is  the

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Aiif!i§P^rid IVIaftcr  of  it?  \{  Juch  learning  be  fo  great 
a-tl-i^fid^to  truth,. how  comes  it  that  the  greateft  things 
hrf*6feWttT  to  the  ftiare'of  foor  and  illiterate  men  5 
and;Jthat  fuch  have  been  mod  apt  to  receive,  and 
bd!iJeft-to  fuffer  for  it?  Why  not  rabbies^  rather  than 
J^it'-men^  which  was  before  the  pouring  out  of  the 
fpl'rit  of  prophecy?  and  for  what  reafon  fhould  fo  many 
l&fiicd'  academies^  fince  the  pretended  ceafing  of  it,  (a) 
be  overrun  with  fuch  foul  idolatries,  grofs  fuperftitions, 
and  flagitious  living,  as  1200  years  paft  will  witncfs. 
Nay,  on  the  occaGon  of  any  reformation,  with  whom 
is  there  more  to  do,  and  who  harder  to  be  brought  to 
yield,  than  univerfities  have  been?  Scripture  and  ftory 
give  it  clear  againft  him. 

Not  that  I  would  be  thought  to  oppofe  all  forts  of 
learning,  neither:  it  has  been  man*s  erring  from  his 
Divine  Guide,  that  has  made  way  for  thofe  numerous 
thefes,  diftin&ions,  books,  and  controverfies,  the  world 
for  ages  hath  been  infefted  with.  Such  are  the  ob- 
fcurc,  unintelligible,  and  unprofitable  metapbyjicks  o£ 
the  heathen,  too  greedily  received,  and  mifchievoufly 
increafed,  by  fathers^  councils y  Jchool-metiy  and  our 
modern  univerfitiesy  to  the  corrupting  of  Chriftian  doc- 
&ine,  and  difputing  away  the  benefit  of  Chriftian  life. 
An  unbounded  curiofity  and  fancy  have  been  the 
womb  that  hath  brought  forth  fo  much  troublefomc 
and  unprofitable  matter,  which  began  with  a  degene- 
ration of  philofophers  i  true  philofophy,  in  the  begin- 
ftiflg  of  it,  being  no  more  tlian  *  the  way  of  holy 
^  living,  by  the  mortification  of  paffions/  But  learn- 
ing, as  religion,  failing  by  corruption  of  men,  is  now 

■'  fa)  But  why  is  it  ceafed  ?  Becaufe  ceafed  10 you^  Tons  of  the  night) 
Did  not  Chrift  promife  to  be  with  his  to  the  end?  Either  that  is  noc 
Iq^  or  his  being  with  them  endues  them  not  with  the  fpirit  of  pro- 
|)hecf :  was  it  not  apoftolicaU  and  in  the  firft  churches?  Why  hot' 
nnb?  Is  it  lefs  nvanted?  Is  Chrift  not  that  to  his  church  be  wasf 
A  blind  argument  indeed !  Becaufe  the  priefb  of  wuut*s  making  have 
It  not/  therefore  none  have  it.  "  I  will  pour  out  my  Spirit  upon 
thee,'  and  upon  thy  feed,  and  thy  feed's  feed  unto  all  generations.^* 


dege- 
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degenerated  into  quite  another  thing.    Socrates  taught 
proper  fpeech,  and  good  life,    and  fuch  a  courie  of 
learnino;  as  turned  to  daily  pradtice  and  proBt;   fe- 
verely  forbidding  all  curiofities  and  niceties,  as  yi^hat 
turned  not  to  good  life,   which  he  reputed  the  ti'elt 
fcience ;  and  Plato  would  have  the  poets  banilhed  ptt 
of  his  commonwealth,  as  corrupting  it  with  fabl^: 
thus  was  learning,  as  religion,  once  pure  and  fioi^e. 
In  fhort,  all  right  learning  is  to  be  divided  into  thefiS^ 
two,   true  knowledge,    and  proper  language,  (b)     This, 
knowledge  relates,  firft,  to  God,  and  that  is  only  to^ 
be  received  from  the  Spirit  of  God:    and,  fecondfy, 
the  things  of  this  life;  and  therein  the  fpirit  of  fnaft 
has  a  large  field  to  ad  in,  to  the  enlargement  of  iU; 
own  underftanding,  and  benefit  of  the  whole  creation;^ 
as  fubjed  to  God's  grace;  as  knowing  the  nature  aqd, 
order  of  things  in  the  creation,  building,  improvement 
of  land,    medicine,   chirurgery,   traffick,   navigation^^^^ 
hiftory,  government,  with  many  other  honeft,  ufefuK' 
and  profitable  arts  and  inventions,  for  the  help  and' 
good  of  mankind.     And  if  man   had  kept  in  God's 
counfel,  the  many  fuperfluous  and  unneceffary  arts  and 
inventions   that   are   in  the  world,    had   never  beea 
brought  forth  by  him ;  and  time  will  work  them  out, 
as  it  brought  them  in ;   fo .  that  what  is  plain,  honefl:^ 
ferviceable,   and  of  good  report,   fhall  be  prefcrvcd  . 
for  the  good  of  the  creation. 

As  for  language,  it  muft  be  granted  that  there  is  a . 
ppoprietv  and  decency  in  language :  but  as  men  have 
tollowed  the  outjide  of  religion,   and  left  the  Jubftanci 

(h)  Thefe  men  were  only  verfed  in  their  onjun  tongues :  they  were 
many  of  them  mechanicks  and  tradefinen :  anfwenag,  among  the 
Gentiles^  to  the  prophets  and  apoiUes  among  the  Jews  and  Cbriftiwut : 
(thongh  far  fhort  of  them.)     So  that  learning  and  philofophy»  lilaii 
:^o  religion,  are  now  fo  changed,  the  ancients  would  be  at  a  loia,io 
know  theioi :  another  thing  has  poflefled  itfelf  of  the  name  of  tech : 
for  to  be  a  philofopher,  or  lover  of  wifdom»  which  was  **  to  efi:he«^  ■ 
**  all  evil ;"  and  learning,  which  was  **  to  unlearn  evtrt  ill  things'* 
as  Socrates  faid,   are  now  turned  to  dark  and  unprofitaUfi  coote^ 
elaborate  and  unfenriceable  fiudies,  to  ftuflf  mens  heads. 

Iichlndv 
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behind^  fo  have  they  done  with  learning:  they  have, 
negle&ed  matter,  the  moft  beneficial  part  of  learnings 
and  devoted  themfelves  to  an  excefs  of  fine /peaking  i. 
of  which  bifhop  Wilkins,  in  his  ^  Real  Charafter/ 
complains  not  without  a  caufe^  when  he  fays,  *  That 
/  this  grand  impofture  of  phrafing  hath  eaten  out  all 
^  folid  learning/ 

Yet  language  is  very  convenient  for  mens  converfe 
with  books  and  nations  of  a  different  tongue;  how-* 
ever,  we  utterly  deny  them  to  be  abfolutely  neceflary 
to  the  true  knowledge  of  the  myfterics  of  God's  king- 
dom. So  that  the  true  Englifh  of  the  Quakers  deny- 
ing all  reafon  and  learning,  is  this ;  we  refufe  to  com- 
mend or  praftife  unneceflary  ftudies,  nice  controver- 
fies,  voluminous  and  intricate  difputations,  obfcurity 
of  language,  affeftedncfs  of  ftile,  excefs  of  elegancy; 
believing,  that  learning,  as  well  as  religion,  ftands  in 
need  both  of  great  purging  and  reducing :  and  that 
thbfe  fubjefts  and  employments  which  are  mod  fer- 
viceable  and  beneficial  to  mankind,  and  agreeable  to 
God's  grace^  digefted  into  eafy  and  familiar  methods, 
and  treated  on  in  the  plain  and  ordinary  way  of  fpeak- 
ing,  beft  deferve  man's  time  and  regard.  And  for 
his  refleftion  upon  G.  Whitehead,  it  no  farther  de« 
ferves  our  notice,  than  that  he  flung  a  greater  upon 
Beza,  whofe  learning  he  makes  a  little  too  bold  with. 
To  fay  no  more  of  his  motb-eaten-manufcrifts  than  this. 
That  the  befl  copies  he  has  had  for  his  rule,  have 
been  near  a-kin  to  fuch  motb-eiiten-manu/cripts -,  and  if 
fuch  a  manufcript  was  the  holy  fcripture,  as  I  believe 
it  was,  he  wasi  too  bold  and  irreverent,  as  well  as  un- 
wary and  foolifh,  in  calling  it  a  motb-eaten-fcripture, 
thereby  implying  it  to  be  a  moth-eaten  rule ;  not  that  I 
take  it  to  be  bis  rule,  who  has  fo  fearfully  erred  and 
ftraycd  from  the  holy  precepts  and  exhortations  of  it. 

The  fourth  thing  by  which  he  reports  us  to  profe- 
lyte  people  is,  ^  To  deceive  and  afTociate  firft  with 
^  women,  therein  imitating  the  devil/ 

Anf.  Firft,  we  deny  it,  as  being  like  the  reft  of  his 
idle  ftories,   and  thofe  that  not  only  in  the  primitive 

times 
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times  by  the  Heathen,  but  in  fevcral  ages  Shoe;  iaod 
degrees  of  breaking  forth  of  truth  ana  reformation 
from  apoftate  generations,  have  been  hy  them  faftehed 
upon  the  fincere  profcflbrs  thereof}  as  Walcicnfes^  liol- 
lards,  Hugonots,  and  Proteftants  thcmfelves>  in  their 
firft  day,  as  well  as  more  modern  Diflenters.  >rWe 
mull  take  our  (hare ;  it  is  no  new  nor  ftrangc  things. 

But  fuppofing  it  to  be  true,  that  pur  endeavours 
are  firft  dired^ed  towards  the  women,  I  fee  no  ^vil  mi 
our  beginning  to  undeceive,  where  the  devil  began  to 
deceive.  If  they  are  fo  eafy  to  be  perfuaded,  why  nbt 
to  good  as  well  as  to  evil  ?  But  thefe  idle  fliifts,  aad 
pitiful  evafions,  deferve  rather  to  be  difdained  than 
confidered. 

Laftly,  (page  125,  126,  127.)  '  For  our  pretending 
«  to  higher  degrees  of  holinefs,  and  cracks  a^d  boafts 
«  of  inspirations,  with  our  bewitching  language,  which 

*  is  nothing  but  canting,  and  fcripture  phrafe  fitted 

*  to  feminine  fancies ;  by  which,'  he  fays,  '  we  have 
«  the  advantage  of  all  other  hcrt[iesi(c/  I  return  thos 
much : 

Anf.  It  is  our  faith,  that  God,  who  made  heaven 
and  earth,  will  judge  the  fecrets  of  all  men  by  Jefus 
Chrift ;  fo  that  it  is  not  only  my  duty,  but  my  inte- 
reft,  to  fpeak  the  truth  of  my  confcience  in  this  mat- 
ter. We  dare  pretend  to  no  higher  degree  than  we 
have  attained}  but  we  muft  make  a  difference  between 
what  we  were  whilft  under  the  miniftry  of  man,  and 
what  we  are  fince  our  being  turned  to  God's  powerful 
word  in  the  heart,  Chrift's  miniftry:  we  ftiould  be 
falfe  to  God,  injurious  to  our  neighbour,  and  fmother 

fcj  Rainerios  the  monk,  and  a  terrible  enemy  to  the  poor  Walden^ 
fes,  made  the  fame  complaints  againft  them.     *  They  ufed,'  fays  he, 

*  to  teach  firft  what  the  difciples  of  Chrift  ought  to  be,  and  that 

^  none  are  his  difciples,  iut  they  that  imitate  his  Lft:  and  that  ih^ 

*  popes^  cardinals,    &c.    becauie  they  live  in   pride,    avarice,  and 

*  fttxary,  &c.  are  not  the  lawful  /uccefibrs  of  Chrift,  in  that  they 

*  walk  not  up  to  his  commandments.     Thus,'  fays  the  mOok,  *  they 

*  win  upon  the  people.'    P.  P.  P$t.  Hift.  WaU. 

and 
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and  belie  our  own  convidlions,  if  we  (hould  not  fay, 

*  That  we  have  found  our  Judge  near  us,  our  Guide, 
•..Lawgiver,  and  Rule  very  nigh  unto  us;*  and  thofc 
iDfirntitttes,  temptations,  and  corruptions,  God  has, 
by  this  heavenly  grace,  given  us  power  againft;  by 

-5V^fiich  we  have  known  that  mortification  of  fin,  and 
conformity  to  the  will  of  God,  which  the  utmoft  of 
^oor  former  profefSon  could  never  free  us  from.  And 
if  this  plain  and  Chriftian  confefliion  muft  be  called 
by  all  thofe  hard  names  our  adverfary  finds  for  our 
honeft  intentions,  we  muft,  as  we  have  done,  recom- 
mend our  caufe  to  God,  and  his  holy  witnefs  in  all 
confciences,  and  him  to  be  judged  by  him ;  to  whom 
we  defire  to  ftand  and  fall  in  all  we  fay,  do,  and  take 
in  hand ;  to  whom  alone  we  owe  the  honour  of  our 
experiences  and  prefervations. 

However,  the  irreverence  of  the  man  deferves  both 
cur  notice,  and  the  reproof  of  all  that  read  him: 
what!  Is  fcripture-language  become  a  cant;  and  a 
fober  and  feafonable  u(c  of  it,  canting  fitted  to  femi- 
nine fancies?  But  we  think  it  not  more  his  folly, 
contradiftion,  and  blafphemy,  to  fpeak  with  that  con- 
tempt of  the  holy  fcriptures,  and  his  pretended  rule, 
than  an  advantage  he  gives  our  caufe,  to  tell  the  world, 

*  That  of  all  others,  the  Quakers  fpeak  and  preach 

*  the  fcripturc-dialeft/  But  it  is  the  mother-tongue 
of  fuch  frothy  minds  fo  to  profane;  and  for  all  their 
pretended  refpeft  to  the  holy  fcriptures,  the  fpirit  and 
life  that  belong  unto  them,  are  made  but  matter  of 
jceip  and  mockery :  they  would  not  be  thought  to  un- 
dervalue Chrift,  the  fcripture,  nor  his  religion,  but 
with  the  height  of  formality  feem  to  reverence  and 
applaud  them  all,  yet  perfecute  to  the  death  thofe 
that  are  his  holy  offspring  by  the  fpirit  of  regenera- 

.-tioo;  which  fhews  their  efteem  of  Chrift,  fcripture, 
and  religion,  to  be  but  a  kind  of  blindfold  refpeft; 
and  that  indeed  their  very  fpirits  turn  within  them 
againft  thit  which  is  truly  Chrift-like,  fcriptural,  and 
religious.  The  devil  ever  underftood  his  intereft  bet- 
ter.

ttr,  than  to  perfecute  truth  under  that  name ;  yet  for 
all  his  fair  pretences  to  faintlhip,  he  conftantly  became 
a  fierce  devourer  of  thofe  that  have  been  the  children 
of  the  truth :  and  I  may  truly  fay  to  this  oppofer^  that 
for  all  his  religion,  learnings  church-communion,  and 
that  ftir  he  m^eth  againfl:  us,  as  a  crew  of  hercticks 
and  impoftors,  he  knows  not  what  fpirit  he  is  of>  who 
has  writ  a  book  rather  to  abufe  than  inform  us,  and' 
indigate  the  civil  magiftrate  to  deftroy  us,  than  by 
folid  argument  to  refute  or  reclaim  us.  He  that  has 
but  halt  an  eye  may  fee  his  aim  was  not  fo  much  our 
converfion,  as  difgrace,  and,  if  poffible,  our  utter 
ruin  i  but  till  our  adverfary's  labours  prove  as  dan- 
gerous to  us,  as  his  defign  (no  doubt)  was  wicked, 
we  have  little  caufe  to  dread  the  fuccefs  of  his  at- 
tempts. 

And  that  he  may  fee  a  little  of  himfelf,  if  he  thinks 
himfelf  worth  looking  upon,  let  him  be  pleafed  i6 
take  a  view  of  fome  of  thofe  many  reviling,  fcoffing^. 
rude,  and  contemptuous  epithets  he  is  pleafed  to  be-^ 
ftow  on  us,  an  entire  body  of  people :  *  Heretical  ge- 

*  neration  of  Quakers  j  (laves  to  pride,  covetoufncfs, 
«  luft ;  poffefled  by  the  devil,  and  a  diabolical  Ipirit ; 

*  apoflates,  fanaticks,  fpiritualifts ;  black,  impure 
«  hearts  and  mouths-,  bewitched  with  their  forceries 

*  and  inchantments;  impertinent  cavilling  fellows i  re- 

*  bellious    Quakers;    cheats,    and    mountebanks;    a 

*  beafl:Iy[and  quaking  generation;  jugglers;  quaking 

*  and  impudent  hereticks;  a  fottifh  feft;  illummado*s; 

*  their  cheats  and  impoftures;  enthufiaftical  hereticks] 

*  a  goatifh  herd/"

*  to  hell  and  the  devil,  and  carries  a  man,  like  an  ignis

to^^^f^lf s  for  it  contains  that  charge  againft  its  author, 
thai.  I  ihall  leave  him  to  clear  himfelf  from,  both  to 
Goa  iand  the  whole  world ;  only  I  cannot  be  fo  want- 
ing of  civility  to  the  perfon  he  dedicated  his  book  to, 
as  not  to  let  him  know,  that  it  is  unworthy  of  his 
quality  and  repute  amongft  men,  to  have  his  name 
ufed  to  the  proteftion  of  fo  much  rudenefs,  irreligion, 
and  abufe. 

I  camiot  think  fo  meanly  of  him,  as  that  the  en- 
deavours of  fb  fcurrilous  an  author  ihould  excite  him 
to  any  feyerity  againft  that  poor  people  he  has  fo  bafely 
wronged :  for  fuch  a  thing  were  not  only  beneath  that 
place  he  holds  amongft  men,  but  would  be  to  entitle 
himfelf  to  all  our  adverfary's  fhameful  mifcarriages, 
and  encourage  him  to  perfift  in  what  it  greatly  be- 
hove%  bim  to  repent  of,  which  God  grant,  for  his 
mercy-iake :  which  is  my  whole  anfwer  to  his  ill  treat- 
meat  of  us,  and  the  worft  wifh  I  have  for  him. 


CONCLUSION. 

To  thofe  to  whom  the  difcourfe  is  dedicated. 

SINCE  then  it  is  fo  evidently  proved,  by  fcripture, 
reafon,  and  undoubted  precedents,  that  it  is  no  new 
or  unwonted  thing,  for  national  churches  to  be  de- 
ceived, (e)  notwithftanding  they  have  been  endowed

with  power,  learning,  nobility,  wealth,  and  Worldly 
glory ;  and  that  it  hath  pleafed  Almighty  God,  in  the 
mod  fignal  reformations  that  have  been  wi:bught  upon 
the  world,  to  employ  a  fort  of  plain,  fimplej  and  illi- 
terate people;  let  not  our  meannefs,  plainnefs^ . and 
(implicity,  be  any  argument  with  you  againft  us,  in 
the  mouths  of  that  decimating  tribe,  whofe  trade  it  is 
to  oppofe  that  reformation,  which,  in  confcience,  can 
neither  own  nor  pay  them ;  the  old  enemies  of  God's 
appearance  in  the  world,  who  therefore  dread  a  free 
and  univerfal  preaching,  becaufe  the  engroflfment  of 
it  to  thcmfelves  has  proved  fo  profitable.  Be  Gama- 
liels at  lead,  1  befeech  you,  and  fight  not  their  bat- 
tles: *'  If  we  are  not  of  God,  we  cannot  ftand:"  and 
if  of  God,  "  they  muft  fall."  Leave  us  therefore 
with  our  fpiritual  weapons  to  decide  this  controverfy, 
without  interpofing  your  worldly  power.  It  is  ilrange 
that  we  (hould  be  fuch  ignorantSy  and  bereticks  too, 
whilft  they  blefs  thcmfelves  with  the  name  of  learned 
and  orthodox^  and  yet  dread  the  confequence  of  being 
left  by  you  to  2i  fair  field  ^\t\i  us.  Are  hot  their  uni- 
verfities,  bifhops,  and  do6lors,  enough  to  filence  fuch 
illiterate  whifflersj  as  our  adverfary  is  pleafed  to  call  us^ 
without  the  argument  of  your  carnal  fword?  Certainly 
th^y  ill  deferve  fifteen  hundred  thoufand  pounds  a 
year,  if  at  \2Ay0u  muft  do  the  bufinefs  for  them  :  what 
lefs  can  we  expeft  from  the  worft  of  perfons  ai^d 
caqfes  ?  But  as  this  employment  is  below  the  dignity 
of  their  office,  who  are  pubjick  magiitrates,  and 
much  too  narrow  for  that  univerfal  influence  it  fhould 
have  for  publick  good,  fo  remember  that  great  faying 
of  the  late  king,  to  the  then  prince  of  Wales : 

*  Always  keep  up  folid  piety,  and  thofe  fundamental 

*  truths  which  mend  both  hearts  and  lives  of  menj^ 

*  with  impartial  favour  andjuftice.  Your  prerogative 
'  is  beft  fhewn  and  exercifed  in  remitting,  rather  than 

*  exafting  the  rigour  of  laws,  there  being  nothing 
«  worfe  than  legal  tyranny/  Again,  *  A  charitably 
<  connivance,  and  Chriftian  toleration  often  diflir 
^  pates   what    rougher    oppofition   fortifier:'    wliidi 

•     Lac 
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'teen  the  faying  and  counfel  of  king  James  before 
hiiri:'  It  is  a  fure  rule  in  divinity^  *  That  God  never 
^'  loves  to  plant  his  church  by  violence  and  bloodlhed/ 
And  in  his  expofitions  on  Rev.  xx«  he  faith,  *  That 
^*  pcrftcution  is  the  note  of  a  falfe  church/ 
f'  ^  Herefy  muft  be  cut  off  with  the  fword  of  the 
^  Spirit/  faith  Jerom,  *  The  church  doth  not  perfe- 
«*  cute,  but  is  perfecutcd/  faith  Hilary,  ^  If  you  will, 
*'with  blood,  with  evil,  and  with  torments  defend 
*  your  worlhip,  it  fliall  not  thereby  be  defended,  but 
^*  polluted,'  faid  Laftantius.  I  will  conclude  with 
Chiyfoftom ;  *  It  is  not,'  faith  he,  *  the  manner  of  the 
^  children  of  God  to  perfecute  about  their  religion, 
«  but  an  evident  token  of  Antichrift.'* 
^  So  let  your  moderation  be  known  unto  all  men.  The 
Lord  is  at  hand.

INTRODUCTION 


THERE  is  no  law  under  heaven,  which  hath  its 
rife  from  nature  or  grace,  that  forbids  nncn  to 
deal  honeftly  and  plainly  with  the  CTeatcft,  in  matters 
of  importance  to  their  prefent  ana  future  good :  on 
the  contrary,  the  diftates  of  both  enjoin  every  man 
that  ofEce  to  his  neighbour;  and  from  charity  among 
private  perfons,  it  becomes  a  duty  indifpenfable  to  the 
publick.  Nor  do  worthy  minds  think  ever  the  Icfs 
kindly  of  honefl  and  humble  monitors;  and  God 
knows,  that  oftentimes  princes  are  deceived,  and  king*, 
domslanguifh,  for  want  of  them.  How  far  the  pofture 
of  our  affairs  will  juflify  this  addrefs,  I  (hall  fubmit  to 
the  judgment  and  obfervation  of  every  intelligent 
reader. 

.  Certain  it  is,  that  there  are  few  kingdoms  in  the 
world  more  divided  within  themfelves,  and  whofe  re- 
ligious interefls  lie  more  feemingly  crofs  to  all  accom- 
modation, than  that  we  live  in;  which  renders  the 
magiftrate's  talk  hard,  and  giveth  him  a  difficulty  next 
to  invincible. 

Your  endeavours  for  an  uniformity  have  been  many; 
your  afts  not  a  few  to  enforce  it;  but  the  confequencej 
whether  you  intended  it  or  no,  through  the  barbarous 

Era£tices  of  thofe  that  have  had  their  execution,  hath 
een  the  fpoiling  of  fcveral  thoufands  of  the  free-bqrn 
people  of  this  kingdom,  of  their  unforfeited  rights. 
Perfons  have  been  dung  into  gaols,  gates  and  trunks 
broke  open,  goods  diftrained,  till  a  flool  hath  not 
been  left  to  fit  down  on :  flocks  of  cattle  driven  off*,  whole 
barns  full  of  corn  feized^  threihed^  and  carried  away : 
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parents  left  without  their  children,  children  without 
their  parents,  both  without  fubfiftencc. 

But  that  which  aggravates  the  cruelty,  is,  the  vA^ 
dow's  mite  bath  not  efcaped  their  hands;  they  have 
made  her  *  cow  the  forfeiture  of  her  confcience  ;*  not 
leaving  her  a  bed  to  lie  on,  nor  a  blanket  to  cover 
her.  And,  which  is  yet  more  barbarous,  and  helps 
to  make  up  this  tragedy,  *  the  poor  helplefs  orphan*s 

*  milky  boiling  over  the  fire,    has  been   flung  to  the 

*  dogs,  and  the  Jkillet  made  part  of  their  prize :'  fo 
that  had  not  nature  in  neighbours  been  ftronger  than 
cruelty  in  fuch  informers  and  officers,  to  open  her 
bowels  for  their  relief  and  fubfiftencc,  they  muft  have 
utterly  periftied. 

Nor  can  thefe  inhuman  inftruments  plead  confcience 
or  duty  to  thofe  laws,  who  have  abundantly,  tranfcended 
the  fevereft  claufe  in  them ;  for  *  to  fee  the  imprifoned,* 
has  been  fufpicion  enough  for  a  gaol ;  and  *  to  vifit 

*  the  fick,'  to  make  a  conventicle:  fining  and  diftrain- 
ing  for  preaching,  and  being  at  a  meeting,  where 
there  hath  been  neither  j  and  forty  pounds  for  twenty^ 
at  pick  and  choofe  too,  is  a  moderate  advance  .with 
fome  of  them. 

Others,  thinking  this  way  too  dull  and  troublefome, 
alter  the  queftion,  and  turn,  *  Have  you  met  ?*  which 
the  aft  intends,  to,  *  Will  you  /wear  ?*  which  it  in- 
tendeth  not :  fo  that  in  fome  places  it  hath  been  fuf- 
ficient  to  a  pramunirey  thai;  men  have  had  eftates  to 
lofe ;  I  mean  fuch  men,  who,  through  tendernefs,  re- 
fufe  the  oath  i  but,  by  principle,  like  the  allegiance, 
not  lefs  than  their  adverfaries. 

Finding  then  by  fad  experience,  and  a  long  tradt  of 
time,  that  the  very  remedies  applied  to  cure  diffention, 
increafe  it;  and  that  the  more  vigoroufly  an  uniformity 
is  coercively  piofecuted,  the  wider  breaches  grow,  the 
more  inflamed  perfons  are,  and  fixed  in  their  refolutions 
to  ftand  by  their  principles,  it  fhould,  methinks,  put 
an  end  to  the  attempt :  for  befides  all  other  inconve- 
niences to  thofe  that  give  them  trouble,  their  very 
fufferings  beget  that  compaffion   in  the  multitude, 

which 
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which  rarely  miffes  of  making  many  friends,  and 
proves  often  a  preparation  for  not  a  few  profclytes. 
So  much  more  reverend  is  fuffering,  than  making  men 
fuffer  for  religion,  even  of  thofe  that  cannot  fuffer  for 
their  religion,  if  yet  they  have  any  religion  to  fufFer 
for,  Hiftories  are  full  of  examples :  the  perfecution  of 
the  Chriftian  religion  made  it  more  illuflrious  than  its 
doSrine.  Perhaps  it  will  be  denied  to  Englifli  Diflcn- 
tcrs,  that  they  rely  upon  fo  good  a  caufe,  and  there- 
fore a  vanity  in  them  to  expeft  that  fuccefs.  But  Ar^ 
rianifm  itfelf,  once  reputed  the  fouleft  herefy  by  the 
church,  was  by  no  artifice  of  its  party  fo  difleminated, 
as  the  fevere  oppofition  of  the  Homooujians. 

Contefts  naturally  draw  company;  and  the  vulgar 
arc  Juftified  in  their  curiofity,  if  not  pity,  when  they 
fte  U)  many  wifer  men  bufy  themfelves  to  fupprefs  a 
people,  by  whom  they  fee  no  other  ill,  than  that,  for 
nonconformity  in  matters  of  religion,  they  bear  injuries 
and  indignities  patiently. 

To  be  ihort :  If  all  the  interruptions,  informations^ 
fines,  plunders,  imprifonments,  exiles  and  blood,  which 
the  great  enemy  of  nature,  as  well  as  grace,  hath 
excited  man  to,  in  all  ages,  about  matters  of  faith 
and  worihip,  from  Cain  and  Abel's  time  to  ours,  could 
furniih  us  with  fufficient  precedents  that  the  defign 
propofed  by  the  infliftors  of  fo  much  feverity  was  ever 
anfwered;  that  they  have  fmothered  opinions,  and  not 
inflamedi  but  extinguilhed  contefl ;  it  might  perhaps, 
at  lead  prudentially,  give  check  to  our  expe£tations> 
and  allay  my  jufl  confidence  in  this  addrefs:  but  fince 
fuch  attempts  have  ever  been  found  unprofperous,  as 
well  as  that  they  are  too  coftly,  and  have  always  pro- 
cured the   *  judgments  of  God,    and   the  hatred  of 

*  men;   to   the  fufFerers  miferyj    to  their  countries, 

*  decay  of  people  and  trade  j  and  to  their  own  con- 

*  fciences  an  extreme  guilt;*  I  fall  to  the  queftion,  and 
then  the  folution  of  it:  in  which,  as  I  declare,  I  in- 
tend nothing  that  fhould  in  the  lead  abate  of  that  love, 
honour,  and  fervice  that  are  due  to  you ;  fo,  I  befeech 
jrouj  do  me  the  juftice  to  make  the  faireft  interpreta- 
tion 
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tion  of  my  cxprcflions :  for  the  whole  of  my  plain  and 
honeft  defign  is,  « To  offer  my  mite  for  the  iqcreafe 

*  of  your  true  honour,  and  my  dear  country's  felicity.*

ENGLAND  's 

PRESENT     INTEREST 

CONSIDERED. 

CHAP      L 

Of    E  N  G  LISH    RIGHTS. 

L  Of  Englijh  rights,  in  the  Britijb,  Saxon,  and  Normam 
times.  Particularly  of  liberty  and  property.  Of  le- 
gijlation,  Oi  juries.  That  they  are  fundamefital  to 
the  government,  and  but  repeated  and  confirmed  by. 
the  Great  Charter.  The  reverence  paid  them  by  kingi 
and  parliaments^  and  their  care  to  preferve  them.  The 
curje  and  punijhment  that  attended  the  violators^ 
More  general  confideration  of  property,  &c.  The 
uncertainty  and  ruin  of  intereftsy  where  it  is  not  main- 
tained: divers  precedents:  that  it  is  the  princess 
intereft  to  preferve  it  inviolably :  that  it  is  not  juftly 
forfeitable  for  ecclefiaflical  non-conformity  \  and  that 
where  the  property  is  facrificed  for  it,  the  government 
is  changed  from  civil  to-eccleftaftical,  from  the  par^ 
liament  houfe  to  the  vejlry. 

THERE  is  no  government  in  the  world,  but  it 
muft  cither  ftand  upon  will  and  power,  or  condi- 
iion  and  contrail:  the  one  rules  by  men,  the  other  by 
laws.  And  above  all  kingdoms  under  heaven,  it  is 
England's  felicity  to  have  her  conflitution  fo  impar- 
thllj  juft  and  free,  that  there  cannot  well  be  any  thing 
more  remote  from  arbitrarinefs,  or  more  zealous  of 
preferving  the  laws,  by  which  its  rights  are  main- 
tained. 

The^  laws  are  either  fundamental,  and  fo  immuta- 
^  fuperficial  and  temporary,  and  confe-r 
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'Ry Superficial  laws,  we  underftand  fuch  afts,  laws,  or 
ftatutes,  as  are  fuited  to  prcfent  occurrences,  and 
emergencies  of  ftate  ^  and  wnich  may  as  well  be  abrb- 
;ated,  as  they  were  firft  made,  for  the  good  of  the  i 
lingdom:  for  inftance,  thofe  ftatutes  that  relate  to  ' 
viftuals,  clothes,  times  and  places  of  trade,  &c.  j 
which  have  ever  ftood,  whilft  the  reafon  of  thern  was  I 
in  force;  but  when  that  benefit,  which  did  once  re- 
dound, fell  by  frefli  accidents,  they  ended,  according 
to  that  old  maxim,  Cejfante  ratione  legis,  cejfat  lex. 

By  fundamental  laws,  I  do  not  only  underftand  fuch 
as  immediately  fpring  (vom  fynterejis  (that  eternal  prin- 
ciple of  truth  and  fapience,  more  or  lefs  difleminated 
through  mankind,)  which  are  as  the  corner-ftones  of 
human  ftrufture,  the  bafis  of  reafonable  focieties,  with- 
out which  all  would  run  into  heaps  and  confufion^  to 
wit,  Honejie  vivere^  aherum  non  ladere^  jus  Juum  cuiqi 
tribuere,  that  is,  *  To  live  honeftly,  not  to  hurt  ahb- 
*  ther,  and  to  give  every  one  their  right,'  (excellent 
principles,  and  common  to  all  nations)  though  that 
itfelf  were  fufficient  to  our  prefent  purpofe ;  but  tHofc 
rights  and  privileges  which  I  call  Englijhy  and  which 
are  the  proper  birth-right  of  Englifhmen,  and  may  be 
reduced  to  thefe  three. 

I.  An  ownerfliip,  and  undifturbed  pofleflion:  that 
what  they  have  is  rightly  theirs,  and  no  body's  clfe. 

II.  A  voting  of  every  law  that  is  made,  whereby 
that  ownerfliip  or  propriety  may  be  maintained. 

III.  An  influence  upon,  and  a  real  fliare  in,  that 
judicatory  power  that  muft  apply  every  fuch  law; 
which  is  the  ancient,  neceflfary  and  laudable  ufe  of 
juries :  if  not  found  among  the  Britons,  to  be  furc 
praftifed  by  the  Saxons,  and  continued  through  the 
Normans  to  this  very  day. 

That  thefe  have  been  the  ancient  and  undoubted  rights 
of  Engliflimen,  as  three  great  roots,  under  whofe  fpaci- 
ous  branches  the  Englifli  People  have  beea  wont  to 
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Ihelter  themfelves  againft  the  ftorms  of  arbitrary  govern- 
mcaty  I  fliall  endeavour  to  prove. 

I.  An  ownerfliip  and  undifturbed  pofleflion. 

This  relates  both  to  title  and  fecurity  of  efiale,  and 
liberty  6( per/on,  from  the  violence  of  arbitrary  power. 

It  is  true,  the  footfteps  of  the  Britijh  government 
are  very  much  overgrown  by  time.  There  is  fcarcely 
any  thing  remarkable  left  us,  but  what  we  are  be- 
holden, to  ft  rangers  for:  either  their  own  unfkilfulnefs 
in  letters,  or  their  depopulations  and  conquefts  by  in- 
vaders,, have  deprived  the  world  of  a  particular  ftory 
of  their  laws  and  cuftoms,  in  peace  or  war.  However, 
Csefar,  Tacitus,  and  efpecially  Dion,  fay  enough  to 
prove  their  nature  and  their  government  to  be  as  far 
from  flavifh,  as  their  breeding  and  manners  were  re- 
mote from  the  education  and  greater  Ikill  of  the  Ro- 
mans/   Beda  and  M.  Weftminfter  fay  as  much.** 

The  law  of  property  they  obferved,  and  made  thofe 
laws  that  concerned  the  prefervation  of  it. 

The  Saxons  brought  no  alteration  to  thefe  two  fun- 
damentals of  our  Englifli  government;  for  they  were 
a  free  peophy  governed  by  laws,  of  which  they  them- 
felves were  the  makers:  that  is,  there  was.no  law 
made  without  the  confent  of  the  people ;  de  majoribus 
omnes^  as  Tacitus  obferveth  of  the  Germans  in  general.* 
They  loft  nothing  by  tranfporting  themfelves  hither  5 
and  doubtlefs  found  a  greater  confiftency  between  their 
laws,  than  their  ambition.  For  the  learned  coUeftor 
of  the  *  Brit ifti  Councils,**'  tells  us,  'that  Ethelftan, 
the  Saxon  king,  pleading  with  the  people,  told  them, 

*  Seeing  I,    according   to   your  law,    allow  what  is 

*  yours,  do  ye  fo  with  me.*  Whence  three  things  are 
obfervable.  Firft,  that  fomething  was  theirs^  that  no- 
body elfc  could  difpofe  of.  Secondly,  that  they  had 
froferty  by  their  own  laws   therefore  had  a  Jhare  in

making 
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making  their  own  laws.  Thirdlyj  that  the  law  was 
ufnpire  between  king  and  people ;  neither  of  them  ought 
to  infringe  i  this,  Ina,  the  great  Saxon  king,  confirms, 
[  There  is  no  great  man/  faith  he,  *  nor  any  in  the 

*  whole  kingdom,  that  may  abolifh  written  laws.*" 
It  wa3  alfo  a  great  part  of  the  Saxon  oath  adminif- 
tcred  to  the  kings,  at  their  entrance  upon  the  govern- 
ment,  *  To  maintain  and  rule  according  to  the  laws 

*  of  the  nation/' 

Their  parliament  they  called  micilemote,  or  wittange^ 
mote.  It  confifted  of  king^  lords,  and  people,  before  the 
clergy  interwove  themfelves  with  the  civil  government. 
And  Andrew  Horn,  in  his  *  Mirror  of  Jufticc,*  tells 
us,  *  That  the  grand  aflembly  of  the  kingdom  in  the 

*  Saxon   time,    was  to  confer  of  the  government  of 

*  God's  people,  how  they  might  be  kept  from  ^»,  in 

*  quiefy  and  have  right  done  them,  accordii^g  t;o  thfi 

*  cuftoms  and  laws,^' 

Nor  did  this  law  end  with  the  Saxon  race:  William 
the  Conqueror,  as  he  is  ufually  called,  quitting  all 
claim  by  conquejl,  gladly  (looped  to  the  laws  obferved 
by  the  Saxon  kings,  and  fo  became  a  king  by  leave  y 
valuing  a  title  by  eleSiion,  before  that  which  is,  faunded 
in  power  only.  He  therefore,  at  hia  ccvw^^tion,  made 
a  lolemn  covenant,  '  To  ma,intain  the  good,  approved, 

*  and  ancient  laws  of  this  kingdom,  and  to  inhibit 
^  all  fpoil  and  unjuft  government.*** 

■  And  this  Henry  the  Firft,  his  third  fpn^  among  other 
hi^  titles,  mentioned  in  his  charter  to  make  Ely  a 
bilhoprick,  calls  himfclf,  *  Son  of  William  the  Greats 

*  who  by  hereditary  right  (not  conqueft)  fucceeded 
king  Edward  (called  the  Confefibr)  in  this  kingdom,** 

*  An  ancient  chronicle  of  Litchfield  fpeaks  of  a  coun* 
cil  of  lords  that  advifed  William  of  Normandy,  *  To 

*  call  together  all  the  nobles  and  wife  men  throughout 
■^  their  counties  of  England,  that  they  might  fet  down 
"*  their  own  laws  and  cuftoms;'  which  was  about  the 

*  Ll.  Inae.  Lamb.        '  ^irror.  c.  i.  §«  a.        %  Ibid«  o.  i.  §.  s.  ^ 
Jaft,  ^^  4*.  §.  I  It        ^  M.  Paris  in  vit.  GuIiQlin.        K  SpicUeg. 

fpur^ 
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fpyrth  year  of  his  reign :  which  implies  that  they  had. 
fwdamental  lawsj  and  that  he  intended  their  con- 
firmation, r 

And  one  of  the  firft  laws  made  by  this  king,  which» 
as  a  notable  author  faith,  *  may  be  called  the  firft 
ipagna  charta  in  the  Norman  times,  (by  which  he  re- 
ferved  to  himfelf  nothing  of  the  freemen  of  this  king- 
dom! but  their  free-fer/ice)  in  the  conclufion  of  it, 
faith,  *  That  the  lands  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  king- 
^  dom  were  granted  to  them  in  inheritance  of  the  king, 
/.and   by  the  common   council  of  the  whole  king- 

*  dom:*"  which  law  doth  alfo  provide,  *  That  they 
f  (hall  hold  their  lands  and  tenements  well  or  quietly, 

*  and  in  peace,  from  all  unjuft  tax  and  tillage:'  which 
|S  farther  expounded  in  the  laws  of  Henry  the  Firft, 
€hap*  4*  ^  That  no  tribute  or  tax  (hould  be  taken,  but 
f  what  was  due  in  Edward  the  Confeffor's  time/  So 
that  the  Norman  kings  claim  no  other  right  in  the  lands 
j}nd;  ppfiefllons  of  any  of  their  fubjeds,  than  according 
tQ  J^/^  law  and  right. 

^...>|nd.fo  tender  were  they  of  property  in  thofe  times, 
th^t  when  jujiice  itfelf  became  importunate  in  a  cafe, 
jjQLO  diftrefs  could  iflue  without  publick  warrant  ob- 
taiqed:  nor  that  neither,  but  upon  three  complaints 
firft  made.  Nay,  when  rape  and  plunder  were  rife, 
and  men  feemed  to  have  no  more  right  to  their  owa 
than  they  had  power  to  maintain,  even  then  was  this 
law  a  fufficient  fan'6tuary  to  the  oppreffed,  by  being 
publickly  pleaded  at  the  bar  againft  all  ufurpationy 
though  it  were  under  the  pretence  of  their  conqueror's 
right  itfelf  J  as  by  the  cafe  of  Edwin  of  Sharnbourn, 
in  *  Camden's  Britannia,'  plainly  appears. 

The  like  obligation  to  maintain  this  fundamental 
law  of  property^  with  the  appendant  rights  of  the  peo- 
ple, was  taken  by  William  Rufus,  Henry  the  Firft, 
Stephen,  Henry  the  Second,  Richard  the  Firft,  John, 
afid  Henry  the  Third :  which  brings  me  to  that  famous 
law  called  Magna  Charta^  or  ^  The  Great  Charter  of

^England/ 
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*  Englandj'  of  which  more  anon ;  it  being  my  defign 
to  fhew^  that  nothing  of  the  effential  rights  of  Eng- 
lifhmen  was  thereby,  de  novoy  granted,  as  in  civility 
to  king  Henry  the  Third  it  is  termed  j  but  that  they 
were  therein  .only  repeated  and  confirmed.  Wherefore 
I  fliall  return  to  antecedent  times,  to  fetch  down  the 
remaining  rights. 

The  fecond  part  of  this  firft  fundamental  is,  liberty 
ef  perfon.  The  Saxons  were  fo  tender  in  the  point  of 
imprilonment,  that  there  was  little  or  no  ufe  made  of 
it:  nor  would  they  fo  punifli  their  bond- men  j  vinculis 
coercere  varum  eft. 

In  cafe  of  debt  or  damage,  the  recovery  thereof 
was  either  by  a  delivery  of  the  juft  value  in  goodsj  or, 
upon  the  fherifF's  fale  of  the  goods,  in  money ;  and  if 
that  fatisfied  not,  the  land  was  extended :  and  when 
all  was  gone,  they  were  accuftomed  to  make  their 
laft  feizure  upon  the  party's  arms,  and  then  he  was  re^ 
puted  an  undone  man,  and  caft  upon  the  charity  of 
his  friends  for  fubfiftence :  but  his  perfon  was  never 
imprifoned  for  the  debt :  no,  not  in  the  king's  cafe.' 
And  to  the  honour  of  king  Alfred  be  it  fpoken,  *  He 

*  imprifoned  one  of  his  judges  for  imprifoning  a  man 

*  in  that  cafe.' 

We  find  among  his  laws  this  paflage,  ^i  immerentem 
faganum  vinculis  conftrinxerif,  decern  Jolidis  noxam  farcito : 

*  That  if  a  man  fhould  imprifon  his  vaffal  or  bond* 
<  man  unjuflly,  his  purgation  of  that  offence  ihould 

*  not  be  lefs  than  the  payment  of  ten  (hillings:"'  a  fum 
very  confiderable  in  thofe  days,  more  than  ten  pounds 
now. 

Nor  did  the  revolution  from  Saxon  to  Norman  drop 
this  privilege :  for  befides  the  general  confirmation  of 
former  rights  by  William,  furnamed  the  Conqueror, 
his  fon  Henry  the  Firfl;  particularly  took  fuch  care  of 
continuing  this  fart  of  property  inviolable,  that,  in  his 
time,  no  perfon  was  to  be  imprifoned  for  committing 
of  mortal  crime  itfelf^  unlefs  he  were  firft  attainted  by

the 
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the  vcrdidt  of  twelve  men ;  that  is,  a  jury,  which  was 
to  be  of  the  neighbourhood. " 

Thus  much  for  the  firft  of  my  three  fundamentals, 
right  of  efiate^  and  liberty  of  f  erf  on:  that  is  to  fay,  I  am 
ho  man's  bond-man,  and  what  I  poiTefs  is  abfolutelji 
mine  own. 

I  II.  A  voting  of  every  law  that  is  made,  whereby  that 
ownerfhip  or  property  may  be  maintained. 

Thisfecond  fundamental  of  ourEnglifh  government, 
was  no  incroachment  upon  the  kings  of  more  modern 
ages,  but  extant  long  before  the  great  charter  made  in 
the  reign  of  Hen.  III.  even  as  early  as  the  Britons 
themfelves;  and  that  it  continued  to  the  time  of  Hen. 
III.  is  evident  from  feveral  inftapces. 

Csefar,  in  his  Commentaries,  tells  us,  ^  That  it  was 

*  the  cuftom  of  the  Britifh  cities  to  eleft  their  general 

*  or  commander  in  chief,  in  cafe  of  war.** '  Dion  af- 
fures  us,  in  the  life  of  Severus  the  emperor,  *  That  in 

'-  ^  Britain  the  people  held  a  Ihare  in  power  and  govern- 

*  mentj'  which  is  the  modefteft  conftruftion  his  words 
will  bear.  And  Tacitus,  in  the  life  of  Agrippa,  fays, 
<  They  had  a  common  council;   and  that  one  great 

*  reafon  of  their  overthrow  by  the  Romans,  was,  their 

*  not  confulting  witb^    and  relying  upon,   their  common 

*  council.^'  Again,  both  Beda  and  Mat.  Weftminfter 
tell  us,  *  That  the  Britons  fummoned  a  fynod,  chofe 

*  their  moderator,  and  expelled  the  Pelagian  creed.* 
All^which  fuppofes  popular  aflemblics,  with  power  to 
order  national  affairs. 

And   indeed,    the  learned  author  of  the    ^  Britifli 

*  councils'  gives  fome  hints  to  this  purpofe,  *  That 

*  they  had  a  common  council,  and  called  it  kyfr  ythenJ^ 
The  Saxons  were  not  inferior  to  the  Britons  in  this 

point!  and  ftory  furnifheth  us  with  more  and  plainer 
proofs.     They  brought  this  liberty  along  with  them,

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'  and  it  was  not  likely  they  fhould  lofc  it,  by  tranfport- 
ing  themfelves  into  a  country  where  they  alfo  found 
it.     Tacitus  reports  it   to  have  been   generally  the 

'  German  lihcny ;  like  unto  the  concio  of  the  Athenians 
and  Lacedaemonians. 

They  called  their  freemen  Frilingi;  and  thcfc  had 
votes  in  the  making  and  executing  the  general  laws  of 

-the  kingdom. 

In  Ethel bert's  time,  after  the  monk  Auftin's  infinua- 
tions  had  made  his  followers  a  part  of  the  government, 

•the  commune  concilium  was  tam  ckri  quampopulij  ^  as  well 

*  clergy  as  people."* '  In  Ina's  time,  fuafu  £«?  inftitia9 
epi/coporum^  omnium  Jenatorum  &  natu  majorum  fapierUuM 
populi ;  *  bifliops,  lords,  and  wife  men  of  the  people/ 
Alfred  after  him  reformed  the  former  laws,  confulii 
fapientemy  *  by  the  advice  of  the  fages  of  the  king- 

*  dom.'  Likewife  matters  of  publick  and  general.^ 
charge,  in  cafe  of  war,  &c.  we  have  granted  in  the 
affembly,  rege^   baronibusy   G?  pcpulo  j    •  by  the  king^ 

*  barons,  and  people.*  And  though  the  Saxon  word 
properly  imports  *  the  meeting  of  wife  men,*  yet  4//L 
that  would  come  might  be  prefent,  and  interpofe  their  V 
like  or  diflike  of  the  prefent  propofition :  as  that  (^k 
Ina,  in  magna  fervorum  Dei frequentid.  Ajgain,  C^MMffiffi 
concilium /eniorum  6?  populorum  totius  regni;  *  the  com- 

*  mon  council  of  the  elders  or  nobles,  and  people  (£ 

*  the  whole  kingdom.'*  The  council  of  Winton, 
ann.  855.  is  faid  to  be  in  the  prefence  of  the  great 
men,  aliorumq;  fidelium  infinitd  multitudine\  ^  and  an  infi** 
^  nite  multitude  of  other  faithful  people;'  which  was 
nigh  four  hundred  years  before  the  great  charter  was 
hiade. 

My  laft  inftance  of  the  Saxon  ages  Ihall  be  out  of 

the  Glojfary  of  the  learned  Englifli  knight,   H.  Spcl- 

man :  *  The  Saxon  wittangemotCj  or  parliament,'  faith 

he,  *  is  a  convention  of  the  princes,  as  well  bijb&ps  as 

^  magiftratesy  and  tht  free  people  of  the  kingdom:*'  and

that 
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that  the  faid  wittangemote  confulted  of  the  commoh 
fafety  in  peace  and  war,  and  for  the  promotion  of  tht 
common  good. 

William  of  Normandy  chofe  rather  to  rely  upon 
the  people's  conjent^  than  his  oy^n  power  to  obtain  the 
kingdom.  He  fwore  to  them  to  maintain  their  old 
laws  and  privileges;  they  to  him  obedience,  for  his  fo  go* 
verning  of  them:  for,  as  a  certain  author  hath  it,  '  He 
^  bound  himfelf  to  htjujly  that  he  might  ht great;  and 

*  the  people  to  fubmit  to  Jufiice,  that  they  might  be 
^  free.^*     In  his  laws,  c.  55.  ^  We,    by  the  common 

*  council   of  the  whole  kingdom,    have  granted  the 

*  people's  lands  to  them  in  inheritance,  according  to 
f  their  ancient  laws.' 

Matters  of  general  expence  upon  the  whole  body  of 
the  people  were  fettled  by  this  great  council,  efpc- 
cially  in  the  charge  of  arms  impofed  upon  the  fubjeft. 
The  law  faith  it  to  have  been  done  by  the  commune 
concilium  of  the  kingdom^ 

So.W.  Rufus  and  Henry  the  Firfl:  were  received 
by  the  common  con/ent  of  the  people.  And  Stephen's 
words  were.  Ego  Stephanus,  Dei  gratia^  ^Jf^fu,  cleri  &? 
fopuli  in  regno  Angli^e  eleSluSy  ^c.   '  I  Stephen,  by  the 

*  grace  of  God,  and  con  fen  t  of  the  clergy  and  people, 

*  chofen  king  of  England,'  &c.  So  king  John  wa4 
chofen,  tarn  cleri  quam  populi  unanimi  confenfu  6?  fa^ 
vorei   *  by  the  favour  and  unanimous  conjent  of  the 

*  clergy  and  people :'  and  his  queen  is  faid  to  have 
been  crowned  de  communi  conjenju  £s?  concordi  voluntatc 
archiepijcoporum,  comitum,  baronum,  cleri  &?  populi  totius 
regniy   i.  e,    *  by  the  common  affent   and  unanimous 

*  good  will  of  the  archbifliops,  bilhops,  counts,  ba- 

*  rons,  clergy,  and  people  of  the  whole  kingdom.** 
King  Edw<  I.  alfo  defired  money  of  the  commune  conci^

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Hum,  or  parliament,  *  As  you  have  given  in  my  time, 

*  and  that  of  my  progenitors,  kings,  &c. 
All  which  Ihews,  that  it  was  antecedent  to  the  great 

charter ;  not  the  rights  therein  repeated  and  confirmed^  ' 
but  the  a£f  it/elf. 

And  king  John's  refignation  of  the  crown  to  the 
pope,  being  queilioned  upon  fome  occadon  in  Ed- 
ward III/s  time,  it  was  agreed  upon,  *That  he  had.no 

*  power  to  do  it,  without  the  confent  of  .the  dukes^ 

*  prelates,  barons,  and  commons.^' 
And,  as  paradoxical  as  any  may  pleafe  to  think.  it» 

it  is  the  great  intereft  of  a  prince,  that  the  people 
fliould  have  a  Jhare  in  the  making  of  their  own  laws : 
where  it  is  otherwife,  they  are  no  kings  of  free-meiij 
but  flaves,  and  thofe  their  enemies  for  making  them 
fb.  Leges  nulla  alia  caufd  nos  tenent,  quam  quod  judich  ^ 
fopuli  tecepta  Junt ;  *  The  laws,'  faith  Ulpian,  *  do 
^  therefore  oblige  the  people,  becaufe  they  are  allowed 

*  of  by  their  judgment.*    And  Gratian,  in  iDec,  Dif-  ' 
tindt.  4*  ^um  demum  humana  leges  habent  vim  fuam^  cum 
fuerint  non  modo  injlituta^  Jed  etiam  firmata  approbatiotii 
€ommunttatis:'  *  It  is  then,'  faith  he,  '  that  human  laws 

*  have  their  due  force,   when  they  fhall  not  only  be 

*  deviled,  but  confirmed  by  the  approbation  of  the 
^  people.' 

I.  It  makes  men  diligent,  and  increafeth  trade, 
which  advances  the  revenue :  for  where  men  are  not 
free,  they  will  never  feek  to  improve,  becaufe  they  arc 
not  fure  of  what  they  have,    and   lefs  of  what  they 

a.  It  frees  t|;ie  prince  from  the  jealoufy  and  hate  of  j 
his  people ;  and  confequently,  the  troubles  and  danger    ' 
that  follow ;  and  makes  his  province  eafy  and  fafe. 
'   3.  If  any    inconvenience  attends  the  execution  of  . 
any  law,  the  prince  is  not  to  be  blamed :  it  is  their 
own  fault  that  made  it. 

I  fhall  now  proceed  to  the  third  fundamental,  and 
by  plain  evidence  prove  it  to  have  been  a  material

part 
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part  of  the  government  before  the  great  charter  was 
cnafted. 

m.  The  people  have  an  influence  upon,  and  a  great 
ftiare  in,  the  judicatory  power. 

That  it  was  a  Britifi  cuftom,  I  will  not  affirm,  but 
have  fome  reafon  to  fuppofe :  for  if  the  Saxons  had 
{nought  it  with  them,  they  would  alfo  have  left  it  be- 
hmd  them,  and  in  all  likelihood  there  would  have 
been  fome  footfteps  in  Saxoiry  of  fuch  a  law  or  cuftom, 
which  we  find  not.  I  will  not  enter  the  lifts  with  any 
about  this:  this  fhall  fuffice  me,  that  we  find  ic  early 
among  the  Saxons  in  this  country ;  and  if  they,  a  free 
people  in  their  own  country,  fettling  themfelves  here 
at  a  new  planted  colony,  did  fupply  what  was  defec- 
tive in  their  own  government,  or  add  fome  new  free- 
dom to  themfelves,  as  all  planters  are  wont  to  do, 
vfaich  are  thofe  firfl:  and  comer-ftones,  their  pofterity, 
wi^  all  care  and  Ikill,  are  to  build  upon,  that  itfelf 
will  ferve  my  turn  to  prove  it  a  fundamental:  that  is, 
fuch  a  fjrft  principle  in  our  Englifli  government,  by 
the  agreement  of  the  people,  as  ought  not  to  be  vio- 
lated. I  would  not  be  undcrftood  of  the  number,  but 
of  the  way  of  trial :  '  I  mean,  '  That  men  were  not 
'  to  be  condemned,  but  by  the  votes  of  the  freemen.' 

N.  Bacon  thinks  that  in  ruder  times  the  multitude 
tried  all  among  themfelves;  and  fancies  it  came  from 
the  Grecians,  who  determined  controverfies  by  the  fuf- 
frage  of  34,  or  the  major  part  of  them. 

Be  it  as  it  mH,  Juries  the  Saxons  had;  for  in  the 
"?s  of  king  Etheldred,  about  three  hundred  years 
rore  the  entrance  of  the  Norman  duke,  we  find  en- 
**"»  la  fsngulis  icnturiis,  &c.  thus  engliihed,  '  In 
vttxy  hundred  let  there  be  a  court,  and  let  twelve 
^f.'^t  fre«n^^H^gi|k£be  lord  of  the  hun- 
^  fif^^^^^^^^^^^^K  condemn  the 
>f  tS  ^^^^^^^^^^BMfld  fo  ftri£t  were 


they 
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they  of  thofc  ages,  in  obferving  this  fiindamental  i^ajr 
of  judicature,  that  Alfred  put  one  of  his  judges  to 
death,  for  pafling  fentence  upon  a  verdidt  (corruptly 
obtained)  upon  the  votes  of  the  jurors,  three  of  twelve 
being  in  the  negative.  If  the  number  was  fo  facred, 
what  was  the  conjlitution  itjelf? 

The  very  fame  king  executed  another  of  his  judges, 
for  pafling  fentence  of  death  upon  an  ignoramus  returned 
by  the  jury ;  and  a  third,  for  condemning  a  man  upon 
an  inqueft  taken  ex  officioy  when-as  the  delinquent  had 
not  put  himfelf  upon  their  trial.  More  of  his  juftice 
might  be  mentioned  even  in  this  very  cafe. 

There  was  alfo  a  law  made  in  the  time  of  Etheldred, 
when  the  Britons  and  Saxons  began  to  grow  tame  to 
each  other,    and   intercommpn  amicably,    that  faith, 

*  Let  there  be  twelve  men  of  underftanding,  &c,  fix 

*  EngUJby  and  fix  IVelJhy  and  let  them  deal  jufliice,  both 

*  to  Englijb  and  JVelfi^ 

Alfo  in  thofe  fimple  times,  if  a  crime  extended  but 
to  hmt  Jhameful  funijhmenty  as  pillory  or  whipping  (the 
laft  whereof,  as  ufual  as  it  has  been  with  us,  was  in* 
flifted  only  upon  their  bondmen)  the  penance  might 
be  reduced  to  a  ranfom,  according  to  the  nature  of  the 
faults  but  it  mufl:  be  afleflfed  in  the  prefence  of  the 
judge,  and  by  the  twelve^  that  is,  the  jury  of  Frilingiy 
or  freemen. 

Hitherto  ftories  tell  us  of  trials  byjurieSy  and  thofe 
to  have  confided,  in  general  terms,  o(  freemen:  but 
per  pareSi  or  by  equals^  came  after,  oecafioned  by  the 
confiderable  Saxons  negleding  that  fervice,  and  leaving 
it  to  the  inferior  people,  who  loft  the  bench,  their  an- 
£ient  righty  becaufe  they  were  not  thought  company  for 
a  judge  or  fherifF:  and  alfo  from  the  growing  pride  of 
the  JPaneSj  who  flighted  fuch  a  rural  judicature,  and 
defpifed  the  fellowfliip  of  the  mean  Saxon  freemen  in 
publick  fervice.  The  wife  Saxon  king  perceiving  this^ 
and  the  dangerous  confequence  of  fubmitting  the  lives 
and  liberties  of  the  inferior  (l?ut  not  lefs  ufeful  people) 

•  hU  E(hcl4^  c^p«  3.    Lanb,  LL  In^n    hU  Can^t« 

to 
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to.  the  di&ates  of  any  fuch  haughty  humour  -,  and,  on 
the  other  hand^  of  fubjedting  the  nobler  forf  to  the  fuf- 
frage  of  the  inferior  rank,  did,  with  the  advice  of  his 
mUangemote,  or  parliament y  provide  a  third*  way,  more 
equal  and  grateful,  and  by  agreement  with  Gunthurn^ 
the  Dane,  iettled  the  law  of  peers ,  or  equals ;  which  is 
the  emy  of  nations y  but  the  famous  privilege  of  our  Eng* 
I^ people:  one  of  thofe  three  pillars  the  tabrick  of  this 
ancient  and  free  government  ftands  upon. 

This  benefit  gets  flrength  by  time,  and  is  received 
by  the  Norman  duke  and  his  fuccefforsj  and  not  only 
confirmed  in  the  lump  of  other  privileges,  but  in  one 
notable  cafe  for  all;  which  might  be  brought  to  prove^ 
that  the  fundamental  privileges,  mentioned  in  the 
^reat  charter,  9  of  Hen.  3.  were  before  it.  The  ftory 
is  more  at  large  delivered  by  our  learned  Selden:  but 
thus,  *  William  having  given  his  half  brother  Odo  a 

*  large  territory  in  Kent,  with  the  earldom,  and  he 

*  taking  advantage  at  the  king's  being  difpleafed  with 
^  the  archbiihop  of  Canterbury,  to  poffcfs  himfelf  of 
^  fome  of  the  lands  of  that  fee,  Lanfrank,  that  fuc- 
^  ceeded  the  archbiihop,  informed  hereof,  petitioned 

*  the  king  for  juftice,  fecundum  legem  terra,  according 

*  to  the  law  of  the  land :  upon  which  the  king  fum- 

*  moned  a  county  court,  where  the  debate  lafted  three 

*  days,  before  the  freemen  of  Kent,  in  the  prefence  of 

*  lords  and  bijhops,  and  others  fkilful  in  the  law,  and 

*  the  judgment  paffed  for  the  archbifhop,  upon  the  votes 

*  of  the  freemen} ' 

By  all  which  it  is,  I  hope,  fufHciently  and  inoffen*- 
fively  manifefted,  that  thefe  three  principles,  viz. 

i«  That  Englijh  men  have  the  alone  right  of  pojQelfion 

and  difpofition  of  what  is  theirs ; 
a.  That  they  are  parties  to  the  laws  of  their  country, 

for  the  maintenance  thereof  i 
^.  That  they  have  an  influence  upon,  and  a  real  (hare 

iOj  the  judicatory  power,  that  applies  thofe  laws; 

*  Spicileg.  197, 

Q  4  have 
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have  been  the  ancient  rights  of  the  kingdom,  and  com^ 
mon  bajis  of  the  government;  that  which  kings,  under 
all  revolutions,  have  fworn  to  maintain,  and  hiftory 
affords  us  fo  many  precedents  to  confirm.  So  that 
the  great  charter,  made  in  the  9th  of  Hen.  3.  was  not 
the  nativity,  but  rejloration,  of  ancient  privileges  from 
abufes  j  no  grant  of  new  rights,  but  a  new  grant,  or 
confirmation  rather,  of  ancient  laws  and  liberties,  violated 
by  king  John,  and  reftored  by  his  fuccelTor,  at  the 
cxpence  of  a  long  and  bloody  war;  which  Ihewed 
them  as  refolute  to  keep,  as  their  anceftors  had  been 
careful  to  make,  thofe  excellent  laws. 

And  fo  I  am  come  to  the  great  charter,  which  is 
comprehcniive  of  what  I  have  already  been  difcourfing, 
and  which  I  fhall  briefly  touch  upon,  with  thofe  fuc- 
ceffive  Jiatutes  that  have  been  made  in  honour  and  pre- 
fervation  of  it. 

I  fhall  rehearfe  fo  much  of  it  as  falls  within  the  con-^ 
fideration  of  the  foregoing  matter,  (which  is  a  great 
deal  in  a  little)  with  fomething  of  the  formality  of 
grant  and  cur/e ;  that  this  age  may  fee  with  what  reve- 
rence and  circumfpeftion  our  anceflors  governed  them- 
felves  in  confirming  and  prefcrving  of  it. 

*  Henry,  by  the  grace  of  God,  king  of  England,  &c. 

*  To  all  archbifhops,  earls,  barons,  fherifFs,  provofls, 
^  officers,  unto  al)  bailiffs,  and  our  faithful  fubjedts, 

*  who  fhall  fee  this  prefent  charter,  greeting :   Know 

*  ye,  that  unto  the  honour  of  Almighty  God,  ^nd  for 

*  the  falvation  of  the  fouls  of  our  progenitors,    and 

*  our  fucceffors,  kings  of  England,  to  the  advance- 

*  men^  of  holy  church,  and  amendment  of  our  realm, 

*  of  our  mere  and  free  will  have  given  and  granted  to 

*  all  archbifhops,  &c.  and  to  all  freemen  of  this  our 

*  realmj  thefe  liberties  underwritten,  to  be  holden  apd 
^  kept  in  this  our  realm  of  England  for  everrpore,^  * 

Though  in  honour  to  the  king,  it  is  faid  to  be  out 
of  his  mere  mdfree  willy  as  if  it  were  his  mere  favour,

yet 
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yet  the  qualification  of  the  perfons  he  is  faid  to  grant 
the  enfuing  liberties  to>  Ihews^  that  they  are  terms  of 
formality^  viz.  to  all  freemen  of  this  realm.  Which 
fuppofes  there  v^txt  freemen  before  this  grant;  and  that 
charafter  alfo  implies  they  muft  have  had  laws  and  //« 
berties :  confequently,  this  was  not  an  infranchifing  of 
them^  but  a  confirming  to  freemen  their  juft  privileges 
they  had  before.    The  words  of  the  charter  are  thefe : 

*  A  freeman  ftiall  not  be  amerced  for  a  fmall  fault, 
but  after  the  quantity  of  the  fault ;  and  for  a  great 
fault,  after  the  manner  thereof,  faving  to  him  his 
contenements  or  freehold:  and  a  merchant  likewife  (hall 
be  amerced,  faving  to  him  his  mercliandize;  and 
none  of  the  faid  amercements  (hall  be  afleiTed,  but 
by  the  oath  of  good  and  honeft  men  of  the  vicinage.*' 

*  No  freeman  fhall  be  taken  or  imprifonedy  nor  be 
dijfeifed  of  bis  freehold  or  liberties,  or  free  cujioms ;  or 
be  outlawed  or  exiled,  or  any  other  ways  deftroyed  j 
nor  we  Ihall  not  pafs  upon  him,  nor  condemn  him, 
but  by  lawful  judgment  of  his  peers^  or  by  the  law  lof 
the  land.  We  Ihall  fell  to  no  man,  we  fhall  deny  or 
defer  to  no  man,  either  juflice  or  right/' 

I  fland  amazed,  how  any  man  can  have  the  confi- 
dence to  fay,  *  Thefe  privileges  were  extorted  by  the 
*  baron's  wars,'  when  the  king  declares,  that  what  he 
did  herein,  was  done  freely:  or  that  they  were  new 
privileges,  when  the  very  tenor  of  the  word  proves  the 
contrary :  for  freehold^  liberties y  or  free  cufiomsy  are  by 
the  charter  itfelf  fuppofcd  to  be  in  the  poffeflion  of 
the  freemen  at  the  making  and  publifhing  thereof.  For 
obfervc,  no  freeman  fhall  be  taken  or  imprifoned:  then  he 
was  free :  this  liberty  is  his  right.  Again,  no  freeman 
ftiall  be  dijfeifed  of  his  freehold^  liberties ^  or  free  cuftomsi 
then  certainly  he  was  in  poffeflion  of  them ;  and  that 
great  do£fcor  in  the  laws  of  England,  chief  juflice 
Coke,  in  his  proem  to  the  fecond  part  of  his  In/titutes, 
tells  usj  ^  that  thefe  laws  and  liberties  were  gathered

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*  and  obfcrved  amongft  others,  in  an  entire  -volume, 

*  by  king  Edward  the  Confeffor  j  confirmed  by  Wil- 

*  liam,  furnamed  the  Conqueror;  which  were  after- 

*  wards  ratified  by  Henry  the  Firft ;  enlarged  by  Henry 
^  the  Second,  in  his  conftitutiotis  at  Clarendon ;  and 

*  after  much  conteft,  and  blood  fpilt,  between  king 

*  John  and  the  barons  concerning  them,  were  folemnly 

*  cftablifhed  at  Running-Mead  by  Staines :  and  laftty, 

*  brought  to  their  former  ftation,  and  publifhed  by 

*  this  king  Henry  the  Third,  in  the  9th  year  of  his 

*  >eign/ 

And  though  evil  counfellors  would  have  provoked 
him  to  void  his  father's  aft  and  his  own,  as  if  the  firft 
had  been  the  efi^eft  oi  force y  the  other  of  non-agf;  yet 
it  fo  pleafed  Almighty  God,  who  hath  ever  been  pro- 
pitious to  this  ungrateful  ifland,  that  in  the  20th  year 
of  his  reign,  he  did  confirm  and  complete  this  char- 
ter, for  a  perpetual  eftablifhment  of  liberty  to  all  free^ 
horn  Engli/bmefty  and  their  heirs  for  ever:  ordaining, 
^od  contravenientes  per  domnum  regem^  cum  conviSi  fue- 
rinty  graviter  puniantury  i.  e.  ^  That  whofoever  fliould 

*  aft  any  thing  contrary  to   thefe  laws,  upon  convic- 

*  tion,  (hould  be  grievoufly  puniflied  by  our  lord  the 

*  king/  And  in  the  22d  year  of  his  reign,  it  was 
confirmed  by  the  ftatute  of  Marleb.  cap,  5.  And  fo 
venerable  an  efteem  have  our  anceftors  had  for  this 
great  charter,  and  fo  indifpenfably  neceflkry  have  they 
thought  it  to  their  own  and  pofterity's  felicity,  that  it 
hath  been  above  thirty  times  ratified  and  commanded, 
under  great  penalties,  to  be  put  in  execution. 

Here  are  the  three  fundamentals  comprehended,, 
and  expreffed  to  have  been  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  Engliflimen, 

L  Owner jhipy  confifting  of  liberty  and  property.  In 
that  it  fuppofes  Englijhmen  to  be  free%  there  is 
liberty:  next,  that  they  have  freeholds^  there  is 
property. 

II.  That  they  have  the  voting  of  their  avtmlsinfs:  for 
that  was  an  ancient  free  cuftom,  as  I  have  already 
proved^  and  all  fuch  cuftoms  are  exprefsly  con- 
firmed 
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firmed  by  this  great  charter :  belidesj  the  people 
helped  to  make  it. 
III.  An  influence  upon,  and  a  rczljbare  in^  the  ju^ 
dicatory  powers  in  the  execution  and  application 
thereof. 

This  is  a  fubftantial  part,  thrice  provided  for  in 
thofe  fixteen  lines  of  the  great  charter  before  rehearfed: 

*  I.  That  no  amercement  fhall  be  aflefled,  but  by  oath 

*  of  good  and  honeft  men  of  the  vicinage.  2.  Nor 
'  Ihall  we  not  pafs  upon  him,  nor  condemn  him,  but 

*  by  lawful  judgment  of  his  peers.     3.  Or  by  the  law 

*  of  the  land :'  which  is  fynonymous,  or  a  faying  of 
equal  fignification,  with  lawful  judgment  of  peers: 
for  law  of  the  land,  and  lawful  judgment  of  peers,  arc 
the  proprium  quarto  modo,  or  eflential  qualities,  of  thefe 
chapters  of  our  great  charter;  being  communicable 
wmi  Jolt  &?  femper,  to  all  and  every  claufe  thereof 
alike. 

Chief  juftice  Coke  well  obferves,  in  his  Second  In- 
ftitutes,  that  per  legem  terra,  or  by  the  law  of  the  land, 
imports  no  more  than  a  *  Trial  by  procefs,  and  writ 

*  originally  at  common  lawj'  which  cannot  be  without 
the  lawful  judgment  of  equals,  or  a  common  jury:  there- 
fore/)ifr  legale  judicium  parium,  by  the  lawful  judgment 
of  peers,  and  per  legem  terra,  by  the  law  of  the  land, 
plainly  fignify  the  Tame  privilege  to  the  people.  So 
that  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  freemen  of  England^ 
which  gives  the  cafl,  and  turns  i\it  fcale,  in  Englifh 
juftice,      '    . 

Thefe  being  fo  evidently  proved  by  long  ufe,  and 
jeveral  laws,  to  have  been  the  firft  principles,  or  fun- 
damentals, of  the  Englifh  free  government,  I  take 
leave  to  propofe  this  queftion :  *  May  the  free  people 
*■  of  England  be  juftly  difleifed  of  all,  or  any,  of  thefe 
■^  fundamentals,  without  their  confent  coUeftively?* 

Anf.  With  fubmiflion,  I  conceive,  not-,  for  which  I 
Ihall  produce,  firft,  my  reafons,  then  authorities. 

I.  Through  the  Britifh,  Saxon,  and  Norman  times, 
the  people  of  this  ifland  have  been  reputed  and  called 
^^rg^^Mfbj  kings,  parliaments,  records,  and  hiftories  j 

and 
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and  as  tl  Jon  fuppofes  z  father j  io  freemen  fuppofe^^^- 
dom.  This  qualification  imports  an  abfolute  right: 
fuch  a  right  as  none  has  right  to  diffeife  or  difpoflfefs 
an  Englifhman  of:  therefore  an  unalterable  funda- 
mental part  of  the  government. 

II.  It  can  never  be  thought,  that  they  intruded  any 
reprefentatives  with  thefe  capital  privileges,  farther 
than  to  ufe  their  beft  (kill  to  fecure  and  maintain  them. 
They  never  fo  delegated  or  impowered  any  men,  that, 
dejurey  they  could  deprive  them  of  that  qualification : 
and  a  fa£lo  ad  juSj  non  valet  argumentum :  for  the  quef- 
tion  is  not,  *  What  may  be  done  ?'  but  *  What  ought 
*  to  be  done  ?'  Overfeers  and  fte wards  are  impowered 
not  to  alienate,  but  preferve  and  improve,*  other  mens, 
inheritances.  No  owners  deliver  their  fliip  and  goods 
into  any  man's  hands  to  give  them  away,  or  run  upon 
a  rock  j  neither  do  they  confign  their  affairs  to  agents 
or  faftors  without  limitations.  All  trufts  fuppbfe  fuch 
a  fundamental  right  in  them  that  give  them,  and  for 
^hom  the  trufls  are,  as  is  altogether  indifTolvable  by 
the  truftces.  The  trufl  is,  the  liberty  and  property  of 
the  peoples  the  limitation  is,  that  it  fhould  not  be  in- 
vaded, but  inviolably  preferved,  according  to  the  law 
of  the  land. 

III.  If  falus  populi  he  fuprema  lex,  the  fafety  of  the 
people  the  higheft  law  (as  fay  feveral  of  our  ancient 
famous  lawyers  and  law-books);  then,  fince  the  aforcr 
faid  rights  are  as  the  finews  that  hold  together  this 
free  body  politick,  it  follows,  they  are  at  leaft  a  part 
of  the  fupreme  law,  and  therefore  ought  to*  be  a  rule 
and  limit  to  all  fubfequent  legiQation. 

IV.  The  eflate  goes  before  the  fleward  j  the  foun^ 
dation  before  the  houfe ;  people  before  their  reprefen- 
tatives; and  the  Creator  before  the  creature.  The 
fteward  lives  by  preferving  the  eftate ;  the  houfe  Hands 
by  reafon  of  its  foundation-,  the  reprefentative  depends 
upon  the  people,  as  the  creature  fubfifts  by  the  power 
of  its  Creator. 

Every  reprefentative  may  be  called,  the  creature  of 
the  people ,  becaufe  the  people  make  them,  and  to  them 
they  owe  their  being.    Here  is  no  tra,nfefl*ent)atingt  or 

tranfubh 
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tranfubllantiating  of  being,  from  people  to  reprefen- 
tative ;  no  more  than  there  is  an  abfolutc  transferring 
of  a  title  in  a  letter  of  attorney. 

The  very  term  reprefentative  is  enough  to  the  con- 
trary; wherefore  as  the  houfe  cannot  ftand  without  its 
foundation^  nor  the  creature  fubfift  without  its  Cre- 
ator^  fo  there  can  be  no  reprefentative  without  z,  people, 
nor  that  people  free^  (which  all  along  is  intended,  as 
inherent  to,  and  infeparable  from,  the  Englifli  people) 
without  freedom  >  nor  can  there  be  any  freedom  without 
fomething  be  fundamental. 

In  Ihort,  I  would  fain  know  of  any  man  how  the 
branches  can  cut  up  the  root  of  the  tree  that  bears 
them?  How  any  reprefentative,  that  has  not  only  a 
mere  truft  to  preferve  fundamentals,  the  people's  inherit- 
ancCj  but  that  is  a  reprefentative  that  makes  laws« 
by  virtue  of  this  fundamental  law,  viz.  that  the  people 
have  a  power  in  legiflation,  (the  2d  principle  proved  by 
me)  can  have  a  right  to  remove  or  deftroy  that  fun- 
damental ?  The  fundamental  makes  the  people  free ; 
this  free  people  makes  a  reprefentative:  can  this  creature 
unqualify  its  creator?  What  fpring  ever  rofe  higher 
than  its  head  ?  The  reprefentative  is  at  beft  but  a  true 
copy,  an  exemplification  j  the  fr^e  people  are  the  ori- 
ginal, not  cancellable  by  a  tranfcript:  and  if  that  fun- 
damental which  gives  to  the  people  a  power  of  legijla* 
tioUi  be  not  nuUable  by  that  reprefentative,  becaufe 
it  makes  them  what  they  are ;  much  lefs  can  that  re- 
prefentative diffeife  men  of  their  liberty  and  property, 
the  firft  great  fundamental,  that  is,  parent  of  this  other; 
and  which  intitles  to  a  (hare  in  making  laws  for  the 
preferving  of  the  firft  inviolable. 

Nor  is  the  third  fundamental  other  than  the  neceflary 
produAion  of  the  two  firft,  to  intercept  arbitrary  de^ 
jfignSj  and  make  power  legal:  for  where  the  people 
have  not  zjhare  injudgmenty  this  is,  in  the  application^ 
as  well  as  making  of  the  law,  the  other  two  are  im- 
perfeft ;  open  to  daily  invafion,  fhould  it  be  our  infe- 
licity ever  to  have  a  violent  prince.  For  as  property 
is  every  day  expofed^  where  thofe  that  have  it  are  des- 
titute 
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titute  of  power  to  hedge  it  about  by  law-making ;  fo 
thofe  that  have  both,  if  they  have  not  a  fhare  in  the 
application  of  the  law,  how  eafily  is  that  hedge  broken 
down  i 

And  indeed,  as  it  is  a  moll  juft  and  ncccflary,  as 
well  as  ancient  and  honourable  cuftom,  fo  it  is  the 
prince's  intereft :  for  ftill  the  people  are  concerned  in 
the  inconveniences  with  him,  and  he  is  freed  from  the 
temptation  of  doing  arbitrary  things,  and  their  im- 
portunities, that  might  elfe  have  fome  pretence  for 
fuch  addreffes,  as  well  as  from  the  mifchiefs  that  might 
enfue  fuch  aftions.  It  might  be  enough  to  fay,  that 
there  are  ^ovt  fifty  ftatutes  now  in  print,  befides  its 
venerable  antiquity,  that  warrant  and  confirm  this 
legale  judicium  parium  fuorum^  or  the  ^  Trial  of  Englilh- 

*  men  by  their  equals/ 

But  I  fliall  hint  at  a  few  inftances :  the  firft  is,  the 
carl  of  Lancafter,  in  the  14th  of  Edw.  II.  adjudged 
to  die  without  lawful  trial  of  his  peers:  and  afterwards 
Henry,  earl  of  Lancafter,  his  brother,  was  reftored. 
The  reafons '  given  were  two :    i .    *  Becaufe  the  faid 

*  Thomas  was  not  arraigned,  and  put  to  anjwer.  2. 
«  That  he  was  put  to  death  without  anfwer,  or  lawful 

*  judgment  of  his  peers.*  The  like  proceedings  were 
in  the  cafe  of  John  of  Gaunt,  p.  39.  Coram  Rege^  And 
in  the  earl  of  Arundel's  cafe,  rot.  pari  4  Edw,  III.  N. 
13.  Alfo  in  Sir  John  Alee's  cafe,  4  Edw.  III.  N.  2. 
Such  was  the  deftruftion  committed  on  the  Lord  Haf- 
tings  in  the  Tower  of  London,  by  Richard  III.  But 
above  all,  the  attainder  of  Thomas  Cromwell,  earl  of 
Effex,  who  was  attainted  of  high  treafon,  as  appears, 
rot.  pari.  32  Hen,  VIII.  of  which,  faith  chief  jufticc 
Coke,  as  I  remember,  *  Let  oblivion  take  away  the 

*  memory  of  fo  foul  a  faft,  if  it  can:  if  not,  however, 

*  let  filence  cover  it* 

It  is  true,  there  was  a  ftatute  obtained  in  the  i  ith 
of  Henry  Vllth,  in  defiance  of  the  great  charter,  which 
authorized  feveral  exa£tions,  contrary  to  the  free  cuf* 
toms  of  this  realm;  particularly  in  the  cafe  of  jitries, 
)>oth  ajefing  and  pmifi^g  by  juftica  of  affi^^  and  of 

the 
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'ihtpeace,  without  the  fining  and  prefentment  o£ twelve 
freemen.  Empfon  and  Dudley  were  the  great  a£tors  of 
thole  oppreffions;  but  they  were  hanged  for  their  pains, 
and  that  illegal  ftacuce  repealed  in  the  firlt  of  Henry 
the  Vlirth,  ch.  6. 

The  confequence  is  plain;  that  fundamentals  give 
rule  to  aSts  of  parliament  \  elfe  why  was  the  ftatute  of 
the  8th  Edw.  IV.  ch.  2.  of  liveries  and  information^  by 
the  difcretion  of  the  judges,  to  ftand  as  an  original, 
and  this  of  the  nth  of  Henry  the  Vllth,  repealed  as 
illegal?  For  therefore  any  thing  is  unlawful,  becaufe  it 
tranfgreiTeth  a  law.  But  what  law  can  an  all  of  par^ 
tiament  tranfgrefs,  but  that  which  is  fundamental  ? 
Therefore  trial  hy  juries y  or  lawful  judgment  of  equals, 
is  by  aSs  of  parliament  confeffed  to  be  a  fundamental 
part  of  our  government.  And  becaufe  chief  juftice 
Coke  is  fo  generally  efteemed  an  oracle  of  the  lawj  I 
ihail  in  its  proper  place  prefent  you  with  his  judgment 
upon  the  whole  matter. 

V.  Thefe  fundamentals  are  unalterable  by  a  repre^ 
Jentathe,  which  were  the  refult  and  agreement  of 
E^lijb  freemen^  colleftively;  the  ancienter  times  not 
being  acquainted  with  reprefentatives :  for  then  the 
freemen  met  in  their  own  perfons.  In  all  the  Saxom 
Story  we  find  no  mention  of  any  fuch  thing;  for  it 
was  the  king,  lords,  and  freemen :  the  elders  and  people^ 
And  at  the  council  of  Winton,  in  855.  is  reported  to 
have  been  prefent,  *  The  great  men  of  the  Kingdom, 

*  and  an  infinite  multitude  of  other  faithful  people.^* 
Alio  at  that  of  king  Ina,  ^  The  common  council  of 

*  the  ciders  and  people  of  the  whole  kingdom:*''  that 
is,  the  moft  or  generality  of  the  freemen  of  the  king- 
dom ;  for  all  might  come  that  pleafed.  It  is  not  to 
be  doubted  but  this  continued  after  the  Norman  times  1 
and  that  at  Running-Mead,  by  Staines,  the  freemen  of 
England  were  perfonally  prefent  at  the  confirmation  of 
that  great  cbarter,  in  the  reign  of  king  John.  But  as 
die  ages  grew  more  humane,  and  free  with  refped  to

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villains  and  retainers,  and  that  the  number  of  freanefm 
increafedj  there  was  a  neceffity  for  a  reprefentative  i  ef— 
pecially,   fince  fundamentals  were  long   ago   agreed 
upon^  and  thofe  capital  privileges  put  out  of  the  reach 
and  power  of  a  little  number  of  men  to  endanger. 
And  fo  careful  were  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people, 
in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Third,  of  fuffering  their 
liberties  and  free  cuftoms  to  be  infringed,  that    *  in 

*  matters  of  extraordinary  weight  they  would  not  de- 

*  termine,  till  they  had  firft  returned  to,  and  conferred 

*  with,  their  feveral  counties  or  boroughs  that  delegated 
«  them.*"  *    Thus  the  Pari.  Rolls  of  his  time. 

Several  authorities  in  confirmation  of  the  reafons  before 

mentioned. 

So  indubitably  are  thefe  fundamentals  the  people^s 
right,  and  fo  neceifary  to  be  preferved,  that  kings 
have  fuccelfively  known  no  other  fafe  or  legal  pafiage 
to  their  crown  and  dignity,  than  their  folemn  obliga- 
tion inviolably  to  maintain  them,  '  So  facred  were 
they  reputed  in  the  days  of  Henry  the  Illd,  that  not 
to  continue  or  confirm  them,  was .  to  affront  God^ 
and  to  damn  the  fouls  of  his  progenitors  and  fuccef- 
fors;  and  to  deprefs  the  church,  and  deprave  the 
realm:  that  the  great  charter,  comprehenfive  of 
them,  (hould  be  allowed  as  the  common  law  of  the 
land,  by  all  officers  of  juftice ;  that  is,  the  lawful 
inheritance  of  all  commoners :  that  all  flatute  laws  or 
judgments  whatfoever,  made  in  oppofition  thereunto, 
fhould  be  null  and  void :  that  all  the  miniilers  of 
ftate^  and  officers  of  the  realm,  fhould  conflantly  be 
fworn  to  the  obfervation  thereof.'  And  fo  deeply 
did  after-parliaments  reverence  it,  and  fo  careful  were 
they  to  preferve  it,  that  they  both  confirmed  it  by 
thirty  "two  feveral  a£ls,  and  enaded  copies  to  be  taken 
and  lodged  in  each  cathedral  of  the  realm,  to  be  read 
four  times  a  year  publickly  before  the  people :  as  if

tHcy  would  have  them  more  obliged  to  their  anceflx)rs 

Tor  redeeming  and  tranfmitting  thofe  privileges,  than 

for  begetting  them :  and  that  *  twice  every  year,  the 

^   bifhops,  apparelled  in  their  pontificals,  with  tapers 

*  burning,    and  other  folemnities,  fhould  pronounce 

*  the  greater  excommunication  againft  the  infringers 

*  of  the  great  charter^  though  it  were  but  in  word  or 

*  counfel }'  for  fo  faith  the  ftatute.  I  fhall,  for  farther 
"fatisfaftion,  repeat  the  excommunication  or  curfe  pro- 
nounced both  in  the  days  of  Henry  the  Third  and  Ed- 
ward the  Firft. 

The  fentence  of  the  curfe  given  by  the  bifhops,  with 
the  king's  confent,  againft  the  breakers  of  the  great 
charter^ 

*  TN  the  year  of  our  Lord   1253,  the  third  day  of 
X  ^  May,  in  the  great  hall  of  the  king  at  Weftminfter, 

*  in  the  prefence,    and  by  the  confent,    of  the  lord 

*  Henry,  by  the  grace  oif  God,  king  of  England,  and 

*  the  lord  Richard,  earl  of  Cornwall,  his  brothers 
'  Roger  Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk,  marftial  of  England  j 

*  Humphrey,  earl  of  Oxford ;    John,   earl  Warren  % 

*  and  other  eftates  of  the  realm  of  England ;  we  Bo- 

*  niface,  by  the  mercy  of  God,  archbifhop  of  Canter- 

*  bury,  primate  of  England,  F.  of  London,  H,  of 
«  Ely,  S.  of  Worcefter,  E.  of  Lincoln,  W.  of  Nor- 

*  wich,   P.    of  Hereford,    W.    of  Salifbury,    W.   of 

*  Durham,  R.  of  Exeter,  M.  of  Carlifle,  W.  of  Bath, 

*  A.  of  Rochefter,  T.  of  St,  David's,  biftiops,  appa»-. 

*  relied   in  pontificals,   with  tapers  burning,   againft 

*  the  breakers  of  the  church's  liberties,    and  of  the 

*  liberties  and  other  cuftoms  of  this  realm  of  Eng- 
'  land,  and  namely  thefe  which  are  contained  in  the 
^  charter  of  the  common  liberties  of  England,   and 

*  charter  of  the  foreft^  have  denounced  fentence  of 
^  excommunication  in  this  form:  By  the  authority  of 

*  Almighty  God,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 

*  Ghoft,  &c.  of  the  blefled  apoftles  Peter  and  Paul, 

*  and  of  all  iCpoftleSj  an(^  of  all  martyrs^  of  blefled 
yfoh.  IIL  ^  y  •  Edwar4 
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Edward  king  of  England,  and  of  all  the  faints  of 
heaven;  we  excommunicate  and  accurfe,  and  from 
the  benefit  of  our  holy  mother,  the  church,  we  fe- 
quertcr,  all  thofe  that  hereafter  willingly  and  mali- 
cioufly  deprive  or  fpoil  the  church  of  her  right  -,  and 
all  thofe  that  by  any  craft  or  willingnefs  do  violate, 
break,  diminifh,  or  change  the  church's  liberties  and 
free  cuftoms  contained  in  the  charters  of  the  common 
liberties,  and  of  the  forejiy  granted  by  our  lord  the 
king,  to  archbilhops,  bilhops,  and  other  prelates  of 
England,  and  likewife  to  the  earls,  knights,  and  other 
freeholders  of  the  realm ;  and  all  that  fecretly  and 
openly,  by  deed,  word,  or  counfel,  do  make  ftatutes, 
or  obferve  them  being  made,  and  that  bring  in  cuf- 
toms, to  keep  them,  when  they  be  brought  in, 
againft  the  faid  liberties,  or  any  of  them,  and  all 
thofe  that  (hall  prefume  to  judge  againft  them  j  and 
all  and  every  luch  perfon  before  mentioned,  that 
wittingly  fhall  commit  any  thing  of  the  premifes, 
let  them  well  know,  that  they  incur  the  aforefaid 
fentence,  ipfofa^o.'

The  fentence  of  the  clergy  againft  the  breakers  of 

the  articles  before-mentioned. 

IN  the  name  of  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 
Ghoft,  Amen.  Whereas  our  fovereign  lord  the 
king,  to  the  honour  of  God,  and  of  holy  church,  and 
for  the  common  profit  of  the  realm,  hath  granted  for 
him,  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  thefe  articles  above-writ- 
ten, Robert,  archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  -  primate  of 
all  England,  admonilhed  all  his  province  or^ce,  t^vice, 
and  thrice,  becaufe  that  Ihortnefs  will  not  fufi:iBr  io 
much  delay  as  to  give  knowledge  to  all  the  people  of 
England,  of  thefe  prefents  in  writing:  we  therefore 
enjoin  all  perfons,  of  what  eftate  foever  they  be,  that 
they  arid  every  of  them,  as  much  as  in  them  is,  fbaU 
uphold  and  maintain  thefe  articles  granted  by  ow  £;>-' 
vereign  lord  the  king,  in  all  points :  and  aU  thofe 
thait  in  any  point  do^refift  or  break,  or.  ifk  any  maoAtr 
^ier  procure,  counCeV,  oic  m  ^xv>j  ^\fe  ^S3&^Xj^«clift 
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or  break  thofc  ordinances,  or  go  about  it,  by  wofd 
or  deed,  openly  or  privily,  by  any  manner  of  pre*- 
tence  or  colour;  we,  the  aforefaid  archbifliops,  by 
our  authority  in  this  writing  expreflcd,  do  excommu- 
nicate and  accurfe,  and  from  the  body  of  our  Lord 
Jefus  Chrift,  and  from  all  the  company  of  heaven,  and 
from  all  the  facraments  of  holy  church,  do  fequefter 
and  exclude. 

Wc  may  here  fee,  that  in  the  obfcureft  times  of  ^^* 
peryy  they  were  not  left  without  a  fenfe  of  juftice,  and 
a  care  of  freedom :  and  that  even  Papijis^  whom  many 
think  no  friends  to  liberty  and  property,  under  dread- 
ful penalties,  enjoin  an  inviolable  obfervance  of  this 
great  charter,  by  which  they  are  confirmed.  And 
though  I  am  no  Roman  Catholick,  and  as  little  value 
their  other  curfes  pronounced  upon  religious  Difien«* 
tefs,  yet  I  dare  declare  ingenuoufly,  I  would  nor,  for 
the  world,  incur  this  curie;  as  every  man  defcrvedly 
dothj  that  offers  violence  to  the  fundamental  freedoms 
thereby  repeated  and  confirmed.  And  that  any  churchy 
or  church  officers,  in  our  age,  (hould  have  fo  littld 
reverence  to  law,  excommunication,  or  curfe,  as  to 
be  the  men  that  either  vote  or  countenance  fuch  fe-< 
verities  as  bid  defiance  to  the  curfe,  and  tear  this 
memorable  charter  in  pieces,  by  difieifing  freemen  of 
Enffland  of  their  freeholds,  liberties,  and  properties^ 
"Wiuumt  Juries g  or  merely  for  the  inoffenfive  exercife  of 
their  confcicnce  to  God  in  matters  of  religion,  is  a  civil 
fort  of  facrilege* 

I  know  it  is  ufually  objefted,  *  That  a  great  part  of 
^  the  charter  is  fpent   on  the  behaff  of  the  Roman 

*  chcnrch,  and  other  things,   now  abolifhed>    and    if 

*  One  part  of  the  great  charter  may  be  repealed,  or 

*  invakdaced^  why  not  the  other  i*  , 

But  CO  this  I  anfwer.  That  the  true  fundamentals  in 
die  eharter  atie  not  the  Ids  firm  or  forcible,  or  invio^ 
hble  fyf  that  §  becaufe  they  do  not  ftand  upon  that 
Mf  dkou^  it  was  in  honour  of  them,  but  the  ancient 
ttd  ftMUw  inf^nsim  of  the  kingdom.    \i  xVt  j^ttiVtoit

of  right  were  repealed,  the  great  charter  were  neverthc- 
lefs  in  force ;  it  not  being  the  original  eftablifhmenti 
but  a  declaration  and  confirmation  of  that  eftablifli- 
ment.     But  thofe  things  that  are  abrc^able,  or  abro* 

f rated  in  the  great  charter,  were  never  a  part  of  the 
undamentals,  but  hedged  in  by  the  clergy,  and  allowed 
by  the  barons  upon  prefent  emergency.  Befides,  that 
which  I  have  hitherto  maintained  to  be  the  common 
and  fundamental  law  of  the  land,  is  fo  reputed,  and 
farther  ratified,  by  the  petition  of  right,  3  Car.  L  which 
was  long  fince  the  church  of  Rome  loft  her  fharc  in  the 
great  charter.  Nor  did  it  relate  to  matters  of  faith  and 
worfhip,  but  temporalities  only ;  the  civil  intereft,  or 
propriety,  of  the  church.  But  with  what  pretence  to 
mercy  or  juftice,  can  the  Protefiant  church  retain  the 
Englijh  part  of  the  charter,  without  conforming  to 
Rome,  and  yet  now  cancel  the  Englifh  part  itfeif  ^ 
every  free-born  EngUftman  that  will  not  conform  to  hert 
But  no  more  of  this  at  this  time ;  only  give  me  leave 
to  remind  a  fort  of  active  men  in  our  tin)fes,  that  the 
cruel  infringers  of  the  people's  liberties,  and  violaters 
of  thefe  noble  laws,  did  not  efcape  with  bare  excom- 
munications and  curfes;  for  fuch.was  the  venerable 
efteem  our  anceftors  had  for  thefe  great  privileges, 
and  deep  folicitude  to  preferve  them  from  the  defac- 
ings  of  time,  or  ufurpation  of  power,  that  king  Alfred 
executed  forty  judges,  for  warping  from  the  ancient 
laws  of  the  realm.  Hubert  de  Burgo,  chief  juftice 
of  England,  in  the  time  of  Edw.  I.  yras  fentenced  by 
his  peers  in  open  parliament,  for  advifing  the  king 
againft  the  great  charter.  Thus  the  Spencers^  both 
father  and  fon,  for  their  arbitrary  rule  and  evil  counfel 
to  Edw.  II.  were  exiled  the  realm.  No  better  fuccefs 
had  the  adions  of  Trefilian  and  Belknap :  and  as  for 
Empfon  and  Dudley,  though  perfons  of  quality,  in 
the  time  of  king  Henry  the  Seventh,  the  moft  igno* 
minious  death  of  our  country,  fuch  as  belongs  ta 
theft  and  murder,  was  hardly  fatisfadion  enou^  to 
die  kingdom,  for  their  uncharteral  proceedinff.  I  (hall 
cbook  to  deliver  it  in  iKt  viotd^  of  chief  jumce  Coke, 

*«^tnan 
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a  man  whofe  learning  in  the  law  hath,  not  without 
reafon,  obtained  him  a  venerable  charafter  of  our 
Englifh  nation. 

^  There  was,'  faith  he,  *  an  aft  of  parliament  made 

*  in  the  nth  year  of  king  Henry  the  Seventh,  which 
'  had  a  fair  flattering  preamble,  pretending  to  avoid 

*  divers  mifchiefs ;  which  were,  firft,  to  the  high  dif- 
'  plcafure  of  Almighty  God.     Secondly,  the  great  let 

*  of  the  common  law.     And,  thirdly,  the  great  let  of 

*  the  wealth  of  this  land.     And  the  purven  of  that  aft 

*  tended,  in  the  execution,  contrary,  ex  diametro^  viz. 

*  To  the  high  difpleafure  of  Almighty  God,  and  the 
^  great  let,  nay,  the  utter  fubverfion  of  the  common 

*  law,  and  the  great  let  of  the  wealth  of  this  land,  as 
^  hereafter  fhall  appear ;  the  fubftance  of  which  aft 

*  follows  in  thefe  words  :* 

**  /T\HAT  from  henceforth,  as  well  juftices  of  af* 
j^  **  iize,  as  juftices  of  the  peace,  in  every 
*'  county,  upon  information  for  the  king  before  them 
**  made,  without  any  finding  or  prefenting  by  twelve 
*^  men,  fliall  have  full  power  and  authority,  by  their 
^^  difcretion,  to  hear  and  determine  all  offences,  as 
^f  riots,  unlawful  affemblies,  &c.  committed  and 
^^.  done  againft  aft  or  ftatute  made,  and  not  re- 
«^  pealed,  &c." 

*  By  pretext  of  this  law,  Empfon  and  Dudley  did 

*  commit  upon  the  fubjeft  infufferable  preffure  and 
^  opprcfljonsi  and  therefore  this  ftatute  was  juftly, 
^  foon  after  the  deceafe  of  Hen.  VII.  repealed  at  the 

<  next  parliament,  by  the  ftatute  of  i  Hen.  VIIL 

*  chap.  6.' 

*  A  good  caveat,*  fays  he,  '  to  parliaments,  to 
^  leave  all  caufes  to  be  meafured  by  the  golden  and 
^.  ftrait  metewand  of  the  law,  and  not  to  the  uncertain 

<  and  crooked  cord  of  difcretion^'    He  goes  on, 

^  It  is  almoft  incredible  to  forefee,  when  any  max^ 

*  ioiy .  or  fundamental  law  of  this  realm  is  altered, 

<  (as  elfewhere  hath  been  obfenred)  what  dan|;erous

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inconveniences  do  follow :  which  moft  cxprefsly  ap- 
pears by  this  moft  unjuft  znd  ftrajtge  aS  of  the   nth 
of  Hen,  VII.      For  hereby  not  only  Empfon  and 
Dudley  thcmfelvcs,  but  fuch  juftices  of  peace  (cor- 
rupt men)  as  they  caufcd  to  be  authorized,  conn- 
mined  moft  grievous  and  heavy  oppreflions   and  ex- 
adkions :  grinding  the  faces  of  the  poor  fubjedts  by 
penal  laws  (be  they  never  fo  obfolete  or  unfit  for  the 
time)  by  information  only,  without  any  prefentment 
or  trial  by  jury,  being  the  ancient  birthright  of  thefub^ 
je3\  but  to  hear  and  determine  the  fame  by  their 
difcretions;    inflifting  fuch  penalty  as  the  ftatutes, 
not  repealed,    impofed.     Thefe   and  other  like  op. 
preflions  and  exaftions,  by  the  mean^  of  Empfon  and 
Dudley,  and  their  inftruments,  brought  infinite  trea- 
fure  to  the  king's  coffers ;  whereof  the  king  himfclf, 
at  the  end,  with  great  grief  and  compunSiion^  repented^ 
as  in  another  place  we  have  obferved* 
*  This  ftatute  of  the  nth  of  Hen.  VII.  we  have 
recited,  and  (hewed  the  juft  inconveniences  thereof; 
to  the  end  that  the  like  (hould  never  hereafter  be 
attempted  in   any   court  of  parliament;    and   that 
others  might  avoid   the   fearful  end  of  thofe    two 
time-fervcrs,  Empfon  and  Dudley,  qui  eorum  veftigiis 
ifffiftant^  exit  us  perhorre/cant.'    Thus  much  chief  juf- 
ticc  Coke. 

I  am  fufe,  there  is  nothing  I  have  offered  in  defence 
of  Englifh  law-doftrine,  that  rifeth  higher  than  the 
judgment  and  language  of  this  great  man ;  the  pre- 
fervation  and  publication  of  whofe  labours  became  the 
care  of  a  great  parliament.  And  it  i^  faid  of  no  in- 
conliderable  lawyer,  that  he  ihould  thus  exprcfs  him- 
fcif  in  ow  occafion,  •  The  laws  of  England  were  nc- 
^  vcr  the  di^tes  of  any  conqueror's  fword,  or  the 
*  plaeit4  of  any  king  of  this  nation ;  or,'  faith,  he, 
^  to  fpeak  impartially  and  freely,  the  refulc  of  any 
'-  parlitmeai;  that  ever  fat  in  this  land/  i 

,  Thus,  muck  for  the  nature  of  £avfj^  r^lx, » and'the- 
tmfon  and  ja&xot  £ot  tbetf  inviolaue  maimtniuica    I 

.      /  \    .  fliall 
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fliall  now  offer  fome  more  general  confiderations  for 
the  prefervation  of  property,  and  therein  hint  at  fome 
of  thofe  mifchiefs  that  follow  fpoiling  it  for  confcienct 
fake,  both  to  prince  and  people. 

I.  The  reafon  of  the  alteration  of  the  law  ought  to  ht 
the  difcommodity  of  continuing  it ;  but  there  can  ne- 
ver be  fo  much  as  the  leaft  inconveniency  in  continu- 
ing that  of  liberty  ^m^  property,  therefore  there  can  bfc 
no  juft  ground  .for  infringing,  much  Icfs  abrogating, 
the  laws  that  fecure  them. 

II.  No  man  in  England  is  born  flave  to  another; 
neither  hath  one  right  to  inherit  the  fweat  of  the 
other's  brow,  or  reap  the  benefit  of  his  labour,  but 
by  confent;  therefore  no  man  fliould  be  deprived  of 
his  property,  unlefs  he  injure  another  man's,  and  then 
by  legal  judgment. 

III.  But  certainly  nothing  is  more  unreafonable, 
than  to  facrifice  the  liberty  and  property  of  any  man 
(being  his  natural  and  civil  rights)  for  religion^  where 
he  is  not  found  breaking  any  law  relating  to  natural 
and  civil  things.  Religion,  under  any  modification^ 
is  no  part  of  the  Old  Englifli  government.  Honejie 
viverey  alterum  non  ladtre^  jus  fuum  cuique  tribuere%  are 
enough  to  intitle  every  native  to  Englifh  privileges. 
A  man  may  be  a  very  good  Englijhmanj  and  yet  a  very 
indifferent  churchman.  Nigh  three  hundred  years  be- 
fore Auftin  fet  his  foot  on  Englifh  ground,  had  the 
inhabitants  of  this  ifland  2l  free  government.  It  is  want 
cif  diftinguifhing  between  it  and  the  modes  of  religion, 
which  fills  every  clamorous  mouth  with  fuch  imperti- 
nent cries  as  this,  *  Why  do  not  you  fubmit  to  the 
*  government?^  As  if  the  Englifh  civil  government 
came  in  with  Luther^  or  were  to  go  out  with  Calvin. 
What  prejudice  is  it  for  a  Popijb  landlord  to  have  a 
Proieftanf  tenant  j  or  a  Prejbyterian  tenant  to  have  an 
Efifcopalian  landlord?  Certainly,  the  civil  affairs  oi  all 
governments  in  the  world  may  be  pcaceabiy  tranfadted 
tinder  the  different  liveries  or  trims  of  religion,  where 
civil  rights  are  inviol^y  obferved. 

P  4  Nof 
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Nor  is  there  any  interefl:  fo  inconfiftent  with  peact 
and  unity^  as  fbai  which  dare  not  folely  rely  upon  the 
power  of  perfuafion,  but  affefts  fuperiorityy  and  feeks 
after  an  earthly  crown.  This  is  not  to  aft  the  Ghrif- 
tian,  but  the  Cdfan  not  to  promote  property^  but 
party^  and  make  a  nation  drudges  to  a  {e&. 

Be  it  known  to  fuch  narrow  fpirits^  we  arc  a  free 
people  by  the  creation  of  God,  the  redemption  of 
Chrift,  and  careful  provifion  of  our  (never  to  be  for- 
gotten) honourable  anceftors:  fo  that  our  claim  to 
thefe  Englifh  privileges  rifing  higher  than  the  date  of 
Proteftancy,  can  never  juftly  bie  invalidated  for  non- 
conformity to  any  form  of  it.  This  were  to  lofe  by 
the  Reformation;  which  God  forbid  !  I  am  fure  it  was 
to  enjoy  property,  with  confcience,  that  promoted  it. 
Nor  is  there  a  much  better  definition  of  Proteftancv, 
than  "  Prptefting  againft  /foiling  property  for  confcience.^ 
I  muft  therefore  take  leave  to  fay,  that  I  know  not 
how  to  reconcile  what  a  great  man  lately  delivered  in 
his  eloquent  fpeech  to  the  houfe  of  lords.  His  words 
are  thefe : 

^  For  when  we  confider  religion  in  parliament,  we 
\  are  fuppofed  to  confider  it  as  a  parliament  fhould 
^  do,  and  as  parliaments  in  all  ages  have  done ;  that 
<  is,  as  it  is  a  part  of  our  laws  \  a  part,  and  a  neceffary 
^,  part>  of  our  government :  for  ^s  it  works  upon  the 
f  confcience,  as  it  is  an  inward  principle  of  the  divine 
f  lif^9  by  which  good  men  do  govern  all  their  a&ions, 
^  thefiaifi  hath  nothing  to  do  with  it  r  it  is  a  thing  which 
f  belongs  to  another  kind  of  commiflion,  than  that  by 
f  whiph  we  fit  here.' 

\  acquiefce  in,  and  honour,  the  latter  part  of  this 
didjn^^ion,  taking  it  to  be  a  venerable  truth;  and 
y^Quld  to  Qpd  rnankind  would  believe  it,  and  live  it : 
but .  how  to  agree  it  with  the  former,  I  profefs  igno* 
ranee :  for  if  the  government  had  noticing  to  do  with 
the  principle  itfelf,  what  more  can  Ihe  pretend  over 
the  ^JStjons  pif  thqfe  men,  who  live  that  good  lif^?  Cer- 
tainly, if  religion  be  an  inward  prir^cipl^  of  divine  life, 
WCfting  itffelt  by  holy  Hying,  and'  that,  as  fuch,  it 

belp/igs 
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belongs  not  to  the  commiflTion  of  our  fuperiors,  I  do 
with  fubmiiTion  conceive,  that  there  is  very  little  clfc 
of  religion  left  for  them  to  have  to  do  with :  the  reft 
merits  not  the  name  of  religion,  and  lefs  doth  fuch  a 
formality  deferve  perfecution.  I  hope  fuch  circum* 
llances  are  no  neceflary  part  of  Englifh  government, 
that  cannot  reafonably  be  reputed  a  neceffary  part  of  re- 
ligion: and  I  believe  he  is  too  great  a  divine  and  lawyer, 
upon  fccond  thoughts,  to  repute  that  ^  a  part  of  our 
?  laws,  apart,  and  a  neceffary  part  of  our  government,' 
that  is,  luch  a  part  of  religion  as  is  neither  the  *  di- 
f  vine  principle,*  nor  yet  the  *  aftions  immediately 
*  flowing  from  it/  fince  the  government  was  moft 
complete  and  profperous  many  ages  without  it,  and 
hath  never  known  more  perplexed  contefts  and  trou- 
blefome  interruptions,  than  fince  it  hath  been  received 
and  valued  as  a  part  of  the  Englilh  government :  and 
God,  I  hope,  will  forbid  it,  in  the  hearts  of  our  fu- 
periors,  that  Englifhmen  Ihould  be  deprived  of  their 
fivil  inheritance  for  their  nonconformity  to  church  for- 
mality: for  '  no  property  out  of  the  church,'  (the 
plain  Englifh  of  publick  fe verity  for  nonconformity) 
\s  a  maxim  that  belongs  not  to  the  holy  law  of  God, 
or  common  law  of  the  land. 

IV,  If  liberty  and  property  muft  be  the  forfeit  of 
confcience  for  nonconformity  to  the  prince's  religion, 
the  prince  and  his  religion  (hall  only  be  loved  as  the 
next  bcft  acceflion  to  other  mens  eftates,  and  the  prince 
pierpetually  provoked  to  expofe  many  of  his  inoffenfive 

EM>ple  to  beggary,   for  what  is  no  fault  at  common 
w. 

V.  It  is  our  fuperiors  intereft,  that  property  be  pre- 
ferved,  becaufe  it  is  their  own  cafe :  none  have  more 
property  than  themfelves.  But  if  property  be  expofed 
for  religion,  the  civil  magiftrate  expofes  both  his  con- 
fcience and  property  to  the  church,  and  difarms  him- 
self of  all  defence  upon  any  alteration  of  judgment. 
Thij  is  plainly  for  the  prince  to  hold  under  the  prelate^ 
and  lixtftate  to  fuffer  itfelf  to  be  rid  by  the  church. 

VI.  It 
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VI.  It  obftru£ts  all  improvement  of  Urtd  and  trade; 
for  who  will  labour  that  hath  property,  or  hath  it 
cxpofed  to  an  unreafonable  fort  of  men,  for  the  bar^ 
exercife  of  his  confcience  to  God  ?  And  a  poor  country 
can  never  make  a  rich  and  powerful  prince.  H^avert 
is  therefore  heaven,  to  good  and  wife  men,  becaufc 
they  are  to  have  an  eternal  propriety  therein, 

VII.  This  fort  of  procedure,  hitherto  oppofed,  Ott 
the  behalf  of  property,  puts  the  whole  nation  upon  mi* 
ferable  uncertainties,  that  are  followed  with  great  dif- 
quiets  and  diftraftions ;  which  certainly  it  is  the  inte- 
reft  of  all  government  to  prevent:  the  reigns  of  Hen. 
VIII.  Edw.  VI.  Q^  Mary  and  Q^Eliz.  both  with  re- 
lation to  the  marriages  of  the  firft,  and  the  religious 
revolutions  of  the  relt,  are  a  plain  proof  in  the  cafe. 

King  Henry  voids  the  pope's  fupremacy,  and  affumei 
it  himfelf.  Comes  Edw.  VI.  and  enafts  Proteftancy^ 
with  an  oath  to  maintain  it.  i  Q^Mary^  ch.  i.  this 
is  abrogated;  Popery  folemnly  reftored;  and  an  oath 
inforced  to  defend  it :  and  this  queen  repeals  alfo  all 
laws  her  father  made  againft  the  popey  fince  the  12th 
of  Hen.  VIII.  Next  follows  Q^Elizabethy  and  repeals 
her  laws,  calls  back  Protejiancyy  ordains  a  new  oath^^ 
to  un-oath  queen  Mary's  oath :  and  all  this  under  the 
penalty  of  lofing  eftate^  liberty^  and  fometimes  life  it- 
felf  J  which,  thoufands,  to  avoid,  lamentably  perjured 
themfelves,  four  or  five  times  over^  within  the  fpace  of 
twenty  years.  In  which  fin,  the  clergy  tranfcended : 
not  an  hundred  for  every  thoufandy  but  left  their  princi- 

Sles  for.  their  parifhes.  Thus  hath  confcience  been 
ebauched  by  force,  and  property  tofled  up  and  down 
by  the  impetuous  blafts  of  ignorant  zeal,  or  finifler 
defign. 

VIII.  Where  liberty  and  property  are  violated,  then; 
muft  always  be  a  ilate  of  force :  and  though  I  pray 
God  that  we  never  need  thofe  cruel  remedies,  whofe 
calamitous  efFefts  we  have  too  lately  felt,  yet  certainly^ 
felf^prefervation  is  of  all  things  deareft  to  men  i  info* 
much  that  being  notconfcious  to  th«mfelves  of  hvf^ 
ing  done  an  ill   thing,   they,  to  defend  their  unfor<- 

feited 
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feitcd  privileges,  chearfully  hazard  all  they  have  in 
this  world :  fo  very  ftrangely  vindiftivc  arc  the  fons  of 
men,  in  maintenance  of  their  rights.  And  fuch  are 
the  cares,. fears>  doubtfi,  and  infecuritics  of  that  ad- 
miniftration,  as  render  empire  a  flavery,  and  dominion 
the  worft  fort  of  bondage  to  the  poffeffor.  On  the 
contrary,  nothing  can  give  greater  chearfulnrfs,  con- 
fidence, fecurity  and  honour  to  any  prince,  than  ruling 
by  law  5  for  it  is  a  conjunftion  of  title  with  power,  and 
attracts  love,  as  well  as  it  requires  duty. 

Give  me  leave,  without  offence  (for  I  have  God's 
evidence  in  my  own  confcience,  I  intend  nothing  but 
a  refpedful  caution  to  my  fuperiors)  to  confirm  this* 
reafon,  with  the  judgment  and  example  of  other  times. 
The  governors  of  the  Eleans  held  a  ftrift  hand  over 
the  people ;  who,  defpairing  of  relief  at  home,  called 
in  the  Spartans,  and  by  their  help  freed  all  their  cities 
from  the  (harp  bondage  of  their  natural  lords. 

The  ftate  of  Sparta  was  grown  powerful,  and  op- 
prefled  the  Thebans :  they,  though  but  a  weak  peo- 
ple, whetted  by  defpair,  and  the  profpedt  of  greater 
miferies,  did,  by  the  Athenians,  deliver  themfclvcs 
from  the  Spartan  yoke. 

Nor  is  there  any  other  confiderable  reafon  given  for 
the  ruin  of  the  Carthaginian  ftate,  than  avarice  and  fc- 
vcrity.  More  of  this  is  to  be  found  in  Ralegh's 
Hiftory  of  the  World,  1.  3.  who  hath  this  witty  cx- 
preffion  in  the  fame  ftory,  1.  5.  of  a  fevere  conduft: 

*  When  a  forced  government,'  faith  he,  *  fliall  decay 
^  in  ftrength,  it  will  fuffer,  as  did  the  old  lion,  for 

*  the  oppreflion  done  in  his  youth ;  being  pinched  by 

*  the  wolf,  gored  by  the  bull>  and  kicked  alfo  by  the 
^  a/s:*  the  fenfelefs  mob* 

This  loft  Casfar  Borgia  his  new  and  great  conquefts 
in  Italy.  No  better  (ucccfs  attended  the  fevere  hand 
held  over  the  people  of  Naples,  by  Alphonfo  and 
Ferdinand.  It  was  the  undue  feverity  of  the  Sicilian 
goveinors,  that  made  the  Syracufians,  Leontines,  and 
Meflenian8»  fo  eafy  a  conqueft  to  the  Romans.  An 
harfli  tnfwcr  to  a  petitioning  people  loft  Rehoboam 

ten 
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ten  tribes.  On  the  contrary,  in  Livy,  Dec.  i.  1.  3. 
we  find,  that  Petilia,  a  city  of  the  Brutians  in  Italy, 
chofe  rather  to  endure  all  extremity  of  war  from  Han- 
nibal, than  upon  any  condition  to  defert  the  Romans, 
who  had  governed  them  moderately,  and  by  that  gen- 
tle condufb  procured  their  love  5  even  then,  when  the 
Romans  fent  them  word,  '  they  were  not  able  to  re- 
«  lieve  them,  and  wiflied  them  to  provide  for  their 

*  own  fafety/ 

N.  Machiavel,  in  his  Difcourfes  upon  Livy,  p.  542. 
tells  us,  *  That  one  aft  of  humanity  was  of  more  force 

*  with  the  conquered  Falifci,  than  many  violent  afts 

*  of  hoftility:*  which  makes  good  that  faying  of  Se- 
neca, Mitius  imperanti  melius  faretur  5  *  They  arc  beft 

*  obeyed,  that  govern  moft  mildly/ 

IX.  If  thefe  ancient  fundamental  laws,  fo  agreeable 
with  nature,  fo  fuited  to  the  difpofitions  of  our  nation, 
fo  often  defended  with  blood  and  treafure,  fo  carefully 
and  frequently  ratified  by  our  anceftors,  Ihall  not  be, 
to  our  great  pilots,  as  flars  or  compafs  for  them  to 
fteer  the  vefTcl  of  this  kingdom  by,  or  limits  to  their 
legiflature ;  no  man  can  tell  how  long  he  fhall  be  fb-r 
cure  of  his  coat,  enjoy  his  houfe,  have  bread  to  give 
his  children,  liberty  to  work  for  bread,  and  life  to 
cat  it.  Truly,  this  is  to  juflify  what  we  condemn  in 
Roman  Catholicks.  It  is  one  of  our  main  objeftions, 
that  their  church  aiTumes  a  power  of  impofing  religion^ 
thereby  denying  men  the  liberty  of  walking  by  the 
rules  of  their  own  reqfon  and  confciencey  and  precepts 
of  holy  writ :  to  whom  we  oppofe  both.  We  fay,  the 
church  is  tied  to  aft  nothing  contrary  to  reafon ;  and 
that  holy  writ  is  the  declared  law  of  heaven  •,  which 
to  maintain,  power  is  given  to  the  true  church.  Now 
let  us  apply  this  argument  to  our  civil  affairs,  and  it 
will  certainly  end  in  a  reafonable  limitation  of  our 
legiflators,  that  they  fhould  not  impofe  that  upon  our 
underftandings,  which  is  inconfiftent  with  them  to  cm-i 
braces  nor  offer  any  the  leafl:  violation  to.  common 
right.    Do  the  Romanifls  fay,  ^  Believe  as  the  church 

*  believes  ?    Do  not  the  ProteftantSj,  and^  which  is 

hvdci:^ 
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l^rderji  Icgiflatoi;?,  fay  fo  too  ?  Do  we  fajr  to  the  Ro* 
jnjf^^fijfts.  at  this  rate,  *  Your  obedience  is'  blind,  and 
i  your  Ignorance  is  the  mother  of  devotion?'  Is  it, 
in^  alfo  true  of  ourfclves?  Do  we  objeft  to  them, 
/."tTiis  niakes  your  religion  uncertain,  one  thing  to- 
^^"day,  and  another  to-nwrrow?'  Doth  not  our  own 
jfi^e  fubmit  us  to  the  like  variation  in  civils  ?  Have 
wc  not  long  told  them,  that,  '  under  pretence  of  obey- 
*  ipg.the  church,  and  not  concrouling  her  power,  fee 
J^.hath  raifcd  a  fuperftrufture  inconfiftent  with  that 
'*  .foundation  (he  pretends  to  build  upon?"  And  arc 
not  we  the  men  in  civils,  that  make  our  privileges  ra- 
tHer  to  depend  upon  men  than  laws,  as  flie  doth  upon 
councils,  not  fcripture  ?  If  this  be  not  popery  in  tem- 
porals^  what  is  ? 

It  is  humbly  befceched  of  fuperiors,  that  it  would 
plea{e  them  to  confider  what  refledion  fuch  feverity 
jvftly  brings  upon  their  proceedings  5  and  remember, 
,  that  in  their  ancient  delegations,  it  was  not  to  define, 
rcfolve,  and  impofe  matters  of  religion,  and  facrifice 
civil  privileges  for  it  j  but,  to  maintain  the  people's 
..properties,  according  to  the  ancient  fundamental  laws 
of  the  land,  and  to  add  fuch  ftatutes  only,  as  were 
confiftent  with,  and  prefervative  of,  thofe  fundamen- 
tal laws. 

Laftly,  To  conclude  this  head:  my  plain  and  honeft 
diift  has  been,  to  fliew  that  church  government  is  no 
cflential  part  of  the  old  En^UJh  government,  and  to 
difintangle  property  from  opinion ;  the  untoward  knot 
which  the  clergy  for  feveral  ages  have  tied,  which  is 
not  only  the  people's  right,  but  our  fuperiors  interefl: 
to  undo;  for  it  galls  both  people  and  prince.  For, 
where  property  is  fubjedted  to  opinion,  the  church  in- 
terpofes,  and  makes  lomething  elfe  reouifite  to  enjoy 
property,  than  belongs  to  the  nature  ot  property ;  ani 
the  reafon  of  our  pofleflTion  is  not  our  right  by,  and 
obedience  to,  the  common  law,  but  conformity  to 
cburcb  law,  or  laws  for  church  conformity.  A  thing 
dangerous  to  civil  government,  fince  it  is  an  alteration 
of  old  Eoglilh  tenure,  a  fuffering  the  church  to  trip 

up 
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lip  and  fupplant  the  (late;  and  a  making  people  to 
owe  their  proceftion  not  to  the  civil  but  ecckjiaftidal 
authority.  For  let  the  church  be  my  friend,  and  all 
is  well ;  make  her  my  foe,  and  I  am  made  her  prey, 
let  magna  chart  a  fay  what  (he  will  for  me  :  my  horfes, 
cows,  Iheep,  corn,  goods,  go  firft,  my  perfon  to  gaol 
next,  for  all  that :  behold,  lome  church  trophies  made 
at  the  conqueft  of  a  peaceable  Diflenter! 

This  is  that  anxious  thing :  may  our  fuperiors  pleafe 
to  weigh  it  in  the  equal  fcale  of  "  doing  as  they 
••  would  be  done  by  :**  let  thofe  common  laws  that 
fix  and  prefervc  property,  be  the  rule  and  ftandard  of 
their  legiflation  and  adminiftratipn.  Make  Engtijh- 
mens  rights  as  inviolable  as  Englijh  church  rights :  dif^ 
intangle  and  diflinguiih  them  :  and  let  no  man  fuftaiin 
dvil  puniflotnents  for  eccleftaftical  faults^  but  for  fins 
againft  the  ancient,  eftabliihed  church  gavemmAtt  only  i 
that  the  natures  of  ads  and  rewards  may  not  be  con^ 
founded.  So  ihall  the  civil  magiftrate  preferve  law, 
fecure  his  civil  dignity  and  empire,  and  make  himfelf 
beloved  of  Englifhmen  j  whofc  cry  is,  and  the  cry  of 
whofe  Ij^s  have  ever   been,    *  Property  rather  than 

*  opinion ;  civil  rights  not  concerned  with  ecclefiafti- 

*  cal  difcipline,  nor  forfeitable  for  religious  noncon-* 

*  formity/ 

But  though  an  inviolable  prefervation  of  Englifh 
fights  of  all  things  beft  fccureth  to  our  fuperiorr  the 
love  and  allegiance  of  the  people;  yet  there  is  fome-' 
thing  farther,  that,  with  fubmiflion,  I  offer  to  their 
ferious  conlideration,  which  in  the  fecond  place  con^ 
cevns.  dieir  intereftr,  and  the  people*s  felicity :  and  thai 
i^  their  difaigreement  about  religion^  nbtwithftaiiding 
rficir  umanincTOus  cry  for  property ;  a  prudent  manage-* 
meiit  of  which  may  turn  to  the  great  quiet^  honour^ 
and  profit  of  the  king  and  kingdom. 


CHAF. 
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CHAP.    II. 

Of  our  fuperiors  governing  themfelves  upon  a  balance, 
as  near  as  may  be,  towards  the  feveral  religious 
interefts, 

II.  Of  a  balance  refpefting  religious  differences. 
Eight  prudential  reafons  why  the  civil  magiftrate 
Ihould  embrace  it.  Three  objedions  anfwered, 
A  compreheofion  confidered,  but  a  toleration  pre- 
ferred, upon  reafon  and  example. 

TO  perform  my  part  in  this  point,  being  the  fe- 
cond  branch  of  my  anfwer  to  the  queftion,  J 
iball  not  at  this  time  make  it  my  bufinefs  to  manifeft 
the  inconfiftency  there  is  between  the  Chriftian  reli- 
gion, and  a  forced  uniformity;  not  only  becaufe  it 
hath  been  fo  often  and  excellently  done  by  men  of  wit, 
learning  and  conlfcience,  and  that  1  have  elfewherc 
largely  delivered  my  fenfe  about  it  j  but  becaufe  every 
free  and  impartial  temper  hath  of  a  long  time  obfcrved^ 
that  fuch  barbarous  attempts  were  fo  far  from  being 
indulged,  that  they  were  moft  feverely  prohibited  by 
Chrift  himfelf  J  who  inftrufted  his  difciples,  ^^  to  love 
**  their  enemies,"  and  not  to  perfecute  their  friends 
for  every  difference  in  opinion :  that  the  tares*  fliould 
grow  with  the  wheat :  that  his  kingdom  is  not  of  ibis 
world :  x}[lzx.  faith  is  the  gift  of  God  :  that  the  will  an4 
tmderftatuling  of  men  are  faculties  not  to  be  wo^rked 
Kipoa  by  any  corporal  penalties:  that  truth  is  all* 
i^ijSicieiit  to  her  own  relief:  that  error  and  anger  go  to- 
gether :  that  baje  coin  only  ftands  in  need  of  impofetion 
t0  onake  it  current,  but  that  true  metal  paffetb  for  its 
owa  bitrinjick  valuer  with  a  great  deal  more  of  that 
Hatiure.  ]  fhall  therefore  choofe  to  oppofe  myfelf,  at 
this  time>  to  any  fuch  feverity,  «pon  mere  prudence  i 
that  iuck  as  have  m  religion^  (and  certainly  they  that 
perjecute  for  religion,  have  as  little  as  need  to  be)  may 
he  induced  to  tolerate  them  that  have.  Firft,  Howe- 
ver 
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vcradviftblc  it  may  be,  in  the  judgment  of  fomc  world- 
ly-wife men  to  prevent,  even  by  force,  the  arifing 
of  any  new  opinion^  where  a  kingdom  is  univerfally  of 
infother  mind ;  efpecially  if  it  be  odious  to  the  peo« 
pie,  and  inconfiftent  with  the  fafcty  of  the  govern- 
ment; it  cannot  be  fo,  where  a  kingdom  is  of  many 
minds,  u'nlefs  fome  one  party  hath  all  the  wifdom, 
wealth,  number,  fober  life,  induftry,  and  refolution 
on  its  fide ;  which  I  am  fure  is  not  to  be  found  in 
England.  So  that  the  wind  hath  plainly  fhifted  its 
comer,  and  confequently  obliges  to  another  courfe :  I 
mean,  England's  circumftances  are  grealy  changed, 
and  they  require  new  expedients,  and  another  fort  of 
application. 

Phyficians  vary  their  medicines  according  to  the 
revolution  and  the  mixture  of  diftempers.  They  that 
feek  to  tie  the  government  to  abfolute  and  inadequate 
methods  (fuppofing  them  once  apt,  which  cruelty  in 
this  cafe  never  was)  are  not  friends  to  its  intereft, 
whatever  they  may  be  to  their  own.  If  our  fuperiors 
ihould  make  it  their  bufinefs  fo  to  prefer  one  fatty ^  as 
to  deprefs  or  deprive  the  reji^  they  infecure  themfelves, 
by  making  their  friends  their  enemies,  who  before 
were  one  another's.  To  be  fure  it  createth  hatred  be- 
tween the  party  advanced,  and  thofe  depreffed.  Jacob's 
preferring  Jofeph,  put  his  brethren  upon  that  confpi* 
racy  againft  him. 

I  will  allow  that  they  may  have  a  more  particular 
favour  for  the  church  party,  than  for  any  other  per- 
Tualion,  but  not  more  than  for  all  other  parties  in 
England:  that  certainly  would  break  the  balance;  the 
keeping  up  of  which,  will  make  every  party  to  owe 
its  tranquility  to  their  prudence  and  goodnefs,  which, 
will  never  fail  of  returns  of  love  and  loyalty.  For 
fince  we  fee  each  intereft  looks  jealoufly  upon  the  other, 
it  is  reafonable  to  believe,  they  had  rather  the  donii- 
nion  (hould  lodge  where  it  is,  while  impartial  in  their 
judgment,  than  to  truft  it  with  any  one  fort  of  them*- 
felves. 

'MattjT' 
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Many  inquifitive  men  into  human  affairs  have 
thought^  that  the  concord  of  difcords  hath  not  been 
the  infirmeft  bafis  government  can  rife  or  (land  upon: 
it  hath  been  obferved,  that  lefs  fedition  and  difturb- 
ance  attended  Hannibal's  army,  that  confifted  of  many 
nations,  than  the  Roman  legions,  that  were  of  one 
people.  It  is  marvellous  how  the  wifdom  of  that  ge- 
neral fecured  them  to  his  defigns :  Livy  faith,  *  That 
'  his  army  for  thirteen  years,  that  had  roved  up  and 

*  down  the  Roman  empire,  made  up  of  many  coun- 

*  tries,    divers    languages,    laws,    cufloms,   religions, 

*  under  all  their  fuccefTes  of  war  and  peace,  never  mu-^ 
'  tinted/  Malvetzy,  as  well  as  Livy,  afcribes  it  to 
that  variety,  well  managed  by  the  general. 

By  the  like  prudence  Jovianus  and  Theodofius 
Magnus  brought  tranquillity  to  their  empire,  after  much 
rage  and  blood  for  religion. 

In  nature  we  alfo  fee,  all  heat  confumes,  all  cold 
kills ;  that  three  degrees  of  cold  to  two  of  heat,  not 
only  allay  the  heat,  but  introduce  the  contrary  qua- 
lity, and  overcool  by  a  degree :  but  two  degrees  of 
cold,  to  two  of  heat,  make  ^  poize  in  elements,  and  a 
balance  in  nature. 

The  like  in  families:  it  is  not  probable  that  a  matter 
Ihould  have  his  work  fo  well  done,  at  leafl:  with  that 
love  and  refbedl,  who  continually  fmiles  upon  one  fer- 
vant,  and  leverely  frowns  upon  all  the  rejl\  on  the 
contrary,  it  is  apt  to  raife  feuds  amongft  fervants, 
and  turn  duty  into  revenge,  at  lead  contempt.  In 
fine,  it  is  to  make  our  fuperiors  dominion  lefs  than 
God  made  it,  and  to  blind  their  eyes,  ftop  their  cars, 
and  Ihut  up  their  breads,  from  beholding  the  miferies, 
hearing  the  cries,  and  redreffing  the  grievances  of  a 
vaft  number  of  people  under  their  charge,  vexed  in  this 
world,  for  their  belief  and  inoffenfivc  praHice  about  the 
next. 

Secondly,  It  is  the  intereft  of  governors  to  be  put 

upon  no  thanklefs  offices ;  that  is,  to  blow  no  coals 

in  thtir  own  country,  efpecially  when  it  is  to  confumc 

thdr  people,  and,  it  may  be,  themfelves  too :  not  to 

VoL  lU,  CL  be 
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be  the  cat's  foot,  nor  to  make  work  {qt  themfelvw,  or 
fill  their  own  hands  with  trouble,  or  the  kingdom 
with  complaints.  It  is  to  forbid  them  the  ufe  of  Cle- 
mency, wherein  they  ought  mod  of  all  to  imitate  God 
Almighty,  "  whofe  mercy  is  above  all  his  works i* 
and  renders  them  a  fort  of  extortioners  to  the  people, 
the  moft  remote  from  the  end  and  goodnefs  of  their 
office.  In  ftiort,  it  is  the  beft  receipt  that  their  ene- 
mies can  give,  to  make  them  uneafy  to  the  country-  - 

Thirdly,  It  not  only  makes  them  enemies,  but  there 
is  no  fuch  excitement  to  revenge,  as  a  raped  confci- 
cnce.  He  that  hath  been  forced  to  break  his  peace, 
to  gratify  the  humour  of  another,  muft  have  a  gvtxt 
ftiare  of  mercy  and  felf-denial  to  forgive  that  injury,  , 
and  forbid  himfelf  the  pleafure  of  retribution  upbn: 
the  authors  of  it :  for  revenge,  in  other  cafes  condemn- 
able  of  all,  is  here  looked  upon  by  too  many  to  be 
the  next  way  to  expiation.  To  be  fure,  whether  the 
grounds  of  their  dilfent  be  rational  in  themfelves,  fuch 
icverity  is  unjuftifiable  with  them;  for  this  is  a  itiaxiQi 
with  fufFerers,  ^  Whoever  is  in  the  wrong,  the  perfm^ 
^  tor  cannot  be  in  the  right*  Men,  not  confcious *> 
themfclves  of  evil,  and  harfhly  treated,  not  only  refent 
it  unkindly,  but  are  bold  to  mew  it. 

Fourthly,  Suppofe  the  prince,  by  his  feverity,  con- 
quers any  into  a  compliance,  he  can  upon  no  prudent 
ground  aflbre  himfelf  of  their  fidelity,  whom  he  hath 
taught  to  be  treacherous  to  their  own  convi6ti(Hys. 
Wife  men  rarely  confide  in  thofe  whom  they  have  de- 
bauched from  truft  to  ferve  themfelves :  at  beft  it  re- 
fembleth  but  forced  marriages,  that  feldom  prove 
happy  to  the  parties.  In  (hort,  force  makes  bypocritesy 
it  is  ferjuajion  only  that  makes  converts. 

Fitthly,  This  partiality,  of  facrificing  the  liberty  and  ' 
property  of  all  Diffenters  to  the  promotion  of  a  fin- 
glc  party,  be  they  good  or  ill  men,  as  it  is  the  lively 
reprcfentation  of  J.  Calvin's  borrendum  decretumi  (o 
liie  confequences  of  the  one  belong  unto  the  otkef ;  it 
being  but  that  ill-natured  principle  put  into  p-a^Ue. 
Men  are  put  upon  the  fame  delperatc  couricsj  cither 

CO 
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to  have  no  confciencc  at  all,  or.  to  be  hanged  for 
having  a  confcience  not  fafhionable :  for^  lee  them  be 
virtuous,  let  them  be  vicious,  if  they  fall  not  in  with 
;thac  »M^  of  religion,  they  mufl  be  reprobated  to  all 
civil  and  eccleiiaftical  intents  and  purpofes.  Strange  1 
chat  men  muft  either  deny  their  faitn  and  reafon>  or 
tbe  dcftroycd  for  afting  according  to  them,  be  they 
Oitherwife  never  fo  peaceable.  What  power  is  this,  or 
rather  what  principle  ?  But  that  men  are  to  be  pro- 
tefted  upon  favour,  not  right  or  merit ;  and  that  no 
merit  out  of  the  publick  church-drefs  fhould  find  ac« 
ceptance,  is  fevere.  We  juftly  blame  that  father, 
that  narrows  his  paternal  love  to  fome  one  of  his  chil- 
dren, though  the  reft  be  not  one  jot  lefs  virtuous  than 
the  favourite:  fuch  injuftice  can  never  flow  from  a 
(o\)\  aftuated  by  reafon,  but  a  mind  governed  by 
fancy,  and  enflaved  to  paiTions. 
.  Sixthly,  Confider,  peace,  plenty,  and  fafety,  the 
ithree  great  inducements  to  any  country  to  honour  the 
.  jprince,  and  love  the  government;  as  well  as  the  beft 
jdlurements  to  foreigners,  to  trade  with  it  and  tranf- 
port  themfelves  to  it,  are  utterly  loft  by  fuch  partiali* 
ties ;  for  inftead  of  peace,  love,  and  good  neighbour-* 
hood,  behold  animofity  and  conteft !  One  neighbour 
watches  another,  and  makes  him  an  offender  tor  his 
^  confcience :  this  divides  them,  their  families  and  ac-* 
iquaintance;  perhaps,  with  them,  the  towns  and  vil* 
Jlages  where  they  live :  and  moft  commonly,  the  fuf- 
.  fcrer  hath  the  pity,  and  the  perfccutor  the  odium,  of 
the  multitude.  And  truly  when  people  fee  cruelty 
tira£tifed  upon  their  inoffenfive  neighbours,  by  a  trou- 
blefome  fort  of  men,  and  thofe  countenanced  by.  a 
law,  it  breedeth  ill  blood  againft  the  government. 
Certainly,  haling  people  to  gaols,  breaking  open  their 
houfes,  feizing  of  their  eftaces,  and  that  without  all 
.  proportion  i  leaving  wives  without  their  hufbands,  and 
children  without  their  parents,  and  their  families,  re- 
lationSj  friends,  and  neighbours,  under  amaze  and 
trouble,  is  aUnoft  as  far  fromi  the  peace  of  a  well*

ovcrncd  kingdom,    as   it  is  from  the  mcckmcfs.  of 
hriftianity. 

Plenty  will  be  hereby  exchanged  for  poverty,  by 
the  deftruftion  of  many  thoufand  families  within  tli$ 
realm,  who  are  greatly  inftrumental  for  the  carrying 
on  of  the  moft  fubftantial  commerce  therein;  men'jof 
virtue,  good  contrivance,  great  induftry;  whole  la- 
bours not  only  keep  the  parifhes  from  the  trouble  atid 
charge  of  maintaining  them  and  theirs,  but  help  to 
maintain  the  poor,  and  are  great  contributors  to  thfe 
king's  revenue  by  their  trafEck.  This  very  feverity 
will  make  more  bankrupts  in  the  kingdom  of  England 
in  feven  years,  than  have  been  in  it  upon  all  other 
accounts  in  feven  ages :  which  confequence,  how  far 
it  may  confift  with  the  credit  and  intereft  of  the  go- 
vernment, I  leave  to  better  judgments. 

This  fort  of  great  feverity  that  hath  been  lately,  and 
ftill   is,  ufed   amongft  us,    is   like   to   prove  a  great 
check  to  that  readinefs,   which  otherwife  we  find  in 
foreigners  to  trade  with  the  inhabitants  of  this  king« 
domj  for  if  men  cannot  call  any  thing  their  own,  un- 
der  a  different  exercife  of  confcience  from  the  national 
way  of  religion,  their  correfpondents  may  juftly  and 
prudently  fay,  *  We  will  not  farther  concern  ourfelvcs 
with  men  that  ftand  upon  fuch  ticklifti  terms :  what 
know  we  but  fuch  perfons  are  ruined  in  their  eftates, 
by  reafon  of  their  non- conformity ,  before  fuch  time 
as  we  fhall  be  reimburfed  for  money  paid,  or  goods 
delivered :  nay,  we  know  not  how  foon  thofc  who 
are  conformifts,  may  be  non-conformifts,    or  what 
revolutions  of  councils  may  happen^  fince  the  fun- 
damental laws,  fo  jealous  of  the  people's  property, 
are  fo  little  valued  by  fome  of  their  own  magiftrates; 
for  though  we  arc  told  of  very  worthy  and  excellent 
laws  in  England,    for  the  fecurity  of  the  people^k 
rights,  yet  we  are  alfo  told,  that  they  all   hang  at 
the  church's  girdle ;  infomuch  as  no  church  tmfof* 
fnity,  no  property,  which  is,  no  cburcbmany  noEngliJb-^ 
man.     So  that  in  efFcft  the  rights  of  their  c6unti4 
depend  upon  the  rights  of  their  church i, and ^thofe 

^  ehi&thci 
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'  cHurches  have  taken  their  turn  fo  often,  that  a  body 

*  knows  not  how  to  manage  one's  felf  fecurelv  to  one's 

*  pwn  affairs,  in  a-  correfpondence  with  any  of  them. 
{ipQt  in  king  Henry  the  Eighth's  days.  Popery  was  the 
^  only  orthodox  religion,  and  Zuinglius,  Luther,  Me- 

*  .lan&hon,  Oecolampadius,  &c.  were  great  hereticks. 
Vln  Edward  the  Sixth's  time,  they  were  faints,  and 
^  Popery  was  idolatry.  A  few  years  after,  queen  Mary 
^  rnakcs  the  Papifts  holy  church,  and  Protejiancy  herefy. 
f  About  fix  years  completes  her  time,  and  queen  Eli- 

*  zabeth  enters   her  reign,   in  which  Proteftants   arc 

*  good  Chriftiansy  and  the  church  of  Rome  the  Whore 
'  of  Babylon.  In  her  reign,  and  that  of  king  James, 
'  and  king  Charles  the  Firft,  fprung  the  Puritans^  who 

*  divided  themfelves  into  Prejbyteriansj  and  Indepeni^ 
f  entsi  the  biftiops  exclaiming  againft  them  for  Jchif- 
^  maticks,  and  they  againft   the  bifhops   for  papijlical 

*  and  anticbriftian.  In  the  long  parliament's  time,  the 
^  Prejbyterian  drives  out  the  Bijhop.   O.  Cromwell  dc- 

*  feating  them,  and  fending  the  Prefbyterian  to  keep 
^  company  with  the  Bifhop,  confers  it  moftly  upon 
f  the  Independent  and  Jnabaptijij  who  kept  it  through 

*  the  other  fraftions  of  government,  till  the  Prefbyter 

*  and  Bilhop  got   it  from  them :    and  the  Bififop  now 

*  from  the  Prejhyter :  but  how  long  it  will  reft  there, 

*  who  knows?*     Thus  a  foreigner  may  juftly  argue. 
Nor  is  my  fuppofition  idle  or  improbable,  unlefs 

moderation  take  place  of  feverity,  and  property  the 
foom  of  punifliment  for  opinion ;  for  that  muft  be  the 
lafting  fecurity,  as  well  as  that  it  is  the  fundamental 
rijght  of  Englijh  people.         .^.. 

There  is  alfo  a  farther  confideration,  and  that  is, 
the  rendering  juft  and  very  good  debts  defperate,  both 
at  home  and  abroad,  by  giving  opportunity  to  the 
debtors  of  Diffenters  to  detai©  their  dues.  Indeed  it 
ijbenis  a  natural  confequence  with  all,  but  men  of 
mercy  and  integrity :  *  What  fhould  we  pay  them  for,* 
may  they  fay,  ^  that  are  not  ;n  a  capacity  to  demand 
^  or  receive  it,  at  leaft  to  compel  us  ?'  Nay,  they  may 
jple9d  ^  fo^  of  ](;indnefs  to  th^ir  crc;<^toi^)  ^xw^l^^^ 

Q.3  ^^^ 
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*  We  had  as  good  keep  it;  for  if  we  pay  it  them, 

*  they  will  foon  lofc  it;  it  is  better  to  remain  witJi  us,  | 
^  than  they  fliould  be  pillaged  of  it  by  informers;'  " 
though  want  (hould  in  the  mean  time  overtake  th^  ' 
right  owners  and  their  families. 

Nor  is  it  unworthy  of  the  moft  deliberate  thoughts 
of  our  fupcriors,  that  the  land  already  fwarms  with 
beggars ;  and  that  there  is  hardly  fo  ready  a  courfe  to 
increafe  their  number,  as  the  fcvere  profecution  oif 
Diffenters,  both  by  making  ^bem  fuch,  and  thofe  that 
their  employs  have  kept  from  begging  all  this  while : 
fo  that  though  they  immediately  fuffer,  the  kingdom, 
in  the  end,  muft  be  the  lofer.  For  hefides  a  decay  of 
trade,  &c,  this  driving  away  of  flocks  of  Iheep,  and 
herds  of  cattle,  feizing  of  bams  full  of  corn,  break- 
ing open  of  doors  and  chefts,  taking  away  the  beft 
goods  that  thofe  inftruments  of  cruelty  can  find, 
tometinnes  all,  even  to  a  bed,  a  blanket,  wearing  appa- 
rel, aad  the  very  tools  of  trade,  by  which  people  ho- 
neftlv  labour  to  get  their  bread,  till  they  leave  men, 
women,  and  children,  deftitute  of  fubfiftence,  will 
ncceifitate  an  extreme  advance  of  the  poor's  rate  in 
every  parilh  of  England,  or  they  muft  be  ftarved.  O 
that  it  would  pleafe  them  that  are  in  authority,  to  put 
a  llop  to  this  inhuman  ufage,  left  the  vengeance  of 
the  juft  God   break  forth  fartlicr  againft  this  poor 

Und!  .r  u 

Safitj,  inodier  rcquifite  to  an  happy  government, 

muft  needs  be  at  an  end,  where  the  courfe  oppugned 
is  followed,  bv  temjKing  people  to  irregular  methods 
to  be  eifv,  or  to  cjuit  the  land.  And  truly  it  h  but 
fotne  prudent  princess  proclaiming  liberty  of  con- 
fcicoce  within  his  territories,  and  a  door  is  opened 
for  a  million  of  people  to  pafs  out  of  their  native 
foil-  which  is  not  fo  extremely  improved,  that  it 
fhouM  HOC  want  two  or  three  hundred  dioufand  fami- 
Km  !««  than  it  hath^  to  advance  it;  cfpccially  at 
S  tia^  of  day,  when  ^ujforeign^ 

oTfoottnyiahAimtsfioin^ 
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rkjs.  there .  is  the  fame  reafon,  fo  let  the  government 
qt .  fengland  but  give  ^that  prudent  invitation  to  fo- 
reigners, and  Ihe  maketh  herfelf  miftrefs  of  the  arts 
aipd  rpanufaftureS  of  Europe.  Nothing  elfe  hath  pre- 
ierved  Holland  from  truckling  under  the  Spanilh  yoke, 
and  being  ruined  above  threefcore  years  ago,  and  given 
her  that  rife  to  wealth  and  glory. 

Seventhly,  Nor  is  this  feverity  only  injurious  to  th€ 
alBTairs  of  England,  but  the  whole  Proteftant  world : 
for  bcfides  that  it  calls  the  fincerity  of  their  proceed- 
ings againft  the  Papifts  into  queftion,  it  furniflieth 
them  with   this  fort    of  unanfwerable  interrogatory: 

*  The  Proteftants  exclaim  againft  us  for  perfecutors, 

*  and   are  they  now  the  very    men  themjelves?   Was 

*  feverity  an  inftance  of  weaknefs  in  our  religion,  and 

*  is  it  become  a  valid  argument  in  theirs  ?  Are  not 
'  our  aftions  (once  void  of  all  excufe  with  them)  now 

*  defended  by  their  own  praftice  ?  But  if  men  muft  be 

*  rcftrained   upon  prudential  confiderations  from  the 

*  cxercife  of  their  confcien^es  in  England,  why  not 

*  the  fame  in  France  and  Germany,  where  matters  of 

*  ftate  may  equally  be  pleaded?*  Certainly,  whatever 
ihift^  Proteftants  may  ufe  to  palliate  thefe  proceedings, 
they  are  thus  far  condemnable  upon  the  foot  of  pni- 
^nce. 

Eighthly,  Such  procedure  is  a  great  refleftipn  upon 
the  juftice  of  the  government,  in  that  it  enafts  penal- 
tics  inadequate  to  the  fault  committed  -,  viz.  That  I 
ihpuld  lofe  my  liberty  and  property,  fundamental  ci- 
vil privileges,  for  fome  error  in  judgment  about  mat- 
ters of  religion  :  as  if  I  muft  not  be  a  manj  becaufe  I 
am  not.  fuch  a  fort  of  religious  man  as  the  government 
would  have  me ;  but  muft  lofe  my  claim  to  all  natural 
benefits,  though  I  agree  with  them  in  civil  affairs, 
becaufe  I  fall  not  in  with  the  judgment  of  the  go- 
vernment in  fome  points  of  a  fupernatural  import, 
though  no  re^  part  of  the  ancient  government.  Per- 
haps, ii^ftead  of  going  to  the  left-hand,  I  go  to  the 
^mt :  and  whereas  I  am  commanded  to  hear  A.  B.  I 
f^ltbcf*  cbooie  to  hear  C.  D.  r^y  reafoa  foe  vt  b^vci%^ 
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the  more  religious  influence  the  latter  hath  over  nmc, 

*  than  the  former;  and  that  I  find  by  experience,  I 
'  am  better  afFc6ted,  and  more  religioufly  edified  to 
'  good  living/  What  blemifli  is  this  to  the  govern- 
ment ?  What  infecurity  to  the  civil  magiftrate  ? .  Why 
may  not  this  man  fell,  buy,  plow,  pay  his  rents,  be 
as  good  a  fubjeft,  and  as  true  an  Englijhman,  as  any 
confortniji  in  the* kingdom?  Howbeit,  fines  and  gaols 
are  very  ill  arguments  to  convince  fobcr  mens  undep- 
ftandings,  and  difluade  them  from  the  continuance  of 
fo  harmlefs  a  pradtice. 

Laftly,  But  there  is  yet  another  inconvenience  that 
will  attend  this  fort  of  feverity,  that  fo  naturally  fal- 
lows upon  our  fuperiors  making  conformity  to  the 
dodlrine  and  worfhip  of  the  church  of  England,  the 
Jine  qua  notty  or  inlet  to  all  property,  and  ground  of 
claim  to  all  Englilh  civil  privileges  j  to  wit,  ^  That 

*  they  make  a  rod,  for  aught  they  know,  to  whip  their 

*  o^fvi  pojieriiy  wichj*  fince  it  is  impolTible  for  them  to   • 
fecure  their  children  to  the  Englifh   church :  and  if  it 
happen  that  any  of  them  are  never  fo  confcientioufly 
of  another  perfuafion,   they  are  liable  to  all  the  mife- 
ries  that  may  attend  the  execution  of  thofe  laws.  Such 

a  king  muft  not  be  king,  fuch  lords  and  commons  muft 
not  fit  in  parliament :  nay,  they  muft  not  adminitter 
any  office,  be  it  never  fo  inferior,  within  the  realm, 
and  they  never  fo  virtuous  and  capable  to  do  it:  their 
very  fatrimony  b^omes  a  prey  to  a  pack  of.  lewd  in- 
formers, and  th^  perfons  expofed  to  the  abufc  of 
men,  poor  or  malicious. 

But  there  are  three  objeftions  that  fome  make  againft 
what  I  have  urged,  not  unfit  to  be  confidered.  The 
firft  is  this:  *  If  the  liberty  defired  be  granted,  what 
^  know  we  but  Diflenters  may  employ  their  meetings 

*  to  infinuate  againft  the  government,  inflame  people 

*  into  a  diflike  of  their  fuperiors,  and  thereby  prepare 
^  them  for  mifchief  ?' 

Anf.  This  objection  may  have  fome  force,  fo  long 
as  our  fuperiors  continue  feverity;  becaufe  it  doth  not 
o/2]y  Jh^p^n  a4i4  excitpDiiieniers^  l;>uc  it  4ruQ;&aiany 

of 
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of  them  into  fuch  holes  and  corners,  that  if  they 
Were  difpofcd  to  any  fuch  confpiracies,  they  have  the 
fecureft  places  and  opportunities  to  efFeft  their  defign. 
But  what  Diffenter  can  be  fo  deftitute  of  reafon,  and 
of  love  to  common  fafety,  as  to  expofe  himfelf  and 
family,  by  plotting  againft  a  government  that  is  kind 
to  them,  and  gives  him  the  liberty  he  defires,  and 
that  he  could  only  be  fuppofed,  in  common  fenfe,  to 
plot  for  ? 

To  be  fure,  liberty  to  worlhip  God,  according  to 
their  feveral  profeflions,  will  be,  as  the  people's  fatif- 
faftion,  fo  the  government's  greateft  fecurity :  for  if 
men  enjoy  their  property,  and  their  confcience,  which 
is  the  noblefi  part  of  it,  without  moleftation,  what 
fhould  they  objeft  againft,  or  plot  for?  Mad  men 
only  burn  their  own  houfes,  kill  their  own  children, 
and  murder  themfelves  ?  Doth  kindnefs,  or  cruelty, 
moft  take  with  men  that  are  themfelves  ?  H.  Grotius, 
with  Campanella,  well  obferved,  ^  That  a  fierce  and 
^  rugged  hand  was  very  improper  for  northern  coun- 
^' tries.'  Englifhmen  are  gained  with  mildnefs,  but 
inflamed  by  feverity.  And  many  that  do  not  fuffer, 
are  apt  to  companionate  them  that  do.  And  if  it  will 
pleaie  our  fuperiors  to  make  trial  of  fuch  an  indul- 
gence, doublefs  they  will  find  peace  and  plenty  to  en- 
fue.  The  praftice  of  other  nations,  and  the  trade, 
tranquillity,  power,  and  opulency,  that  have  attended 
it,  is  a  demonftration  in  the  cafe,  and  ought  not  to  be 
flighted  by  them  that  aim  at  as  high  and  honourable 
things  for  their  country.  And  if  we  had  no  other  in- 
ftance  than  our  own  ^  intervals  of  connivance,'  they 
were  enough  to  fatisfy  reafonable  men,  how  much 
more  moderation  contributes  to  publick  good,  than 
the  profecution  of  people  for  their  religious  diflent  1 
Cnce  the  one  hath  ever  produced  trade  and  tranquillity; 
the  other,  greater  poverty  and  diffenfion. 

The  fecond  objedlion,  and  by  far  the  more  weighty, 
runs  thus : 

Objeft,   *  The  king  and  parliament  a^e  fworn  to; 
^ini^iatain  andproteiSt  the  church  of  England^  as  efta- 
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^  bliflied,  &c.  therefore  to  tolerate  oiber  opinions  is 
'  ag^inft  their  oath/ 

*>  Anf.  Were  the  confequencc  true,  as  it  is  not,  it 
*rere  highly  unreafonabie  to  expeft  impolfihilities  at 
their  hands.  Kings  and  parliaments  can  no  rnore 
make  brick  without  ftraw  than  captives:  they  have 
not  fworn  to  do  things  beyond  their  ability ;  if  they 
have,  their  oaths  are  void.  Had  it  been  in  his  and 
their  time  and  choice,  when  the  church  of  England 
had  been  firft  difturbed  with  diflenting  opinions,  it 
might  have  reflcfted  more  colourably  a  kind  of  neg- 
left  upon  them :  but  fince  the  church  of  England  was 
no  fooner  a  church,  than  (he  found /e;?;^  fort  of  Dif- 
Icnters,  and  that  the  utmoft  policy  and  feverity  of 
queen  Elizabeth,  king  James,  and  king  Charles  the 
Firft,  were  not  fuccefsful  towards  an  abfolute  uniform- 
ity, why  fhould  it  reflcft  upon  them,  that  the  church 
of  England  hath  not  yet  rid  herfelf  of  diflenting  par- 
ties  ?  Befides,  it  is  notoriotjs,  that  the  late  wars  gave 
that  opportunity  to  differing  perfuafions  x.oJfread^  that 
it  was  utterly  impoflible  for  them  to  hinder,  much  lefs 
during  the  feveral  years  of  the  king's  cxil^i  at  what 
time  the  prefent  parliament  was  no  parliament,  nor  the 
gienerality  of  the  members  of  it  fcarce  of  any  autho- 
rity. 

Let  it  be  confidered,  that  it  was  the  ftudy  of  the 
age  to  make  people  anti-fapijiical  and  anti-epif copal ^ 
and  that  power  and  preferment  went  on  that  fide. 
Their  circumftances  therefore,  and  thofe  of  their  an- 
ceftors,  are  not  the  fame  -,  they  found  the  kingdom  di- 
vided into  feveral  interefts;  and  it  feems  a  difficulty 
infuperable  to  reduce  them  to  any  one.  perfuafionj 
wherefore,  to  render  tbemfelves  matters  of  ^heir  affec- 
tions, they  muft  neceiTarily  govern  thepifelves  towards 
them  on  a  balance^  as  is  before  expreffed  s  otherwife, 
they  are  put  upon  the  greateft  hazards,  and  extremeft 
difficulties  to  themfelves  and  the  kingdom,  and  all  to 
flerform  the  uncharitable  office  of  fupprefliag  n^a^y 
thoufands  of  inoffenfive  inhabitants,  for  the  diS^pri^i; 
ih^crcifc  .of  their  confcifiivccs  to  QQd^*<??4t  -^s  "^liot  tQ 
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make  them  refemble  Almighty  God,  the  goodnefs  of 
whole  nature  extends  itfelf  univerfally,  thus  to  narrow 
their  bowels,  and  confine  their  clemency  to  one  fingle 
p^rty. — It  ought  to  be  remembered,  that  optimus  went 
before  maximus  of  old ;  and  that  poWcr  without  good-* 
nefs,  is  a  frightful  fort  of  a  thing. 

But  fecondly,  I  deny  the  confequence,  viz.  '  That 

*  the  king  is  therefore  obliged  to  pcrfccute  Diffenters, 

*  becaufe  he,  or  the  parliament,  hath  taken  an  oath 

*  to  maintain  the  church  of  England :'  for  it  cannot 
be  fuppofed  or  intended,  that  by  maintaining  ber^ 
they  are  to  deftroy  the  reft  of  the  inhabitants.  Is  it 
impoflible  to  proteft  her  without  knocking  all  the  refi 
dn  the  head  ?  Do  they  allcfw  any  to  fupplant  her  cler- 
gy, invade  her  livings,  poffefs  her  emoluments,  cxer- 
cife  her  authority  ?  What  would  ftic  have  ?  Is  (he  not 
church  of  England  ftill,  inverted  with  the  fame  power, 
bearing  the  fame  charadcr  ?  What  grandeur  or  interefl: 
hath  ihe  loft  by  them?  Are  they  not  manifcftly  her 
protector  ?  Is  Ihe  not  national  church  ftill  ?  And  can 
any  of  her  children  be  fo  infenfible,  as  either  to  chal- 
lenge her  fuperiors  with  want  of  integrity,  becaufe 
they  had  not  performed  impoffibilities ;  or  to  excite 
th^m  to  that  harftinefs,  which  is  not  only  deftruftivc 
of  many  thoufands  of  inhabitants,  but  altogether  in- 
jurious to  their  own  intereft,  and  diflionourable  to  a 
Proteftant  church  ?  Suppofe  Diffenters  not  to  be  of 
.the  vifible  church,  are  they  therefore  unfit  to  live  ? 
Did  the  Jews  treat  ftrangers  fo  feverely,  that  had  fo 
much  more  to.  fay  than  herfelf  ?  Is  not  the  king  lord 
of  waftes  and  commons,  as  well  as  inclofures  ?  Sup- 
pofe God  hath  elefted  fome  to  falvation,  doth  it  there- 
fore follow  he  hath  reprobated  all  the  reft  ?  And  be- 
caufe he  was  God  of  the  Jews^  was  he  not  therefore 
God  of  the  Gentiles  i  Ox  were  not  the  Gentiles  his  pe(h 
fkj  becaufe  the  Jews  were  his  peculiar  people  ? 

To  be  brief,  they  have  anfwered  their  obligation, 
and  cojifented  to  fevere  laws,  and  commanded  their 
c^ecwion^  and  have  not  only  preferred  her  akove  ey^ry 
fntereft  10  £i^A?)Mf^  but  ag^a^  tKcIS^  tqi  \<ti^^^ 
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inore  powerful  and  univerfal;  till  they  have  good  rea- 
ft>n  to  be  tired  with  the  lamentable  confequehces  of 
thofe  endeavours,  and  conclude,  that  the  unifortnity 
thereby  intended,  is  a  thing  imprafticabl^,  as  well  a$ 
mifchicvous. 

'  And  I  wonder  that  thele  men  Ihould  fo  cafily  forget 
that  great  faying  of  king  Charles  the  Firft,  whom  they 
pretend  fo  often,  and  with  fo  much  honour,  to  re- 
member, in  his  advice  to  the  prefent  king,  where  he 
faiths     . 

«  Beware  of  exafperating  any  faftions,  by  the  croff- 

*  nefs  and  afperity  of  fome  mens  paflions,  humours, 

*  or  private  opinions,    employed   by  you,    grounded 

*  only  upon  theif  differences  in  leffer  matters,  which 
«  are  but  the  fkirts  and  fuburbs  of  religion,  wherein 

*  a  charitable  connivance^  zndCbriJiian  toleration^  often 

*  diffipates  their  ftrength,   whom  rougher   oppofition 

*  fortifieth,  and  puts  the  defpifed  and  oppreffed  party 

*  into  fuch  combinations,  as  may  moft  enable  then! 
'  to  get  a  full   revenge  upon  thofe  they  count  their 

*  perfecutorsj   who   are  commonly  aflifted  with  that 

*  vulgar  commiferation,  which  attends  all  that  are  faid 

*  to  fuffer  under  the  common  notion  of  religion.' 

So  that  we  have  not  only  the  king's  circumftahccs, 
but  his  father*s  counfel,  upon  experience,  who  yet  faw 
not  the  end  of  one  half  of  them,  defending  a  chari- 
table connivance,  and  Chriftian  toleration  of  Dif- 
Tenters. 

Obj.  3.  But  it  may  be  farther  alledged,  «  This 
<  makes  way  for  Popery^  or  Prejbytery^   to  undermine 

*  the  church  of  England,  and  mount  the  chair  of  prc- 

*  ferment^  which  is  more  than  a  prudential  indulgence 

*  of  different  opinions.' 

Anf.  And  yet  there  is  not  any  fo  probable  an  expe- 
dient to  vanquilh  thofe  fears,  and  prevent  any  fuch 
delign,  as  keeping  all  interefts  upon  the  balance  1  for 
fo  the  Protejiant  makes  at  leaft  fix  parties  againft  Pur 
P0i^  ^4  tne  ckurcb  of  England  at  leaft  five  agaii^ 
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Pre/hytep.:  and  I>ow  either  of  them  fliould  be  able  to 
^urn/tlicf:fQaJic  againft  five  or  fix,  as  fi-ee  and  thrivifig 
i.oterefta  as. either  of  them  can  pretend  to  be,  I  con- 
fcfs  I  cannot  upderftand.  But  if  one  only  intereft  muft^' 
be  tolerated,  which  implies  a  refolution  to  fupprefe- 
the  reft,  plain  it  is,  that  the  church  of  England  ven- 
ti^res  her  fingle  party-  againft  fix  growing  interefts, 
and  thereby  gives  Prejhytery  and  Popery  by  far  an  eafier 
accefs  to  fupremacy ;  efpecially  the  latter,  for  that  it  is 
the  religion  of  thofe  parts  of  Europe,  which  neither 
want  inclination  nor  ability  to  profper  it.  So  that  be- 
fides  the  confiftency  of  fuch  an  indulgence  with  the 
nature  of  a  Chriftian  church,  there  can  be  nothing 
more  in  prudence  advifeable  for  the  church  of  Eng- 
land, than  to  allow  of  the  balance  propounded :  m 
the  firft,  no  perfon  of  any  real  worth  will  ever  the 
fooner  decline  her;  on  the  contrary,  it  will  give  her  a 
greater  reputation  in  a  country  fo  hating  feverity :  and 
pext,  it  gives  her  opportunity  to  turn  the  fcalc 
againft  any  one  party  that  may  afpire  to  her  pulpits 
and  endowments;  and  flie  never  need  to  fear  the 
agreement  of  all  them  to  any  fuch  defign ;  Epifcopacf 
being  not  more  intolerable  than  Prejbytery  in  power, 
even  to  an  Independency  itfelf  i  and  yet  between  theoi 
lies  the  narroweft  difference  that  is  among  the  diffent- 
ing  interefts  in  this  kingdom. 

But  this  feem^  too  large  and  yielding,  and  therefore^ 
to  find  a  medium,  fomething  that  may  compafs  the 
happy  end  of  good  correfpondence  and  tranquillity, 
at  feaft  fo  to  fortify  the  church  of  England,  as  that 
Ihe  may  fecurely  give  law  to  all  other  religious  inte- 
refts^  I  hear  a  comfrehenfton  is  pitched  upon,  and  dili- 
gently puffued  by  both  Epifcopalians  and  Prefbyterians, 
at  leail  fome  of  each  party • 

fiut  if  it  becomes  wife  men  to  look  before  they  les^, 
it  will  not  be  unadvifeable  for  them  to  weigh  the  con- 
feouences  of  fuch  an  endeavour. 

For,  in  the  firft  place,  there  is  no  people  I  know  in 
^nglatid^  that  ftands  at  a  greater  diftance  from  htf 
doarine,  aa  it  is  m^titained  by  her  prefcnt  foas^  tfv^a 
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the  Prefiyteriansy  particularly  about  ahfolute  reprohiion, 
^  per/on  o(  Cbrifi,  JatisfaEli<m  zndjufiification:  ^and  he 
muft  be  a  ftrangcr  in  the  religious  contefts  oi  our 
times,  that  knows  not  this. 

a.  In  the  next  place^  none  have  governed  themfelves 
with  a  plainer  denial^  and  more  peremptory  contempt 
of  epifcopacy,  and  the  whole  difcipline  and  worifhip 
of  the  church  of  England,  than  the  Prefbyterians  have 
ever  done :  let  them  put  me  to  prove  it,  if  they  plcafe, 
even  of  their  '  moll  reverend  fathers/ 

3.  Who  knows  not  that  their  reciprocal  heats  about 
tfaefe  very  things,  went  a  great  way  towards  our  late 
lamentable  civil  wars?  Now  if  the  fame  principles 
remain  with  each  party,  and  that  they  are  fo  far  from 
repenting  of  their  tenacioufnefs,  that  on  the  contrary 
they  jufUfy  their  diffent  from  one  another  in  thcfe 
matters,  how  can  either  party  have  faith  enough  to 
rely  upon  each  other's  kindnefs,  or  fo  much  as  attempt 
a  comprchenfion  ?  What  muft  become  of  the  labours 
of  bilhop  Whitgift,  R.  Hooker,  bifhop  Bancroft,  bi- 
•  (hop  Laud,  &c.  in  rebuke  of  the  "  Prefbytcrian 
•*  Separation,''  and  the  names  of  thofe  leading  Dif- 
fenters,  as  Cartwright,  Dod,  Bradfhaw,  Rutherford, 
Galafpee,  &c.  fo  famous  among  the  prefent  Prefbyte-^ 
rians,  and  that  for  their  oppofition  to  the  church? 
This  confidered,  what  reafon  can  any  render,  why  the 
Epifcopalians  fhould  fo  (ingularly  provide  for,  and 
confide  in,  an  intereft  that  hath  already  been  fo  de- 
ftruftive  to  theirs?  On  the  other  hand,  with  what  pru- 
dence may  the  Prelbyterians  embrace  the  other's  offer, 
who,  to  be  fure,  intend  it  not  in  flark  kindnefs  to 
them,  and  who,  they  muft  needs  think,  cannot  but 
owe  revenge,  and  retain  deep  grudges  for  old  ftories  ? 

But, 

4,  The  very  reafon  given  for  a  comprehenfion,  is 
the  greateft  that  can  be  urged  againft  it;  namely, 
«  The  fuppreflion  of  other  diffenting  perfuafions/  I 
ii^ill  fuppofe  a  comprehenfion,  and  the  confequences 
of  it,  to  be  an  eradication  of  all  ^tber  interefts,  the 
t^ng  defired :  but  if  the  two  remaining  parties  ihsdl 
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jkll  out,  as  it  is  not  likely  that  they  will  long  agree, 
what  can  the  Prefbyterian  have  to  balance  himfcif 
againft  the  ruling  power  of  Epifcopacy  ?  OrtheEpif- 
copalian  to  fecure  hinifelf  againft  the  afpirings  of 
Prefbytery  f  They  muft  all  become  Epifcopalians^  or 
Prejbyterians^  elfe  they  will  mix  like  iron  and  clay^ 
which  made  ill  legs  for  the  image  in  Daniel :  nor  is  it 
to  be  thought,  that  their  legs  fhould  ftand  any  better 
upori  a  comprehenfion. 

But  fome  arc  ready  to  fay,  *  That  their  difference 

*  is  very  minute*/  Grant  it;  are  they  ever  the  more 
cjeferving  for  that?  Certainly,  forbearance  fhould  carry 
fome  proportion  with  the  greatnefs  of  the  difference, 
by  how  much  it  is  eafier  to  comply  in  fmall  than  great 
matters.  He  that  diffents  fundamentally^  is  more  ex- 
cufable  than  thofe  that  facrifice  the  peace  and  concord 
of  a  fociety  about  little  cir^umftances  \  for  there  cannot 
be  the  fame  inducement  to  fufpeft  men  of  obftinacjF 
in  an  ejjentialy  as  circumftantial  non- conformity. 

Belides,  how  far  can  this  accommodation  extend 
with  fecurity  to  the  church  jof  England  ?  Or,  on  what 
better  terms  will  the  Prefbyterians  conform  to  her 
difcipline  and  formal  a6ls  of  devotion,  than  thofe  up* 
on  which  Peter  du  Moulin  offered  to  preach  the 
gofpel  at  Rome  ?  Viz.  *  That  if  the  pope  would  give 

*  him  leave  to  preach  at  Rome,  he  would  be  contented 
to  preach  in  2i  fool's  coat.'  I  queftion  if  the  Prefbyte- 
rian can  go  fo  far;  I  am  fure  he  could  not;  and  as 
fure,  that  Peter  du  Moulin  hoped,  by  preaching  there 
in  a  fooFs  coat,  to  inculcate  that  doftrine  which  fhould 
un-mitre  the  pope,  and  alter  his  church;  the  very 
thing  the  church  of  England  fears,  and  fences  againft. 
For  Peter  du  Moulin  intended  to  preach  in  a  fool's 
coat  no  longer,  than  till  he  had  preached  the  people 
wife  enough  to  throw  it  off  again.  So  the  Prefbyte-» 
rians ;  they  may  conform  to  certain  ceremonies  (once 
as  (inful  to  them,  as  a  fool's  coat  could  be  ridiculous 
to  Peter  du  Moulin)  that  they  may  the  better  intro«<' 
duce  their  alterations  both  in  do£trine  ^4  difcipline. 

Bur 
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But  that  which  ought  to  go  a  great  way  With  our 
fuperiors  in  their  judgment  of  this  matter,  is  not  only 
the  benefit  of  a  balance  againft  the  prefumption  of 
any  one  party,  and  the  probability,  ii  not  certainty, 
of  their  never  being  overdriven  by  any  one  perfuafioD, 
whilft  they  have  others  that  will  more,  than  poize 
againft  the  growing  power  of  itj  but  the  conceit  it- 
felf,  if  not  altogether  imprafticable,  is  at  leaft  very 
difficult  to  the  promoters,  and  an  office  as  thankkfs 
from  the  parties  concerned. 

This  appears  in  the  endeavours  ufed  for  a  compre- 
henlion  of  Arrians  and  Homooujians  under  one  orthodoxy^ 
related  not  only  in  our  common  ecclefiaftical  hiftoiy, 
but  more  amply  in  the  writings  of  Hilary,  an  enemy 
to  the  Arrians,  and  Mariana's  Spanifti  hiftory.  Their 
publick  tefts,  or  comprehcnfive  creeds,  were  many, 
Kice,  Ariminum,  Sirmium,  &c.  in  order  to  reconcile 
both  parties,  that  neither  might  ftigmatize  the  other 
with  the  odious  crime  of  herefy :  but  the  confequence 
of  all  this  convocation  and  prolix  debate  was,  that 
neither  party  could  be  fatisfied,  each  continuing  their 
former  fentiments,  and  fo  grew  up  into  ftronger  fac- 
tions, to  the  divifion,  diftraftion,  and  almoft  deftruc- 
tion  of  the  whole  empire ;  recovered  a  little  by  the 
prudent  moderation  of  Jovianus,  and  much  improved, 
not  by  '  a  comprehenfion,'  but  reftoration  of  a  «  fea- 
*  fonable  liberty  of  confcience,'  by  Theodofius  Mag* 
nus. 

Alfo  in  Germany,  about  the  time  of  the  Reforma* 
tion,  nothing  feemed  more  fincere  than  the  defign  of 
union  between  the  Lutherans  and  Zuinglians:  for  Lu-. 
ther  and  Zuinglius  themfelves,  by  the  earneft  endea* 
vours  of  the  Landgrave  of  Hefle,  came  together;  but 
the  fuccefs  was  fo  fmall,  notwithftanding  the  Grave's 
mediation,  that  they  parted  fcarcely  civil :  to  be  furcj 
as  far  from  unity  as  controverfy  is. 

Luther  and  cardinal  Cajetaii  met  for  a  compofure  of 
the  breach  betwixt  the  Protejiants  and  the  Pope^  but  it 
was  too  wide  for  thofe  conferences  to  reconcile:  no 
coiDprehenlion  could  be  pradticable.    A  fecond  eflay 

to 
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to  the  fame  purpofe,  was  by  Melanfthon,  Caflander, 
and  others  j  the  confequence  of  it  was,  that  the  par- 
ties were  difpleafed,  and  the  heads  fufpefted,  if  not 
hated  of  their  followers.  Nor  had  Bucer's  meeting 
with  Julius  Pflugg  any  better  fuccefs. 

And  how  fruitlefs  their  endeavours  have  been,  that 
with  greateft  art  and  induftry  have,  of  a  long  time, 
endeavoured  a  reconciliation  of  Lutherans  and  Calvinijis, 
is  well  known  to  thofe  that  are  acquainted  with  the 
affairs  of  Germany ;  and  fuch  as  are  not,  may  furnilli 
themfelves  from  the  publick  relations  given  by  thofe 
that  are  employejd  about  that  accommodation  :  where,* 
befides  a  dull  and  heavy  progrefs,  the  reader  may  be  a 
witnefs  of  their  complaint,  not  only  that  both  parties 
arc  too  tenacious,  but  that  the  mediators  fufFer  de- 
traction for  their  good  endeavours;  each  fide  grudging 
every  tittle  they  yield,  and  murmuring  as  if  they  were 
to  lofe  their  religion.  And  if  perfons  fo  difinterefted, 
and  worthy  in  their  attempts,  have  had  no  better  iffue, 
I  cannot  fee  how  thofe  who  feem  compelled  by  worldly 
intereft,  more  than*  confcience,  to  feek  and  propagate 
a  comprehenfion,  efpecially  when  it  determines  in  the 
perfecution  of  the  rejefted  perfuafions,  can,  with  any 
reafon,  expedt  from  God,  or  good  men,  any  better 
fuccefs. 

Laftly,  There  is  nothing  any  man,  touched  with 
juilicc  and  mercy,  can  alledge  for  a  comprehenfion, 
that  may  not  much  better  be  urged  for  a  toleration  5 
for  the  church  is  lefs  in  danger  when  flie  knows  thQ 
worft,  than  where  the  danger  is  hid :  five  enemies  with- 
out doors  being  not  fo  mifchievous  as  one  within.  But 
they  are  alfo  men,  and  Englifhmen,  as  well  as  thofe 
of  other  perfuafions :  their  faith  is  as  Chriftian,  they 
believe  as  fincerely,  live  as  confcientioufly,  are  as  ufe- 
ful  in  the  kingdom,  and  manage  their  diilent  with  as 
much  modedy  and  prudence,  the  church  of  England 
herfelf  being  ih  great  meafure  judge,  as  thofe  on  whofe 
liccount  a  comprehenfion  may  be  defired:  to  be  fure 
they  are  Englilhmen,  and  have  an  equal  claim  to  the- 
civil  rights,  of  their  najdve  country,  with  a^v  iVvsxYvn^ 
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in  iC;  whom  to  perfecute^  whilft  others^  and  thofe  no 
better  men  in  themfelves,  are  more  than  tolerated,  is^ 
as  I  have  already  faid,  '  The  unreafonable  and  unmer- 

•  ciful  doftrine  of  abfolute  reprobation  put  in  pradtice  in 

*  civils :  from  which  the  Lord  deliver  us/ 


CHAP.     III. 
A  fincere  promotion  of  general  and  praftical  religion. 

III.  Of  general  and  practical  religion.    That  the  promo* 
tion  of  it  is  the  only  way  to  lake  in,  and  uop  the 

h    mouth  ofj  all  perfuations^  being  the  center  to  which 

all  parties  verbally  tend^    and  therefore  the  ftatioa 

for  a  prudent  magijirate  to  meet  every  intercft  in ;. 

the  negledt  of  it  pernicious :    inftances :    that  it  W 

.  the  unum  necejfarium  to  felicity  here  and  hereafter*     . 

I  AM  now  come  to  the  laft,  which,  to  be  flire,  is 
not  the  leaft  part  of  my  anfwer  to  the  queftion 
propounded,  viz.  *  The  fincere  promotion  of  general 
«  and  pra£lical  religion  j'  by  which  I  mean  the  ten  conh 
fnandmentSy  or  moral  law,  and  Chrijl*s  fermon  upon  tbi 
mount,  with  other  heavenly  fayings,  excellently  im- 
proved, and  earneftly  recommended,  by  feveral  pafla- 
ges  in  the  writings  of  his  difciples,  which  forbid  evilf 
not  only  in  deed,  but  thought-,  and  enjoin  ^«n/y  and 
boUnefs,  as  without  which,  no  man,  be  his  pretences 
what  they  will,  Jhall  ever  Jee  God.  In  Ihort,  general, 
true  and  requifite  religion,  in  the  apoftle  James*s  de-r 
finition,  is,  *  To  vifit  the  widow  and  fatherlefs,  and 
'  to  keep  ourfelves,'  through  the  univerfal  gracCy 
*  unfpotted  of  the  world.'  This  is  the  moft  eafy  aadi 
probable  way,  to  fetch  in  all  men  profefling  God  ai^ 
religion:  fince  every  perfuafion  acknowledges  this ^': 
words,  be  their  lives  never  fo  difagreeable  to  thfir 
confeffion*  And  this  being  the  unum  necejfarium^yfi^ 
one  thing  needful,  to  make  men  happy  here  aod^^^i^h^ 
afutr  why>  ala&\  lho\dd  meafacrifice  chsirt.^afWOi^Mli 
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this  great  pointy  for  an  unity  in  minute  or  circumftan* 
tial  things,  that  perhaps  is  inobtainable,  and  if  it 
were  not,  would  fignify  little  or  nothing,  either  to  the 
good  of  human  fociety,  or  the  particular  comfort  of 
any,  in  the  world  which  is  to  come  ? 

No  one  thing  is  more  unaccountable  and  condemna- 
ble  among  men,  than  their  uncharitable  contefts  about 
religion  !  indeed  about  words  and  phrafes  !  whilft  they 
all  verbally  meet  in  the  moft,  if  not  only,  neceflary 
part  of  Chriftian  religion:  for  nothing  is  more  cer- 
tain, than  if  men  would  but  live  up  to  one  half  of 
what  they  know  in  their  own  confciences  they  ought  to 
praftife,  their  edge  would  be  taken  off,  their  blood 
would  be  fweetened  by  mercy  and  truth,  and  this  un-  ' 
natural  fharpnefs  qualified.  They  would  quickly  find 
work  enough  at  home,  each  man's  hands  would  be 
full  by  the  unrulinefs  of  his  own  paffions,  and  in  fub- 
jedting  of  his  own  will ;  and  inftead  of  devouring  one 
another's  good  name,  liberty,  or  eftate,  compaflion 
would  rife,  and  mutual  defires  to  be  affiftant  to  each 
other,  in  a  better  fort  of  living.  Oh!  how  decent, 
and  how  delightful  would  it  be,  to  fee  mankind,  the 
creation  of  one  God,  that  hath  upheld  them  to  this 
dajr,  of  one  accord,  at  leaft  in  the  weighty  things  of 
God's  holy  law ! 

It  is  want  of  practice,  and  too  much  prate,  that 
have  made  way  for  all  the  incharity  and  ill-living  that 
is  in  the  world.  No  matter  what  menyiy,  if  the  devil 
keep  the  houfe.  Let  the  grace  of  God,  the  principle 
of  divine  life  (as  a  great  man  lately  called  it  in  hi^ 
fpccch)  but  be  heartily  and  reverently  eiitertained  of 
men,  that  teaches  us  to  deny  all  ungodlinefs,  and 
c6nvcrfc  foberly,  righteoufly,  and  godly,  in  this  pre- 
fent  evil  world,  and  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  but  tran-* 

guillity,  at  leaft  a  very  amicable  correfpondence,  will 
^Uow. 

Men  are  not  to  be  reputed  good  by  their  opinions 
tm  frofeffioHS ci  religion;  nor  is  it  that  which  ought  to 
engage  the  government,  but  praSicei  it  is  this  that 
lAmTSrar  or  dam.   Chrift,  in  his  reprefentauon  o^  x)cvt 

R  2  %t^^^ 
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counties  with  more  eafc  and  decenqr  td  maintaiii  the 
aged  and  impotent  among  them.  Nor  will  this  only- 
help  to  make  the  lazy  confcientioufly  induftrious,  but 
the  induftrious  and  confcientious  man  chearful  at  his 
labour,  when  he  is  affured  to  keep  what  he  works  for; 
and  that  the  fweat  of  his  brows  Ihall  not  be  made  a 
forfeit  for  his  confcicnce. 

4.  It  will  render  the  magiftrate*s  province  more  fa- 
cile, and  government  a  fafe  as  well  as  eafy  thing. 
For,  as  Tacitus  fays  of  Agricola*s  inftrufting  the  Bri- 
tons in  arts  and  fciences,  and  ufing  them  with  more 
humanity  than  other  governors  had  done,  that  it  made 
them  fitter  for  government ;  fo  if  praftical  religion, 
and  the  laws  made  to  maintain  it,  were  duly  regarded, 
the  very  nature  of  men,  now  wild  and  froward  by  a 
prejudiced  education  and  crofs  and  jealous  interefts, 
would  learn  moderation,  and  fee  it  to  be  their  greateft 
intereft  to  purfue  a  fober  and  amicable  converfation  j 
which  would  eafe  the  magiftrate  of  much  of  his  pre- 
fent  trouble,  and  increafe  the  number  of  men  fit  to 
govern ;  of  which  the  parliament-times,  are  an  undeni- 
able inftance.  And  the  truth  is,  it  is  a  piece  of  flavery 
to  have  the  regiment  of  ignorants  and  ruffians;  but 
there  is  true  glory  in  having  the  government  of  men, 
inftruded  in  the  juftice  and  prudence  of  their  own  laws 
and  country. 

Laftly,  It  is  out  of  this  nurfery  of  virtue,  men 
Ihould  be  drawn  to  be  planted  in  the  government; 
not  what  is  their  opinion,  but  what  are  their  manners 
and  capacity  ?  Here  the  field  is  large,  and  the  magif- 
trate has  room  to  choofe  good  officers  for  the  publick 
good.  Heaven  will  profper  fo  natural,  fo  noble,  and 
To  chriftian  an  effay  -,  which  ought  not  to  be  the  leaft 
confideratibn  with  a  good  magiftrate ;  and  the  rather, 
becaufe  the  negleft  of  this  praftical  religion  hath  been 
the  ruin  of  kingdoms  and  commonwealths,  among 
Heathens,  Jews  and  Chriftians,  This  laid  Tarquin 
low,  and  his  race  never  rofe  more.  How  puifTant  were 
Lacedaemon  and  Athens  of  Greece,  till  luxuiy  had 
eaten  out  their  feverity,  and  a  pompous  living)^-  con- 
trary 
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trary  to  their  excellent  laws,  rendered  their  execiuion 
ifUiolerable  ?  And  was  not  Hannibal's  army  a  prey  to 
their  own  idlenefs  and  pleafure ;  which,  by  effeminat- 
ing their  natures,  conquered  them,  when  the  whole 
power  of  Rome  could  not  do  it  ?  What  elfe  betrayed 
Rome  to  Caefar's  ambition,  and  made  way  for  the 
after-rents  and  divifions  of  the  empire;  the  merit,  as 
well  as  conqueft  and  inheritance,  of  a  well-governed 
people  for  feveral  ages,  as  long  as  their  manners  lafted  ? 
The  Jews  likewife  were  profperous,  while  they  kept 
*'  the  judgments  and  ftatutes  of  their  God;"  but  when 
they  became  rebellious  and  diffolute,  the  Almighty 
cither  vifited  them  from  heaven,  or  expofed  them  to 
the  fury  of  their  neighbours.  Nothing  elfe  fent  Ze- 
dekiah  to  Babylon,  and  gave  him  and  the  people  a 
vi&im  to  Nebuchadnezzar  and  his  army. 

*  Negleft  of  laws,  and  diflblute  living,',  Andrew 
Home,  who  lived  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Firft,  as 
before  cited,  tells  us,  ^  was  the  caufe  of  the  miferable 

*  thraldom  and  defolation  the  Britons  fuftained  by  in« 

*  vaders  and  conquerors.*  And  pray,  what  elfe  hath 
been  the  Englifti  of  our  fweeping  peftilence,  dreadful 
fires,  and  outrageous  faftions  of  late  years  ?  Hundreds 
of  examples  might  be  brought  in  this  catej  but  their 
frequency  Ihall  excufe  me. 

Thus  have  I  honeftly  and  plainly  cleared  my  con- 
(cicnce  for  my  country;  and  anfwcred,  I  hope,  mo- 
deftly,  and  though  briefly,  yet  fully,  the  import  of  the 
queftion  propounded,  with  honour  to  the  magiftrate, 
and  fafety  to  the  people,  by  an  happy  conjunftion  of 
their  interefts.     I  fhall  conclude. 

That  as  greater  honour  and  wifdom  cannot  well  be 
attributed  to  any  fort  of  men,  than  for  our  fuperiors, 
under  their  circumftances,  to  be  fought  to  by  all  per- 
fuafions,  confided  in  by  all  perfuafions,  and  obeyed  by 
all  perfuafions,  and  to  make  thofe  perfuafions  know 
that  it  is  their  intereft  fo  to  do,  as  well  as  that  it  is 
the  intereil  of  our  fuperiors  they  fliould,  and  to  which 
$he  expedients  propofed  naturally  tend  i  fo,  for  a  far- 
t|w  induceinent  to  embrace  it,  let  them  be  confi:antly

remembered,  that  the  intcreft  of  our  Englifl)  gover- 
nors is  like  to  ftand  longer  upon  the  legs  of  the  Eng- 
lifli  people  than  of  the  Engliih  church ;  fince  the  one 
takes  in  the  ftrength  of  all  interefts,  and  the  other 
leaves  out  all  but  her  own :  and  it  may  happen  tll^at 
the  Englifh  church  may  fail,  or  go  travel  again ;  but  it 
is  not  probable  that  the  Englifh  people  fhould  do  ei^ 
ther  J  efpecially  while  property  is  preferved,  a  balance 
kept,  general  religion  propagated,  and  the  world  cx)n' 
tinues. 

May  all  this  prevail  with  our  fuperiors  to  make  the 
beft  ufe  of  their  little  time :  remembering,  in  the  midft 
of  all  their  power  and  grandeur,  that  they  carry  mor- 
tality about  them,  and  are  equally  liable  to  the  fcru^ 
tiny  and  judgment  of  the  laft  day,  with  the  pooreft 
peafant;  and  that  they  have  a  great  ftewardihip  to 
account  for:  fo  that  moderation  and  virtue  being 
their  courfe,  they,  for  the  future,  fhall  fteer,  after 
having  faithfully  difcharged  that  great  truft  repofed  in 
them,  by  God  and  this  free  people,  they  may,  with 
comfort  to  their  fouls,  and  honour  to  their  names  and 
a&ions,  fafely  anchor  in  the  haven  of  eternal  bleffed- 
nefs :  fo  prays,  with  much  fincerity.

HAT  the  people  are  under  a  great  diffatisfac- 
tion:  that  the  way  to  quiet  differences,  and  ren- 
der contrary  interefts  fubfervicnt  to  the  intereft  of  the 
government,  is, 

Firft,  To  maintain  inviolably  the  rights  of  it,  viz, 
liberty  and  property^  legiflation  and  juries^  without  neg- 
left.  That  flighting  and  infringing  them  hath  been 
the  injury  of  prince  and  people^  and  early  or  late  the 
ruin  of  the  contrivers  of  fo  ill  defigns ;  and  when  all 
has  been  done,  the  only  expedient  has  been,  to  come 
back  again  to  Englijh,  law.  This  takes  in  all,  pleafeji 
all,  becaufe  it  fecures  and  profits  all.  Sacrificing  pri- 
yileges  for  the  fake  of  conformity,  makes  a  breach 
upon  the  civil  government,  alienates  the  people's  af- 
feftions  from  their  prince,  lodges  property  in  the 
church,  fo  as  none  can  come  at  it,  but  through  obe- 
dience to  her  rites,  for  Ihe  at  this  rate  has  the  keeping 
of  it  5  a  thing  unknown,  as  well  as  unfafe,^  to  the  an- 
cient Englilh  government. 

2dly,  That  the  prince  govern  himfelf  upon  a  ba- 
lance towards  all  religious  interefts:  that  this  beft 
poizes  parties  to  his  fecurity,  renders  him  mafter  of 
an  univerfal  affeftion,  and  makes  him  truly  and  fafely 
prince  of  all  his  country :  but  the  contrary  courfe  nar- 
rows his  juftice  and  mercy,  makes  the  government  to 
fhine  but  upon  one  part  of  the  kingdom ;  to  be  juft^ 
but  to  one  party,  and  difinherit  the  reft  from  their 
birthright :  that  this  courfe  ends  in  great  difadvantage 
to  the  peace,  plenty,  and  fafety  of  prince  and  people. 

3dly,  and  laftly,  Inftead  of  being  uncharitable,  fe- 
vcre  and  cruel  for  modifications,  let  the  debate  about 
fhem  fleep,  and  general  and  pradical  religion  be  pro* 
moted,  that  which  receives  an'  amen  in  every  man's 
fionfcieace^  from  the  principle  of  divine  life  (as  the 
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lord  keeper  well  called  it)  in  every  breaft;  that  all 
agree  in  the  moft  weighty  doftrines  j  and  that  nothing 
will  fooner  fweeten  mens  blood,  and  mollify  their  na- 
tures^rihan  employing  that  time  and  pain«  they  beftow 
on  fruitlefs  contefts,  in  living  up  to  what  they  both 
knoWy  believe^  and  accord  in :  that  this  leaves  men  to 
keep  company  with  their  own  comments,  and  makes 
the  iexf  only  facred,  and  holy  living  necejfaryy  not  only 
to  heavenly  but  earthly  places,  I  mean  preferments : 
i#hejice  virtue  becomes  the  door  to  favour y  and  confci^ 
ence  (now  fmothered  in  the  croud  of  finifter  interefts) 
the  noble  rule  of  living. 

God  Almighty,  if  it  pleafe  him,  beget  noble  refo- 
lutions  in  the  hearts  of  our  fuperiors  to  ufe  thefe  plain 
and  fafe  expedients ;  that  charity  may  fupplant  cruelty, 
conteft  yield  to  good  life,  and  .prefent  diftances  meet 
in  a  juft  and  kind  neighbourhood. 

Great  and  honourable  is  that  prince,  and  free  and 
happy  that  people,  where  thefe  things  take  place. 
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JESUS  be  with  your  fpirits;  the  immaculate  Lamb 
of  God,  and  glorious  light  of  the  world,  his  pure 
Spirit  redeem  you  from  the  evil  and  ignorance  that 
are  in  it,  and  replenifh  you  with  his  everlafting  right- 
eoufnefs,  whofe  end  is  peace  and  affurance  for  ever- 
more. 

Noble  of  this  world,  but  more  noble  for  your  en- 
quiry after  the  truth,  and  love  to  it,  the  fame  where- 
of hath  founded  to  the  ears  of  fome  of  us  in  this 
ifland,  whom  God  hath  made  both  his  certain  witneiSes 
and  meffengers,  through  many  and  great  tribulations, 
eternal,  heavenly  praifes  to  his  holy  and  powerful 
name,  who  lives  and  reigns  over  all  principalities,  and 
powers,  and  thrones,  and  dominions  for  ever. 

J  have  had  you,  worthy  women,  often  in  my  remem-

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CVC0,  then,  when  my  foul  has  been  in  its  pureft,.retirfir 
m^nts,  not  only  from  all  vifiblcsj  but  from  their  very 
ifieas  in  the  mind,  and  every  other  imagination^  reft- 
ing  with  the  Lord  in  his  own  fabbath,  which  is  th^ 
truejiUnce  of  all  flefli  indeed,  which  profits  above  the 
jfprmal  Chriftian's  bodily  exercife.  And  in  thefe  hea- 
venly fequeftrations  of  foul,  and  true  refignation  unto 
the  divine  will  of  my  Father,  have  I  taken  a  moft  clear 
pro(pe£t  of  you,  and  every  circumftance  that  may  b# 
fit. for  me  to  know;  your  education,  your  quality^ 
your  dignity,  the  envy  of  the  clergy,  the  fury  of  the 
rabble,  and  the  ftrength  and  power  of  temptation, 
arifing  from  all  thefe  con fiderat ions,  if  poflible  to 
fmbther  your  blefled  beginnings;  and,  as  fo  many 
bands  of  foldiers,  employed  and  commiffioned  of  their 
great  prince  of  darknefs,  to  watch,  aod  hinder  Jesus 
from  rifing  in  you.

reed,  neither  quench  the  fmoking  flax  in  yourfclves. 
O!  if  you  truly  love  Jefus,  hear  him:  and  fince  it 
hath  pleafed  God  in  fome  meafure,  as  with  Paul,  to 
reveal  his  blefled  Son  in  you,  confult  not  with  flefli 
and  blood,  that  are  below  the  heavenly  things ;  for 
that  inherits  not  the  kingdom  of  God :  but,  with  fin- 
cere  Mary,  from  a  deep  fenfe  of  the  beauty,  virtue, 
and  excellency  of  that  life  that  is  hid  with  Chrift:  in 
God,  wait  out  of  all  cumber,  free  from  that  runnings 
willing,  facrificing  fpirit  that  is  in  the  world,  in  the 
pure  obedience,  humiliation,  godly  death,  or  filence^ 
at  the  feet  of  Jefus,  choofing  the  better  part,  which 
Ihall  never  be  taken  from  you ;  and  Jefus  will  be  with 
,  you,  he  will  fhed  his  peace  abroad  in  the^midft  of 
you,  even  that  which  flows  from  the  cryft^l  ftt^ams^  of 
lifej  that  arife  from  under  the  throne  of  Gq4»    Erp-

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pate,  prepare  to  meet  the  Lord  j  for  aflurcdly  Jefus  is 
rifen,  the  faithful  and  true  witnefs ;  and  he  is  cbme, 
in  "  ten  thoufands  of  his  faints,"  to  judge  this  fallen 
Chriftian  world.  He  that  was  dead,  during  the 
**  Times,  time,  and  half  a  time,"  is  now  alive,  and 
lives  for  ever :  nor  fhall  hell,  death,  or  the  grave,  get 
the  dominion  any  more;  but  life  and  immortality 
(hall  fpring  as  the  morning  without  clouds.  The  kt^ 
time  of  the  Father  is  come ;  and  all  faces  ihall  gather 
palenefs,  yea,  and  all  knees  (hall  fmite  and  bow,  and 
tongues  fhall  confefs  to  this  his  appearance;  fomc  to 
joy,  others  to  mifery :  ages  and  generations  have  not 
known  him ;  the  earth  has  been  covered  with  violence, 
oppreffion,  uncleannefs,  rewards,  gifts,  blood,  wrath, 
malice,  pride,  covetoufnefs :  yet  God  profeffed,  and 
Chrift  confeffed :  a  glorious  church,  a  pompous  wor- 
(hip,  and  as  much  religion  (fuch  as  it  was)  as  the 
world  could  hold :  but  O  the  idolatry !  O  the  falfe 
witnefs !  O  the  blafphemy  and  lying !  O  the  profane- 
nefs  of  thofe,  and  thefe  days !  And  why  ?  Becaufe  their 
hearts  thirfted  after  their  carnal  pleasures,  more  than 
after  the  living  God.  Their  care  was,  and  is,  after 
what  they  fhall  eat  and  drink,  and  put  on,  the  old  hea- 
then Ufe^  and  not  after  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  the 
righteoufnefs  of  it ;  that  Jefus,  the  true  Saviour,  the 
immaculate  Son  of  God,  who  by  doing  his  Father's 
will  faithfully  and  patiently,  even  unto  death,  left  us 
an  example,  that  we  fhould  follow  his  fteps,  and  not 
live  unto  ourfelves.  And  this  is  the  abominableft 
idolatry,  that  of  the  foul  to  any  other  objeft,  than 
the  Lord  and  God  of  the  foul.  This  is  to  fet  up 
fomething  as  God,  over  all  that  is  called  God,  debaf- 
wg,  flighting,  grieving,  and  quenching  the  Holy  Spi- 
rit in  the  mean  while.  O  how  few  think  of  this  de- 
teflable  idolatry !  here  is  the  firfl  commandment  bro- 
ken;  how  then  can  people  exped  to  have  eternal 
life  ?  But  all  the  commands  are  broken :  for  God  did 
not  onlf  prohibit  idolatry y  which  is  worfhipping  another 
God,  but  worfhipping  the  true  God  vainly,  falfly, 
with  a  vain  mind,  after  an  unprofitable  manner^  whick 
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is  an  imfanftified  frame  of  foul.  And  how  has  Chrif- 
tendom  taken  God's  name  in  vain>  and  worfhipped 
God  in  vain !  What  good  is  come  of  the  ages  of 
woHhip  ?   What  lufts  are  overcome  ?    What  evil   re- 

6 lied?  Have  not  all  manner  of  abominations  reigned? 
as  not  the  truth  been  held  in  unrighteoufnefs  ?  And 
have  not  generations  bleffed  God  with  their  mouths^ 
wherewith  they  have  prefently  curfed  men  ?  Have  not 
violence,  avarice,  opprefllon,  cruelty,  pride,  paffion, 
wrath,  envy,  vain  fports,  pleafures,  and  delights,  filled 
the  earth,  under  all  the  profeflion  that  has  been  made  of 
Chrift  and  God  ?  Has  he  that  has  named  the  name 
of  Chrift,  or  that  has  called  himfelf  by  that  name, 
departed  from  iniquity?  O,  no;  it  may  be  truly  faid, 
that  fuch  have  fought  the  Lx)rd  in  vain.  Why  ?  Be* 
caufe  not  as  Jacob's  feed,  who  was  a  plain  good  man, 
but  of  rebellious  Efau's  ftock.  "  You  afk,  and  you 
*^  have  not  :'*  Why  ?  Says  James,  "  Becaufe  you  aflc 
**  amifs/'  They  fought  in  a  wrong  nature,  to  feed 
the  lufts  of  the  fame.  Though  they  aflc,  they  never 
receive;  and  though  they  knock,  it  will  never  be 
opened  unto  them :  fuch  can  never  find :  for  all  wor- 
Ihip  towards  God  muft  ftand  in  the  name  and  nature 
of  Jefus,  or  will  never  pierce  the  heavens.  It  will  be 
in  vain,  it  will  profit  nothing.  So  that  this  command 
is  alfo  broken.  To  fay  nothing  of  the  frequent  ufe 
of  the  name  of  God  about  every  trivial  thing  in  com- 
mon converfation :  O  God!  O  Lord  Jejul  and  fuch 
like ;  for  which,  among  other  things,  the  Lord  God 
will  pour  out  of  the  vials  of  his  wrath  upon  the  na- 
tions: O  bleffed  are  they  that  fear  always,  and  remerfi- 
bcr  that  fevere  faying  of  Jefus,  *'  That  every  idle  word 
that  men  fliall  fpeak,  they  fhall  give  account  thereof 
in  the  day  of  judgment,"  Mat.  xii.  36. 
Next,  the  true  Jabhath  is  neglefted :  for  the  gofpel 
day  is  tYitJpiritual  fabbatby  the  day  of  redemption,  de- 
liverance, and  falvation:  they  have  finned  away  this 
day,  doing  their  own  works,  when  they  (hotHd  have 
been  at  the  true  faft,  the  myflical  abftinence,  attd 
liumblcd  into  the  grave,  doing  the.  wovka  ef  OcMtt 
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yet  talk  of  being  freed  from  under  the  law,  and  un*^ 
der  grace,  while  they  live  without  law,  grace,  Chriftr, 
and  God  in  the  world,  being  led,  not  by  the  Spirit  of 
God,  (no,  that  is  enthufiafm,  fanaticifm,  famiHfnn, 
quakerifm,  &c.)  but  by  their  own  wills,  lufts,  intc-^ 
refts,  and  unregenerate  appetites. 

Rebellion  has  covered  the  earth:  for  there  has  not 
been  an  **  honouring  of  their  father  and  their  mo* 
**  ther  j'*  for  they  have  rejefted  the  commands  of  tbcif 
Father,  calling  his  law  behind  their  backs,  not  glori- 
fying him  as  God  their  Father,  when  they  knew  him : 
and  they  have  difregarded  the  advice  of  their  mother, 
the  true  primitive  church,  that  was  redeemed  with 
the  precious  blood  of  the  Lamb  of  God  that  taketh 
away  the  fins  of  the  world,  and  that  walhed  her  and 
ptirged  her,  not  leaving  in  her  either  fpots  or  wrinkles: 
lor  fo  he  prefented  her  to  God  his  Father ;  fo  that  flie 
put  off  her  old  converfation,  which  was  after  the 
tafliions  and  cuftoms  of  this  world,  that  fhe  might  be 
adorned  with  the  robes  of  righteoufnefs ;  fine  linen, 
white,  the  mark  of  innocence  5  fitly  trimmed  for  the 
delight  of  her  beloved,  her  Jefus,  her  king,  her  law- 
girer,  her  maker,  and  her  hufband  too,  in  whole 
chafte  embraces  ihe  lives,  his  unfpotted  dear  fpoufe 
for  ever.  Now,  what  is  a  church,  but  the  redeemed 
flock,  family,  houfliold  or  people  of  God  ?  If  then 
the  church  of  Chrift  mufl:  be  pure,  the  members  that 
conftitute  that  church  muft  be  pure :  not  by  a  vain 
and  fifiitious  imputation,  but  a  folid  and  real  purga-- 
tion,  redemption,  and  falvation  unto  righteoufnefs. 
For  faith  in  Abraham  was  a  righteous  a£b  of  obedience 
in  his  foul ;  therefore  God  imputed  righteoufnefs  unto 
him :  and  bleffed  are  his  fpiritual  offspring  for  ever, 
whofe  faith  overcomes,  and  is  not  overcome  of,  the 
world*  For  thofe  are  falfe  faiths,  forced  and  imaginary 
conceits,,  that  cleanfe  not,  which  true  faith  doth;  that 
wqrks  by  that  love,  which  conquers  the  world,  and 
lo^rm  God  above  all;  the  highway  to  eternal  life.  So 
fa^^  the  world  hath  been  in  the  breach  of  another 
ffmirrirt*j  ihey  have  dilhonoured  their  father  and  coa«^ 
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thcr^  and  therefore  have  their  days  been  few  in  the 
land  of  the  living  to  God. 

But  the  Chriftian  world,  fo  called,  hath  been  defiled 
by  cruelty,  even  to  blood :  "  Thou  (halt  not  kill," 
faith  the  Lord :  little  did  fome  of  the  Jews  think  that 
they  broke  this  law,  when  they  "  killed  the  prophets, 
**  and  ftoned  them  that  were  fent  unto  them :"  but 
what  faid  their  children?  did  they  fpeak  after  the 
fame  note  ?  No :  *  Had  we  lived  in  the  days  of  our 
«  fathers,  we  would  not  have  done  as  they  did :'  and 
alas!  they  did  worfe.  Where  it  is  worth  obferving^ 
that  when  the  devil  hath  perfecuted  holy  men  to  death, 
and  finds  that  the  way  (to  wit,  death)  by  which  he 
bopes  to  bury  all  with  them,  is  the  way  by  which  their 
do6trine  and  endeavours  fhine  more  confpicuoufly  and 
convincingly  to  others,  he  turns  profelyte  too,  and 
fays,  *  Thcfe  were  good  men  alfo,*  and  puts  his  fol- 
lowers upon  fetting  up  the  lamentation  for  the  loft  of  '• 
thofe  pious  men  \  which,  alas !  he  murdered ;  and  of 
their  words,  and  exterior  forms,  patches  he  up  a  vifi-^ 
hie  religion  \  and  then  fits  he  as  God,  or  like  God,  in 
the  hearts  of  men  and  women.  So  that  he  will  be 
vifibly  for  religion,  when  he  can  no  longer  hinder. 
But  this  is  to  make  him  the  greater  deceiver,  and  to 
pafs  the  more  unqueftioned  and  unfufpefted. 

This  lamentation  for  the  murdering  of  the  prophets/, 
admiration  of  their  works,  and  building  and  adorning  \ 
of  their  fepulchrcs,  baffled  the  judgment  of  weak  and  '' 
fimple  people ;  but  cfpecially  deceived  the  multitude^  * 
and  rendered  the  crucifixion  of  Jefus  more  eafy  and  to«  * 
lerable.    Stephen  followed,  then  Jamesy  and  foori  after 
that  time  the  bitter  perfecution  of  the  Cbrifiians :  but    ' 
by  that  time  kings  received  Chriftianity,    cafe  and  ' 
plenty    flowed   in.     Who  fo  pompous,   magnificent^' 
gaudy,  worldly,  as  Chriftian  bifliops,  their  churches^' 
officers,    and  people?  Self-denying  Jefus  loft  in  thb-  -*' 
crowd;  the  true  life  of  religion  expired,  and  zeal  es^-'^^ 
tinguifbed;  divifions  arifen,    and  one  bifhop  i^[aijift  ^  > 
another,  even  to  death :  nothing  hut  flaitefyy  ifjfp0aijl^ 
und  ccnformity  could  well  tell  how  to  live  m  the  i4tbj    ' 
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(th^^th^  7th,  8thj  9th,  loth,  nth,  12th,  13th,  14th, 
[5th,  and  1 6th  centuries,  and  fo  to  our  days.  Now 
the  rivers  of  blood  fpilt  by  Jews  and  Heathens^  be- 
come a  great  fwcUing/?^,  by  Chrifiiany  or  rather  Anti- 
cbfiftian  fer/ecutions :  now  it  is  that  all  councils  and 
(ynods  are  convened  in  defign,  held  in  fadlion,  and 
broke  up  in  felf-intereft*  No  liberty  of  confcience  in 
chofe  days  j  no  one  muft  dare  to  buy  or  fell>  civilly 
or  fpiritually,  but  they  rnufl:  firft  have  the  mark  of 
that  church  and  ftate  t  O  monftrous  degeneracy  !  here 
is  Chrift  again  crucified  in  the  ftreets  of  Sodom  and 
Egypt,  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  the  fons  and  daugh- 
ters of  men.  So  that  here  arc  not  only  thoufands  of 
WMTtyrs  of  Jefus,  hut  Je/us^  the  Lord,  once  more  mar- 
tyred, the  true  and  faithful  witnefs:  and  they  have, 
in  all  ages,  hired  and  fet  foldiers,  who  are  killers  by 
profeflion,  to  watch  againil  his  rifing«  Now  is  the 
church  in  the  wildernefs,  the  place  of  obfcurity  and 
(belter ;  this  was  the  winter-feafon,  the  time  of  fack-** 
cloth  and  aflies :  now  all  were  merry,  fending  gifts  one 
tx>  another,  in  their  revels  and  mafquerades  over  the 
flaiD  witnels  of  the  Lord :  here  is  the  bloodied:,  and 
therefore  the  wofuUeft,  of  all  murders. 

But  this  is  not  all ;  they  proceed  to  the  next  com-^ 
mandment,  •'  Thou  fhalt  not  commit  adultery."  And 
this  they  have  fearfully  broken  j  for  Chriftendom,  fo 
called,  hath  committed  adultery  mod  notoriouflyi 
and  confequently  broken  God's  holy  law:  for  alasl 
alas!  has  (he  not  forfaken  the  everlafting  fountain, 
the  fpring  of  immortal  life,  that  is  pure  for  ever,  and 
hewn  out  to  herfelf  cifterns  that  will  hold  no  water  i 
Has  (he  not  deferted  her  firft  love,  and  her  firft  works  ? 
And  has  fhe  not  flung  herfelf  into  the  embraces  of 
another  lover,  whereby  fhe  has  divorced  herfelf  from 
the  living  God,  and  joined  to  an  apojiatejpirit,  by  whom 
numerous  is  her  unclean  ifTue,  and  many  are  her  abo* 
minations  that  (he  has  brought  forth,  even  fuch  of 
them  as  were  neither  known  to  Jew  or  Heathen  ?  This 
is  Ibe  that  hath  ^^  committed  fornication,''  with  all

the  powers  upon  the  earthy  whom  (he  hath  bewitched 
to  her  cupy  and  her  bed. 

But  the  day  of  the  terrible  vengeance  of  God  is 
comet  and  coming,  in  which  ihe  and  her  gallants  and 
merchants  (hall  come  to  judgment :  and  the  remnant 
of  the  true  woman's  feed,  that  has  been  fojouming  as 
poor  pilgrims  in  the  defolate  wildernefs  with  her^  are 
come  forth  leaning  on  the  bread  of  her  Beloved,  to 
whom  (he  has  been,  though  a  poor  and  banifhed,  yet 
a  faithful  fpoufe,  during  this  long  and  tedious  reign  of 
Antichrift,  the  whore,  beaft,  falfe  prophet,  and  dra- 
gon, which  is  the  devil :  And  becaufe  her  dear  huf- 
band  is  <<  King  of  kings,  and  Lord  of  lords,*^  and 
has  all  power  in  heaven  and  earth,  and  that  it  be- 
comes her  to  be,  if  his  wife,  a  glorious  queen  %  there* 
fore  hath  he  ordained  tharfhe  (hall  no  more  fit  as  one 
defolate  and  forfaken,  clothed  in  fackcloth,  which  is 
the  garment  of  heavinefs  -,  but  (hall  be  crowned  with 
the  ftars,  clothed  with  the  fun,  and  the  moon  (hall  ht 
under  her  feetj  that  is,  the  changeable  world,  with 
all  its  temporary  glory,  (hall  be  her  foot-ftool.  Then 
needs  muft  (he  be  exalted  above  the  "  Whori(h  wo- 
♦«  man,"  whofe  higheft  throne  was  but  the  true  and 
heavenly  woman's  foot-ftool.  In  this  day  Judah  (hall 
dwell  fafely,  and  Ifrael  (hall  be  glad. 

But  we  muft  not  ftop  here  j  for  the  priefts  have  been 
like  troops  of  thieves  by  the  highway-fide,  that  have 
robbed  by  confent,  and  ^  like  prieft,  like  people:'  for 
firft,  it  has  been  the  pradice  of  the  clergy,  of  all 
lands,  to  infinuate  themfelves,  by  their  policy  and 
flatteries,  into  the  favour  of  the  princes  of  this  world, 
^nd  thereby  procured  to  themfelves  large  taxes  on  the 
people;  not  only  to  their  better  maintenance,  but  to 
their  being  upheld  in  worldly  pomp  and  grandeur, 
and  the  amafling  of  bafe  treafures  to  them  and  their 
temporal  kindred,  for  which  there  is  neither  precept 
nor  example  in  holy  fcripture,  unlefs  it  be^  that  the 
falfe  prophets  were  wont  to  prepare  war  of  old  againft 
fuch  as  refufed  to  "  put  into  their  mouths  ;**  that  isj 
to  incenfe  the  civil  magi(trate  againft  thcai^  as  ene^ 
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tnies  to  the  government^  his  religion  eftabliihed  by 
law.  O !  but  the  falfe  Chriftian  has  herein  tran- 
fcended  all  former  ages!  How  many  millions  have 
they  got>  not  for  feeding,  but  ftarving,  the  fouls  of 
millions  ?  And  that  which  greatly  aggravates  iheir  (iii, 
is  their  forgery,  alledging  the  authority  of  heaven  by 
a  mere  counterfeit  commiflionj  impioufly  ufing  God^ 
name,  to  palliate  their  defign  i  and,  by  the  credit  his 
excellent  name  has  with  the  works  of  his  hands,  to 
obtain  to  thcmfelves  an  almoft  infinite  wealth* 

But  this  is  not  all  the  robbery  1  charge  GHriftendom 
iji^ith ;  for  they  have,  both  prieft  and  people,  been  con- 
federate with  the  grand  robber,  the  devil,  in  robbing 
God   of  his   honour  and  prerogative,    which   is   the 
hearts   and  affeAions  of  the  fons  and  daughters  df 
men :  for  when  the  great  Creator  made  his  firft  fettle- 
ment  upon  man  and  woman,  he  gave  them  the  earth 
here,  and  the  heaven  hereafter,  for  their  inheritance, 
ftnd  that  to  them  and  their  heirs  for  ever.     Providing 
always,  that  they  gave  this  acknowledgment  to  their 
great  Lord,  that  their  hearts  Ihould  be  kis^  a  finall 
and  reafonable  chief-rent:  but  they  rebelled,  and  fo 
forfeited  their  right,  and  came  under  the  ciirfe,  from 
whence  Chrift  came  to  deliver  their  offspring:  fomc 
were  reftored  i  it  was  his  work  to  do  fo,  and  to  build 
-upon  the  wafle  places.     But  not  many  ages  after,  an 
apoflacy  comes ;  not  as  at  unawares,  or  by  chance ;  it 
was  forefeen,  its  beginnings,  continuings,    and  end. 
During  this  apoflacy,  the  devil  has  fat  as  God,  and 
therefore  is  called  the  "  God  of  this  world,  and  prince 
*^  of  the  power  of  the  air,  that  rules,** — ^Where  ?  in 
the  faints  I  in  the  fanftified  f  no  fuch  matter !  Where 
then  ?,*'  In  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  difobedience, 
"  that  obey  not  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jefus.*' 

Thus  hath  God  been  robbed  of  his  honouf ,  propri- 
ety, and  prerogative,  and  they  have  been  given  to 
another  than  the  only  true  and  living  God.  Some 
have  made  over  their  hearts  to  worldly  honour  and 
preferment:  others  to  earthly  riches :  others  to  plea- 
fures :  others  to  uncleannefs :  others  to  their  outward 
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and  temporal  comforts :  O !  many  ways  there  are  to 
forget  the  Lord. 

But  the  robbery  ends  not  here ;  man  lofeth  his  own 
foul:  and  v^hat  can  he  give^  in  the  dreadful  dav  of 
account,  in  exchange  for  his  poor  foul  i  People  have 
fold  their  birthright  for  a  mefs  of  pottage :  they  have 
robbed  themfelves  of  their  own  peace,  and  of  their 
eternal  inheritance  with  God,  when  time  (hall  be  no 
more.  Which  leads  me  to  the  next  commandment, 
as  amply  broken  as  any  of  the  reft^  viz.  "  Thou  ihalt 
"  not  bear  falfe  witnefs  againft  thy  neighbour/'  For 
alas !  there  has  been  no  true  one  borne  by  Chrifteti-' 
dom,  fince  the  primitive  days :  and  how  fhould  fhe  ? 
fince  fhe  has  flain  the  faithful  and  true  witnefs,  and 
crucified  him  in  her  flreets :  nay,  and  done  her  endea- 
vour to  root  out  all  his  friends  and  brethren,  yea,  if 
poITible,  to  cxtinguifh  the  very  life  of  the  Son  of  God 
in  all  that  live  upon  the  earth.  Nor  could  fhe  com- 
pafs  all  thefe  tragical  defigns,  had  fhe  not  made  ufe 
oi  falfe  witnejfes.  For  fhe  has  been  induced  to  hire 
people  to  fwear  lies,  in  all  ages,  againft  the  witnefles 
of  Jefus,  as  the  Jews  did  to  Jefus  and  his  difciples. 

When  did  fhe  imprifon,  banifh,  kill,  but  under  the 
notion  of  fchifmatick,  here  tick,  blafphemer,  enemy  to 
God,  Chrift,  and  holy  church,  with  the  like  pretences  ? 
Is  not  this  to  give  falfe  witnefs  againft  innocent  neigh-* 
bours  ?  But  this  is  not  all  which  proves  the  breach  of 
this  commandment;  the  whole  life  of  Chriftendom 
does  it  too  amply  and  too  lamentably:  for  are  they 
not  falfe  witnefTes,  who  affirm  things  they  never  faw, 
and  make  profeflion  of  things  they  do  not  know?  If 
fo,  when  did  Chriftendom  fee,  tafte,  and  handle  of 
the  word  of  eternal  life,  which  fhe  verbally  profcflTeth, 
which  is  as  a  fire,  an  hammer,  an  ax,  a  two-edged 
fword,  the  word  of  regeneration,  of  reconciliation, 
and  of  patience,  an  holy  light  and  lamp  to  the  foul  ? 
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This  great  beaft  rofe  out  of  the  filthy  fea^  the  cor- 
rupt ages  of  this  world,  long  after  the  primitive  times* 
hath  headsy  which  is,  perfedion  of  wit  and  policy  » 
and  tm  homs^  that  is,  mighty  power :  has  had,  and  ye^ 
hath,  the  name  of  blafphemy  writ  upon  all  his  heads 
that  is,  a  profeffion  of  God  in  words,  whilft  he  is  dc* 
nicd  in  works;  the  grand  deftruftive  athei/m  of  the 
world :  it  is  the  blafphemy  of  all  blafphemies,  to  call 
God  Father,  when  born  of  the  devil :  what !  to  intitle 
the  pure  God  to  fuch  an  impure  offspring  ?  To  live  in 
the  vanities,  and  pleafures,  and  lufts  of  this  world; 
and  yet  to  fay,  "  Is  not  God  our  Father,  and  is  not 
**  the  Lord  on  our  fide?"  No,  he  is  of  purer  eyes  than 
to  behold  iniquity,  much  more  than  to  own  the  children 
of  fin,  or  to  have  communion  with  them :  ^^  What 
**  haft  thou  to  do  to  take  my  name  into  thy  mouth  j 
•*  that  hateft  to  be  reformed  ?  Though  thou  crieft  I 
**  will  not  hear,  and  though  thou  calleft  I  will  not 
*^  anfwer.  Behold,  I  will  make  them  known  to  be 
**  of  the  fynagogue  of  Satan,  that  fay,  they  are  Jews, 
*'  and  are  not/'  And  this  is  the  greateft  of  all  lies, 
the  lie  that  is  in  the  "  right  hand,"  the  place  of  great- 
eft  ftrength  and  efteem ;  religion  and  worfhip :  to  fay  . 
they  are  Chriftians,  and  are  not :  to  profefs  Chrift  in 
the  hiftory,  and  crucify  him  in  the  myftery :  to  confefs 
to  his  outward  coming,  and  refift  his  inward  appear- 
ance in  themfelves :  to  keep  the  day  of  his  external 
birth,  while  they  make  merry  over  him,  flain  and  cru- 
cified in  their  own  heathenifh  hearts  i  rebeUing  againft 
his  light  in  their  own  confciences,  which  is  Chrift's  dc^ 
to  them,  and  Chrift  is  God's  eVerlafting  day :  O  what 
will  be  the  end  of  fuch !  "  Ye  uncircumcifed  in  heart 
^*  and  car,  ye  do  always  refift  the  Holy  Ghoft,  as  did 
*'  your  fathers,  fo  do  ye:"  and  yet  ye  call  yourfelvcs 
the  feed  of  Abraham,  and  children  of  God,  but  love 
and  choofe  a  murderer  and  Barabbas,  rather  than 
Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God.  Oh !  what  mqre 
abominable  lie  can  be  told  than  this?  And  ^ill  not 
iiU  fuch  be  ihut  out,  among  them  that  work  and  make 
%  iie^  if  they  embrace  not  the  day  of  their  yifitation| 
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and  come  to  the  truths  and  by  it  be  made  free  £roa^ 
every  evil  way  ? 

This  is  that  ^*  great  iniquity*'  which  has  profaned  the 
*«  holy  place  :'*  that  "  curfed  abomination/'  which 
ftood  fo  long  till  it  hath  made  defolate  the  place  which 
God  hath  fandified  for  himfelf^  the  hearts  of  the  fons 
and  daughters  of  men  $  the  firft  and  laft  living  temple 
of  God:  tvcTj  bcaft  of  prey,  every  unclean  bird,  has 
taken  up  their  dwelling  there ;  infomuch  that  God  has 
been  like  a  ftranger  to  the  noblefl:  part  of  the  work- 
manfhip  of  his  own  hands. 

And  though  (he  Lord  has  not  left  himfelf  without 
witneffcs  in  any  age  j  yet  they  were  fo  few,  and  moft 
of  them,  though  accepted  according  to  their  day  and 
work,  yet  fo  fhort  as  to  the  main  work,  that  a  remnant 
can  fay,  when  the  Lord  firft  opened  the  eyes  of  their 
vnderftandin^,  the  world  lay  in  a  great  heap  of  wick- 
ednefs,  vanity,  and  confufion ;  all  following  the  de^ 
fires  of  their  own  hearts,  to  gratify  the  lufts  of  the 
fame,  living  vainly  and  wantonly  upon  the  earth:  yea, 
the  whole  earth  looked  like  one  great  wildernefs,  full 
of  briars  and  thorns,  birds  and  beafts  of  prey. 

And  when  God  poured  out  of  the  fpirit  of  judgment 
and  of  burning  upon  us,  not  only  making  us  fenfible 
of  his  holy  terroi's  in  and  for  ourfelves,  hut  of  that 
day  of  fiery  trial  he  would  fuddenly  overtake  the 
world  withal  5  ^<  our  faces  gathered  palenefs,  and  our 
*^  knees  fmote  together ;  dur  hearts  fainted ;  our  lips 
*^  quivered,  and  our  bellies  trembled :  and  all  that  we 
*^  might  reft  in  the  day  of  trouble.'* 

But  while  we  were  under  the  lightning  and  thun- 
ders, and  great  earthquakes,  wars,  and  rumour$  of 
wars,  fuch  as  had  not  been  fince  the  foundation  of  the 
world,  as  to  usj  (for  the  '*  Sun-  became  darkened, 
^^  and  the  moon  was  turned  into  blood,  and  none  of 
«*  the  ftars  of  the  night  appeared,'*  while  our  agonies 
took  ftrong  hold  upon  us,  and  we  were  in  the  extre- 
inity  of  our  pains)  O  the  gazing-ftock  that  we  were 
inade  to  all,  yea,  fpe&acles  to  God,  angels,  and  men : 
{otx^<^  faid^p  we  were  bewitched :  others,  that  we  .were 
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ftrongljr  poiTcfied  of  the  devil :  all  aftonifhed :  parents 
beating  and  difowning  of  their  children :  children  in- 
fuldng  over  their  parents :  mafters  evilly  entreating  of 
their  fervants ;  fervants  ab^^lng  of  their  mafters :  the 
huA>and  ufing  violence  to  the  wife :  the  wife  becom- 
ing ftrange  and  unnatural  to  her  own  hufband :  and  all 
nrioflb  cruelly  vexed,  abufed  and  tormented  by  the  ma- 
giftrates,  through  the  wicked  and  unwearied  inftiga« 
tions  of  the  priefts  of  all  forts,  by  jails,  dungeons, 
whippings,  ftocks,  pillories,  plunders,  &c.  O  the 
calamity !  O  the  bitter  diftrefs  of  that  day !  And  though 
we  were  but  few  in  that  day,  and  very  low,  poor,  and 
even  defpicabfe  in  our  own  eyes ;  yet  were  we  exceed- 
ing ftrong  and  valiant  in  the  *^  Lord  Jehovah;  our 
?*  cverlafting  ftrength."  For  our  inward  man  daily 
renewed,  and  we  greatly  loved  one  another :  but  never 
till  now  did  we  truly  know  what  Christ  was,  either 
in  conception,  birth,  reproaches,  fufFerings,  death,  re- 
furredion,  or  afcenfion ;  a  myftery  to  the  whole  Chrif- 
tian  world  at  this  day,  who  are  not  turned  to  the  light 
of  J^fus  in  their  own  confciences. 

And  as  in  the  holy  watch  we  kept,  not  being  dag- 
gered at  the  reproaches  of  the  men  of  this  world,  but, 
with  Mofes,  choofing  them,  rather  than  the  treafures 
and  pieafures  of  Egypt,  where  our  dear  Lord  lay  cru- 
cified ;  we  exceedingly  grew  in  the  grace  and  favoiur 
of  God,  and  we  were  very  tender  by  any  wandering 
thought,  much  more  by  any  evil  aft,  to  grieve  this 
Holy  Spirit,  or  babe  of  righteoufnefs,  born  in  pur- 
fclves,  whom  we  defired  fhouid  reign,  being  overcome 
with  joy  that  he  was  born  that  brought  life  with  him 
to.  our  immortal  fouls.  And  after  we  had  ftaid  at 
f *  Jerufalem,**  the  city  of  our  God  and  King,  to  re- 
ceive his  in(tru6tions,  commiflion,  and  authority,  abroad 
wc  went,  upon  the  "  Pourings  out  of  his  Holy  Spirit.** 
And  we  went,  in  the  name  and  power  of  our  God,  to 
declare  of  his  judgments,  and  to  tell  of  his  terrible 
day,  to  call  all  to  repentance,  and  to  prepare  to  meet 
the  Lord,  to  make  ready  the  way  pi  our  God ;  who 
fr»8  comiog  to  lay  ^}  judgoient  ^9  the  lifie^  and  ti^^ 
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«*  teoufnefs  to  the  plummet}"  to  examine^  fift,  and 
winnow  the  Tons  and  daughters  of  men  i  to  judge  in 
righteoufnefs ;  who  will  not  be  deceived  by  vain  fhews 
of  religion;  for  he  is  a  jealous  God  of  his  honour^^  and 
his  glory  will  he  give  to  no  man,  neither  will  he  ac- 
quit the  guilty,  or  punifli  the  innocent. 

But  after  this  breaking-forth  of  ours,  and  puhliJQi- 
ing  our  meffage  to  the  world,  efpecially  to  profeflbrsi 
the  Scribes  and  Pharifees  take  the  alarm :  finding  their 
call,  qualification,  and  credit,  and,  which  is  moft  of 
^1  in  their  eye,  their  maintenance,  brought  in  quef- 
tion,  and  their  whole  kingdom  ihaking;  fnan-madc 
miniftry  beipg  proved  infufficient,  forced  maintenance 
antichriftian,  and  that  no  man  could  know,  much  lefs 
preach,  divine  things  without  divine  revelations  and  in^ 
Jpirations ;  and  that  no  man  was  a  true  Chriftian,  much 
lefs  a  true  minifter,  that  was  not  born  of  ^ater  and 
the  fpirit,  fire  and  Holy  Ghoft ;  they  raged  greatly, 
difpatched  their  Sauls  to  Damafcus,  to  the  rulers  of 
the  nation,  crying,  *  Help,  help,  or  religion  is  loft, 
5  and  the  kingdom  of  Chrift  will  go  downi  behold 
^  great  deceivers  and  feducers,  and  falfc  prophets;  an- 

*  tichrifts  are  rifen,  as  was  propheficd  of,  to  come  in 

*  the  laft  days :  now  they  are  come,  bcftir  yourfelves, 

*  make  laws,  catch  them,  whip  them,  imprifon  them, 

*  bai>i(h  and  burn  them.' 

And  truly,  they  lay  in  wait  for  blood,  and  feveral 
of  us  were  tried  for  our  lives,  for  blafphemers,  haled 
put  of  their  fynagogues,  for  our  pure  teftipiony's  fake, 
fome  crying,    ^  Knock   the  rogues    down :    they   are 

*  witches,'  faid  others*,    '  Devils,*  faid  others;  *  We 

*  have  a  law,  and  by  our  Uw  they  ought  to  die.* 
They  never  wanted  falfe  evidence  to  produce,  as 

l¥ell  as  that  we  were  frequently  made  offenders  for  our 
true  and  favory  words,  whether  in  reproof  or  exhorta^ 
$ion  uttered,  with  our  lives  in  our  hands,  in  obedience 
to  the  heavenly  vifion.  Nojuftice,  no  mercy:  if  we 
efcaped  the  multitude,  the  magiftrate  had  the  flock- 
ing, imprifoning,  or  whipping  us :  if  wc  efcaped  the 
ve^^iHtue,  the  multitude^   at  the  inftigation  of  the 
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prieftsy  fell  like  fo  many  greedy  wolves,  or  hungry 
tygersj  upon  us,  beating,  and  kicking  and  dragging  of 
us,  till  fomc  part  of  our  flefh  has  oeen  like  a  jelly, 
often  breaking  our  heads  and  bones }  and  fome  they 
have  naurdered  by  the  like  barbarous  ufage :  not  dar- 
ing all  this  while  either  to  fly  the  place,  or  return 
them  one  railing  accufation ;  committing  our  lamentr 
;ible  caufe  to  God  alone  to  ple^d  our  innocency,  hav« 
ing  no  helper  in  the  earth. 

Nor  were  thefe  things  all  our  fuflferingsi,  or  the 
depths  of  our  tribulations:  by  no  means;  for  the  fliarp- 
eft  of  our  trials  were  from  men  of  a  religious  pror 
feflion,  whofe  hearts  contrived  mifchief,  and  their 
tongues  and  pens  uttered  it  with  all  manner  of  flan^ 
der  and  contradiftion ;  infomuch  that  when  we  were 
not  in  the  hands  of  the  m^giflrates  or  multitude,  w6 
were  almoft  perpetually  employed  in  difputations  an4 
conferences,  perfonal  or  by  writings :  on  which  occa- 
lion,  the  world  loving  its  own,  we  had  great  difficulty 
and  wrong;  ftich  perverfions  of  our  words  and  fayings^ 
fuch  flouts  and  jeers,  fuch  interruptions  and  noifes,  a^ 
would  have  been  abhorred  of  fober  heathens. 

However,  we  bore  it  all,  through  the  holy  patiencd 
of  Jefus;  and  in  the  end  of  thefe  encounters  with 
Ephcfian-like-beafts,  we  rarely  miflfed  of  fome  gained 
to  the  faith:  and  finding,  at  long  run,  that  they  could 
neither  wrangle,  flander,  nor  perfecute  us  out  of  that 
teftimony  we  had  borne  for  the  living  God,  and  per- 
ceiving that  the  multitude  began  to  flag,  and  would 
po  longer  be  the  inftruments  of  their  cruelty,  taking 
notice  of  our  great  increafe,  notwithftanding  all  thefe 
oppofitions  5  as  alfo  feeing  that  fome  of  their  own  kin- 
dred and  acquaintance  were  converted,  whom  they 
always  confefTed  to  be  more  religioufly  addided  than 
themfelves,  and  that  this  change  augmented  both  their 
virtue,  and  their  tender  love  to  their  kindred ;  many 
gave  over  this  way  of  proceeding,  and  fome  moderate 
refpite  we  had  tor  a  time;  but  perfecution  by  fits; 
that  is,  as  at  any  time  the  clergy  has  prevailed  with  the 
civil  m^^ftrate :  and  becaufe  moftj  if  not  all,  other 
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her  inhabitants  look ;  and  from  thence  fhall  he  come 
into  their  hungry  fouls,  whom  they  have  looked  for. 

And  this  is  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  lives  in  my 
foul  to  you  J  "  The  Lord,  whom  you  look  for,  fhall 
^*  fuddenly  come  to  his  temple,"  even  your  hearts, 
O  prepare,  prepare  -,  make  ready  5  watch  unto  his  ap- 

E earing  in  you,  to  make  you  a  fie  habitation  for  his 
olinefs  to  dwell  in.  Let  him  have  your  whole  hearts; 
let  the  mangers  be  for  the  beads,  and  not  for  the 
Babe  of  Glory,  whofe  very  birth  brings  "  Glory  to 
^*  God  on  high,  peace  on  earth,  and  good-will  towards 
♦«  nr^en." 

Yet  forrow  goes  before,  and  will  gird  all  nations  $ 
for  in  that  day,  when  they  "  fhall  fee  him  whom  they 
M  have  pierced,  all  kindreds,  tribes,  and  families, 
««  fhall  mourn,  as  one  would  forrow  for  one's  firft- 
••  born,  and  be  in  bitternefs  as  for  one's  only  child." 
And  with  fuch  fhall  it  be  well ;  for  to  them  it  will  be 
not  only  a  day  of  vifitation,  but  redemption. 

But  wo  unto  the  idol  Jhepberds,  in  that  day,  who 
have  fed  themfelves,  and  not  the  flock ;  who  have  run, 
and  God  never  fent  them ;  and  cried.  Thus  faid  the 
Lord,  and  God  never  fpake  to  them ;  and  that  have 
preyed  upon  the  flock,  and  prepared  war  againfl  thofe^ 
that  in  confcience  could  not  put  into  their  hireling- 
mouths;  that  have  been  the  great  emiflfaries  of  the 
ftlfe  prophet ;  and  to  all  that  commit  fin  with  greedi* 
ncfs,  and  will  have  none  of  the  Lord,  nor  of  the 
knowledge  of  his  ways;  but,  with  the  priefts  and  ru- 
lers of  this  world,  that  have  drunk  deep  draughts  of 
the  blood  of  the  faints,  and  martyrs  of  Jefus :  froni 
the  eyes  of  fuch  fhall  repentance  be  hid  in  that  day, 
and  their  tongues  will  be  fcorched  with  the  heat 
thereof;  and  they  will  utter  blafphemies  againfl.thc 
Mofl  High,  and  their  end  will  be  eternal  perdition. 

"  Arid  behold,  I  fland  at  the  door,  and  knock," 
faith  the  Lord  God  j  '*  I  am  ready  to  be  revealed.'*  It 
(hall  hot  be  faid,  "  The  fathers  have  eaten  four  grapes^ 
<<  and  the  children^  teeth  are  fet  on  edge  t"  but  thud 
faith  the  Lord^  ^'  Every  foul  fhall  bear  his  ^b  burden ; 

<f  an4 
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'^  and  for  the  iniquity  that  he  hath  done,  fhall  he  diet 
*«  unlefs  he  die  to  fin  by  unfeigned  repentance :  for 
**  my  fwift  witnefs,  who  is  faithful  and  true,  is  arifing^ 
^*  and  by  him  will  I  plead  with  all  flefh." 

"  Wherefore,  wo  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earthy 
**  that  have  call  my  law  behind  their  back,  and  grieved 
^*  my  Holy  Spirit :  that  have  taken  counfel,  and  not 
•*  of  me,  and  that  have  forgotten  me  days  without 
**  number :  that  have  lived  wantonly  upon  the  earth, 
**  and  confumed  their  days  in  pleafures:  that  have 
^*  multiplied  facrifices  unto  me,  but  have  not  heark- 
**  cned  unto  my  word :  that  ferve  me  with  their  lips, 
**  while  their  hearts  are  far  from  me.  That  offer  unto 
**  me  incenfe,  and  yet  opprefs  the  Holy  One  of  Ifrael 
**  with  their  iniquities :  my  foul  loaths  your  affem- 
^'  blies,  and  your  facrifices  are  an  abomination  uno 
«  me/' 

**  O  repent,  repent :  turn  unto  me  j  (why  will  you 
**  die  ?)  that  I  may  give  you  life :  obey  the  light  of 
"  my  Son  in  your  hearts,  and  ye  fhall  yet  live  before 
«*  me." 

**  And  all  you  that  feparate  yourfelvea  from  the 
**  multitude, .  in  whom  my  Spirit  has  been  ftirring^ 
«*  but  have  quenched  it  with  your  own  ftirrings,  and 
**  have  made  a  fire  of  the  fl:icks  that  you  have  gather- 
**  cdj  and  that  compafs  yourfelves  about  in  the  fparks 
•*  of  the  fire  that  you  have  kindled,  (which  is  not  the 
**  fire  that  comes  from  heaven)  behold,  this  fhall  you 
**  have  at  my  hand ;  you  fhall  all  lie  down  in  forrow.** 

**  Wherefore,  hear  and  live :  my  facrifice  is  in  mine 
^'  own  Spirits  whofe  motions  do  thou  wait  for,  in  the 
**  filence  of  all  flefh ;  and  give  up  thyfelf,  in  obedi- 
^^  cnce  unto  the  fame,  and  I  will  touch  thy  heart  with 
**  a  coal  from  my  own  holy  altar ;  and  a  living  facrii- 
••  fice  fhalt  thou  offer  unto  me  on  my  /abbatb-di^j 
<'  in  which  thou  fhalt  reft  from  thy  cwn  works,  and 
^^  therein'  fhall  my  foul  be  delighted,  and  thou  fhalc 
*^  rejoice  before  me :  for  with  me,  the  Lord,  is  cver- 
^  laiting  wifdopij  ilrength,  and  refrefhment.'' 

This 
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This  is  the  ancient  way  of  the  Lord;  this  is  the 
|>ath  of  our  G6d.  To  you  I  write^  worthy  and  great 
woilnen^  that  you  may  walk  in  itj  and  be  of  that  num- 
ber, which  at  this  day,  (wherein  one  criesj  **  Lo  here," 
another,  "  Lo  there  *')  may  lay  hold  on  the  fkirt  of 
the  true  Jew,  the  (piritual  circumcifion>  revealing 
himlelf,  it  may  be  but  as  ^^  a  day  of  fmall  things  '*  at 
firft,  in  your  fouls,  that  you  may  fee  him,  the  only 
rock  to  build  upon,  that  your  peace  may  be  great  in 
the  Lord,  when  troubles  are  round  about  you.  For 
by  that  fhall  the  begotten  of  God  be  known,  and  emi* 
Inently  difcovered  in  the  days  of  univerfal  calamity : 
tranquillity,  patience,  faith,  and  perfeverance,  fhall 
conipicuoufly  fliine  in  their  very  countenances. 

Something  rofe  in  my  heart,  to  write  of  my  own 
convincement  to  you,  with  what  entertainment  I  re^- 
ceived  from  kindred,  acquaintance,  rulers,  &c.  the 
many  circumftances  belonging  to  my  converfion  and 
travail ;  which,  though  inferior  to  your  quality,  might 
not  be  ungrateful  or  unferviceable  to  you.  But  I  fee 
it  is  not  to  be  this  feafon  i  befides,  I  have  been  very 
large  already,  yet  all  along  in  obedience  to  the  love 
and  life  of  my  God  in  my  foul,  being  herein  a£):ed  be^ 
fide  all  regard  to  worldly  method,  phrafe,  or  contri- 
vance, unworthy  of  them  that  take  in  hand  to  write 
of  divine  things  at  the  will  and  appointment  of  God. 

I  commit  and  commend  you  to  the  word  of  Jefus, 
nigh  in  your  hearts ;  in  the  holy  watches  of  it  to  be 
kept  and  preferved,  that  the  evil-one  touch  you  not  t 
and  that  this  holy  word,  which  is  Chrift,  the  Son  of 
the  living  God,  may  be  brought  forth  in  you,  have 
room  in  your  hearts  to  live  and  grow,  till  you  are 
replenifhed  therewith.  A  great  myflery  it  is,  but  very 
true,  and  to  the  children  of  light  very  plain,  *  That 
^  he  that   brings  us  forth  into   the  regeneration,    is 

*  brought  forth  in  us :  the  church  is  born  of  Cbrijty 

*  and  Chrift  is  born  of  the  church:*  wherefore  the  apof^ 
tie  wrote  to  the  Galatians  that  he  "  travailed  in 
^^  birth  again,  till  Chrift  was  formed  in  them :"'  and 
what  is  this  virgjin  cbuub^  but  fo  many  virgin  members^ 

that, 
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thait,  being  overfliadowed  by  the  Holy  Ghoft,  conceives, 
and  in  the  fulnefs  of  time  brings  forth^  this  glorious 
man-cbiid,  that  is  to  rule  the  nations* 

Wherefore,  in  that  pure  virgin  life,  live  j  where  the 
fweet  ovcrlhadowings  of  the  holy  life  of  Jefus  are  felt, 
that  you  may  continually  bring  forth  fruits  to  the  ho- 
nour and  glory  of  the  name  of  the  Lord  -,  which  is 
die  way  to  your  eternal  peace. 

I  have  but  one  thing  more,  and  I  take  my  leave  of 
you  at  this  time;  and  that  is.  Remember  the  poverty, 
limplicity,  felf-denial,  patience,  and  the  cro(s  of  Je- 
fus, I  beg  of  you,  by  all  that  is  dear  and  facred  to 
you:  fhrink  not  at  his  baptifm,  neither  fo  much  as 
temper  With  any  latitude,  that  would  evade  his  Uner 
cup.  Let  not  his  vinegar  and  gall  be  unpleafant,  nor 
his  crown  of  thorns  troublefome :  nor,  laft  of  all,  lei; 
not  his  nails  and  fpear  be  terrible  to  you :  for  they 
that  will  not  forfake  him  in  his  agonies,  but  be  the 
companions  of  his  tribulations,  and  chearfuUy  lay 
down  their  life,  and  die  with  him  to  the  world ;  they, 
and  none  elfe,  fliall  rife  with  him  in  the  newnefs  of 
life,  and  afcend  with  him  to  his  Father,  by  him  to  be 

rlorified,  with  that  glory  which  he  had  with  his  Father 

lefore  the  world  began. 
Unto  which  kingdom  God  Almighty  conduct  you,, 
through  this  earthly  pilgrimage,  Amen^ 

Yours,  in  that  love  and  life  which  reigned  before

jiild,.  in  which  all  your  works  (hall  be  tried,  and  that 
yf  fire:  for  ^^  the  day  of  the  Lord  (hall  burn  as  an 
^  oven,  and  all  the  proud,  and  all  that  do  wickedly^ 
^  i^udl  be  as  ftubble."  Yea,  "  by  fire  and  by  fword 
«  will  the  Lord  God  Almighty  plead  with  all  flefh  ;** 
vith  all  fleflily  worfhippers  and  workers,  who  live  after 
pc  fle(h,  to  fulfill  the  lufts  thereof:  and  with  thefpi- 
k  of  judgment,  and  the  fpirit  of  burning,  that  is^ 
wJxJj^ifutd  iudgment  and  burning,  will  he  vifit  all 
andu  and  regiooa  upon  the  earth:  yeaj  hia  holf  ter- 
VofciUI.  T  iw^ 
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rors  fhall  take  hold  of  the  rebellious,  and  anguifh  and 
diftrefs  fhall  fill  the  fouls  of  the  guilty.  The  faces'  of 
nations  (hall  gather  palenefs,  and  their  knees  fmite 
together,  becaufe  of  the  anger  of  God  that  is  kin- 
dling againft  them,  and  his  fierce  wrath  that  is  reveal- 
ing from  heaven  againft  all  the  ungodly,  but  more 
efpccially  againft  the  children  of  the  "  Myfteij  of 
"  iniquity :"  it  is  in  this  day  that  the  kindreds  ot  the 
earth  (hall  mourn  with  a  great  lamentation. 

O  Chriftendom !  Thou  haft  long  fat  as  a  queen,  that 
Ihould  never  know  forrow :  great  have  been  thy  pre- 
tences, and  large  thy  profelTion  of  God,  Chrift,  Spi^ 
rit,  and  fcriptures :  come,  let  me  expoftulate  with  thee 
and  thy  children,  in  the  fear  and  prefence  of  him  that 
fliall  bring  every  word  and  work  to  judgment.  God  is 
pure^  and  the  pure  in  heart  only  fee  him :  now,  arie  you 
pure  ?  Do  you  fee  him  ?  God  is  a  Spirit  ^  and  nonecao 
wor(hip  him  aright,  but  fuch  as  come  to  his  Spirit^ 
,  and  obey  it :  do  you  fo  ?  Chrift  is  the  gift  of  God : 
have  you  received  him  in  your  hearts  ?  Does  he  rule 
there  ?  Then  have  you  eternal  life  abiding  in  you :  if 
not,  you  are  not  /r«^  Chriftians.  1\it  Spirit  o£ ^rutb 
leadeth  into  all  truth ;  and  the  children  of  God  are 
born  of  it,  and  led  by  it.  But  are  you  led  into  all 
the  holy  ways  of  truth,  born  of  this  eternal  Spori^? 
Then  you  follow  not  the  fpirit  of  this  world  j  nor  do 
your  own  wills,  but  the  will  of  God.  You  profe(s>thfi 
holy  fcriptures;  but  what  do  you  witnefs  and.  experi- 
ence ?  What  intereft  have  you  in  them  ?  Can  you  f«t 
to  your  feal  they  are  true,  by  the  work  of  the  fysfli/t 
Spirit  in  you,  that  gave  them  forth  in  the  holy  ai^* 
cients ?  What  are  David's  roarings  andpraifes  to. tket, 
that  liveft  in  the  lufts  of  this  world?  What  areJVi^'^ 
and  Peter's  experiences  to  thee,  that  walkeft  9Sxfif}tixt 

Oyou,  that  are  called  ChriftianSi  give  ea^r%jfttde 
unto  me,  for  I  am  preffed  in  fpirit  to  write  119  JKHPLS 
read  with  patience,  and  confider  my  WQlK)s^<itoc^be• 
hold,  what  I  have  to  fay  unto  you  copcenlflA  4Ky»r 
eternal  good.  -.  li^  :;?2U  Unisj? 

«  Ood 
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*'  God  hath  fo  loved  the  world,  that  he  hath  fenc 

'^  his  only-begotten  «S^«  into  the  world,  that  thofe  that 

**  believe  on   him,   (hould  have  eternal   life.'*     And 

this  Son  is  Chrift  Jefus,  the  true  lights  that  lighteth 

every  one  coming  into  the  world  j  and  they  that  abide 

not  in  him,  the  lights  dwell  in  darknefs^  in  Jin,  and  are 

under  the  region  and  (hadow  of  death :  yea,  dead  in 

^»,  and  fee  not  their  own  ftates,  neither  perceive  the 

fad  conditions  of  their  own  fouls.     They  are  blind  to 

the  things  of  God's  kingdom,  and  unfenfible  of  true 

and  fpiritual  life  and  motion^  what  it  is  to  live  to  God ; 

and,  in  that  ftate,  are  alienated  from  God,  without 

true  judgment  and  living  knowledge,  and  under  the 

Gorfc.     For  in  Jefus  Chrift,  the  light  of  the  world, 

are  hid  all  the  treafures  of  wifdom  and  knowledge, 

redemption  and  glory;  they  are  hid  from  the  worldly 

-Chriftian,  from  all   that  are  captivated  by  the  fpiric 

.and  lufts  of  the  world:  and  whoever  would  fee  them 

(for '  therein  confift  the  things  that   belong  to  their 

eternal  peace)  muft  come  to  Chrift  Jefus,   the  true 

light  in  their  confciences,  bring  their  deeds  to  him, 

\c»c  him  and  obey  him;  whom  God  hath  ordained  '^  a 

'^'  light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles,  and  for  his  falvation 

*<«  to  the  ends  of  the  earth/*     Light  and  falvation  are 

jdili^  together ;  and  none  can  come  to  falvation,  but 

^  they  come  firft  to  the  light,  and  fubmit  to  the  ma- 

nifeftation  of  it,    which  leadeth  to  falvation.     For 

'^"tbe  nations  of  them  that  are  faved,  fhall  walk  in 

»^  the  light  of  the  Lamb,  Chrift  Jefus/'     Light  and 

"jafHfie^aion  are  alfo  joined  together :  ^<  If  we  walk  in 

^-  the  light,  as  God  is  in  the  light,  the  blood  of  Jefus 

.^Chrift,  his  Son,  cleanfeth  us  from  all  fin."    And 

4i^i^nA  life  eternal  are  joined  together :  "  For  in  the 

^c;Word  {that  was  with  God  in  the  beginning,  and 

^*  was  Grod,  by  whom  all  things  were  made,  that  were 

trir!:i)hade)  was  life,  and  the  life  was  the  light  of  men." 

^JUtfi  ^is  i%  the  teftimony  of  Jefus,  <^- 1  am  the  lighc 

^of  the  world ;  he  that  followeth  me  ihall  not  abide 

»Q||i  dteicmfe,^  hot  have  the  light  of  life :"  yea,  it  is 

etcroal  life  to  believe  in  him,  in  Chrift,  the  light;  to 

bocJ  ^  T  a  receive^ 
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receive,  embrace,  and  to  follow  him.  And  **  thai 
was  the  true  light,"  faith  the  fame  beloved  difciple, 
which  lighteth  every  man  that  cometh  into  the 
"  world."  Now  this  light  (hineth  in  darknefs,  in  the 
children  of  darknefs,  in  their  dark  hearts,  in  their 
black  fouls,  and  defiled  confciences;  but  in  this. dark- 
nefs they  comprehend  it  not :  neither  can  man  know 
the  nature  and  benefit  of  it,  whilfl  he  rcbelleth  againft 
it :  for  the  virtue  and  excellency  of  it  is  (hut  up  and 
hid  from  the  "  children  of  difobedience."  To  as 
many  as  received  him  of  old,  gave  he  power  to  be- 
come the  children  of  God;  and  they  that  did  his 
will,  knew  his  doftrine  to  be  of  God,  and  of  power 
and  efficacy  to  their  falvation. 

But  this  is  the  great  condemnation  of  the  world  at 
this  day,  that  though  God  hath  fent  his  Son,  a  lightj 
into  the  hearts  of  all  men  and  women,  to  manifeft 
and  reprove  their  evil  deeds,  and  to  fave  them ;  yet 
they  love  darknefs,  they  love  the  lufts  and  imagina- 
tions of  their  vain  hearts,  better  than  this  holy  light, 
that  is  given  unto  them  for  falvation  :  they  choofe  Ba- 
rabbas  rather  than  Jefus,  Yea,  they  have  fet  up  other 
lights,  than  Chrift  Jefus,  God's  great  light  j  and  other 
prophets  than  Chrift,  God's  grtzt  prophet  •,  arid  other 
priefts  than  Jefus,  the  High  Prieft  of^the  new  covenant: 
but  they  are  dark  lights,  falfe  prophets,  and  bUid 
priefts.  '*  All  that  came  before  me,"  faith  Cht^ 
**  are  thieves  and  robbers:"  and  all  that  pray,  preach, 
fing,  worfhip,  &c.  and  not  by  the  light  and  Ipirit  ;tf 
Jefus,  they  go  before  Chrift,  before  Chrift  cometh^  l^r 
fore  he  prcpareth  their  hearts,  and  toucheth  iheir  lij)S, 
with  a  coal  from  his  heavenly  altar  i  and  perfonri  wdr- 
fhip  in  their  own  will,  time,  and  power,  and  ftay  rtpt 
for  his  leadings.  And  therefore  all  fuch  rob  Chritt  of 
his  office,  who  is  the  leader  oi  the  true  Chriftmsi 
their  heavenly  high  prieft,  to  anoint  them,  and  ofitr  up 
their  facrifice  to  God  for  them ;  and  prophet^  to  1^ 
them  fee  and  know,  by  his  light  in  their  hearts,  ,tifi^ 
they  ought  to  do,  according  to  the  new  and  everfain* 

ing  covenant  i  "  I  vrill  write  my  law  in  their  Bduts, 

«  and 
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*'  and  put  my  fpirit  in  their  inward  parts,  and  they 
**  fliall  be  all  taught  of  me,  faith  the  Lord." 

Now  this  is  the  qucftion  to  the  whole  world  called 
Chriftians :  Do  you  fee-  with  this  divine  light  ?  Have 
you  fearched  your  hearts  with  it?  And  are  you  anointed 
by  this  High  Prieft  with  his  holy  un6tion,  that  leadeth 
into  all  truth  ?  Doth  this  heavenly  prophet  give  you 
viiion^  and  reveal  the  Father  to  you  ?  Is  he  your  eye, 
your  head,  your  wifdom  ?    Do  you  live,   move,  and 
have  your  life  and  being  in  him,  in  praying,  preach- 
ing,   and   finging,  yea,  in  your  whole  converfation  ? 
Are  you  renewed  into  his  life  and  image  ?  And  have 
you  heard  his  voice,  and  feen  his  (hape  ?  Are  you  wit- 
iiefles  of  his  holy  rebukes,  his  pure  judgments,  the 
Ihame  and  death  of  his  crofs  ?  Is  he  the  fountain  of 
your  knowledge  ?  The  author  of  your  faith  ?  O  confi- 
dcr!  are  you  of  thofe  that  have   fpoke  with  Jefus? 
That  have  been  taught  in  the  fchool  of  his  holy  crofs  ? 
Students  in  his  heavenly  academy  ?  O  have  you  drank 
of  his  cup,  and  been  baptized  with  his  baptifm  ?  Tell 
me,  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  God,  you  that  call  your- 
.   iclves  Chriftians,  doth  he  go  before  you,  and  lead  you, 
as  a  mailer  teacheth  his  difciples,  and  a  captain  lead- 
eth. his  foldiers  ?  And  do  you  follow  him  in  all  the 
weighty  things  of  this  life  ?  And  doth  he  order  your 
jninds,'   and  rule  your  affeftions  ?    If  not,    you   arc 
^eves  and  robbers ;  for  you  rob  Chrift  of  his  office, 
-    fpr  God  bath  appointed  him  to  be  the  leader  and  ruler 
.  .ipf  .?dl  people ;  yea,  it  is  God's  decree  -,  and  thofe  that 
4,6;  le^deth  not,  in  their  thoughts,  words,  and  works, 
l^^l  never  come  to  God :  for  all  muft  come  to  God 
kf  him,  that  is,  by  his  lighl  and  fpiril  ruling  in  their 
Jbearts,  which  fandifieth,  regenerateth,  and  converteth 
'{iie  (oul  to  God. 

And  the  caufe  of  the  confufion  and  contention  that 
'h  about  religion  in  Europe  at  this  day,  is,  that  men 
xitdeferted  this  true  Uzbt  and  holy  fpirit ^  and  fo  are 
^nerated  from  the  life  and  power  of  pure  and  un- 
ted  religion,  and  hatve  attempted  to  comprehend 
^  *i  4oftrincs  without  Chrift's  light,  and  to  know 

T  3  nJcw^ 
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the  things  of  God,  without  the  Spirii  of  God.     And 
being  thus  miferably  erred,  by  wicked  works,  from 
the  One  Spirit  of  Truths  they  have  wandered  into  ^hc 
fallible  conceits  and  opinions  of  men.     And  in  this  date 
one  party  hath  contended  agstinft  another :  from  wordx 
thev  have  fallen  to  blows,  and  the  ftrongeft  hath  op- 
poied  the  weakeft.     And  not  knowing  what  fpirit  they 
were  of,  have  called  light  darkne/sy  and  darknefs  light; 
putting  the  (heep"s  (kin  upon  the  wolf,  and  the  wolfs 
ikin  upon  the  poor  ftieep  of  Chrift,  endeavouring  by 
carnal  weapons  to  enforce  their  opinions,  and  to  extort 
conformity,  by  worldly  laws  and  punifhments,  to  their 
perfuafions.     All  this  is  out  of  the  light,    life,  and 
dodbrine  of  Chrift  Jefus,  and  in  the  fpirit  of  darknefs, 
confufion,  ftrife,  and  bloodfhed,  which  are  of  the  de- 
viL     All  which  Babel  muft  and  Ihall  come  down,  by 
the  tight  J  power  y  and  Jpirit  of  Jefus,  now  rifing  in  the? 
world ;  and  hell,  death,  and  the  grave,  fhall  not  be 
able  to  hinder  it:  for  the  fet  time,  the  appointed  time 
of  the  Father,  is  come,  and  the  judgment  is  begun. 

O  ye,  that  are  called  Roman  Catbolicksy  tell  me,  are 
you  truly  catholick,  that  is,  of  an  univerfal fpirit ?  Then 
you  will  not  perfecutCy  but  love  all,  and  be  tender  to 
all.  Are  you  truly  Roman^  and  Juccejfors  of  that  an- 
cient, apoftolical  church  ?  Then  you  walk  not  after  the 
fiejhy  but  after  the  Spirit-,  yea,  the  Spirit  of  Chrift 
dwelleth  in  you,  and  you  are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  Gorf,* 
and  can  call  him  Father  in  truth  and  righteoufnefe} 
and  the  Word  of  God  in  the  heart  is  your  teacher,  arid 
not  the  traditions  of  men  ;  for  fo  the  Romans  of  old 
time  were  inftrufted.  O  confider,  if  you  are  true 
fucceflbrs,  you  muft  follow  them  in  the  fanrje  nature, 
fpirit,  and  life;  for  in  that  only  ftandeth  the  Chrifiiak 
/ucceffiony  to  wit,  \n  Chrift:  and  every  branchy  perfblij 
or  church,  that  abideth  not  in  this  great  viney  is;|-e- 
jeAed  for  the  fire.  Therefore  deceive  not  yourfelvfci, 
as  the  Jews  of  old  did,  with  crying,  **  The  ten^pie 
^  of  the  Lord,  the  temple. of  the  LcHxi;"  and  ftytligj 
^«  We  have  Abraham  to  our  father,  and  to  us  befong; 
^  the  father^^  covenants,  law,  prieftfaoodj  andvooliair 
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*'  of  Mofes :"  for,  as  the  apoftle  faid  of  old,  fo  fay  I 
to  you ;  "  His  fervants  you  are,  to  whom  you  obey  j" 
and  "  He  that  committeth  fin,  is  of  the  devil."  So 
that  Chrift's  fuccejforsy  are  they  that  take  up  his  crofs, 
follow  him,  and  that  abide  in  his  holy  dodtrine,  that 
ke<}p  his  commandments,  and  themfelves  unfpotted 
from  the  world.  And  thofe  that  follow  the  **  luft  of 
'*  the  eye,  the  luft  of  the  flefh,  and  pride  of  life,'*  are 
not  of  Chrift,  nor  of  the  Father,  but  of  the  warld^ 
fubjedts  to  the  prince  of  the  power  of  the  air,  and  fuc- 
ceiTors  of  Sodom,  Gomorrah,  Egypt,  Tyre,  Sidon^ 
and  perfecuting  Jerufalem ;  and  not  of  the  harmlefs^ 
felf-denying,  holy,  {uShnng/poufe  of  Chriji  Jejus^  that 
is: ruled  in  all  things  by  her  bujbandy  her  head^  her 
iMrd^  O  fearch  and  try,  with  the  light  of  Jefus,  if 
you  are  not  degenerated  from  primitive  fimplicity  and 
purity  ?  For  great  are  the  abominations  of  all  fedtsf^ 
thftt  flow  like  a  deluge  throughout  your  countries ! 
Repent,  and  turn  to  the  ancient  apoftolical  Jfirit  and 
/(/>,  that  you  may  enter  into  the  reft  of  God. 
-  O  you  that  call  yourfelves  Evangelicks,  or  Gojpellers, 
veiyou  evangelical?  Are  you  faved  from  the  lufts,  and 
pkafiires,  and  dead  worfhips  of  the  world,  by  the 
mighty  power  of  God,  which  is  the  go/pel,  and  led  hf 
am  cyangelical  fpirit  ?  If  not,  you  are  not  yet  redeemed, 
yott  are  not  yet  under  grace^  which  is  the  go/pel  ftate  ^ 
wr.you  are  not  taught  by  it,  but  rebel  againft  it  \  how 
|bcn:  are  you  true  go/pellers,  men  of  go/pel-liierty,  men 
4Kf .  deli verance  and  redemption ;  to  whom  immortality 
i$'  brought  to  light,  (as  it  is  to  all  that  truly  know 
and*  receive  the  bleffed  go/pel  J  that  are  yet  fubjeds  anrf 
ibrvants  to  Jin?  How  can  you  fing  the  Jong  of  th<5 
Lamb,  that  are  not  yet  delivered  by  the  Lamb ;  but, 
by^your  vain  converfations,  crucify  the  Lamb,  and  do 
drfpite  to  the  Spirit  of  grace,  and  that  every  day  ? 
The  true  gtffpellers  are  thofe  that  receive  the  anzeFs 
nliffi^^  who  is  the  great  preacher  of  the  everlafting 
gpfpd^  viss^  '^  Fear  God^,  give  glory  to  his  name,  for 
tf  fne  hour  of  his  judgment  is  come ;  and  no  more 
<«  UrariUp  tkc  bjeaft."    Do  you  fear  God,  in  truth  and 
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in  finccfity  ?  Then  arc  you  fearful  of  offending  the 
Lord,  and  tender  of  God's  glory;  then  arc  your  hearts 
kept  clean,  then  are  you  wife  to  falvation;  and  fo  you 
can  glorify  God  indeed:  otherwifc,  your  prayers  and 
praifes  arc  not  evangelical  in  God*s  fight. 

•  But  tell   me,  O  ye  Gofpellers,  is  the  hour  of  his 
judgnnent  come  to  you  i  Is  it  begun  at  your  houfes 
yet?  How  do  you  feel  it?  Hath  it  broke  your  hearts? 
Hath  it  contritcd  your  Ibirits  ?    Have  ye  known  the 
godly  forrow  i   The  chaftifements  of  the  Lord^    and 
rebukes  of  the  Almighty  ?  Hath  his  pure  eternal  word 
divided  yet  betwixt  your  foul  and  fpirit^  the  joints 
and  marrow?  Have  you  ever  been  weary  and  heavy 
laden  with  fin  j  hath  it  been  a  burden  to  you  ?  Did  you 
ever  cry  out,  in  the  agony  of  your  fpirits  yet,  **  Men 
«  and  brethren,  what  Ihall  we  do  to  be  faved?   Ol 
*«  who  (ball  deliver  us  from  the  body  of  fin   here, 
^  and  the  wrath  to  come  !'^  (the  travail  of  the  holy 
Ancients) :  if  not,  you  are  yet  ftrangers  to  Chrift  and 
his  kingdom :  and  if  you  die  in  that  ftate,  where  he 
is  gone,  you  fliall  never  come.     *♦  For  Sion/'  God's 
city,  "  muft  be  redeemed  through  judgments,  and  her 
•*  converts  through  righteoufnefs :  yea,  the  houfc  of 
«'  God  cannot  elcape  it :"  wherefore  faid  one  of  old, 
*?  If  judgment  begin  at  the  houfe  of  God,  where  ihall 
^  the  finner  and  ungodly  appear?'*  O  wo  to  them  that 
live  without  the  judgments  of  the  Lord !  Wo  to  them 
that  caft  h.s  reproofs  behind  their  backs,  and  live  in 
earthly  pleafures,  fatting  up  themfelves  in  lufts  and 
pleafures,  as  for  the  day  of  flaughter,  and  treafuring 
:tjp  wrath  againft  the  day  of  wrath.     O  the  ancient 
faints  lived  not  thus  j  they  wrought  out  their  falvation 
^ith  "  fear  and  trembling;"  yea,  they  gave  all  dili- 
gence, to  make  their  calling  and  ele6bion  fure :  which 
Way  do  you  work  out  yours?  Habakkuk,  that  holy 
prophet,  *'  his  lips  quivered,  and  his  belly  trembled, 
^*  that  his  foul  might  reft  in  the  day  of  trouble :"  is 
this  your  ftate  ?  Or,  are  you  not  rather  worfliippcrs  of 
■Che  ieefi  at  this  day,  lovers  of  the  worldlyy   lenfiial, 
vohiptdouB  life,  walking  in  the  lufts  <tf^che  €ye,^the 
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lufts  of  the  flefh,  istnd  the  pride  of  life  -,  like  rebellious: 
Ifrael  of  old,  "  forgetting  God  days  without  number?" 
But   this  know,    that    **  all  that  forgel  God  (hall  bo 
•?  turned  into  hell." 

O  !  what  is  become  of  the  fatherly  vifitation  made 
to  your  progenitors,  thofc   good  beginnings  fown  in- 
persecutions  and  martyrdoms  ?  Have  you  anfwercd  the- 
loving-kindnefs  of  God  therein  ?  Have  you  advanced 
in  the  way  of  righteoufnefs  ?  Are  you  become  an  holy 
nation,  and  a  peculiar  people  of  God,  zealous  of  gaod 
works  i  But  have  you  not  betaken  yourfelves  to  the 
wifdom  and  learning  of  this  world  to  make  mnifierSy 
and  deferred  the  SpirU  of  the  Lord,  and  fled  to  the 
power  and  policy  of  this  world,  to  defend  and  proteft 
you,  and  not  to  the  name  of  the  Lord,  which  hath  al"^ 
ways  been  the  ftrong  tower  of  the  righteous?  Nay, 
;ire  you  not  divided  one  againft  another,  and  turned 
perfecutors  for  religion  yourfelves,  denying  that  liberty 
CO  others,  you  took  for  yourfelves  ?  Ah !  where  ia  the- 
loyal  law  of  ^^  doing  as  you  would  be. done  unto?'* 

Thus  have   you   decayed  and    degccerated  into  a^ 

worldly  cUrgyy  a.nd  a  carnal  people  \  holding  and  main* 

taining  reformed  words,  in  an  unrcformed  fpirit.   Yea, 

^TB  not  the:  fame  evils,  pride,  paffion,  malice,  wars, 

Jiloodfhed,  perfecution,  deceit,   fiefhly  lufls,  wanton«< 

Acfs,  vain  pleafures  and  fports,   yea,   all  manner  of 

worldly-mindednefs,  to  be  found  in  you,  that  were  in 

the  perfecutors  of  your  fore-fathers,  and  againfl  which 

^our  moft  ferious  and  befl  anceflors  faithfully  teftified? 

■$o  diat  the  difference  now  is  about  words  and  fenten* 

CCS,    and  not  about   the   life,    nature  and  fpirit  of 

*.^  pure  and  undefiled  religion:"  and  men  are  to  be 

known  now  by  their  denominations  and  fubfcriptions 

.to  certain  human  creeds,  man-made  faiths  and  form.s» 

Mnd  not  by  the  fpirit  and  image  of  Chrifl  Jefus,  by 

.the  nature  of  the  true  fheep,  and  by  that  holy  un<5Uon, 

ithat  was  the  bond  of  the  heavenly  fellowfbip  of  the 

'faint3  of  fOld.' 

,:.  And, you,  that  are  called  r^/ZTnvi^^/,  with  the  reft  of 
^the.fubcUndeid  fec^s^  wt^t  b^t(er  arf  yqq  for  your 
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names?  Are  ye  regenerated  yet?  Are  you  reformed 
from  the  luft  of  the  eye,  the  luft  of  the  flefh^  and  the:

cruel  punilhments,  calling  God  Father,  as  the  Jews 
did ;  and  crucifying  Clirift  afreih  by  a  vain  coAverla* 
tion,  at  the  fame  time.  ( * 

O  you  degenerated  Chriftians  of  all  forts,  yea^  aU? 
the  feveral  feds  in  Chriftendom,  that  have  defertedi 
your  firft  love,  and  degenerated  from  the  life  and 
power  of  primitive  godlinefs,  with  the  light  of  Chriii 
Jefus  in  your  hearts,  examine  yourfelves.  "  God  faa.tli. 
**  lighted  your  candle,"  fcarch  and  try  yourfeltess 
fee  how  it  ftandeth  with  you  as  to  your  eternal  condi** 
tion,  before  you  go  hence,  and  be  no  more  in  chis 
world.  Confider,  are  you  in  the  true  faith  of  Ghriftj^ 
^r  not?  For  without  true  faith  none  can  pleafe  God^r 
and  without  pleaiing  him,  no  man  can  be  faved.  The 
devils  believe,  yea,  and  tremble  too ;  that  is  more  thaft 
thoufands  called  Chriftians  do,  and  fa  far  they  are  fhott; 
of  the  very  devils.  Have  yc^  faith  f  Let  tis  ttj  it,  i* 
the  name  of  God.  What  is  it  for  faith?  Doth  h^iw?-^ 
ct>me  the  world?  Doth  it  live,  and  depend^  upbA 
God  ?  Can  it/orfake  country  and  kindred  ?  Tum  fiotf. 
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IQimael?  C^fer  up  Ifaac?  Live  a  pilgnm>  a  (Granger  in' 
the  world  ?  Doth  it  work  by  that  lave,  which  can  for-' 
fake  all  for  Chrift's  name  fake  ?  Doth  it  fight  ttgainft' 
the  devil  i  ReJlft  his  Bery  darts?  Overcome  his  affault* 
and  temptations  ?  And,  finally,  purify  the  foul  to 
God's  uie  ?  Is  this  your  faith,  O  you  carnal,  outfide' 
Chriftians?  No  fuch  matter;  for  you  live  in  the  flelh, 
fulfilling  the  lufts  thereof;  and  your  care  is,  what  yo« 
ihall  ear,  drink,  and  put  on,  and  how  you  (hall  ge^. 
the  mammon,  friendmip,  and  glory,  of  this  wond. 
Examine  yourfelves,  and  prepare,  for  the  day -of  the 
Lord  hafteneth  upon  you.  And  have  a  care,  left  you 
partake  of  the  plagues  that  God  hath  prepared  for 
Babylon;  Ihe  that  calleth  herfelf  the  *•  Lamh'a  bride," 
And  is  an  harlot,  committing  fornication  throughout 
all  nations  and  fefts ;  that  is,  thofe  who,  by  a  fytHg 
hiriti  have  had  their  hearts  feduced  from  God  and  hi^" 
holy  fesF}  yet  in  words  profefled  to  be  his  people; 
who  call  themfelves  Jews^  but  are  not ;  Chrijiiatts,  and 
iire  not,  but  of  the  fynagogue  of  Satan  ;  being  ftran- 
gers  to  the  circumcifion  mfpirit,  and  the  baptifm  that 
is-withjjrf,  and  with  the  Holy  Gbofi :  withj^-^,  to  con- 
fume  the  fiefhly  nature ;  and  with  the  Hofy  Ghojl,  to 
beget  the  heavenly  nature  in  man.  O  the  downfall  of 
this  great  city,  and  the  defolatlon  of  this  falfe  churdi 
through  all  the  fects  in  Chriftcndom,  is  come,  and 
coming!  yea,  in  one  day  Ihallit  be  accomplilhed,  even  " 
in  the  "day  of  the  appearance  of  Chrift,  who  is  tlie  fe- 
cond  Adam,  the  Lord  from  heaven,  who,  by  the 
"  brightnefs  of  his  coming,"  and  by  the  "  breath  of 
"  his  mouth,"  in  the  hearts  of  nations,  ftiall  reveal, 
and  deftroy,  this  great  Antichrift,  this  man  of  fin^  n» 
minft  that  fitteth  in  the  place  of  God,  yea,  exalted 
^biove  all  that  is  called  God,  requiring  conformity  ta 
his  inventions  and  injunctions,  upon  pain  of  life, 
and  eftate ;  nor  are  any  fuffered  to  buy  or 
'  J,  but  fuch  as  will  "  reccire  his 

rwme  of  the  Lord,  that  call 
of  him ;  that  name 
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bis  name,  and  hate  to  be  reformed:  that  cal)  Jefus 
Lordy  and  not  by  the  Hofy  Ghoft ;  who  take  bis  pure 
name  into  your  mouths,  and  depart  not  from  iniquity^ 
i  fay  to  you,  on  God's  behalf,  as  God  faid  to  the  Jew$ 
of  old  i  "  Your  prayers,  your  facrifices,  and  your  fo- 
?*  lemn  aflemblics,  &c.  in  an  unconverted  ftate,  are 
*'  abomination  to  the  Lqrd."  No  matter  for  your 
pames,  your  pretences,  your  creeds,  if  you  live  with- 
out God  in  the  world ;  that  is,  without  his  holy  awe 
in  your  hearts,  without  a  divine  fenfc  of  his  prefence 
in  youj-  fouls,  and  know  not  that  godly  forrow,  that 
worketh  unfeigned  repentance,  the  only  way  to  efcrnal 
life.  Your  worlhip  God  loatheth:  a  dog^  neck, 
fwine's  blood,  yea,  to  blefs  an  idol,  or  kill  a  man^  is 
altogether  as  acceptable  with  the  Lord.  O !  God  is 
wroth  with  the  feigned  worlhips,  as  well  as  common 
vngodlinefs,  of  the  world :  come  to  Chrift's  Spirit, 
be  led  of  it ;  and  do  not  your  own  wills,  but  the  will 
of  Chriil  Jefus;  and  then  you  (hall  know  the  true 
worihip.  For  the  true  miniflry  and  worfhip  of  God, 
fland  not  in  the  will,  wifdom,  or  appointment  of  nnen^ 
nor  can  they  be  performed  by  unregenerated  men,  but 
in  the  leadings  of  his  eternal  Spirit^  by  whom  all  the 
faithful  offer  up  themfelves  an  acceptable  facrifice  to 
God,  not  to  live  unto  themfelves,  but  .to  hinv  that 
hath  purchafed  them.  It  is  true,  Chrifi  Jefus  died  for 
the  ungodly,  but  not  that  they  fliould  continue  un-^ 
godly,  bpt  take  up  his  daily  crofs,  and  follow  hin^ 
"  Chrift,"  faith  Peter,  *^  fuffered  for  us,  leaving  us  aa 
*'  example,  that  we  fhould  follow  his  ftcps:"  as  if 
was  in  this  world,  fo  we  fhould  be ;  pot  conformable 
to  the  rudiments,  fafhions,  and  cufloms  of  this  worlds 
that  pafs  away ;  but  transformed  and  renewed  in  ow 
minds,  by  the  grace  that  he  hath  given  usr.  whiqlv 
^race  bringeth  falvation  to  all  that  obey  its  teatchio^ 
liicb  to  deny  all  ungodlinefs,  and  worldly  iufts,  ana 
to  live  foberly,  righteoufly,  and  godly  in  ti^s  prefent 
tvil  world:  becaufe,  <^  without  holinefs,  none.ihalV 
^l  ever  fee  tl\e  Lord :"  that  is  Go4's  4?crcc.  .    ;     '^.^ : 
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.  Wherefore  be  you  not  deceived,  O  you  formal  and 
titular  Chriftians ;  God  "  will  not  be  mocked :  fuch 
**.  as  you  fow,  fuch  fhall  you  reap  at  the  hand  of  the 
•*  Lord :  yea,  for  every  idle  word  fhall  you  give  an 
**  account  in  the  day  of  judgment."  Think  not  with 
yourfelves,  you  have  Chrift  to  your  Saviour,  and  you 
are  reconciled  to  God  through  Chrift^  and  that  God 
iooketh  not  upon  you  as  you  are  in  your/elves^  but  as 
m  Chrift  \  whilft  you  walk  not  after  the  Spirit y  but 
after  the  flejh :  "  For  the  wages  of  fin  is  death ;  but 
**  the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life,  through  Jefus  Chrifl: 
^  our  Lord  ?"  To  whom  ?  Not  to  them  that  defpifc 
kis  light  in  their  hearts,  that  grieve  his  Spirit,  and,  by 
i  worldly  converfation,  go  on  to  crucify  him;  ana 
who  follow  not  Jefus  in  the  way  of  tribulation  and' 
regeneration.  "  God  is  of  purer  eyes  than  to  behold 
<;^  iniquity;"  and  he  Iooketh  upon  men  and  women 
li6^  be  what  they  really  are,  and  not  what  they  imagine 
themfelvcs  to  be :  "  Behold  he  cometh,  and  his  reward 
^  is-  with  him,  and  he  will  reward  all  according  to 
^  their  works.'*  Sinners,  while  fuch,  can  no  more 
dorne  into  Chrift ,  than  into  God ;  for  God  is  in  Chrift^ 
zAA  Ghfift  is  in  God:  Chrift  is  holy,  harmlefs,  pure, 
ihd  undefiled,  and  feparate  from  finners.  And  if 
ever  you  would  have  God  look  upon  you  to  be  in 
CKrift,  you  niuft  come  into  Chrift :  and  you  can  never 
c6ti\c\rMo  Chrift,  the  new  and  heavenly  man,  that  is 
^HKiefiled,  and  Separated  from  finners,  till  you  come 
dot  oi  Jin,  and  the  author  of  it,  the  devil^  the  old  man 
of  fin,  and  leave  your  wicked  deeds  of  darknefs. 
"^Therefore,  be  ye  feparate  from  every  evil  way: 
Chrift,  the  immaculate  Lamb  of  God,  came  not  only 
to  f^vc  men  from  wrath,  but  from  fin,  which  is  the 
eaufe  of  ^rith.  "  Behold  the  Lamb  of  God,"  faith 
|6hn^^  **  which  taketh  away  the  fin  of  the  world :" 
not  their  ifin  that  will  not  believe  in  him,  but  the  fin* 
of  t;h6fe  that, are  weary  and  heavy  laden,  that  wait^ 
btingcr,  thirft,  and  cry  for  his  falvation;  whpm  Go4 
hath  given-  ibr  a  light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles,  and 
^s  Mvgtion  to  the  end&  ot  the  ear^.    O  you  that 
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ire  called  by  his  facred  name,  repent,  repent!  Pre* 
pare>  prepare  to  meet  the  Lord,  ¥^ho  is  eoming,  in 
the  way  of  his  judgments,  to  vifit  the  inhabitants  of 
the  earth;  and  pOt  aUray  the  evil  of  your  doings,  and 
turn  to  him,  that  he  may  receive  you. 

But  wo,  in  the  iname  of  the  Lord,  to  all  that  rebel 
againft  the  light  of  Chrift  Jefus,  who  ferve  another 
mafter,  and  follow  another  captain,  and  obey  the  prince 
of  the  power  of  the  air,  who  reigneth  in  the  hearts 
of  the  children  of  difobedience.  Yea,  *«  Wo  unto 
•*  a]l>  who  are  covered  with  a  covering,  and  not  of 
•'  my  Spirit ;  that  take  counfel,  and  not  of  me,**  fakh 
the  Lord:  <<  who  gather  fticks,  and  JUjmAv^  fife  of 
^  their  own,  and  compafs  themfelves  about  m  the 
<'  fparks  which  they  have  kindled ;  for  this  Ihall  they 
««  have  at  my  hand.  They  (hall  lie  down  in/orrtftt>."- 

Wo,  from  God,  to  all  the  will-worfhippers,  ivho 
worfhip,  but  not  in  tht  Spirit  and  in  the /rwr*';' theSr 
worihip  is  not  available.  He  that  worlhips  God  aright 
is  turned  to  the  Spirit,  and  is  taught  and  led  by  the 
Spirit.  And  fuch  as  have  received  the  Spirit  of  Chrift 
are  not  led  by  their  own  fpirits,  nor  by  the  Ipirit  of 
this  world,  nor  according  to  the  inventions  and  tra* 
ditions  of  men :  neither  do  they  conform  themfelves 
to  the  cuftoms  and  fafhions  of  this  world,  nor  will 
they  bow  to  the  glory  of  this  world,  or  the  god  of  it. 
But  having  fecn  him,  whom  they  have  pierced  with 
their  vain  converfation  in  times  paft,  they  mourh^ 
and  are  in  great  bitternefs,  becaufe  they  have  done 
defpite  to  his  Holy  Spirit  of  grace,  that  ftrove  fo  loflg 
with  them  for  their  redemption.  And  being  called^ 
by  his  fpiritual  call  in  their  hearts,  to  come  out  of 
Bahykfty  the  great  city  of  will-worihip,  confufion,  and 
daricnefs,  that  is  in  the  earth,  do  chearfally  refign  up 
all,  to  follow  him  in  the  narrow  way  of  felf-dei!iiiai» 
ts  his  holy  difciples  did  of  old.  And  fuch  have 
learned,  by  good  experience,  that  without  Chri/t  they 
can  do  nothing:  though  in  thefe  days  fcarcelytaV 
thing  is  done  with  him^  pr  by  him.  For  he'  is  ^rtififfied^ 
in  hi$  fpiritual  appearmtce,  in  the  confckiicM^df  ^fe 

that 
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that  make  only  a  profel&oh  of  him  with  their  mouths^ 
imd  therefore  he  doth  not  many  mighty  works  in  them: 
yea,  he  is  fmitteni  fpit  upon,  crowned  with  thomi^ 
piefced  and  crucified,  of  all  falfe  Chriftians,  through 
their  rebellion  and  wickednefs. 

O  wo,  from  the  great  and  juft  God,  that  made 
heaven  and  earth,  upon  all  people  that  work  iniquity, 
and  forget  God !  Wo  to  you,  kings  and  princes,  that 
have  crucified  the  "  Lord  of  life  and  glory  j"  yea, 
you  have  crucified  him  in  yourfelves,  and  helped  to 
crucify  him  in  others:  he  lieth  (lain  at  this  day  in 
your  ftreets.  For  you  have  not  ruled  for  God,  as  you 
oug^t  to  have  done,  but  for  your/elves^  to  pleafe  your 
own  lufts ;  and  have  not  fought  the  glory  of  the  Lord, 
nor  the  profpericy  of  his  work  in  the  earth,  fo  much 
as  the  greatnefs  of  your  own  names,  and  to  enlarge 
your  worldly  dominions;  often  opprefling  the  poor, 
md  perfecuting  confcientious  Difienters  ^  but  fufiering 
Almoft  all  manner  of  vice  and  vanity  to  go  unpunifhecH 
Hpw  doth  the  lull  of  the  eye,  the  luft  of  the  flefh» 
luid ^he  pride  of  life,  reign  in  your  territories?  Are 
#01  your  courts  the  very  fchools  of  vanity,  and  nur* 
fefles  of  worldly  lufts  and  pleafures,  which  war  againil: 
jclj^.  fpul>  and  lead  to  eternal  deibuftion  ?  O !  you  have 
n)uch  to  anfwer  for  before  the  great  God,  at  the  day 
of  Ills  terrible  tribunal,  who  have  power  in  your  haads 
|0,i:hftfe  away  wickednefs,  and  to  reform  the  worlds 
ICria  written,  ^^  A  king  upon  his  throne  of  judgment 
4f:<fcattereth  all  evil  with  his  eye :''  Q  that  the  kings 
^di  princes  of  the  world  knew  this  throne  of  true 
jio^ginenti  that  they  had  this  godlike  majefty,  that 
iktyi  would  purge  their  lands  of  eviUdoers,  that  they 
jai)d  their  people  might  efcape  the  wrath  and  vengeance 
i^  God,  that  is  ready  to  be  poured  forth  upon  them  I 
^i.  And  W9  to  you,  nobles  of  the  earth,  that  fpend 
fWf  eftates  in  pleafures,  and  your  days  in  vanity,  that, 
Mhb  ^fi  of  OMy  '<  drink  wine  in  bowls,  and  ftretch 
^^og^i^titei  upon  couches  of  ivory:  that  invent  mvk* 
^,:^f4iip^niniei|is  fo^your  mirth^  but  renieinber  not 
fl(^i«^i<^s  of  Jpfeph,  neither  Qonfider  pf  your 
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««  latter  end."  What  pride,  luft,  and  excefs  lie  it 
your  doors!  What  fpoil'and  wafte  do  you  make  in 
the  world !  You  live  as  if  you  fhould  never  die ;  car- 
ing only  what  you  fliould  eat^  what  you  fliould  drink^ 
and  what  you  (hould  put  on ;  how  you  (hould  trim^ 
perfume,  and  beautify  your  poor  mortal  felves,  and  at 
which  plays  and  fports  you  (hould  divert  and  fpend 
away  that  troublelbme  and  melancholy  thing  called 
time,  as  you  efteem  it,  inftead  of  ^'  redeeming  the  time, 
«*  becaufe  the  days  are  evil,"  and  preparing  for  the 
eternal  judgment.  Is  ibis  the  way  to  glory  ?  D.id  Je- 
fus  give  you  this  example  ?  O !  he  is  crucified  by  thefe 
things !  This  is  far  from  the  true  nobility^  and  Chrif* 
tian  honour,  that  cometh  from  above. 
.  Wo  to  you,  judges  of  the  earth,  who  pervert  judg* 
fnent  for  a  reward,  that  opprefs  the  poor,  and  deipife 
the  caufe  of  the  needy ;  who  regard  the  mighty  and 
the  rich  in  judgment,  and  delay  juftice  for  the  fear  pr 
favour  of  man.  That  fubjedb  the  laws  to  your  wills, 
and  righteous  rules  to  your  paflions  and  intereft.  Re- 
pent, and  be  juft ;  for  God,  the  juft  God,  the  great 
Judge  of  heaven  and  earth,  fhall  judge  you  all  accord- 
ing to  your  works :  and  dreadful  (hall  that  day  of  his 
reckoning  and  tribunal  be,  to  all  the  workers  of  ini- 
quity; but  cfpecially  to  «»;«^  and  corrupt  judges. 
.  And  wo  to  you,  lawyers,  that  refufe  no  caufe  for 
money ;  but  will  plead  even  againft  law,  truth,  and  juf- 
tice, for  advantage ;  teaching  your  tongues  to  advo- 
cate for  a  lie,  and  your  mouths  for  gain>  to  plead  the 
caufe  of  unrighteoufnefs ;  raifing  unreafon able  wealth 
tinto  yourfelves,  by  the  folly,  ignorance,  and  conten- 
tion of  the  people.  O  the  equivocation,  deceit,  falfe- 
hood,  and  iniquity,  that  is  in  your  profcflion,  in 
which  you  let  your  confciences  out  to  hire  at  every 
fummons,  for  all  forts  of  caufes :  infomuch,  that  it  is 
the  money,  and  not  the  caufe,  that  prevaileth.  And 
the  worfi  caufe  moft  commonly  is  moft  defired,  becaufe 
the  client,  doubtful  of  his  fuccefs,  is  ufually  the  moft 
literal  to  you.    This  alfo  is  for  judgment.  ^ 

And 
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And -WO  to  you^  merchants  and  traders,  that  have 
not  the  Lord's  fear  before  your  eyes,  whofe  god  is  gold 
and  gain  I  that  neither  buy  nor  fell  with  regard  to  his 
juft  principle  in  your  confciences;  that  ufc  vain  and 
deceitful  words>  and  that  are  not  come  to  the  juft 
meafure,  and  the  righteous  balance,  but  ufe  frauds 
for  advantage :  that  neither  eye  the  Lord's  providence 
by  fea,  nor  his  care  by  land  y  but  day  and  night  caft 
about  how  to  raife  to  yourfelves  a  great  name  and 
eftate^  to  exalt  your  nefls,  and  rank  your  families 
among  the  rich  and  the  noble  of  the  earth !  The  Lord 
will  alfo  plead  with  you :  repent,  and  fear  before  God. 

Wo  to  you,  farmers  and  countrymen,  that  reward 
the  Lord  evil  for  good,  who  giveth  you  increafe  of  all 
things  in  their  proper  feafons,  yet  you  difcern  not  his 
handj  you  regard  not  his  care  j  you  live  "  without 
*^  God  in  the  world :"  yet  no  life  is  fuller  of  the. 
Lord's  providence,  who  preferveth  and  profpereth  your 
flocks,  who  increafeth  your  wine,  your  corn,  and 
your  grafsj  inftead  of  remembering  his  goodnefs  with 
reverence,  and  in  your  harvefts  praifmg  him  with  fear^ 
you  facrifice  to  your  lulls,  and  rejoice  only  in  your 
fiilHefss  making  merry  at  your  harvefts,  without  the 
fear  of  God,  or  looking  to  him,  that  giveth  you  to 
increafe.  Repent,  and  fear  before  the  God  of  the  whole 
earth. 

But,  above  all  others,  wo  to  you  fcribes,  pharifces, 
and  hypocrites,  you  prieds  and  paftors,  who  have  takett 
a  charge  that  God  never  gave  you  i  who  run,  and  he 
never  fent  you  5  who  fay,  "  Thus  faith  the  Lord,"  and 
he  never  fpoke  to  you,  or  iy  you :  that  fteal  the  words 
of  the  prophets  and  apoftles,  and  with  them  make 
mercbanaize  to  the  people,  not  knowing  the  pure  word 
of  God  in  your  hearts  to  be  as  an  hammer,  a  ftre,  a 
fword,  to  deftroy  fin,  and  to  purge,  redeem,  and  re- 
concile you  to  God  i  but  boaft  in  other  mens  lines, 
and  ipeak  things  made  ready  to  your  hands:  that 
"  teach  for  bitey  and  divine  for  money  -/*  who  feek  ho- 
nour of  men^  and  love  the  uppermoft  places  at  feafts : 

Vol.  in.  U  who 
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who  fpeak  peace  to  the  wicked,  and  few  pillow)  under 
their  elbows  for  reward :  pleafers  of  men,  more  than 
pleafers  of  God.     Wo  to  you,  in  the  name  of  the 
Lx)rd,  that  counterfeit  his  commiffion,  and  deceive  the 
people,  requiring  their  money  for  that  which  is  not 
bread,  and  their  labour  for  that  which  doth  not  profit : 
at  your  doers  lieth  the  blood  of  fouls,  in  which  you 
have  traded.     O  you  phyficians  of  no  value,  whom 
have  you  cured  ?  Where  is  the  feal  of  your  miniftry  ? 
Is  it  not  an  abominable  cheat,    that  you  take  mmej 
to  cure,  yet  cannot  cure;  that  have  no  medicine  to  cure; 
and,  at  laft,  maintain,  that  the  difeafe  is  incurable^ 
You  are  they,  that  will  neither  enter  into  the  kingdom 
yourfelves,  nor  fufFcr  others.    For  whenever  we  have 
feen  your  delufions,  and  deferred  your  aflemblies,  pre* 
fently  a  "  packet  of  letters"  muft  be  fent  to  **  Da* 
**  mafcus  :"  the  magiftrate  muft  be  called  upon  to  be 
jailer  and  hangman  for  the  prieft.     What  wars,  chan- 
ges, and  perfecutions  ever  befel  the  world,  fince  you 
had  a  being,  in  which  you  have  not  been  at  head  or 
tail  ?  O  your  pradices  Ihall  more  and  more  come  to 
light :  and  the  day  hafteneth,  that  your  very  name  and 
calling  (as  now  held)  fhall  be  had  in  abhorrence  by 
the  nations.     O  you  numerous  offspring  of  the  great 
falfe  prophet,  that  hath  been  a  liar  from  the  beginning; 
hereby  is  it  known  that  God  hath  xitvtx  Jent  you,  that 
you  **  have  not  profited  the  people;"  they  are  God's 
words  by  the  prophet  Jeremy.     Weep  and  howl,  for 
the  day  of  your  great  calamity  hafteneth  upon  you!  i 
your  father  and  mother  are  come  into  remembrance  be- 
fore the  Lord,  the  hour  of  their  judgment  is  at  the 
door.     God  will  fill  you  the  cup  of  his  fury ;  you  ihall 
drink  it  at  his  hand. 

O !  I  c^not  but  cry  aloud  to  you  all,  of  all  ranks 
and  qualities,  from  the  higheft  to  the  loweft,  that 
walk  not  after  the  Spirit,  but  after  the-fleih,  daily  ful- 
filling the  lufts  thereof;  that  you  would  repent,  and 
be  faved.  O  how  hath  Chrift's  religion  been  profaned, 
and  his  holy  name  blafphemed^  by  the  lewd  life  of 

profefTed 
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profeffcd  Chriftians !  the  very  heathens  are  fcandalized> 
and  the  nations  round  about  have  you  in  fcorn  and 
derifion.     "  Arifc,  O  God,  for  thy  name's  fake !"  O 
what  tremendous  oaths  and  lies!    what  revenge  and 
murders^  what  drunkcnnefs  and  gluttony !  what  pride 
and  luxury  !  what  chamberings  and  wantonnefs !  what 
fornications,  rapes,    and  adulteries !    what  maiks  and 
revels !  what  luftful  ornaments,  and  enchanting  attires ! 
what  proud  cufloms,    and   vain  ^  compliments  I    what 
(ports  and  pleafures  !  what  plays^^and  romances !  what 
intrigues  and  pailimes !    Again',    what  falfenefs    and 
treachery !  what  avarice  and  oppreflion !  what  flattery 
and  hypocrify!  what  malice  and  flander!  what  conten- 
tion and  law-fuits !    what  wars  and  bloodfhed !  what 
plunders^  fires,  and  defolations !    And  it  is  not  only 
committed  by  Chriftians  in  general  one  againft  another, 
but  by  Chriftians  of  the  fame  faitby  feU^  and  churchy 
one  againft  another;  praying  to  the  fame  God  to  deftroy 
one  another ;  and  finging  pfalms  to  God,  when  they 
have  wickedly  deftroyed  one  another.     O  the  rapes, 
fires,  murders,  and  rivers  of  blood>    that  lie  at  the 
doors  of  profefted  Chriftians  !  If  this  bt^odfyy  what  is 
devilijb?  If  this  be  cbriftian,  what  is  paganijh?  What  is 
§9Uir€hriftiany  but  to  make  God  a  party  to  their  wick- 
ednefs  ?  O  profanation !  O  blafphemy !    what  need  is 
Ithere  of  any  other  demonftration,  that  Chriftendom  is 
foully  apoftatized  from  the  dodrine  and  example  of 
Chrift  Jefus,  and  his  true  followers,  who  faith,  "  If 
*:*  ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments.    By  this  ftiall 
ff  all  men  know  that  ye  are  my  difciplcs,  if  ye  have 
«*  loye  one  to  another."    And  John  faith,  "  Whofdfcvcr 
*5  doth  not  love  his  brother,  is  not  of  God ;  and  who« 
'^  foever  hateth  his  brother,    is  a  murderer;    and  ye 
f^.know,  that  no  murderer  hatji  eternal  life  abiding 
^f;  in  him/'    And  it  is  not  to  be  fuppofed  that  they 
fc,ill  x>ne  aixother  ia  love ;  for  murder  is  not  the  effe£): 
of  love  and  brotherly-kindi;iefs,  but  of  malice,  envy, 
4ii4 revenge.   O  Chriftendom!  how  art  thou,  and  thy 
chil<lren^  degenerated  from  God,  and  fallen  from  the 
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dodrine  of  Chrift,  whofe  holy  name  thou  profcflcft  I 
Thou  art  become  a  city  full  of  uncleannefs,  commit- 
ting whoredom  under  every  green  trecj  following  other 
lovers  than  Jefus,  whofe  ipoufe  thou  profeflfeft  to  be. 
O  thou  rebellious  city,  thou  cage  ot  unclean  birds, 
thou  and  thy  children  have  filled  the  earth .  with  the 
ftink  of  your  abominations ! , 

O  how  expert  have  you  been  in  thefe  impieties! 
how  ingenious  to  work  wickednefs,  and  how  fruitful 
in  your  inventions  to  gratify  the  luft  of  the  eye,  die 
luft  of  the  fleih,  and  the  pride  of  life !  O  how  hath 
the  heathen  nature,  as  an  evil  leaven,  prevailed^  and 
leavened  the  great  body  of  Chriftians  at  this  day ;  as 
if  the  end  of  Chrift's  coming  into  the  world  had  been 
to  furnifh  us  with  a  new  proteflion,  but  not  to  give  us 
a  new  nature ;  to  learn  men  to  talkj  and  not  to  Won 
to  cry  "  Hofanna,*'  but  in  works  to  crucify  him. 
What  did  the  heathens,  that  Chriftians  have  not  done? 
Yea,  the  fame  lufts,  vanities,  and  impieties,  that 
reigned  among  them,  are  to  be  found  improved 
among  Chriftians.*  So  that  it  is  fagamjm  made  fra  of 
the  Cbriftian  profeffiotiy  or  beatbeti^m  cbrifiianed:  and 
not  40  conform  to  the  heathen  in  the  Chriftian,  is  not  to 
be  a  Cbriftiani  but  an  heathen.  O  the  ignorance,  as 
well  as  wickednefs,  of  the  prefent  Chriftian  world! 
Verily,  the  Chriftian  life  is  oppreffed  under  this  mafs 
of  darknefs  and  impiety,  found  in  the  convcrfation 
of  apoftate  Chriftians,  even  as  Chrift  was  grieved  and 
burdened  with  the  darknefs  and  obftinacy  of  the  apof- 
tate Jews.  And  as  the  hard-heartednefs  of  the  ^falfe 
Jews  crucified  him  outwardfyj  fo  hath  the  hard-heart- 
cdnefs  of  the  falfe  Chriftians  crucified  him  inwardly: 
which  hath  fulfilled  what  is  recorded  in  the  Apoca- 
lypfe,  viz.  "  That  the  Lord  was  crucified  in  Sodom 
*«  and  Egypt,  fpiritually  fo  called:"  for  the  falfe 
Chriftians  are  the  fpiritual  Sodom  and  Egypt,  who  love 
and  live  in  Sodom's  fins,  and  Egypt's  lufts  and  plea- 
fures.  Yea,  they  are  of  the  race  of  them  that  ftoned 
the  prophets^  and  crucified  the  Lord  of  glory  i  of  tfae 

fame

fame  nature  and  fpirit.  O  the  blood  of  Jcfus  lieth 
at  their  doors,  fhed,  fpilt,  and  trod  under  foot  of 
them^  and  will  one  day  cry, for  eternal  vengeance 
againfl  them,  if  they  repent  not  with  unfeigned  for- 
row,  and  turn  to  the  Lord  with  their  whole  hearts : 
certainly,  wo,  anguifti,  and  tribulation,  (hall  be  their 
portion  for  ever!  That  which  th^  have  grieved, 
ihall  grieve  ihemi  and  that  which  th^  have  bruifed 
and  refilled,  (hall  rejeft  and  torment  themy  yea,  it  (hall 
be  a  never-dying  worm,  and  an  endlcfs  pain,  to  them. 

0  wo  to  the  worker  of  iniquity  in  that  day !  wo  to 
the  flothful  fervant !  wo  to  the  mocker  and  fcofFer ! 
.wo  to  the  drunkard  and  unclean  perfon !  wo  to  them 
that  fpend  their  days  in  vanity,  and  their  life  in  earthly 
pletfures !  wo  to  the  proud  pharifee,  and  difdainful 
fcribe !  wo  to  the  fearful  and  unbelieving !  wo  to  ido- 
laters and  liars !  yea,  and  wo  from  God  to  all  the  cruel 
pcrfecutors  of  the  innocent  lambs  and  (heep  of  Jefus, 
tor  their  pure  confcience  to  him !  for  they  (hall  have 
their  part  in  the  lake  that  burneth  with  fire  and  brim- 
Itone^  which  is  the  *•  fecond  death/* 

O  that  you  might  efcape  this  great  damnation  !  and 

1  tcftify  to  you,  in  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  God 
giveth  unto  you  all  a  day  of  vifitation,  in  which  you 
may  efcape  the  wrath  to  come.  For  this  end,  God 
hath  fent  his  Son  a  light  into  your  hearts;  it  is  be 
which  manifefteth  all  your  thoughts,  words,  and  deeds 
unto  you  i  it  is  he^  which  checks  and  reproveth  you ; 
yea,  it  i$  he^  which  expoftulateth  and  ftriveth  with 
you ;  it  is  be^  that  knocketh  at  your  doors,  and  awak- 
CDeth  you  to  judgment  j  who  condemneth  every  un«* 
fruitful  thought,  word,  and  work  in  you.  Repent,  I 
rxhort  you ;  turn  to  him,  hear  his  voice,  and  harden 
not  your  hearts  ^  but  while  it  is  to-day ^  and  the  light 
Jbimtb^  and  the  fpirit  ftrivetb^  O  humble  yourfelvcs, 
htvc  his  judgments,  love  his  reproofs.  And  though 
\m  word  be  as  a  fire  in  your  hearts,  and  though  you 
ire  eYenfc^rcb^  within  you,  becaufe  of  the  heat  there- 
t^  yet  bear  the  indigoation  of  the  Lordy  in  that  you

have  finned  againft  him.  Wait,  watch,  and  walk  in 
the  light  of  the  Lord  Jefus,  that  in  his  blood  you  may 
feel  remiflion  of  fins,  and  fanftification  unto  life  eter- 
nal :  that  you  may  no  more  walk  after  the  flefli,  to 
fulfil  the  lulls  thereof,  but  in  the  fpirit  of  holinefs; 
that  you  may  be  fealed  unto  the  day  of  redemption. 
O  the  peace,  the  joy,  the  pleafure,  and  the  undeda- 
rable  comfort,  that  is  daily  met  with  in  the  holy  and 
righteous  way  of  the  Lord ! 

O  this  rifeth  powerfully  in  my  foul,  «  That  bis  form 

*  hath  no  comelinefs  in  it,  that  will  pleafe  flefli;  bis 

*  way  and  worftiip  is  moft  remote  from  it.     Flefli  and 

*  blood  have  no  fliare  in  bis  worfliip;  the  will  and 

*  runnings  of  man  have  no  part  in  bis  way.'  It  is  nei- 
ther at  the  mountain,  where  one  fort  runneth;  nor  at 
Jerufalem,  whither  another  fort  goethj  but  in  fpirir, 
within  the  vail,  hid  from  flefli  and  blood  -,  yea,  there 
it  is  that  his  worfliip  is  known  and  performed.  Any 
form  is  more  pleafant  than  this :  bis  vifage  is  more 
marred  than  any  man's.  All  will-worjbipy  all  bumn 
inventiony  findeth  acceptance,  where  be  cannot  find  a 
place  to  lay  his  head  on.  O  this  is  a  bitter  cup  to  the 
creature;  few  will  drink  itl  they  are  hard  to  be  pcr- 
fuaded  to  Jit  Jlillj  and  patiently  to  wait  for  the  falva- 
tion  of  God,  to  let  bim  work  all  their  works  in  them 
and  for  them.  They  know  not  what  it  is,  to  have  the 
*'  mouth  in  the  dufl:,  to  have  all  flefli  Jilent  before  the 
*'  Lord,  that  the  voice  of  God  may  be  heard;  that 
*'  he  may  prepare  them,  and  that  the  will  of  God 
*'  may  be  broughtforth  in  them."  O  this  myftcry  of 
iniquity,  how  hath  it  wrought,  and  how  doth  it  yet 
work  !  It  claimeth  a  right  to  the  living  child ;  but  fhe 
hath  no  right  to  it ;  flie  is  the  womb  of  death,  and 
can  bring  forth  no  living  fruit  to  God.  All  nation^ 
have  drank  her  cup.  But  the  hour  of  her  judgment  is 
come.  She  is  feen,  difveiled,  and  condemned  by  the 
living  Spirit  of  God,  that  is  felt,  and  received,  and 
obeyed  by  a  remnant,  who  are  gathered  from  the 
mouths  of  idle  fliepherds,    and  all  the   errings  and 
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ftrayings  of  falfe  prophets,  that  have  no  vifion ;  and 
are  come  to  the  Lord,  to  know  his  law  in  their  hearts, 
and  fear  and  fpirit  to  be;  in  their  inward  parts,  and  are 
taught  and  led  by  him.  And  thefe  follow  the  Lamb, 
and  are  his  hoft  this  day,  that  Hght  under  his  banner, 
with  his  holy  teftimony,  againft  the  whore,  falfe  pro- 
phet, and  beail.  And  behold  they  fhall  prevail :  for 
greater  is  he  that  is  in  them>  than  he  that  is  in  the 
world. 

O  this  is  a  great  myftery,  but  a  greater  truth :  Mo* 
fes^  the  fervant,  is,  externally,  more  comely  than  he: 
yea,  the  prophets  were  as  pleafant  fingers,  and  as  de- 
lightful i^iftruments  of  mufick ;  their  vifions,  fights, 
and  glorious  prophecies  of  the  laft  days,  and  new-co- 
veaant  times,  were  (fays  one  of  them  of  old)  as  a 
pleafant  fong:  but  the  SON,  the  fubftance,  when  he 
came,  had  no  beauty,  no  excellency,  no  comelinefs. 
What  is  the  matter  ?  The  way  is  narrow  for  flelh  and 
blood  J  there  is  a  crofs  muft  be  taken  up,  a  bitter  cup 
drank,  and  a  baptifm,  yea,  of  blood,  gone  through. 
Man  mufl:  die  to  his  own  will,  afFeftions,  imaginations, 
and  carnal  conceptions ;  he  muft  wait  and  watch,  yea, 
continually ;  his  own  religion  and  righteoufnefs  is  as 
odious  as  his  fin  and  iniquity,  yea,  in  a  fenfe,  more 
dangerous.  It  is  no  outfide  will  do  j  not  that  which 
pleafeth  the  bufy,  adlive  will  and  mind  of  the  creature, 
that  gratifieth  the  external  fenfes,  that  have  prevailed 
againft  the  foul :  O  no;  it  is  an  hidden  life,  an  hidden 
temple,  an  hidden  worfliip,  and  that  in  God's  time; 
yea,  an  hidden  manna,  an  hidden  fupper,  not  difcerni- 
ble  by  the  vain  fedts  of  this  world.  Of  this  taberna- 
cle is  Jesus  builder ;  of  this  covenant  and  worfliip  is 
he  author;  of  this  altar  is  he  prieft:  to  this  did  he 
gather  his  of  old,  and  to  this  is  he  gathering  the  na- 
tions. "  And  the  bride  faith.  Come ;  and  the  Spirit 
*^  faith.  Come ;  and  he  faith.  Come :"  and  bleflTed  arc 
they  that  come,  and  fee  how  good  he  is. 

But  fuch  who,  like  Sodom  of  old,  go  on  to  grieve 

the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  to  rebel  againft  his  light,  and 
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vex  God's  juft  Lei^  that  liveth  in  the  midft  of  thenii 
perfifting  in  their  luils  and  abominations^  God's  angel 
iball  finite  them  with  blindnefs:  the  day  of  their  vifi- 
tation  (hall  pafs  away,  and  the  forbearance  of  God 
Ihall  be  at  an  end,  and  fire  from  heaven  (hall  devour 
them.  Which  with  my  foul  1  fervently  and  tenderly 
defif  e  you  *  may  all  efcape,  whom  God  hath  taught  to 
hate  your  fin,  deny  your  glory^  and  feparate  from  a]| 
your  falfe  worlhips,  by  his  own  light,  fpirit,  and  truthji 
and  to  follow  his  dear  Son  in  the  way  of  regeneration; 
whofip  love  to  me  hath  taught  mc  to  love  all  mankindj 
^d  to  feek  their  falvation.

WH  O  are  fenfible  of  the  day  of  your  vifitation^ 
by  the  light  of  the  Lord  Jefus  in  your  hearts^ 
and  who  have  gladly  received  the  holy  tellimony  there* 
of,  by  which  you  have  beheld  the  great  apoftacy,  that 
is  in  the  world,  from  the  life,  power,  and  Spirit  of 
God,  and  the  grofs  degeneracy  that  is  amongft  thofe 
called  Chriftians,  from  the  purity,  felf-denial,  and 
holy  example  of  Chrift  Jefus,  and  his  primitive  fol- 
lowers; and  how  pride,  luft,  and  vanity  reign,  and 
^ov  Chriftemionn  is  b^coine  a  ca^^  of  unclean  birds  s 
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who  have  mourned  under  the  fenfe  thereof^  and  have 
cried  in  your  fouls^  "  How  long,  how  long,  how  long, 
''  O  Lord  God  holy  and  true,  will  it    be^  ere  thou 
**  takeft  to  thyfelf  thy  great  power,  and  reigncftr 
To  whom  the  world  is  become  a  burden,  and  the  va- 
nities and  glories  of  it  but  "  vexation  of  fpirit:"  who 
defpife  the  things  that  are  feen^  which  are  temporal^ 
for  the  fake  of  the  things  that  arp  not  feen,  which  arc 
eternal:    whofe  eyes  look  through  and  beyond  time 
and  rnortality,  to  that  eternal  city,  whofe  builder  and

cannot  preferve  againfl:  the  enemy's  afTauItsj  but  the 
gates  of  hell  will  prevail  againft  them,  and  the  ene- 
my's darts  will  wound  them,  and  they  will  be  carried 
again  captive  by  the  power  of  his  temptations.  Where- 
fore, I  fay  again,  live  and  abide  in  that  light  and  life 
which  hath  .vifited  you,  and  begotten  an  holy  fenfe  in 
your  hearts,  and  which  hath  made  fin  exceeding  finful 
to  you,  and  you  weary  and  heavy-laden  under  the 
burden  of  it ;  and  hath  raifed  in  you  a  fpiritual  tra- 
vail, hunger  and  thirft  after  your  Saviour,  that  he 
might  deliver  you ;  that  ye  might  be  filled  with  the 
righteoufnefs  of  his  kingdom,  that  is  without  end. 

Dear  friends,  God  hath  breathed  the  breath  of  life 
in  you,  and  in  meafure  you  live;  for  dead  men  and 
women  do  not  hear,  or  hunger,  orthirfl;  neither  do 
they  feel  weights  and  burdens,  as  you  do.

^*  brance  of  thee.  With  our  fouls  have  we  defired 
*^  thee  in  the  night,  yea,  with  our  fpirits  within  us 
*^  will  we  feek  thee  early :  for  when  thy  judgments 
**  are  in  the  earth,  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  will 
**  learn  righteoufnefs."  Part,  part  with  all,  my  dear 
friends,  that  is  for  judgment;  let  bim  arifc  in  your 
hearts,  that  bis  and  your  enemies  may  be  fcattered^ 
that  you  may  witnefs  him  to  be  flronger  in  you,  than 
he  that  is  in  the  world.  If  the  defire  of  your  foul  bcl 
to  his  name,  and  the  remembrance  of  him,  you  will 
love  his  judgments,  and  abide  there  the  days  he  aU 
loweth  for  your  purification.  Behold  his  blefTed  vu 
Station  is  upon  you ;  his  angel  hath  faluted  you,  and 
his  Hely  Spirit  hath  overihadowed  you :  he  hath  ht'^ 
;0tten  holy-delircs  in  you  j  I  pray  that  they  niay  ncvef 
^C  (xtinguilbcdi    and  that  ypu  may    never    fatnti 

Where- 
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Wherefore  look  to  Jefus,  that  is  the  Author^  that  be 
may  be  the  Finifher.  I  teftify  for  God«  he  has  appeared 
to  you ;  yea,  he  hath  faid  to  you,  as  to  Andrew,  Phi- 
lip, &c.  **  Follow  me :"  and  I  fay  unto  you.  Follow 
him :  come  and  fee  where  he  dwelleth  i  do  not  lofe 
fight  of  him ;  let  him  be  lifted  up  in  you,  and  your 
eye  be  to  him :  who,  wherever  he  is  lifted  up^  draw- 
eth  all  fuch  after  him.  And  this  is  the  reafon  why 
people  are  not  now  drawn  after  Chrift,  becaufe  he 
IS  not  lifted  up  in  their  hearts,  he  is  not  exalted  in 
their  fouls:  he  is  rejected,  opprefTed,  crucified^  and 
buried;  yea,  they  have  rolled  a  done  upon  him>  and 
fet  guards,  that  he  fliould  not  rife  in  them  to  judge 
them. 

But  bleffed  are  you,  whofe  eyes  have  fcen  one  of 
the  days  of  the  Son  of  Man :  blefled  are  you,  at  whofe 
doors  he  hath  knocked,  to  whofe  hearts  he  hath  ap« 
peared,  who  have  received  his  holy  vifitation,  who 
believe  it  is  be,  and  not  another  s  and  therefore  have 
faid  in  your  hearts,  with  Nathaniel  of  old,  ^  Thou  art 
"  the  Son  of  God,  thou  art  the  King  of  Ifrael  j"  and 
with  Thomas,  "  My  Lord,  and  my  God."  O  what 
have  you,  my  dear  friends,  to  do,  but  to  keep  with 
|iim  for  ever  I  for  whither  fhould  you  go,  the  words 
of  eternal  life  dwell  with  him  ?  He  is  full  of  grace, 
aiid  full  of  truth,  and  of  his  fulnefs  ye  have  received 
grace  for  grace.  And  this  is  that  grace  which  bringeth 
Jalvation  to  all  that  receive  it,  embrace  it,  and  will  be 
led  by  it.  For  it  teacheth  fuch,  as  it  did  the  ancient 
Chriftians,  "  to  deny  all  ungodlinefs,  and  the  world's 
**  lufts,  and  to  live  foberly  and  godlikely  in  this  pre-.' 
*^  fent  evil  world ;  looking  for  that  bleiTed  hope,  and 
^^  glorious  appearing  of  the  great  God,  and  their  Sa« 
<^  viour  Jefus  Chrift,  who  hath  given  himfelf  for  them 
[^  to  deliver  them  from  all  fin,  and  to  redeem  them 
*'  from  all  iniquity."  You  know  that  you  arc  bought 
with  a  price  y  now  you  feel  it,  and  in  meafure  difcern 
the  precioufnefs  of  that  price  which  hath  bought  youj 
namely,  "  the  life  of  the  dear  Son  of  God/*  Griere 
not  his  ^pii^it,  thj^t  i«.  ready  to  feal  youto  the  dny  of 
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your  pcrfeft  redemption:  but  give  up  your  bodies, 
fouls,  and  fpirits  to  his  fervice,  whofe  they  are,  that 
they  may  be  ordered  by  him  to  his  glory*  » 

I  write  not  to  you  as  to  the  world;  for  you  are 
called  out  of  the  world,  by  him  that  hath  overcome; 
the  world ;  that  as  be  is  not  of  this  world,  fo  ym 
may  not  be  of  this  world.  Come  then  out  of  it  more 
and  more,  out.  of  the  nature,  out  of  the  fpirit,  out  of 
the  fruits,  and  out  of  the  faftiions  of  the  world !  they 
arc  all  for  the  fire.  Chrift  faid,  ^^The  world  lovetli 
**  its  own."  Search,  with  the  light  of  the  Lord  Je- 
fus,  what  there  is  in  you  that  the  world  owneth  ancit 
lovethj  for  that  is  its  own.  And  confider  what  it  is, 
that  the  world  is  offended  with :  not  that  which  cometh 
from  fifelff  of  its  own  making  and  inventing,  but 
that  which  crojfetb  its  invention ;  that  is  of  another 
nature,  and  fpringeth  from  another  root.  O  be  not 
conformed  to  the  fafhions  of  this  world,  that  pleafe 
the  luft,  which  grieveth  the  Spirit  of  God ;  but  be  ye 
renewed  in  your  minds ;  and  being  fo  within^  you  will 
be  as  a  new  people  without. 

They  that  have  been  truly  with  Chrift,  are  quickly 
difcovered;  they  cannot  be  hid.  So  it  was  of  old; 
the  Jews  faid  of  the  difciples,  "  Thefe  men  have  been 
**  with  Jefus:"  their  fpeech  and  carriage  bewrayed 
them ;  their  outfides  were  not  like  the  outfides  of  other 
men;  they  were  not  current  with  the  fafhions  and 
cuftoms  of  that  time :  nor  can  they  that  have  been 
with  jefus,  conform  to  the  vain  fafhions  and  cuftoms 
of  thia  world.  Wherefore  be  not  you,  in  any  fort,  of 
this  world,  but  give  diligence  to  make  your  holy  high 
calling  and  eleftion  fure:'for  many  are.  called,  and 
few  are  chofen ;  and  the  reafon  is,  they  are  ^^  flothful 
<*  fervants,  they  hide  their  talent  in  a  napkin,  negle£t 
•*  the  day  of  their  vifitation,  and  work  not  out  their 
^^  faivarion  with  fear  and  trembling:"  and  then  the 
night  overcaketh  them,  in  which  they  can  never  work' 
the  works  of  repentance ;  and  the  things  that  belong 
to  their  peace  arc  hid  from  their  eyes  for  even 

*.-""'.  •  •  But 
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But  the  Lord  forbid  that  it  fliould  he  fo  with  any 
^Syou!  No>  no;  I  hope,  yea,  I  believe,  better  things 
of  you.  And  |  am  aflured,  that  as  you  keep  your 
hearts  chaftely  to  the  light  and  grace,  that  with  which 
you  have  been  vifited  of  the  Lord^  you  (hall  be  kept 
to  eternal  falvation.  For  they  are  faved>  that  walk 
in  the  light:  into  the  light  the  enemy  cannot  come 9. 
for  the  light  is  Chrifl  Jefus,  and  the  enemy  hath  no 
part  or  place  in  him  s  he  is  driven  out  from  the  holy 

Slace  by  tranfgreffion  $  and  he  is  nt>w  a  fugitive  from 
eaven  i  but  he  goeth  up  and  down  ^e  earthy  feeking 
whom  he  may  devour,  whom  he  can  catch  and  cany 
away  with  his  baits  and  fnares. 

Wherefore,  "  Wo  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  ;*' 
that  is,  the  earthly  inhabitants,  fuch  as  love  and  live 
in  the  earthly  nature-,  for  all  fuch  fhall  be  a  prey  to 
him,  he  fhall  have  power  over  them,  and  keep  up  his 
kingdom  in  them.  But  thofe  that  receive  and  abide 
in  Chrift  Jefus,  the  lights  lifcy  and  truthy  are  out  of 
his  reach  \  they  are  in  the  **  munition  of  rocks,"  un- 
der the  ^*  pavilion  of  the  Lord,"  in  the  fafe  ark  of 
the  Moll  High  God.  However,  he  is  permitted  to 
tempt  and  try,  till  the  time  fhall  come  that  he  is  not 
only  trodden  under  foot,  but  alfo  bound  and  cail  into 
the  lake,  "  that  burneth  with  fire  and  brimflone." 
And  he  is  the  greateft  enemy  to  thofe  that  turn  their 
backs  upon  him ;  wherefore  he  watcheth  to  furprize 
them,  that  he  might  take  them  at  unawaresy  and  tri- 
umph over  their  failings :  and  for  that  reafon  Chrift 
Jefus  preached  the  "  watch "  earneflly,  and  with  re- 
petition, to  his  difciples. 

Now,  my  dear  friends,  there  be  feveral  things  (or, 
the  enemy  in  feveral  appearances)  will  attend  you  in 
this  holy  march  you  are  making  to  the  eternal  land 
of  reft  J  of  which  I  would  caution  you,  that  you  may 
none  of  you  make  fhipwreck  of  any  of  thofe  holy  be- 
ginnings you  have  experienced  by  the  light  and  fpirit 
of  the  Lord.  Beware  of  vain  thought s^  lor  they  op- 
prefs  and  extinguifh  the  true  feme.  Thefe  vain 
thoughts  ariib  from  the  enemy's  prefentatioA  of  ob- 

jcfts 
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jefts  to  the  mind,  and  the'itiind's  looking  upon  them, 
till  they  have  made  their  imprefftons  upon  the  mind^ 
and  influenced  the  mind  into  a  love  of  them.  This 
is  a  falfc  liberty,  a  dangerous,  yea,  a  deftruftive  li- 
berty, to  the  holy /enfe  that  God  hath  begotten  in  any. 
For  as  this  is  not  received,  but  hindered,  by  fuch 
thoughts,  fo  it  is  not  improved,  but  dcflroyed  by 
them.  The  dWincJen/e  in  the  foul  is  begotten  by  the 
Ijord:  it  is  his  lirc  and  fpirit,  his  holy  breath  and 
power,  that  quickeneth  the  foul,  and  maketh  it  fenfi- 
ble  of  its  own  (late,  and  of  God's  will;  and  that 
raifeth  fervent  defires  in  it  to  be  eternally  blefled. 
This  is  that  which  Satan  rageth  at;  he  feareth  his 
kingdom ;  he  findeth  that  He  is  come  that  will  caft 
him  out  of  his  poflefTions.  He  crieth  out,  "  Why  art 
^  thou  come  to  torment  me  iDefore  my  time  ?*'  He  is 
the  father  of  vain  thoughts  ;  he  begetteth  them  in  the 
mind,  on  ^urpofe  to  draw  off  the  mind  from  that 
fenfe,  and  to  exercife  it  in  variety  of  conceptions,  in 
a  felf-liberty  of  thinking  and  imagining  concerning 
perfons  and  things.  Here  he  offereth  his  baits,  and 
layeth  his  fnares ;  and  never  faileth  to  catch  and  de- 
file the  unwatchful  foul. 

Now,  if  you  Ihould  fay,  "  What  are  thefe  vain 
"  thoughts?'*  I  tell  you,  my  friends.  All  thofe  thoughts 
and  conceptions  that  either  bring  not  real  profit  to 
the  foul,  or  that  grieve,  hurt,  or  opprefs  that  holy 
ienfe,  which  is  begotten  of  God  in  the  foul.  And 
that  by  which  thoughts  are  to  be  examined,  is  the 
light  of  Christ  Jesus  :  for  as  '*  That  which  maybe 
*'  known  of  God  is  manifeft  in  men,  for  God  hath 
*«  Ihewn  it  unto  them,"  as  faith  the  apoftle  Paul  to 
the  Romans ;  fo  "  all  things  that  are  reproved,  arc 
'*  made  manifeft  by  the //g/&/;  for  whatfoever  maketh 
^*  manifeft,  is  light,"  faith  he  to  the  Ephefians.  By 
this  light  of  Chrift  Jefus  examine  your  own  thoughts ; 
fee  whence  they  rife,  from  whence  they  come,  and 
what  they  tend  to.  O  friends,  here  is  a  myftery ;  and 
the  evil-One  worketh  here  in  a  myftery  I  For  wnere  he 
cannot  prevail  to  draw  out  the  mind  from  its  fenfiblc 

lia.h*vfc\- 
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habitation  to  embrace  his  rcprefentations  of  old  tvAt 
and  pleafuresj  that  are  wicked  in  themfelveSj  he  iv1|l^' 
prefent  you  with  lawful  objefts^  your  outwtfd  t^oy- 
ments,  bufinefsi  and  calling,  and  fteal  in  upott  your 
minds  in  the  croud  of  thefe  lawful  things,  and  mere 
lay  his  fnares,  hid  and  covered,  and  at  unawares  catch 
you. 

My  dear  friends,  blefled  are  they  that  fee  Jefus  their 
captain,  going  before  them,  and  counfelling  and  lead«« 
ing  them,  in  all  outward  and  lawful  concerns,  that 
they  offend  not.  For,  my  friends,  this  know,  you 
may  unlawfully  think  of  lawful  things;  either  in  think- 
ing on  them  unfeafonabfyy  (mark  that)  when  your  fbulf 
fhould  be  wholly  recired,  and  exercifed  in  the  Lord'i 
light  to  feel  his  prefence,  in  which  is  heavenly  life  j 
or  in  thinking  on  lawful  things  carekfsly,  not  with  re« 
gard  to  your  Guide;  he  that  hath  bought  you  through'^ 
out  with  his  own  precious  blood,  that  he  might  have 
the  government  of  your  bodies,  fouls,  and  fpiritsi 
that  is,  of  your  bodily  concerns,  as  well  as  of  the 
things  relating  to  your  fouls  and  fpirits.  This  pre- 
vents much  harm  and  mifchief  in  bufinefs  and  families, 
and  prcferveth  the  divine  fcnfe  that  God  hath  begot-* 
ten,  and  the  creature  in  it;  fo  that  its  fellowfhip  and 
peace  with  the  Lx)rd  runneth  as  a  river,  it  is  not  ftopt 
or  hindered  by  the  defigns  of  the  enemy :  or,  laftly, 
in  thinking  on  lawful  things  exceffivelj,  too  much^ 
more  than  ^is  needful,  without  limits,  tliereby  gratify- 
ing the  flefhly  mind,  which  is  enmity  with  God,  and 
that  fenfe  which  he  begetteth  in  the  foul.  O  the 
mountains  that  are  raifed,  by  fuch  vain  thoughts,  be- 
twixt God  and  the  foul !  how  doth  the  foul  come  un- 
der an  eclipfe,  lofe  fight,  and  at  laft  all  fenfe,  of  the 
living  God,  like  men  drowned  in  great  waters !  And 
thus  many  have  loft  their  condition,  and  grown  infen- 
iible;  and  then  queftioned  all  former  experiences,  if 
they  were  not  mere  imaginations  ;  till  at  laft  they  ar- 
rived at  atbeifmy  denying  and  deriding  God  and  his 
work,  and  thofe  that  kept  their  integrity:  for  whom  is 

referved 
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fcferved  the  blacknefs  of  darknefs  for  tver,  unlefs  they 
timely  and  truly  repent. 

But  when  this  fubtle  enemy  of  man's  falvation  feeth 
that  he  cannot  make  you  bow  to  the  glory  of  this 
world>  that  all  his  fnares  that  he  layeth  in  the  things 
that  are  feen,  which  are  temporal,  are  difcovered  and  . 
broken;  and  that  your  eyes  are  direfted  to  thofe  things 
that  are^ternal,  then  will  he  turn  accu/er:  he  will 
aggravate  your  fins,  and  plead  the  impoffibility  of  their 
remiflion:  he  will  feem  to  aft  the  advocate  for  the 
juftice  of  God,  that  he  might  caft  you  into  defpond- 
ency,  that  you  may  doubt  of  deliverance  and  falvation. 
Many  are  the  thoughts  with  which  he  .perplexeth  the 
ions  and  daughters  of  men :  but  this  know,  that  he 
was  a  liar  from  the  beginning ;  for  the  Lord  doth  not 
vifit  the  fouls  of  any  to  deftroy  them,  but  to  Jave 
them.  For  this  end  hath  he  fent  his  Son  a  light  into 
the  world ;  and  they  that  bring  their  deeds  to  it,  are 
not  of  the  devil,  who  hateth  the  light.  Neither  doth 
the  Lord  caufe  his  people  to  hunger  and  thirfi  after  him^ 
and  not  fill  them  with  his  goad  things. 

Be  aflured,  my  friends,  wherever  the  Lord  hath  be- 
gotten defires  after  him,  and  wherever  fin  is  become 
exceeding  finful,  yea,  a  burden  to  the  foul^  the  de- 
vil's kingdom  hfl)akeny  the  prince  of  this  world  is  be- 
gun to  be  judgedi  and  God  is  at  work  for  the  redemp- 
tion  of  that  foul.  Hearken  not  to  the  voice  of  the 
fnfiHi^  for  that  loft  your  firft  parents  their  blefied  pa* 
radife;  and  with  the  fame  fubtle  and  lying  fpirit  he 
would  hinder  you  from  returning  into  paradife.  But 
when  he  is  herein  difappointed,  he  (hifteth  his  temp- 
tation,    and    prefenteth    another    temptation,    viz. 

*  That  though  you  have  begun  well,  yet  ye  will  never 
<  be  able  to  hold  out  to  the  end :  that  the  tempta^ 
'  tions  are  fo  many,  and  the  enemies  fo  ftrong,  they 
'  are  not  to  be  overcome  by  you  i  and  that  it  were 
^  better  never  to  profefs  fuch  high  things,  than  to  fall 

*  fliort  of  them  j  this  will  but  bring  reproach  to  the 
'  way,   and  the  people  of  it/    Again,  ^  That  it. is 

*  coriofity,  and  fpiritual  pride,  and  conceitednefs»  for 
Vol.  III.  X  M^^ 
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*  you  to  be  thought  better  than  othersV  with  the  like 
fuggeftions,  on  purpofe  to  dagger  your  relblutiohs, 
and  weaken  your  faith.  Ah !  he  is  a  devil  itill>  a  liar, 
and  a  deftroyer :  look  not  to  him,  but  keep  to  Jcfus, 

"who  hath  called  you.  Keep  but  your  eye  to  him,  of 
whom  the  brazen  ferpent  in  the  wildernefs  was  a  figure, 
and  he  (hall  cure  you  of  all  difeafes,  of  all  wounds 
and  (tingings  of  ferpents  and  fcorpions,  &c.  that 
may  attend  you  in  the  wildernefs-travel,  which  is  the 
hour  of  your  temptation.  God  is  exalting  him,  in 
you,  2i  Saviour  I  there  is  he  manifeftedj  viz.  "  to  dc- 
**  ftroy  fin."  Yea,  **  ftrongcr  is  he  that  is  in  you, 
**  than  he  that  is  in  the  world  :*'  he  is  able  to  bind 
the  llrong  man,  and  cad  him  out;  do  but  believe 
truly  in  him,  and  cleave  to  him.  Remember  there 
were  evil  fpies  of  old,  thofe  that  brought  falfe  inteUi" 
gencij  that  Canaan  was  a  pleafant  land,  but  the  waj 
impajfabhi  but  the  faithful  entered  and  inherited. 
Keep  therefore  in  the  righteous  life  of  Jefus,  and 
walk  in  his  holy  light,  and  you  (hall  be  preferved, 
through  all  exercifes  and  difficulties,  unto  the  eternal 
Canaan,  the  land  of  reft.  Neither  wonder  at  thcfc 
things,  that  temptations  attend  you,  or  that  the  Lord 
trieth  and  proveth  you ;  it  is  the  way  pf  all  that  art 
gone  to  God;  for  even  Jesus  was  tempted  and  tried, 
and  is  therefore  become  our  captain,  *^  becaufe  he 
•^  overcame/'  Neither  be  ye  cafl  down,  becaufe  the 
Lord  fometimes  feemeth  to  hide  his  face  from  you, 
that  you  feel  not  always  that  joy  and  refre(hment  that 
you  fometimes  enjoy.  I  know  what  work  the  enemy 
makt-ch  of  thefe  withdrawings  of  the  Lord,  Perhaps 
he  will  infinuate,  '  That  God  hath  deferted  you  in  his 

*  difpleafure ;  that  you  muft  never  expedt  to  fee  hitn ; 

*  that  he  will  never  come  again :'  and  by  thefe,  and 
the  like  ftratagems,  he  will  endeavour  to  fliake  your 
faith  and  hope,  and  diftraft  you  with  fear^  and  to 
beget  great  jealoufies  and  doubts  in  you ;  and  by 
impatience  and  mfidelity,  fruftrate  your  good  bq^h- 
nings.  But  though  David  faid  of  old,  in  thediitfefs 
of  his  fouly  <«  One  day  fliall  I  fall  by  the  han^  of 

«  Saul/'. 
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f*  Saul,"  yet  he  overcame  him,  and  had  the  crown. 
yca>  the  Lord  Jefus  himfelf  cried  out  in  the  agony  of 
the  crofs,  "  My  God,  my  God,  why  haft  thou  forfaken 
"  mer*    Neverthelefs  he   glorioufly  triumphed  over 
all,  and  led  captivity  captive,  for  the  joy  that  was  fet 
before  him :  which  joy  is  before  you ;  it  is  the  mark 
of  the  price  of  your  great  and  holy  calling.     Where- 
fore faint  not,  neither  murmur,  if  your  (piritual  Mo- 
fcs  feems  to  withdraw  a  while  from  you.     Do  not  you 
..inake  images  in  his  abfence,  neither  wax  wanton ;  but 
poflefs  your  fouls  in  holy  fear  and  patience,  waiting  with 
.holy  reverence  and  diligence  for  his  appearance,  who 
-1?  .your  vidorious  leader. 
.  All  thefe  things  are  for  your  good,  that  proud  flelh 
m^y  be  debafed,  and  that  the  foul  may  be  redeemed. 
Wherefore  bear  the  hand  of  the  Lord ;  whom  he  lo- 
.  ycth,  he  chafteneth ;  his  anger  lafteth  not  for  ever,  but 
hfis  mercies  endure  for  ever.      Shrink  not  from  the 
Lpure  operations  of  his  holy  word ;  let  it  divide  afun- 
dcr  between  the  foul  and  fpirit,  the  joints  and  mar- 
row in  youi  fufFer  your  right  hands  to  be  cut  off,  and 
lyQur  right,  eyes  to  be  plucked  out,  that  do  offend  -,  let 
^c  the  pain  fcare  you.     O  bear  the  pure  fearchings  of 
^^s  ,hcavenly  word !  yea,  if  your  minds  be  ftayed  in 
jtj^  you  will  find  it  to  be  a  word  of  patience,  which 
.i^iU  keep  you ;  for  all  virtue  is  in   it.     Keep  in  it, 
^d.  .be  ftill,     '  It  is  good,'  faid  one  of  old,  '  that 
'  *,  a  rnan  fliould  both  hope,  and  quietly  wait,  for  the 
\i  i^vation  of  God.     Yea,  it  is  good  for  a  man  that 
^r-hp  pear  the  yoke  in  his  youth,  (this  is  your  youth) 
.,*,^djfuch  an  one  fitteth  alone,  and  keepeth  filence, 
*j^*.: t^c^ufe  he  h^th  borne  it  upon  him/    Ah!  bleflcd 
-e,,tl}e^  that  bear  this  holy  yoke,  who  are  come  to 
H^s  licence,  who  die  daily  j  that  not  fbey^  but  Chrijiy 
jjpfi^y  iivQ;  and  rule  in  them;  therefore  hear  him,  and 
^tak^  up  his  crofs,  and  follow  him.     Follow  him,  keep 
J)im  company  i  he  hath  beaten  the  path,  and  trod  the 
yay^:  ftart  not  afide  at  his  cup,  neither  fhun  his  bap- 
^(pq ;  go  with  him  to  Cisiaphas,  to  Pilate,  and  to  the 
groijii  die,  widi  hiin  to  the  world,  and  you  ih^l  rife 
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with  him  unto  life  eternal.  Honour,  glwy>  and  iiA- 
mortality  arc  at  the  end  of  this  holy  race !  O  that  you 
may  run  it  with  chearfulnefs  and  perfererance ! 

But  this  is  not  the  utmoft  ftratagem  of  the  enemy; 
he  hath  yet  a  more  plaufible^  and  a  more  dangerous 
device,  wherewith  to  deftroy  the  holy  fenfe  that  God 
hath  quickened,  where  he  feeth  thefe  temptations  rc- 
fifted,  and  that  he  cannot  hinder  a  religious  work  in 
the  foul,  by  any  of  his  baits  taken  from  the  things 
that  are  feen ;  and  that  is,  his  drawing  you  into  mm- 
ginations  of  God^  and  Cbrifty  and  religion ;  and  into  re- 
ligious duties,'  not  in  God's  way  or  time ;  nor  with 
Chrift's  Spirit.  Here  he  is  transformed  into  the  ap- 
pearance of  an  angel  of  light,  and  would  feem  relipous 
now,  a  Joints  yea,  a  leader  into  religion^  fo  that  he  may 
but  keep  him  out  of  iiis  office,  whofe  right  it  is  to  teach, 
prepare,  enable,  and  lead  his  children  with  his  holy 
power  and  fpirit.  Yea,  if  he  can  but  keep  the  crea- 
ture's will  alive,  he  knoweth  there  is  a  ground  for  him 
to  work  upon ;  a  place  that  he  can  enter,  and  in  which 
his  feed  will  grow.  If  this  will  of  man  be  flanding, 
he  knoweth  that  the  will  of  God  cannot  be  done  od 
earth,  as  it  is  done  in  heaven.  O  this  will  is  God's 
cncmv,  yea,  the  foul's  enemy;  and  all  wiU-worfnp 
arifetn  hence :  yea,  it  is  the  offspring  of  the  ferpenr, 
and  of  the  will  of  man  \  and  it  can  never  pleafe  God. 
Let  all  beware  of  this  s  God  is  a  Spirit ^  and  he  vrill 
be  worfhipped  in  his  own  fpirit,  in  his  own  life.  The 
worihip  of  God  (tandeth  in  the  will  of  God;  and  is 
not  brought  forth  of  the  will  of  the  fiejb^  or  of  the 
will  of  man.  Remember  that  the  word  came  not  to 
EfaUy  the  /f/?-birth,  the  huntery  that  ftayed  not  at 
home\  but  lo^acobj  the  plain  man,  he  that  dwelt  in 
tents :  to  him  came  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  dwtlt 
in  a  ftill  and  quiet  habitation.  For  in  the  tme  JBMti 
is  God's  word  heard,  into  which  the  huntmg 
Efauy  the  J&;^-birth,  can  never  come.  Ito*^' 
Jiand  ftill,  and  therefore  it  can  mcftlt'fet^ 
of  God.  Againfl  this  nature  w 
€ch^  chat  inherits  the  birtfi 
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(thcvugh  now  a  worm)  to  wrefUe  and  prevail.  The 
worm  Jacobf  is  Ifra£l  a  prince^  to  whom  belong  the 
ftatutes  and  the  ordinances.  *'  The  word  came  to  Ja- 
^^  cob,  and  the  ftatutes  to  Ifrael :"  here  is  dominion, 
government^  exaltation :  this  is  the  lot  of  worm  Ja- 
cob. Wait,  therefore,  '  till  the  angel  move  upon  the 
^  waters,'  before  yoii  ftep  one  ftep.  Are  ye  followers 
of  the  Lamb,  that  hath  vifited  you,  the  captain  of 
your  falvation?  Run  not  in  your  own  wills;  wait  for 
ois  word  of  command,  do  nothing  of  your  own  heads 
and  contrivings,  yet  do  all  with  diligence  that  he  re- 
quireth.  Remember  what  became  of  them  of  old, 
tnat  offered  fal/e  fire  j  O  ftay  till  a  coal  from  his  holy 
altar  touch  your  hearts  and  your  lips !  Jefus  told  his 
mother  at  the  marriage  in  Cana  in  Galilee,  ''  His  hour 
^  was  not  yet  come  :'*  he  rejcdted  the  will  in  her,  and 
Aud,  till  his  time  was  come;  that  is,  his  Father^ 
time,  ^^  in  whofe  hands  are  the  times  and  feafons;'* 
;whofe  will  he  came  to  do,  and  not  his  own;  leaving 
:  us  therein  a  bleifed  example,  that  we  (hould  alfo  fol-* 
low  his  fteps ;  that  is,  not  to  attempt  to  perform  even 
,  things  of  God  in  our  own  wills,  nor  out  of  Goi%  fea^ 
.  fim  and  time,  which  is  the^beft:  for  in  his  feafons 
lie  is  with  US;  but  in  our  own  feafons  and  wills  he 
withdrawtth  himfelf  from  us.  And  this  is  the  caufe 
•that  the  nation's  worfhippers  have  little  fenfe  of  God 
;  \sk  their  hearts,  and  that  their  priefts  cry  out  againft 
Jaward  fenfe;  left  the  people  fliould  go  altme^  and  come 
to  a  more  acceptable  worfhip.  « 

My  dear  friends,  as  you  would  enjoy  God's  prefence, 

love,  and  life,  and  be  acceptable  with  him,  wait  in 

.  his  holy  light  and  fpirit,  that  hath  vifited  you,  againft 

thefe  ftratagems  of  Satan,  and  wake  not  your  beloved 

before  his  time :  watch  againft  the  will^  that  inftru^ 

ment  of  Satan,  and  enemy  of  God's  ^lory,  and  your 

'^owin  comfort.    Let  it  be  bridled,  fubje£ted,  and  kept 

y  luider  Chrift's  yoke,   yea,  fubdued,  that  the  will  of 

,God  may  be  done  in  you  and  by  you,  which  brinffeth 

if^Vf.,  to  the  Lord,   and  eternal  peace  to  the  foul. 

■Ooefigh^  rightly  begotten,  outweigheth  a  whole  vo- 
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lumc  oi Jelf^nuide  prayers:  for  that  which  is  born  of 
fleih,  isfiefb^  and  reacheth  not  to  God's  kingdom,  he 
regardeih  it  not ;  and  all  that  is  not  born  of  the  Spi- 
rit \^flejb.     But  a  Jigby  or  a  groattj  arifing  from  a  liv- 
\n%jenje  of  God's  work  in  the  heart,  it  pierceth  the 
doudsy  it  entereth  the  heavens ;  yea,  the  living  God 
heareth  it,  his  regard  is  to  it,  and  his  Spirit  helpeth 
the  infirmity.     He  loveth  that  which   is  of  himfclf, 
and  hath  care  over  it,  though  as  poor  as  worm  Jacob. 
!f  For  the  cries  of  the  poor,  and  the  fighings  of  the 
•*  needy  will  I  arife,"  faith  the  Lord:  the  poor  in  jpi- 
rit^   that  have  parted  with   all^    that  they  may  win 
Chrift;  that  need  bim  only,  and  feck  him  above  all; 
who  have  no  helper  in  the  earth,  but  have  denied  all 
earthly  helps,   that  he  might  bring  and  work  their 
falvation  for  them.     And  as  you  are  not  to  run  in 
your  own  wills,  nor  to  offer  up  facrificcs  of  your  own 
preparing,  fo  have  a  care  how  you  touch  with  thofe 
chat  do;  how  you  bow  to  their  wills,  and  join  with 
their  facrifices.     For  all  thefe  things  greatly  help  to 
cxtinguifh  the  divine  fenfe  begotten  in  your  hearts  by 
the  word  of  life.     And  as  you  are  faithful  to  the  light 
and  fpirit  of  Chrift,  which  giveth  you  to.  difcem  and 
relifli  between  that  which  ftandeth  in  your  own  will, 
and  the  will  and  motion  of  the  Spirit  of  God  in  your- 
felves;  fo  will  you,  by   the  fame  light,  difcern  and 
favour  between  that  which  proceeds  from  the  will  of 
man,  and  the  will  and  motions  of  the  Spirit  of  God 
in  others ;  and  accordingly  either  to  have,  or  not  to 
have,  fcllowftiip  with  them :  for  what  hath  ligbt  to  do 
with  darknefs?  Or  what  hath  fpirit  to  do  with  flejh? 
Or  what  hath  life  to  do  with  death  ?  "  For  the  grave 
«*  cannot  praife  thee,  O  Lord ;  death  cannot  celebrate 
^«  thee :  they  that  go  down  into  the  pit  cannot  hope 
♦<  for  thy  truth.     The   living,    the  living,    he  (hall 
*•  praife  thee,  as  doth  my  foul  this  day."     This  w^s 
the  teftimony  of  the  blefled  prophet  Ifaiah,    and  it 
ftandeth  true  for  ever:    according  to  the   prophet, 
<<  Thou  haft  ordained  peace    for  us,  for  tjnou  haft 

^^  wrought  all  our  works  in  us/' 

Where- 
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Wherefore  I  exhort  you,  in  the  (pirit  of  truth,  and 
in  the  counfel  of  the  God  of  Truth,  keep  in  the  di- 
vine fenfe  and  watch,  if  you  would  endure  to  the  end 
in  the  will  of  God,  And  I  fay  again.  Touch  not  with 
man-made  minifters,  nor  man-made  worftiips,  let  their 
words  be  never  fo  true:  it  is  but  man,  it  is  but  flejb, 
it  is  but  the  will;  and  it  (hall  have  no  acceptance  with 
God :  O  this  is  the  golclen  cup  of  the  whore  that  is 
gone  from  the  leadings  of  the  Spirit,  with  which  the 
nations  are  defiled :  have  nothing  to  do  with  it.  Keep 
to  Chrift  Jefus,  God's  great  light ;  follow  him,  as  he 
ihineth  in  your  hearts,  and  ye  will  not  walk  in  dark« 
nefs,  but  have  the  light  of  life  :  not  of  death  to  con-* 
demnation,  as  in  the  world ;  but  unto  life,  which  is 
juftification  and  peace.  And  remember  that  nothing 
bringeth  /c  Chrift,  that  cometh  not  from  Chrift.  Where- 
fore all  miniftry  that  cometh  not  from  Chrift,  God's 
freat  Prophet  and  High  Prieft  to  all  true-born  Chri* 
iians,  cannot  bring  people  io  Chrift.  Man  only  ga* 
thereth  to  man,  to  hear  and  believe  in  man,  and  de- 
pend on  man :  and  if  the  church  of  Corinth  fought  a 
proof  of  Chrift's  fpeaking  in  Paul,  that  had  bcgottcrt 
them,  and  had  wrought  the  figns  and  works  of  an 
apoftle  in  them ;  how  much  more  reafon  have  you  to 
demand  a  proof  of  Chrijl'%  fpeaking  in  the  pricfts  and 
minifters  of  this  world,  who  have  not  wrought  the 
£gns  and  works  of  the  apoftles  or  true  minifters?  And 
by  what  fliould  you  try  them,  but  by  the  light  and 
Jpirit  of  Christ  in  you  ?  Yea,  it  is  Chrift  Jefus  in  you, 
that  giveth  you  to  favour  if  others  fpcak  from  Chrift 
in  them.  Arid  this  the  apoftle  rcfcrreth  the  Corinth- 
ians to,  for  a  proof  of  Chrift's  fpeaking  in  him :  for 
nothing  leadeth  to  God,  but  that  which  came  from 
God,  even  Chrift  Jefus  the  Son  of  God.  O  let  him 
be  your  vine,  and  know  him  to  be  your  fig-tree ;  fit 
iinder  his  holy  teachings,  whofe  dodrine  fliall  drop  as 
myrrh  upon  your  fouls:  he  will  feed  you  with  the 
bread  of  God,  that  cometh  from  heaven,  that  feedeth 
;^nd  leadeth  them  thither  that  feed  upon  it :  and  he  is 
;hat  bre^.

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Therefore  waie  and  watch  unto  his  datljrjraad  Jiomly 
yifitations  to  your  fouls^  and  againft  a))  the  tpprddcbes 
of.  the  enemy,  that  fo  he  may  not  take  you  at  voi- 
wares  j.  but  that  you  may  be  preferved  from  the  power 
of  his  darts,  and  the  force  ot  his  temptations,  by  the 
holy  armour  of  light,  the  defence  of  the  faithful  an- 
cients :  '^  If  you  be  willing  and  obedient,  you  ihall 
•*  eat  the  good  of  the  land."  Now  is  your  day,  now 
is  your  time ;  work  while  the  light  is  wiib  you  ;  for 
the  night  cometh,  in  which  none  can  work.  Not  only 
the  night  of  eternal  darknefs  to  the  wicked ;  but  the 
night  of  death  unto  all :  for  in  the  grave  there  is  no 
repentance,  neither  can  any  man  there  work  the  works 
of  God.  You  know  the  foundation:  is  he  ekS?  Is 
he  precious  to  you  ?  Have  ye  cbo/en  him  ?  Yea,  I  am 
fatisfied  you  have:  fee  what  you  build  upon  him. 
Have  a  care  of  hay,  Jiraw,  znd  JiuHle!  Have  a  care 
of  your  own  wills  and  fpirits!  Labour  not  for  the 
bread  that  perijheth,  as  all  the  bread  of  man^^  making 
doth:  but  labour  you,  in  the  light  and  ftrength  of 
the  Lord,  for  the  bread  that  never  perilheth,  that 
bread  that  cometh  from  heaven,  that  nourifheth  the 
foul  in  that  life  that  is  heavenly,  that  is  *'  hid  with 
«  Chrift  in  God,"  the  Root  and  Father  of  life ;  that 
of  this  fountain  you  may  drink,  that  is  clear  and  pure, 
that  cometh  from  the  throne  of  God,  and  of  the 
liamb,  and  not  of  the  muddy  puddle  of  man's  inven* 
tion.  There  is  a  bread  that  periflieth,  and  there  is  a 
drink  that  periflieth ;  and  wo  to  them  that  feed  there- 
on, for  their  fouls  fliall  perifli  alfo,  if  they  repent  not. 
JBut  there  is  a  bread  that  never  periflieth  j  and  there  is 
a  fountain  that  ipringeth  up  unto  eternal  life,  and 
blefled  are  they  that  teed  and  drink  thcfreof,  for  they 
(hall  have  eternal  life  with  God.  This  is  that  which 
only  fatisfieth  what  is  born  of  God;  it  will  feed  on  no 
other  bread,  nor  drink  of  no  other  water.  I  cannot 
but  warn  you  all,  that  are  come  to  the  Lord's  day^  that 
you  ceafe  from  all  other  food,  from  man  and  man's 
will  and  invention ;  for  that  ftifleth  the  divine  fenfeir 
that  Qverlayeth  and  killeth  this  heavenly  birth.   There . 

arc 
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jie  irio  'graphs  to  be  gathered  of  thorns^  nor  figs  of 
.tUftlcs  ? :  keep  to  your  own  vine  and  fig-tree>  Cbrift 
Jcfias*;  &t  under  him,  that  you  may  eat  of  his  fruit, 
w'hich  is  the  fruit  of  life,  "  the  hidden  manna  ;'*  hid 
from  the  nature  and  fpirit  of  this  world,  a  myfterjr 
thereunto.  Two  things  confider:  Firft,  you  muft 
wait  till  the  manna  cometh ;  and  then  you  are  not  to 
be  idle ;  you  are  to  work :  and  next,  as  it  daily  com* 
etfa,  fo  it  muft  be  daily  gathered  and  fed  upon :  for 
the  manna  that  was  gathered  yefterday,  will  not  be 
food  for  to-day;  it  will  not  keep  for  that  ufe.  And 
as  it  was  outwardly,  fo  it  is  inwardly.  Time  paft  is 
none  of  thine:  it  is  not  what  thou  waft,  but  what  thou 
art :  God  will  be  daily  looked  unto.  Didft  thou  eat 
yefterday?  That  feedeth  thee  not  to-day:  therefore 
Jefus  taught  his  difciples,  and  us  in  them,  to  pray  for 
our  Jaify  bread ;  for  the  frefent  fuftenance,  and  to  look 
90  farther^  but  depend  upon  the  Lordy  and  live  i^ 
faith  in  him,  that  raifed  up  Jefus  from  the  dead ;  fo 
that  the  time  to  come  is  no  more  ours,  than  the  time 
jpy^  can  be  recalled. 

Wherefore, .  **  Bleflcd  are  they  that  fear  the  Lord, 
^'  and  confide  in  him,  they  fhall  never  be  confounded: 
«*  they  (hall  lack  no  good  thing;  for  the  Lord  loveth 
^^  Ifrael,  he  is  good  unto  Ifrael^  and  all  that  are  of  an 
**  upright  heart;"  whofe  hearts  look  up  to  heaven, 
and  not  down  to  the  earth;  neither  love,  nor  live  in, 
the  vain  lufts  of  the  world  :  fuch  fhall  <<  abide  in  his 
<*  holy  tabernacle,  fuch  Ihall  dwell  in  his  holy  hill/* 
even  they  that  ^'  walk  uprightly,  that  work  righteouf* 
^<  nefs,  and  fpeak  the  truth  in  their  hearts;  in  whole 
^^  fight  a  vile  perfon  is  contemned,  but  who  honour 
"  them  that  fear  the  Lord." 

O  my  dear  friends,  I  know  experimentallyjj  that  this 
IS  hard  to  flefii  and  blood ;  that  which  is  born  of  the 
oorraptible  feed;  but  that  can  never  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God :  that  muft  be  crucified  by  Chrift, 
that  hath  crucified  Chrift :  '^  blood  requireth  blood." 
WlierefoFe  give  that  which  is  for  the  famine,  to  the 
fimim:  for  the  ^,  to  the^^;  and  for  this /word,  to 

\3w^ 
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the  fword.  Let  all  the  finful  lufts  be  famiihed ;  let 
the  ftubble  be  burnt,  and  the  corrupt,  yea^  and  the. 
fruitlefs  tree,  that  cumbereth  the  ground,  be  ^'  cut 
*'  down,  and  caft  into  the  fire."  Let  the  work  of 
the  Lord  be  done  in  you  s  let  him  purge  his  floor, 
and  that  thoroughly ;  that  you  may  come  out  as  pure 
as  gold  feven  times  tried,  fitted  for  his  ufe  that  hath 
chofen  you;  that  you  may  bear  his  mark,  and  wear 
his  infcription,  ''  Holinefs  to  the  Lord;"  fo  you  will 
be  veflels  of  honour  in  his  houfe.  Therefore  I  fay^ 
let  your  houfes  be  fwept  by  the  judgment  of  the 
Lord,  and  the  little  leaven  of  the  kingdom  leaveo 
you  in  body,  foul,  and  fpirit,  that  holy  temples  you 
may  be  to  his  glory.  This,  I  know,  is  your  defire, 
that  are  on  your  travel  to  this  blefled  enjoyment. 

"Well,  you  believe  in  God  i  believe  alfo  in  Chrift, 
the  light  that  hath  vifited  you :  and  if  you  truly  be^*^ 
lieve,  you  will  not  make  hafte :  you  will  not  make 
bafte  out  of  the  hour  of  judgment;  you  will  day  ;fhe 
time  of  your  trial  and  cleanfing,  that  you  may  be,  as 
I  faid,  as  pure  as  gold  feven  times  tried ;  and  fo  re- 
ceive the  Lord's  mark  and  (lamp,  his  image  and  ap- 
probation ;  that  you  may  be  his  throughout,  in  body, 
foul,  and  fpirit;  fealed  to  him  in  an  eternal  covenant. 

Dear  friends,  gird  up  the  loins  of  your  minds, 
watch  and  hope  to  the  end;  be  not  flothful,  neither 
ftrive ;  defpond  not,  nor  be  prcfumptuous :  be  as  tittU 
children^  "  for  of  fuch  is  the  kingdom  of  God."  Dif- 
pute  not,  neither  confult  with  flefti  sjnd  blood:  let 
not  the  prudence  of  this  world  draw  you  from  the 
fimplicity  that  is  in  Chrift  Jefus.  Love  and  obey  the 
truth ;  hide  his  living  word  in  your  hearts ;  though  it 
be  as  an  hammer,  a  fire,  a  fword,  yet  it  reconcUeth, 
and  bringeth  you  to  God,  and  will  be  fweeter  to  you 
that  love  it,  than  is  the  honey,  and  the  honey^comb. 
Fear  not,  but  bear  the  cross,  yea,  without  the  campi 
the  camp  of  this  world's  lufts,  glory,  and  falfe  wor- 
0iips.  JBut  this  know,  when  the  enemy  cannot  pi:(^ 
vail  by  any  of  thefe  ftratagems,  if  you  relift  biin  as 
««  the  god  of  this  world's  glory,  x\t  prince  of  ^e^^j 

^'  and) 
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«*'ind''thfefalfe>^ prophet;"  then  he  turncth  dragoni 
then  ^t"  del  are  th  open  war;  then  you  are  hereticks, 
firiaticks^^enthufiafts,  feducers,  blafphemers,  unworthy 
ttf  liyte  upon  the  earth.  But  in  all  thefe  things  "  re- 
*'  joice-j  and  be  exceeding  glad,  for  great  (hall  be 
**  your  reward  in  the  kingdom  of  the  Father."  What 
if  youh  parents  Yife  up  againft  youj  if  your  brethren 
betray  you;  if  your  companions  defert  and  deride 
you?  If  you  become  the  fong  of  the  drunkard,  and 
the  fcorn  and  merriment  of  the  vile  perfon?  Yea, 
though  the  powers  of  the  earth  fhould  combine  td 
devour  you,  let  not  your  hearts  be  troubled.     *  Shun 

*  not  the  crofs,  but  defpife  the  (hame,  and  caft  your 

*  care  upon  the  Lord,  who  will  be  afflifted  with  you 
^  in  all  your  affliftions:  in  the  fire  he  will  be  with 
^  you,  and  in  the  water  he  will  not  forfake  you/  O 
let  your  eye  be  to  him,  whofe  name  is  as  a  ftrong 
tower,  the  fanftuary  of  the  righteous  in  all  ages; 
that  you  may  be  able  to  fay  in  your  hearts,  with  David 
of  old,  ^*  The  Lord  is  my  light  and  my  falvation^  • 
?*  whom  (hall  I  fear  ?  The  Lord  is  the  fl:rength  of  my 
i^  life,  of  whom  (hall  I  be  afraid  ?  Though  an  hoft 
%^  ihould  encamp  againfl:  me,  my  heart  (hall  not  fear; 
f^  though  war  (hould  rife  againft  me,  in  this  will  I 
f*  be  confident.  One  thing  have  I  defired  of  the  Lord, 
**  that  will  I  feek  after,  that  I  may  dwell  in  the  houfe 
^  of  the  Lord  all  the  days  of  my  life,  to  behold  the 
**  beauty  of  the  Lord,  and  to  enquire  in  his  temple. 
**  For  in  the  time  of  trouble  he  (hall  hide  me  in  his 
**  pavilion,  he  (hall  fet  me  upon  a  rock.  When  my 
^  lather  and  my  mother  forfake  me,  then  the  Lord 
<^  will  take  me  up.  I  had  fainted,  unlefs  I  had  be- 
*^  lieved  to  fee  the  goodnefs  of  the  Lord  in  the  land 
**  of  the  living.  Wait  on  the  Lord,  be  of  good 
<^  courage;  and  he  fhall  ftrengthen  thine  heart.  Wait^ 
«^  I  fay,  on  the  Lord." 

-  O  my  dear  friends^  let  it  be  your  daily  and  hourljr 
Wbnk  to  wait  upon  God.  How  often  does  David  fnezk 
of  waitifig  nftm  God!  He  felt  the  fweetnefs  ot  it: 
^erefore  retire  into  your  holy  chamber:  be  ftillj  and 
^  >^^ 
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the.  Lord  will  fpeak  comfortably  unto  you.  Bleflcd 
are  they  that  wait  upon  him ;  whofe  expedations  are 
only  from  bim.  ^^  For  though  the  youth  (hall  faint 
*^  and  be  weary,  and  the  young  men  (hall  utterly  fail, 
*'  they  that  wait  upon  the  Lord  (hall  renew  their 
'^  (Irength ;  they  (hall  mount  up  with  wings  as  eagles, 
*^  they  (hall  run  and  not  be  weary,  they  (hall  walk 
**  and  not  faint.  I  waited,"  faid  David,  "  patiently 
^'  for  the  Lord,  and  he  inclined  unto  me,  and  heard 
*'  my  cry."  And  this  was  his  teftimony,  "  Behold, 
•*  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon  them  that  fear  him,  to 
^'  deliver  their  foul  from  death,  and  to  keep  them 
<^  alive  in  famine :  for  the  Lord  is  nigh  unto  them 
^^  that  are  of  a  broken  heart,  and  faveth  fuch  as  be  of 
^'  a  contrite  fpirit :"  David  knew  it,  therefore  he  could 
fpeak  it. 

O  my  dear  friends,  who  are  compa(red  about  with 
many  tribulations  $  the  Lord  God,  your  ftaflT  and  . 
firength,  is  near  you  to  fuftain  you.  Have  ye  borne 
the  holy  reproach  of  Jefus,  and  defpifed  the  fiiame  of 
his  crofs,  and  did  he  ever  defert  you  ?  Be  not  caft 
down,  though  to  the  eye  of  reafon  there  feemeth  none 
to  he]p,  no,  not  one  to  fave :  though  enemies  witbhh 
and  enemies  without,  encamp  themfelves  about  you; 
though  Pharoah  and  his  hoft  purfue  you,,  and  great 
difficulties  be  on  each  hand  or  you,  and  the  difmal 
Red  Sea  be  before  you,  ftand  Jiill;  make  no  bargains 
for  yourfelves ;  let  all  fle(h  be  Jilent  before  the  Lord  ; 
and  *'  His  arm  (hall  bring  you  Jahation.**  Yea,  when 
you  are  ready  to  go  down  into  the  pit,  that  your 
throat  is  dry  with  crying,  and  your  eyes  fcem  to  fail 
with  waiting,  '^  his  falvacion  (hall  fpring  as  the  morn- 
^^  ing  I  becaufe  his  mercies  are  to  all  generations,  and 
<^  that  the  feed  of  Jacob  never  fought  his  face  in  vain. 
*^  The  poor  man  crieth,"  faith  David;  what  poor 
man  was  this  ?

^'  man  cried,  and  the  Lord  heard  him,  and  laved  him 
<<  out  of  all  his  troubles."    <<  Our  (puis,''  faid«tiie 
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Wgihtebus  of  old,   ^  waited  for  the  Lord^  for  he  ik 

^  our  hcks  and  oor  fliicld  for  CFcr." 

'  •"•  Whwetore,  my  dear  frwtdSj   be  not  yoo  difcom^ 

AMTtedy  for  there  is  no  wew  thing  happened  unto  you : 

it   is  the  ancient  path  of  the  righteous:   ^  For  thy 

^  fake,"  fays  David,  ^'  have  I  borne  reproach  $  I  am 

*^  become  a  ftranger  to  my  brethren,   and   an  alien 

^^  unto  my  mother's  children.     When  I  wept,   and 

^*  chaftened  my  foul  with  failing,  that  was  to  my  re- 

^  proach.     I  made  fackcloth  alio  my  garment,  and  I 

^  became  a  proverb   to  them:  they   that  fit  in  the 

^*  gate,  fpeak  againft  me ;  and  I  was  the  fong  of  the 

**  drunkards.     Save  me,  O  God,    for  the  waters  are 

'^  come  in  unto  my  foul:   and  the  water-floods  are 

•«  ready  to  fwallow  me  up.  They  pcrfccute  him  whom

retired  converfation  a  by  word  f  Yea,  when  the  Lord 

liath  wounded,  have  not  they  alfo  grieved  ?  And  when 

the  Lord  hath  fmitten  you,   have  not  they  mocked?

and  preferver  of  Shadrach,  Mefhach,  and  Abednego, 

that  refufed  to  obey  the  king's  command  againft  the 

commandment  of  God:  they  would  not  bow  to  his 

image  I  but  rather  cbofe  the  fiery  furnace^   than  to 

commit  idolatry,  or  bow  to  another  thing,  than  to 

Che  Uring  God.     ^*  Did  not  we  caft  three  nnen  into 

W'thc  midil  of  the  fire?*^'faid  Nebuchadnezzar:  •'  lo 

^  I  fee  four  men  loofe,  walking  in  the  midft  of  the 

'^«  fiite^  rad  they  kaye  no  hurt:  and  the  form  of  the 
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<<  fourth  is  like  the  Son  of  God."  O  013^  fnendsi:  the 
fire  obeyeth  him^  as  well  as  the  winds  and  leas  :'^1 
power  is  given  to  the  Son  of  God,  who  is  igiven  to 
you  for  your  falvation.  Well  i  Shadrach,  Mejhach, 
and  AbednegOy  the  king  calleth  out  of  the  fire^  and 
they  have  no  barm;  though  the  mighty  men  that  caft 
them  into  the  fiery  furnace  were  conjumcd.  The  God 
of  Shadrach,  Mefliach,  and  Abednego,  is  magnified 
by  the  king's  decree;  and  Shadrach,  Mefliach,  and 
Abednego,  are  by  the  king  highly  preferred.  Here  is 
the  end  of  faithtulnefs ;  here  is  the  blefling  of  perfe^ 
verance :  God  will  bring  honour  to  his  name^  through 
the  patience  and  integrity  of  his  people. 

Aiid  it  was  this  Son  of  God  that  preferved  Daniel 
in  the  lion's  den ;  it  was  his  voice,  that  David  (aid, 
<*  divideth  the  flames  of  fire;  he  rideth  upon  the  winds, 
**  he  litteth  upon  the  floods.  The  voice  of  the  Lord 
<*  is  powerful ;  the  voice  of  the  Lord  is  full  of  ma- 
**  jefly :  they  that  trufl  in  him  Ihall  never  be  con- 
V  founded.  Bleifed  are  they  whofe  God  is  the  Lord: 
**  for  he  is  a  prefent  help  in  the  needful  time  of  trou- 
"  ble.  The  angel  of  the  Lord  encampeth  round 
^'  about  them  that  fear  him,  and  he  delivereth  them. 
*^  O  tafte,  and  fee,  that  the  Lord  is  good :  blefled  is 
tf  the  man  that  trufteth  in  him.  O  fear  the  Lord,  for 
"  there  is   no  want  to   them  that   fear  him.      The 

young  lions  ihall   lack,    and  the  old   lions  fuSer 

hunger ;  but  they  that  feek  the  Lord  ihall  not  want 
'^  any  good  thing.  Many  are  the  afflictions  of  the 
^*  righteous,  but  the  Lord  delivereth  them  out  ef 
'^  them  all;  for  the  Lord  redeemeth  the  fouls  of  his 
^^  (ervants,  and  none  of  them  that  trufl:  in  him  fhall 
*'  be  made  defolate." 

For  which  caufe,  my  dear  friends,  "  czSl  away  every 
^'  weight,  and  every  burden,  and  the  iin  that  doth  fo 
'*  eaiily  befet  you."  Neither  look  at  the  enemy's 
ftrength^  nor  at  your  own  weaknefs ;  but  look  unto 
Jesus,  the  bleifed  Author  of  your  convinceno^ent  and 
faith :  the  Mighty  One,  on  whom  God  hath  latd  heipi 
for  all  thofe  t^t  believe  in  his  naaiR»  receive  :httKc£^ 

timony. 
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simony,  aild  live  in  his  doctrine ;  who  faid  to  his  dear 
followers  of  old,  '^  Be  of  good  cheer,  I  have  ove*- 
"  come  tlie  world :  fear  not,  little  flock  j  it  is  your 
**  Father's  good  pleafure  to  give  you  the  kingdom: 
>*  and  they  that  endure  to  the  end  fhall  be  faved.  I 
^*  will  not  leave,  you  comfortlefs,*'  faid  he,  '^  I  will 
^'  come  to  you ;  he  that  is  with  you,  fhall  be  in  you/' 
This  was  the  hope  of  their  glory,  the  foundation  of 
their  building,  which  ftandeth  fure.  And  though  for- 
row  Cometh  over  night,  yet  joy  Ihall  come  in  the 
looming.  '*  Ye  Ihall  weep  and  lament,"  faid  Jeftis, 
**  but  the  world  fhall  rejoice ;  and  ye  fhall  be  forrow- 
**  ful,  but  your  forrow  fhall  be  turned  into  joy,  and 
**  their  rejoicing  into  howling.  And  lo  I  am  with 
**  you  to  the  end  of  the  world."  Be  ye  therefore  en- 
couraged in  the  holy  way  of  the  Lordi  wait  diligently 
for  his  daily  manifeflations  unto  your  fouls,  that  you 
may  be  ftrengthened  in  your  inward  man,  with  might 
and  power,  to  do  the  will  of  God  on  earth,  as  it  is 
done  in  heaven.  O  watch,  that  ye  enter  not  into 
temptation :  yea,  "  watch  unto  prayer,  that  ye  enter 
«*  not  into  temptation,  and  that  you  fall  not  by  the 
"  temptation."  Chrift  faid  to  Peter,  *'  Canfl  not 
*^  thou  watch  one  hour?"  Every  one  hath  an  hour 
of  temptation  to  go  through  j  and  this  is  the  hour  that 
every  one  is  to  watch.  Jefus,  the  captain  of  our  fal- 
vation,  was  under  great  temptations  5  **  he  was  fad 
*«  untp  death  i  he  did  fweat  drops  of  blood  j"  but  he 
watched f  he  prayed,  he  groaned,  yea,  he  cried  withjirong 
eries  y  hnt  through  fufFcring  overcame :  and  remember 
how  in  the  wildernefs  he  was  tempted,  but  the  angels 
of  the  Lord  miniflered  to  him.  So  they  that  follow 
him  in  the  way  of  the  tribulations  and  patience  of 
his  kingdom,  God's  angel  fhall  miniftcr  unto  them 
all :  yea,  he  will  keep  them  in  the  hour  of  tempta- 
tion :  he  will  carry  their  heads  above  the  waves,  and 
deliver  them  from  the  devouring  floods. 

Wherefore,  finally,  my  fr iends^  I  fay  unto  you,  m 
th&  name  of  the  Lord,  '*  Be  of  good  cheer  !**  Look 
ta  Jxsus^ftnd  fear  fK)C  man^  whofe  breath -is  m  his 
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noftrils;  but  be  valiant  for  the  truth  on  eardu  ^^  Love 
<<  not  your  lives  unto  the  death,  and  you  fliall  receive 
<*  a  crown  of  life  and  glory;"  which  the  God  of  the 
fathers,  the  God  of  the  prophets,  the  God  of  tbt 
aperies,  and  the  God  of  the  martyrs,  and  true  con's 
ieflbrs  of  Jefus ;  yea,  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  (hall  give  unto  all  thofe  that  keep  the 
pure  teftimony  of  his  Son  in  their  hearts,  and  patiently 
and  faithfully  endure  to  the  end« 

^*  Now  to  him  that  is  able  to  keep  you  from  faUiag^ 
«<  and  to  prefent  you  faultlefs  before  the  prefence 
««  of  his  glory  with  exceeding  joy ;  to  the  oitty 
<<  wife  God,  our  Saviour,  be  glory  and  majefty, 
<^  dominion  and  power,  both  now  and  even 
«  Amen."

Thefe  jfbUow  the  Lamb^  and  hear 
bi%  ypice>  aod  are  the  hoft  of  the  Lord,  in  this  oar 
^jj  who  fight,  through  their  holy  teftimony,.  under 
l\is  bwner^  againft  the  myftical  harlot,  the  falfe  pro> 
phet,  and  the  beail*  and,  behold,  they  fhall  obtain 
the  viftory :  for  he  that  is  in  them,  is  ftronger  than  he 
tb^  is  in  the  world,  that  fights  againft  them. 

,  Ajkd  though  this  be  a  great  myftery,  fo  it  is,  not-^ 
withftanding,  a  greater  truth  j.  to  wit,  that  Mo/es^  the 
icrvant,  is  externally  fairer  than  Christ;  yea,  the 
prophets  themfelvcs  fpake  as  fo  many  delightful  fing- 
ersj  and  like  thofe  that  play  upon  pleafant  inftruments 
of  n^ufick :  for  their  revelations,  vifipns,  and  glorious 
pifQphecies  of  the  latter  days,  and  of  the  times  of  the 
nfsw  covenant,  were,  as  one  of  them  faid  of  the  chil- 
df^en  of  that  generation,  "  like  a  pleafant  fong." 
{Ivi^  when  the  Son,  the  Subftancej  came,  it  was  without 
t)^autyj  without  ornament,  and  without  any  external 
exceUeacy^  which  is  to  fay,  no  formality,  no  obferva-. 
tiGQ$.  in  meats  and  drinks,  or  holy  days,  furplices^ 
ajitis|rs,  yeftments,  offerings,  &c.  Inftead  of  which,  a 
^ait  way  to  flefli  and  blood,  a  crofs  to  felf-love,  and 
^f-bofy  watch,  are  inftituted  and  recommended  by 
^i^^priplc,.  as  well  as  precept;  which  is  a  bitter  cup^^ 
Ofi.jjraught,  for  all  to  drink  that  will  go  to  glory: 
rn,W  muft  die  to  his  own  will,  inclinations,  imagina* 
tiQIiSb  and  fieihly  conceits:  he  muft  conftantly  wait 
:|p4  w:atch.  Now  his  own  worlhip  and  righteoufnefa 
ai^^.as  odious  to  him,  as  his  fin  and  unrighteoufnefs 
VQf^e  bpfore :  for  it  is  not  an  external  matter,  nor  an 
^l^rnal  running,  or  doing,  that  can  profit :  nor  is  it 
thfii;  which  pleafeth  the  bufy  brain,  and  the  nice  phan* 
t^y.  of  the  creature ;  becaufe  while  all  thofe  things 
h%Yp  be^n  ftroKing  the  mind  of  the  creature,  they 
l|a^yc.  been  warring  againft  the  foul :  but  it  is  a  fecrec 

"  ['^,  il  fccret  temple  i  a  fecret  fervice,    and  that  ia 

]'s  due  time  5  yea,  it  is  a  fecret  manna,  a  fecret 

fuppefj  which  cannot  be  underftood  by  the  vain  fefts 

<^  thi$  world.     And  Jefus  is  the  builder  of  this  ta- 

i; '  I  y  4  bcrnacle: 


tsmtcle:'  he  is  die  author  of  th]i'^ovi«ittnt»kbftr<r 

vice :  he  is  the  high  prieft  of  thi»  altii^'j-^Heieofitcldie 

his  gathered  thole  his  ancient  peojde^iuicl  :heiMinto 

he  gathers  the  nations  in  theie  our  days^  'Thfe^Mfe 

fays  "  Come;"  the  Stmt  fays  <*  Come,-"  and  Ife'ftjrs 

<<  Come/'  and  blefled  are  thofe  that  iome^  and  fee  Hdw 

good  he  is  to  thofe  that  love  and  fear  him:  for^all 

crowns  mufl:  be  laid  down  at  his  feet,  to  him  that  is 

meek  and  humble,  and  rides  upon  an  afs«  and  updn  the 

foal  of  an  afs>  the  mod  contemptible  of  all  beafts;  fince 

God  has  concluded  that  he  ihould  be  glorified,  and  that 

hofanna  and  glory  belongs  to  him  for  ever.     He  ihall 

humble  the  proud,  and  exalt  the  humble;  yea,  he  Ihdl 

lay  the  mountains  low,  and  exalt  the  vallies ;  to  wit, 

thie  poor  in  fpirit,  to  whom  the  kingdom  of  God  belongs. 

And   therefore  do  not  think  yourfelves  rich,  like

V  dom  of  God."      But  come  to  the  feed  of  God, 

fown  in  all  your  hearts,  for  therein  muft  "  all  the  na-

forfake  all  vifible  things,  bow  down  before  it,  cleare 

to  it  with  your  whole  hearts,  and  learn  thereof  i  for  it 

is  incorruptible ;  that  you  may  thereby  be  inftruAed, 

and  born  again-,   that  you  may  be  as  lH$le  cbildrh, 

who  do  not  argue  with  their  Father,  but  love,  beliere,

^iflnnumib^GodiB jprefehct  nd 4tih  f^adl  boaft* 
oiniMEgDfrfends«^ili(quiet-not  youifdves  to  comprehend 
^yiiittd^thing&3;  for  tlicy  that  do  fo,  are  of  the  fle(h: 
^teit  %;ait  in  iliUnefs,  upon  the  God  of  all  the  families 
aB-tivt  barth>  and  then  fhall  you  have  a  true  feeling 
iiof  him,. arid  o(  that  which  feeds  the  foul,  and  give$ 
the  favtng  knowledge,  viz.  that  knowledge  which  is 
csrerhrfking :  this  knowledge  remains,  and  ftands  fall ; 
'^lik'ewife  peace,  and  everlafting  affurance,  goes  along 
w'ithit.      ; 

:  ; XFor  this  I  teftify  unto  you,  from  the  Lord,  that  the 

fowls^  of  the  air,    and  the  imagination:!  of  flefh  and 

i:>k>od,  arc  the  greatcft  enemies  of  your  fouls,  and  of 

cyqur  progrcfs  in  the  way  of  the  Lord.

^tnooyi  patient  under  affliftions,  ftedfail  and  chearful 

r/tindcr  perfecutions.    This  is  the  way  of  the  only  true 

rGodi  whofe  name  be  glorified  to  all  eternity. 

-»j^^.Ye,  thai,  that  have  a  true  fight  of  a  better  hope, 

•and  of 'a  more  lafting  habitation,  who  in  the  fingle* 

-nfefe  of  your  heart  thirft  after  the  true  and  living  feel- 

r  ingrand  knowledge  of  God  ;  who  are  like  a  poor  dove 

r^vithout  coflfort,  and  as  a  folitary  pelican  in  the  wil- 

-d^rnefs,  who  trlily  feek  after  the  beloved  of  you^^ 

■'fouls, -but  have  not  yet  found  him;  "Beftill,  O  ye 

-f^  tender  people !  and  know  that  he  is  God."    Who  ? 

**  He  that  fearcheth  the  heart,  that  trieth  the  reins, 

<*  that  fetteth  the  thoughts  of  n>en  in  order  before 

f^j^ir  eyes;*'  in  this  ftiljnefs  fliall  ye  hear  him,  who 

•  wUl 
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will  teach  you  where  to  find  tliat  which  you  feefc  (^ti 
yea»  it  is  be,  for  he  alone  can  do  it,  who  manifefiiecti 
himfelf  to  you.  Mary  fought  Jefus,  and  thought  it 
was  the  gardener  when  fhe  faw  him ;  Ihe  alked  Jcfui^ 
for  Jefus  J  but  when  he  faid  **  Mary,*'  flxe  aniWere^ 
**  Mafter  j"  and  through  ibal  word  her  beloved  Maf- 
ter,  Jefus,  revealed  himfelf,  and  demonilratcd  that  he 
knew  her,  and  thai  gave  her  to  know  him ;  for,  alas  I 
he  whom  you  feek  is  near  you  ^  yea,  in  the  mid^  of 
you :  it  is  he  that  knows  you,  and  calls  to  you,  and 
tells  you  whatever  you  have  done,  whether  it  be  ju^ 
or  unjuft;  and  it  is  he  that  pronounceth  judgment 
againft  thofe  that  walk  after  the  flelh,  but  fpeaketh 
peace  and  joy  to  thofe  that  walk  after  the  Spirit.  And 
therefore  do  not  flight  his  appearance,  but  live  hum^ 
bly>  and  then  you  (hall  fee  him  whom  you  wait  for 
fwiftly  come,  and  make  himfelf  known  to  you. 
.  My  beloved,  feek  not  the  prefent  eafe,  or  pleafures 
of  the  (le(h;  and  fear  not  man,  but  God.  Hear  91c, 
Q  my  friends,  for  the  Lord  God  hath  fent  me  u^to 
you,  in  this  epiftle  j  take  heed  that  ye  out-run  not 
yourfelvcs  in  inward  vifions,  and  openings  of  the 
h^art,  and  that  you  feed  not  yourfelves  with  the 
knowledge  of  the  fame;  for  this  is  nQt  that  knowledge 
which,  is  eternal  life ;  although  many,  and  more  cfpe- 
cially  in  Germany,  have  loft  themfelyes  thereby :  for 
when  they  have  received  inward  manif^ftation^  from 
God,  they  were  not  humble  and  low,  but  were  e^ted 
in  their  own  minds  above  the  daily  crofsi  which  crofa 
is  death  to  that  which  prides  itfelf  with  thefe  yiflons, 
or  manifeftations,  and  have  been  elevated  above  the 
fimplicity  of  obedience,  in  a  bare  •  profeflion  of  the 
fame. 

O  the  fubtlety  of  that  cunning  enemy  of  fouls! 
This,  this  hath  put  a  ftop  to  the  work  of  the  Lord; 
for  they  have  not  known  the  travail,  the  death,  and 
the  firft  refurreftion ;  but,  without  experience,  lived 
(lightly  in  the  delightful  reprefentations  and  manifeft-. 
ations  of  the  fame :  hereby  are  come  forth  whol^i.geur 
njcrations  of  exaltedj  ipiritual,  and  high-iftrained  no^^ 

tioniftS) 


JdiE)hiAi>^-^«*hb'  ai(^ifmg  tHe-^g«)fs  impictjr,  atid^  tfail 
lU^ftkibus^  tontrivaiiccs  of  feAs,  arc  in  the  meafei 
%b4e.^hcemined  by  the  enemy  (who  is  provided -with 
«U Manlier  of  fuitkble  baits)  with  thofe  likeneffes  aniS 
f fei>rcfefttations  of  truth  :  they  dream  of  meat,  gnd 
the  feaft  of  tabernacles ;  but  when  the  day  of  the  Lord 
5s  at  hand,  which  is  to  awaken  them  to  rife  to  judg4 
ment;,  behold,  then  they  are  empty  and  hungry ! 
;-  And  therefore  take  great  heed  to  follow  the  Lord, 
«hd  worfhip  him :  adore  bim,  and  not  the  image  thoii 
thyfelf  haft  made,  .Do  not  make  calves  out  of  jew- 
elsi  which  thou  haft  brought  out  of  Egypt.  Do  not 
boW  down  thyfelf  before  thy  old  experiences;  but  be- 
kold  the  arm  that  has  helped  thee,  and  that  God  who 
has  often  delivered  thee.  Bleffed  are  thofe  who  arc 
kept  by  him  in  the  daily  fenfe  of  his  prefervatioft,  foir 
their  hearts  will  not  run  after  other  gods.  Remember 
that  the  manna  defcended  from  heaven  daily ;  that  it 
daily  muft  be  gathered  and  eaten;  and  that  the  mann;i 
that  was  gathered  yefterday,  cannot*  ferve  to-day  fof 
fooJ.  Now  as  it  is  in  the  natural,  even  fo  is  it  in  th6 
fpiritual.  And  therefore  the  Lord  Jcfus  has  taught 
his  difciplcs  to  pray  for  their  daily  bread ;  for  he  ii 
daily  with  his  people,  and  he  goes  before  them:  there-' 
fore  let  nobody  look  backwards,  and  adore  what  they 
haVe  known;  but  look  forward,  on  Jefus,  the  author 
of  the  true  faith,  who  is  mighty  to  finiJh  what  h^ 
has  begun;  becaufe  he  has  not  only  brought  and  de- 
Kvercd  his  people  out  of  Egypt,  but  he  is  likewife 
their  fpiritlial  Mofes,  who  has  led  them  through  the 
^iUemeJi'y  he  goes  before  his  ftieep,  and  gives  them 
everlafting  life ;  namely,  to  thofe  who  hear  and  folr 
low  him :  but  when  men  are  negligent  in  hearini 
Chrifti  then  they  work  for  themfelves  upon  their  oli 
experiences,  and  "  hew  to  themfelves  cifterns  that 
<f  can  hold  no  water."  Here  death  prevails,  and  here 
d^ath  talks  of  the  fame  of  wifdom ;  and  with  thii 
knowledge  they  feed  themfelves,  and  not  on  the  trei 
of  Kfe. 
'^  Take 
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'^  Take  yc  heed,  my  fricttds,  for  gffeat  4s-'the  myftcry 
of  ttw^hteoufoefsj  but  the  light  of  Jefus  Chtift^^if- 
cpvers  die  fames  and  therefore  remain  in  this^  and 
ffom  it  expeA  your  daily  bread,  daily  knowledge, ^daily 
wifdom,  and  daily  ftrength :  <<  Take  no  thought  for 
<^  the  morrowj  for  fufficient  unto  the  day .  is  the  evil 
«  thereof/' 

And  thus  lives  the  feed  of  faith,  the  true  fpiritual 
generation  of  the  •  believing  Abraham  -,  that  daily  eat 
.of  the  hidden  manna,  which  defcends  every  day  from 
above,  and  that  is  hidden  from  the  world,  and  its  wif- 
jdom. 
.  Wo  unto  them,  from  God,  who  make  and  adore 
images,  as  well  of  things  in  heaven,  as  upon  carib: 
wherefore  examine  and  try  yourfelves^  by  the  light  of 
the  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  who  alone  gives  the  true  un- 
derilanding,  what  your  knowledge  is  ^  for  the  know- 
ledge that  is  everlafting  life,  is  a  lively  fenfe,  enjoy- 
ment, and  poflellion  of  things,  which  we  fee  inwardly  i 
mnd  into  this,  man  of  himfelf  can  by  no  means  come 
by  all  his  ftrivings:  but  this  is  only  obtained  by 
judgments,  deep  humiliation,  patience,  daily  watch* 
ing,  and  by  bearing  the  crofs  of  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrift, 
and  that  not  only  againft  Satan,  but  alfo  againft  our 
own  felfifhnefs. 

And  I  teftify,  that  he  who  attains  his  knowledge 
another  way,  is  a  thief  and  a  robber :  for  Chrift  is  the 
el^ar,  and  through  him  all  muft  enter  s  nay,  through 
him  only  we  can  come  to  God\  namely,  by  faithfully 
receiving  him  into  the  heart,  and  embracing  him; 
firft,  as  a  lights  difcovering  corrupt  nature,  with  all 
its  evil  fruits ;  then  as  a  judge^  condemning  the  fame 
to  the  death  of  the  crofs,  that  fuch  may  come  to  die 
with  him  to  the  fpirit  of  the  world,  and  to  the  bad 
and  vain  fruits  of  iti  as  alfo  to  the  fpiritual  powers  in 
high  places  i  and  finally  to  know  him  as  the  refurrec- 
$ion  and  life,  and  as  one  who  raifeth  the  foul^  bv  the 
fame  power  whereby  God  the  Father  has  raifep  hm 
from  the  dead.

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J^'-^Aha:lrfrc  is  the  pure  and  living  kncF^ledge  obe&itied^: 
y^sisioknowy  and  /^^i^/  ^  Chrift^  and  through  i^ 
'x6(  cottit  to  Gody  and  to  enter  through  the  ftrait  gftte^i 
jtfie  flrrait  gate,  that  is  too  narrow  for  flefh  and  bloodi 
Wd  all  that  is  not  bbrn  of  the  Eternal  Spirit  is  fiejb^ 
and  (hall  wither  away  as  grafs  before  the  gloricrus  Sun 
'of  Righteoufnefs,  which  is  now  arifenj  for  bis  ^i\i 
alone  can  undergo  the  judgment,  and  endure  the  triaJi; 
homely,  that  which  is  bom  of  him ;  which  is  not  by 
the  will  of  man,  in  his  own  time,  nor  by  his  running 
and  willing,  but  by  the  will  of  God,  and  by  the  holy 
bverihadowing  of  his  pure  Spirit.    And  this  know, 

*  That  God  doth  not  overfhadow  the  adulterousy  but

arts^  fciences,  labour,  induftry,  wifdom,  will,  ot  mind

Nay,  it  muft  be  broken,  becaufe  it  has  no  feet,  on 
which  it  can  (land ;  nor  foundation  that  can  endtire 

""the  pt^oofi  and  therefore  enquire  into  the  foundation 
you  build  upon,  which  I  beg  for  God's  fake,  bit 
ppon  the  "  chief  comer  ftone?".  Upon  the  "Stone 

'  "  which  is  eledt  and  precious?"  Is  it  upon  Chrift,  the 
true  rock  ?  Againft  whom,  nor  againft  any  one,  who 
thjly  depends  upon  it,  fhall  the  gates  of  hell  prevail? 

^See  then  if  the  gates  of  hell,  in  feveral  things,  do 
not  prevail  over  you,  as  well  as  over  the  great  body 
of  fdfe  Chriftians  ?  Have  you  not  about  you  the  maik 
C^  the  nature  of  the  world  ?  Do  you  not  bow  before 

^  any  of  its  cuftoms  ?  Make  a  fearch  with  the  candle  of 

^  the  Lord  Jefus,  that  he  has  lighted  within  youj  whcrft- 
by  yoti''  flbiall  fee  all  the  fruits  you  produce  j  namely, 
the  nature  of  them,  and  to  what  they  tend  |  to  wit, 
if  they  are  of  the  nature,  and  tend  to  the  luft,  of 
Hns  W9rldi  or  of  th^  nature  oi  God^  and  to  hk  v(Ul\ 
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for  all  true  Chriftians  ought  to  conform  diMftl^cs 
tmto  his  will  in  all  things,  that  whatfbcvtt-  ehcf  d6^ 
may  tend  to  the  praife  and  glory  of  the  Lotd^  tkt^' 
blefled  King  and  Lawgiver.  'yV 

And  therefore  live  ye  low  and  humble,  to  chat  which ' 
hn  vifited  you :  be  like  worm  Jacob ;  let  the  Lofd^ 
awake  you,  but  dwell  you  in  the  tents :  do  not  build- 
Babels,  for  they  muft  be  broken :  remember  that  htiiA-^^ 
ble  and  little  David  obtained  the  kingdom^  whole 
truft  was  only  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  his  dc^  ' 
light  was  in  meditatinfl;  in  the  pure  law  of  his  God. 

This  is  the  vifit  ot  my  life  and  love  to  you,  O  ye-"^ 
fcattered  and  hidden  ones:  lift  up  your  heads,  and^ 
behold  your  Shepherd  and  your  Saviour ;  turn  ye  ti> 
bim,  follow  him,  and  live  with  him :  let  him  lead  you 
to  the  place  where  he  feeds,  and  where  he  makes  his 
flock  to  reft  at  noon ;  for  by  his  eternal  light  and  fpi- 
rit  has  he  gathered  from  off  the  barren  mountains, 
and  from  the  idolatrous  fhepherds,  a  flock,  which  he 
hath  led  to  the  fold  of  reft,  through  many  and  great 
tribulations ;  and  he  who  remains  firm  and  immovea- 
ble, is  the  true  reft,  viz.  Jefus  Chrift,  and  there  is  no 
other.      Therefore   it  is  faid,  that  the  true   church, 
coming  up  from  the  wildernefs,  leans  upon  the  breaft 
of  Jesus  Christ,  her  Beloved,    her  Lord,   and  her 
Huft>and,  who  is  her  ftrength  and  ftay :  and  all  thofe 
who  lean  upon  another,  will  fall  in  the  wildernefs, 
amd  never  come  to  the  reft  of  the  Lord.

and  the  time  comes,  and  now  is,  that  we  ihall  have 
no  need  of  the  fun,  nor  moon,  nor  ftars;  but  the 
Lamb  of  God,  that  was  flain,  and  now  lives^  fhall  be

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.  Xh^fc.tUngs  were  laid  upon  me  by  the  Lord  Jefus

Firft,  Have  you  all  turned  yourfelves  to  God,  who 
was  the  teacher  of  Adam,  while  in  his  innoceftcy;

Jefus ;  through  whom  he  fpeaks  his  will,  in  the  hearts 
of  all  true  Chriftians :  if  ncrt,  then  are  you  yet  erring 
from  his  Spirit,  and  going  aftray  from  the  Lord,  who 
is  the  teacher  of  the  new  covenant/ 

Secondly,  Know  you  the  end  and  defign  of  the  com- 
ing of  Chrift  ?  Are  you  come  to  an  inward  experience 
of  what  the  fame  is  ?  Hearken  to  the  words  of  his 
beloved  difciple,  who  has  faid,  "  For  this  purpofe  the 
*^  Son  of  God  was  manifefted,  that  he  might  (put. 
"  an  end  to  fin,  and)  deftroy  the  works  or  thede- 
*'  vil/"     Do  you  know  this  by  your  own  experience!

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Ah!  Deceive  not  yourfelves:  where,  pray,  does  fin 
dwell  ?  And  where  are  the  works  of  the  devil  ?  Are 
they  not  in  the  hearts  of  men  and  women  ?  Is  not  that 
the  feat  of  wickednefsy  the  tabernacle  oi  firiy  the  tem- 
ple of  the  devilV  Have  not  men  there  worfhipped  his 
Ipirit  ?  Have  not  men  there  bowed  down  before  him  ? 
Arid  are  not  all  fuch  born  of  his  evil  feed  ?  Muft  not 
Chrift,  who  is  the  Seed  of  God,  bruife  his  beady  there 
deftroy  his  work,  and  take  his  kingdom  from  him  ? 
The  foul,  which  by  Satan  is  defiled,  and  kept  in  cap- 
tivity, muft  not  Chrift  redeem  it,  purify  it,  and  favc

altogether  are  as  dead  in  the  fallen  nature,  arc  they 
^^  rolled  up  as  a  fcroU,  and  vefture,  and  melted

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things.  Now  then,  if  you  dcfirc  and  cxpeft  ever  t6 
be  ifnied,  and  fatisfied  from  him,  then  muft  you  re- 
ceive him  as  he  is  revealed,  and  as  his  holy  will  is 
made  known  in  your  hearts ;  and  keep  yourfelves  un- 
(dfer  his  holy  judgments  and  reproofs :  for  "  the  re- 
"  proofs  of  inftruftion  are  the  way  of  eternal  life,"" 
Ubve,  therefore,  that  which  reproves  you  for  evil; 
And  turn  fmm  thofe  evils  for  which  you  are  reproved: 
**  For  Zion  Ihall  be  redeemed  through  judgment,  and 
^*  her  converts  with  righteoufnefs.*'*'  Love,.  I  fay^ 
the  judgments  of  Chrift,  and  fubmit  thereunto,  and 
^ait  for  him,  to  feel  him  yet  more  and  more,  that  yoU 
thus  may  fay,  with  one  of  old,  "  In  the  way  of  xhf 
*«  judgments,  O  Lord,  have  we  waited  for  thee:^*' 
Sftd,  **  with  our  fouls  have  we  defired  thee  in  the 
^'  night  feafon  j  and  with  our  fpirits  within  us  will  we 
**  feek  thee  early :  for  when  thy  judgments  are  in  the 
•*' earth,  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  will  learn  righi 
•*  teoufnefs :"— "  For  judgment,''  faid  Chrift,  "  anl 
*•  I  come  into  this  world  •/"  that  is,  as  an  holy  light, 
tb  make  manifeft,  and  as  a  righteous  judge,  tb  con- 
demn all  unrighteoufnefs  of  men :  and  all  thofe  that 
Ibve  his  reproofs,  and  willingly  fufFer  his  chaftifingS 
ind  fatherly  rebukes,  they  fhall  fee  "  Judgment 
^\  brought  forth  unto  viftory,'"  and  that  the  prince 
fcf  this  world,  the  corrupt  root,  the  corrupt  nature, 
ound,  or  origin,  in  you,  as  well  as  the  evil  fruits^ 
d  ungodly  works  thereof,  Ihall  be  judged.  And 
When  this  is  done,  and  is  fulfilled,  then  you  fhall 
kftbw  what  .it  is  to  fihg  his  high  praifes  in  truth  and 
Hghtebufnefs :  then  you  Ihall  come  to  fing  the  foiig 
of  the  Lamb  ^  and  know  that  you,  by  that  Lamb, 
are  redeemed  and  faved. 

■But  it  may  be  fome  will  afk,  <  Who  is  able  tb  per* 
?  fohn  fo  great  and  blefled  a  work?*  Fear  not,  yoti 
l^ift  feek  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteouf- 
fiiirs,  with  all  your  hearts :  for  God  ha^  laid  help  iipoh

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one  that  is  mighty ^^   viz.  upon  Jcfus  Chrift,    and  be 
ihall  make  your  fins  known  unto  you,  and  redeem  yon 
from  all  unrighteoufncfs,  if  you  will  walk  in  his  light^ 
as  his  beloved  difciple  fpcaks,  faying,  "  If  we  walk 
*'  in  the  light,  as  he  is  in  the  light,  we  have  fellow- 
**  fhip  one  with  another,  and  the  blood  of  Jefus  Chrift 
**  cleanfeth  us  from  all  fin."     And  therefore,  friends, 
if  you  will  be  faved  by  the  blood  of  Chrift,  then  muft 
you  leave  and  forfake  all  which  the  light  of  Chrift 
docs  condemn  in  you;  yea,  you  muft  watch  againft 
your  own  thoughts,  words  and  deeds,  that  you  at  un*- 
awares  may  not  be  overcome  by  the  enemy  of  your 
fouls :  for  he  comes  as  a  thief  in  the  night,  to  deftroy 
you.  Do  not  live  nor  aft  fo  as  to  grieve  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  God  ;**    but    turn   your   minds   from   all   evil,    in 
thoughts,  words,    and   deeds;    yea,    if  you  love  the 
light  of  Chrift,  then   bring  your  deeds  every  day  to 
the  light,  and  fee  whether  they  are  wrought  in  God> 
or  no :  for  "  all  things  that  are  reproved,"  or  jufttfiedy 
*'  are  made  manifeft  by  the  light;  for  wh^tfoever  doth 
*'  make  manifeft  is  light  \^ "  and  that  light  bums  as, 
an  oven "^  againft  all  unrighteoufnefs ;  yea,  it  is  like  a 
refiner's  fire\  for  it  is  the  fiery  part  of  the  baptifm  of 
Chrift,  and  therefore  it  is   called  the   "  brightnefs  of 
*^  his   coming  J    the   confuming   Spirit    of   his   mouth  j'^ 
whereby  that  wicked  one  fliall  be  revealed,  and  burnt 
up,  and   rooted  out;    the  thorns  and  briars  fhall  be 
burned  up  and  devoured,*  and  the  filthinefs  both  of 
flefh  and  fpirit  purged  away.     If,  now,  your  fins  arc 
become  a  burthen  to  you,  if  you  thereby  are  wearied, 
and  if  you  heartily  defire  that  they  may  be  weakened 
in  you,  and  at  laft  conquered  alfo,  then  let  the  "  holy

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word,  and  work  of  darknefs :  ftand  upon  your  guard 
m  the  blei&d  light,  and  be  you  armed  therewith,  like 
the  faints  of  old,  that  you  may  difcern  the  enemy, 
and  refift  him,  when,  and  howfoever,  he  does  appear 
and  approach  unto  you  -,  that  fo  he  may  not  overcome 
you,  but  that  you  may  obtain  vidtory  over  him :  for 
when  he  fees  his  allurements  inefFeftual,  his  fnares 
difcovered  and  broken,  (as  this  is  done  in  the  light 
of  Chrift)  then  is  he  weakened  in  his  attempts,  and 
your  fouls  grow  ftronger  to  rcfift  him,  until  at  laft  he 
be  wholly  defeated  and  conquered :  for  this  was  the 
way  of  the  ancients,  who  were  more  than  conquerors/ 
who  walking  after  the  light  and  fpirit  of  Jefus,  were 
redeemed  from  condemnation,  which  will  come  upon 
all  thofe  that  live  after  the  flefli.  O !  this  ligbfy  and 
this  grace,  briqgeth  falvation  !  For  it  teacheth  us  *^  to 
**  deny  ungodlinefs,  and  worldly  lufts,"  which  iring 
condemnation,  **  and  to  live  foberly,  righteoufly,  and 
**  godly  in  this  prefent  world.""'  And  this  is  the  only 
living  way  to  the  everlafting  reft  and  peace  of  God. 
This  was  the  teacher  of  the  faints,  this  was  Paul's 
refuge  and  comfort  in  his  greateft  temptations.  "  My 
f*  grace,"  faid  the  Lord,  '^  is  fufficient  for  thee/" 
And  as  it  has  been  in  times  paft,  fo  is  it  in  this  our  day, 
to  all  them  that  come  to  receive  it,  embrace  it,  and 
iove  it,  and  who  are  willing  to  be  guided  by  it,  and 
follow  it ;  and  to  them  faid  the  Lord,  "  Depart  you 
.^^  from  all  evil  ways,  from  all  vain  ufes  and  cuftoms, 
**  and  from  the  vanities  of  this  world.  Receive  you 
U  my  counfel,  which  is  the  living  oracle,  or  the  voice 
"  of  God,  and  the  fountain  of  all  wifdomj  and  do 
^^  not  hew  out  to  yourfelves  ciftcrns,  broken  cifterns, 
-*'  that  can  hold  no  water.^'" 

Thirdly,  Are  your  preachers  and  teachers  fent  by 
.God,  or  by  men^?  How  are  they  come  to  be  your  teach- 
ers ?  Confider  of  this  ferioufly :  are  they  of  thofe  that 
.have  accompanied  with  Jefus?    Are  they  inftrufted

they  fpeak  and  deliver  unto  you?*  Is  it  the  living 
word  which  they  preach  unto  you  ?  Or  do  they,  by 
their  own  fpirit  and  underflanding,  in  their  own  time 
and  wilU  explain  and  interpret  thofe  matters,  which 
the  faints  of  old,  and  the  primitive  Chriftians,  fpake 
forth  as  they  were  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghoft  ?  If  it 
be  fo,  then  have  they  not  received  fuch  work,  or  fuch 
victory,  through  the  Holy  Spirit  in  themfelves,  a$ 
the  faints  had  experience  of.** 

Fourthly,  Do  your  preachers  turn  your  minds  to 
the  light  of  Chrtjl^  (that  is,  the  life  in  him)  which 
jhines  in  your  hearts ;  which  alone  difcovcrs  Jin  to  the 
creature,  and  (hews  every  man  what  the  Lord  doth 
require  of  him*?  Do  they  direft  you  to  that  light 
which  did  lead  the  faints  of  oldj  and,  by  their  beliro- 
ing  in  the  light,  made  them  children  of  light ;  wherein 
the  "  nations  of  them  that  are  faved  (hall  walk  ?*" 
Do  they  turn  you,  1  fay,  to  this  light,  to  this  grace 
and  fpirit,  in  yourfelvcs,  which  Cometh  by  Jefus 
Chrift?  Does  your  knowledge,  feeling,  experienccj 
and  worfhip,  confift  in  the  revelations  and  works  of 
this  blefled  principle  of  God's  begetting  in  you?  So 
that  your  faith  and  hope  confift  not  in  words  6nlf 
(though  they  may  be  all  true  in  words)  nor  io  the 
education  of  an  outward  religious  perfuafion  by  vain 
teachers ;  but  that  your  faith  and  hope  arc  grounded, 
and  builded  upon  the  "  power  of  the  living  God^*' 
who  giveth  viftory  over  the  world,  unto  all  tho^, 
who,  in  their  hearts,  believe  in  the  light  of  Jefus:* 
and  this  bleffed  hope  purifies  the  heart,  and  fortifies 
the  foul. 

Fifthly,  When  you  come  to  your  meetings,  both 
preachers  and  people,  what  do  you  do  ?  Do  you  then

By  this  he  judges  men  in  righ- 
teoufnefs,  and  in  him  are  hid  all  the  "  treafures  of 
"  wifdom  and  knowledge/"  This  is  the  High  Prieft 
of  all  true  Chriftians,  and  their  chief  treafure. 

Happy,  therefore,  are  all  rhofe  that  receive  him  in 
their  hearts,  thofe  that  know  him  to  be  their  light, 
their  Guide,  their  King,  their  Law-giver,  their  Biftiop, 
and  their  heavenly  Shepherd;  who  follow  him  through 
all  things,  and  through  all  perfecutions  and  fufFerings, 
and  that  ftedfaftly  love  his  crofs  (the  power  of  God) 
and  with  all  gladnefs  embrace  the  reproach  thereof; 
who  have  cjcperienced,  that  without  Chrift  they- can  do 
nothing;**  and  therefore  wait  for  his  divine  power, 
ftrength,  and  wifdom,  to  govern  and  guide  therh: 
for  fuch  can  receive  no  teftimony  from  any  preachers, 
except  that  teftimony  which  is  given  from  the  holy 
unftion,  in  and  through  them;**  becaufe  men,  without 
Chrift,  can  do  nothing,  as  he  has  faid :  for  men  can- 
not preach,  men  cannot  pray,  men  cannot  fing  as  it 
ought  to  be ;  yea,  men,  without  him,  can  do  nothing 
to  the  praife  and  glory  of  God:  for  it  is  only  the  S^ 
of  God  that  glorifies  the  Father  through  his  children. 

And  therefore  let  him  kindle  the  fire  with  the  pure  . 
coals  from  his  holy  altar;  and  do  not  you  offer  to  hifh 
ifi  your  felf-will ;  no,  Jefus  did  not  do  his  own  will, 
but  the  will  of  his  Father^  So  let  us  not  do  our 
own,  but  his  will ;  he  has  done  nothing  but  what  hi$ 
Father  had  made  known  unto  him ;  and  we  muft  all 
witnefs  what  Chrift  has  declared  unto  us,  and  what  he 
has  wrought  in  us,  or  elie  we  ftipuld  be  falfe  witneffes/ 
**  Woman,"  faid  Chrift  to  his  mother,  *'  mine  hour 
**  is  not  yet  come :"  fo  that  he  did  wait  his  Father's

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time,  in  whofe  hands  the  times  and  fcafons  are:  wc 
mufl:  waity  but  God  orders  j  and  happy  are  thofe  who 
do  his  will.  "  My  fheep,"  faid  Chrift,  **  hear  my 
"  voice,  and  follow  me;  but  they  will  not  hear  the 
**  voice  of  ftrangers.*"  Now  thofe  that  fpeak,  if 
their  voices  and  converfations  are  not  with  the  life, 
the  power,  and  the  Spirit  of  Chrift,  they  are  ftrangc 
voices  (1  pray  you  obferve  well)  i  and  Chrift's  Iheep 
will  not  fit  under /^^/&  voices,  nor  under /ucb  fhepherds; 
who  do  hut  Jieal  the  words  of  the  prophets*  and  apof- 
tles,  but  do  not  experience  them,  nor  fucceed  them  in 
their  fpirits  and  converfations ;  for  Chrift's  fheep  do 
difcern  thofe  that  /o  teach,  from  hisy  for  he  has  given 
theai  that  fpiritual  gift  to  fee  them ;  which  is  not  to 
be  had  nor  fouqd  in  the  crafty  wiidom  of  the  world, 
with  all  its  human  learnings,  arts  and  fciences;  but 
ftands  in  the  innocent  nature  of  the  truejheepy  and  fo^- 
them  it  is  like  natural\  viz.  fouls  that  are  become 
harmlefs,  and  are  arrived  at  the  ftate  of  a  little  child  \ 
for  to  fuck  doth  God  reveal  his  fecrets  j  becaufe,  by 
the  work  of  regeneration,  they  are  become  his  own 
begotten ;  and  to  fuch  belongs  the  kingdom  of  God, 
and  the  knowledge  of  the  myfteries  thereof. 

Wherefore,  pray  take  notice  how  it  is  with  you  :  \% 
fin  revealed  ?  Yes :  through  what  ?  By  the  light  of 
Chrift.  Put  is  fin  like  wife  judged?  IJave  you  fubmit- 
ted  yourfelves  to  his  light?  And  are  you  therewith 
united  ?  Is  your  old  felf-righteouihefs  thereby  judged  ? 
And  are  thereby,  all  your  falfe  judgments  judged  ?  Is 
the  prince  of  this  world  judged  in  you  ?  Does  Chrift 

;o  before  you?  And  does  he  give  you  eternal  life? 

examine  and  fearch  yourfelves^  for  thus  he  deals  with 
Jiis  fheep :  *^  I  go  before  them,  they  follow  me,  and-, 
l)ehold,  I  give  them  life  eternal/"  Does  Chrift  go 
before  yoUj  and  lead  you  in  all  your  worftiip,  which 
you  do  as  your  bounden  dyty  tp  God  ?  Do  you  wait 
for  his  leadings  ?  Is  it  the  religion  of  Chrift  wherein 
you  w^lk?  Read  his  holy  fermon  on  the  mount.     Or

itber  way,*  biefore  he  ftirs  in  you,  oefore  he  moVtS 

Jou,  before  he  gives  you  power  and  ability  to  approach 
is  throne  ?  Ah !  true  filence  before  the  Lord  is 
better  abundantly  than /(?rwi?r J  prayers,  and  felf-wiilei 
bflfers,  or  any  traditional  and  formal  performance^: 
for  confider,  that  it  is  "  life  eternal  to  know  God.'^'^ 
Kow,  no  man  can  know  him,  who  has  not  heard  hii 
Voice:  and  po  man  can  hear  his  voice,  who  i^  not 
filent  in  himfelf,  and  waits  not  patiently  for  him,  thifc 
he  may  "  hear  what  God  will  (peak  to  hii  foul,^** 
thtough  Jefus,  the  great,  holy,  and  heavenly  HigR 
Prieft  of  God  to  mankind,  who  is  the  heavenly  Pro- 
phtt  alfo,  unto  all  them  that  believe  in  his  name. 
But,  my  friends,  do  you  know  the  fellowlhip  of  hii 
holy  life,  of  his  blefled  crofs,  death,  and  refurre6lion?^ 
Po  you  confefs  him  inwardly  in  yourfelves,  as  well  as 
6utwardly  before  men  ?  If  fo,  then  has  he  given  ybti 
life  eternal.  Again,  if  you  feel  not  in  you  "  life  iiid 
•*  immortality  brought  to  light,**'  then  ar5  you  yet  IH 
your  fins,  and  know  not  the  *'  Lamb  of  God,  who 
•'  taketh  away  the  fin  of  the  world/"  For  **  a& 
•*  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  he  power  to 
«»  become  the  children  of  God.*"  And  they  know, 
l^^y  the  witnefs  of  God  in  themfelves,  that  they  afft 
*'  of  God,"  as  faid  the  beloved  difciple  John,  «  ail<i 
^'  the  whole  world  lieth  in  wickednefs.*" 

Beloved  friends,  beware  therefore  of  idolatijy  dtld 
worlhipping  of  images ;  I  mean  the  worlhip  of  inwifii 
images,  which  is  an  inward  idolatry;  for  if  yttii  (he* 
^  great  averfion  againft  all  outward  idcdatry^  Jret  ff 
you  worlhip  God  after  the  imaginations  you  hive  Of 
God,  and  which  you  conceive  in  yOUr  oWn  minds^ 
without  the  infpiration  of  the  Almighty,  yoii  Worihib 
images  of  your  own  framing,  and  fo  come  to  cOrnrtiit 
idolatry.    And  therefore  take  heed  that  yoiir  wbrfliiji

preibme,  that  you  are  bowing  down  to  God  s^id  Chrift;, 
wlienjf  on  the  contrary^  it  is  nothing  elfe  but  a  mero. 
pii^re  of  your  own  making.  And  this  is  the  great 
abomination^  and  lofs  of  poor  Chriftendom>  viz.  That 
the  (pirit  which  deceives  man,  <^  fits  in  the  plac€  of 
<«  God,  Wji  is  worfhipped  as  God,""  by  thofe  that 
I^QOW  not  the  true  and  living  God,  who  is  as  a  ton-^. 
filming  fire,  and  as  everlafting  burnings  in  the  fou^ 
againf^  the  fin,  righteoufiiefs,  and  judgment  of  th^ 
'world.** 

Now  he  that  revealeth  the  Father,  is  the  Son,  the 
tr^e  light :  for  he  has  faid,  "  No  man  knoweth  thc^ 
«f  Father,  but  the  Son,  and  he  to  whom  the  Son  will. 
•5.  ceveal  him.*  '*  How  has  Chrift  revealed  the  Father 
VAto  YQV  ?  Are  you  come  tp  Jefiis  ?  If  fo,  then  yout 
Ika^e  known  the  godly  forrow,  the  true  mourning,  and, 
that  repentance  which  men  need  never  to  repent  ofi 
^qc  if  you  have  not  known  this  day  of  judgment  and 
cpntritipn«  then  are  you  not  come  to  Chrift.  Where*; 
KMre  cQmc  you  to  JeAis,  viz,  to  his  appearance  in  yoU|^ 
bjr  hi3  divine  light  and  fpirit,  which  ^very  way  difco* 
YCr^  and  judges  the  world's  nature,  fpirit,  and  imagq 
m  you :  tor  to  him  is  all  judgment  committed,  and  ha 
will  reveal  the  Father ;  yea,  **  he  that  hath  feen  the 
¥vSon,  has  likewife  feen  the  Father  i""'  for  he  is  in, 
^.  Father,  and.  (he  Father  is  ip  bim.  If,  nov^,  thf^ 
ipaa^feftation  of  Jefus  in  you,  as  well  of  the  Father  ^ 
of  the  Son»  is  the  foundation  of  your  knowledge,  {qk 
that  Cod  and  Chrift,  "  whom  to  know  is  life  e^er^^ 
*•  naJt*"  are  become  the  holy  Obje^  of  your  worfhjipj 
then  are  you  real  worfiiippers  in  his  fpirit  and  t;ruth|^ 
^leo  are  you  come  out  from  the  wprkmanfhip,  from 
the  wUl  and  imaginations  of  your  own  fpirits,.  ai>4

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from  all  human  worlhip^  and  are  come  to  the  worfliip; 
of  the  Spirit  of  the  living  God,  and  to  live  in  him, 
be  led  and  moved  by  him  in  all  godly  performances; 
for  the  Jpirit  of  man  only  knows  the  things  of  man, 
but  the  Spirit  of  God  knows  and  reveals  the  things  of 
God.**  And  this  worfhip  of  his  kingdom  and  church 
has  Chrift  raifed  up  again  in  thefe  our  days»  which 
was  fet  up  by  Chrift  fixteen  hundred  years  ago.  And 
in  this  worlhip  have  the  true  followers  worfhipped 
the  Father,  before  the  great  apoftacy  from  the  Ipirit 
and  power  of  the  Lord  broke  in  upon  the  primitive 
ages  of  the  church:  and  after  fuch  a  glorious  manner 
fliall  it  be  rcftored ;  yea,  fo  it  is  already  with  many 
thoufands,  whom  God,  through  the  appeaftince  of 
Ghrift  in  the  heart,  has  gathered,  both  in  our  and 
other  countries,  whereby  he  has  judged  them  as  men 
in  the  flclh  (in  their  fleflily  lufts,  in  their  flelhly  wor- 
fliips)  that  they  might  live  unto  God  and  Chrift,  who. 

auickened  them  by  the  death  of  the  crofs,  andjuftified 
lem  as  men  in  the  Spirit  rifen  from  the  dead. 
Glory  be  therefore  to  God,  who  lives  and  reigns  on 
high,  that  that  dark  and  forrowful  night  is  vanilhing, 
and  that  the  fun-rifing  of  the  eternal  day  has  already 
appeared,  and  is  ariling  more  and  more  over  the  na- 
tions in  the  world;  in  which  day,  "  Babylon,  the 
**  mother  of  harlots,  [falfe-worfhippers]  fhall  come 
"  in  remembrance  before  the  God  of  the  whole  earth;"" 
viz.  That  Babylon,  which  has  followed  merchandizing 
with  xht  fcripturcy  and  with  the  fouls  of  men,  and  has 
Tfecuted  the  fpiritual  feed,  the  children  of  God,  and, 
lithful  witneffes  of  Jefus  (although  clothed  in  fack^ 
cloth);  becaufe  they  would  not  receive  her  w^rV 
and  her  fne  linen  too,  nor  fubmit  to  her  flelhly  birth, 
invention,  profcflion,  worlhip,  and  dominion. 

This  Babylon  lives  but  too  much  yet  in  every  one,, 
of  all  forts  of  people  or  profeffors,  by  whom  the  truth

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19  held  in  unrighteoufnefs.  When  they  fee  not  through 
the  light  of  the  Sprit  of  Chrift,  and  when  their  know- 
fedge  and  worfhip  of  God  is  not  received  iand  per- 
formed by  that  fame  bleffed  Spirit;  there,  I  fay,  is 
rBabylon,  that  is,  confufton:  '*  Oh,  come  out  of  her, 
**  my  people !"  faith  the  Lord,  '*  and  I  will  receive 
^  you."  • 

He  that  calls  God  his  Father,  and  is  not  born  of 
God  i  he  that  calls  Chrift  Lord,  and  not  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  but  mean  while  is  fcrving  another  mafter;  thofe 
that  attribute  to  themfelves  the  words  of  the  regene- 
ratedy  their  revelations  and   experiences,    when  they 
.are  yet  unregeneratedy  and  have  no  part  therein,  but 
endeavour  in  all  thefc  things  to  make  themfelves  a 
fair  covering ;  they  fhall  experience,  in  the  day  of  the 
:Lord,  that  it  fhall  profit  them  nothing:  for  "  Wo  to 
^f  thofe/'  faid  the  Lord,  "  that  cover  with  a  covering, 
/".and  not  of  my  Spirit;  that  take  counfel,  but  not 
"  of  me.P"     Let,  therefore,  all  thofe  that  are  yet  in 
Babylon,  haften  out  of  her  fpeedily  -,  and  you  that  arc 
in  the  fuburts  of  that  great  city,    haften  you  away; 
yea,  make  hafte  with  all  fpeed !  prepare  yourfelves  to 
meet  the  Lamb,  your  bridegroom ;  who  comes  now 
to  you,  who  are  mourning,  hungering,  and  thirfting, 
after  him,  to  lead  you  out  of  your  bewildered  ftatcs, 
to  his  faving  light,  and  bleffed  appearance;  for  now 
he  fees  you,  and  now   he  calls  you,  and  knocks  at 
your  doors  to  come  in  unto  you  :  and  therefore  open 
ye  unto  him,  and  let  him  in ;  let  him  no  longer  lie  in 
the  manger,''  nor  at  your  doors  j  but  rather  give  him 
your,  hearts,    and  let  him  reign  over  you  as  a  King, 
for  he  has  bought  us  with  his  own  precious  blood,' 
and  is  therefore  worthy  that  we  ferve  and  honour  him, 
and  that  he  reign  over  us ;  and  that  he  be  our  King 
and  Lawgiver,  who  gave  his  own  life  for  us,  that  we 
fhould  not  perifh,  but  have  everlafting  life  in  him/ 
He  has  laid  down  his  life  for  you,  and  can  you  not

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lav  down  your  fins  for  his  fake;  y^^a,  for' your  own 
fakes?  Confider  that  hedefcended  from  thegloqr^ 
his  Father,  to  bring  you  to  glory  ^  and  can  ytou  aokd 
d^pvt  from  the  withering  glory  of  this  wof Id, .  thrt% 
you  may  inherit  his  glory,  which  is  everlafting  i  It  ia-^ 
that  wrong  falfe  felf,  in  man,  which  only  hinders  itiil: 
it  is  that  only  which  objeds  againft  it,  that  confuka^  ; 
avid  endeavours  to  avoid  the  crofs.  ..r 

This  /elf^  has  in  all  times  been  defirous  to  be  in  :- 
great  efteem,  and  has  therefore,  in  all  ages,  hindered... 
men  from  doing  the  will  of  God  on  earth,  as  it  is  in  . 
heaven :  but  where  /elf  is  difannuUed,  and  men  have 
had  no  great  efteem  for  the  felfifh  part,  but  have  . 
humbled  themfelves  to  the  death  of  the  crofs  of  Cbrifl^  .  i 
that  he  might  deliver  them  from   the   <^  wrath  ta. 
•*  coine,"   and   give  them  "  an  inheritance   in  the.  ■ 
<^  kingdom  of  his  Father,"    there  the  will  ot  God' 
will  be  done  on  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven,  and  therein 
will  the  heavenly  Father  be  glorified.    On  the  qm*  i 
trary,  thofe  that  live  in  fin,  they  are  in  communioni. 
with  the  devil,  and  drink  his  cup  of  unrighteoulhefs : 
which,  however  it  is  fweet  in  the  mouth,  is  afterwards • 
bitter  in  the  belly ;  and  though  it  be  fweet  here  for  ai 
time,    it  (hall  afterwards  be  crabbed  and  diftafteful*    ' 
Again,  the  cup  of  Chrifl:  is  here  bitter  in  the  mouthy 
but  fweet  hereafter  in  the  belly;  here  four,  but  herc«^'  • 
after  pleafant :  **  You/'  faid  he,  "  fhall  weep  and  laf%  v 
**  ment,  but  the  world  (hall  rejoice:*"   but  ohfei^vekM 
the  end  hereof;  '^  Your  forrow  ihall  be.  turned  into^  ^ 
**  joy*  but  their  rejoicing  into  weeping."  .  .  ii 

And  this  is  therefore  the  word  of  truth ;  no  man,'  <' 
fhall  enjoy  the  cup  of  blefiing,  or  drink  out  of  the    • 
cup  of  falvation,  but  he  that  has  firft  drank  of  the^ 
cup  of  tribulation ;  he  that  has  firfl:  known  his  fellow*^ 
Ihip  with   the  fufferings  of  Chrift,    and  of  his  holy  ■ 
myftical  crofs:  for  thofe  that  fu£fer  with  him^  fhsJ^L 
reign  with  himi  and  no  crofs,  no  crown. 

Lean 
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Lean  then  upon  his  breaft^  for  fo  does  the  bride  in 
fiwrit.  Truft  in  him,  and  not  in  man/  nor  in  your- 
Itlvcs;  for  he  will  guide  you  beft,  becaufe  he  is  given 
you  of  God  to  be  your  heavenly  guide.  And  if  it 
ihould  be  in  a  way  under  the  crofs  (which  way  is 
proper  to  him)  yet  it  is,  notwithftanding,  a  way  of 
joy  and  pleafantnefs,  and  all  his  holy  paths  are  peace 
to  thofe  that  love  him.  O,  therefore,  feel  his  holy 
drawings,  and  wait  in  his  light  upon  his  holy  movings 
in  your  fouls !  "  Stand  Jlilly  and  fee  his  fahatiori 
"  wrought  in  you,  by  his  own  army''**  that  you  may 
know  him  to  be  Jefus  indeed;  viz  a  Saviour^  as  well 
from  your  Jins  here,  as  from  the  wrath  to  come ;  and 
that  he  may  prefcrve  you  from  vain  thoughts,  vain 
words,  and  vain  converfations,  yea,  from  the  volun- 
tary worfhip  of  this  world,  and  from  the  flavilh  fear 
of  man ;  to  the  end,  that  he  may  work  his  own  work 
in  you,  and  make  you  conformable  to  his  own  bleffed 
Jmage;  and  that  you  may  be  made  free  by  the  Lord,- 
through  the  power  of  his  everlafting  gofpel,  which  is 
now  again  founded  forth,  by  his  own  angel,  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  earth,  calling  with  a  loud  voice, 
•*  Fear  God,  and  give  gtery  to  him,  for  the  hour  of 
**  his  judgment  is  come,"*"  And  you  muft  feel  this 
judgment  in  your  hearts,  that  the  prince  of  this  world, 
with  all  his  evil  feedt  with  all  his  wrong  plants  and 
appearances,  may  be  judged  in  you  *  and  that  you 
may  be  witneffes  upon  earth  for  God,  and  the  Lamb, 
that  fits  upon  the  throne,  againft  all  darknefs  of  meA 
and  devils ;  nay,  againft  death,  hell,  and  the  grave ; 
and  that  God  may  blefs  you  with  all  forts  of  bleflings 
in  Chrift  Jefus. 

But  yet  I  find  myfelf  prcflTed  in  fpirit  to  give  you 
one  warning  more,  viz.  that  you  would  not  longer  ufe 
vain  words  (though  true  in  themfelves)  becaufe  thev 
are  worth  nothings  for  they  take  God's  name  in  vain^

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that  ufe  it  without  life  and  power:  arfd  I  intratt  iA 
thofe  that  endeavour  to  know  God,  and  coifie  tip^  iRD 
the  true  life  of  his  dear  Son,  that  you  make  ho  proftfiioil 
of  worlhip,  without  the  feeling,  preparing,  and  oii- 
dering  of  the  true  and  overcoming  power  of  Godjf  frtp 
fuch  worfhip  is  not  of  God,  and  fuch  profeflbrfi  Mt 
poor,  lean,  naked  and  miferable  people;  yea,  they 
are  only  as  chaff  among  the  corn :  and  therefore  be- 
ware you  of  '*  that  woman  Jezabel,  the  falfe  pro- 
**  phetcfs,''"  of  whom  the  early  Chriflians  were  warned, 
who  has  the  words,  but  not  the  life,  of  the  Son  of 
God :  her  preaching  tends  to  death ;  fht  makes  a  talk 
of  the  found  and  fame  of  wifdom,  but  will  not  after- 
wards harbour  her,  when  fhe  cries  in  her  ftreets ;  IHe 
awakens  none,  fhe  brings  no  man  to  God ;  fhe  does 
not  build  up  in  the  heavenly  work,  nor  adminifter  the 
right  fpiritual  bread  to  the  foul :  for  Chrift  only  is  the 
bread  which  gives  life  eternal ;*  and  thofe  that  will  eat 
of  this  bread,  muft  firft  come  to  him  j  let  him  into 
their  hearts,  as  Lord  and  Matter,  to  provide  and  order 
his  to  his  praifci  and  as  fuch  muft  he  be  received,  when 
he  appears  in  their  fouls,  even  as  a  *^  refiner's  fire, 
«'  and  as  a  fuller's  foap,*'*  to  purify  and  refine  from 
all  unrighteoufnefs  i  yea,  to  reveal  unto  men  their 
fins,  and  deftroy  the  fame  with  the  brightnefs  of  his 
coming,  and  with  the  Spirit  of  his  mouth,  in  which 
no  deceit  is  found.  He  is  that  light,  in  the  bright- 
nefs of  his  coming,  which  you  muft  love,  and  whofc 
teftimony  you  muft  keep ;  and  he  is  the  quickening 
Spirit,  whofe  breath  of  his  mouth  revives  the  foul, 
and  deftroys  the  fin  that  flays  it :  for  all  thofe  that 
come  to  receive  him  in  this  office,  in  this  way,  and  in

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PREFACE    to   the    READER. 


THIS  enfuing  journal  of  my  travels  in  Holland 
and  Germany,  in  the  fervice  of  the  gofpel  of 
my  Lord  and  Saviour  Jefus  Chrift,  was  written  for  my 
own,  and  fome  relations  and  particular  friends  facib- 
faftion,  as  the  long  time  it  hath  lain  filent  doth  fhew : 
but  a  copy  that  was  found  amongft  the  late  countefs  of 
Conway's  papers  falling  into  the  hands  of  a  perfon 
that  much  frequented  that  family,  he  was  earneft  with 
me,  both  by  himfelf  and  others,  to  have  leave  to 
publiih  it  for  a  common  good :  which,  upon  perufal, 
J  have  found  a  willingnefs  to  comply  with,  hoping 
that  the  Lord  will  make  the  reading  of  it  effeftual  to 
fome  into  whofe  hands  it  may  fall  -,  as  well  thofe  who 
have  received  a  difpenfation  of  the  fame  miniftry,  for 
their  encouragement  in  their  publick  fervice  for  God, 
as  thofe  who  are  under  the  fame  miniftry,  unto  zeal 
and  faithfulnefs. 

For  it  is  the  glorious  gofpel  day,  in  which  God  is 
exalting  his  dear  Son,  as  Prophet,  Prieft,  and  King, 
in  the  hearts  of  his  people.  Oh!  that  the  nations 
would  hear  him,  their  only  faving  health,  and  Ifrael's 
great  Shepherd,  who  takes  care  of  his  Iheep,  that  hear 
his  voice,  and  gives  unto  them  that  follow  him,  in 
the  daily  crofs,  unto  regeneration,  eternal  lifej  and 
who  hath  fent,  and  is  fending  forth,  his  fervants,  to 
gather  home  the  Iheep,  that  are  gone  aftray  in  all 
nations,  that  fo  there  may  be  but  one  Shepherd,  and 
one  fheepfold,  according  to  the  glorious  promife  made 
to  thefe  latter  times ;  in  which  he  faid  he  would  be 
the  "  teacher  of  his  people  himfelf:"  for  he  is  teach- 
jfig  thQulaodsj  by  the  lights  fpirii:^  and  grace  of  his 
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Soa.JCjH^UT^  io.whom  he- is  well  pleaiied.v  Ta  th^ 
God  hath  fcnt  forth  his  fervants,  in  this:  dayy  to-roita 
^U  people,  as  God's  call  and  vifitatian  to  the  nations. 
And  blefled  are  all  thofe  that  hearken  to  this  tefti* 
mony>  both  mediately  and  immediately. 
.  For  God  is  awaking  men  to  the  knowledge  of  his 
;lory,  in  the  face  or  appearance  of  Chrift,  by  his 
ipirit  in  their  hearts  and  confciences;  which  reveals  to 
men  the  Father,  yea,  the  deep  things  of  Gpd; 

Oh !  that  they  would  hear,  and  fear,  and  learn  the 
things  that  make  for  their  eternal  peace !  For  if  thp 
righteous  fcarcely   are  faved,  where,   O  where,  (hall 
they  appear  that  negleft  fo  great  falvation !  A  falva- 
tion  that  comes  fo  near  them,  as  to  knock  at  the  door 
of  their  hearts;   that  fearchel  them,   and  tries   their 
reins,  and  tells  unto  them  their  moft  inward  thoughts, 
and  brings  a  line  of  judgment  over  all  their  words 
and  works.     This  is  Chrift  Jefus,    the  light  of  the 
world,  that  was  given  of  God  for  falvation  to  the  endfi 
of  the  earth.     He  has  enlightened  all,  and  fhines  to  all, 
and  calls  all,  that  they  ftiould  fee  their  fins,  and  be 
forry  for  them,  and  forfake  them,    and  take  up' his 
daily  crofs,  and  follow  him,  whom  God  hath  given  for 
an  exampky  as  well  as  a  propitiation  for  our  fins: 
and  none  can  know  him  to  be  their  propitiationj^  that 
rpjedt  him  as  their  example  and  leader  in  their  lives 
3^nd   convcrfations.      Wherefore,    reader,    be   ferious, 
inward,  and   inquifitive,   for  thy   foul's  fake.     What 
faith  haft  thou  ?  One  that  overcomes  the  world ;  or 
one  that  the  ipirit  of  the  world  overcomcsj  _which  is 
not  the  faith  of  God's  eleft,  without  which  we  cannot 
pleafe  God  ?  For  that  faith  works  by  lovei  fuch  a  love 
to  God  as  will  not  offend  him,  but  feeks  his  glory 
through   a  moft  willing  obedience  to  his  holy  will. 
Bleflcd  are  the  fouls  in  which  this  love  dwells;  for 
fuch  have  none  in  heaven  but  God,  nor  in  the  earth  in 
comparifon  of  him.     As  they  receive  all  good  from 
him,  fo  they  refign  all  up  to  him  5  ahd  though  it  be 
thrpugh  many  tribulations  that  they  muft  attain  the 
reft  of  God,  yet  as  nothing  can  feparate  them  from

liieh-'ftwafS  in  the  ^nd. 

^n^^tiigrefrife,  reader,  be  thou  perfuaded  to  take  thy 
loil^antong  that  bleffed  number,  if  thou  art  not  yet  one 
of  them.  Thou  feeft  the  way  to  that  divine  privilege ; 
^Ik  in.itj  for  the  end  crowns  all:  if  one  of  that 
Uvimber, .  that  have  chofen  God  for  their  portion,  be 
diligent,  zealous,  and  fervent  in  the  work  and  fervicc 
of  God.  Redeem  thy  time,  and  run  thy  race  with 
Cite  and  conftancyj  looking  to  Jefus,  the  Author,  that 
he  may  be  the  Finifher  of  thy  faith.  Remember  who 
fiid,  *^  There  are  many  manfions  prepared  for  the 
*^  faithful."  Do  we  believe  and  look  for  another 
wot^ld  ?  Let  us  not  then  live  in  this  as  if  there  were 
BO  other.  Let  our  eyes  be  upon  our  better  world, 
add  live  here  as  ftrangers,  that  are  but  on  our  way  to 
<^r  eternal  home ;  that  fo  we  may  anfwer  the  end  of 
Gdd*3  love,  by  working  out  the  falvation  of  our  own 
>feuis,  by  his  power,  with  fear  and  trembling;  know- 
iHg  God  will  judge  all,  by  Chrift  Jefus,  according  to 
thfekteeds  done  in  the  body.

BEING  the  firft  day  of  the  week/  I  left  my  dear 
wife  and  family,  at  Worminghurft  in  Suflex,  in 
the  fear  and  love  of  God;  and  came  well  to  Londoa 
chat  night. 

The  next  day,^  I  employed  myfelf  on  friends  behalf]^ 
that  were  in  fufFerings,  till  the  evening,  and  then  went 
to  my  own  mother's  in  Eflex. 

The  next  morning^  I  took  my  journey  to  Colchef- 
ter,  and  met  George  Wats  of  London  upon  the  way  5 
who  returned  with  me,  and  came  well  to  that  town 
that  evenings 

We  lodged  at  John  Furly's  the  elder,  but  had  a 
blefTed  meeting  at  Jonathan  Furly's  houfe  that  night. 
.  The  next  morning**  early  I  left  Colchefter,  and  came 
to  Harwich  about  noon,  accompanied  with  George 
Wats  and  John  Furly  the  elder,  William  Tailcoat, 
jind  J.  Witherly  of  Colchefter  j  where  we  found  dear 
G.  F.  at  J.  Vandewall's  houfe,  with  many  more 
friends. 

After  dinner,  we  went  all  to  the  meetings  where 
the  Lord  gave  us  a  blefled  earneft  of  his  love  and  pre- 
fence,  that  Ihould  be  with  us  in  this  voyage :  for  his 
holy,  overcoming,  refrefhing  power,  did  open  all  our 
hearts,  ^nd  many  of  our  mouths  in  miniftry,  prayer.

The  meeting  done;  we  returned  to  John  Vaiidcw4l''s 
Tioufe,  where  we  took  our  leave  of  friends  j  that  is' lo 
fay,  of  the  friends  of  that  place,  with  others'  that 
came  with  us,  or  met  us  there :  and  fo  we  wenf  on  - 
board  of  the  packet-boat  i  where,  by  the  fpecial  fa* 
TOur  of  the  mafter  of  the  packets  to  me,  having  fof;- 
merly  ferved  under  my  father,  we  had  the  bcft  accom- 
modation given  to  us.  Many  of  the  friends  accoiitr 
panied  us  to  the  fhip;  not  leaving  us  till  ^II  w:4 
fixed,  and  then  we  parted  in  the  fcllowfbip  of  Jefus.' 

Thofe  that  came  over,  were  G.  Fox,  R.  Barclay,

(light  us,  yet  at  lad  their  hearts  were  much  op^ticg 
in  Icindnefi  towards  us,  and  the  univerfat  principle  haa 
place. 

The  next  morning  friends!*  were  fetched  on  ftiont 
by  a  boat  of  kottcrdam,  with  fome  friends  of  that 
city,  that  came  to  the  Bricl  to  meet  us.  The  friendi 
that  came  were  A.  Sonneman,  B.  Furly,  and  S.  Johit; 
fon',  Vettekeuken,  with  three  young  men  that  live  ai 
B.  Furly's  houfe.

The  fifth  day  of  the  week,"  at  G.  D/s  houfe^  the 
general  meeting  was  held  both  of  men  and  womeift 
and  the  Lord,  who  is  fetting  up  his  own  kingdom  by 
his  own  power,  owned  us  with  his  own  bleiled  pre- 
fence,  and  opened  us  in  that  wifdom  and  love,  thit 
all  things  ended  with  peace,  great  concord  and  com- 
fort: many  things  being  fpoken,  efpecially  by  ort:

I.  T)  E  it  known  to  all  men.  That  the  power  of 
Ij  God,  the  gofpel,  is  the  authority  of  all  ow 
mens  and  womens  meetings  j  that  every  heir  of  that 
power  is  an  heir  of  that  authority,  and  fo  becometh  a 
living  member  of  right  of  either  of  thofe  meetings, 
and  of  the  heavenly  fellowlhip  and  order  in  which 
they  ftand ;  which  is  not  of  man,  nor  by  man. 

a.  That  each  monthly  meeting  have  a  collection 
apart ;  and  alfo  that  there  be  another  coile6tion  quar- 
terly at  Amfterdam  from  each  meeting  for  general 
fervices ;  and  that  it  be  not  difpofed  of,  but  by  the 
confent  of  the  faid  quarterly  meeting. 

3.  It  is  agreed  upon,  that  henceforth  a  yearly  meet- 
ing be  held  here  at  Amfterdam;  unto  which  friends 
in  the  Palatinate,  Hamburgh,  Lubeck,  and  Frederick-

bff-Tgtvcn  notice  to  the  friends  of  the  vcarly  meeting 
m  London^  to  be  kept  always  on  the  fifth  day  of  that 
f^ntk,  which  is  fully  the  third  week  following  after 
jhe  yearly  meeting  at  London. 

;  4.  It  is  alfo  agreed  upon,  that  henceforth  this  ge- 
neral meeting  is  to  be  changed  into  a  quarterly  meet- 
ing; and  that  the  firft  quarterly  meeting  hereafter 
jhall  be  on  the  fecond  fifth-day  of  the  ninth  month 
fbllowingj  and  fo  forth  every  quarter  on  the  fecond 
^fth-day  of  the  month.  This  fecond  of  the  ninth 
month  is  to  be  this  firft  quarterly  meeting. 

5.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  henceforth  a  monthly  meet- 
kig  in  Friefland  Ihould  be  eftablifhed,  as  alfo  at  Rot-  " 
tet^m;  and  that  on  the  fecond  fecond-day  of  each 
month:  and  at  Harlingen  upon  the  third  third-day  of 
the  month. 

6.  Farther,  that  in  the  interim,  the  friends  of 
Alchmaer,  Haerlem,  and  Waterland,  are  to  have  their 
monthly  meeting  with  friends  at  Amfterdam :  and  to 
htgiti  the  faid  meeting  the  fixth  of  the  feventh  months 
and  fo  forth;  always  upon  the  firft  fecond-day  of  the 
firft  week  of  the  month,  at  the  eighth  hour. 

io  7.  And  farther  concerning  gofpel  order:  though  the 
4a£trine  of  Chrift  Jefus  requireth  his  people  to  admo- 
mifh  Zr  brother  or  fifter  twice,    before   they  tell  the 
4jchwch;  yet  that  limiteth  none,   fo  as  they  fhall  ufe 
.iu»  longer  forbearance  before  they  tell   the  church: 
Ihixt  that  they  fhall  not  lefs  than  twice  admonilh  their 
brother  or  fifter,  before  they  tell  the  church.     And  it 
is  defired  of  all,  that  before  they  publickly  complain, 
diey  wait,  in  the  power  of  God,  to  feel  if  there  is  no 
ipnore  required  of  them  to  their  brother  or  fifter,  be- 
fore thev  expofc  him  or  her  to  the  church*     Let  this 
be  weightily  confidered. 

8.  And  farther,  when  the  church  is  told,  and  the 

.  party  admonifiied  by  the  church  again  and  again,  and 

.he  or  (he  remain  ftill  unfenfible  and  unreconciled;  let 

;^|^0t  final  judgment  go  forth  againft  him  or  her,  till 

Wtt^  ttit  of  the  meeting  hath  cleared  his  or  her  con- 

Tcience :   that  if  any  thing  be  infiltcd  u^oa  aivj  C^t- 
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dicr  to  vifit  fuch  a  cranrgrcfforj  thqr  mqr  dear 
fclvesi  if  poffibly  the  party  may  be  reached  and  (avcd. 
And  after  all  are  clear  of  the  blood  of  fuch  an  om^ 
let  the  judgment  of  friends^  in  the  power  of  God,  m 
forth  againft  him  or  her,  as  moved  for  the  Lord's 
honour  and  glory's  fake :  that  no  reproach  may  cook 
or  reft  upon  God's  holy  name,  truth,  and  people. 

9*  As  much  as  poffibly  can  be,  let  all  differcnca 
be  ended  by  fome  honeft  friends ;  and  trouble  not  the 
monthly  or  quarterly  meetings  with  them:  and  if  that 
will  not  do,  proceed  to  your  particular  monthly  mect« 
inn.  But  if  they  be  not  there  ended  neitherj  then 
take  afide  fix  honeft  friends  out  of  the  quarterly  meet- 
ing, and  let  them  hear  and  determine  the  matter. 
And  in  cafe  any  perfon  or  perfons  be  fo  obftinate,  as 
that  they  refufe  the  fenfe  and  love  of  friends,  and 
will  not  comply  with  them,  then  to  proceed  towards 
them  according  to  the  way  of  truth  in  fuch  cafes, 

10.  That  all  fuch  as  behold  their  brother  or  fitter 
in  a  tranf^reflion,  go  not  in  a  rough,  light,  or  up* 
braiding  ipirit  to  reprove  or  admonifli  him  or  her, 
but  in  the  power  of  the  Lord,  and  Spirit  of  the  Lamb^ 
in  the  wifdom  and  love  of  the  truth,  which  fuffereth 
thereby,  to  admonifii  fuch  an  offender*  So  mav  the 
foul  of  fuch  a  brother  or  fifter  be  feafonably  and  cf« 
feAually  reached  unto,  and  overcome,  and  have  caufe 
to  blefs  the  name  of  the  Lord  on  their  behalf:  and  fo 
a  blefling  may  be  rewarded  into  the  bofom  of  the 
faithful  and  tender  brother  or  fifter  that  fo  adnuH 
nifiieth. 

11.  And  be  it  known  unto  all,  we  caft  out  none 
from  among  us :  for  if  they  go  from  the  light,  and 
fpirit,  and  power  in  which  our  unity  is,  they  caft  out 
themfelves.  And  it  has  been  our  way  to  admoniib 
them,  that  they  may  come  to  the  fpirit  and  light  of 
God  which  they  are  gone  from,  and  fo  come  into  the 
unity  again.  For  our  fellowfliip  ftandeth  in  the  light, 
which  the  world  hateth,  and  in  the  Ipirit,  which  the 
world  grieveth,  vcxeth^  and  quenchetli:  and  if  they 

wiU 
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i^riU  not  hear  our  admonitions,  the  light  condemneth 
th^m  5  and  then  goeth  our  teftimony  out  againft  them. 

^12;  That  no  condemnation  is  to  go  farther  than  the 
tiiinfgreflioii  is  known  j  and  if  he  or  Ihe  return,  and; 
gi*e  forth  a  condemnation  againft  him  or  herfelf, 
which  is 'more  defirable  than  that  we  (hould.do  it, 
this  is  a  teftimony  of  his  or  her  repentance  and  refur-' 
rcftion  before  God,  his  people,  and  the  whole  world : 
as  David,  when  Nathan  came  to  admonilh  him, 
Pfal,  li. 

^^3.  That  no  teftimony  by  way  of  condemnation  be 
given   forth  againft  any  man   or    woman,    whatever, 
crime  they  commit,  before  admonition,  and  till  fuch 
time  as  they  have  had  gofpel  order,    according  to 
ChriiFs  dodtrine. 

14.  And  if  any  brother  or  fifter  hear  any  report  of 

atty  brother  or  fifter,  let  him  or  her  go  to  the  party, 

and  know  the  truth  of  the  report ;    and,  if  true,  let 

the  thing  be  judged  j  if  falfe,  go  then  to  the  reporter, 

and  let  him  or  her  be  judged*     And  if  any  ftiould 

repoi;t  it  at  a  fecond  or  third  hand,  without  going  to . 

thi  party  of  whom  the  report  goeth,    let  fuch    be 

brought  to  judgment :  "  For  thou  Ihalt  neither  raife, 

*'  iior  fufFer,  a  falfe  report  to  lie  upon  my  people,. 

*'  faith  the  Lord  ;'*  for  they  are  to  be  holy  as  he  i$ 

holy,  and  juft  as  he  is  juft. 

15.  And  if  any  controverfy,  or  weaknefs,  ftiould 
appear  in  either  mens  or  womens  meetings,  let  it  not 
oc  told  out  of  your  meetings}  becaufe  fuch  fpeeches 
tend  to  the  defaming  of  fuch  perfons  and  meetings, 
«nd  to  the  hurt  of  the  common  unity,  and  breach  of 
the  heavenly  fociety  and  privilege. 

This  is  an  account  of  what  paffed  in  that  meeting. 

Next  day,"  notice  being  already  given,  we  had  a 
large  publick  meeting,  in  which  the  found  of  the 
^verlafting  gofpel,  teftament  and  covenant  went  forth  j

and  the  meeting  ended  with  a  fwcet  and  weighty 
fenfc. 

That  evening  we  had  a  more  feleft  meeting  of 
friends  than  the  day  before,  in  which  the  nature  of 
marriage,  and  the  praftice  of  friends  relating  to  it, 
and  other  things,  were  very  weightily  and  clolely  dif- 
courfed.     The  rcfolutions  were  thefe  following : 

1.  A  fcruplc  concerning  the  law  of  the  magiftrate 
about  marriage,  being  propofed  and  difcourfed  of  ifl 
the  fear  of  God  among  friends,  in  a  feleft  meeting,  it 
was  the  univerfal  and  unanimous  fenfe  of  friends, 
*  That  joining  in  marriage  is  the  work  of  the  Lord 
^  only,  and  not  of  prieft  or  magiftrate/  For  it  is 
God's  ordinance,  and  not  man's  5  and  therefore  friends 
cannot  confent  that  they  fhould  join  them  together:* 
for  we  marry  none ;  it  is  the  Lord's  work,  ahd  we  arc 
but  witneffes. 

2.  But  yet  if  a  friend,  through  tendernefs,  have  a 
defire  that  the  magiftrate  ftiould  know  it  before  the 
marriage  be  concluded,  they  may  publilh  the  fame, 
after  the  thing  hath  by  friends  been  found  clear ;  and, 
after  the  marriage  is  performed  in  a  publick  meeting 
of  friends  and  others,  according  to  the  holy  order  and 
pradtice  of  friends  in  truth  throughout  the  world,  (the 
manner  of  the  holy  men  and  women  of  old),  may  go 
and  carry  a  copy  of  a  certificate  to  the  magiftrate; 
and  they  are  left  to  their  freedom  herein,  that  if  they 
pleafe  they  may  regifter  it.  But  for  priefts  or  ma^^ 
trates  to  marry,  or  join  any  in  that  relation,  it  is  not 
according  to  fcripture  j  and  our  teftimony  and  pradticc ' 
have  been  always  againft  it.  It  was  God's  work  before  Ij 
the  fall,  and  it  is  God's  work  only  in  the  rcftoration,  j[| 

3.  If  any  friend  have  it  upon  him  to  reprint  any 
book  already  printed,  and  approved  either  in  England 
or  here,  they  may  do  it  upon  their  own  charges. 

4.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  the  care  of  reading  and 
approving  books  be  laid  upon  fome  of  every  meeting; 
to  the  end  no  book.be  publiftied  but  in  the  unity: 
yet  any  other  faithful  friends,  not  fo  nominated,  arc 
not  thereby  excluded.    Though  in  all  thefe  cafes  it '% 

At     • 
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defired^  that  all  would  avoid  unneceiTary  difputes  about 
words>  which  profit  not^  but  keep  in  the  love  that 
i^ifieth. 

5.  It  is  farther  concluded,  that  the  general  ftock  of 
the  quarterly  meeting  be  not  difpofed  of,  but  by  the 
confent  of  the  quarterly  meetings  But  if  betwixt 
times  there  (hall  be  a  preffing  neceffity  concerning  the 
publick,  let  that  montnly  meeting,  where  it  fhall  fall- 
out, lay  down  the  money,  and  give  in  an  account  at 
the  next  quarterly  meeting,  in  order  to  their  relief,; 
if  it  appear  that  they  are  thereby  overcharged.  And 
let  all  things  be  done  without  favour,  afFedtion,  rela- . 
tion,  or  any  refpedt  to  perfons,  even  for  the  Lord's 
bke,  and  his  bleifed  everlafting  truth  -,  that  God  may 
blefs  and  profper  his  people. 

And  let  all  things  be  written  down,  both  as  to  your 
monthly  and  quarterly  meeting  coUedlions ;  what  you 
rtceive,  and  what  you  difburfe :  that  all  may  be  fair 
lad  clear  to  the  fatisfadtion  of  all  that  defire  to  f^e 
md  examine  the  books. 

And  the  Lord's  fear,  and  life,  and  power  was  over 
41,  in  which  the  Lord  God  prefejve  his  for  ever. 
iAThc  next  day,  being  the  feventh  day  of  the  week,* 
pas   employed  in  vifiting  of  friends,   and  preparing

Great  Prince  ! 

A  CTIONS  of  juftice,  mercy  and  truths  are  worthy 
jr\^  of  all  men ;  but  in  a  moft  excellent  manner  of  tl^ 
lerious  confidcration  of  kings  and  princes.  We,  cer- 
tain inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Dantzick^  have  been 
long  great  fufFerers^  not  for  any  wickednefs  committed 
againft  the  royal  law  of  God^  or  any  bi^ach  of  thofe 
civil  laws  of  this  city,  that  relate  to  the  well-govern- 
ment of  it  in  all  natural  and  civil  things ;  but  purely 
and  only  for  the  caufe  of  our  tender  confciences  to- 
wards God. 

This  feverity  being  by  us  reprefented  to  the  magif* 
trates  of  this  city,  we  eould  not  as  yet  receive  from 
them  any  relief;  fome  exprefling,  as  if  eafing  tfaK 
burden  of  our  oppreffions,  ihould  give  thee,  O  kingi. 
an  occafion  of  diffatisfaftion  againft  them,  who  arc 
our  acknowledged  proteftorj 

Being  thus  neceflitated,  and  in  a  manner  driven  to 
make  this  addrefs  unto  thee,  take  it  not  amifs  that 
we,  with  that  humility  and  patience  that  beconrie  thtf 
fervants  and  followers  of  Jefus,  and  with  all  manndf 
of  Chriftian  refpeft  and  fincerity  of  mind,  briefly  re-* 
late  to  thee  the  moft  fundamental  principles  nioft 
furely  believed  by  us:  which,  we  hope,  thoii  init 
believe  deferve  not  thofe  punilhments  that  are  infli&ed 
upon  us  as  evil-doers. 

1.  We  do  reverently  believe.  That  there  i^  Oflft 
God  and  Father,  One  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  and  OheHolf 
Spirit,  and  thefe  Three  are  One.     Eph.  iv.  6. 

2.  We  believe  tlie  fci-iptures  of  the  Old  and  New^ 
Teftament  to  have  been  given  forth  by  divine  infpira- 
tion  i  and  they  are  profitable  for  doftrine,  for  reproof j| 
for  correftion,  for  inftrudion  in  righteoufnefs ;  "  aj^lcr 
*'  to    make    the  man  of  God  wife   unto   falvatiooj 
**  through  faith  which  is  in  Ghrift  Jefus.'*     2  Tim.  &

3.  That  thefe  holy  fcriptures  are  not  to  be  under- 
wood^ but  by  the  difcoveries,  teachings,  and  operar 
jtions  of  that  Eternal  Spirit  from  whence  they  came. 

4.  We  believe  that  all  mankind,  through  difob^- 
dience  to  the  Spirit  of  God,  are  fallen  fhort  of  the 
glory  of  God,  and  in  that  ftate  are  under  condemna- 
tion :  but  that  God,  out  of  his  infinite  goodnefs  an.d 
kindnefs,  hath  fent  his  Son  a  light  into  the  world,  that 
vhofoever  believeth  and  obeyeth  this  light,  fhould  not 
abide  in  darknefs,  but  have  the  light  of  eternal  life. 

5.  We  believe  this  gift  of  light  and  grace,  through 
Jefus  Chrift,  to  be  univerfal ;  and  that  there  is  not  a 
man  or  woman  upon  earth  that  hath  not  a  fufiicieiit 
meafure  of  this  light,  and  to  whom  this  grace  hath 
not  appeared,  to  reprove  their  ungodly  works  of  dark- 

'  nefs,  and  to  lead  them  that  obey  it  to  eternal  falva- 

tion.     And  this   is    the  great  condemnation  of  the 

;-. 'world  at  this  day,  under  all  their  great  profeflions  of 

h^  God,  Chrift,  Spirit,  and  fcriptures,  that  though  Chrift 

;  '  hath  enlightened  them,  yet  they  will  not  bring  their 

deeds  to  the  light,  but  hate  the  light,  and  love  their 

dark  cuftoms  and  practices  rather  than  the  light,  be- 

caufe  their  deeds  are  evil. 

6.  We  dp  believe  in  the  birth,  life,  doftrine,  mi- 
racles, death,  refurreftion  and  afcenfion  of  Jefus  Chrift 
our  Lord ;  and  that  he  laid  down  his  life  for  the  un- 

lly,  not  to  continue  fo,  but  that  they  fhould  deny 

leir  wickednefs  and  ungodlinefs,    and  live  foberly, 

jnghteoufly,  and  godlikely  in  this  prefent  evil  world; 

as  the  faints  of  old  did,  that  were  redeerhed  from  the 

earth,  and  fat  in  heavenly  places. 

7.  We  do  believe,  that  as  the  devil,  through  man's 
dafobedience,  brought  fin  into  man's  heart,  fo  Chrift 

iefus,  through  man's  belief  in,  and  obedience  to,  his 
oly  Spirit,  light,  and  grace,  cleanfeth  the  heart  of 
■fin,  deftroyeth  the  works  of  the  devil,  finiftieth  tranf- 
*greffion,    and   bringeth  in  everlafting  righteoufnef^ : 
jthat  as  tJie  4evil  hath  had  his  kingdom  of  dark,nefs  in 
oman^  fo  C,hrift  may  have  his  k^ngdomf  of  light,  life, 
^  48*^tcosi((p^,  peace  ^nd  joy  in  ,thc  riply.Ghoft  in  the 
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heart  of  man :  and  not  that  Chrift  Jcfus  favcth  men 
from  wrath,  and  not  from  fin:  *'  For  the  wagfs  of 
**  fin  is  death/*  in  whofe  heart  foevcr  it  liveth;  but 
the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life,  to  all  that  believe  and 
obey,  through  Jefus  Chrift. 

8.  We  do  believe,  that  all  true  miniftry  and  wor- 
Ihip  only  ftand  in  the  experimental  fenfe,  operations 
and  leadings  of  this  holy  light,  fpirit,  or  grace,  that 
is  (bed  abroad  in  the  hearts  of  men  and  women,  to 
conduft  them  in  the  holy  way  of  regeneration  unto 
life  eternal.  This  was  the  ancient,  apoftolical  doc- 
trine i  they  fpoke  what  they  had  feen,  tafted  and  han- 
dled of  the  word  of  God,  And  this  is  our  faith, 
doArine,  and  prafbice  in  this  day. 

And  be  not  dilpleafed  with  us,  O  king,  we  intreat 
thee,  if  we  give  this  for  the  reafon  of  our  abfenting 
ourfelves  from  the  publick  and  common  rniniftry  or 
worfliip ;  namely,  that  we  have  no  tafte  or  relifli,  no 
fenle  or  evidence,  that  their  miniftry  or  worfliip  are 
authorized  and  performed  by  the  apoftolical  power 
and  Spirit  of  Jefus ;  but  rather  that  they  are  the  in- 
ventions, ftudies  and  powers  of  man's  nature:  all 
which  are  but  ftrange  fire,  and  therefore  cannot  kin- 
dle a  true  and  acceptable  facrifice  to  God. 

For  it  is  not  man's  fpirit  and  degenerate  nature 
fpeaking  and  profefling  the  words  of  God's  Spirit,  that 
giveth  acceptance  with  the  Lord,  or  adminiftreth  hea- 
venly edification  to  men.  Nor  can  we  believe,  that 
where  envy,  paflion,  wrath,  malice,  perfecution,  envy, 
and  ftrife,  lufts,  vanity,  wantonnefs,  ^nd  worldly- 
mindednefs  have  fuch  a  fway  and  power,  that  the  true 
Chriftian  fpirit^  life,  and  doftrine  cap  be  heartily  re-  | 
ceived  and  followed.  I 

And  as  this  is  the  reafon,  in  the  fight  and  prefencc 
of  that  God  that  made  heaven  and  earth,  and  ^ill 
judge  the  quick  and  the  dead,  wherefore  we  cariiiot 
join  in  the  common  and  publick  worihip  pf  tH/tk 
parts ;  fo  doth  the  fame  light  and  Spirit  of  Gdcf-^lay 
an  holy  neceflity  upon  us,  with  a  meek  and  quicVlJ)i- 
tit,  to  come  together  after  the  manner  of  the  andiiit 

ChriftianS|

Chriftians,  that  were  the  true  followers  of  Jefus  j  and 
with  godly  fear,  and  a  retired  niind,  to  wait  upon 
God,  and  meditate  in  his  holy  law  of  life,  that  he 
hath  writ  in  our  hearts,  according  to  his  new-covenant 
promife :  that  he  may  feed  us,  teach  us,  ftrengthen 
us,  and  comfort  us  in  our  inward  man.  And  as  by 
this  holy  Spirit,  according  to  the  praftice  of  the 
churches  of  old,  any  are  inclined  or  moved  to  re- 
prove, exhort,  admonifli,  praife,  or  pray,  we  are  found 
cxercifed  in  thefe  holy  praftices.  ' 

Now,  O  prince !  Give  us,  poor  Chriftians,  leave  to 
expoftulate  with  thee :  Did  Chrift  Jefus,  or  his  holy 
followers,  endeavour  by  precept  or  example  to  fet  up 
their  religion  with  a  carnal  fword  ?  Called  he  any 
troops  of  men  or  angels  to  defend  him  ?  Did  he  en- 
courage Peter  to  difpute  his  efcape  with  the  fword  ? 
But  did  he  not  fay,  "  Put  it  up  ?"  Or  did  he  counte- 
nance his  over-zealous  difcipJes,  when  they  would 
have  had  fire  from  heaven  to  deftroy  thofe  that  were 
not  of  their  mind  ?  No :  but  did  not  Chrift  rebuke 
them,  fayipg,  *^  Ye  know  not  what  fpirit  ye  arc  of?" 
And  if  it  was  neither  Chrift's  Spirit,  nor  their  own 
Ipirit  that  would  have  fire  from  heaven.  Oh !  what  is 
that  fpirit  that  would  kindle  fire  on  earth,  to  deftroy 
fuch  as  peaceably  diflent  upon  the  account  of  con- 
fcience  ?  If  we  may  not  wifh  that  God  would  fmite 
in?n  of  other  judgments,  becaufe  they  differ  from  us, 
;  .*Cin  which  there  is  no  ufe  of  carnal  weapons)  can  wc 
^Jjja^;  iar. deceive  ourfelves,  as  to  efteem  ourfelves  Chrif- 
vtlians,  and,  followers  of  Chrift,  whilft  we  encourage 
!^(ineQ,  with  worldly  weapons  to  perfecute  fuch  as  diflent 

^|-9fn  us  ? 

O  king!  When  did  the  true  religion  perfecute? 
3oWfe«*?  ^i^  the  true  church  offer  violence  for  religion  ? 
lli^ett  not  her  weapons  prayers,  tears,  and  patience  ? 
3cJ^^  <^^  Jefus  conquer  by  thofe  weapons,  and  van- 
^"{miUk  cruelty  by  fuffering  ?  Can  clubs  and  ftaves,  and 
^Jn^W^  ^^  prifons,  and  banifhments  reach  the  foul^ 
/iMOSiiifCPt  tix^  hearty,  or  convince  the  underftanding  of 
'nfiMtt^.?';Wly^  4^d  yiokncp  ever  make  a  true  convert, 
en«ii*;)dl'  '     '    P  b  4  w 
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or  bodily  punifhmcnt  a  finccrc  Chriftian  ?  This  maked^ 
void  the  end  of  Chrift's  coming,  which  is  to  fave  mens 
lives,  and  not  to  deftroy  them ;  to  ferjuade  them,  and 
not  to  force  them;  yea,  it  robbeth  God's  Spirit  of  its 
office,  which  is  to  "  convince  the  world  :'*  that  is  the 
fword  by  which  the  ancient  Chriftians  overcame.  It 
was  the  apoftles  teftimony,  that  their  weapons  were 
not  carnal,  but  fpiritual:  but  the  pradlice  of  their 
pretended  fucceflbrs  proveth,  that  their  weapons  are 
not  fpiritual,  but  carnaj. 

Suppofe  we  are  tares,  as  the  true  wheat  hath  always 
been  called  j  yet  pluck  us  not  up,  for  Chrift's  fake, 
who  faith,  <*  Let  the  tares  and  the  wheat  grow  toge- 
"  ther  until  the  harveft ;"  that  is,  "  until  the  end  of 
*'  the  world/'  Let  God  have  his  due,  as  well  as 
Ccfar  J  the  judgment  of  confcience  belongcth  to  himj 
and  miftakes  about  religion  are  beft  known*  to  him. 

And  here  give  us  leave  to  mind  thee  of  a  noble  fay- 
ing of  one  of  thy  anceftors,  Stephen  king  of  Poland: 

*  I  am  king  of  men,  not  of  confciences ;  king  of  bo- 

*  dies,  not  of  fouls:'  and  there  have  been  found,  and 
ftill  are,  among  the  emperors,  kings,  princes,  and 
ftates  of  the  world,  fome  that  have  had  that  noble 
fpirit  of  indulging  their  confcientious  diflenting  fub- 
je&Si  and  not  only,  with  Gamaliel  and,  Gallio,  not 
to  perfecute,  but  alio  eminently  to  protect  and  defend 
them  from  the  hatred  and  violence  of  their  enemies. 
Be  not  thou  lefs  noble  than  they:  confider  how  quiedy 
and  comfortably  our  friends  live  under  other  govern* 
ments. 

And  indeed  we  conceive  it  to  be  the  prudence  of 
the  kings  and  ftates  of  the  world  j  for,  if  the  wife 
man  faith  true,  "  The  glory  of  a  prince  is  in  the  nrtul- 
*<  titude  of  his  people:"  but  this  praftice  faith,  ^  No; 

*  the  glory  of  a  prince  is  in  the  conformity  of  the 
'  people  to  the  canons  of  the  clergy;'  which  fecmeth 
to  ftrike  at  all  civil  fociety,  which  confifteth  in  men  of 
virtue,  parts,  arts,  and  induftry.  But  let  men  have 
never  hich  excellent  abilities,  be  nevtr  fo  honell, 
peaceable^   and  induftrious,   all  whicli  jrcnder  them 

good 
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good  and  profitable  fubjefts  to  the  prince,  yet  they 
ipuft  not* live  within  their  native  country,  unlefs  they 
"ivill  lacrifice  the  peace  of  their  confciences,  by  an 
hypocritical  fubiniflion  to  the  canons  and  fafbions  oif 
the  church.  Is  not  this,  O  prince !  to  fet  the  church 
above  the  ftate  ?  The  bilhop  above  the  king  ?  To  wafte 
and  give  away  the  ftrength  and  gloxy  of  a  kingdom  ? 

O  th^t  thou  mayeft  be  wife,  even  in  thy  generation, 
^d  ufe  the  power  that  God  has  given  thee,  for  God^ 
and  truth,  and  rightepufnefs ;  that  therein  thou  mayqft 
be  like  unto  God,  who,  Peter  telleth  us,  "  accepteth 
*'  of  all  that  fear  him,  and  work  righteoufnefs, 
f  ^  throughout  the  world :  whole  fun  fhineth  uppa  all, 
*^  whofe  rain  cometh  upon  all.'* 

And  left  any  ftiould  be  fo  injurious  to  us,  as  to  ren- 
der us  enemies  to  civil  government  j  be  it  known  untQ 
thee,  O  king !  that  we  honour  all  inen  in  the  Lord, 
not  with  the  vain  invented  honours  of  this  world,  buf . 
with  the  true  and  folid  honour  that  cometh  ftopj 
jabov^  i  but  much  more  kings,  and  thofe  whom  God 
►  hath  placed  in  authority  over  us :  for  we  believe  nu- 
giftracy  to  be  both  lawful  and  ufeful,  for  the  terrify- 
ing of  evil-doers,  and  the  praife  and  encouragement  * 
of  thofe  that  do  well. 

The  premifes  duly  confidered,  we  intreat  thee^  0 
prince  !  to  take  our  fuffering  cafe  into  thy  ferious  re- 
gard; and,  by  that  power  and  influence  thou  Jiaft  wit^ 
iJie  magiftrates  of  this  city,  to  recommend  our  fuffer- 
ing  condition  to  their  ferious  confideration  i  that  wp 
txiay  no  longer  lie  under  thefe  not  only  unchriftian, 
hut  unnatural  fe verities,  but  receive  that  fpeedy  and 
.cflfcdbual  relief  which  becometh  Chriftian  inagiftratfis 
.to^ive  to  their  own  fober  and  Chriftian  people. 

The  firft  day  of  the  week  being  come,^  the  meeting 
iK;gan  about  the  eleventh  hour^  and  held  tiU  about 
the  fourth  hour  in  the  afternoon.  There  was  a  xxxi^bXj/^ 
concourfe  of  people  from  feveral  places  of  this  coun- 

•  S«  6-  >• 
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try,  and  that  of  feveral  pcrfuadons,  Baptifts,  Prefby- 
terians,  Socinians,  Seekers,  &c.  and  God  was  with 
his  people,  and  his  word  of  life  and  power,  of  wifdom 
and  ftrength,  covered  them;  yea,  the  hiddjsn  things 
both  of  Efau  and  Jacob,  the  myftery  both  of  iniquity 
and  godlinefs,  were  opened  and  declared  in  the  de- 
monftration  of  the  eternal  Spirit  that  day.  And, 
Oh !  blefTed  and  magnified  be  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
that  hath  not  only  not  left  himfelf,  but  alfo  not  his 
fervants,  without  a  witnefs !  Oh !  he  is  worthy  to  be 
loved,  and  feared,  and  obeyed,  and  reverenced  for 
ever. 

The  next  day?  G.  K.  R.  B.  B.  F.  and  myfclf,  hav- 
ing taken  our  leave  of  dear  G.  F.  and  friends,  took 
boat  for  Naerden,  where  we  arrived  about  the  fecond 
hour  in  the  afternoon. 

And  after  having  eaten,  we  took  our  leave  of  thofci 
friends  that  had  accompanied  us  thither^  and  began 
our  journey  in  the  common  poft- waggon  to  Olnabrug, 
where  we  came  the  fourth  day  following  in  the  even- 
ing,' 

We  pafTed  through  a  very  dark  country  to  that 
place ;  yet  I  felt  not  fo  great  a  weight  and  fufFering 
m  fpirit  as  fix  years  ago,  when  I  went  through  the» 
fame  places. 

At  Ofnabrug  we  had  a  little  time  with  the  man  of 
the  inn,  where  we  lay;  and  left  him  feveral  good  books 
of  friends,  in  the  Low  and  High  Dutch  tongues,  to 
read  and  difpofe  of. 

The  next  morning,  being  the  fifth  day  of  the  week,' 

we  fet  forward  to   Hcrwerden,  and  came  thither  at 

'  night.     This  is  the  city  where  the  princefs  Elizabeth 

Pidatine  hath  her  court  j  whom,  and  the  countefs  in 

•  company  with  her,  it  was  efpecially  upon  us  to  vifit, 

-and  that  upon  feveral  accounts : 

I.  In  that  they  are  perfons  feeking  after  the  bcfk 
things^

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a.  That  they  are  aftually  lovers  ai^d  favourers  of 
thpfe,  that  fcparate  themfeWes  from  the  world  for  the 
fake  of  righteoufnefs. 

Fpr  the  princeft  is  not  only  a  private  fupporter  of 
fuch,  but  gave  pro^eftion  to  De  Labadie  himfelf,  and 
his  company;  yea,  when  they  went  under  the  reproach'^ 
ful  name  of  Quakers  about  leven  years  fince. 

This  man  was  a  Frenchman,  who  being  diflatisfied 
with  the  loofenefs  and  deadncfs  of  the  French  Protec- 
tants, even  at  Geneva  itfelf,  Itft  them,  and  came  for 
Holland ;  and  fo  vehemently  declaimed  againft  the 
apoftacy  of  the  priefts  and  people  there,  that  the  clergy  • 
were  enraged,  and  ftirred  up  the  magiftrates  againft 
him ;  and  the  rather,  becaufe  many  fojlowed  him,  and 
feveral  women  of  great  quality.  Upon  this  the  prin- 
cefs  gave  them  an  invitation,  and  they  came,  and 
were  prote6ted  by  her.  But  fince,  fome  mifcarriages 
falling  out  in  that  place,  {he  thereupon  in  good  mca- 
fure  withdrew  her  favour  froni  them,  and  they  renioved 
into  another  place. 

I  was  moved  to  vifit  this  man  and  his  company  fix    - 
years  ago,  and  did  fee  him,  and  his  two  great  difci- 
ples;  but  they  would  not  fufFer  me  to  fee  the  peo- 
ple, which  I  laboured  for.     I  in  that  day  faw  the  airi- 
nefs  and  unftablenefs  of  the  man's  fpirit ;  and  that  a 
feU'inaJler  was  his  name:  and  it  was  upon  me,  both 
Jpiy  word  of  mouth  and  writing,    to  let  them  know 
that  the  enemy  would  prevail  againft  them  to  draw 
them  into  inconvenient  things,  if  they  came  not  to  be 
ilayed  in  the  light  of  Jefus  Chrifi,  and  to  know  the 
holy  ftlence  \  and  that  at  laft  they  would  come  to  fall 
out  one  with  another,  and  moulder  away :  which  is 
in  fome  meafure  come  to  pafs,  as  I  feared;   for  I 
clearly  perceived,  that  though  they  had  received  fome 
divine  touches,  a  danger  there  was  they  would  ma 
:  out  with  them,  and  fpend  them  like  prodigals ;  not 
knowing  then  where  to  ftay  their  mmds  for   daily 
bread.     Yea,  though  they  were  fbmething  angelical^ 
and  like  to  the  coeleftial  bodies,  yet  if  they  kept  not 
-^heir  ftation,  they   would  prove  fallen  ftars.    They 
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inoyed  not  in  the  motion  of  him  that  had  vidted 
thtm^  but  were  filled  with  grofs  mixtures,  and  thertr 
bjr  brought  forth  mixed  births ;  that  is  to  fay,  things 
pot  natural,  but  monftrous.  In  fine,  they  were  fhy  of 
ps,  they  knew  us  not:  yet  I  believed  well  of  fomc 
of  the  people,  for  a  good  thing  was  ftirring  in  them. 

And  in  this  alfo  was  the  frountefs  commendable,  in 
|hat  (he  left  all,  to  have  joined  with  a  people  |hat 
Had  a  pretence,  at  leaft,  to  more  fpirituality  and  lelf- 
denial,  than  was  found  in  the  national  religion  fbe  was 
bred  up  in :  for  God  had  reached  her,  as  (he  told  nie, 
about  nine  years  ago,  and  that  by  an  extraordinaiy 
tpray. 

Now  it  feemed  great  pity  to  us,  that  perfons  of 
their  quality  in  the  world  Ihould  fo  willingly  expoie 
themfelves  for  the /^^  Quaker,  the  reprobate  ^/v^, 
the  mixtureSy  and  that  they  fhould  not  be  acquainted 
with  the  life  and  teftimony  of  the  true  Quakers. 

About  a  year  fince,  R.  B.  and  B.  F.  took  that  city, 
in  the  way  from  Frederickftadt  to  Amfterdam,   and 

favc  them  a  vifit;  in  which  they  informed  them 
>mcwhat  of  friends  principles,  and  recommended  the 
teftimony  of  truth  to  them,  as  both  a  nearer  and  more 
certain  thing  than  the  utmoft  of  De  Labadie's  doc- 
trine.    They  left  them  tender  and  loving. 

Soon  after  this,  Gertruydt  Diricks  and  Elizabeth 
Hendricks  from  Amfterdam  vifited  them,  and  ob- 
tained a  meeting  with  them;  improving  that  litde 
way,  which  God  by  his  providence  h^  made,  more 
clofely  to  prefs  the  teftimony.  And  though  they, 
cfpecially  the  countefs,  made  fome  objedtipns,  in  re- 
lation to  the  ordinances,  and  certain  praftices  of 
friends,  yet  ihe  feemed  to  receive  at  that  time  fatif- 
,fa(^on  from  them. 

Thefe  vifits  have  occafioned  a  correfpondence  by 
way  of  letter  betwixt  them  and  feveral  of  us,  whcre- 
.in  the  ^  myftery  of  truth**  hath  been  more  clearly 
(Opened  to  their  underftandings  i  and  they  have  been 
brop^ht  nearer  into  a  waiting  frame^  by  i^oie  hea- 
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tfchly  direftibns  they  have  frequently  feceived  by  iftzf 
iff  cpiltles  from  fevefal  of  US. 

ih  anfwcr  to  two  of  mine,  the  princcfs  feht  me  thfi 
following  letter  ^  which  being  fliort^  I  inlert  it  here^ 

Herfofd,  May  4^  i^77« 

THIS,  friend,  will  tell  you,  that  both  your  kttets 
were  very  acceptable,  together  with  your  wiflics 
for  my  obtaining  thofe  virtues  which  may  make  me  4t 
ivorthy  follower  of  our  great  King  and  Saviour  Jefus 
Chrift*  What  I  have  done  for  his  true  difciples^  i$ 
not  fb  much  as  a  cup  of  cold  water ;  it  affords  them 
lio  refrefliment  j  neither  did  I  expedl  any  fruit  of  mjr 
letter  to  the  duchefs  of  L*  as  I  have  expreffed  at  tfa^ 
fame  time  unto  B.  F.'  But  (ince  R.  B.  defired  I  fhould 
write  it,  i  could  not  refufe  him,  nor  omit  to  do  anj 
thing  that  was  judged  conducing  to  his  liberty,  though 
it  fhould  expofe  me  to  the  derihon  of  the  world.  But 
this  a  mere  moral  man  can  reach  at  1  the  true  inward 
graces  are  yet  wanting  in

This  digreffion  from  the  prefent  hiftory  I  thought 
^ok  altogether  unneceffary,  or  unpleafing. 

But  to  return :  Being  arrived  at  that  city,  part  of 
which  is  under  her  government,  we  gave  her  to  under* 
fiand  it,  defiring  to  know  what  time  next  day  wouldl 
be  moft  proper  for  us  to  vifit  her.  She  fent  us  word, 
'  She  was  glad  that  we  were  come,  and  ftiould  be 
*  ready  to  receive  us  the  next  morning  about  the  fe- 
^  ventn  hour.* 

The  h^xt  morning  being  come,*  (which  was  the 
fixth  day  of  the  week)  we  went  about  the  time  flic 
had  appointed  us,  and  found  both  her  and  the  coun^* 
r  tefs  ready  to  receive  us  5  which  they  did  with  a  more 
than  ordinary  exprellion  of  kindnefs.  I  can  truly  fay 
itj  and  that  in  God^s  fear,  I  was  very  deeply  and  re« 

^  10.  6.  5. 
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Tcrently  affeded  with  the  fenfe  that  was  upon  my  fpi-. 
rit  of  die  great  and  notable  day  of  the  Lord>  and  the 
breakings-in  of  his  eternal  power  upon  all  nations; 
and  of  the  railing  of  the  flain  witnefTes  to  judge  the 
world ;  who  is  the  treafure  of  life  and  peace,  of  wif- 
dom  and  glory,  to  all  that  receive  him  in  the  hour  of 
his  judgments,  and  abide  with  him.  The  fenfe  of 
this  deep  and  fure  foundation  which  God  is  layiiig,  as 
the  hope  of  eternal  life  and  glory  for  all  to  build  up^ 
on,  filled  my  foul  with  an  holy  teftimony  to  them; 
which,  in  a  living  fenfe,  was  followed  by  my  brethren: 
and  fo  the  meeting  ended  about  the  eleventh  hour. 

The  princtfs  intreatcd  us  to  ftay  and  din^  with  her; 
but,  with  due  regard  both  to  our  teftimony  and  to 
her,  at  that  time  we  refufed  it;  defiring,  if  ihe  pleafed, 
another  opportunity  that  day :  which  (he  with  all 
chearfulnefs  yielded  to;  (he  herfelf  appointing  the 
fecond  hour.  So  we  went  to  our  quarters,  and  fome 
time  after  we  had  dined,  we  returned. 

The  meeting  foon  began;  there  were  feveral  pre- 
fent,  befides  the  princefs  and  countefs.  It  was  at  this 
meeting  that  the  Lord  in  a  more  eminent  manner  be- 
gan to  appear.  The  eternal  word  fhewed  itfelf  a  ham- 
mer at  this  day ;  yea,  (harper  than  a  two-edged  fword, 
dividing  afunder  between  the  foul  and  the  fpirit,  the 

{'oints  and  the  marrow.  Yea,  this  day  was  all  flefh 
lumbled  before  the  Lord ;  it  amazed  one,  ftruck  an- 
other, broke  another:  yea,  the  noble  arm  of  the 
Lord  was  truly  awakened,  and  the  weight  and  work 
thereof  bowed  and  tendered  us  alfo  after  an  unufual 
and  extraordinary  manner ;  that  the  Lord  might  work 
an  heavenly  fign  before  them  and  among  them ;  that 
the  Majefty  of  him  that  is  rifen  among  the  poor  Qua- 
kers might  in  fome  meafure  be  known  unto  them; 
what  God  it  is  we  ferve,  and  what  power  it  is  we 
wait  for  and  bow  before.  Yea,  they  had  a  fenfe  and 
a  difcovery  that  day,  what  would  become  of  the  glory 
of  all  flefli,  when  God  fhall  enter  into  judgment. 
Well !  let  my  right  hand  forget  its  cunning,  and  my 
tongue  cleave  to  the  roof  of  my  mouthy  when  I  (hall 

forget 
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forget  the  loving-kindnefs  .of  the  Lord,  and  the  furc 
mercies  of  our  God  to  us  his  travelling  fervants  that 
day.  O  Lord,  fend  forth  thy  light  and  thy  truth,  that 
all  nations  may  behold  thy  ^lory. 

Thus  continued  the  meeting  till  about  the  fevcnth 
hour:  which  done,  with  hearts  and  fouls  filled  with 
holy  thankfgivings  to  the  Lord  for  his  abundant  mercy 
and  goodnefs  to  us,  we  departed  to  our  lodging ;  de- 
firing  to  know,  whether  our  coming  the  next  day 
might  not  be  uneafy  or  unreafonable  to  her,  with  re- 
fpe<5t  to  the  affairs  of  her  government ;  it  being  tl>c 
laft  day  of  the  week,  when,  we  were  informed,  Ihc 
was  moft  frequently  attended  with  addreffes  from  her 
people.    But  with  a  loving  and  ready  mind  fhe  replied, 

*  Th#t  fhe  (hould  be  glad  to  fee  us  the  next  morn- 

*  ing,  and  at  any  time  when  we  would/ 

The  next  morning'  (being  the  feventh  day)  wc 
were  there  betwixt  eight  and  nine ;  where  R.  B.  fal- 
ling into  fome  difcourfe  with  the  princefs,  the  countels 
took  hold  of  the  opportunity,  and  whifpered  me  to 
withdraw,  to  get  a  meeting  for  the  more  inferior  fer- 
vants of  the  houfe,  who  would  have  been  bafhful  to 
have  prefented  themfelves  before  the  princefs.  And 
bleffecl  be  the  Lord,  he  was  not  wanting  to  us :  but 
the  fame  blefled  power  that  had  appeared  to  vifit  them 
of  high,  appeared  alfo  to  vifit  them  of  low  degree: 
and  we  were  all  fweetly  tendered  and  broken  together, 
for  *'  Virtue  went  forth  of  Jesus  that  day,"  and  the 
life  of  our  God  was  fhed  abroad  amongft  us  as  a  fwect 
favour  i  for  which  their  fouls  bowed  before  the  Lord, 
and  confeffed  to  our  teftimony.  Which  did  not  a  lit- 
tle pleafe  that  noble  young  woman,  to  find  her  owa 
report  of  us,  and  her  great  care  of  them,  fo  effec- 
tually anfwered.  Oh !  what  fhall  we  fay?  Is  there  any 
God  like  to  our  God,  who  is  glorious  in  holinefs, 
fearful  in  praifes,  working  wonders  ?  To  his  eternal 
name,  power  and  arm  be  the  glory  for  ever! 

The 
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The  meeting  done,  the  princefs  came  to  uSj  tx->^ 
preffin^  much  fatisfaftion  that  we  had  that  good  op- 
portunity  with  her  fervants ;  telling  ua  (he  much  d&- 
fired  they  fhould  have  a  true  and  right  charaffcerc^ 
lis^  and  that  therefore  flie  chofe  to  withdraw,  that  they 
mi^ht  have  freer  accefs,  and  that  it  might  look  like 
their  own  aft ;  or  words  to  that  purpofe. 

The  twelfth  hour  being  come,  we  returned  to  our 
inn,  letting  them  underftand,  we  purpofed  (the  Lord 
willing)  to  vifit  them  fome  time  of  that  afternoon. 

I  muft  not  here  forget,  that  we  found  at  our  inn, 
the  firft  night  at  fupper,  a  young  merchant,  of  a  fweet 
and  ingenuous  temper,  belonging  to  the  city  of  Bre- 
men, who  took  occafion  from  that  night's  difcourfe, 
the  fixth  day  at  dinner  and  fupper,  and  the  feventh 
day  alfo,  to  feek  all  opportunities  of  conference  wirii 
us  5  and,  as  we  have  reafon  to  believe,  he  ftayed 
twenty-four  hours  in  that  city  on  our  account.  Wc 
opened  to  him  the  teftimony  of  truth :  I  know  not 
that  in  any  one  thing  he  contradifted  us.  At  Idft, 
he  plainly  difcovered  himfelf  unto  us  to  be  a  follower 
of  a  certain  miniftcr  in  Bremen,  that  is,  even  by  his 
fellow-minifters  and  Proteftants,  reproached  with  the 
name  of  ^aker,  becaufe  of  his  lingular  (harpnefs 
againfl  the  formal  lifelefs  minifters  and  Chriftians  in 
the  world. 

We  laid  faft  hold  upon  this,  and  aflced  him,  in  cafe 
any  of  us  (hould  vifit  that  city,  if  he  would  give  us 
the  opportunity  of  a  meeting  at  his  houfe  ?  Which  he 
readily  granted  us.  So  we  gave  him  fome  books,  re- 
commending him  to  the  true  and  blefled  teftimony  of 
Chrift  Jefus,  the  Light  and  Judge  of  the  world,  and 
life  of  them  that  receive  him,  and  believe  in  him  j 
and  fo  we  parted. 

It  being  now  about  three  in  the  afternoon,  we  went 
to  the  princcfs's ;  where  being  come,  after  fome  little 
time,  the  princefs  and  countefs  put  me  in  riemem- 
brance  of  a  promife  I  made  them  in  one  of  my  letters 
out  of  England,  naitiely,  that  I  would  give  them  an 
account  (at  fome  convenient  time)  of  my  firft  con- 
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vincement^  and  of  thofe  tribulations  and  confolations 
which-  I  had  met  withal  in  this  way  of  the  kingdona, 
which  God  had  brought  me  to. 

After  fome  paufe,  I  found  myfelf  very  free,  and 
prepared  in  the  Lord's  love  and  fear  to  comply  with 
their  requeft;  and  fo,  after  fome  filence,  began.  But 
before  I  had  half  done,  it  was  fupper- time,  and  the 
princefs  would  by  no  means  let  us  go,  we  muft  fup 
with  her:  which  importunity  not  being  well  able  to 
avoid,  we  yielded  to,  and  fat  down  with  her  to  fupper. 

Among  the  reft  prefent  at  thefe  opportunities,  it 
muft  not  be  forgotten  that  there  was  a  countefs,  lifter 
to  the  countefs,  then  come  in  to  vifit  her,  arid  a 
Frenchwoman  of  quality;  the  firft  behaving  herfelf 
very  decently,  and  the  laft  often  deeply  broken ;  and 
from  a  light  and  flighting  carriage  towards  the  very 
name  of  a  ^akevy  flie  oecame  very  intimately  and 
affeftionately  kind  and  refpeftful  to  us.  Supper  being 
ended,  we  all  returned  to  the  princefs's  chamber; 
where  making  us  all  to  fit  down  with  her,  fhe,  with 
both  the  countefles  and  the  Frenchwoman,  prelTed 
from  me  the  continuance  of  my  relation;  but  none 
mor^  than  the  countefs's  fiftcr.  Which,  though  late, 
I  was  not  unwilling  to  oblige  them  with,  becaufe  I 
knew  not  when  the  Lord  would  give  me  fuch  an  op- 
portunity. 

And  I  found  them  affefted :  it  continued  till  about 
ten  at  night ;  yet  many  particulars  omitted,  partly 
through  forgetfulnefs,  and  partly  for  want  of  time. 
Howbcit,  I  muft  needs  fay,  they  heard  me  with  an 
earneft  and  tender  attention ;  and  I  hope  and  believe, 
the  Lord  hath  made  it  profitable  unto  them. 

This  done,  fome  difcourfe  they  had  upon  it,  an4 
afterwards  we  fpoke  about  a  meeting  for  the  next  day, 
being  the  firft  day  of  the  week  s  and  that  we  might 
have  not  only  as  rtiany  of  her  own  family,  but  as  many 
of  her  town  as  would  willingly  be  there :  fhe  yielded 
to  it,  and  appointed  the  meeting  to  begin  at  the  fe- 
cond  hour.  So  we  parted,  being  near  the  eleventh 
hour  at  night.

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:  The  next  morning'  we  had  a  meeting  among' Qur« 
felves  in  our  chamber,  wherein  the  Lord  refreijie^  Hl^: 
lind  there  was  a  great  travail  upon  our  fpirits^  tJ^^ 
the  Lord  would  ftand  by  us  that  day,  and  magnify 
the  teftimony  of  his  own  truth  by  us;  that  he  might 
have  a  feed  and  people  in  that  place^  to  lift  up  a  ilan^ 
dard  for  his  name. 

At  dinner  there  were  feveral  ftrangers,  that  canle 
by  the  pod-waggon  that  day :  among  whom  there  was 
a  young  man  ot  Bremen,  being  a  ftudent  at  the  col- 
lege at  Duyiburgh,  who  informed  us  of  a  fober  and 
feeking  man  of  great  note  in  the  city  of  Duyfburgh^ 
to  him  we  gave  fome  books.  There  was  one  more 
who  was  tender  and  inquiring,  to  whom  alfo  we  gay^ 
ibme  books. 

The  fecond  hour  being  at  hand,  we  went  to  ^ 
meeting;  where  were  feveral  as  well  of  the  town,  w 
of  the  family.  The  meeting  began  with  a  wei^^ty 
exercife  and  travail  in  prayer,  that  the  Lord  wQ^dd 
glorify  his  own  name  that  day.  And  by  his  tym 
power  he  made  way  to  their  confciences,  and  founded 
nis  wakening  trumpet  in  their  ears,  that  they  might 
know  that  he  was  God,  and  that  there  is  none  lii^e 
unto  him.  Oh !  the  day  of  the  Lord  livingly  dawned 
upon  us,  and  the  fearching  life  of  Jefus  was  in  the 
midft  of  us !  Oh !  the  word,  that  never  faileth  them 
that  wait  for  it,  and  abide  in  it,  opened  the  way,  and 
unfealed  the  book  of  life :  yea,  the  quickening  power 
and  life  of  Jefus  wrought  and  reached  to  them :  and 
virtue  from  him,  in  whom  dwelleth  the  Godhead,  bo- 
dily, went  forth,  and  bleffedly  diftilled  upon  us  his 
own  heavenly  life,  fweetcr  than  the  pure  frankincenfe; 
yea,  than  the  fweet-fmelling  myrrh  that  cometh  from 
a  far  country.  And  as  it  began,  fo  it  was  carried  W3 
and  fo  it  ended :  blefied  be  the  name  of  the  Lordj  ^ 
confided  in  be  our  God  for  ever  ! 

As  foon  as  the  meeting  was  done^    the   pdnq^fs 
came  to  me,  and  took  me  by  the  hand  (which^jj^ 
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ufually  did  to  us  all,  coming  and  going)  and  trent  tQ 
fpeak  to  me  of  the  fcnfe  (he  had  of  that  power  and 
prcfencc  of  God  that  was  amongft  us,  but  was  flop- 
ped. And  turning  herfelf  to  the  window,  brake  forth 
in    an   extraordinary  paflion,    crying  out,    *  I  cannot 

*  fpeak  to  you  -,  my  heart  is  full  /  clapping  her  hands 
upon  her  breaft. 

It  melted  me  into  a  deep  and  calm  tendernefs,  in 
which  I  was  moved  to  minifter  a  few  words  foftly  to 
her,  and  after  fome  time  of  filence  flie  recovered  her- 
felf; and  as  I  was  taking  my  leave  of  her,  (he  inter- 
rupted me  thus :  *  Will  ye  not  come  hither  again  ? 

*  Pray,  call  here  as  ye  return  out  of  Germany.*  I 
told  her,  we  were  in  the  hand  of  the  Lx)rd  5  and  being 
his,  could  not  difpofe  of  ourfelves.  But  the  Lord 
had  taken  care  that  we  Ihould  not  forget  her,  and 
thofe  with  her:  for  he  had  raifed  and  begotten  an 
heavenly  concernment  in  our  fouls  for  her  and  them  ; 
ktid  we  loved  them  all  with  that  love  wherewith  God 
fivtd  loved  us ;  with  much  more  to  that  purpofe. 

She  then  turned  to  the  reft  of  the  friends,  and 
would  have  had  us  all  gone  to  fupper  with  her.  But 
wc  chofe  rather  to  be  excufed ;  we  Ihould  eat  a  bit  of 
her  bread,  and  drink  a  glafs  of  her  wine  if  fhe 
pieafed,  in  the  chamber  where  we  were.  At  laft  wc 
prevailed  with  her  to  leave  us. 

The  countefs,  the  Frenchwoman,  and  the  countefs's 
'waiting-woman,  flayed  with  us,  and  we  had  a  very 
retired  and  feafonable  opportunity  with  them. 

After  the  princefs  had  fupped,  we  went  all  down, 
and  took  our  folemn  leave  of  her,  the  countefs,  her  , 
fiffier,  the  Frenchwoman,  with  the  reft  of  the  family, 
Mrfioft  hearts  were  reached  and  opened  by  our  tefti- 
fhonies ;  recommending  unto  them  holy  filence  from 
all  will-worfh?p,  and  the  workings,  ftrivings,  and 
images  of  their  own  mind  and  fpirit:  that  Jefus  might 
"bfe  felt  of  them  in  their  hearts,  his  holy  teachings 
wltneflfed,  and  followed  in  the  way  of  his  bleffed  crofs, 
that  would  crucify  them  unto  the  world,  and  the  world 
unto  them:    that  their  faith,   hope,    and  joy  mi^Kt 
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ftand  in  Chrift  in  them,  the  heavenly  Prophet,  Sbfep- 
hcrd,  and  Biihop;  whofc  voice  all  that  are  truly  flie^^ 
will  hear  and  follow,  and  not  the  voice  of  any  ftrah- 
ger  whatever. 

So  we  left  them  in  the  love  and  peace  of  God, 
praying  that  they  might  be  kept  from  the  evil  of  thii 
world.  We  returned  to  our  lodging,  having  our  hekrts 
filled  with  a  weighty  fcnfc  of  the  Lord's  appearance 
with  us  in  that  place;  and  being  late  (towards  the 
ninth  hour)  we  prepared  to  go  to  reft. 

The  next  morning''  (being  the  fecond  day  of  the 
week)  G.  K.  B.  F.  and  myfclf,  got  ready  to  begih 
our  journey  towards  Franckfort;  which,  by  the  way 
of  Caffel,  is  about  two  hundred  Englifh  miles.  R.  B. 
prepared  himfelf  to  return  by  the  way  we  came,  di- 
reftly  to  Amfterdam.  But  before  we  parted,  we  had 
a  little  time  together  in  the  morning  in  our  chantiber> 
whither  came  one  of  the  princefs's  family,  and  one  of 
the  town.'  The  Lord  moved  me  to  call  upon  his 
great  name,  that  he  would  be  with  them  that  ftaycd, 
and  with  them  that  returned  alfo,  and  with  us  that 
went  forward  in  wild  and  untrodden  places.  And  his 
bleffed  love  and  life  overftiadowcd  us:  yea,  he  filled 
our  cup  together,  and  made  us  drink  into  one  fpirit, 
even  the  cup  of  bleflings,  in  the  fellowfliip  of  the 
everlafting  feed ;  in  which  we  took  leave  of  one  an- 
other. 

And  after  having  eaten,  it  being  about  the  feventh 
hour,  we  departed  the  city. 

We  came  to  Paderborn  that  night,  fix  German 
miles,  which  are  about  thirty-fix  Englifh  :  it  is  a  dark 
Popifh  town,  and  under  the  government  of  a  bifliop 
of  that  religion.  Howbeit,  the  woman  where  we 
lodged  was  an  ancient,  grave,  and  ferious  perfon,  to 
whom  we  declared  the  teftimony  of  the  light y  fliew- 
ing  her  the  difference  betwixt  an  outfide  and  an  infidc 
religion,  which  (he  received  with  much  kindnefs.  Wc 
left  fonie  books  with  her,  which  fhe  took  readily. 

There 
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Xb^re  was  alfo  with  us  at  fupper  a  Lutheran,  thajC; 
W4Si  a  lawyer,  with  whom  I  had  very  good  fervice,  ict 
opening  to  him  the  great  lofs  of  the  power  of  godlir 
nefs^  as  well  among  them  who  feparated  from  Rorne^ 
as  in  the  Roman  church;  which  he  confefled.  I  di- 
rected him  to  the  principle  of  light  in  his  confcience,, 
that  let  him  fee  the  lifelefs  ftate  of  the  falfe  Chrif- 
tiansi  and  if  he  turned  his  mind  to  that  principle, 
and  waited  there  for  power,  he  would  receive  power 
to  rule  and  govern  himfelf  according  to  true  godli- 
nefs }  and  that  it  was  the  lofs  of  Chriftendom  that  they 
went  from  this  principle,  in  which  the  power  ftand- 
eth,  that  conformeth  the  foul  to  the  image  and  like- 
ncfs  of  the  dear  ISon  of  God  j  and  thither  they  muft 
come. again,  if  ever  they  will  have  the  true  knowledge 
of  God,  and  enjoy  life  and  falvation;  with  much  more 
to  that  purpofe  j  all  which  he  received  lovingly, 
,  The  next  morning*  we  fet  forwards  toward  Caflel^ 
pvtt  through  great  foulnefs  of  weather,  having  only 
naked. carts  to  ride  in,  the  waters  being  alfo  high  with 
the  rains,  we  got  not  to  Caffel  till  the  next  day,^ 
wHich  was  the  fourth  day  of  the  week*  It  being  latef, 
we  made  little  enquiry  that  night,  being  alfo  wearied 
with  the  foulnefs  of  the  ways  and  weather. 

But  the  next  day^  we  made  our  ufual  enquiry,  vizi. 
Who  was  worthy  in  the  city  ?  And  found  fome  that 
tenderly  and  lovingly  received  us,  to  whom  we  de- 
clared the  vifitation  of  the  light  and  love  of  God. 
Among  the  reft,  was  Dureus,  our  countryman,  a  man 
of  icventy-feven  years  of  age,  who  had  learned  in 
gQoA  meafure  to  forget  his  learning,  fchool-divinity^ 
and  prieft's  craft;  and  for  his  approaches  towards  an 
inwai'd  principle,  is  reproachfully  faluted  by  fome  with 
the  honeft  title  o(  ^aker.  It  is  much  better  thai^ 
Papift,  Lutheran,  or  Calvinift,  who  are  not  only  ig- 
Jiorant  of,  but  enemies  to,  quaking  and  trembling  a^t 
^he  word,  of  the  Lord,  as  Mofes  and  others  did, 
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XJpon  the  (ixth  day  of  the  fame  week  about  noon^i* 
we  ict  out  towards  Franckfort^  having  left  feveral 
books  behind  us ;  which  hath  been  our  pra&ice  in  our 
journey. 

At  Franckfort  we  arrived  the  fecond  day  about 
noon,**  being  juft  a  week  from  Herwerden  5  and  hav- 
ing from  thence  and  Caflel  made  known  our  intentions 
of  coming  to  that  city,  two  conliderable  peribns 
came  and  met  us  about  half  a  German  mile  from  the 
cityj  informing  us  of  feveral  well-afFe&ed  in  thu 
town.  Upon  which  we  told  them  the  end  of  out 
coming,  and  defired  to  have  a  meeting  with  them  in 
the  afternoon ;  which  we  eafily  obtained  at  the  Jioufe 
of  a  merchant,  one  of  the  two  that  met  us. .  The 
perfons  that  reforted  thither,  were  generally  pec^k 
of  confiderable  note,  both  of  Calviaifts  and  Luthe- 
rans ;  and  we  can  fay,  they  received  us  with  gladnefs 
of  heart,  and  embraced  our  teftimony  with  a  bA)ken 
iind  reverent  fpirit,  thanking  God  for  our  coaiiiig 
amongft  them^  and  praying  that  he  would  profper  his 
work  in  our  hands 

This  engaged  our  hearts  to  make  fome  longer  ftay 
in  this  city :  we  therefore  defired  another  meeting 
the  next  day,*  which  they  chcarfuUy  affented  to,  where 
feveral  came  that  were  not  with  us  the  day  before, 
and  the  Lord  that  fent  us  into  the  land  was  with  us, 
and  by  his  power  reached  to  them,  infomucb  that  they 
confefled  to  the  truth  of  our  teftimony. 

Of  thefe  perfons  there  were  two  women,  one  a  vir- 
gin, the  other  a  widow,  both  noble  of  birth,  who  had 
a  deep  fenfe  of  that  power  and  prefcnce  of  God  that 
accompanied  our  teftimony,  and  their  hearts  ycaiaied 
ftrongly  towards  us ;  the  virgin  giving  us  a  particular 
invitation  to  her  houfe  the  next  morning,**  wheijfc  we 
had  the  moft  bleffed  opportunity  of  the  three,  fi|^<he 
Lord's  power  fo  eminently  appeared,  that  not  only 
thofe  that  had  been  with  us  before  were  oioftcfiec-^ 
tually  reached,  but  a  certain  ftudent  refiding  in  the 
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h0ufexj£  11  Lutheran  jminifteir,  fcnt.  for  by  that  yoilng 
womah>  i  was  j  broken  to  pieces^  and  magdiigedr  that 
})tefibd^ota^rrvvhich  appeared.  Alio  there  accidemaUf 
came  in  a  doftor  of  phyfick,  who  unexpeftedly  was 
affefiked,  ^nd  confeffed  to  the  truth,  praying  God  to 
j»ofpter  tis.  This  was  the  bleffed  iffue  of  Our  vifit  to 
J^muckforc. 

'^= -But  there  is  one  thing  more,  not  unfit  to  be  men- 
tfidned :  among  fome  of  thofe  that  have  inclinations 
after  God,  a  fearful  fpirit,  together  with  the  ifaame  of 
the  crofsr  hath  entered;  againft  which  our  tt&Amoaf 
in  part  ftriking,  we  took  notice  it  was  a  life  to  thcfe 
noble  wonnen,  for  that  was  it,  as  they  told  us,  which 
had  long  oppreffed  them,  and  obftruded  the  work  of 
4!heIjord  amongft  them,  *  Therefore,'  faid  the  young 
wgin,  *  our  quarters  are  free  for  you,  let  all  conae 
i^^that  will  cbme,  and  lift  up  your  voices  without  fear^ 
it^^for,*  faid  fhe,  *  it  will  never  be  well  with  us  till 
.^  pcrfecution  come,  and  fonie  of  us  be  lodged  in  the 
:^  iftadthoufej'  that  is,  theprifon. 

We  left  the  peace  of  Jelus  with  them,  and  the  fame 
^pfternoon  we  departed  out  of  that  city,  being  the 
,lfourth  day  of  the  week»

HO  have  been  vifited  with  the  fatherly  vifita- 
^ryyi  tion  from  on  high,  and  have  received  God's

-yoii  have  been  gathered  home  to  Chrift  Jefus,  the  true 
>Sfaqph^dj^  Irom  all  \the  idol  Ihepherds^  and  their  bar- 
ren QMuntains,  and  unprofitable  hills,  where  you  have 
kpo^  ^cj^ti^red,  i^  the  dark  ai^d  gloomy  4af  of  apof- 
.^^ro-  C  c  4  xa.c^ \ 
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tacy ;  and  hj  his  light,  fpirit,  and  power,  have  been 
convinced  ot  fin,  righteoufnefs,  and  judgment,  and 
can  fay,  *  The  prince  of  this  world  is  judged,  by  his 

*  holy,    righteous,    and  powerful  appearance  in  you, 

*  unto  whom  all  judgment  in  heaven  and  earth  is 
'  committed ;  who  is  the  bleffed  Lamb  of  God,  the 

*  Light  and  Saviour  of  the  world;  who  is  King  of

cverlafting  love ;  even  with  the  love  with  which  my 
God,  and  your  God,  my  Father,  and  your  Father, 
hath  loved  me,  and  vifitcd  my  foul,  and  your  fouls;

And,  O  magnified  be  his  name,  and  eVerlaftingly 
praifed  and  renowned  be  his  holy  power  and  arm,  by 
which  he  hath  reached  unto  us,  and  brought  faltation 
near  us !  For  he  hath  found  us  out,  and  hath  heard 
our  folitary  cries,  the  deep  and  mournful  fupplications 
of  our  bowed  fpirits,  when  we  were  as  the  little  filly 
dove  without  its  mate,  and  the  lonely  pelican  in  the 
wildernefs;  when  we  were  ready  to  cry  out,  *  Is  ther6 
none  to  fave  ?  Is  there  none  to  help  ?  O  when  (hall 
the  time  and  times,  and  half  a  time  be  finiOied? 
When  Ihall  the  one  thoufand  two  hundred  and  fixty 
days  be  accompliflied  ?  And  when  fliall  the  abomi- 
nation, that  Hands  in  the  holy  place,  be  caft  out? 
When  Ihall  the  captivity  of  the  people  be  turned 
back  ?  O  when  fliall  Babylon  come  into  remem- 
brance before  God ;  the  dragon,  beaft,  and  falfe 
prophet  be  cafl:  into  the  lake  ?  And  when  fliall  the 
law  go  forth  out  of  Sion,  and  the  word  of  the  Ijord 
out  of  Jerufalem  ?  When  fliall  Sion  become  the  joy, 
and  Jerufalem  the  praife  of  the  whole  earth  ?  And 
when  fliall  the  earth  be  covered  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  fea  ?' 
Friends,  The  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth  hath  heard 
our  cries;  and  the  full  time  is  come,  yea,  the  ap- 
pointed time  is  come,  and  the  voice  of  the  etcwial 
Spirit  in  our  hearts  hath  been  heard  on  this  wife  many 

a  time; 
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a  time :  "  Awake,  thou  that  fleepeft,  and  I  will  give 
*'  thee  life :  arife  out  of  the  duft,  and  fliine ;  for  thy 
light  is  come,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  is  rifea 
upon  thee."  And  the  Lord  God  hath  given  us 
that  light  by  which  we  have  comprehended  the  dark- 
nefs  in  ourfelves  and  in  the  world:  and  as  we  have 
believed  in  it,  dwelt  in  it,  and  walked  in  it,  we  have 
received  power  to  overcome  the  evil  one  in  all  his  ap- 
pearances in  ourfelves,  and  faithfully  and  boldly  to 
tefti.fy  againft  him  in  the  world  :  and  the  blood  of 
Jefus,  in  this  holy  way  of  the  light,  have  we  felt  in 
our  fouls  to  cleanfe  us  from  unrighteoufnefs,  and  give 
us  to  know  the  myftery  of  the  fellowlhip  of  the  gof- 
pel  one  with  another,  which  ftands  in  life  and  immor- 
tality. And  here  we  become  an  holy  houfhold  and 
family  unto  God,  that  live  in  his  prefence  day  and 
night,  to  do  his  will,  as  becometh  his  redeemed  and 
ranfomed  children  by  the  moft  precious  blood  of  his 
Son,  and  no  more  to  return  to  folly.

No,  the  Lord  hath  taken  us  up :  were  we  ever  in  pri- 
fon,  and  he  vifited  us  not  ?  Hungry,  and  he  fed  us 
not  ?  Naked,  and  he  clothed  us  not  ?  Or  have  we 
been  fick,  and  he  came  not  to  fee  us  ?  When  were  the 
jails  fo  clofe,  that  he  could  not  come  in,  and  the 
dungeons  fo  dark,  that  he  caufed  not  his  light  to  fliinc 
upon  us  ?  O  nay ;  he  hath  never  left  us,  nor  forfakcn 
us  5  yea,  he  hath  provided  richly  for  usj  he  hath 
l)K>ught  us  into  the  wildernefs,  not  to  ftarve  us,  but 
to  try  us  5  yet  not  above  our  meafure  :  for  he  fed  us 
witk  manna  froni  on  high,  with  pure  honey  and  water 
put  of  the  rock^  and  gave  his  good  Spirit  to  fuftain 
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1]$:  by  night  he  was  a  pillar  of  fire  to  u^cadomfiait 
us;  aiid  by  day  a  pillar  of  cloudy  to  hide  and  flsclilar 
»$•  He  was  a  Ikadow  of  a  mighty  rock  that  folSesnred 
us  ;  and  we  never  wanted  a  brook  by  the  way .  td  its* 
jfrefli  us.  Was  God  good  to  Ifrael  outward^  Much 
more  hath  he  abounded  to  his  fpiricual  Ifrad^  the  pio» 
per  feed  and  offspring  of  himfelf.  O  the  noble  ^dcods 
and  valiant  a6b,  that  he  hath  wrought  in  our  day  £br 
our  de^yerance !  He  hath  caufed  one  to  chace  ten, 
and  ten  an  hundred,  and  an  hundred  a  thoufand>  Ofiany 
a  time.  None  hath  been  able  to  fnatch  us  out  of  his 
hands,  who  abode  in  his  truth.  For  though  the  mndi 
have  blown,  and  the  fea  hath  raged,  yet  hatli^  he  re<^ 
buked  the  winds  and  the  fea  for  his  feed's  fake :  he

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qaaay  having  xw^eded  to  do,  (who  have  l>eM  cpn- 
Fioced  by  tne  blefled  light  and  truth  of  Chrift  Jefm^ 
reviealed  in  their  hearts,  and  who  for  »  tirne  h^y^ 
walked  among  u$)  have  been  ovisrcome  by  the  fpirit 
of  this  world,  and  turned  their  hands  from  the  plough^ 
gnd  defcrted  the  camp  of  the  Lord,  and  gone  back  intp 
pgypt  again  ;  whereby  the  heathen  have  blafphemec^ 
md  the  way  and  people  of  the  Lord  greatly  have  fuiFcred^ 
.  Therefore,  O  my  dear  friends  and  brethren,  in  the 
fenfe  of  that  life  and  power,  that  God  from  heavea 
fo  glorioufly  hath  difpenfed  among  us,  and  by  which 
he  hath  given  us  multiplied  aflbrances  of  his  loving^ 
kindnefs  unto  us,  and  crowned  us  together  with  hear 
ycnly  domipion,  and  in  which  my  Ijpint  is  at  this  time 
broken  before  the  Lord ;  dp  I  moft  eameftly  intreac

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Friends,  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  hath  often  brou^ 
you  into  my  remembrance,  (ince  I  have  been  io/^i^, 
defolate  landi  and  with  joy  unutterable  have  I  had: 
fweet  and  precious  fellowmip  with  you  in  the  faith  <^ 
Jefus,  that  overcometh  the  world :  for,  though  abfenf 
in  body,  yet  prefent  in  him  that  is  Omniprefent.  And

And  whilft  this  heavenly  fenfe  retted  with  nfic,i.*^i3 
Lord  God^  that  made  me^  and  called  me  by  hi^^^gra^ 
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liftto  fdvation,  laid  it  upon  me  to  vifit  you  in  an  hblj 
exhortation.  And  it  is  the  exhortation  of  my  life  at' 
tfets  time,  in  the  carneft  and  fervent  motion  of  th^ 
power  and  fpirit  of  Jefus,  to  befeech  you  all,  who  arc 
tCrrned  to  the  light  of  Chrift,  that  fhineth  in  your 
hearts,  and  believe  in  it;  that  you  carefully  andfaith- 
fully  walk  in  it,  in  the  fame  dread,  awe,  and  fear,  in 
which  yoii  began;  that  the  holy  poverty  of  fpirit,  that 
is  precious  in  the  eyes  of  the  Lord,  and  was  in  the 
days  of  your  firft  love-,  may  dwell  and  reft  with  you;/ 
that  you  may  daily  feel  the  fame  heavenly  hunger  and 
thirft,  the  fame  lowlinefs  and  humility  of  mind,  the 
fame  zeal  and  tendernefs,  and  the  fanae  fincerity  and 
love  unfeigned;  that  God  may  fill  you  out  of  his  hea- 
venly treafure  with  the  riches  of  life,  and  crown  you 
with  holy  viftory  and  dominion  over  the  god  and  fpi-;' 
Tit  of  this  world:  that  your  Alpha  may  be  your  Ome- 
gla,  and  your  author  your  finifher,  and  your  Jirji  love 
your  laji  love ;  that  lb  none  may  make  fhipwreck  of 
faith,  and  of  a  good  confcience,  nor  faint  by  the  way* 
And  as  in  this  ftate  we  are  kept  in  holy  watchfulnefs 
to  God>  as  in  the  beginning,  the  table  which  our 
heavenly  Father  fpreads,  and  the  blefling  with  whici 
he  compajQfcth  us  about,  fhall  not  become  a  fnare  unto  ^ 
us,  nor  (hall  we  turn  the  grace  and  mercies  of  the* 
Lord  into  wantonnefs ;  but  we  Ihall  eat  and  drink  in 
an  holy  fear,  apparel  ourfelves  in  fear,  buy  and  fell  in 
fe^r,  vifit  one  another  in  fear;  keep  meetings,  ajid 
there  wait  upon  the  Lord  in  fear :  yea,  whatfoever  we 
take  in  hand  to  do,  it  fhall  be  in  the  holy  fear  of 
God,  and  with  an  holy  tendernefs  of  his  glory,  and 
regard  to  the  profperity  of  his  truth:  yea,  we  Ihall 
deny  ourfelves  not  only  in  the  unlawful  things,  but  in 
.th^  things  that  are  even  lawful  to  us,  for  the  fake  of 
the  many  itiillions  that  are  unconverted  to  God. 

For,  my  friends  and  brethren,  God  hath  laid  upon 
U8,  whom  he  hath  honoured  with  the  beginning  of 
his  great  work  in  the  world,  the  care  both  of  this 
Van^  of  the  ages  to  come;  that  they  may  walk,  as 
^^Mavfe  US  for  examples:  yea^  the  Lord  God  hath 
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dhakti  you  to  place  his  name  in  you ;  the  Lord  hath 
intniAed  you  with  his  glory,  that  you  might  hold  it 
forth  to  all  nations ;  and  that  the  generations  unborn 
mzf  call  you  bleflcd. 

Therefore,  let  none  be  treacherous  to  the  Lord,  nof 
reward  him  evil  for  good;  nor  betray  his  caufe  di- 
rcftly  by  wilfal  wickcdnefs,  nor  indircdtly  by  negli- 

gince  and  unfaithfulnefs :  but  be  zealous  and  valiant 
r  truth  on  earth ;  let  none  be  flothful  or  carelefs  t 
O  remember  the  flothful  fcrvant*s  ftate.  And  let  the 
lovin^-kindncfs  of  the  Lord  overcome  every  foul  to 
feithfulnefs ;  for  with  him  are  riches  and  honour,  and 
every  good  thing:  and  whither  fhould  any  go?  He 
hath  the  words  of  eternal  life.  O  let  none  lofe  their 
tcftimony,  but  hold  it  up  for  God.  Let  thy  gift  be 
never  fo  fmall,  thy  tcftimony  never  fo  little,  through 
thy  whole  converlation  bear  it  for  God ;  and  be  true 
to  what  thou  art  convinced  of:  and  wait  all  upon  the 
Lord,  that  you  may  grow  in  your  heavenly  teftimony'i 
that  life  may  fill  your  hearts,  your  houfcs,  and  your 
meetings ;  that  you  may  daily  wait  to  know,  and  to 
•receive  power  to  do,  the  will  of  God  on  earthy  as  it  is 
in  heaven. 

And,  O !  that  the  crofs  of  Jefus  may  be  in  hi^ 
and  honourable  eftcem  with  every  onej  that  the  Itbrtty 
of  all  may  ftand  in  the  crofs,  which  alone  prcferVeth : 
for  it  is  the  power  of  God,  that  crucifieth  us  to  the 
world,  and  the  world  to  us.  And  through  death,  way 
is  made  unto  life  and  immortality;  which  by  this 
blefTed  crofs,  the  gofpel,  the  power,  is  brought  to 
light.  So  fhall  the  lite  that  God  h;ith  fown  m  our 
hearts,  grow  5  and  in  that  feed  Ihall  we  all  come  to  be 
bleffed,  unto  whom  God  hath  appointed  the  dominion 
over  us.  And  it  is  good  for  all  to  live  under  thb 
holy  government  of  it;  for  the  ways  of  it  ane  th^ 
ways  of  pleafantnefs,  and  all  its  paths  are  peace;  and 
all  that  are  born  of  it,  can  fay,  **  Thy  Keptre  is  a 
"  fceptre  of  righteoufnefs."  And,  Oh!  that  tf 
friends,  every  where,  may  continually  bow  unto  his 
righteous  fceptre,  and  keep  to  his  holy  law^  which  is 
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wnfitea  in-thcir  hearts ;  that  it  may  be  a  light  to  thdf 
feet,:  and  a  lanthorn  to  their  paths.  Sp  flifiH  vthef 
come  to  witnefs  that  holy  promife  made  good  ^ixi^ 
tfcem,  "  The  Spirit,  which  I  have  given  unto  hir»> 
"  the  feed ;  and  the  words  which  I  have  put  into  his 
**  mouth,  fhall  not  depart  from  him,  nor  from  hif 
^•ifced,  nor  from  his  feed's  feed  unto  all  gcneta-* 
«  tions/" 

Wherefore,  friends,  redeem  the  time,  becaufe  the 
days  are  evil ;  God  hath  given  you  to  fee  they  are  fp  i 
and  be  ye  feparated  more  and  more,  yea,  perfefitly 
difentangled  from  the  cares  6f  this  world.  And  b< 
W  not  cumbered  with  the  many  things;  but  ftand 
iooie  from  the  things  that  are  fcen,  which  are  tern* 
poral. 

:  And  you  that  are  poor,  murmur  not;  but  be  pa- 
rent, and  trufl  in  the  Lord,  and  fubmit  to  his  pro* 
:i^idence,  and  he  will  provide  for  you  that  which  is 
cpnvcitient  for  yoii,  the  days  of  your  appointed  time*^ 
"ii^d  you  that  are  rich,  keep  in  the  moderation,  and 
iftrivc  not  to  multiply  earthly  treafure,.  nor  to  heap  up 
uncertain  riches  to  yourfelvcs;  but  what  God  hath 
given  you  more  than  what  is  convenient  for  youf 
fi^n  ufe,  wait  for  his  wifdom,  to  employ  it  for  his 
j^pxy;  that  you  may  be  faithful  ftewards  of  thi^ 
^rld'^  mammon ;  and  the  Lord  God  fhall  reward  yoil 
4n-  your  bofoms,  of  the  riches  of  that  kingdom  that 
II  never  have  an  end. 

■O  my  friends  and  brethren,  whether  rich  or  poof,' 
■m  Jl?6nds  or  at  liberty,  in  whatfoever  ftate  yoti  afe^ 
the  falutation  of  the  uniyerfal  life  of  Jefus  is  to  youi 
^4  the  exhortation  is,  to  bow  to  what  is  made  knolvii 
;qntQ  you ;  and  in  the  light,  by  which  ye  have  received 
if^-  naeafure  the  knowledge  of  God,  watch  and  wait 
^jitigently  to  the  farther  revelation  of  the  mind  and 
fif(f,\i\  of  God  unto  you,  that  ye  may  be  endued  frdiA 
pn  hi^./With  power  and  might  in  your  inward  man, 
(19  anfivcr  phe  call  and  requirings  of  the  Lord  3  that

jc  may  be  enabled  to  make  known  to  the  nati<Mis, 
what  is  the  riches  of  the  glory  of  this  blefled  myftery 
in  the  Gentiles;  which  is  Chrifl:  Jefus^  the  light  of 
the  world,  in  you  the  hope  of  glory.  For  this  I  have 
CO  tell  you,  in  the  vifion  of  the  Almighty,  that  the 
day  of  the  breaking-up  of  the  nations  about  you, 
and  of  the  founding  of  the  gofpel  trumpet  unto  the 
inhabitants  of  the  earth,  is  juft  at  the  door :  and 
they  that  are  worthy,  who  have  kept  their  habitation 
from  the  beginning,  and  have  dwelt  in  the  unity  of 
the  faith  that  ovcrcometh  the  world,  and  have  kept 
the  bond  of  peace,  the  Lord  God  will  impower  and 
fpirit  them  to  go  forth  with  his  everlafting  word  and 
teftament  to  awaken,  and  gather  kindreds^  languages, 
and  people  to  the  glory  of  the  rifing  of  the  Gentiles 
light,    who  is  God's  falvation  unto  the  ends  of  the 

earth. 

And  I  muft  tell  you,  that  there  is  a  breathing,  hun- 
rering,  feeking  people,  folitarily  fcattered  up  and 
lown  this  great  land  of  Germany,  where  the  Lord 
hath  fent  me ;  and  I  believe  it  is  the  like  in  other  na- 
tions. And  as  the. Lord  hath  laid  it  upon  me,  with 
my  companions,  to  feck  fome  of  them  out,  fo  have 
wc  found  feveral  in  divers  places.  And  we  have  had 
many  bleffed  opportunities  amongft  them,  wherein  our 
hearts  have  greatly  rejoiced;  having  been  made  deeply 
fenfible  of  the  love  of  God  towards  them,  and  of  the 
great  opennefs  and  tendernefs  of  fpirit  in  them,  to 
receive  the  teftimony  of  light  and  life  through  us. 
And  we  have  a  ftedfaft  belief,  that  the  Lord  will  carry 
on  his  work  in  this  land  efFedually ;  and  that  he  will 
raife  up  thofe,  that  (hall  be  as  minifters  of  his  eternal 
teftament  amongft  them.  And  Ol  our  defire  is,  that 
God  would  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  many  of  his  faith- 
ful witnefles  to  vifit  the  inhabitants  of  this  country, 
where  God  hath  a  great  feed  of  people  to  be  gathered) 
that  his  work  may  go  on  in  the  earth,  till  the  whole 
earth  be  filled  with  his  glory. 

And  it  is  under  the  deep  and  weighty  fenfe  of  this 
approaching  work,  that  the  Lord  God  hath  laid  it  up- 
on 
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on  me  to  write  to  you,  to  wait  for  the  farther  pouring 
out  of  thie  power  and  fpirit  of  the  Lord;  that  no^ 
thing  that  is  carelcfs,  fleepy,  earthly,  or  exalted,  may 
get  up,  whereby  to  difpleafe  the  Lord,  and  caufe  hifrt 
to  withdraw  his  fweet  and  preferring  prefence  from 
any  that  know  him.  But  let  all  keep  the  King  of 
righteoufnefs  his  peace,  and  walk  in  the  fteps  of  the 
flocks  of  the  companions :  for  withering  and  deftruc- 
tion  fhall  come  upon  all  fuch  as  defert  the  camp  of  the 
Lord,  or  with  their  murmuring  fpirit  difquiet  thtf 
heritage  of  God ;  for  they  are  greater  enemies  to  Sion's 
glory,  and  Jerufalem's  peace,  than  the  open  armies 
of  the  aliens. 

And  it  is  a  warning  to  all,  that  make  mention  of 
the  name  of  the  Lord  in  this  difpenfation  he  hath 
brought  us  to,  that  they  have  a  care  how  they  let  out 
their  minds  in  any  wife  to  pleafe  the  lufts  of  the  eye, 
the  lulls  of  the  flefh,  and  the  pride  of  life ;  which  are 
not  of.  the  Father,  but  of  this  world ;  left  any  be  exr* 
alted  in  a  liberty,  that  maketh  the  crofs  of  Jefus  o£ 
none  cfiedb^  and  the  offence  thereof  to  ceafe :  for  fueh 
will  become  as  fait  that  hath  loft  its  favour,  and  at 
laft  will  be  trod  under  the  feet  of  God  and  men^ 
For  the  Lord  will  withdraw  his  daily- prefence,  and 
the  fountain  will  come  to  be  fealed  up,  and  the  well 
of  falvation  be  ftopped  again. 

Therefore,  as  all  would^  rejoice  in  the  joy  of  God's 
iaivation,  let  them  wait  for  the  faving  power,  and 
dwell  in  it  j  that  knowing  the  myftery  of  the  work  of 
regeneration,  Chrift  formed  in  them,  the  hope  of 
their  glory,  they  may  be  able,  in  the  motion  or  him 
that  hath  begotten  them  through  death  to  life,  to  go 
forth  and  declare  the  way  of  life  and  falvation. 

And  all  you  that  are  young- convinced  of  the  eter- 
nal truth,  come  into  it,  and  then  you  will  feel  the 
virtue  of  it,  and  fo  |you  will  be  witnefles  j  otherwifc 
**  rain  talkers,  wells  without  water,  clouds  without 
«*  rain;  for  which  ftate  is  rcferved  the  blacknefs  of 
••  darknefs  for  ever/* 
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Wherefore  gird  tip  the  loins  of  your  minds,  and 
be  fober^  and  tempt  not  God;  but  receive  the  day 
of  your  vifitation,  and  walk  worthy  of  fo  great  a 
love^  and  delight  to  retain  God  in  your  knowledge } 
and  grieve  not  his  holy  Spirit^  but  join  to  it,  and  be 
led  by  it,  that  it  may  be  an  earned  to  you  of  an  eter<* 
nal  inheritance. 

And  take  up  your  daily  crofs,  and  follow  Chrift, 
and  not  the  fpirit  of  this  world.  He  was  meek  and 
lowly,  he  was  humble  and  plain ;  he  was  few  in  words, 
but  mighty  in  deeds ;  he  loved  not  his  life  unto  death, 
even  the  reproachful  death  of  the  crofs;  but  laid 
down  his  life,  and  became  of  no  reputation,  and  that 
for  the  rebellious.  <^  O  the  height,  and  the  depth, 
<^  the  length)  and  the  breadth,  yea,  the  unfearchable* 
«*  nefs  of  the  love  of  God  in  Chrift  Jefus !" 

Wherefore,  while  it  is  to-day,  hearken  to  his  voicej 
and  harden  not  your  hearts:  and  make  no  bargains 
for  yourfelves,  neither  confult  with  fleih  and  blood; 
but  let  the  Lord  be  your  light,  and  your  falvation: 
let  him  be  the  ftrength  of  your  life,  and  the  length  of 
your  days.  And  this  know  afluredly,  that  none  ever 
trufted  to  the  Lord,  and  were  confounded. 

Wherefore  hold  up  your  teftimony  for  God,  as  you 
would  enjoy  the  increafings  of  his  life  and  love :  and 
let  your  light  ihine,  and  confefs  him  before  the  whole 
world.  Smother  not  his  appearance,  neither  hide  thy 
candle,  God  hath  lighted  in  thee,  under  a  bufhel; 
for  Chrift  walketh  among  his  candlefticks  of  pure  and 
tried  gold.  Wherefore  fet  thy  light  upon  a  candle- 
ftick,  and  (hew  forth  thy  good  converfation  in  meek- 
nefs  and  godly  fear,  that  thou  mayeft  become  a  good 
example ;  and  others,  beholding  thy  good  works,  may 
glorify  God.  But  for  the  rebellious,  the  fearful,  and 
the  unbelieving,  the  day  haftens  upon  fuch,  that  the 
things  that  belong  to  their  eternal  peace  Ihall  be  hid 
from  their  eyes  for  ever. 

And  all  you,  my  dear  friends  and  brethren,  who 
are  in  fufferings  for  the  teftimony  of  Jefus,  and  a  ^ood 
confcience  i  look  up  to  Jefus^  the  Author  and  Fioiiher 
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of  your  faith ;  who,  for  the  joy  that  was  fet  before 
him,  endured  the  crofs,  and  defpifed  the  ftiame,  and 
is  fet  down  at  the  right  hand  of  the  Father  in  the  hea^ 
venly  place;  into  which,  if  you  faint  not,  you  fhall 
all  be  received^  after  the  days  of  your  pilgrimage  fhall 
be  at  an  end,  with  a  "  Well  done,  good  and  faithful 
**  fervant." 

And  though  thefe  afflidtions  feem  not  joyous,  but 
grievous  for  the  prefent,  yet  a  far  more  exceeding 
weight  of  glory  ftands  at  the  door.  Wherefore  count 
it  all  joy  when  you  fall  into  thefe  trials,  and  perfevere 
to  the  end,  knowing  that  he  that  ftiall  come,  will 
come,  and  will  not  tarry,  and  that  his  reward  is  with  him. 
Remember  the  martyrs  of  Jefus,  that  loved  not  their 
lives  to  the  death  for  his  name*s-fake  that  called  them. 
And  Jefus  himfelf,  that  made  a  good  confeffion  be- 
fore Pontius  Pilate,  who  hath  confecrated  through  his 
blood  a  new  and  living  way  for  all  that  come  unto 
God  by  him,  who  is  made  a»  high  prieft^  higher 
than  the  heavens,  one  that  can  be  touched  and  movedj 
and  is  daily  touched  and  moved  with  our  weakneiS 
and  infirmity,  that  through  him  we  may  be  made 
Ilrong  in  the  Lord,  and  more  than  conquerors  through 
him  that  hath  loved  us. 

Wherefore  let  it  not  feem  as  if  fome  ftrange  thing 
had  happened  to  you  j  for  all  thefe  things  are  for  the 
trial  of  your  faith,  which  is  more  precious  than  the 
gold  that  perilheth.  It  is  the  old  quarrel,  children  of 
this  world  againft  the  children  or  the  Lord;  thoftj 
that  are  born  after  the  flelh,  warring  againft  thofe  that 
are  born  after  the  Spirit:  Cain  againft  Abel,  the  old 
world  againft  Noah;  Sodomites  againft  Lot;  Hagar 
^ainft  Sarah ;  Ifhmael  againft  Ifaac ;  Efau  againft  Ja- 
cob; Egyptiaiis  againft  Ifraelites;  the  falfe  prophets 
againft  the  true  prophets,  as  Ifaiah,  Jeremiah,  &c» 
The  Jews,  under  the  profeflion  of  the  letter  of  the 
law,  againft  Chrift,  that  came  to  fulfil  the  law,  an^v 
all  his  fpidtual  followers  and  difciples:  and  all  the 
Iktic  .apoftate  Chriftians  againft  the  true  and  fpirituat 
Chriftians  and  niartyrs  of  Jefus. 
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So,  your  conflift  is  for  the  fpiritual  appearance  of 
Chrift  Jefus,  againft  thofe  that  profefs  him  in  words, 
but  in  works  and  converfation  every  day  deny  him ; 
doing  defpite  to  the  Spirit  of  grace  in  themfelvesj 
and  thofe  that  are  led  by  it.  But  though  Gog  and 
Magog  (hall  gather  thenuelves  together  to  lay  wafte 
the  city  of  God,  yet  the  Lord  hath  determined  their 
deftrufbion^  and  he  will  bring  it  to  pafs. 

«  Wherefore  rejoice,  O  thou  little  hill  of  God,  and 
<^  clap  thy  hands  for  joy ;  for  he  that  is  faithful  and 
<^  true,  juft,  and  righteous,  and  able  to  deliver  thee, 
^'  dwells  in  the  midft  of  thee :  who  will  caufe  thee 
*^  to  grow  and  increafe,  till  thou  becomeft  a  great 
^'  mountain,  till  thou  becomeft  the  praife  of  the 
^'  whole  earth,  and  the  whole  earth  be  filled  with  thy 
•*  glory/* 

And  to  you  all,  who  are  the  followers  of  the  Lamb 
of  God,  who  was  dead,  but  is  alive,  and  lives  for 
evermore;  who  is  rifen  in  your  hearts,  as  a  bright 
ihining  light,  and  is  leading  you  out  of  the  nature 
and  fpirit  of  this  world,  in  the  path  of  regeneration; 
I  have  this  to  fay,  by  way  of  holy  encouragement  unto 
you  all,  the  Lord  God  eternal,  that  was,  and  is,  and 
is  to  come,  hath  refcrved  for  you  the  glories  of  the  laft 
days :  and  if  fo  be  that  the  followers  and  martyrs  of 
Jefus  in  ages  paft,  when  the  church  was  going  into 
the  wildernefs,  and  his  witnefTes  into  fackcloth,  were, 
notwithftanding,  fo  noble  and  valiant  for  the  truth  on 
earth,  that  they  loved  not  their  lives  unto  death,  and 
fuffered  joyfully  the  fpoiling  of  their  goods  for  the 
teftimony  of  Jefus,  how  much  more  ought  you  all  to 
be  encouraged  unto  faithfulncfs,  who  are  come  to  the 
refurreftion  of  the  day  which  fliall  never  more  be 
cclipfed;  in  which  the  bridegroom  is  to  come,  to  fetch 
you  his  fpoufe  out  of  the  wildernefs,  to  give  you 
beauty  for  afties,  and  the  garment  of  praife  for  the 
fpirit  of  heavincfs ;  who  will  cover  you  with  his  Spi- 
rit, and  adorn  you  with  his  fine  linen,  the  righteouf- 
nefs  of  the  faints.  Lean  upon  his  breaft  for  ever,  and 
know  your  joining  in  an  everlafting  ^covenant  with 
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him,  that  he  may  lift  up  the  light  of  his  countenance 
upon  you,  and  delight  to  do  you  good :  that  in  blef-- 
fing  he  may  blefs  you,  increafe  you,  and  multiply 
you  in  all  Spiritual  bleflings  now  and  for  ever;  that 
to  God,  through  him,  you  may  live  all  the  days  of 
your  appointed  time.  To  whom  be  glory  and  honour, 
praifes  ar^d  thankfgivings  in  the  church  throughout  all 
ages,  and  for  ever.

The  fifth  day^  we  arrived  by  the  way  of  Worms  at 
Criiheim,  in  the  Paltzgravc*s  country;  where  we 
found,  to  our  great  joy,  a  meeting  of  tender  and  feith* 
ful  people :  but  it  feems  the  infpeftor  of  the  Calvin- 
ifts  had  enjoined  the  vaught,  or  chief  officer,  not  to 
fuffer  any  preaching  to  be  amongft  our  friends ;  who, 
poor  man,  fearing  the  indignation  of  the  clergy,  came 
next  day  to  defire  friends  not  to  fufFer  any  preaching 
%o  be  amongfl  them^  left  he  fhould  be  turned  out  of 
^is  ^lacc»    To  whoixi  we  defined  friends  to  fay,  tb^( 
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if  he  pleafed  he  might  apprehend  us,  and  carry  us  to 
the  prince,  before  whom  wc  Ihould  give  an  account 
of  our  teftimony. 

But,  blcflcd  be  the  Lord,  we  enjoyed  our  meeting 
quietly  and  comfortably ;  of  which  a  coach-full  from 
Wornis  made  part,  amongft  whom  was  a  governor  of 
that  country,  and  one  of  the  chief  Lutheran  pricfts. 

It  came  upon  me  in  this  place  to  falute  the  prin* 
cefs  and  countefs  with  this  following  epiftle. 

A  falutation  to  Elizabeth,  Princefs  Palatine,  and  An- 
na Maria  de  Homes,  Countefs  of  Homes,  at  Her- 
werden  in  Germany. 

My  worthy  friends, 

SUCH  as  I  have,  fuch  I  give  unto  you,  the  dear 
and  tender  falutation  of  light,  life,  peace,  and 
falvation  by  Jefus  Chrift,  the  bleflcd  Lamb  of  God; 
with  the  unfpeakable  joy  of  which  he  hath  fo  replen- 
ifhed  my  foul  at  this  time,  that  my  cup  overfloweth; 
which  is  the  reward  of  them  that  cheerfully  drink  his 
cup  of  tribulations,  that  love  the  crofs,  and  triumph 
in  all  the  (hame,  reproaches,  and  contradiftions  of  the 
world  that  do  attend  it.  My  God  take  you  by  the 
hand,  and  gently  lead  you  through  all  the  difficulties 
of  regeneration  i  and  as  you  have  begun  to  know  and 
love  his  fweet  and  tender  drawings,  fo  refign  the  whole 
conduft  of  your  lives  to  him. 

Difpute  not  away  the  precious  fenfe  that  you  have 
of  him,  be  it  as  fmall  as  a  grain  of  muftard-fecd, 
which  is  the  leaft  of  all  feeds ;  there  is  a  power  in  it 
(if  you  do  but  believe)  to  remove  the  greateft  moun- 
tains of  oppofition.  O  precious  is  this  faith !  yea, 
more  precious  than  the  glory  and  honour  of  this 
world  that  perifheth.  It  will  give  courage  to  go 
with  Chrift  before  Caiaphas  and  Pilate;  yea,  to  bear 
his  crofs  without  the  camp,  and  to  be  crucified  with 
him,  knowing  that  the  Spirit  of  God  and  of  glory 
ihall  refl  upon  them.    To  the  inheritors  of  this  faith, 
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i;s  rcfervcd  the  eternal  kingdom  of  peace  and  joy  in 
the  Holy  Ghoft. 

O  be  you  of  that  little  flock,  unto  whom  Jefus  faid, 
**  Fear  not,  it  is  your  Father's  good  pleafure  to  give 
**  you  the  kingdom :"  and  to  be  of  this  flock,  you 
inuft  become  as  fheep;  and  to  be  as  Iheep,  you  muft 
'  become  harmlefs ;  and  to  become  harmlefs,  you  muft 
hear  and  follow  the  Lamb  of  God,  as  he  is  that  bleflfed 
light  which  difcovereth  and  condemneth  all  the  un- 
fruitful works  of  darknefs,  and  maketh  harmlefs  as  a 
dove ;  which  word,  ally  leaveth  not  one  peccadillo  ot 
circumftance  undifcovered  or  unjudged ;  and  the  word 
darknefs  taketh  in  the  whole  night  of  apofl:acy;  and 
the  word  unfruitful  is  a  plain  judgment  againft  all 
thofe  dark  works.  Wherefore  out  of  them  all  come, 
and  be  you  feparated  i  and  God  will  give  you  a  crown 
of  life,  which  fliall  never  fade  away. 

O !  the  lownefs  and  meannefs  of  thofe  fpirits,  that 
defpife  or  negledt  the  joys  and  glories  of  immortality, 
for  the  fake  of  the  things  which  are  feen,  that  are  but 
temporal,  debating  the  nobility  of  their  fouls,  aban* 
doning  the  government  of  the  Divine  Spirit,  and  em- 
bracing with  all  ardency  of  afitftion  the  fenfual  plca- 
fures  of  this  life ;  but  fuch  as  perfevere  therein,  flial! 
not  enter  into  God*s  refl:  for  ever. 

But  this  is  not  all  that  hindereth  and  obfl:ru£teth  in 
die  holy  way  of  bleflednefs ;  for  there  is  the  world's 
fear,  as  well  as  the  world's  joy,  that  obfl:ru6teth  many, 
or  clfe  Chrift  had  not  faid,  "  Fear  not,"  to  his  little 
flock.  ♦  The  fliame  of  the  crofs  is  a  yoke  too  uneafy, 
and  a  burden  too  heavy  for  flefh  and  blood  to  bear^ 
it  is  trues  but  therefore  fliall  flefli  and  blood  never 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  And  not  to  them 
that  arc  born  of  the  flefli,  but  to  thofe  that  are 
bom  of  the  Spirit,  through  the  word  of  regeneration, 
is  appointed  the  kingdom,  and  that  throne  which  fliall 
judge  the  twelve  tribes  of  Ifrael,  and  all  the  world. 
The  Lord  perfe6t  what  he  hath  begun  in  you,  and 
jgive  you  dominion  over  the  love  and  fear  of  this 
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And,  my  friends,  if  you  would  profit  in  the  way 
of  God,  defpife  not  the  day  of  fmall  things  in  your- 
felves:  know  this,  that  to  defire  and  fincerely  to 
breathe  after  the  Lord,  is  a  blefled  ftatc;  you  muft 
feek  before  you  find.  Do  you  believe  ?  Make  not 
hafte,  extinguiih  not  thofe  fmall  beginnings  by  an 
over-earneft  or  impatient  defire  of  vidtory.  God's 
time  is  the  belt  time ;  be  you  faithful,  and  your  coo- 
fli£b  fiiall  end  with  glory  to  God,  and  the  reward  of 
peace  to  vour  own  fouls.  Therefore  love  the  judg- 
ment, ana  love  the  fire ;  fi:art  not  afide,  neither  flinch 
from  the  fcorchings  of  it,  for  it  will  purify  and  refine 
you  as  gold  feven  times  tried  -,  then  cometh  the  ftamp 
and  feal  of  the  Lord  upon  his  own  veflel,  ^^  Holineis 
*'  to  him  for  ever  "  which  he  never  gave,  nor  will 
give,  to  reprobate  filver,  the  ftate  of  the  religious 
worfliippers  of  the  world.  And  herein  be  comforted, 
that  Sion  ihall  be  redeemed  through  judgment,  and 
her  converts  through  righteoufnefs ;  and  after  the  ap- 

Eointed  time  of  mourning  is  over,  the  Lord  will  give 
cauty  for  aflies,  the  oil  of  joy  for  mourning,  and  the 
garment  of  praife  for  the  i'pirit  of  heavinefs.  Then 
mall  you  be  able  to  fay,  "  Who  is  he  that  condcmn- 
•*  eth  us?  God  hath  juftified  us:  there  is  no  con- 
"  demnation  to  us  that  are  in  Chrift  Jefus,  who  walk 
y  not  after  the  flefh,  but  after  the  Spirit." 

Wherefore,  my  dear  friends,  walk  not  only  not  af- 
ter the  flefhly  lufts,  but  alfo  not  after  the  flelhly  reli- 
gions and  worfhips  of  the  world :  for  that  which  is 
not  born  of  the  Spirit  is  flefh ;  and  all  flelh  fhall  wi- 
ther as  the  grafs,  and  the  beauty  of  it  (hall  fade  away 
as  the  flower  of  the  field,  before  God's  fun,  that  is 
rifen  and  rifing.  But  the  word  of  the  Lord,  in  which 
is  life,  and  that  life  the  light  of  men,  fhall  endure  for 
ever,  and  give  life  eternal  to  them  that  love,  and 
wait  in,  the  light. 

And  I  intreat  you,  by  the  love  you  have  for  Jefus, 
have  a  care  how  you  touch  with  flefhly  births,  or  fay 
amen,  by  word  or  pradice,  to  that  which  is  not  bom 
of  the  Spirit :  for  God  is  not  to  be  found  of  that,  in 
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yourfelves  or  others^  that  calleth  him  Father^  and  he 
hath  never  begotten  it  in  them;  that  latitude  and 
conformity  is  not  of  God,  but  fecretly  gricveth  his 
Spirit^  and  obftru£teth  the  growth  of  the  foul  in  its 
acquaintance  and  intimate  communion  with  the  LonL 
"  Withont  me/'  faith  Jefus,  "you  can  do  nothing} 
*'  and  all  that  came  before  me  are  thieves  and  rob- 
**  bers."  If  fo,  O  what  are  they  that  pray,  and 
preach)  and  fing  without  Jefus,  and  follow  not  him 
in  thofe  duties,  but  even  in  them  crucify  him?  O  that 
I  may  find  in  you  an  ear  to  hear,  and  an  heart  to 
perceive  and  embrace  thefe  truths  of  Jefus ! 

And  I  can  fay,  I  have  great  caufe  to  hope,  and  pa- 
tiently to  wait,  till  the  falvation  of  God  be  farther 
revealed  to  you,  and  the  whole  family  j  with  whom,  I 
muft  acknowledge,  I  was  abundantly  refrefhed  and 
comforted,  in  that  God  in  meafure  made  known  the 
riches  ^of  his  grace,  and  operation  of  his  celeftial 
power  to  you ;  and  his  witnefs  fhali  dwell  with  you, 
if  we  never  fee  you  more,  that  God  magnified  hit 
own  ftrength  in  our  weaknefs.  With  him  we  leave 
our  travails,  affedionately  recommending  you  to  hii 
holy  Spirit  of  grace,  that  you  may  be  conformed  ta 
the  image  of  his  own  dear  Son,  who  is  able  and  read^ 
to  preferve  you,  O  flay  your  minds  upon  him,  and 
he  will  keep  you  in  perfeft  peace,  and  abide  with  you 
for  ever.  The  Almighty  take  you  into  his  holy  protec- 
tion now  and  for  ever.

.  P.  $•  We  are  this  evening  bound  towards  Manhelm, 
the  court  of  the  Prince  Palatine,  and  have  tra- 
velled about  twelve  Englifii  miles  on  foot. 

TKat 
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That  night  we  lodged  at  Franckenthall,  and  gor 
next  morning,'  being  the  feventh  day  of  the  week,  to 
Manheim ;  but  were  difappointed  of  our  defign^  which 
was  to  fpeak  with  the  prince,  for  He  was  gone  the  dajr 
before  to  Heydelbergh,  his  chief  city,  about  fifteen 
£ngli(h  miles  from  that  place.  And  confidering  that 
by  reafon  of  the  meeting  next  day  with  friends  at 
Criflieim  already  appointed,  we  could  neither  go  for- 
ward^  nor  ftay  till  he  returned;  and  yet  being  not 
clear  to  come  away^  as  if  we  had  never  endeavoured 
to  vifit  him,  it  was  upon  me  to  write  him  the  follow* 
ing  letter,  to  let  him  know  we  had  been  there^  and 
briefly  our  end  in  coming. 

To  the  Prince  Eleftor  Palatine  of  Heydelbergh* 

Great  Prince! 

IT  would  feem  ftrange  that  I,  both  a  ftranger  and 
a  fubjefb,  (hould  ufe  this  freedom  of  addrefs  to  a 
prince,  were  he  not  one  whofe  aftions  fhew  him  to  be 
of  a  free  difpofition,  and  eafy  accefs  to  all :  would  to  God 
all  princes  were  of  that  mind  !  But  I  have  not  chofen 
this  way  of  application ;  I  am  driven  to  it,  by  the  dif- 
appointment  thy  abfence  from  this  court  gave  mc, 
and  the  neceflity  I  am  under  to  expedite  my  return. 
And  though  I  cannot  fo  fully,  and  confequently  not 
fo  clearly,  cxprefs  by  letter  the  grounds  inducing  mc 
to  attempt  this  vifit,  yet  this  being  all  the  way  that 
is  left  me,  I  Iball  declare  them  as  well  as  I  can. 

In  the  firft  place,  I  do,  with  all  fincere  and'Chriftian 
re(pc6t,  acknowledge  and  commend  that  indulgence 
thou  giveft  to  all  people  profefling  religion,  diffent- 
ing  from  the  national  communion :  for  it  is  in  itfelf 
a  mod  natural^  prudent^  and  Chrifiian  thing. 

Natural,  becaufe  it  prefervcs  nature  from  being 
made  a  facrifice  to  the  lavage  fury  of  fallible,  yet 
{>roud  opinions  5  outlawing  men  of  parts,  arts,  induf- 
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try,  and  honefly,  the  grand  requifites  of  human  fo- 
cicty,  and  cxpofing  them  and  their  families  to  utter 
ruin  for  mere  noncpnformity,  not  to  religion,  but  to 
modes  and  faftiions  in  religion. 

Christian^  fince  the  contrary  exprefsly  contradift- 
cth  both  the  precept  and  example  of  Chrift,  who 
taught  us  *  to  love  enemies,  not  to  abufe  our  friends, 
*  and  triumph  in  the  deftruftion  of  our  harmlefs  neigh- 
^  bours.'  He  rebuked  his  difciples,  when  they  called 
for  *^  fire  from  heaven  upon  Diflentersj"  it  may  be 
oppofers :  certainly,  then,  he  never  intended  that  they 
Ihould  kindle  "  fire  upon  earth  to  devou;-  men  for 
**  confcience."  And  if  Chrift,  to  \yhom  all  power 
given,  and  his  holy  apoftles,  refufed  to  employ  human 
force  and  artifice  fo  much  as  to  conferve  themfelves, 
it  is  an  arrogancy  every  way  indefenfible  in  thofe  that 
pretend  to  be  their  followers,  that  they  aflume  an  au- 
thority to  fuperfede,  controul,  and  contradidt  the  pre- 
cepts and  examples  of  Chrift  and  his  apoftles;  whofe 
kingdom  not  being  of  the  nature  of  this  ambitious 
violent  world,  was  riot  erefted  or  maintained  by  thofe 
weapons  that  are  carnal,  but  fpiritual  and  intelleftual, 
adequate  to  the  nature  of  the  foul,  and  mighty  through 
God  to  caft  down  the  ftrong-holds  of  fin,  and  every 
vain  imagination  exalted  in  man  above  the  lowly  meek 
fear  of  God,  that  ought  to  have  the  pre-eminence  in 
the  hearts  of  the  fons  of  men. 

Indulgence  is  prudent,  in  that  it  preferveth  con- 
cord: no  kingdom  divided  againft  itfelf  can  ftand.  It 
"cncourageth  arts,  partSj  and  induftry,  to  fliew  and 
improve  th?mfelves,  which  indeed  are  the  ornaments, 
ftrength,  and  wealth  of  a  country:  it  encourageth 
people  to  tranfplant  into  this  land  of  liberty,  where 
the  fweat  of  the  brow  is  not  made  the  forfeit  of  the 
confcience. 

And,  laftly,  it  rendereth  the  prince  peculiarly  fafe 
znd  great.  Safe^  becaufe  all  interefts,  for  intereft  fake, 
arc  bound  to  love  and  court  him.  Great,  in  that  he 
is  riot  governed  or  clogged  with  the. power  of  his 
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clergy^  which  in  moft  countries  is  not  only  a  co-ordi- 
nate power,  a  kind  of  duumviratefliip  in  gorernmenCy 
imperium  in  imperioy  at  lead  an  eclipfe  to  monarchy, 
but  a  fuperior  power,  and  ridech  the  prince  to  their 
defigns,  holding  the  helm  of  the  government,  anyi 
fteering  not  by  the  laws  of  civil  freedom,  but  certain 
ccclefiaftical  maxims  of  their  own,  to  the  maintenance 
and  enlat-gement  of  their  worldly  empire  in  their 
church:  and  all  this  villainy  a£ted  under  the  facred, 
peaceable,  and  alluring  name  of  Christ,  his  miniftry 
and  church :  though  as  remote  from  their  nature,  as 
the  wolf  from  the  fheep,  and  the  pope  from  Petei;. 

The  next  thing  I  fhould  have  taken  the  liberty  to 
have  difcourfed,  would  have  been  this:  what  encou- 
ragement a  colony  of  virtuous  and  induftrious  fami- 
lies might  hope  to  receive  from  thee,  in  cafe  they 
fliould  tranfplant  themfelves  into  this  country,  which 
certainly  in  itfelf  is  very  excellent,  refpe£king  taxes, 
oaths,  arms,  &c. 

Farther,  to  have  reprefentcd  the  condition  of  feme 
of  our  friends^  and  thy  own  fubjeftsj  who,  though 
they  are  liable  to  the  fame  tax  as  Menifls,  &c.  (not 
by  part  the  cafe  of  other  diffenters)  yet  the  vaught  of 
the  town  where  they  live,  came  yefterday  to  forbid  all 
preaching  amongft  them,  which  implies  a  fort  of  con- 
tradidlion  to  the  indulgence  given. 

And,  in  the  laft  place,  forafmuch  as  all  men  owe 
their  being  to  foinething  greater  than  themfelves,  to 
which  it  is  reafonable  to  believe  they  are  accountable, 
from  whence  follow  rewards  or  punilhments  j 

I  had  an  earncft  defire  to  have  fpoken  of  the  natur?, 
truth,  ufe,  benefit,  and  reward  of  religion ;  and  there- 
in, as  to  have  difcourfed  what  is  Chriftiaix  religion  in 
itjelfy  freed  from  thofe  unreafonable  garbs  fome  men 
make  it  to  wear,  fo  juftly  ofFenfive  to  wife  and  think- 
ing men,  fo  to  have  proved  the  principle  and  life  of 
the  people  in  fcorn  called  Quakers  to  have  been  fuita- 
ble  to  the  true  followers  of  holy  Jesus.  But  asi  the 
particulars  would  fwell  a  letter  to  a  boQk>  I  ihall  t^ke 
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the  freedom  to  prefcnt  thee,   upon  my  return,  with 
Ibme  trafts  treating  upon  all  thofe  fubjefts. 

Prince !  My  Ibul  is  filled  with  love  and  refpeft  ta 
thee  and  thy  family  s  I  wifti  you  all  true  and  laft- 
ing  felicity,  and  earneftly  defire  that  you  may  never 
forget  your  affliftions;  .and,  in  the  remembrance  of 
them,  be  dehorted  from  thofe  lufts  and  impieties^ 
iRfhich  draw  the  vengeance  of  heaven  upon  the  greateft 
families  on  earth,  that  God  may  look  upon  you  with 
the  favourable  eye  of  his  providence.  And  bleffed  1$ 
that  man,  whofe  God,  (by  profeffion)  is  the  Lord  in 
reality,  viz.  that  is  ruled  and  governed  by  the  Lord, 
and  that  lives  in  fubje<5tion  to  his  grace ;  that  having 
•a  divine  fenfe  of  God  in  his  heart,  delights  to  retain 
that  fenfe  and  knowledge  of  him,  and  be  meditating 
in  his  noble  royal  law,  that  converts  the  foul  to  God, 
and  redeems  man  from  the  fenfual  pleafures  of  this 
world,  to  the  true  fatisfadion  of  the  intelle£tual  and 
divine  life. 

0  the  meannefs  and  lownefs  of  their  fpirits,  that 
abandon  themfelves  to  the  government  of  fenfe,  the 
animal  life;  thereby  debafing  their  natures,  rejefting 
the  divine  light,  that  fhineth  in  their  hearts,  faying, 
•^  Let  us  eat  and  drink,  for  to-morrow  we  fhall  die,'* 
forgetting  whence  they  are  defcended,  and  not  confi-* 
Bering  the  peace  and  joy  of  the  virtuous  ! 

1  defire  that  the  Lord  would  put  it  into  thy  heart 
to  think  of  thy  latter  end  j  and,  with  the  ^  light  of 
'  Chrifi:  in  thy  confcience,'  examine  how  it  ftands 
with  thy  foul,  that  thou  mayeft:  know,  and  diligently 
watch  to  do,  thofe  things  that  belong  to  thy  eternal 
peakce. 

One  thing  more  give  me  leave  to  recommend  to 
thee,  and  that  is,  to  be  very  careful  of  inculcating 
generous,  free  and  righteous  principles^  into  thy  fon, 
who  is  like  to  fucceed'thee;  that  when  thou  art  gone, 
the  reputation  of  the  country  may  not  fink;  by  contrary 
practices,  nor  the  people  of  divers  judgments,  (now. 
^nr  fubjeds)   be  difappointed,   diftreiTed,   or  ruined« 
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amongft  them :  it  was  among  faithful  friencfa^  bk 
ran  as  oil,  and  fwam  a- top  of  all.  -  < 

We  recommended  a  Jilent  meetifig  unto  diem,  diat 
they  might  grow  into  an  bofy  filence  unto  tbemfelve»p 
that  the  mouth  that  calls  God  Father^  that  is  not  of 
his  own  birtb^  may  be  (topped,  and  all  images  con^> 
founded,  that  they  may  hear  the  foft  voice  of  Jefus  to 
inftruA  them,  and  receive  his  fweet  life  to  feed  tbetn^ 
and  to  build  them  up. 

About  the  ninth  hour  we  departed  from  that  jrface^ 
and  went  to  Vander  Walls,  where  the  meeting  was  the 
time  before,  and  there  we  had  a  more  pubtick  meet- 
ing of  all  that  pleafed  to  come.  The  Lord  did  fo' 
abundantly  appear  among  us,  that  they  were  more 
broken  than  we  had  feen  them  at  any  time ;  yea,  they 
were  exceeding  tender  and  low,  and  the  love  of  God 
was  much  raifed  in  their  hearts  to  the  teftimony.  In 
this  fenfible  frame  we  left  them,  and  the  bleffings 
and  peace  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrifl:  with  and  among 
them. 

And  after  we  had  refrelhed  ourfclves  at  our  inn,  we 
took  boat  down  the  Maine  to  Mentz,  where  we  ar« 
rived  about  the  fifth  hour.     It  is  a  great  city,  but  a 
dark  and  fuperftitious  place,  according  to  the  Popifh 
way,  and  is  under  the  government  of  a  Popifh  bifhop. 
We  flayed   no   longer  there  than  till  our  boat  was 
ready,  which  might  be  better  than  half  an  hour.  From 
Mentz  we  went  on  our  way  down  the  Rhine  fix  Ger- 
man miles,  and  came  that  night  to  Hampack :  from 
thence  the  next  morning,'"   we  ¥{ent  by   Bacherach, 
Coblentz,  and  other  places  upon  the  Rhine,  to  Trcfy" 
that  night,  being  about  eleven  German  miles.     Next 
day,"  being  the  fixth  day  of  the  week,  we  got  to  Cul- 
len,  a  great  Popifh  city,  about  the  third  hour  in  the 
afternoon.     We  gave  notice  to  a  fober  merchant  in 
that  town,  '  a  ferious  feeker  after  God,*  that  we  were 
there  arrived,   who  prefently  came  to  us.      We  fat 
down,  and  had  a  living  and  precious  opportiinity  with 

binij 
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hitiij  opening  to  him  the  '  way  of  the  Lord,  as  it 
^  had  been  manifefted  to  us;'  intreating  him,  if  he 
knew  any  in  that  cit}-,  who  had  dcfires  after  the  Lord, 
or  that  were  willing  to  come  to  a  meeting,  that  he 
would  pleafe  to  inform  them  of  our  being  here,  and 
of  our  defire  to  meet  w::h  them.     He  anfwered,  •  He 

*  would  rradily  do  it.' 

This  night,  when  we  were  in  bed,  came  the  refldent 
of  feveral  princes,  (a  ferious  and  tender  man)  to  find 
us  out :  we  had  fome  difcouiie  with  him  i  but  being 
late,  he  promifed  to  fee  us  the  next  day. 

The  next  morning'  came  the  aforefaid  merchant, 
informing  us  that  it  was  a  bufy  time,  feveral  preparing 
for  the  mart  or  great  fair  at  Franckfort;  yet  fome 
would  come,  and  he  dcfired  the  meeting  might  be^  at 
his  houfe  about  three  in  the  afternoon. 

In  the  morning  we  went  to  vifit  that  refident,  whom 
we  met  coming  to  fee  us;  but  he  returned  and  brought 
us  to  his  houfe.  We  had  a  good  time  with  him ;  for 
the  man  is  an  ancient  feeker,  opprefled  with  the  cares 
of  this  world,  and  he  may  be  truly  faid  to  mourn  un-* 
der  them :    <  His   heart  was  opened   to  us,   and   he 

*  blelTed  God  that  he  had  lived  to  fee  us.'     We  gave 

him  an  account  how  the  Lord  had  appeared  in  the 

iand  of  our  nativity,  and  how  he  had  dealt  with  us; 

which  was  as  the  cool  and  gentle  fhowers  upon  the  dry 

and  fcorched  defert.    About  noon  we  returned  home, 

and  after  we  had  eaten,  we  went  to  the  merchant's 

lioufe  to  the  meeting,  where  came  four  perfons,  one 

t>f  which  was  the  Preibyterian  prieft,  who  preached  in 

private  to  the  Proteftants  of  that  place,  tor  they  are 

are  no  ways  publickly  allowed  in  that  city.     Surely 

the  true  day  and  power  of  the  Lord  made  known  itfelf 

W>  the  confciences  of  them  prefent:    yea,    they  felt 

^hat  we  were  fuch  as  had  betn  with  Jefus,  and  that 

liad  obtained  our  teflimony,   through  the  fufferings 

9nd  travails  of  the  crofs.      They  were   tender:    the 

-«eiident  and  merchant  condudbed  us  to  our  inn,  and 

•  I.  7-  7- 
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from  thence  to  the  boat^  being  about  fev^en  .at  nigjit. 
We  fet  out  towards  the  city  of  Duyfbureh^  of  the 
Calvinift  way,  belonging  to  the  eliector  of  Brandm- 
burg^  in  and  near  to  which  wc  had  been  informed 
there  were  a  retired  and  feekine  people. 

We  arrived  there  the  next  day  about  noon,'  being 
the  firft  day  of  the  week.  The  tirft  thing  we  did  after 
we  came  .  to  our  inn,  was  to  enquire  out  one  Dn 
Maftricht,  a  civilian,  for  whom  we  had  a  letter  to  in- 
troduce us,  from  a  merchant  of  Cullen$  whom 
r'ckly  finding,  we  informed  him  what  we  came 
ut,  defiring  his  atliftance,  which  he  readily  pro- 
mifed  us.  The  firft  thing  we  offered,  was  an  acccft 
to  the  countefs  of  Falchenfteyn  and  Bruch :  he  told 
us,  ^  flie  was  an  extraordinary  woman,  one  in  whom 
we  ihould  find  things  worthy  of  our  love ;  that  be 
would  write  to  her,  to  give  us  an  opportunity  witE 
her;  that  the  fitteft  time  was  the  prefent  time,  ui 
that  we  might  find  her  at  the  miniiler's  of  Mulheim^ 
on  the  other  fide  of  the  river  from  her  father's  cal^ 
tie;  for  that  fhe  ufed  to  come  out  the  firft  d»f 
morning,  and  not  return  till  night:  that  we  muft 
be  very  fhy  of  making  ourfelves  publick>  not  only' 
for  our  own  fakes,  but  for  hers,  who  was  feverdy 
treated  by  her  father,  for  the  fake  of  thofe  relidov^ 
inclinations  that  appeared  in  her,  although  her  father 
pretended  to  be  oi  the  Proteflant  religion/ 
We  therefore  difpatched  towards  Mulheim>  having 
received  his  letter,  and  being  alfo  accompanied  by 
him  about  one  third  of  the  way  ^  but  being  fix  Eng* 
iiih  miles,  and  on  foot,  we  could  not  compaf^-  tbc 
place  before  the  meeting  was  overi  for  it  waspaft 
three  before  we  could  get  out  from  Duyiburghr  and 
following  that  way  which  led  to  the  backfide  of  the 
graePs  cafUe  and  orchard,  which  was  alfo  a  conunoQ 
way  to  the  town,  (though  if  we  had  known  the  coun-' 
try  we  might  have  avoided  it)  wc  met  one  Hcn^ 
Smithy  fchoolmaAer  and  catechizer  of  Speldoipi  .to 

lihora 
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^ofh  we  imparted  our  budnefsi  and  gave  the  letter 
t>f  Dr.  Maflrichc  of  Duyfburgh>  to  introduce  Us  t6 
the  countefs. 
■  He  told  us,  *  He  had  jufi-  left  her,  being  come  over 

*  the  water  from  worfhip,  but  he  woiild  carry  the 
f  letter  to  her,  and  bring  an  anfwer  fuddenly;'  but 
•nbtwithflanding  ftaid  near  an  hour.  Wh^n  he  came^ 
he  gave  us  this  anfwer,  viz.  '  That  flie  would  be  glad 

*  to  meet  us,  but  flie  did  not  know  where  ^  but  rather 
'  inclined  that  we  (hould  go  over  the  water  to  the 
^  minifter's  houfe>  whither>  if  fhe  couldj  fhe  would 
'  come  to  us ;  but  that  a  ftrift  hand  was  held  oyer  her 

*  by  her  father.'    After  fome  more  ferioiis  difcourfe 
'#ith  him^    concerning  the  **  witnefs  of  God   in  the 

'*  confcience/'  and  the  difcovery,  teftimony,  and 
judgment  of  that  "  true  light,*'  unto  which  all  muft 
DOW  that  would  be  heirs  of  the  kingdom  of  God, 
'^Tccorhmending  him  to  the  fame)  we  parted ;  he  re- 
cCtirning  homewards,  and  we  advancing  to  the  town. 
]kit  being  neceifitated  to  pafs  by  her  father's  cafUe, 
y0ho  is  feignior  or  lord  of  that  country,  it  fo  fell  out, 
iftiat  at  that  very  inftant  he  came  forth  to  walk :  and 
tteing  us  in  the  habit  of  llrangers,  fent  one  of  his  at** 
ttndants  to  demand  who,  and  from  whence  we  were, 
iMd  whither  we  went?  Calling  us  afterwards  to  him, 
ihd'  aflcing  us'  the  fame  queftions.      We  anfwered, 

*  That  we  were  Englifhmen  conie  from  Holland,  go- 
«^  iii^  no  farther  in  thefe  parts  than  his  own  town  of 
?  Mulheim.'  But  not  fhewing  him,  or  paying  him, 
thftC  worldly  homage  and  refpedk  which  was  expeded 
4iPom  us,  fome  of  his  gentlemen  afked  us,  '  If  we  knew 
ft  whom  we  were  before  ?  And  if  we  did  not  ufe  to 
K"depoit  ourfelves  after  another  manner  before  noble* 
•'men,  and  in  the  prcfence  of  princes?'  We  anfwered, 
^'W«  were  not  confcious  to  ourfelves  of  any  difre- 
^  ^%)eft  or  unfeemly  behaviour.'  One  of  them  fharply 
liepUed,  ^  Why  do  you  not  pull  off  your  hats,  then  f 
C'Js.  it  refpcft  to  ftand  covered  in  the  prefenceof  the 
<  fovereign  of  the  country  ?'  We  told  them,  *  It  was 

*  our  praftice  in  the  prcfence  of  our  prince^  who  is  n 
c  .     E  c  a  '  ^t^^^ 
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'  great  king;  and  that  we  uncovered  not  our  heads 

•  to  any,  but  in  our  duty  to  Almighty  God.*  Upon 
which   the  graef  called  us  Quakers,  faying  unto  us, 

•  We  have  no  need  of  Quakers  here  -,  get  you  out  of 

•  my  dominions ;  you  (hall  not  go  to  my  town/ 

We  told  him,  *  Thar  we  were  an  innocent  people, 
^  that  feared  God,  and  had  good-will  towards  all  men; 

•  that  we  had  true  refpeft  in  our  hearts  towards  him, 
'  and  would  be  glad  to  do  him  any  real  good  or  fer- 

•  vice;  and  that  the  Lord  had  made  it  matter  of  con- 

•  fcience  to  us,  not  to  conform  ourfelves  to  the  vain 

•  and  fruitlcfs  cuftoms  of  this  world,'  or  words  to  this 
purpofe.  However,  he  commanded  fome  of  his  fol- 
diers  to  fee  us  out  of  his  territories ;  to  whom  we  alfo 
declared  fomewhat  of  the  reafon  and  intention  of  our 
coming  to  that  place,  in  the  fear  and  love  of  God, 
and  they  were  civil  to  us. 

We  parted  with  much  peace  and  comfort  in  our 
hearts ;  and  as  we  paflfed  through  the  village  where  the 
fchool-mafter  dwelt,    (yet  in  the  dominions  of  the 
gracf)  we  called  upon  him,  and  in  the  fcnfe  of  Gpd's 
power  and  kingdom,  opened  to  him  the  mefiage  and 
teftimony  of  truth,  which  the  man  received  with  a 
weighty  and  ferious  fpirit.     For  under  the  domihioa 
of  the  graef  there  is  a  large  congregation  of  Prdtcft- 
ants   called  Calvinifts,  of   a  more  religious,  inward, 
and  zealous  frame  of  fpirit,  than  any  body  of  people 
we  met  with  or  heard  of  in  Germany. 

After  we  had  ended  our  teftimony  to  him,  we  took 
our  leave,  defiring  him  not  to  fear,  but  to  be  of  good 
courage,  for  the  day  of  the  Lord  was  haftening  iipon 
all  the  workers  of  iniquity ;  and  to  them  that  feared 
his  name,  wherever  fcattered  throughout  the  earth,  he 
would  caufe  the  "  Sun  of  righteoufnefs  to  arifc  and 
"  vifit  them,  with  healing  under  his  wings :"  and  to 
remember  us  with  true  love  and  kindnefs  to  the  coun- 
tefs,  daughter  to  this  graef;  and  to  defire  her  not  to 
be  offended  in  us,  nor  to  be  difmayed  at  the  difpleafure 
of  her  father  ;  but  eye  the  Lord,  that  hath  vifited  her 
foul  with  his  holy  light,  by  which  fhe  fecth  the  vanity 

of 
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of  this  world,  and  in  fonne  meafure  the  emptinefs  and 
deadnefs  of  the  religions  that  are  in  it,  and  he  would 
preferve  her  from  the  fear  of  the  wrath  of  man,  that 
vrorketh  not  the  "  righteoufnefs  of  God."  So  we  left 
the  peace  of  Jefus  with  him,  and  walked  on  towards 
Duyfburgh,  being  about  fix  Englifli  miles  from  thence, 
and  near  the  eighth  hour  at  night.  The  Lord  was 
"^ith  us,  and  comforted  our  hearts  as  we  walked, 
vrithout  any  outward  guide,  through  a  tedious  and  fo- 
litary  wood,  about  three  miles  long,  with  the  joy  of 
his  falvationj  giving  us  to  remember,  and  to  fpeak 
one  unto  another  of  his  blefled  witneffes  in  the  days 
jpaft,  who  wandered  up  and  down  like  poor  pilgrims 
imd  ftrangers  on  the  earth,  their  eye  being  to  a  city 
in  the  heavens^  that  had  foundations,  whofe .  builder 
and  maker  is  God. 

Betwixt  nine  and  ten  we  reached  the  walls  of  Duyf- 
barghj  but  the  gates  were  fhut ;  and  there  being  no 
hdufes  without  the  walls,  we  laid  us  down  together  in 
f^e  field,  receiving  both  natural  and  fpiritual  refrefli- 
^nt,  blefled  be  the  Lord.  About  three  in  the  morn- 
ing^ we  rofe,  fandtifying  God  in  our  hearts,  that  had 
kept  us  that  night,  and  walked  till  five,  often  fjpeak- 
ing  one  to  another  of  the  great  and  notable  day  of 
die  Lord  dawning  upon  Germany,  and  on  feveral 
places  of  that  land  that  were  almoft  ripe  unto  har- 
▼eft. 

Soon  after  the  clock  had  ftruck  five,  they  opened 
the  gates  of  the  city,  and  yrc  had  not  lopg  got  to  our 
|iin,  but  it  canie  upon  me,  with  a  fWeet,  yet  fervent 

! fewer,  to  vifit  this  perfecuted  countefs,  with  a  faluta« 
ion  from  the  love  and  life  of  Jefus,  and  to  open  unto 
rer  more  plainly  the  way  of  the  Lord;  whici  J  did 
§Ei  this  following  epiftle.

that  fuffering  and  tribulation  thou  haft  begun  to.  to* 
dure  for  the  fake  of  thy  zeal  towards  God^  mjifelf 
having  from  my  childhood  been  both  a  (cekef  lafittr 
the  Lord,  and  a  great  fuffercr  for  that  caufe,'  from.|Nkr 
rents,  relations,  companions,   and  the  ovieillratts  V 
this  world.     The  remembrance  whereof  hath  fe  mueii

*  ing  to  God^s  kingdom,  and  thy  eternal  peace :'  this 
is  of  greateft  weight. 

Now  know  certainly,  that  which  hath  difcovered 
unto  thee  the  vanities  of  this  world,  the  emptinefs  and 
the  fading  of  all  earthly  glory,  the  bleflednefs  of  the 
righteous,  and  the  joy  of  the  world  that  is  to  come^

Now 
was  all  the  glory  of  the  world  as  a  bubble  y  yea^  no- 
thing was  dear  to  me  that  I  might  winChrift;  for 
the  love,  friend(hip,  apd  pleafure  of  this  world  were 
a  burden  unto  my  foul.  And  in  this  fecking*ftate  I 
was  directed  to  the  teftimony  of  Jefus  in  mine  own 
confcience,  as  the  true  (hining  light,  giving  me  to 
difcem  the  thoughts  and  intents  of  mine  own  heart. 
And  no  fooner  was  I  turned  unto  it,  but  I  found  it  to 
be  that  which  from  my  childhood  had  vifited  me, 
though  I  diftinftly  knew  it  nqt :  and  when  I  received 
it  in  the  love  of  it,  it  fhewed  me  all  that  ever  I  had 
'  done,  and  reproved  all  the  unfruitful  works  of  dark- 
nefs;  judging  me  as  a  man  in  the  flefh,  and. laying 
judgment  to  the  line,  and  righteoufnefs  to  the  plum- 
met in  me.  And  as  by  the  <  brightnefs  of  his  coming

Now  new  thoughts,  new  defires,  new  affections,  new 
love,  new  fricndlhip,  new  fociety,  new  kindred,  new 
faith  J  even  that  which  overcome th  this  world,  through 
many  tribulations;  and  new  hope,  even  that  living 
hope  that  is  founded  upon  true  experience,  which 
holds  out  all  ftorms,  and  can  fee  to  the  glory  that  is 
invifibl^  (to  carnal  eyes)  in  the  n^idft  of  the  grc^teft 
fcmpeft.

I  confefs,  I  do  not  uie  to  be  ib 
treated  in  mine  own  country,  where  the  Lord ,  hath 
raifed  up  many  thoufands  of  witnefles,  th^t  he  hath 

;athcrcd  out  of  all  fefts  and  profeflions,  to  worfhip 
am,  not  in  their  own  fpirirs  or  wills,  but  in  brs  willj^ 
foirit,  and  truth:  and  we  are  generally,  after  much 
amiftiQn  and  fuffering,  in  good  efteem,  even  with  the 

Seat  ones  of  this  world.  And  thisi  let  me  add  (w 
y  particular  comfort,  that  though  I  have  been  a  inan 
of  great  anguiih  and  forrow,  becaufe  of  the  fcorn  and 
reproach  that  hath  attended  my  f(^aration  from  the 
frCfrldji'  (having  been  taught  of  Jefos  to  turn  my  bad; 
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upon  lU,  for  the  fake  of  that  glory  diat  (hall  be  re* 
veded)  yet  to  God's  honour  I  can  fay  ic»  I  have  an 
hundred  friends  for  oncj  yea,  God  hath  turned  the 
hearts  of  mine  enemies  towards  me ;  he  hath  fulfilled 
his  promife,  **  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  parents  unto 
f^  the  children."  For  my  parents,  that  once  difowned 
me  for  this  blefled  teiiimony's  fake,  (of  the  Jew,^ 
Chriftian^  circumcifion,.  and  baptifm  inward,  againft^ 
the  flelhly  Chriftian)  have  come  to  love  me  above  all| 
and  have  left  me  all ;  thinking  they  could  never  do 
and  leave  enough  for  nie.  O  how  good  is  the  Lord  I 
Yea,  the  ways  of  his  mercy  are  even  paft  finding  out. 
Wherefore,  my  dear  friend,  truft  m  the  Lord  for 
everi  and  the  God  of  Abraham,  Ifaac,  and  Jacobu 
the  God  of  the  prophets  and  of  the  apoftles,  the  God 
of  all  the  holy  martyrs  of  Jcfus,  illuminate,  fortifr 
and  preferve  thee  ftedfaft,  that  in  the  end  thou  mayeft 
receive  the  reward  of  life  and  eternal  falvation  t  n 
whom  be  glory,  and  to  the  Lamb  that  fits  upon  tha 
throne.  One  God,  and  One  Lord,  blefled  and  magni« 
ftfd  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.

To  the  Graef  or  Earl  of  Bruch  and  Fatcheofteyn.    j 

Friend, 

IWifli  thy  falvation ;  and  the  Lord  reward  thee  good 
for  the  evil  that  thou  fhewedft  unto  nme  and  tnf 
friends  the  laft  night,  if  it  be  his  will :  but  finee  thoU* 
ai't  but  a  mortal  man,  one  that  mud  give  an  account,: 
m  common  with  all,  to  the  immortal  God^  let  me  'a 
little  expoftulate  with  thee. 

By  what  law  on  earth  are  men,  not  fcandalous,  un- 
der no  prefcription,  harmlefs  ftrangers,  about  lawful 
occafions,  and  men  not  vagabonds,  but  of  gOod  qua- 
lity in  their  own  country,  Itopped,  menaced,  fent 
back  with  foldicrs,  and  that  at  fun-fet,  expofed  to 
the  night  in  an  unknown  country,  and  therefore 
forced  to  lie  in  the  fields :  I  fay,  by  what  law  are  we 
judged,  yea,  thus  punifhcd  before  heard  ?  Is  thfs  the 
law  of  nations,  or  nature,  or  Germany,  or  of  Chrif- 
tianity?  Oh!  Where's  nature,  where*s  civility  ?  Whereas 
holpitality?  But  where's  Chriftianity  all  this  while? 
Well,  but  we  are  Quakers.  Quakers  I  What*s  that 
for  a  name  ?  Is  there  a  law  of  the  empire  againil  that 
name  ?  No :  Did  we  own  it  ?  No :  but  if  we  had,  the 
letters  of  that  name  neither  make  up  drunkard,  whore- 
mafter,  thief,  murderer,  nor  traitor:  why  fo  odious 
then?  What  harm  hath  it  done  ?  Why  could  Jews  pafs 
juft  before  us,  that  have  crucified  Chrift,  and  not  ^ua- 
kers^  that  never  crucified  him?  But  ignorance  is  as 
well  the  mother  of  perfecution  a.s  devotion :  and  the 
falfe  Chriftian,  and  the  falfe  Jew,  have  but  one  fttha-;; 
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ywliarffimeniMM  ad  bomtumy  my  friend^  bear  with 
ipae  a  Iittkj  an;  thou  a  Chriftian  i  How  can  ft  thou  be 
ri^ije,  uncivil,  and  pcrfecute  then  ?  Thou  art  to  love 
enemies,  not  abufe  friendsj  harmlefs  ftrangcrs.  Well, 
but  this  life  is  dead,  this  dodrine  antiquated,  Jefus 
Chrill  turned  out  of  doors,  I  perceive.  What  art 
thou  for  a  Chriftian?  A  Lutheran?  Yesj  canft  thou 
fo  lately  forget  the  praftices  of  the  Papifts,  and  with 
what  abhorrence  thy  anceftors  declared  againft  fuch 
fort  erf"  entertainment  ?  Were  not  they  defpifed,  mock- 
ed, and  perfecuted  ?  And  are  their  children  treading 
in  the  fteps  of  their  old  enemies  ?  Friend,  it  is  not 
reformed  words,  but  a  reformed  life,  that  will  ftand 
^hee  in  ftead.  It  is  not  to  live  the  life  of  the  unre- 
generate^  worldly-minded  and  wicked,  under  the  pro- 
teflion  of  the  faints  words,  that  giVe  an  entrance  into 
God^s  reft.  Be  not  deceived,  fuch  as  thou  foweft^ 
iiicK  muft  thou  reap  in  the  day  of  the  Lord^  Thou 
art  not  come  to  the  Berean-ftate  that  tried  all  things, 
an^  therefore  not  noble  in  the  Chriftian  fenfe.  The 
&rcaqs  were  noble,  for  they  judged  not  before  exa- 
mination. 

And  for  thy  faying,  *  We  want  no  Quakers  here,*  I 
ay,  under  favour,  you  do :  for  a  true  Quaker  is  one 
^hat  trembleth  at  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  worketh 
out  his  falvation  with  fear  and  trembling,  and  all  the 
days,  of  his  appointed  time  waiteth,  in  the  light  and 
grace  of  God,  till  his  great  change  cometh ;  and  that 
taketh  up  the  daily  crofs  to  his  own  will  and  lufts, 
that  he  may  do  the  will  of  God,  manifefted  to  him 
by  the  light  of  Jefus  in  his  confcience ;  and  accord- 
ing to  the  holy  precepts  and  examples  in  the  holy 
fcnptures  of  truth,  laid  down  by  Jefus,  and  his  fol- 
lowers, for  the  ages  to  come.  Yea,  he  is  one  that 
lavetb  his  enemies,  rather  than  feareth  them  -,  that  blef" 
fitb  thofe  that  curfe  him,  and  prayetb  for  thofe  that 
defpitefully  treat  him;  as  God  knoweth  we  do  for^ 
thee.  And,  O  that  thou  wert  fuch  a  Quaker  I  I'hcq . 
WQuldft  thou  rule  for  God,  and  aift  in  all  thinm  a« 
one  that  muft  give  an  account  to  God  for  the  deeds 
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Arne  in  the  bodyt  whether  good  or  eVil/- ;Theh  itrchrid; 
temperance^  mercy^  jtiftice^  meeknefsi  auid'^he  ieartaf 
'die  Lord  dwell  in  thy  heartj  and  til  thy  ^fjnmity 4nd 
country.  Repent,  I  exhort  thee^  and  tfonfider  diV 
latter  end,  for  thy  days  are  not  like  to  be  many  m  tha 
world  \  therefore  mind  the  things  that  msdce  for  thy 
eternal  peace,  left  dtftrefs  come  upon  thee  as  an  armM 
fflanj  and  there  be  none  to  deliver  thee.

This  being  done,  we  went  to  Dr.  Maftricht^s  to  jii^ 
form  him  of  what  had  pafled;  who,  though  of  a  khid 
difpofition,  and  very  friendly  to  us,  yet  liseaied  fii^ 
prixed  with  fear,  (the  common  difeafe  of  this  countt*j|^ 
crying  out,  '  What  will  i>ecome  of  this  poor  coitntefsf 

*  Her  father  hath   called   her  Quaker  a  lohg  tifaie^ 

*  behaving  himfclf  very  fevcrcly  to  her,  but  now  he 

*  will  conclude  (he  is  one  indeed,  and  he  will  lead 

*  her  a  lamentable  life :  I  know,'  h\d  he,  ^  you  care 

*  not  for  fufFering,  but  fhe  is  to  be  pitied/  We  tokl 
him  that  we  lov^  her,  and'  pitied  her,  and  could  lay 
down  our  lives  for  her,  as  Chrift  hath  done  for  us,  in 
the  will  of  God,  if  we  could  thereby  do  her  good  1 
but  that  we  had  not  mentioned  her  name,  neither  wa^ 
^e  letter  that  he  gave  us  to  her,  fo  much  as  feen^  or 
known  of  her  father.  But  ftill  he  feared  that  oui* 
carriage  would  incenfe  the  graef  fo  much  the  more 
againft  both  his  daughter,  and  all  thofe  ferions  and 
enquiring  people  up  and  down  his  country.  We  an^ 
fwered,  with  an  earneftnefs  of  fpirit,  that  they  had 
minded  the  incenfmgs  and  wrath  of  men  faa  much  ai« 
ready,  and  that  true  religion  would  never  (pring"  or 
grow  under  fuch  fears ;  and  that  it  was  time  for  ail 
that  felt  any  thing  of  the  work  of  God  in  their  hearts^ 
to  caft  away  the  flavifh  fear  of  man,  and  to  come 
forth  ia  the  boldnefs  of  the  true  Chnftiaa  lift  ^  y^ 

thac 
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fi^i^XisSonfigs  break  and  make  way  for  greater  iibeit)i> 
^sipd  diat  Gk>4  was  wiier  and  itronger  than  man.  ^ 
I  f,,W6  aiked  him  if  there  were  any  in  that  city  who 
•^^nquired  more  diligently  after  the  way  of  the  Lord? 
lie  recommended  us  (as  we  had  already  been  informed 
in  another  place)  to  the  family  of  the  prsetor,  or  chief 
jgpyernor  of  the  town;  whofe  wife^  and  filler  more 
cfpecially,  were  feeking  after  the  beft  things:  fo  we 
parted  with  him  in  love ;  and>  by  the  help  of  his 
daughter,  were  condudbed  to  this  family. 

We  had  not  been  long  there,  before  a  fchool-niafter 
of  DuITeldorp,  and  alfo  a  minifter  came  in,  enquiring 
after  us,  having  heard  of  us  at  Mulheim,  where  we 
preached  the  day  before  to  the  people,  or  elfe  by  the 
vpay  of  our  attempt  to  vifit  that  place,  and  the  enter* 
^um^neiK  we  received  at  the  hands  of  the  graef.  He 
iat' d0wa  with  us,  and  though  we  had  already  a  fweet 
ppportunity,  yet  feeling  the  power  of  God  to  rife> 
i^e  meeting  renewed :  and,  O  magnified  be  the  name 
ID^'die Lord!  he  witnefled  to  our  teftimony  abundantly 
Uk  all  their  hearts  and  confciences,  who  were  brokea 
iq|p  much  tendernefft ;  and  certainly  there  is  a  bleiled 
power  and  z^l  ftirring  in  that  young  mani  yea,  he  ii 
tnery  near  the  kingdom/  So  we  took  our  leaw  of 
ll^mj    leaving  the  Lord's  peace  and  blefiing  upon 

,  (lC:Waa j&ow  fomething  pad  the  twelfth  hour  of  the 
4fifi  III  the  way  to  our  lodging  we  met  a  meflenger 
^m  the  .countefs^  of  Falchenfteyn,  a  pretty  young 
iender^  man>.  near  to  the  kingdom,  who  faluted  us  irt 
her  name  with  much  love ;  telling  us,  '  That  (he  was 
^  Sduch  grieved  at  the  entertainn\ent  df  her  father  to«* 
*.wa^  us  I  advifing  us  not  to  expofe  ourfelves  ta 
h  fucit  difficulties  and  bardihips,  for  it  would  grieve 
'-ilior  heari;^  that  any  that  came  in  the  love  of  God 
Sto.vilit her,  fhould  be  fo  feverely  handled;'  for  at 
ffl0ie  he  leta  his  dogs,  upon  others  he  puts  his  foldiera 
tQ  t^ai  them :  ^  but  what  ihall  I  fay  I  That,  ii^/el/  muft 
^.0ot  hinder  you  from  doing  good,'  faid  the  countefs. 
sl^e;  iMfwcred  himj  that  his  mcfiage  was  joyful  to 
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US,  that  flic  had  any  regard  to  us,  and  that  (he  was 
not  offended  with  us :  we  defired  the  remembrance  of 
our  kind  love  unto  her,  and  that  he  would  let  her 
know  that  our  concern  was  not  for  ourfelves,  but  for 
her.  We  invited  him  to  eat  with  us,  but  he  told  us 
he  was  an  inhabitant  of  Meurs^  and  was  in  hafte  to  go 
home.  So  we  briefly  declared  our  principle  and  mdf- 
fage,  recommending  him  to  Chrift  the  true  light  in 
his  confcience,  and  parted.  So  we  went  home  to  din- 
ner, having  neither  eaten  nor  drank  fince  firft*day 
morning,  and  having  lain  out  all  night  in  the  field. 

We  had  no  fooner  got  to  our  inn,  but  the  man 
was  conftrained  to  come  after  us,  and  fat  down  with 
us,  and  enquired  concerning  our  friends,  their  rifci 
principles,  and  progrefs;  and  in  all  things  that  he 
defired  fatisfadtion  about,  he  declared  himfelf  fadsfied^ 
Dinner  being  done,  and  all  cleared,  we  departed  that 
city,  being  about  the  fourth  hour  in  the  afternoon, 
and  for  want  of  accommodation  were  forced  to  walk 
on  foot  eight  Engliih  miles  to  a  town  called  Holtoo, 
where  we  refted  that  night. 

The  next  morning'  we  fet  out  for  Wefel,  and  got 
thither  at  noon.  The  firft  thing  we  did  (as  had  been 
our  cuftom)  was  to  enquire  who  was  worthy,  particu- 
larly for  two  perfons  recommended  to  us  by  the 
countefs  of  Homes,  that  lives  with  the  princefs  Eli- 
zabeth. But  upon  enquiry,  we  found  one  of  them 
was  gone  to  Amfterdam  with  his  wife,  who  had  been 
formerly  a  preacher,  and  being  confcientiouQy  diflatif- 
fied  with  his  own  preaching,  laid  it  down,  and  is  now 
in  a  feeking  ftate.  But  in  lieu  of  him  we  found  out 
three  more,  with  the  other  perfon  that  had  been  re- 
commended to  us.  We  belpoke  a  meetinc;  amongft 
them  after  dinner,  which  accordingly  we  had  at  a 
woman's  houfe  of  good  note  in  the  town;  who  told 
us,  that  fhe  had  been  long  in  a  folitary  eftate,  difia- 
tisfied  with  the  religions  generally  profefled  in  that 
country,  waiting  for  falvation,  and  fixe  h(^d  that  now 

'  4*  7-  3» 
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the  tirmc  'Was  come,  and  that  we  were  the  meflengers 
of  it* 

'  The  Lord  was  with  us  in  the  meeting,  and  their 
hearts  were  opened,  by  the  word  of  God,  to  receive 
our  teftimony  as  glad  tidings  of  falvation.  Meeting 
being  done^  we  immediately  returned  to  our  lodgings^ 
defiring  we  might  fee  them  together  in  the  fame  place 
the  next  morning,  to  take  our  leave  of  them,  to  which 
they  readily  affented. 

Next  morning  •  we  came,  and  had  a  precious  meet- 
ing  with  them;  and  there  were  fome  prefent  that  were 
not  there  the  night  before.  So  we  left  them  in  much 
lo¥e,  and  went  to  our  inn;  where,  after  having  re* 
frefhed  ourfelves,  we  went  to  Rees,  where  we  met 
with  a  counfellor  of  Gelderlandt,  with  whom  we  had 
a  good  opportunity  to  declare  the  teftimony  of  Jefuls  % 
who  received  it,  and  parted  with  us  in  much  kind« 
nefs. 

From  thence  we  went  to  Emrick,  and  there  called 
upon  an  eminent  Baptift  teacher,  recommended  to  us 
by  one  of  Wefel :  we  fpent  fome  time  with  him,  open- 
ing to  him  the  way  of  life,  as  in  the  light  it  is  ma- 
nifefted  to  all  that  love  and  obey  the  light ;  and  of 
that  more  fpiritual  and  pure  miniftry,  that  from  the 
living  word  of  God  is  received  by  many  true  minifters 
in  this  day.  The  man  was  fomewhat  full  of  words, 
but  we  felt  the  living  vilitation  of  the  love  of  God 
reached  to  him,  and  lb  we  left  him,  making  all  the 
hafte  we  could  to  get  to  Cleve  that  night ;  which  ac- 
cordingly we  did,  though  late,  being  forced  to  walk 
one  third  part  of  the  way  on  foot. 

That  night,  notwithftanding,  one  of  us  went  to  a 
certain  lady,  to  whom  we  had  recommendations  from 
the  princefs,  and  that  was  particularly  known  to  one 
of  tis,  informing  her  that  we  were  come  to  that  city, 
jdefiring  to  know  what  time  next  day  we  might  give 
her  a  vifit ;  (he  appointed  eight  in  the  morning. 

•  5'  7-  4« 
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About  that  time*  wc  went  to  fee  her;  Ihc  received 
us  (confidering  her  quality  and  courtlhip)  far  from 
any  appearance  of  offence  at  our  deportment.     Wc 
told  her  our  meiTage  and  vilit  was  to  thofe  of  that 
city,  that  had  any  inclinations  or  defires^  hunger  or 
thirft,  after  the  true  and  living  knowledge  of  God ; 
for  that  end  we  had  left  our  own  country,  and  had 
wandered  up  and  down  in  feveral  parts  of  Germany. 
She  told  us,  that  fome  there  were  that  fearched  after 
God ;  but  ftie  feared  the  name  of  Quaker  would  make 
them  ftiy,   becaufe  they  were  called  Quakers  them- 
felves,  by  people  of  the  fame  profeffion,  only  for  be- 
ing more  ferious  and  retired  in  their  converfation. 

We  replied,  that  it  was  an  honour  to  the  name, 
that  all  lobriety  throughout  Germany,  was  called  by 
it ;  this  ought  to  make  the  name  lefs  odious,  yea,  it 
will  make  the  way  eafier  for  thofe  that  are  truly  called 
fo,  or  that  are  Quakers  indeed :  it  will  take  off  much 
of  the  wonder,  and,  it  may  be,  of  the  fcverity  of 
the  places,  where  we  come,  that  the  name  is  gone  be- 
fore us,  and  hath  received  a  dwelling-place  in  their 
towns  and  cities.  In  fine,  to  all  fuch  God  hath  com- 
mitted to  us  the  word  of  life  to  preach,  and  fuch  wc 
feek  out  in  all  places  where  the  Lord  bringeth  us: 
and  hitherto  we  can  fay  it,  to  the  praife  of  our  God, 
he  hath  vindicated  our  fervices  and  teflimony,  by  his 
own  blelTed  power,  fhed  abroad  in  their  hearts  to  whom 
we  have  been  fent. 

So  fhe  told  us  fhe  would  fend  for  an  attorney  at 
law,  one  that  was  more  than  ordinarily  eminent;  hav- 
ing deferted  the  church,  and  being  therefore  reproached 
with  the  name  of  Quaker. 

In  this  interval  we  had  clofe  difcourfe  with  her;  a 
woman  certainly  of  great  wit,  high  notions^  and  very 
ready  utterance :  fo  that  it  was  hard  for  us  to  obtain  a 
true  filence ;  a  flate  in  which  we  could  reach  to  her. 

But  through  fome  travail  of  fpirit  more  than  ordi- 
nary, we  had  a  fweet  time  of  refrefhment,  and  the 

,    '  6.  7.  s. 
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>^itnefs  was  raifed  in  her,  and  we  really  and  plainly 
beheld  a  true  nobility,  yea,  that  which  was  fcnfible  of 
our  teftimony,  and  did  receive  it. 

By  this  time  the  perfon  (he  fent  for  came,  and  a 
bleffed  fweet  time  we  had :  for  the  power  and  prefence 
of  the  Lord,  our  ftafF  and  ftrength,  unto  which  our 
eye  hath  been  throughout  all  our  travels,  that  we 
might  only  be  acceptable  in  that,  plenteoufly  appeared 
amongft  us  (the  Lord  have  the  glory  of  his  own  work) 
both  confefling  to  the  truth  of  what  had  been  faid, 
and  the  attorney  to  the  living  fenfe  in  which  the  truth 
had  been  declared. 

We  would  have  returned  to  our  inn  to  eat,  accord- 
ing as  we  had  appointed  in  the  morning,  but  fhe  laid 
a  kind  of  violent  hands  upon  us,  and  ncceflitated  us 
*  to  (lay  and  eat  with  her;  which  we  did.  And  we  had 
no  fooner  fat  down,  but  her  brother-in-law,  a  man  of 
quality  and  employment  in  the  court  of  the  eledlor 
of  Brandenburgh,  came  in,  who  dined  with  us. 

As  we  fat  at  meat,  we  had  a  good  meeting;  for  the 
time  was  much  taken  up  about  the  things  of  God, 
cither  in  anfwering  their  queftions,  or  miniftring  to 
them  about  the  true  Chriftian  nature  and  life;  in  all 
which  her  brother  behaved  himfclf  with  great  fweet- 
nefs  and  refpeft. 

.  After  dinner  we  took  our  Chriftian  leave  of  them 
in  the  fear  of  God,  recommending  unto  them  the 
light  of  Chrift  Jefus,  that  brings  all  that  receive  it 
into  the  one  fpirit,  to  live  in  holy  peace  and  concord 
together ;  particularly  and  alone  fpeaking  to  the  lady 
and  the  attorney  what  was  upon  us  as  to  their  ftates. 

And  fo  we  departed,  and  foon  after  took  waggoa 

for  Nimcguen ;  where  arriving  about  the  (cventh  hour 

that  night,  we  immediately  took  waggon  for  Utrecht, 

^  and  got  thither  about  the  tenth  hour  next  morning.* 

We  heard  there  was  a  people  in  that  city,  but  had  not 

now  time  to  vifit  them,  referring  it  to  another  oppor-* 

tunity.

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About  the  firft  hour  in  the  afternoon^  G.  IC  and 
B.  F.  took  waggon  for  Rotterdam,  and  I  took  wangon 
for  Amfterdam,  where  I  came  fafely  that  night,  about 
fix  in  the  evening ;  and  I  found  friends  generally  well, 
though  it  was  a  fickly  time  in  that  country.  The 
meetuig-houfe  was  much  enlarged,  and  there  was  a 
frefh  enquiry  among  many  people  i^ter  the  truth,  and 
^eat  defires  to  hear  the  teftimony  and  declaration  of 
It.  I  alfo  underftood  that  dear  G.  F.  was  returned 
from  Frederickftadt  and  Hamburgh  into  Urieflandt, 
whither  T.  R.  and  J.  Y.  were  gone  from  this  city  to 
meet  with  him.  He  had  an  hard  time  of  travail  with 
^  refpeft  to  the  weather,  yet  I  heard  was  in  g;ood  health, 
through  the  Lord's  power  that  had  kept  him. 

Here  I  received  a  letter  from  the  princefs  £li2abetfa| 
in  anfwer  to  mine  of  the  2<th  of  the  fixth  mouthy  from 
Manhdm,  alias  FrederickA>urgh« 

The  Vt  of  September,  1677. 

Dear  friend, 

T  Have  received  your  greetings,  good  wifhes,  and 
I  exhortations,  with  much  Joy,  and  Ihall  follow  the 
latter  fo  far  as  it  (hall  pleafe  our  great  God  to  give 
me  light  and  ftrcngth.  I  can  fay  little  for  m)^clf, 
and  can  do  nothing  of  myfelf,  but  I  hope  the  Lord 
will  condud  me  in  his  time,  by  his  way,  to  his  ends 
and  {hall  not  (brink  for  his  fire ;  I  do  long  for  it;  and 
when  he  affures  my  ways,  I  hope  he  will  give  me 
power  to  bear  the  crofs  I  meet  therein.  I  am  alfo 
glad  to  hear  the  journey  hath  been  profperous  both  in 
the  conftitutions  of  your  bodies,  to  withftand  the  bad- 
nefs  of  the  weather,  and  in  the  reception  you  had  in 
Caflel,  Franckfort,  and  Crifheim:  nothing  furprized 
me  there  but  the  good  old  Dury,  in  whom  I  did  not 
cxpeA  fo  much  ingenuity,  having  lately  writ  a  boc^, 
entitled,  '  Le  Veritable  Chretien,'  that  doth  Ibeak 
another  way.  I  wifh  to  know  what  reception  you  nave 
iiad  at  FredcrickA>urghi  and  if  this  find  you  at  Cleve, 

Iwiib 
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I  wifh  you  might  take  an  occafion  to  lee  the  two  pa(^ 
tors  of  Mulheim^  which  do  really  feek  the  Lord,  out 
have  fome  prejudice  againft  your  dodbrine,  as  alfo  the 
countefs  there.  It  would  be  of  much  ufe  for  my  fa» 
mily  to  have  them  difabufed ;  yet  God's  will  be  dont 
in  thatj  and  all  things  elfe^  concerning

Let  both  your  friends  and  companions  receive  my 
hearty  commendations  here. 

This  day  at  night''  f being  the  feventh  day  of  the 
week)  came  John  Hill  from  Urieflandt  to  the  houfe 
of  G.  D.  in  Amiterdam. 

The  next  day*  f being  the  firft  day  of  the  week)  wc 
had  a  blefTed  and  large  meetings  larger  than  ordinary^ 
becaufe  of  a  great  addition  of  room  fince  our  journey 
into  Germany.  Indeed  there  was  a  great  appearance 
of  fober  protefling  people,  vea,  feveral  of  the  chief  of 
the  Baptifts,  as  Galenus  ana  companions :  the  Lord's 
heavemy  power  was  over  all,  and  the  meeting  blefledly 
ended  about  the  fourth  hour. 
.  That  night,  after  fupper,  having  taken  my  leave  In 
m  fweet  litde  meeting  among  friendst  I  took  boat  for 
Horn  (P.  Hendrick  accompanying  me)  about  the  fe* 
yenth  hour  at  night,  and  ffot  thitMr  about  two  in  the 
morning  -,  ^  where  lying  down  till  about  R%p  wc  took 
im^gon  for  Enckhuyfen.  We  came  thither  a  little 
after  eight  in  die  momine^  where  having  refrcfttcd 
cAirielves,  about  the  ninth  hour  we  took  Ihip  (m 
Workum  in  Urieflandt,  and  arriving  about  one ^  lni« 
Itoediately  tock  waggon  for  Harlsngeti»  where  we  Ar« 
lived  about  fix;  there  we  met  with  dear  G«  K  Jt  Tf 
J^r.  T.R«  J.C  and  his  wife.

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The  next  day  *  we  had  two  blefled  meetings  i  one 
amongft  friends,  being  the  firft  monthly  meeting  that 
was  fettled  for  Urieflandt,  Groningen,  and  Embden ; 
the  other  a  publick  meeting,  where  reforted  both  Bap- 
tifts,  collegians  and  others;  and  among  the  reft,  a 
doftor  of  phyfick  and  a  Preibyterian  minifter :  all  fat 
with  great  attention  and  fobriety,  but  the  minifter 
and  doftor  more  efpecially.  The  firft,  having  a  lec- 
ture fermon  to  preach  that  evening,  went  away ;  but, 
notwithftanding,  fpccdily  returned,  G.  F.  ft  ill  fpcak- 
ing :  but,  as  a  man  in  pain  to  be  gone,  yet  willing  to 
ftay,  fat  at  the  door  till  G.  F.  had  done;  and  then 
ftood  up,  and  pulling  off  his  hat,  looking  up  to  hea- 
ven, in  a  folemn  manner,  and  with  a  loud  .voice, 
(pake  to  this  purpofc:  "  The  All-mighty,  the  AU- 
•*  wife,  the  Omnipotent  Great  God,  and  his  Son  Jefus' 
**  Chrift,  who  is  blefled  for  ever  and  ever,  confirm 
**  his  word  that  hath  been  fpoken  ^his  day :"  apolo? 
gizing  that  he  could  not  longer  ftay,  for  that  he  was  a 
minifter  of  the  reformed  religion,  and  was  juft  now 

foing  to  preach,  where  all  that  would  come  fhould 
e  welcome ;  and  fo  left  the  meeting. 
The  phyfician  alfo  was  called  away,  but  returned, 
and  ftayed  till  the  meeting  was  ended.     Juft  as  the 
meeting  ended  came  the  minifter  again,  who  faid,  in 
the  hearing  of  fome  friends,  *  That  he  had  made  his 

*  fermon  much  ftiorter  than  ordinary,  that  he  might 

*  enjoy  the  reft  of  the  meeting.'  At  night  came  the 
phyfician  to  fee  me ;  who,  after  a  ferious  and  Chriftian 
difcourfe,  exprefling  great  fatisfaftion  in  moft  things 
relating  to  friends,  left  me;  withal  telling  me,  *  That 

*  if  I  had  not  been  to  go  the  fourth  hour  next  morn- 

*  ing,  he  would  either  have  ftayed  longer  with  me,  or 
^  come  again.' 

He  alfo  remembered  the  parfon's  love  to  us,  and 
told  me,  *  That  if  it  had  not  been  for  fear  of  giving 

*  offence,  or  coming  too  much  under  the  obfervation 
f  of  the  people,  he  would  have  come  tq  have  feca 

*  us;- 
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*  us:'  adding,  '  That  it  was  a  great  pity  diat  this 
^  people  had  not  printed  their  principles  to  the  world:* 
to  which  the  dodor  anfwcrcd,  *  That  he  had  fomc  of 
^  our  books^  and  he  would  lend  him  them/  Blefled 
be  the  Lord^  his  glorious  work  goeth  on,  and  his 
power  is  over  all.  It  being  now  the  tenth  hour  at 
night,  I  took  my  leave  of  G.  F.  and  friends. 

This  day  it  came  upon  me  to  write  a  letter  to  Joanna 
Elconora  Malane,  the  noble  young  woman  at  Franck- 
fort. 

Dear  friend,  J.  E.  M, 

MY  dear  and  tender  love,  which  God  hath  raifcd 
in  my  heart  by  his  living  word  to  all  mankind, 
lore  efpecially  unto  thofe  in  whom  he  hath  be- 
gotten an  holy  hunger  and  third:  after  him,  faluteth 
thee:  and  amongft  thofe  of  that  place  where  thou 
liveft,  the  remembrance  of  thee,  with  thy  compa« 
nions,  is  moft  particularly  and  eminently  at  this  time 
brought  before  me.  And  the  fenfe  of  your  opcn-hcart- 
ednefs,  fimplicity,  and  fincerc  love  to  the  teftimonv 
pf  Jefus,  that  by  us  was  delivered  unto  you,  hatn 
deeply  engaged  my  heart  towards  you,  and  often  raifed 
in  my  foul  heavenly  breathings  to  the  God  of  my  lifC| 
that  he  would  keep  you  in  the  daily  fcnfe  of  that  di* 
vine  life,  which  then  affeftcd  you.  For  this  knoW| 
it  was  the  life  in  your/elves ,  that  fo  fwcctly  vifitcd  you 
by  the  miniftry  of  life  through  us. 

Wherefore,  love  the  divine  life  and  light  in  yoiir-^ 
felves:  be  retired  and  ftill ;  let  that  holy  frnl  move  Ih 
all  heavenly  things  before  you  move :  for  no  one  n^ 
ceiveth  any  thing  (that  truly  profiteth)  but  whrtf  h«» 
receiveth  from  aiove.  Thus  faid  John  to  hi<i  <llfr)|.»lei*. 
Now  that  which  ftirrcth  in  your  hcarti^,  drrtWf^jli  yiMl 
out  of  the  world,  flayeth  you  to  alt  the  Vftiri  t^Utiy^ 
and  pleafure,  and  empty  worfliiM  th^t  af^  )h  U  %  fliln 
is  from  above,  the  heavenly  feed  of  (Jotl,  puti*  ami  Im* 
corruptible^  that  it  come  dcfwn  Uotn  hi^fk^tu  H$  «Mrik# 
you  heavenly i  that  in  hewehif  plue*  yini  UiHf  dw#IL 
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and  witnefsi  with  the  faints  of  oldj  this  heavenly  txtZf 
fure  in  earthen  vefTels. 

O  ftay  your  minds  upon  the  appearance  of  Jefus  in 
you,  in  whofe  light  you  {hall  fee  light !  It  will  make 
you  of  a  weighty  confidering  Spirit  more  and  more  -^ 
that  you  may  fee  how  the  myftery  of  iniquity  hath 
wrought,  and  how  mankind  is  corrupted  in  all  thingSj^ 
and  what  part  you  yet  have,  that  belongeth  not  to 
the  paradife  of  God,  that  you  may  lay  it  all  down  at 
the  feet  of  Jefus,  and  follow  him,  who  is  going  up 
and  down,  doing  good  to  all  that  believe  in  his  name. 
So  poflefs  your  fouls  in  the  fenfible  feeling  of  his 
daily  vifits,  ihinings  and  breathings  upon  your  fpirits; 
and  wait  dili^ntly,  and  watch  circumfpeftly,  left  the 
enemy  furpnze  you,  or  your  Lord  come  at  unaware^ 
upon  you,  and  you  be  unprepared  to  receive  his  fweet 
and  precious  vifitations.  That  fo  thofe  holy  begin* 
nings,  which  thou  art  a  witnefs  of,  with  thy  compa«* 
nions,  may  not  be  loft,  or  as  if  they  had  never  been  j^ 
but  that  you  may,  from  day  to  day,  feel  the  growth 
of  his  light,  life,  power,  and  kingdom  in  your  fouls, 
that  you  may  be  able  to  fay,  ^*  The  kingdom  of  God 
V  is  come,  yea,  it  is  given  to  the  faints." 

And  what  I  fay  unto  one,  I  fay  unto  all  that  received 
our  (eftimony  in  that  city;  to  whom  thou  mayeft  give, 
if  thou  pleafeft,  the  remembrance  of  my  dear  love, 
who  travail  in  the  fpirit  for  their  redemption,  that 
they  may  be  brought  into  the  glorious  liberty  of  the 
fons  of  God.  Particularly  falute  me  to  the  young 
woman,  that  met  with  us  at  thy  lodging.  The  Lord 
Tefus  Chrift,  the  Prince  of  peace,  dwell  amongft  youj^ 
keep  your  hearts  ftedfaft  in  his  holy  light,  without 
wavering,  all  the  days  of  your  appointed  time,  until 
your  great  and  laft  change  fliall  come ;  when  he  ml\ 
receive  his  own  (heep  into  his  own  everlafting  king- 
dom, from  the  power  of  the  foxes  and  the  wolves,^ 
^nd  all  the  devouring  beafts  and  birds  of  prey ;  when^ 
he  will  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes^  and  figh-^ 
vug  and  fprrowing  ihall  be  no  more  i  and  when  it  fliall 
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be  fiud,  ^  There  is  no  more  deaths  no  more  nif^t^  no 
<^  more  time" 

So  dear  J.  £.  M.  know,  that  the  Lord  hath  brought 
us  well  to  Amfterdain,  not  without  good  fervice  07 
che  way:  for  at  Cnlkn  we  had  a  precious  meeting» 
and  were  receiircd  with  much  gladnds  of  heart.  We 
alfo  went  to  Dujfburg,  and  from  thence  towards 
Mulheim,  being  die  firft  day  of  the  week,  hoping  to 
get  an  opportunity  with  the  countefs  of  Bruch,  an4 
to  deiiyer  thy  letter:  but  her  father  (who  is  a  cruel 
and  feyere  man)  meeting  us  near  his  caiUe^  (topped 
us ;  and  after  fome  little  time,  finding  what  we  w^r^ 
faid,  ^  There  wanted  no  Quakers  there  s'  and  fent  us 
with  fome  of  his  foldiers  out  of  his  territory*  It  was 
about  fun-fet,  fo  that  we  were  forced  to  return  towards 
Duyfburgy  but  the  gates  of  the  city  being  (hut,  and 
there  being  no  houies  without  it,  we  were  forced  to 
lie  in  the  fields  all  night,  where  the  Lord  made  us  a 
good  and  comfortable  bed.  We  told  the  graef  at 
parting^  ^  We  were  men  that  feared  the  Almighty 
^  God  $  we  defired  the  good  of  all  men ;  and  that  we 
^  came  not  hither  for  any  evil  defign :'  but  he  would 
not  hear;  the  Lord,  if  he  pleafeth,  forgive  him.  Ne* 
yerthelef^  we  had  a  good  meeting  at  Duyfburg,  where 
we  had  our  hearts  defire,  the  blefled  power  and  life  of 
God  making  its  own  way  in  the  hearts  of  thofe  that 
heard  our  teftimony.  I  alfo  writ  a  large  and  tender 
letter  to  the  countefs,  and  received  a  fweet  and  loyinar 
ineflage  from  her:  and  I  have  great  hopes  that  aU 
^ings  will  work  together  for  the  beft. 

From  Duyiburg  we  went  to  Wefcl,  where  we  en* 
quired  out  who  was  worthy,  and  there  we  found  four 
or  five  feparated  from  all  congregations,  <^  waiting  for 
**  the  Confolation  of  Ifrael,"  with  whom  we  had  two 
precious  meetings:  and  leaving  the  peace  of  Jefus 
with  them,  went  to  Emrick,  where  we  vifited  the  chief 
B^ptift  teacl^er,  who  confefied  to  our  teftimony,  and 
received  us  lovingly.  We  directed  them  to  that  gift 
of  God  in  himfelf,  that  pure  and  eternal  word  in  the 
^art^  that  h^  might  know  the  |)urc  sniniftry  of  that^ 
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fnm  the  miniftiy  of  man's  fpirit,  which  cannot  profit 
or  give  life  to  the  fou]. 

From  thence  we  went  to  Cleve,  where  at  a  lady's 
houfe,  belonging  to  the  court,  we  had  a  precious 
meeting:  and  we  found  fome  that  had  deferted 
the  publick  niiniftry,  as  not  being  appointed  of  God 
to  preach,  neither  knowing,  by  true  experience,  the 
way  and  travail  of  the  new  birth,  but  made  and  main- 
tained by  men :  we  founded  the  joyful  gofpel  amongft 
them,  and  from  thence,  by  the  way  of  Nimeguen  and 
Utrecht,  we  came  the  laft  fixth  day  to  Amfterdam, 
which  was  the  feventh  of  the  feventh  month. 

This  lalt  firft-day  I  had  a  great  and  blefied  meeting 
at  Amfterdam,  almoft  of  every  quality  and  religion ; 
the  Lord's  heavenly  power  (that  is  quickening  peo- 
ple into  a  living  fenfe  of  him,  that  they  may  fay, 
•*  the  Lord  liveth,  and  he  liveth  in  me")  reigned  that 
day  over  all. 

In  the  evening  I  took  boat  for  Horn,  and  from 
thence  came  laft  night  (being  the  fecond  day  of  the 
week)  to  this  city  of  Harlingen,  where  we  met  with 
fome  of  our  brethren,  that  had  been  up  at  Hamburgh 
and  Frederickftadt ;  and  this  day  we  are  to  have  two 
meetings  here,  the  one  among  oiu*  friends,  the  other 

Cblick  for  the  town.  It  is  upon  me  to  vifit  J.  de 
badie's  people,  that  they  may  know  him  in  them- 
ielves,  in  whom  their  falvation  ftandeth:  for  thcfc 
fimple  people  are  to  be  pitied.  From  thence  I  think 
to  vifit  Leeuwaerden,  Groningen,  Embden,  Bremen, 
Herwcrden,  Wefel,  Emrick,  Cleve,  Utrecht,  and  fo 
to  return  to  Amfterdam,  the  Lord  enabling  me  by  his 
power. 

This  arifeth  in  my  heart  to  thee ;   f  Give  not  thy 

*  bread  to  dogs ;  fpcnd  not  thy  portion ;  feed  not  the 

*  ferpent,  neither  hearken  to  him :  abide  with  Jefus, 

*  and  he  will  abide  with  thee,  that  thou  mayeft  grow 

*  in  wifdom  and  in  righteoufnefs,  through  the  crofs, 

*  that  crucifieth  thee  to  the  world,  and  the  world  to 

*  thee.'    So  in  the  love  which  overcometh  the  world, 
that  is  divine,  and  from  above,  and  leadeth  all  tl^ither 

that 
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that  receive  it  into  their  hearts,  I  take  my  leave  erf 
,thee,  with  thy  companions,  and  all  the  reft  of  thw 
city  known  to  us,  remaining 

Thy  faithful  friend,  and  the  Lord's  day- 
labourer,  W.  P. 

Harlingen,  i  ith  of  the 
7thmonthy  1677. 

Next  morning,*  about  the  fourth  hour,  I  took  boat 
for  Leeuwaerden ;  J*  Claus,  who  had  been  at  Frede- 
rickftadt  with  G.  F.  went  with  me.  G.  F.  J.  Y.  and 
T.  R.  with  P.  H.  returned  that  day  towards  Amfter- 

d^n^* 

At  Leeuwaerden  we  came  about  nine,  and  began 

the  meeting  about  ten ;  which  we  enjoyed  with  peace 
and  refrelhment,  feveral  being  there  (as  in  other  places) 
that  were  never  at  a  meeting  before. 

The  meeting  being  done,  and  having  refrefhed  our- 
felves  with  food,  we  took  waggon  for  Wie^Vart,  the 
manfion-houfe  of  the  family  of  the  Somerdykes,  where 
J.  de  Labadie's  company  refideth,  it  being  ftrong  up- 
on my  fpirit  to  give  them  a  vifit.  We  got  thither 
about  five;  and  as  we  were  walking  over  a  field  to 
the  houfe,  we  met  a  young  man  of  that  company^ 
who  condufted  us  in.  I  afked  for  Ivon  the  paftor, 
and  Anna  Maria  Schurmans.  Ivon  prefently  i^came 
^ith  his  co-paftor;  they  received  us  very  civilly. 
However,  they  feemed  (hy  of  letting  me  fpeak  with 
A.  M.S.  objedting  her  weaknefs,  age,  taking  phyfick, 
&c.  But  putting  them  in  mind  how  unhandfomely 
I  was  ufed  at  Herwerden  fix  years  ago,  by  J.  de  La- 
badie,  their  father,  who,  though  I  came  a  great  jour- 
ney to  vifit  him  and  his  people,  fufFered  me  not  to 
fpeak  with  them;  they  prefently  complied,  and  went 
in  to  let  her  know  that  fuch  a  perfon  defired  to  (peak 
with  her,  and  quickly  returned,  defiring  me  to  come 
in.    But  forefeeing  my  time  would  be  too  fixort  for 

•12.7.4.] 
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my  meSk^i  the  fun  being  near  fetting,  and  having 
two  Englifli  miles  of  unknown  way  to  our  lodging, 
pn  foot,  I  defired  them,  that  they  would  ffive  me  an 
opportunity  the  next  nforninff,  which  they  readily 
complied  with.  So  I  took  my  leave  of  them,  who  \n 
t  friendly  manner  brought  us  a  little  on  our  way« 
That  night  a  great  weight  was  upon  mv  ^fpirit,  and 
cfpecially  the  next  morning ;  yet  my  faith  was  in  the 

Eiwer  ot  God,  and  I  had  a  plain  fight  that  I  fliould 
ve  a  good  fervice  among  them ;  however,  I  fliould 
clear  my  confcieoccj  and  my  peace  fliould  reft  with 
sne. 

The  next  mornins  ^  I  returned  to  them,  and  J.  C. 
idong  with  me.  So  loon  as  we  came,  we  were  brought 
into  A.  M.  S's.  chamber ;  where  sUfq  was  with  her 
Qoe  of  the  three  Somerdykeiu 

This  A.  M.  S.  aforefaid,  is  an  ancient  maid,,  above 
fixty  years  of  age,  of  great  note  and  fame  for  learn- 
ing in  languages  and  philofophy,  and  hath  obtained 
a  confiderable  place  among  the  moft  learned  men  of 
this  age.  The  Somerdykes  are  daughters  to  a  noble- 
man of  the  Hague,  people  of  great  breeding  and  in- 
heritances. Thefe,  with  feveral  other  perfoD^,  being 
affeded  with  i;he  zealous  decl^Mnation  of  L  de  Laba- 
die,  againit  die  dead  and  ibrmal  churches  of  the 
world,  and  awakened  to  feek  after  a  more  fpiritoal 
fellowfliip  and  fociety,  feparated  themfelyes  froni  the 
common  Calvinift  churches,  and  followed  l^qi  in  the 
way  of  a  refined  Independency. 

They  are  a  ferious,  plain  peoplcj^  and  are  conije 
iiearer  to  friends,  is  in  filence  in  meetings,  women* 
faking,  preaching  by  the  Spirit,  plainnefs  in  garb^ 
and  furniture  in  their  houfes.  With  thele  two,  we  had 
the  company  of  the  two  pallors,  and  a  dodor  of  phy* 
(ck«  After  fome  filence,  I  propofed  this  queitioQ  to^ 
them :  <  What  was  it  that  induced  then\  to  feparate 

<  from  the  common  way  they  formerly  lived  in  ?  I  de^ 

<  fired  them  that  they  would  be  pleafcd  (q  be  pUiA 
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^  and  open  with  me,  as  to  the  ground  of  their  lepa* 
^  ration ;  for  I  came  not  to  cavil,  but  in  a  Chrifltiaa 

*  (pint  to  be  informed. 

Upon  this,  Ivon,  the  chief  paftor,  gave  us  the 
hiftory  of  J«  de  Labadie's  education ;  how  he  was  bred 
among  the  Jefuits,  and  deferted  them,  and  embraced 
the  Proteftant  religion ;  and  finally,  of  his  great  difla- 
tisfaftion  with  the  Proteftant  churches  of  France,  and 
that  if  God  would  not  give  them  a  purer  church,  thcf 
three  would  fit  down  by  themfelves,  refolving  never 
more  to  mix  themfelves  among  the  Babyloniih  aflem^ 
blies  of  the  world.  Adding  feveral  folemn  appeals' 
concerning  the  fimplicity  and  integrity  of  their  hearts 
in  thefe  things. 

Ivon  having  done,  A.  M.  S.  began  in  this  manner: 
I  find  myfelf  conftrained  to  add  a  fliort  teftimony. 
She  told  us  of  her  former  life,  of  her  plcafure  ia 
learning,  and  her  love  to  the  religion  {he  was  brought 
up  in ;  but  confefied  (he  knew  not  God  nor  Chrift 
truly  all  that  while.  And  though  from  a  child  God 
had.  vifited  her  at  times,  yet  (he  never  felt  fuch  a 
powerful  ftroke,  as  by  the  miniftry  of  J.  dc  Labadie. 
She  faw  her  learning  to  be  vanity,  and  her  religion 
like  a  body  of  death :  (he  refolved  to  defpife  the 
(hame,  defert  her  former  way  of  living  and  acquaint* 
ance,  and  to  join  herfelf  with  this  little  family,  that 
was  retired  out  of  the  world,  among  whom  (he  de- 
fired  to  be  found  a  living  facrifice,  offered  up  en- 
tirely to  the  Lord.  She  fpoke  in  a  very  ferious  and 
broken  (cn(c,  not  without  Jbme  trembling.  Thefe  arc 
but  fliort  hints  of  what  (he  faid. 

After  (he  had  done,  one  of  the  Somerdykes  began, 
in  a  very  reverent  and  weighty  frame  of  mind,  and  in 
a  (cnfe  that  very  well  fuited  her  contempt  of  the 
world  2  (he  told  us  how  often  (he  had  mourned  from 
her  young  years,  becaufe  (he  did  not  know  the  Lord 
as  (he  defired  -,  often  faying  within  herfelf,  ^  If  God 

*  would  make  known  to  me  his  way,  I  would  tram- 
^  pie  upon  all  the  pride  and  glory  of  the  w6rld/  She 
^ncftly  eKpre(red  the  frequent  angjuifli  of  fj^c  HoA 
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bad,  becaufe  of  the  deadnefs  and  fbnnalitf  c(  tike 
Chriftians  Ihe  was  bred  among,  faying  to  hcrCAf^  *  O 
'  the  pride,  O  the  lulls,  O  the  vain  pTesUures  in  which' 
Chriftians  live  1  Can  this  be  the  way  to  heaven  ?  Is 
this  the  way  to  glory?  Are  thefe  followers  of  Chrift  ? 

0  no  1  O  God,  where  is  thy  little  flock  ?  Where  is 
thy  little  family  that  will  live  entirely  to  thee,  that 
will  follow  thee  ?  Make  me  one  of  that  number. 
And  when  the  fervant  of  the  Lord,  J.  de  Labadie, 
came  into  Holland,  I,  among  others,  had  a  curio- 
fity  to  hear  him;  and  among  feveral  others  was 
deeply  afFeftcd  by  him.  He  fpoke  the  very  thoughts 
of  my  heart :  methought  my  heart  was  pricked  when 

1  heard  him ;  and  1  refolved,  by  the  grace  of  God, 
to  abandon  all  the  glory  and  pride  of  this  world, 
to  be  one  of  thofe  that  ihould  fit  down  with  him  in 
a  feparation  from  the  vain  and  dead  worihips  of 
this  world.  I  count  myfelf  happy  that  I  ever  met 
with  him,  and  thefe  paftors,  who  feek  not  them- 
felves,  but  the  Lord :  and  we  are  a  family  that  live 
together  in  love  •,  of  one  foul  and  one  fpirit,  entirely 
given  up  to  ferve  the  Lord ;  and  this  is  the  greateft 
joy  in  the  world.' 

After,  Du  Lignon,  the  other  paftor,  gave  us  alfo 
an  account  of  his  inducement  to  embrace  J.  de  Laba- 
die, but  not  fo  livelily. 

After  him  the  doftor  of  phyfick,  that  had  been  bred 
for  a  prieft,  but  voluntarily  refufed  that  calling,  ex^ 
prefled  himfelf  after  this  manner :  *  I  can  alfo  bear 
my  teftimony,  in  the  prefence  of  God,  that  though 
I  lived  in  as  much  reputation  at  the  univerfity,  as 
any  of  my  colleagues  or  companions,  and  was  well 
reputed  for  fobriety  and  honefty,  yet  I  never  felt 
fuch  a  living  fenfe  of  God,  as  when  I  heard  the  fer- 
vant of  the  Lord  J.  de  Labadie :'  adding,  *  The 
firft  day  I  heard  him,  I  was  fo  ftruck  and  aife&ed, 
that  I  can  truly  fay,  through  the  good  grace  of  God, 
and  the  condu£t  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  it  was  to  me  as 
the  day  of  my  falvation  s  he  did  fo  livingly  touch 
my  heart  with  a  fenfe  of  the  true  Chriftian  worfliip : 

«  upon 
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^  upon  which  I  forfbok  the  univcrfity,  and  refolvcd  to 
^  be  one  of  this  family  ^  and  this  I  can  fay  in  the  fear 

*  of  the  Lord/ 

P.  Ivon  concluded,  *  This  is  what  we  have  to  fay 

*  concerning  the  work  of  God  amongft  us.* 

All  this  while  I  minded  not  fo  much  their  words» 
as  I  felt  and  had  unity  with  a  meafurc  of  divine  fenfe 
that  was  upon  them.  Certainly  the  Lord  hath  been 
amongft  them ;  yea,  I  had  a  living  fenfe  in  my  heart 
that  fomewhat  of  the  breath  of  life  had  breathed  upon 
them ;  and  though  they  were  in  great  mixtures,  yet 
that  God's  love  was  towards  them. 

After  fome  filence,  I  began  on  this  wife : 

I  come  not  to  judge  you,  but  to  vifit  you ;  not  to 
quarrel  or  difpute,  but  to  fpeak  of  the  things  of  God's 
kingdom;  and  I  have  no  prejudice,  but  great  love  and 
regard  in  my  heart  towards  you :  wherefore  hear  mc 
with  Chriftian  patience  and  tendemefs. 

I  do  confefs  and  believe  that  God  hath  touched 
your  hearts  with  his  divine  finger,  and  that  his  work 
is  amongft  you  :  that  it  was  his  Spirit  that  gave  you  a 
fight  of  the  vanity  and  folly  of  this  world,  and  that 
hath  made  you  fenfible  of  the  dead  religions  that  are 
in  it.  It  is  this  fenfe  I  love  and  honour ;  and  I  ara 
fo  far  from  undervaluing  or  oppofing  this  tender  fenfe 
I  feel  upon  you,  that  this  it  is  I  am  come  to  vifit, 
and  you  for  the  love  of  it.  And  as  for  the  reproaches 
that  may  attend  you  on  the  fcore  of  your  feparation, 
with  all  the  reports  that  therefore  go  concerning .  you, 
they  are  what  I  refpeft  you  for,  being  well  acquainted 
with  the  nature  and  pradtice  of  this  world  towards 
thofe  that  retire  out  of  it. 

Now  fince  I  have  with  patience,  and  I  can  truly  fay 
with  great  fatisfaftion,  heard  your  account  of  your 
experiences,  give  me  the  like  Chriftian  freedom  to  tell 
you  mine,  to  the  end  you  may  have  fome  fenfe  of 
the  work  of  God  in  me:  for  thofe  who  are  come  to 
any  meafure  of  a  divine  fenfe,  they  are  as  looking* 
glafies  to  each  other,  as  face  anfwereth  face  in  a  gUls. 
'J  ^  i'  '. ^^. .  .  t  < .  .  ■ . .  iri% re 
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Here  I  began  to  let  them  know  how>  *nd  when^ 
the  Lord  firft  appeared  unto  me^  which  was  about  tlic 
twelfth  year  of  my  age,  anno  16^6.    How  at  timd^ 
betwixt  that  and  the  fifteenth,  the  Lord  vilited  nfc^ 
and  the  divine  imprcflions  be  gave  me  of  himfelf: 
of  my  perfecution  at  Oxford,  and  how  the  Lord  fuf- 
tained  me  in  the  midft  of  that  hellifh  darkncls  and 
debauchery :  of  my  being  banifhed  the  college ;  the 
bitter  ufage  I  underwent  when  I  returned  to  my  fa-* 
ther;   whipping,  beating»  and  turning  out  of  doon. 
in  i662»    Of  the  Lord's  dealings  with  me  in  France, 
and  in  the  time  of  the  great  plague  in  London.    la 
fine,  the  deep  fenfe  he  gave  me  of  the  vanity  of  this 
world;    of  the  irreligioufnefs  of  the  religions  of  it* 
Then  of  my  mournful  and  bitter  cries  to  him,  that  he 
would  ihew  me  his  own  way  of  life  and  falvation,  and 
my  refolutions  to  follow  him,  whatever  reproaches  or 
fufferings  fliould  attend  me,  and  that  with  great  re- 
verence and  brokennefs  of  fpirit.     How,   after  all 
this,  the  glory  of  the  world  overlook  me,  and  I  jfzs 
even  ready  to  give  up  myfelf  unto  it,  feeing  as  yet  no 
fuch  thing  as  the  '  primitive  fpirit  and  church  on  the 
«  earth/    and  being  readv  to  faint  concerning  my 
«  hope  of  the  rcftitution  of  all  things/ 

It  was  at  this  time  that  the  Lord  vilited  me  with  a 
certain  found  and  teftimony  of  his  eternal  word, 
through  one  of  thofe  the  world  calls  ^akersy  namely 
Thomas  Lob.  I  related  to  them  the  bitter  mockings 
and  fcornings  that  fell  upon  me,  the  difpleafure  of 
my  parents,  the  inveftivencfs  and  cruelty  of  the  priefts, 
the  ftrangenefs  of  all  my  companions :  what  a  fign 
and  wonder  they  made  of  me;  but,  above  all,  tnat 
ftreat  crofs  of  refifling  and  watching  againft  mine  own 
inward  vain  affedlions  and  thoughts. 

Here  I  had  a  fine  opportunity  to  fpeak  of  the  myf- 
tery  of  iniquity  and  ungodlinefs  in  the  root  and 
ground,  and  to  give  them  an  account  of  the  power 
and  prefence  of  God  which  attended  us  in  our  pub- 
lick  teilimonies  and  fufierings;  after  an  indired:  nuui« 
ACT  cenfuring  their  weakneflesi  by  declaring  and  com* 
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mending  the  contrary  praftices  among  friends,  too 
large  to  be  here  related.  And  notwithftanding  all 
my  fufferings  and  trials  by  magiftrates,  parents,  com- 
panions, and,  above  all,  from  the  priefts  of  the  falfe 
religions  in  the  world,  the  Lord  hath  preferved  me  to 
this  day,  and  hath  given  me  an  hundred  fold  in  this 
world,  as  well  as  the  aflurance  of  life  everlafting :  in- 
forming them  of  the  tendernefs  of  my  father  to  me, 
before,  and  at,  his  death ;  and  how,  through  patience 
4nd  long-fufFering,  all  oppofition  was  conquered. 
Then  I  began  my  exhortation  unto  them,  which  was 
on  this  wife. 

That  fince  God  had  given  me  and  them  a  divine 
fcnfe  of  him,  our  eye  fhould  be  to  him,  not  to  man  1 
that  we  might  come  more  into  a  filence  of  ourfelves, 
and  a  growth  into  that  heavenly  fenfe.     That  this  was 
the  work  of  the  true  miniftry,  not  to  keep  people  to 
tbmfelvesy  ever  teaching  them,  but  to  turn  them  to 
God,  the  new-covenant  Teacher,  and  to  Christ,  the 
great  Gofpel-Minifter.     Thus  John  did,  and  thought 
it  no  difhonour  that  they  left  him  to  go  to  Chrijl.'* 
«  Behold  the  Lamb  of  God,"  faid  he,  "  that  taketh 
•'  away  the  fin  of  the  world !"  And  even  John's  dif- 
ciples  left  him  to  follow  Chrift.     Nay,  John  teftifies 
of  himfelf,  "  That  he  was  to  "  decreafe^*  and  Chrift 
was  to  increafe.  Wherefore  I  prefled  them  to  have  their 
eye  to  Christ  that  taketh  away  the  fin  5  that  is,  from 
heaven,  heavenly;  to  fee  that  He  increafe  in  them. 
Yea,  "  that  henceforth  they  fhould  know  no  man  after 
««  the  Jk/h;  no,  not  Chrift  himfelf."  That  their  know- 
ledge of,  and  regard  and  fcllowfhip  teith,  one  another, 
ihould  ftand  in  the  revelation  of  the  Son  of  God  in 
them;  who  is  God's  Great  Prophet,  by  whom  God 
fpeaketh  in  thefe  latter  days.     And  if  their  minifters 
be  true  minifters,    they  will  count  it  their  glory  to 
give  way  to  Chrift,  and  that  they  decreafc,  and  Chrift 
increafe ;  that  the  inftvoment  giveth  way  to  him  that 
ufeth  it,  the  fervant  to  the  Lord.     Which,  though  it 
feemctb  to  detra^  from  the  minifters,  yet  it  was,  and 
is,  the  glory  of  a  true  miniften  that  God  and  ChriO: 
Vol.  m.  G  g  ^^>^\^ 
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Ihould  be  all  in  dlh  and  that  his  will'ftiouid^  betfut> 
filled.  For  I  told  them,  "  The  day  of  the  Lord  God 
*«  was  come,**  and  all  people  muft  look  to  •  him  for 
falvation  :  that  all  people  muft  now  come  to  keep  God^a 
grczt  fabtatby  to  reft  from  mere  man^  and  the  fpirit 
of  man,  and  all  mens  thoughts,  words,  and  works; 
and  that  if  they  were  true  believers,  they  were,  at 
leaft,  *'  enterihg  into  their  reft." 

I  clofely  recommended  it  to  them,  that  they  might 
not  be  of  thofe  that  begin  in  the  fpirit,  and  end  in 
the  flefh ;  for  that  thofe  that  Ihould  do  fo,  and  there- 
by break  God's  fabbath-day,  would  be  ftoned  to 
death,  by  the  "  ftonc  which  is  cut  out  of  the  rnoun- 
"  tain  without  hands;*'  yea,  that  ftiould  fall  upon 
them  as  a  mill-ftone,  and  grind  them  to  powder. 
Therefore  let  Christ  have  his  honour;  let  i^/in  preach 
and  fpeak  among  you,  and  in  you,  and  you  in  Uti; 
and  by  bim  only  figh,  groan,  pray,  preach,  fing,iand 
not  otherwife,  left  death  come  over  you :  for  thereby 
the  apoftacy  came  in,  by  their  going  before  Cbrijty  iff- 
ftead  of  Chrift  going  before  them. 

And  wait  in  the  light  and  fpirit  of  judgment  that 
hath  vifited  you,  that  all  may  be  wrought  out  that^is 
not  born  of  God ;  fo  will  you  come  to  be  born  of  the 
incorruptible  feed,  of  the  word  of  God  that  livcdi 
and  abideth  for  ever :  that  you  may  be  an  holy  prieft- 
hood,  that  offers  up  a  living  facrifice  with  God's 
heavenly  fire,  that  God  may  have  his  honour  in  yo\i 
all,  and  through  all,  by  Jefus  Chrift.  And  turning 
myfelf  towards  the  Somerdykes,  with  a  ferious'^iand 
tender  fpirit,    I  thus  cxprcfled  myfelf:    *  That  you 

*  ftiould  be  pilgrims  in  the  inheritance  of  your  Fathd", 
f  I  have  a  deep  and  reverent   fenfe  of:    O  thatyou 

.  '  might  dwell  with  him  for  ever,  and  exalt  him*  that 

*  hath  fo  vifited  you,  with  whom  are  the  rewards  of 
'  eternal  bleflednefs.'  - -^ 

So  I   left  the  blefling  and  peace  of  Jefus  anxme 

them,  departing  in  the  love  and  peace  of  God  i  and! 

muft  needs  fay  they  were,  beyond  expeftation^"  tenckr 

and  refpedful  to  us:  all  of  them  coming  with  mi 

^  »^  except 
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ctefpt  the  ancient  A.  M.  S,  (who  is  not  able  to 
walk)  to  the  outward  door ;  giving  us  their  hands  in 
ar.  friendly  manner,  expreffing  their  great  fatistadion 
in:  our  vifit.  And  being  come  to  the  porch,  and 
meeting  feveral  perfons  of  the  family,  I  was  moved 
10  turn  about  and  exhort  them,  in  the  prelence  of 
the  reft,  to  keep  to  Cbrifty  that  had  given  them  a  fcnfc 
of  the  fpirit  of  this  world,  and  had  raifed  dcfircs  in 
them  to  be  delivered  from  it !  And  to  know  no  man 
after  the  flefh,  but  to  have  their  fellowlhip  in  Chrift^ 
union  and  communion  with  God^  and  one  with  ano- 
ther; that  all  their  worfliip  and  performances  might 
(land  in  iv>8,  that  be  might  be  all  in  all:  defiring  that 
ihc  Lord  might  keep  them  in  his  fear  all  the  days  of 
thttir  appointed  time,  that  fo  they  might  fcrve  him  in 
their  generation,  in  his  own  univerfal  Spirit,  to  his 
glory,  who  is  blcfled  for  ever. 

;;i:  The  Lord  comforted  my  foul  in  thisfcrvice:  yea, 
^L  that  is  within  me  magnified  his  holy  name,  be- 
caufe  of  his  blefied  prefence  that  was  with  us!  O  let 
my  foul  truft  in  the  Lord,  and  confide  in  him  for 
^ver!  O  let  me  dwell  and  abide  with  him  that  is  faith* 
iul  and  true,  and  blefied  for  evermore  1 
1 :  The  two  paftors  and  the  dodtor  came  with  us  a 
Weld's  length,  where  we  took  waggon  i  and  the  chief 
of  them  took  occafion  to  afk  me,  *  If  the  truth  rofc 
/  not  at  firft  amongft  a  foory  illiurate^  Md/tmple  fort 
'.'  of  people  ?*  I  told  him.  Yes  >  that  was  our  comfort.

^  brought  forth;  for  fcholars  now  coming  among  you^

5  fimpler  and  purer  language,  and  thereby  oblcurc  the 
if  brightnefs  of  the  teftimony/     I  told  him,  it  v/a§ 

good  for  us  all  to  have  a  care  of  our  own  fpjrff*;, 
gwords  and  works ;  confefling  what  he  faid  had  y/nf/Ut 
lin  it;  telling  him,  it  was  our  care  to  vmtn  And  fpi^nk 
tjccording  to  the  dirine  fcnfe,  and  not  hvi/iiin  i/^v^/i* 
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So  in  a  very  fobcr  and  ferious  manner  we  parted^ 
being  about  the  twelfth  hour  at  noon. 

This  night  about  ten  we  got  to  Lippenhufen,  where 
there  is  a  little  meeting  of  friends^  being  about  25 
£nglifh  miles. 

The  next  morning^  we  had  a  blefled  meeting  amoni 
friends  I  many  of  tne  world  came  in,  were  very  ieribi 
and  well  affeded;  one  whereof  was  a  magiftrati  If 
the  place.  The  Lord  pleads  his  own  caufe,  and  cro¥ms 
his  own  teftimony  witn  his  own  power.  There  is  like 
to  be  a  fine  gathering  in  that  place. 

After  dinner  we  took  waggon  for  the  city  of  Gro- 
ningen,  where  we  arrived  at  eight  at  nighty  being  about 
a5  Englifh  miles. 

.  The  next  morning'  we  had  a  meeting  among  friends 
of  that  city,  whither  reforted  both  collegian  and  Cat- 
vinift  ftudents,  who  behaved  themfelves  foberly :  the 
Lord's  power  was  over  all,  and  his  teftimony  ftands. 
When  meeting  was  ended,  they  went  out;  and  ail 
was  concluding  an  exhortation  to  friends,  came  in  a 
flock  of  ftudents  to  have  had  fome  conference  with 
us :  but  having  fet  the  time  of  our  leaving  the  city, 
we  recommended  them  to  the  univerfal  love  of  God, 
promifing  them  fome  books  of  our  principles,  with 
which  they  exprefled  themfelves  fatisfied^  and  civilly 
parted  from  us. 

After  dinner  we  took  boat  for  Delfzyl,  and  came 
thither  about  fix  at  night.  The  next  morning*  about 
fcven,  we  took  boat  for  Embdcn,  which  is  about  three 
leagues.  On  board  of  that  veflel  it  came  upon  me  to 
write  a  letter  to  friends  in  England,  concerning  the 
prefent  fcparatifts,  and  their  fpirit  of  feparation, 
which  had  feveral  times  been  opened  unto  me,  and 
iiad  remained  fome  days  upon  my  fpirit.  The  letter 
foUoweth.

To  friends  every  where,  concerning  the  prefent  fcpa- 
ratifts,  and  their  fpiric  of  feparation. 

Friends  and  brethren, 

•  "I 

BY  a  mighty  hand,  and  by  an  out-ftretched  arm, 
hath  the  Lord  God  everlafting  gathered  us  to  be 
a  people,  and  in  his  own  power  and  life  hath  he  pre- 
fcrved  us  a  people  unto  this  day :  and  praifes  be  to 
his  eternal  name,  no  weapon  that  hath  yet  been  formed 
againft  us,  either  from  without,  or  from  within,  hath 
profpered. 

Now  this  I  fay  unto  you,  and  that  in  his  counfel 
that  hath  vifited  us  5  Whoever  go  out  of  the  unity 
with  their  brethren,  are  firft  gone  out  of  unity  with 
the  power  and  life  of  God  in  themfelves,  in  which  the 
xinity  of  the  brethren  ftandeth  j  and  the  leaft  member 
of  the  body  in  the  unity  ftandeth  on  the  top  of  them^ 
and  hath  a  judgment  againft  them;  unto  which  judg- 
ment, of  both  great  and  fmall  amongft  the  living  fa- 
mily that  in  the  unity  are  preferved,  they  liiuft  bow, 
before  they  can  come  into  the  unity  again :  yea,  this 
they  will  readily  do,  if  they  are  come  into  unity  with 
the  life  and  power  of  God  in  themfelves  5  which  is  the 
holy  root  that  beareth  the  tree,  the  fruit,  and  the 
leaves ;  all  receiving  life  and  virtue  from  it,  and  there* 
by  are  nourifticd  unto  God's  praife. 

And  let  all  have  a  care  how  they  weaken  that,  or 
bring  that  under  the  exaltation  and  high  imagination 
of  thofe  that  it  is  revealed  againft.  For  I  feel  that 
unruly  Ipirit  is  tormented  under  the  ftroke  and  judg- 
ment of  the  power,  and  in  its  fubtlety  is  feeking  oc- 
ca0on  againft  the  inftruments,  by  whom  the  power 
gave  it  forth.  Let  all  have  a  care  how  they  touch 
with  this  fpirit  in  thofe  workings  -,  for  by  being  one 
with  this  fpirit  in  judging  thofe  that  have  been  faith- 
ful, according  to  the  gift  of  wifdom  they  have 
received  from  God,  they  will  feed  it  and  fortify  it, 
tud  in  the  end  come  to  be  one  with  it  againft  the 
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power  itfclf,  and  at  laft  run  out,  and  become  opcM*- 
cneaiies  and  defpifers ;  for  whom  is  refervcd  the  bladfefc*^ 
ncfs  and  darkqcfs  for  ever,  pnlefs  they  repent,     ^  ; /^ 

Wherefore  all  that  labour  for  the  reftoration  of  thdfe 
that  are  out  of  the  unity  with  the  brethren,  let  them'b** 
fuch  as  are  of  a  found  mind  themfelves:  elfc,  whit 
will  they  gather  to  ?  Or,  what  will  they  gather  from? 
And  let  them  labour  in  the  fimplicity,  integrity,  lov^, 
and  zeal  of  the  power  that  firft  gathered  us  to  God/ 
For  that  which  is  rightly  gotten  will  endure ;  but  that 
which  is  obtained  by  the  contrivance,  intercft,  and 
perfuafions  of  men,  getteth  no  farther  than  man,  and 
is  of  the  flelh  j  and  what  is  of  the  flelh,  is  flefhly, 
and  fhall  never  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Therefore  let  none  look  out  of  the  feed  for  help! 
for  all  power  is  in  it,  and  there  the  true  light  aAd 
judgment  (lands  for  ever;  and  that  feed  only  hath 
God  ordained  to  bruife  the  fcrpent's  head.  They  that 
would  fave  it,  and  thofe  that  would  bruife  it  by  any 
other  thing,  are  breakers  of  God's  great  ordinancej 
and  fly  to  Egypt  for  ftrength.  For  it  \s  David,  the 
ftripling,  that  Ihall  be  too  hard  for  Goliab  the  giant; 
and  that  not  by  *^  Saul's  armour,"  but  with  *' God's 
^^  living  little  ftone,  cut  out  of  the  mountain  withodt 
*'  hands  -,'*  without  man's  invention  and  contrivance; 
Oh,  this  hath  wrought  all  our  mighty  works  in  us, 
and  for  us,  to  this  day !  Wherefore  let  us  be  ftill,  and 
truft  and  confide  therein  for  ever.  Let  none  look 
back,  faint,  or  confult;  for  if  they  do,  they  will 
darken  their  pure  eye,  and  lofe  their  way,  and  into 
the  eternal  reft  of  the  flocks  of  the  companions  will 
never  come. 

Brethren;  the  judgment  given  forth  againft  this 
fpirit,  and  all  thofff  :tjhat  have  refifted  our  love  and  for- 
bearance that  are  jWed  to  it,  muft  Jtand-^  and  all 
that  are  out  of  our  unity  \ftith  the  judgment,  arc 
judged  by  it :  therefore  as  all  would  ftand  before  tK« 
Lord,  and  his  people,  let  not  this  fpirit  be  reafoncd 
■withaJi  enter  not  into  propofals  and  articles  with*  it, 

but 
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bHt/ifeed.U.  with 4^dgnaent,.  that  is  God's  decree :  fo^ 
majr.,the  .fouU  that  are  deceived,  come  by  the  right  ^ 
door  into  the  heavenly  unity. 

z^P^y  brethren,  look  forwards,  and  lift  up  your  eyes, 
for-  the  fields  are  even  white  unto  harveft,  up  and  down 
the.  nations.  Remember  the  great  name  of  the  Lord,, 
and  behold  the  great  work  that  he  is  doing  before  all 
people ;  whofe  faving  health  is  vifiting  the  world,  and 
whole  eternal  word  and  teftament  muft  from  among 
i»  go  forth  to  gather  the  nations.  "  Lpt  tha^  that 
**  will  be  unjuft,  be  unjuft  ftill ;  let  the  dead  bury 
**  the  dead :"  let  us  all,  who  have  received  the  gift 
from  God,  wait  in  deep  humility,  to  be  raifed  up  and 
impowered  by  him  more  and  more,  to  eye  and  profecutc 
his  univerfal  fervice  in  the  world,  to  whofe  appearance 
die.-  kings  and  kingdoms  of  the  Gentiles  (hall  bring 
^Lr  glory :  which  noble  work  had  thofe  that  are  gone 
ij^^o  the  feparation  but  laid  deeply  to  heart,  they'  ' 
i^p.uld  never  have  fat  at  home  murmuring,  fretting, 
and  quarrelling  againft  the  comely  and  godly  order 
ai^d  pradtice  of  their  brethren :  but  love,  peace,  and 
j^oy,had  filled  their  hearts,  and  not  the  "  troubler  and 
U;  aqciifcr  of  the  brethren-,"  who  hath  opened  an  evil 
cjris  in  ;hem,  and  begotten  them  into  a  difcontented 
felf-feparating  mind;  and  this  image  they  bear,  and 
t;hc  pure  eye  fees  it, 

[ ..  O  let  none  tempt  the  Lord !  let  none  provoke  the 
eyes  of  his  jcaloufy :  let  us  all  dwell  in  that  divine 
fenfe  that  he  hath  begotten  in  us  ;  where  our  love,  as 
,^  freffi  and  pure  ftream,  will  always  flow  to  God  and 
to  one  another.  Here  "  all  his  ways  are  pleafantnefs, 
*'  and  all  his  paths  are  peace;"  for  where  he  keepcth 
the  houfe^  who  is  Prince  of  peace,  he  will  keep  all 
ia  Jiis  heavenly  peace.  We  ^re  but  as  one  family,  and 
tjierefore  we  have  but  one  Lord  and  Mafter.  We  are 
but  as  one  flock,  and  we  have  but  one  heavenly 
jQiepberd  tq  hear,  who  goeth  before  us,  and  giveth  us 
;;Cteraal  life  to  follow  him.  If  any  are  ofi^ended  in 
Jnwf^  or  in  bis^  it  is  their  own  fault:  if  they  faint  and 
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gro^  vftzry,  we  are  truly  foiry :  if,  through  unwatch- 
fulnefs,  the  enemy  hath  entered,  and  bcgocten  cold- 
nefs  to  the  brethren,    and  careleflhefs  of  embracing 
the  opportunities  by  which  the  unity  is  renewed  knd 
increafed ;  fo  that  what  is  done  by  the  brethren  with- 
out them,  is  looked  upon  firft  with  ^flight  eye,  and 
then  with  an  evil  eye,  which  begets  diftanccy  and  this 
diftance,  in  time,  z  feparathni  and  reparation  conti- 
nued bringeth  forth  enmity,  and  this  enmity  death  it- 
felfi   we  are  in  our  fpirits  truly  grieved   for  them. 
However,  the  judgment  of  God  mud  ftand  againft 
them,  and  that  fpirit  that  leadeth  them,  in  which  thejr 
gather  not  to  God,    but  to  themfelves:    and  wo  to 
them  that  ftrengthen  their  hands,  and  defpife  coun- 
fel ;    they  will  have  much  to  anfwer  for  before  the 
Lord.     I  feel  a  flighting,    fcornful,    laughing  fpirit 
often  flying  at  me  with  its  venomous  fting  ^  but  the 
feed  of  life  is  over  it,  and  the  Lord  God  will  dc- 
ftroy  it. 

Wherefore,  friends,  in  all  places  where  this  fpmt 
hath  had  entrance,  keep  found  judgment  upon  it,  if 
you  will  keep  your  garments  clean :  and  enter  not  into 
difputes  and  contefts  with  it ;  it  is  that  it  feeketh  an4 
loveth :  but  go  on  in  your  tefl:imony  and  bufinefs  for 
the  Lord,  in  the  Lord's  peaceable  power  and  fpirit, 
and  his  bleflfing  and  prefence  of  life  mall  be  with  you; 
and  in  multiplying  he  fliall  multiply  you ;  for  no  good 
thing  will  he  with- hold  from  you.  We  can  fay  it  of 
a  truth,  "  God  is  good  to  Ifrael,  and  to  all  that  are 
"  of  an  upright  heart."  And  let  us  be  of  good  cheery 
for  it  is  God's  determination,  that  "  the  houfe  of 
"  David  fliould  grow  ftronger  and  ftrongerJ*  and 
His  branch  ftiall  increafe  and  fpread,  and  of  uis  go- 
vernment, kingdom,  and  dominion  there  fliall  ix: 
«  no  end."

«  We  arrived  atEmbden  about  the  nth  hour:  this  is 
the  city  where  friends  have  been  fo  bitterly  and  bar- 
baroufly  ufed,  the  like  hafh  fcarcely  been  known  in 
any  place  where  truth  hath  broke  forth  in  our  day ; 
they  having  here  been  banilhed  fome  30,  and  fome 
40  times  and  above.  The  firft  family  that  received 
truth  in  this  city,  was  dodor  John  William  Haefbert, 
a  phyfician,  and  his  wife ;  at  whofe  houfe  alfo  the  firft 
meeting  was  fet  up  among  friends  to  wait  upon  the 
Lord)  by  way  of  publick  teftimony.  They  are  ngw 
both  dead,  but  the  memory  of  their  fidelity  is  as  pre*<- 
cious  ointment  among  the  righteous. 

They  were  with  me  at  a  meeting  fix  years  ago,  iit 
this  city ;  and  I  remember  the  power  of  the  Lord  had 
that  operation  upon  them,  that  I  faid  to  B.  F.  and 
T,  R,  then  with  me,  ^  It  will  not  be  long  before  they 
^.  \vill  publickly  own  and  bear  teftimony  in  this  place  :* 
and  about  three  months  after,  he  came  forth,  and  fhe 
about  a  year  after  him.  And  from  their  fidelity  and 
integrity,  notwithftanding  all  the  fore  and  bitter  tem- 
peft  of  perfecution,  a  fine  meeting  (prang ;  but  at 
this  day  they  are  fcattered,  being  ft  ill  fent  away  as 
faft  as  they  return. 

We  vifited  his  mother's  family,  where  we  found 
three  of  his  fifters  in  the  love  of  truth ;  his  fourth  Af- 
ter being  alfo  a  friend,  and  is  wife  of  J.  C.  living  at 
Amfterdam.  We  had  a  little  fweet  comfortable  meet- 
ing with  them.  After  it,  I  returned  to  my  lodging; 
^nd  as  I  was  writing  to  doiStor  Andrews,  prefident  of 
the  council  of  ftate,  (who  is  reported  to  have  been  the 
f uthor  of  this  cruelty  to  our  friends)  a  burden  came 
vpon  me ;  my  writing  would  not  ferve  turn ;  I  muft 
go  n^yfelf^  in  the  fear  and  name  of  the  Lord^  to  plead 
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the  ^innocent  and  fufFering  caufe  of  our  friends  ^ith? 

him. 

So  away  we  went  to  hi$.  houfe :  he  was  at  firft  afto*: 
iiifhed  to  fee  what  manner  of  men  we  were  \  but  after, 
a*  little  time  he  comported  himfelf  with  more  kindnels 
than  we  expedled  at  his  hand.     I  a(ked  him,  *  If  he: 

*  and  the  ienate  had  not  received  a  letter  in  Lacia. 

*  from  an  Englifhman  about  two  years  fince,  concern^: 
<.  ing  their  feverity  towards  the  people  called  Quaken ^ 
He  told  me  he  had.  I  replied^  ^  I  was  the  man»  and' 
<- 1  was  conftrained  in  confcience  to  vifit  him  on  thcif- 
<*  behalf;  and  I  could  not  fee  howhe,  being  a  com- 

*  monwealth's  man^  and  a  Proteftant^  could  perfc-* 
<  cute.* 

I  pleaded  the  unnaturalnefs,  the  unchriftianity,  and 
imprudence  of  fuch  proceedings^  and  prefied  our  rea- 
fbns  earneftly,  but  tenderly  upon  him.  He  alTaulted 
v%  with  feveral  objedions ;  but^  blefied  be  the  Lard, 
they  were  moftly  fiftitious,  and  therefore  eafily  re- 
moved and  anfwercd.  He  alfo  promifed  me,  that  if 
I  would  write  to  the  fenatc  a  remonftrance  of  the  cafe 
of  our  friends,  and  exprefs  my  requeft  to  them,  and 
inclofe  it  to  him,  he  would  both  prefcnt  it,  and  get  it 
to  be  read,  and  make  it  appear  that  he  was  not  fo 
much  our  enemy  as  we  looked  upon  him  to  be.  I 
promifed  to  fend  him  feme  books  containing  a  defence 
of  our  principles,  which  were  accordingly  put  into  the 
hands  of  Elizabeth  Haefbert,  to  deliver  him  in  my 
name. 

Having  taken  our  leave  of  the  old  woman  and  her 
daughters,  and  a  man-friend  refiding  in  that  city,  and 
left  the  bleffing  and  peace  of  our  God  amongft  them, 
we  took  fhip  for  Lier,  where  we  arrived  the  next  morn- 
ing/ Thence  we  took  waggon  for  Bremen,  where  we 
came  fafe,  through  the  Lord's  goodnefs,  the  next 
day;»  where  we  met  our  friends  and  companions, 
G.  K.  and  B.  F.  who  came  thither  fome  hours  before 
us  from  Amfterdam.     In  this  city  there  is  a  work  of 
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tHe'Lord>  begutHv  though  yetj  obfcurcl/:  we  had  a  tra^^ 
vail  upon  our  fpirits,  that  the  blefled  and  precious^ 
truoh  of:  our  dear  Lord  and  Mafter  might  find  a  place 
ta  rfeft:  its  foot  xipon. .  '  »- 

^  To  that-  purpofe  we  wrote  to  two  miniftcrs/  under 
foiiie  -fuffering  from  their  brethren,  becaufe  of  their 
great  zeal  againft  the  formality  and  deadnefs  of  the^ 
fo  called,  reforriied  churches.  This  we  font  by  amer- 
trliant,  whom  we  formerly  met  at  Herwerden.  With' 
Ifemc  difficulty  we  got  to  them,  but  the  perfon  chieffyi; 
ftfuck  at  was  fhy  to  fpeak  with  us:  his  reafon  was 
tfeis:-^  It  was  known  that  we  were  in  town;  and  it  was* 
^- one- of  the  accufations   againft  him,  that  he  was  a 

*  fofterer  of  all  the  ftrange  religions  that  came  through 
^:^the  town.  Alfo  he  was  then  aftually  under  procefs; 
«  and  that^the  people  that  had  heard  of  the  innocency 

*  of  his  caufe,  conceived  a  prejudice  againft  our 
f  name,  though  it  might  be  without  caufe :  therefore 

*  he  could  not  at  prefent  confer  with  us,  and  faid,  he 

*  was  forry  for  it  with  all  his  heart  j  but  what  wc 
f  fhould  fay  to  his  brother,  fhould  be  the  fame  as  if 
^  it  had  been  faid  to  him  5  to  whom  he  referred  us.* 

However,  I  took  hold  of  his  arm,  and  faid,  I  have 
this  meflage  to  deliver  to  thee,  that  I  may  diiburden 
myfelf  before  the  Lord  5  which  was  this :  *  Mind  that 
<  which  hath  touched  thy  heart ;  let  that  guide  thee ; 
'  and  do  not  thou  order  that :  confult  not  with  fielh 
^  and  blood  how  to  maintain  that  caufe,  which  flefh 

*  and  blood  in  thy  enemies  perfecuteth  thee  for.*  He 
anfwered,  *  Rather  than  I  will  betray  that  caufe,  or 

*  defert  Chrifl,  by  God's  ftrength,  they  ihall  pull  my 
f  fiefh  off  my  bones/  So  he  left  us  in  his  houfe-,  and 
truly  we  had  a  good  time  with  his  companion,  the 
other  minifter,  about  three  hours,  teftifying  unto  him^ 
That  the  day  W4s  come,  and  coming,  in  which  the 
Lord  would  gather  out  of  all  fedts  (that  ftand  in  the 
oldnefs  of  the  letter)  into  his  own  Holy  Spirit,  life. 
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ud  power ;  and  that  in  this  the  unity  of  fkith  aail 
bond  of  peace  fliould  ftand.  And  therefore  th^  hQ 
and  all  of  them,  fhould  have  an  eye  to  the  prineiplt 
of  God  in  themfelves ;  that  being  turned  to  it,  thef 
might  fj^ak  frcm  it ;  and  that  therein  they  would  glo- 
rify God,  and  be  ediBed.  So  we  parted,  leaving  die 
man  in  a  icnfible  and  favoury  frame.  We  vifited  the 
merchant  twice,  and  had  a  very  good  time  with  him: 
the  man  is  of  a  loving  and  fenfible  fpirit^  and  die 
love  of  God  opened  our  hearts  to  him. 

We  alfo  vifited  do£tor  Johan  Sophrony  Co2ack,  an 
odd  compofitum  of  a  man.  He  has  had  great  and 
itrange  openings;  he  hath  writ  feveral  (cores  of 
tracts ;  he  is  a  great  enemy  to  the  priefts,  and  in  fo^ 
ciety  with  none  ;  of  a  merry,  yet  of  a  rough  difpofi- 
tion;  without  any  method  or  decency  in  his  clothes, 
food,  furniture,  and  entertainment.  He  wants  but 
three  of  fourfcore,  yet  of  a  wonderful  vigour  and 
pregnancy. 

We  were  twice  with  him,  and  we  have  reafon  to 
think  he  was  as  loving  to  us  as  to  any  body.  And 
truly  he  did  ihew  at  parting  fome  ferious  and  hearty 
kindnefs :  but  we  could  fallen  little  upon  him  as  to 
God's  power,  or  any  inward  fenfe  of  us  or  our  tefti- 
mony :  yet  we  had  little  to  objeft  againft  what  he  laidj 
nay,  fome  things  were  very  extraordinary. 

From  him  we  went  to  doftor  Bellingham,  an  Eng- 
lifh  phyfician,  a  man  of  a  lowly  and  tender  fpirit, 
who  received  u§  in  much  love,  lamenting,  when  wc 
left  him,  that  he  had  no  more  time  with  us. 

At  the  inn  we  had  frequent  opportunity  to  declare 
the  way  of  truth,  and  we  muft  needs  fay,  wc  wq:e 
heard  with  patience  and  fobriety ;  particularly  by  a 
do6tor  of  law,  who  lodged  at  the  houfe,  and  an  an- 
cient man  of  Kiel  in  Holftein.  We  left  books  amongft 
them  all,  and  in  the  love  and  fear  of  God  we  took 
our  leave  of  them  on  the  fifth  day  after  dinner,  and 
began  our  journey  towards  Herwerden,  the  court  of 
the  princcfs,  where  wc  atrived  on  the  fcventh  day  in 
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dtf  morning,^  every  way  well^  through  the  mercies  of 
fht  Lord,  We  fent  to  inform  her  of  our  arrival, .  and 
ta  know  what  hour  it  would  be  convenient  for  us 
Co  vifit  her ;  who  returned  us  this  anfwer,  ^  That  be^ 
^  iog  then  employed  in  the  bufinefs  of  her  govern** 
^iinenty  it  would  be  the  fecond  hour  in  the  afternoon 
5  before  Ihc  could  be  at  leifure/ 

The  time  being  come,  we  went  to  vifit  her,  and 
fi>und  both  her  and  the  countefs  ready  to  receive  us  i 
which  they  did  with  much  love  and  tendernefs.  I 
obferved  them  to  be  much  lower  in  their  fpirits  than 
ever,  and  that  our  former  bleffed  opportunities  had 
had  a  bleffed  efieft  upon  them.  That  afternoon  was 
employed  in  the  narrative  of  our  travels,  which  thejr 
beard  with  great  attention  and  refrefhment.  The 
whole  difcourfe  ended  with  a  precious  little  meeting. 
The  houfe  being  clear  of  flrangers,  they  both  earneftly 
'prefTed  us  to  fup  with  them ;  which  being  not  well 
able  to  decline,  we  fubmitted  to. 

At  fupper  the  power  of  the  Lord  came  upon  me, 
:  and  it  was  a  ^rue  /upper  to  us,  for  the  hidden  matma 
was  manifefled  and  broken  among  us ;  yea,  a  blefled 
meeting  it  proved  to  us :  O  the  reverent  tendernefs 
and  lowly  frame  of  fpirit  that  appeared  this  evenings 
.  both  in  the  princefs  and  countefs.    The  Frenchwoman 
we  found  greatly  improved,  both  in  her  love  and  un- 
derftanding  j  yea,  fhe  was  very  zealous  and  very  bro- 
ken, and  was  always  with  us  on  thefe  occafions.     Af- 
ter fupper  we  returned  to   the  princefs's  chamber, 
where  we  flayed  till  it  was  about  ten  at  night.     Ac 
parting  I  defired  the  princefs  would  give  us  fgch  ano- 
jther  opportunity  next  day,  being  the  firfl  day  of  the 
week,  as  we  had  the  laft  time  we  were  with  her :  ihe 
.  anfwered  me,  *  With  all  my  heart ;  but  will  ye  not 

*  come  in  the  morning  too  ?'   I  replied,  *  Yes,  wil- 

*  lingly :  what  time  wilt  thou  be  ready  to  receive  us  ?* 
She  wfweredj  ^Atfeven/ 

*  tz»  7.  7* 
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About  fcven  the  next  morning^  we  came ;  aboiit 
eight  the  meeting  began,  and  held  till  elevei^  c  feFtf- 
ral  perfons  of  the  city^  as  well  as  thofe  of  her  own 
family,  being  prefent.  The  Lord's  power  very  much 
affe&ed  them,  and  the  countcfs  was  twice  much  bro'' 
ken  while  we  fpoke.  After  the  people  were  gone  out 
of  the  chamber^  it  lay  upon  me  from  the  Lord  to 
i^ak  to  thofe  two,  the  princefs  and  the  countefs,  with 
refped  to  their  particular  conditions,  occafioned  by 
thefe  words  from  the  princefs ;  <  I  am  fulhf  convinced  i 
*  but  O  my  fins  arc  great  1* 

Whilft  I  was  fpeaking,  the  glorious  power  of  the 
I/>rd  wonderfully  role,  yea,  after  an  awful  manner^ 
and  had  a  deep  entrance  upon  their  fpirits ;  efpecially 
the  countefs's,  fo  that  (he  was  broken  to  pieces :  God 
hath  raifed,  and  I  hope  fixed,  his  own  teftimony  in 
them* 

We  returned  to  our  inn,  and  after  dinner  we  came 
back  to  the  fecond  meeting  on  that  day,  which  began 
about  the  fecond  hour  in  the  afternoon :  and  truly, 
the  reverent,  blefled,  fure  word  of  life  was  divided 
aright,  and  a  precious  fenfe  of  truth  was  raifed  in  the 
meeting.  There  came  more  of  the  city  than  in  the 
morning,  and  we  were  much  comforted  in  the  Lord*s 
power  that  was  with  us.  For  the  truth  had  paflage, 
and  the  hungry  were  fatisfied,  and  the  fimple-hearted 
deeply  affcdted. 

This  day  at  both  meetings  was  one  of  the  princefs's 
women,  that  never  was  at  a  meeting  before,  and  fhc 
(though  very  Ihy  of  us  the  laft  time)  became  tender 
and  loving  to  us  i  fhe  was  truly  reached.  O,  magni- 
fied be  the  name  of  the  Lord,  whofe  prcfence  was 
with  us,  and  whofe  arm  ftood  by  us  !  After  meeting 
the  princefs  preffed  us  to  ft  ay  and  fup  with  her,  plead- 
ing the  quietnefs  qf  the  family,  and  that  they  were 
alone.  At  fupper  (as  the  night  before)  it  was  upon 
me  to  commemorate  the  goodnefs  of  the  Lord,  his 
daily  providences^  and  how  precious  he  is,  in  the  co- 
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t^ftttftt  t^'^Vighr,' to  the  (feaf  ehiWren  and  folfo^ers^ of 
tite-lighti'-  "Great  was  the  reverence  and  tenderrie& 
that  wa6  upon  the  fpirits  of  both  princefs  and  coun:^ 
teft  at  that  inftant.  After  fupper  we  returned  to  tb^ 
priiicefs-s'  chamber,  where  we  fpent  the  reft  of^^^Oiir 
time,  in  holy  filence,  or  difcourfe,  till  about  the  tentfab 
hour,  artd  then  we  repaired  to  our  quarters. 

*  Next  morning'  about  eight  we  returned -ta  the 
Cdurtj*  where  the  princefs  and  countefs  were  ready  to 
receive  us.  The  morning  was  employed  in  a  very  fe- 
rious  relation,  touching  the  affairs,  praftice,  and  fuf- 
ferings  of  our  friends  in  England,  with  which  they 
feemed  greatly  affefted ;  when,  about  the :  eleventh 
iiour,  a  rattling  of  a  coach  interrupted  us.  The  coun- 
ted immediately  ftepped  out  to  fee  what  was  the 
matter,  and  returned  with  a  countenance  ibmewhat 
uneafy,  telling  us,  that  the  young  princes,  nephews 
^o  the  princefs  and  the  graef  of  Donaw,  were  come 
to  vifit  her.  Upon  which  I  told  them  we  fliould  with* 
jdraw,  and  return  to  our  lodging;  but  intreated,  that 
forafmuch  as  we  were  to  depart  that  night  with  the 
poft-waggon,  we  might  not  be  difappointed  of  a  fare- 
wel  meeting  with  them ;  and  the  rather,  for  that  I  had 
a  great  burden  upon  my  Ipirit:  which  they  readilf 
complied  with,  telling  me,  thefe  perfons  would  only 
dine  and  be  gone.  As  we  went  to  the  door>  the 
countefs  ftepped  before  us,  and  opened  it  for  us;  and 
as  I  pafled  by,  ftie  looked  upon  me  with  a  weighty 
countenance,  and  fetched  a  deep  figh,  crying  out,  ^  O 

*  the  cumber  and  entanglements  of  this  vain  world  1 
^  They  hinder  all  good.*  Upon  which  I  replied,  look-- 
ing  her  ftedfaftiy  in  the  face,  '  O  come  thou  out  of 

*  them  then !' 

After  we  had  dined  at  our  lodging,  fomething  be- 
ing upon  me  to  write  to  the  profeffors  of  religion  in 
that  country,  I  went  up  to  my  chamber,  that  I  might 
be  the  more  retired.  Juft  as  I  was  about  the  conclu- 
lion  of  the  paper,  came  the  fteward  of  the  houfc  from 
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the  princefs^  with  this  meiTage,  '  That  the  princefs 
^  intreated  us  to  come  to  her,  for  the  graef  of  Do- 
*  naw  had  a  great  defire  to  fee  us,  and  to  ipeak  with 
'  us/  This  brought  a  frefli  weight  and  exercife  upon 
us ;  but  committing  all  to  the  Lordj  and  cafting  our 
caire  upon  him,  we  went. 

Being  arrived,  the  ^raef  approached  us  in  French : 
it  firft  he  took  no  notice  of  our  inceremonious  beha- 
viour,  but  proceeded  to  enquire  of  us  our  fuccefs 
in  our  journey,  and  what  we  found  anfwering  our 
journey  and  inclinations.  Then  we  fell  to  points  of 
religion,  and  the  nature  and  end  of  true  Chriftianityi 
and  what  was  the  way  that  leadeth  to  the  eternal  reft. 
After  fome  Ihort  debate  about  complete  fan&ification 
in  this  life,  we  both  agreed,  that  felf-denial,  mortifi- 
cationj  and  viftory,  was  the  duty,  and  therefore  ought 
to  be  the  endeavour,  of  every  fincere  Chriftian. 

From  this  I  fell  to  give  him  fome  account  of  my 
retreat  from  the  world,  and  the  inducements  I  had 
thereto,  and  the  neceflity  of  an  inward  work;  with 
which  he  feemed  much  pleafed.  After  this  he  fell  to 
the  hat,  &c.  This  choketh,  and  the  rather,  becaufe 
it  telleth  tales :  it  telleth  what  people  are ;  it  marketh 
men  for  feparatifts ;  it  is  blowing  a  trumpet,  vifibly 
crofling  the  world ;  and  that  the  fear  of  man  (greadjr 
prevalent  with  too  many  ferious  people  in  that  land) 
cannot  abide,  flarteth  at,  and  runneth  away  from. 
Howbeit,  the  Lord  enabled  me  to  open  the  thing  to 
him ;  as  that  it  was  no  plant  of  God's  planting,  but 
a  weed  of  degeneracy  and  apoftacy;  a  carnal  and 
earthly  honour;  the  cfFeft,  feeder,  and  pleafer  ef 
pride,  and  of  a  vain  mind,  and  that  no  advantage  re- 
dounded to  mankind  by  it;  and  how  could  they, 
that  ought  to  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God,  ufe  that 
vain  and  unprofitable  cuftom,  which  cannot  be  done 
to  the  glory  of  God  ?  I  intreated  him  ferioufly  to 
confider  with  himfclf  the  rife  and  end  of  it;  whence 
it  came,  what  it  pleafed,  and  what  that  was  that  was 
angry  it  had  it  not,

with  us,  and  fo  ended.

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Then  t  fpoke  to  the  refti  and  mpkikmrif  fcF^raUjr 
of  them;  my  companions  did>all  the  ltke«  i  They  U^t 
lowed  us  to  the  outward  room^  and  there  it;  W4s  itpon 
me  to  ftep  to  the  countcfs,  and  once  more  Ho  fpeafe-ta 
her,  and  take  my  leave  of  hcr^  which  (he  received- and 
returned  with  great  fenfe,  humility  and  love.  So 
turning  to  them  all,  my  heart  and  eye  to  the  Lord,  I 
prayed  that  the  fear,  prefence,  love  and  life  of  Qod, 
with  all  heavenly  blefllngs,  might  defcend  and  reft 
with  and  upon  them,  then>  and  for  ever. 

Home  we  went  to  our  lodging,  cleared  the  houfe, 
exhorted  the  family,  left  books,  and  then  took  waggon 
for  Wefel,  about  200  Englifh  miles  from  Herwerden. 
We  rode  three  nights  and  days  without  lying  down 
on  a  bed,  or  fleeping,  otherwife  than  in  the  w/iggpn, 
which  was  only  covered  with  an  old  ragged  flieet." 
The  company  we  had  with  us,  made  twelve  in  num- 
ber, which  much  ftreightened  us :  they  were  often^  if 
not  always,  vain ;  yea,  in  their  religious  fongs,  which 
is  the  fafhion  of  that  country,  efpecially  by  nigh^ 
they  call  them  Luther's  fongs,  and  fometimes  plMm^ 
We  were  forced  often  to  reprove  and  teftify  againft 
their  hypocrify,  to  be  full  ox  all  vain,  and  often  pro- 
fane talk  one  hour,  and  (ing  pfalms  to  God  the  next:; 
we  (hewed  them  the  deceit  and  abomination  of  it. 
We  paflfed  through  fever al  great  towns  by  the  way, 
as  Lipftad,  Ham,  &c.  Many  difcourfes  we  had  of 
truth,  and  the  religion  and  worfhip  that  was  truly 
Chriftian,  and  all  was  very  well ;  they  bore  what  we 
faid.  But  one  thing  was  remarkable,  that  may  not 
be  omitted :  I  had  not  been  fix  hours  in  the  waggon, 
before  an  heavy  weight  and  unufual  oppreflion  fell  up- 
on me  j  yea,  it  weighed  me  almofl;  to  the  grave,  that 
I  could  aJmoft  fay,  *  My  foul  was  fad  even  unto  death.' 
I  knew  not  at  prefent  the  ground  of  this  exercife ;  it 
remained  about  twenty-four  hours  upon  me.  Then  it 
opened  in  me,  that  it  was  a  travail  for  the  feed  of 
God,  that  it  might  arife  over  all  in  them  I  left  bdiindj 
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Shd  that  ttothing  might  be  loft  but  the  fpn  of  perdi- 
zioh.  •  O  the.  ftrong  cries>  and  deep  agonies^  many 
teat^  aBd  Ancere  bowings  and  humbiings  of  foul  be- 
<fbre  the  Lord,  that  his  holy  fenfe,  which  was  raifed 
in  them,  might  be  preferved  alive  in  them,  and  they 
for  ever  in  it!  That  they  might  grow  and  ipread  as 
heavenly  plants  of  righteoufnefs,  to  the  glory  of  the 
name  of  the  Lord. 

The  narrative  from  the  a7th  of  the  7th  month  iri"- 
clufivc,  to  the  10th  of  the  8th  month  exclufive, 
is  inferted  in  the  following  letter  to  the  counted 
of  Homes.

My  dear  friend, 

OThat  thou  mayeft  for  ever  dwell  in  thcfweet 
and  tender  fenfe  of  that  divine  love  and  life 
'wbicEi  hath  vifited  thy  foul,  affected  and  overcome  thy 
heart!  O  tell  me,  hath  it  not  fometimes  raifed ^hy 
^rit  above  the  world,  and  filled  thee  with  fervent 
and  pafitonate  defires,  yea,  holy  refolutions,  to  follow 
Jefus  thy  bleHed  Saviour,  who  hath  given  his  molt 
precious  blood  for  thee,  that  thou  Ihouldeft  not  live  to 
thyfclf,  but  to  him  that  hath  fo  dearly  pifrchafed  thee  i 

O  the  retired,  humble,  reverent  frame  that  I  have 
beheld  thee  in,  when  this  bleflisd  life  hath  drawn  thee 
into  itfelf,  and  adorned  and  feafoned  thee  with  its  own 
heavenly  virtue;  beautifying  thy  very  countenance 
beyond  all  the  vain  and  foolifh  ornaments  of  the 
wanton  daughters  of  Sodom  and  Egypt;  for  therein 
us  not  known  to  [he  children  of  this  world. 
1  chafte  life  may  be  always  prc- 
t  thou  mayeft  be  for  ever 
l|d  fellowlhip  of  it!  That 
,nd  pradtice,  thou 
I  is  the  way,  the

truth,  and  the  life  j  who,  as  thou  watchcft  with  holjr 
vigilance,  will  not  only  daily  manifeft  the  devices  of 
the  enemy  to  thee,  but  fave  thee  from  him.  For 
Chrill's  work  in  thee  is  thy  fan6):ification,  as  it  is  in 
him  his  Father's  will,  as  Paul  faid  of  old  to  the  be- 
lievers, "  This  is  the  will  of  God,  even  your  fanSi- 
"  fication." 

My  dearly  beloved  friend,  be  ftedfaft,  immoveable, 
without  wavering ;  and  work  out  thy  great  falvation 
with  fear  and  trembling ;  and  lofe  not  that  fweet  and 
precious  fenfe  that  the  Lord  hath  begotten  in  thee: 
it  is  foon  loft,  at  leaft  weakened,  but  hard  to  recover. 
Wherefore  let  not  the  fpirit  of  the  world,  in  any  of 
its  appearances,  vain  company,  unneceflary  difcourfe, 
or  words,  or  worldly  affairs,  prevail  upon  the  civility 
of  thy  nature ;  for  they  will  opprefs  the  innocent  life, 
and  bring  grievous  weights  and  ourdens  upon  thy  foul, 
and  prolong  the  coming  of  the  Lord,  whom  thou 
lookeft  for,  and  put  the  day  of  thy  redemption  afar 
off.     O  beware  of  this  compliance !  Let  me  put  thee 
in  mind  of  that  fenfible  refolution  fo  frequently  and 
fo  paflionately  repeated  by  thee;  *  Ilfaut  queje  romper 
*  II  faut  que  je  rompe*    Ah !  this  fpeaketh  a  weight, 
this  weight  a  fenfe,  and  this  fenfe  a  ftrong  cbnviftion. 
Now  be  affurcd,  that  till  obedience  be  yielded  to  riiat 
prefent  manifeftation  and  conviftion,  the  good  things 
defired  and  thirfted  after  can  never  be  enjoyed. 

Wherefore,  my  dear  friend,  be  faithful,  and  watdi 
againft  the  workings  of  the  fpirit  of  this  world  in  thy- 
felf  i  that  the  nature  and  image  of  it  in  all  things 
may  be  crucified,  that  thou  mayeft  know  an  entire 
tranflation,  with  holy  Enoch,  and  walk  with  God. 
Jefus*,  the  holy  light,  is  this  crofs  and  power  of  God, 
that  killeth  and  maketh  alive;  and  he  is  the  heavenly 
Vine  too:  if  thou  abideft  in  him,  thou  wilt  bring 
forth  fruit  5  but  if  thou  abideft  not  in  him,  thou  wilt 
not  bring  forth  that  fruit,  in  which  his  heavenly  Fathcl:

You  are  to  leave  them  all,  to  come  out  of  them  all  j 

and  live  and  walk  as  pilgrims  in  the  world  •,  that  is, 

ftrangers :  To  what  ?  To  the  life  and^pradice  of  the 

world  i  not  ufing,  but  renouncing,  the  vain  cuftoms 

and  ceremonies,  yea,  the  whole  converfation  of  the 

world,  remembering  that  the  friendfliip  of  this  world 

is  enmity  with  God.     And  what  if  the  world  hate 

you,  it  hated  mcfrji;  and  the  difciple  is  not  greater 

than  his  Mafter,  nor  the  fervant  than  his  Lord :  if 

you  were  of  the  world,  the  world  would  love  you^ 

and  not  reproach  and  perfecute  you ;  for  the  world 

loveth  its  own.*    O  my  dear  friend,  that  thou  mayeft 

be  perfectly  fenfible   what   it  is,    not  to  be  of  this 

world.  ' , 

But  there  is  yet  a  farther  myftery  in  thde  words, 

not  difcerned  even  of  many     in  whom  fome   ten- 

dernefs  and   inquiry   is  begotten,  much  lefs  of  the 

worldly  Chriftians.      This  world  hath   a  felfe  earth, 

and  a  falfe  heaven,   afalfe  foundation,    and  a   falfe 

joy:    not  only  grofs  wickednefs,  but   iniquity  in   a 

myftery   inwardly  and  outwardly.     The  whore,    falfe 

prophet,  and  dragon,  and  all  their  oflFspring  are  here 

concerned.     This  is  their  world,  that  muft  be  byrnt 

with  fire,  that  Chrift  is  not  of,  nor  his  true  difciples. 

O  the  light  of  Jefus  difcovereth  it!  And  he  is.  that 

ibiritual   Solomon,    that   giveth  true  judgment,    and 

that  faveth  the  living  child,  the  true  birth;  giving  it 

CO  the  right  mother,  and  not  to  the  falfe  pretender. 

jAf^.  >U  that  hear  his  voice,  and  follow  him,  jQiall  re- 

ttre.  true  lig^tj  difceming  and  judgment^  to  whom 
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til  judgment  is  given:  they  fhall  know  hisi  Voice  from 
man's. 

There  are  two  trees,  of  diflFering  natures^  that  ba?e 
contrary  fruits  and  leaves.  The  one  is  the  tree  of  Ufe% 
which  is  Cbrifti  the  other,  the  tree  of  deatby  and -that 
is  Satan.  The  fruit  of  the  one  giveth  lifei  the  fruit 
of  the  other  brinReth  death:  the  leaves  of  the  firft 
heal',  the  leaves  or  the  lad  poi/on.  Many  that  difcorn 
the  tree^  cannot  clearly  diftinguifh  the  branches :  aiid 
thofe  that  fee  many  arms  and  branches,  cannot  dif* 
tinftly  behold  the  leaves,  much  lefs  the  fruit.  This 
Cometh  by  th^  gradual  difcoveries  and  revelations  of 
the  light  of  Jefus,  the  word  of  God,  as  it  is  daily  re- 
ceived^  and  daily  obeyed.  Yea,  and  that  word  is  th^ 
axe  and  fword  of  the  Almighty,  to  cut  it  down ;  daily 
feel  the  ftrokes  of  this  eternal  fearching  light  and 
word  at  the  very  root  of  this  corrupt  tree,  this  evil 
one,  and  his  corrupt  nature,  works  and  cfFefb.  For 
which  'Cnd  Jefus  Chrift  is  come,  and  therefore  is  called 
a  Saviour,  which  is  little  known  in  truth  to  the  Chris- 
tians of  this  world. 

Ah !  my  dear  friend,  thou  knoweft  this  word,  yea, 
thou  haft  felt  it :  O  hide  it  in  thy  heart !  Treafure  ic 
up  in  thy  foul,  and  love  it,  and  abide  with  it  for  ever. 
Alas !  Whither  (houldft  thou  go?  This  hath  the  woris^ 
and  is  the  wordy  of  eternal  life :  daily,  therefore,  watch 
and  wait,  that  thou  mayeft  be  grafted  more  into  it ; 
that  thou  mayeft  live  and  grow  by  the  virtue  and  life 
of  it,  and  that  it  may  grow  in  thy  heart,  as  it  grew 
among  the  firft  Chriftians,  the  holy  followers  of  the 
perfecuted  Jefus.  And  when  it  fearcheth  thy  wound, 
and  cutteth  away  thy  dead  flelh ;  yea,  when  it  fepa- 
rateth  between  the  foul,  and  the  fpirit  of  this  world, 
and  divideth  between  joints  and  marrow,  when  it  oJXr 
tcth  oflF  the  right  hand,  and  plucketh  out  the  right 
eye  5  O  watch  unto  prayer,  and  pray  that  thou  mayeft 
endure !  O  keep  the  holy  patience  of  this  pure  aad 
living  word ;  and  this  veiy  word  will  keep  thee  in  the 
hour  of  thy  fharpeft  trials,  and  foreft  tribulations  I  ^ 
^virtue  is  in  it!  It  is  a  tried  word^  ^Jure  refuge^  the

They  that  receive  and  love  the  li^t  of  it>  will  there* 
in  receive  divine  life  from  it  to  live  to  God.  This  is 
the  ir^  of  GcJ^  that  cometh  from  God»  and  fcedeth> 
9Uid  leadeth  up  to  God :  by  this  only>  that  which  is 
bom  of  God  liveth,  and  is  nourilhed :  this  is  that 
carcaie  to  which  the  wife  eagles  gather ;  and  (ee  thou 
gathercft  to  no  other,  and  fcedcft  on  no  other.

thou  groaned^  and  figheft  that  thy  Redeeaner  would 
come  trom  Zion  to  deliver  thee.  O  give  not  heed  to 
the  enemy,  the  fal/e  accujer^  that  feeketh  to  devour 
that  which  is  begotten  of  God  in  thee :  neither  look 
upon  thine  own  fins^  burdens^  or  weakneflea ;  but  lift 
up  thy  head,  and  look  to  Jesus,  the  author  of  thy 
blefTed  vifitation,  and  wholly  hunger  and  third  after 
him,  the  Jpiritual  brazen  ferpent,  that  healeth  and  re- 
lieveth  all  that  in  faith  and  full  afTurance  look  to  him. 
Want  of  looking  to  him,  hearing  and  obeying  hi^ 
and  having  true  faith  in  him,  is  the  caufe  both  of  fdl 
the  prefumption  and  defpair  that  are  at  this  day.  f|e 
did  no  mighty  things  of  old  in  thofe  places  where 
they  believed  not.

ready wrought  in  thee:  he  will  minifter  to  thee,  as 
he  was  miniftred  unto  by  his  Father's  angels  in  the 
hour  of  his  abafement  and  great  temptation.  O  watch, 
and  be  faithful,  and  thou  £alt  be  a  noble  witnefs  for 
the  Lord.  i 

Once  more  let  me  expoftulate  with  thee :  wouldft 
thou  overcome  the  enemies  of  thy  foul's  peace,  and 
enjoy  the  delightful  prcfence  of  the  Lord  with  thee? 
then  keep  nothing  backj  let  nothing  be  with-hcld 
that  he  calleth  for :  remember  that  Saul  of  old  loft  his 
kingdom,  for  keeping  that  alive  which  he  fhould  have 
flain ;  thou  knoweft  what  bcfel  Ananias  and  Sapphira 
outwardly :  but  be  thou  like  the  poor  widow  of  old, 
that  therefore  gave  more  into  the  treafury  than  all  the 
reft,  becaufe  tbey  referved  the  greateji  part  to  tbem^ 
/elves  i  but  Jhe  gave  all  Jhe  had. .  O  bleffed  are  they 
that  make  no  bargains  for  themfelves ;  that  have  no 

rcfervcs  for  fdfj  neither  confult  with  flcih  and  blood  i 

nor 
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nor  in  any  fenfe  conform  to  the  leaft  ceremony  which 
is  born  of  them ;  but  that  fubmit  their  wills,  in  all 
things,  to  the  Lord's,  that  they  may  be  made  perfeft 
through  fufferings,  as  Chrift  was. 

Read  me  in  the  myftery  of  life :  I  fpeak  not  of  de- 
ferting,  or  flinging  away  all  outward  fubftance;  but 
that  thy  heart  may  reign  above  all  vifibles,  and  make 
God  its  treafure,  and  never  (lick  in  any  thing  of  this 
lower  world,  or  reft  fliort  of  Christ,  the  eternal  reft 
of  all  the  feed  of  faith. 

Here  beginneth  the  Narrative. 

THE  Lord  brought  us  well  to  Wefcl  on  the  fifth 
day  after  we  left  Herwcrden,  having  fome  fer- 
vice  by  the  way."  At  Wefel  we  had  a  good  time  with 
dbftor  Schuler,  and  Rofendale,  and  the  woman  wc 
mentioned  to  thee ;  but  the  taylor  was  fliy,  and  fear- 
fur  of  coming  to  us  at  the  doftor's. 

The  next  day*  we  went  towards  Duyfburgh :  we  vi- 
fited  the  fchult,  or  chief  governor,  that  night,  whom 
we  found  at  home ;  he  received  us  in  much  kindnefs. 
His  wife  and  fitter,  we  fear,  have  been  fliaken  in  their 
good  teftimony  fince  we  were  laft  there ;  fome  fowls 
of  the  air  have  devoured  the  feed  that  was  fown.  O  that 
fweet  and  tender  frame  in  which  we  left  them  the  time 
before !  However,  the  entrance  we  had  upon  the  Ipirit 
of  the  fchult,  a  little  confolated  us.  Hence  we  fent 
Maria  Martha's  friend  a  letter,  defiring  him  to  let  us 
have  his  anfwer  the  next  night  at  Duflcldorp,  inclofed 
to  Neander,  when  and  where  we  might  fee  him,  either 
at  Duflcldorp,  Mulheim,  or  Duyfburgh,  and  if  it 
wercr  poflible,  we  would  gladly  vific  the  countefs  of 
Bruch. 

Wc  got  early  to  Duffcldorp  next  day,>  being  the 
laft  day  of  the  week :  but  Neander  was  gone  to  MuN 
heim^  in  order  to  preach  on  the  morrow  -,  fo  that  we 
were  difappointed  of  our  intelligence. 

Next 
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.   Next  morning^  we  went  towards  Collen,  and  theiic 
arrived  that  evening. 

The  next  day'  we  had  a  good  opportunity  with  Yaa 
DiAando^  and  Docemius,  at  the  houle  of  the  latter ;  and 
that  afternoon  took  boat  back  for  Dufleldorp :  where 
arriving  next  morning/  we  prefently  fent  for  Neander; 
who  came  to  us,  and  three  more  in  company.  We 
had  a  blefled  meeting  with  them^  and  one  of  the  three 
th^t  came  with  him  our  fouls  were  exceedingly  affeded 
with. 

The  meeting  done,  they  went  away,  but  Neandef 
returned.  And  firft,  of  our  letter  to  Mulheim :  we 
found  by  him,  (as  alfo  at  our  return  to  Duyfburgh) 
that  Kuper  was  fo  far  from  endeavouring  our  vifit  to 
the  countefs,  that  he  would  not  meet  us  himfelf,  nei- 
ther at  Duffeldorp,  Mulheim,  or  Duyfburgh :  nay,  it 
did  not  pleafe  him  to  fend  us  an  anfwer,  much  lefs  any 
.the  leaft  falutation.  I  confefs  it  grieved  us  now  for 
Neander ;  the  young  man  hath  a  zeal  for  God,  and 
there  is  a  vifitation  upon  him ;  my  foul  defireth  that 
it  may  not  be  ineffeflual :  but  I  have  a  great  fear  upon 
me.  For  this  I  know  certainly,  from  the  Lord  uod 
that  liveth  for  ever,  and  I  have  a  cloud  of  witneflb 
to  my  brethren,  that  retirement  and  Jilence  before  God 
is  the  alone  way  for  him  to  feel  the  heavenly  gift  to 
arife,  and  come  forth  pure  and  unmixed.  This  onlj 
can  aright  preach  for  God,  pray  to  God,  and  beget 
^ople  to  God,  and  nothing  elfc.  But,  alas  1  his  of- 
fice in  that  family  is  quite  another  thing;  namely,  to 
perform  fet  duties,  at  fixed  times :  pray,  preach,  and 
fuig,  and  that  in  the  way  of  the  world's  appointment. 
His  very  office  is  Babylonifh,  namely,  a  chapUin  i  for 
it  is  a  Popifh  invention. 

In  the  good  old  times,  godly  Abraham,  that  was  a 
prince,  and  Jofhua  a  great  general,  and  David  a  king, 
with  many  more,  inftruded  their  famiUe3  in  the  know* 
ledge  and  fear  of  God :  but  now  people  are  too  idle, 
or  too  great,  to  fray  for  ibemfelveS;,  and  fo  they  wof ?

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God  by  fraxj.  How  cui  a  minifter  of  the  ^fpcl 
be  at  the  beck  of  any  mortal  living;,  or  give  his  foul 
and  confcience  to  the  tinoe  and  appointment  of  ano- 
ther? The  thing  in  itfelf  is  utterly  wrong,  and  againft 
the  very  nature  and  worihip  of  the  new  and  tverlaft- 
ing  covenant.  You  had  better  meet  to  read  the  fcri|>- 
tures,  the  book  of  martyrs,  &c.  if  you  cannot  fit  and 
wait  in  fikmce  upon  the  Lord,  till  his  angitl  move  U|H>n 
your  bearis^  than  to  uphold  fuch  a  formal,  limited  anil 
ceremonious  worihip.  This  is  not  the  way  duc  of 
Babylon.  And  I  have  a  deep  fenfe  upon  my  foiili  rhiit 
if  the  yonng  man  ftrive  beyond  the  talent  (iciil  hiiili 
given  him,  to  anfwer  his  office,  and  BU  u|)  \\\k  hUt  r| 
and  wait  not  for  the  pure  and  living  word  of  Cinil  hi 
his  heart,  to  open  his  mouth>  but  eiihrr  f^utllisih  liii 
his  fermons,  or  fpeaketh  his  own  word*,  }^c  will  ha 
utterly  ruined.

O  my  foul  is  in  great  pain,  that  you  may  be 
all  chaftely  prefenred  in  that  dirine  fenie  begotten 
in  your  hearts  by  the  eternal  word  of  God,  that 
abideth  for  ever ;  that  nothing  may  ever  be  able  to 
cxtin|uifh  it.  But  more  efpecially  that  thou,  my 
dear  friend,  mayeft  be  kept  in  faithfuinefs :  for  die 
Lx>rd  is  come  very  near  to  thee,  and  thou  mull  beg^n 
the  yfH^rk,  the  Lord  God  expeftcth  at  thy  hand.  If 
oneflieep  break  through,  the  reft  will  follow:  where- 
fore watch,  O  watch  that  thou  mayeft  be  ftrengthened 
and  confirmed ;  and  ftrengthen  all  that  is  begotten 
of  God  in  that  family,  by  thy  weighty,  favoury  and 
circumfpedk  life!  O  how  is  my  foul  aiFefled  with 
thy  preient  condition !  It  is  the  fervent  fupplication 
•  of  my  heart,  that  thou  mayeft,  through  the  daily 
obedience  of  the  crofs  of  Jefus,  conquer  and  Ihinc 
as  a  bright  and  glorious  ftar  in  the  firmament  of 
God's  eternal  kingdom.  So  let  it  be.  Lord  Jefus! 
Amen.* 

We  tenderly,  yet  freely,  fpoke  our  hearts  to  him, 
before  we  parted ;  which  done,  in  God's  love  we  took 
our  leave  of  him  at  DufTeldorp,  and  got  that  night  to 
Duyft)urgh,  being  the  third  day  of  the  week.  Wc 
firft  vifited  Dr.  Maftricht,  a  man  of  a  good  natural 
temper,  but  a  rigid  Calvinift.  I  perceived  by  him, 
that  they  held  a  confultation  about  feeing  us  at  Bruch^ 
but  they  all  concluded  it  was  beft  to  decline  meeting 
with  us,  becaufe  of  the  graef,  he  being  ready  to  fiing 
our  name,  in  reproach,  upon  them,  in  his  difpleafurc; 
and  this  would  confirm  him  in  his  jealouiies  of  them. 
This  might  cxcufe  the  countefs,  but  by  no  means 
Kuper ;  and  if  I  had  any  fenfe,  Maftricht  was  there 
with  them,  upon  defign  to  fruftrate  the  hopes  we  had 
conceived  of  meeting  with  her.  We  from  that  de- 
fcended  to  other  things  of  weight,  and  in  love  and 
peace  parted. 

From  his  houfe  we  returned  to  our  inn ;  and  after 
fupper  we  vifited  the  fchult,  who  with  much  civility 
and  fome  tendernefs  received  us.  His  fifter  alfo  came 
to  usj  and  wc  had  a  good  little  meeting  with  them, 

and

The  next  dav'  wz  cssbx  so  Wcfe],  being  the  fiMith^ 
day ;  wlicre  wc  ondn^ood  by  Dr.  Schuler,  that  thy 
filler  dcfiicd  wc  wocdd  be  U>  kind  as  to  fire  her  when 
we  returned :  npon  that  we  went  and  vifited  her ;  fhe 
received  us  ¥ciy  kindly.  Thy  brother*in4aw*s  two 
fitters  were  piefent;  we  fiayed  with  her  at  leall  two 
hours.  Many  qoeftions  ihe  put  to  me^  which  I  waa 
glad  to  have  an  c^iportunity  to  anfwer»  for  it  made 
way  for  a  meeting :  ihe  intreated  us  to  come  again  if 
we  ftayedy  and  told  us  our  vifit  was  very  grateful  to 
her:  adding,  that  becaufe  we  pafled  her  by  the  laft 
time,  (he  concluded  with  herfelf,  ^  we  had  no  hopes 
*  of  her;'  with  more  to  that  effc6k.  From  thence  wc 
went  to  Dr«  Scbuler's,  who  freely  offered  us  his  houfe 
for  a  meeting  next  day :  and,  indeed^  the  man  is  bold» 
after  his  manner. 

The  next  day*  about  feven,  I  writ  a  billet  in 
French  to  thy  fifter,  to  inform  her  of  the  meeting  to 
b^in  about  eight :  Ihe  came,  and  her  two  fillers  with 
hers  there  was  Rofendale,  colonel  Copius  and  his  wife^ 
and  about  three  or  four  more ;  and  to  our  great  joy 
the  Lord  Almighty  was  with  us,  and  his  holy  power 
reached  their  hearts,  and  the  do<5tor  and  Copius  there- 
by confefled  to  our  teftimony. 

The  meeting  lafted  about  four  hours :  being  endedf 
we  took  our  leave  of  them  in  the  Spirit  of  Jefus,  and 
fo  returned  to  our  inn.  The  taylor  was  all  this  while 
afraid  of  coming  to  our  inn,  or  to  the  dolor's  to  the 
meeting:  great  fears  have  overtaken  him,  and  the 
poor  man  liveth  but  in  a  dry  land.  After  dinner  we 
vifited  Copius  and  Rofendale  i  and  at  Copius's  we  had 
^  blefled  broken  meeting ;  he,  his  wife,  Kofendale»  hit 
wife,  and  another  woman,  (wife  to  one  Dn  Willtck^i 
tn-other)  prefent;   they  were  extremely  affcfted  and

This  done^  and  having  left  books,  both  ihere,  and 
with  thy  filler,  we  left  Wefel  with  hearts  full  of  jty 
and  peace :  and  let  me  fay  this,  that  mbre  kindnefs, 
and  opennefs,  we  have  fcarcely  found  in  all  our  tra* 
vels :  O  that  this  blefled  fenfe  may  dwell  with  them. 
A  feed  there  is  in  that  place  God  will  gather  ^  yea,  ir 
noble  people  he  will  nnd  out :  and  I  doubt  not  bttt 
there  will  be  a  good  meeting  of  friends  in  that  city 
before  many  years  go  about ;  my  love  is  great  to  that 

I  lace.  O  how  good  is  our  dear  Lord  to  us,  who 
elpeth  our  infirmities,  and  carrieth  through  all  oppo* 
fition,  and  feedeth  us  with  his  divine  prefence,  in 
which  is  life !  His  candle  hath  hitherto  reded  on  our 
tabernacle,  and  he  hath  made  us  glad  in  his  own  fal- 
vation :  eternal  glory  be  to  his  excellent  name.      ^ 

We  immediately  took  a  poft-carr,  and  came  next 
day/  about  two  in  the  afternoon,  to  Cleve,  whcre^'wc 
had  a  very  precious  meeting  at  an  honeit  procurator's 
houfe,  who  received  us  with  much  love :  four*  or  five 
more  were  prefcnt,  all  grave  and  tender:  our  hearts 
were  greatly  affe£ted  with  their  love  and  fimplicitjr. 
We  alfo  vifitcd  the  lady  Hubner,  who  was  kind  to  us. 

Next  morning*  we  fet  out  for  Nimeguen,  and  thcnct 
immediately  to  Utrecht,  where  we  arrived  that  night; 
and  took  the  night-boat  for  Amfterdam,  becaufe  of  a 
preflfure  upon  my  fpirit  to  be  next  day  at  the  meet- 
ing ;  and  the  rather,  having  intimated  as  much  from 
Cullen. 

We  arrived  in  the  morning'^  at  Amfterdam,  where 
we  found  our  dear  friends  generally  well,  the  city 
much  alarmed,  and  great  curiofity  in  fome,  and  defires 
in  others,  to  come  to  the  meeting.     We  had  a  veiy 

great  meeting,    and  many  people  of  note   reibrted: 
od's  gofpcl-bell  was  rung,    the   great  day  of  the 
Great  God  founded,  and  the  ^*  dead  was  raifcd/'  fo

,  The  day  following*  we  had  a  meeting  with  Galenus 
Abrahams  (the  great  father  of  the  Socinian  Menifts 
in  thcfc  parts)  accompanied  with  feveral  preachers 
and  others  of  his  congregation ;  divers  of  our  friend« 
were  alfo  prefent.  It  continued  about  five  hours :  he 
iafiirmedj  in  oppofition  to  us>  ^  That  there  was  no 
'  Chriftian  church,  miniflry,  or  commifllon  apoftolics^ 
*  now  in  the  world ;'  but  the  Lord  aflifted  us,  with 
his  wifdom  and  ftrength^  to  confound  his  attempts.

Here  endeth  the  Narrative. 

I  intend  a  vifit  at  the  Hague  to  the  lady  Overkirk^ 
fifler  of  the  Somerdikes,  and  fome  others  that  have 
fober  charaders  of  truth  and  friends ;  and  thence  to 
Rotterdam,  where  I  have  much  to  do,  both  with  re- 
iped:  to  meetings  and  the  prefs. 

Thus,  my  dear  friend,  have  I  given  thee  a  tedious 
narrative,  yet  I  hope  not  altogether  unpleafant.  Per- 
haps the  brevity  of  my  letters  hereafter,  may  beft  apo- 
logize for  the  length  of  this :  however,  I  confider  two 
things  i  one  is,  that  thou  haft  time  enough,  one  time 
or  other,  to  look  over  it;  and  next,  that  I  have 
plentifully  anfwered  thy  requefts,  and  demonftrated 
<  I  have  not  forgotten  thee/  O  dear  friend,  let  us 
live  and  remember  one  another  (now  abient)  in  that 
divine  fenfe  in  which  the  Lord  God  diffolved  our  fpi- 
fits  when  together.  O  the  unUy  of  this  fai^b,  the 
furity  of  this  love,  and  the  bond  of  this  peace  I  The 
I^rd  Jefus  be  with  thy  fpirit,  and  keep  thee  in  this

The  fame  day^  we  had  a  blcfled  publick  meetings 
never  to  be  forgotten:  O  the  majefty,  glory,  and  life 
that  the  Lord  attended  us  with!  Our  hearts  were 
deeply  affefted  with  his  prefence ;  great  reverence  and 
brokennc(s  was  over  the  meeting,  more  than  I  had 
feen.  The  meeting  done,  we  were  oppofed  by  a 
preacher,  who  was  clofely  encountered  and  purfuea  by 
fcveral  merchants,  &c.  (not  of  us)  that  cried,  *  He 
<  was  rude  and  ignorant,  and,  that  the/  had  t  refti- 
*  mony  for  us ;'  and  offered  to  difpute  in  our  dtftnt^^ 
but  the  prieft  ran  away :  they  followed  him  till  tliy^f 
houfed  him ;  what  followed  I  know  nfA. 

It  was  upon  me  this  day  to  engage  Gtlenui  Abra- 
hams to  a  fecond  conference,  that  we  roiptht  nifsttt  fiM'f 
debate  and  confute  his  grand  ohjtfziofU  kf/^^hft  lUc 
prefent  Mifpenfation  oflfruth,  and  lYjt  hr^^rnly  i/u- 
*  niftry  witneffed  among  frier*ds/  He  ref.ilc/l  ri//t  my 
offer  olf  a  fecond  meeting,  but  fent  me  word  hi^  hu 
fiaeis  would  not  give  him  leave  to  let  jc  U  kjty  r.u^ 
this  day.*  Upon  which  the  n#rxt  Tr.Of'.,j.'/^  h^x  fix/t/!  ^.* 
the  conference,  to  begin  a^  ei^.t,  ^ujI  aur^y.//iw,i/)/ 
it  did,  and  hrld  till  one.  Tf.#:  a/xo>f-r //  \,uA,  ij^c

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very  comfortably  to  us,  becaufe  to  a  general  fatif- 
fa&ion. 

The  meeting  thus  ended^  and  having  refreihed  our* 
felves^  after  a  folemn  leave  taken  of  our  dear  friends 
at  Amfterdam,  G.  F.  and  myfelf  went  that  night  to 
Leyden,  accompanied  by  B.  F.  Coming  there  Tate  at 
nighty  we  forbore  to  inquire  after  any  worthy  in  that 
place. 

But  the  next  morning'  we  found  out  two^  one  a 
German^  of^  or  near,  Darmftad,  who  not  only  ezpreffed 
much  love  to  the  principle  of  truth,  and  unto  us  the 
friends  thereof,  but  alfo  mformed  us  of  a  retired  per- 
fon,  of  great  quality,  that  liveth  about  two  hours  back 
again  towards  Amftcrdam,  #t  a  village  called  Won- 
derwick.  Our  refolutions  of  being  that  night  at  Rot- 
terdam, and  having  the  Hague  to  vifit  by  the  way, 
made  our  return  at  that  time  impracticable.  However, 
the  relation  of  the  German  concerning  the  good  incli- 
nations of  the  great  man  and  his  wife,  their  difdain  of 
the  world,  and  voluntary  retreat  from  the  greatnefi 
and  glory  of  it,  refted  ilrongly  upon  our  fpirits.  This 
perfon  prefently  conduded  us  to  the  houfe  of  one  who 
had  formerly  been  a  profeflbr  in  the  univerfity^  and 
there  left  us. 

To  this  perfon  both  G.  F.  and  myfelf  were  more 
than  ordinarily  open :  he  was  of  a  fweet,  yet  quick, 
of  a  wife,  yet  very  loving  and  tender  fpirit :  there 
were  few  flrangers  we  felt  greater  love  to.  He  afiented 
to  every  thing  we  faid:  and  truly  his  underftaading 
was  very  clear  and  open  to  the  things  that  lay  upon  us 
to  declare ;  and  he  exprefled  his  firm  belief  of  great 
revolutions  at  hand,  and  that  they  (bould  termkute  in 
the  fetting  up  of  the  '  glorious  kingdom  of  CiUJST 
*  in  the  world.* 

What  (hall  I  fay  ?  The  man  felt  our  (pirits,  and 
therefore  loved  us  -,  and  in  the  frcfti  fenfc  ot  that  Iwrc, 
writ  a  letter  by  us  to  a  retired  perfon  at  the  H^c, 
like  himfelf :  which  in  feveral  places  of  Germany  was

the  way  whereby  w«  found  out  moft  of  the  retired 
people  we  vifited.  After  near  two  hours  time  with 
him,  we  took  waggon  for  the  Hague^  leaving  the 
peace  of  God  upon  him. 

The  firft  thing^  we  did  there,  was  to  inquire  out  the 
lady  Overkirk,  a  perfon  of  a  retired  and  religious 
charader,  feparated  from  the  publick  worfhip  of  that 
country:  fhe  was  at  home;  but  her  hufband's  being 
with  her,  a  great  man  of  the  army,  of  another  difpo- 
tion  and  way  of  living,  hindered  our  accefs  at  that 
time. 

The  next  perfon  we  went  to,  was  a  judge  of  the 
chief  court  of  juftice  in  that  republick :  he  received 
tis  with  great  refped,  and  a  more  than  ordinary  defire 
to  know  the  '  truth  of  our  faith  and  principles/  We 
declared  cf  the  things  moil:  furely  believed  anK)ngft 
us,  -  in  the  power  and  love  of  God.  He  made  hi$ 
obfervations,  objedtions,  and  queries  upon  Teveral 
things  we  fpakci  to  whom  we  replied,  and  explained 
all  matters  in  queftioti ;  infomuch  as  he  declared  him- 
felf  fatisfied  in  our  confeflTions,  and  his  '  good  belief 

*  of  us  and  our  principles.'  .We  took  a  Iblemn  and 
fenfibte  leave  of  him,  and  we  felt  the  witnefs  of  God 
reached  in  him,  and  his  fpirit  tendered,  which  filled 
our  hearts  with  dear  love  to  him :  he  brought  us  to 
his  ftreet-^door,  and  there  we  parted. 

From  him  we  went  to  vifit  that  perfon  for  whom 
we  bid  a  letter  from  the  dodbor  at  Leyden,  but  he  was 
li€>t  ac  korne^  We  immediately  took  waggon  for  Delft, 
and  from  thence  an  exprefs-boat  for  Rotterdam,  where 
we  arrived  well  about  eight  at  night. 

The  fiext  day^  was  moftly  fpent  sn  vifiting  of 
friends,  and  the  friendly  people  in  that  place,  which 
confined  of  fcveral  perfons  of  worldly  note. 

The  next  day,^  being  the  firft  day  of  the  week, 
we  had  a  large  and  bleffed  meeting,  wherein  the  deep

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vend  of  divers  religions  were  there,  but  no  difturb* 
ance  or  contradidion  $  but  a  profound  fileooe  and  re- 
verent attention  were  over  the  meeting.^ 

That  night  I  had  a  blefled  meeting  at  mf  lod^ng, 
with  thofe  perfons  of  note,  that  at  ioine  times^' yificed 
our  publicK  meetings,  as  that  day,  and  have  a  con- 
vincement  upon  them :  the  Lord's  love,  truth  and 
life,  precioufly  reached  towards  them,  and  tliey-wcre 
very  fwectly  aflfcded.  .^ 

Next  day  ^  I  beftowed  in  perfeding  and  oorpfdiag 
leveral  publick  letters,  which  I  was  moved  to  wrkis^ 
both  in  my  firft  and  fecond  journey  in  Germany,  aM 
after  my  return  to  chefe  Low-Countries*  The  titles 
whereof  follow.*

High 
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High  and  Low-Dutch  Naticms»  who  hunger  urf 
thirft  after  rightcoufncfs,  and  dcfire  to  know  and 
worihip  God  in  Truth,  and  in  Sincerity;  con« 
taining  a  Plain  Tcftimony  to  the  Ancient  and 
Apoftolical  Life,  Way  and  Worihip  that  God  it 
'  reviving  and  exalting  in  the  Earthy  in  his  Spirit 
and  Truth. 

The  fenfc  of  the  ferious  retreat  of  the  great  man 
we  heard  of  at  Lcydcn,  was  fo  (Irong  upon  nie,  that 
I  could  not  fee  myfclf  clear  to  leave  the  country  be* 
fore  I  had  given  him  a  vifit.  I  purpofed  therefore  the 
next  morning  to  fct  forward  to  the  Hague,  from  thence 
to  Leyden,  and  fo  to  Wondcrwick. 

I  arrived  there  in  the  evening*  with  B.  F.  A.  Son- 
nemans,  and  M.  Sonnemans,  and  immediately  made 
known  our  coming,  and  the  end  of  it,  to  him  and  his 
wife,  by  the  means  of  the  young  German,  who  was 
got  thither  before  us  to  vifit  them.  An  invitation 
came  to  us  all  at  our  inn,  and  immediately  we  rt^ 
paired  to  his  houfe,  which  was  very  (lately,  and  yet 
plain.  He  prefently  came  to  us,  took  us  by  the  hand^ 
and  bid  us  *  heartily  welcome/  We  immediately  fat 
doWn,  arid  after  fome  time  of  retirement,  I  (poke 
foihething  of  what  was  upon  me ;  yet  not  before  he 
had  given  us  a  fober  and  pathetical  account  of  hit 
life,  and  of  the  prefent  frame  and  difpofition  of  hit 
ipirit. 

^' Alithis  was  in  the  abfence  of  his  wifc^  but  fo  foon 
i  I  had  finiihed  what  was  then  upon  me  to  fpcak  of 
ic  witnefs  of  God,  and  of  its  work  in  man,  upon  the 
6tc0,oh  of  the  hiftory  he  gave  us  of  his  life,  he  led 
lis' iritb  another  room^  where  his  wife  was :  he  told  her, 
here  wete  fome  Chriftian  friends  come  to  vifit  her;  ihe 
Giuttd  us  very  kindly. 

'  We  all  fat  down,  and  after  fome  filence,  the  hea« 
venly  power  of  God  did^  in  a  living  and  tender  man* 
fieri  open  their  ftates  and  conditions  to  mc,  gnd  opened 
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my  mouth  to  them.  The  fubftance  of  my  tcftimony 
Vas  to  this  purpofe,  ^  That  death  reigned  from  Adam 
to  M6fes  s  Mofes  was  till  the  prophets ;  the  Hropbets 
till  John  I  znd  John  till  Cbrijt:  what  Chrift's  day 
was:  how  few  lee  this  day:  and  whilft  people  arc 
talking  of  being  in  Christ,  under  grace,  and  not 
under  the  law,  death  reigncth  over  ttiem,  and  they 
are  not  come  to  Mofes,  nor  the  (haldng  or  quaking 
mountain,  the  thunderings,  lightnings,  and  whiH- 
winds :  and  what  was  that  way  which  led  to  Christ, 
and  what  it  was  to  be  in  him,  and  under  the  govern- 
ment of  his  grace  i  direfting  them  to  the  bleffed 
Erinciple  of  light,  and  truth,  and  grace,  which  God 
ad  (bed  abroad  in  their  hearts.  I  declared  the  lia. 
ture  and  manner  of  the  appearing  and  operating  of 
this  principle  ^  and  appealed  to  their  own  confeteriie^ 
for  the  truth  of  what  was  faid :'  and  I  can  truly  fiif^ 
the  holy  life  of  Jesus  was  revealed  amongft  us^^  and, 
like  oil,  fwam  on  the  top  of  all.  In  this Tchfe  I  i^^tt 
moved  to  kneel  down  and  pray :  great  brokcnnefi.  ftll 
upon  all ;  and  that  which  was  before  the  world  began, 
was  richly  manifefted  in  and  amongft  us. 

The  meeting  being  done,  the  great  man  and  his 
wife  bleflcd  us,  and  the  work  of  God  in  our  hands, 
faying,  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  '  My  houfe  is  bleffed 
^  for  your  fakes  -,  and  bleffed  be  God  that  I  ever  lived 
^  to  fee  you.* 

And  thus  we  left  them,  though  with  nriu^h  diffi*- 
culty  ;  for  they  preffed  us,  with  great  eameftnefs,  both 
to  eat  and  to  lodge  with  them ;  and  it  was  hard  for 
them  to  bear  our  refufal.  They  faid  it  was  a  fcandal 
to  their  houfe,  that  they  (hould  let  fuch  good  pebpfc 
as  we  were  go  out  of  it  i  or  fuffer  us  to  lodge  in  any 
Other  place :  but  we  declared  our  pre-engagement  eHe- 
where,  and  that  it  was  nqt  for  want  of  true  kindncfs 
towards  them. 

One  paffage  I  had  almoft  forgot  to  mention :  '  I 
^  was*  faid  he,  *  once  at  table  with  the  duke  of  Hol- 
^  ftein  at  Frederickftadt,  when  the  magiftrates  came 
f  (0  (omplain  againft  a  people  called  Quakers  in  that 

^  ?ityi 
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*  city :  the  duke  was  ready  to  be  prejudiced  againft 

*  them ;  but  at  the  very  naming  of  them^  I  conceived 

*  a  more  than  ordinary  kindnefs  in  my  mind  towards 

*  them.     I  afked  the  magiftrate  what  they  were  for  a 

*  people?  He  told  me  that  they  would  not  pull  off 

*  their  hau  to  their  fuperiors.    I  alkcd  him,  whether 

*  they  would  pull  off  their  hats  to  God?  He  (aid.  Yes. 

*  Said  I,  That  may  be  the  reafon  why  they  will  not 

*  puU  them  off  to  man.  Do  they  live  peaceably? 
^tYcs,     Do  they  pay  their  taxes?  Yes*     Do  they  rub 

*  their  hats  in  your  eyes  ?  No.  Do  they  do  any  harm 
f.  with  them?  No.  Why  what  is  your  quarrel  then? 
f  They  meet  in  filence,  and  they  will  not  fpeak  or 
'  pray  unlefs  they  be  moved  by  the  Spirit.  Why,  that 
f  is,  according  to  the  doftrine  of  fcripturc:  if  this  be 
f  to  be  a  Quaker,  I  would  I  were  a  Quaker  too.  But,* 
iaid  he,  ^  I  never  faw  one  before,  but  I  blefs  God  I 
*•  fee  you  now/  He  very  much  inveighed  againft  the 
falfe  Chriftianity  that  is  in  the  world,  and  greatly 
piagnified  a  tender,  mortified,  and  retired  eftate.  I 
have  great  hopes  he  and  his  wife  will  die  in  the  truth* 
We  returned  to  our  inn  to  fupper,  and  to  bed. 

rNext  morning''  we  took  waggon  for  the  Hague^ 
where  we  met  with  Docemius,  the  king  of  Denmark's 
refident  at  Cullen,  who  had  been  at  Rotterdam  to  feek 
tis,.  and  came  back  thither,  with  hopes  to  meet  us. 
We  had  fome  fervice  there  with  a  lawyer ;  but  were 
^ain  difappointed  of  viiiting  the  lady  Overkirk,  be- 
cauTe  of  her  hufband's  prefence  \  and  the  other  retired 
.man  before-mentioned  was  again  from  home:  the 
judge  would  gladly  have  received  us,  but  a  great 
^auie  then  depending  commanded  his  attendance. 
That  afternoon  we  took  boat  for  Delft,  and  fo  to  Rot«- 
terdam,  where  we  all  arrived  well. 

It  was  my  delire  to  have  been  the  next  day '  at  a 
meeting  at  Dort ;  but  it  feems  that  the  way  we  hoped 
had  been  open  for  us,  was  Ihut,  infomuch  that  we 
were  prevented  of  that  fervice.    However^  I  applied 

114  myielf 
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myfclf  to  the  perfeftin^  of  what  yet  wanted  to  bp 
tompleced  in  tnofe  writings  I  left  behind  me  to  be 
printed. 

The  next  day,"  being  the  fixth  day  of  the  week, 

we  had  a  very  blefled  publick  meeting,  taking  therein 

our  leave  of  the  country :  and  after  that  was  done,  we 

had  another  amongft  friends,  recommending  to  them 

the   ^  peaceable^  tender,  righteous  truth  ;'    defiring 

y  tiiat  they  might  live  and  grow  in  it,  and  be  ft  jjeople 

j^  to  the  Lord's  praife;  fo  mould  his  work  profper,  his 

'  doihinion  be  enlarged  and  increafed  among  theiin.   In 

^'^  the  evening  I  had  alfo  a  meeting  at  my  lodging  among 

*  the  great  people  of  that  place,  of  which  I  have  be- 
\  fore  made  mention :    and  magnified  be  the  name  of 

*  the  Lord,  his  power  did  fo  fweetly  yifit  them,  aiid  cf- 
feftually  reach  them,  that,  at  their  departure,  fome 
of  them  fell  upon  our.  necks,  and,  with  tears  of  Itrve^ 

'grayed,   that  they  might  be  remembered  by  us,  and 
.that  they  might  have  ftrength  to  anfwer  our  great  tra- 
vail for  them.    We  recommended  them  unto  tnc  Lord, 
-'   and  the  pure  word  of  his  grace  in  their  hearts. 

,.  The  next  day, "   the  generality  of  friends  of  that 

V  place  met  at  Simon   Johnfon's  houfe,   early  in   the 

'   morning,   where  we  took  our  leave  of  one  another, 

in  the  love  and  power  of  the  Lord,  feeling  his  living 

•  prefence  with  them  that  ftayed,    and  with   us   t|iat 
*  -went. 

■        Several  accompanied  us  to  the  Briel,  where  we  arr 

^'   rived"  about  noon.     There  accompanied  us  the  king 

•'of  Denmark's  refident  at  Cullen,  who  had  been  with 

us  at  thofe  meetings  at  Rotterdam,  P.  Hendricks,  and 

C.  Rocloffs  of  Amfterdam,  and  A.  Sonnemans,  B.  F. 

•  M.  &.  and  S.  J.  with  fevcral  others  of  Rotterdam.  The 

{)acket-boat  not  being  come,  we  were  necelfitated  to 
ie  there  that  night. 
That  night  it  was  upon  me,  in  the  earneft  Ibvc  of

Next  morning '  the  packet-boat  arrived^  and:  afaoutt 
ten  we  went  on  board,  having  firft  taken  our  folattuk

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A  letter  from  Harwich,  to  friends  in  Holland  and 
Germany,  containing  the  paflages  from  Holland  to 
England. 

Let  this  be  fent  to  the  friends  in  High  and  Low« 

Dutch-Land. 

OMf  foul  magnifiedi  the  Lord,  and  my  Ipirit  re- 
joiceth  in  uod  my  Saviour,  who  hath  rebuked 
the  winds  and  the  feas,  and  made  us  to  drink  of  his 
lalvation  upon  the  great  deeps!  yea,  we  could  not 
but  praife  him  in  the  tempeft,  for  all  things  are  full 
of  his  majefty.  Blefled  is  the  eye  that  feeth,  and  the 
heart  that  dependeth  upon  him  at  all  times.  There 
is  not  another  God ;  he  is  the  Lcrd  alone  that  the  holy 
ancients  trufted  in,  and  were  not  confounded.  What 
Ihall.  my  foul  render  unto  the  Lord  ?  We  are  full  of 
his  mercy,  he  hath  made  us  witnefles  of  his  care.  We 
can  fay,  in  righteoufnefs,  they  are  blefled  whofe  God 
is  the  Lord,  and  that  ferve  all  the  day  long  no  other 
mailer  than  our  God. 

Friends,  this  is  an  endeared  falutation  to  you  all 
in  High  and  Low-Dutch-Land,  in  the  deep  and  frelh 
fenfe  of  the  Lord's  preferving  power.  O  that  you 
may  abide  in  that  fenfe  of  him  which  he  hath  begotten 
in  you,  and  in  the  reverent  knowledge  of  him,  ac- 
cording to  the  manifeftation  which  you  have  received 
of  him,  in  the  light  of  his  dear  Son :  that  you  may 
be  faithful,  and  fervent  for  the  Lord ;  that  his  glorious 
life  and  power  may  break  through  you;  and  thefe 
lands,  long,  dry,  and  barren  as  the  wiidernefs,  may 
(bring  and  bloflbm  as  the  rofe.  For  what  have  we  to 
do  here,  but  to  exalt  him,  that  hath  vifited  and  loved 
us  s  vea,  faved  us  in  great  meafure  ?  Ah,  he  is  worthy  1 
my  ipirit  reverenceth  him,  my  heart  and  foul  do  bow 
before  him:  eternal  bleflings  dwell  for  ever  with 
him. 

Dear  friends,  my  love  floweth  to  you  as  a  fountain. 
God,  even  my  God»  and  your  God,  hath  made  you 

dear 
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dear  to  me;  yea,  dearer  than  all  natural  kindred. 
You  are  flefh  of  fleih  indeed.  Nor  fea»  nor  land^  nor 
time,  nor  place,  can  ever  feparate  our  joy,  divide  our 
communion,  or  wipe  out  the  remembrance  that  I 
have  of  you.  Yea,  the  living  remembrance  that  my 
God  often  giveth  me  of  you,  in  the  life  of  his  Son^ 
abideth ;  which  breaketh  my  heart  to  pieces :  and  I 
can  fay,  I  left  much  of  my  heart  behind  me ;  and  the 
Lord  only  could  have  outwardly  feparated  me  fo  iboo 
from  you.  O  this  love !  that  is  ftronger  than  deaths 
more  excellent  than  the  love  of  women ;  for  it  endu-* 
reth  for  ever :  this  privilege  have  all  the  faints.  Je- 
fus,  the  light  of  the  world,  that  faveth  frotfi  th< 
world,  be  with  you.    Amen. 

We  got  well  laft  night  about  ftven  to  Harwich,  be- 
ing three  days  and  two  nights  at  fea :  moft  part  of  the 
time  was  a  great  llorm  of  wind,  and  rain,  and  hail : 
the  weather  was  againft  us,  and  the  veflel  ib  lealcy, 
that  two  pumps  went  night  and  day,  or  we  had  pe* 
rifhed.  It  is  believed  that  they  pumped  twice  more 
water  out  than  the  veilel  could  contain;  but  our  peace 
was  as  a  river,  and  our  joy  full.  The  feas  had  line  to 
have  wafhed  fome  of  the  feamen  over-board,  bur  the 
great  God  prcferved  all  well.  Frights  were  amon 
the  people,  and  defpondencies  in  fome,  but  the  Lor 
wrought  deliverance  for  all :  we  were  mightily  throng* 
ed,  which  made  it  the  more  troublefome. 

But  it  is  obfervable,  that  though  the  Lord  (oyrpa^ 
derfully  delivered  us,  yet  fome  vain  people  foon  forgot 
it,  and  returned  quickly  to  their  wanton  talk  and  coor 
verfation,  not  abiding  in  the  fenfe  of  that  hand  which 
had  delivered  them :  nor  can  any  do  it,  as  they  (houtd, 
but  thofe  that  are  turned  to  his  appearance  in. their 
hearts,  who  know  him  to  be  a  God  "  nigh  at  hand  j** 
which,  O !  may  it  be  your  experience  and  portion  %* 
ever  I 

A  nd  the  Lord  be  with  you,  and  refrefh  and  fuflam 
you;  and  in  all  your  temptations  never  leave  ypif, 
nor  forfake  you  ^  that  conquerors  you  may  be,  and,  in

Here  I  left  dear  G.  Fox,  and  Gertruyd  Diricks  and 
tier  children»  that  came  over  with  us,  to  foilow  me  in 
s  coach  I  but  I,  having  a  defire  to  be  that  day*  at 
Colchefter  meeting,  went  early  away  on  horf-back, 
G.  K.  accompanying  me.  We  got  to  the  meeting, 
and  were  welt  re^refted  in  friends. 

That  evening  we  had  a  mighty  meeting  at  J.  Fur- 
ley's  houfe,  where  we  lay  s  many  being  there  of  the 
town,  that  would  not  come  to  a  publick  meeting. 
And  indeed  the  Lord's  divine  power  and  prefence  were 
in  the  aflembly. 

Next  day  *  we  had  a  great  meeting  at  a  marriage, 
where  we  had  good  fervice  for  the  Lord.  That  afcer- 
noon  about  four,  we  took  horfe  for  London,  G.  F.

the  will  of  our  God.  I  can  fay,  in  fincerity  and  truth, 
"  Thy  will  be  done,  O  God,"  becaufe  Iwijh  if  hear- 
tily ;  but  I  cannot  fpeak  in  rightcoufnefs,  until  I  pojfefs 
that  righteoufnefs  which  is  acceptable  unto  him.  My 
houfe  and  my  heart  fhall  be  always  open  to  thofe  that 
love  him.  Gichtell  has  been  well  fatisfied  with  the 
conferences  between  you.  As  for  my  bufmefs,  it  will 
go  as  the  Lord  pleafeth;  and  I  remain  in  him.
